= ] F, citic of Rome was in the beginning gouerned by 
SN | Kings.Liberty and the Conſulſhip L. Brezws brought in. 
| | The Di&ators were choſen but for atime:the Decemurri 


name of Prince, brought vnder his obedience the whole 

= Romanc ſtatc, wearicd and weakened with ciuill diſor- 
ders.But as well the proſperous,as vnproſperousſucceſſesof the ancient Common- 
wealth,excellent writers haue recorded:neither wanted their worthie and firigular 
wits,to deliver 4#guftus exploits,vntill they were by the ouerſwarming offlatterers 

- vtterly diſcouraged.Tiberius,Cains,Claudizs and Neroes aftions,they yer lining and 
flouriſhing,werefalfly ſer downe,for feare; and after their death, through freſh ha- 
tred,as corruptly as befare. VWhereupon I intend to deliver ſome few things done 
in_Asgsſtws latcr times: then Neroesraigne,and otheroccurrents as they fell our, 
withour paſſion or partiality,as being free from motiues of both, 16s",

"A Frerthat Brutus and Caſs were {laine, and no armes now-publikely borne; 
Pompey defeatedin Sicile z qa diſarmed; <4#:ontckilled-; andno chicfe 
leader of /uli#s Ceſars tation left, but onely Awugaftzs : hee would no longer be 
called Triumuiy, but in ſhew contented with the dignity of a Tribune ro defend 
the people,bearing himſelfe as Conſull: afrer he had wound intothefanour. of the k 6 
ſouldier by gifts ; of che people byproviſion of ſuſtenance; and of all in generall <a” 
with the ſweetnes of eaſe andrepoſe; by little and little raking vpon him , hee drew = 
to himſelfe the affaires of Senate; the Juric of magiſtrates and lawes,wirhont con- 
tradiction of any: the ſtowreſt by war or proſcriptions already ſpent,and'the'reft of 
thenobiliry, by how mich the more ſeruiceable, by ſo mary the more bertercd Mm 
- wealth, and x Snr in honors: ſceing their preferment to grow by new gouern- 
ment,did rather chooſe the preſent eſtate with ſscuritie,than ſtrive rorecovuertheir 
olde with danger. Thartforme of gouernment the prouinces difliked not, av trrif- 
- truſting the Senates and peoplesregiment by reaſon of noble mens fafticons%to- 
- uctouſneſſe of magiſtrates: the lawes aftoording no ſecurity, being ſwaicd hither

+ « andthitherby mighr, ambition,and corruption. Beſides this, Awznſts labouring 


by ſome ſtay,ro ſettle the ſoucraignty,aduanced Claudius Marcellus hisfiſters ſonne 
being very yong, tothe pontificall dignity and Aedilſhip: and AM. Agripps meanly 
deſccnded,but in martiall exploits warlike,and acompanionin his victories, to bee 
rwiſe Conſul together; and attcr A/arce/{us death chole him to be his ſonne in laws 
And his owne houſe notfailmg,hee beſtowed the title of Emperour vpon Tiberizs 
Nero and Claudius Druſus his wines children; and adopted Carns and Lucims/Agrip- 
paes children : and making ſhew to the contrary ; yer his earneſt defire was, they 
ſhould becalled Princes of youth, and choſen Conſuls cle& , before they had caft 
of theirprztext or infants garments.Bur when Agrippa was dead, and Lucins going 
into Spaine to take charge of the armic, and Carw returning wounded out of Ar- 


_. + menia,by haſtiefate or treachery of theirſtepmother Ziaia: Druſus alſo dead long 


before, encly Ners was lefr of all 4#guſtus ſonnes inlaw. Vnto him allmen now 
cfowched andfawned; being receiued the adopted ſonne of Auguſius;copartner of 


- the empirezaſſociate ofthe Tribunitian dignity; ſhewen to the campe as ſucceſſors 


not as before by ſecret deviſes and praRtiſes of his mother , but openly perſwading 


| the Emperor thereto. Forſhee had ſo enthralled the filly olde man, that Agrippe 


Poſthamus his onely nephew,he had confinedin the lland Planaſia: indeed, badly 
trained yp in liberall ſciences,and fottiſhly bragging of his ſtrength and afiuity of 
body; bur yerneuer dereted of any notorious vice. He gaueGermenicus ſonne vnto 
Druſus,charge ouer eight legions,by the river ot Rhene; and commanded T iberime 
(albeithe had aſonne of his owne)to adopt him, the berrterro eſtabliſh the ſucce(- 
ſion with moe ſtaies than one.VVars thege were none at that time,but only againſt 
the Germans, notſo much inregard of cnlarging the Empire, hope of bootie ot 
reward,asto blot outthe diſhonourreceined,when he Joſthis army with 2urinc7i- 
lizs Farro, All was quietin the citie, the old names of the magiſtrates vnchanged 
the yong men borne afterthe victory of Aftium,and the greateſt part of the old, 
during the ciuill wars: how many were there which had ſeene the ancient forme of 
goucrnmentof the free Common-wealth ? Thus thenthe ſtare of the city turned 
vpſide downe, there was no figne of the oldeJaudable cuſtoms to beſeenc : but / 
contrary,equality taken away,cuery man endcuourcd to obey the prince;miſdoub- 
ting nothing whileſt Augsſtus yer m_ in body, wasable rodefend himlelfe; his 
houſc,and peace. But when he grew olde andfeeble with ſicknes,and that the end 
of his gouernment, and hope of anew was not far off : fome few,bur in vaine, diſ- 


 —— courſt of the commodities of libertie ; ſome feared war; ſome deſired it : but the 
- <a vicd lauiſh ſpeeches, and ſpred rumors againſt the next coniequred 


cceſſor. 4egrippa they accounted by nature cruell, and through the indignitic of 
his late diſgrace cafily kindled;yoong,and raw in ſtate marrers; vnable for fo great 


'- acharge. Indecde,Tiberims was of conuenient andripe yeeres, expert infeares of 


war; but poſleſt with the herediratie pride of the Clazdian familie : yea many appa- 
rentſparkles of cruelty did burſt outin him , howſocuer he went about to ſuppreſſe 
them. Befides,he was brought yp in a houſe , which knew how to ratgne:the Con- 
ſulſhip was more then once caſt vpon him with triumphes. During the time that he 
was atRhodes(cloking his exile vnder colour of retiring himlelfe) hee dreamt of 
nothing but reuenge,diſſimulatiog,and ſecrermeanes of licentious luſts:withall;he 
had his mother at hand;vntolerable in all imperfections incident to the ſexe : and 
thereby they wereto obey a woman, and two yong men,which would inthe mean 
ſpaceoppreſſe,andintimerent in peeces rhe Common-wealth.

it before the Senate.  Vhenthis newes came toCriſpme Salnſtins cares (who being 

inward in greateſt ſecrets with Tiberiss, had bylerters giuen the Centurion order 

how to proccede) fearing leaſt his ownerurne ſhould be next , dangerous to him 

alike: to confeſle the _—_— to ſtand toalye:aduiſed Livizthat ſhe ſhould not in 

- any. wiſe diuulgate the ſecrets of her houſe, the counſell of friends. and view 0 

| - fouldiers;andthat Tiberius ſhould beware of weakening the power of ſoneraign- 
--- ic; inrefercing allthingstothe Senate : thequality of abſolure rule beeing ſuck ,; 
that it could nor ſtand but in one alone. Now at [Rowe the Conſuls, the Sanarors, 

and Geatlemen ranne headlong to ſeruirudezand the more noblerthe fairer fhew, 

and the more haſty;but with a compoſed and ſetled countenance,leaſt cheyſhould 
ſccmeoucrglad of the death of the laft,or diſcontented with the new Prince; wo

Apulcige did firſt (weare yy ance to Tiberizs Coſar : and 
after into their harlds,Seiue 7Yabo,ahd C7 xrrianus the one Captaine of the Gard, - 
the other chiefe officer for prouiſion ofcorne, Aﬀterthem the Lords of the Senare, 
the ſouldiers,”and the pegple. [For Tiberizs would hauc all things begun by the 
Conkitls, as the maner was inthe ancient freecommon wealth : as thoughhe had 
fot refoltiedwith himſelfe wherher itwere beſtfor himto accept of tlicEmpire-or 
not. Nonor ſo much as the Edi&t ts callthe Lords to the Senate'rocounſell , bur 
was proclaimed in vertue and authotficof a Tribune; which dignitiehehad recei- 
ried 'inuAngnuſtus time. Thewordsof the Edit were notmany , and delinered inn 
modeſt termes. That he would only confi what pompe and hopour wereficrobe 
doneffor his father : and that hewould nor depart ftrom'the'bodie :which ſhould be 
the onelypnblike charge he would vndertake,” Neuerthelelſe when _Yngeſtus was 
dead,fic gaue thewatch-word tothe gard: placed the watch: diſpoſed of the foul- ' 
dicrs: managed allthe afftires of Court,asithehad beeneEmperour. The ſouldiers 
waited onhim ro the place of publike aſſemblies; rorhe Senarc houſe; anddiſpat-. 
ched letrers rothe Camp; as thotigh he had bene in full poſfefſion of the ſtate: irre- 
ſolute innothing;but whe he ſhould ſpeakinthe Senate. Thechicfeſt cauſe procec- 
dedoffeare;lealt Germiznicus, whohadſo many legions ar commaundement;fuch 


' ©, firong aides of confederares; and fo exceedingly beloued of the people; ſhould ra- 


cherhold ;then expeCthe poſſeſſion oftheEmpire. Hee ftoode on hisrepuration 
- likewiſe, andſcemed rather to be called and choſen by the Common-wealth,then 
-” creepeinby the canuaſing of a woman, anitadoprionofanold man. Itwas after- 
7 warfiehcr knoyne,that he vſed that lingering doubtfulneſſe,”theberter toſound 
cheaffeQtion of the Nobility; for obſcruingtheir countenance , and wreſting their 
words tothe worſt; hee bare them all in minde. In the firſt meeting ofrhe Senare, 
hewould hauc nothing debated,but Auguſtus laſt will and reflamentgwhich being 
broughtinby7efacs Virgins declared Trberis and Liuiato behisheires : and char 
Lila was edintothe 7elian family, ' and irirituled by the name of _Anguſta- 
*  Aﬀcerthem heſubſtiruted his nephews, and nephews ſones:and inthe'third place 
the Pceres ofthe citieawhich in generall he hared: yerhe did it rowinne fame and 
glory with poſterity. His legacies were moderate, like vnto other citizens, ſauin 
thathe gaue as well to the common fort, as thereſt of the people , foure fundred 
andrhirty fiue thouſand nummos: * to euery ſouldier of the Prerorianband a thou- 
ſand; *to eueryone of the legionary cohorts which conſiſted of citizens of Rome, 
' threehuudred*®, gl 


III. The ſolemnities of Auguſtus funcrals,and the cenſure 
which men gant of hims. 


| Frerthar,conſultation was had concervirig thepompe and ſolemnitiesof the 
A funerals; among which the moſt honourable and magnificent were judged to 

be theſe. Gallus Aſinizs thought it nicertethat the'dead corps ſhould bee 
brought throughthetriumphall garc;and Z.Arrunris, tharthe titles of the lawes 
by himordained, andthe names of thenations by him vanquiſhed,fhovld be caried 
before him. MeſſallaValerixis added, thatit was convenient the oath of allegeance 
ſhould cuery yere berenewed in Tiberims name. Vho being demanded of Tiberius 
whetherhee had commandement from him fo to aduiſe? arjfwered, that hee did 
| ir ofhis owne free motion: and that m marters concerning the common- 
. wealth,he would vſcno mans aduiſe bur his own,alchoughitſhuld be with ma

and offence: ſo farre had flattery ſpreaditſelfe, that that onely kinde remaynied vn- 
practiſed. The Lords of the Senate after that cryed with one voyce,thatthey them- 
telues would carry the corps to the funerall ire on theirſhoulders : which Caſa did 
yeeld vnto wich a modeſty ,yer ſauoring of arrogancy. And admoniſhed the people 
by Proclamation,thatthey would noc(as in times paſt they had diſturbedthe buri- 
all of /ulius C eſar of famous memory)carried away with ouergrear affeQtionſo de- 
fire now that Auguſtus body (ſhould rather be burnt in the place of publike afſem- 
blies, then in Campus Martius,aplace deputedto that yſe; 'The day of thefunerals 
being come,the ſouldiers were placed asir were a gard to the body,wherras ſuch as 
had either ſcene or heard their fathers report, of the freſh and late yoke of cruell 
ſeruicude vnluckely atrempred to be ſhaken off, andrecouer their auncient libertie: 
then Lay when the murdering of Julizs Ceſar the Difator, ſeemed vnto ſonica 
wicked, and vnto others a worthy RT to ſee thar now an olde Prince 
which had raigned ſo many yeares,and prouided heiresto ſucceede him in might 
and wealrh,ſhould neede 2 gard of ſouldiers quietly cocelebrace his fynerals. This 
bred ſundry ſpeeches of 1uguſtus , many maruelling at vaine andfriuolous things : 
as that his death fell on the ſame day he was made Emperour: that he died at Nola 
1n the ſame houſe and chamber, thar before him his father 0 airs Yid:rhey made 
ita great matter that he alone had beene as oft Conſull, as Yalerixs Corninw', and 
C.Mariss boch together: that he had:continued Tribuneſcuen and thirtie yeares; 
had beenc honored with the name of Emperour one and rwenty times; with many 
other olde and new diguitics beſtowed or muented for him. Bur among the better 
fort his life was diuerſly commended or diſcommended: Some aide, rhatthe loue 
of his father,and the care of the Common-wealth,at that time when al lawes were 
daſht,droue him to civill warres,which can neuer bee begun or proſecuted by any 
good meanes : and that he had yeclded.in manyxhings to-A#i2ny; and to Zepidus 
in like manner,becauſc he would reuenge his fathers death:Forfeeing rhe one grew 
carelefſſe with age, and the other waſted with lafciuiouſaeſſe, there was no other 
meanesleft toredrefſe all diſcords in the common-wealth,thents bring her wider. 
theobedience ofone alone, who ſhould govetne z neuertheleſſs not as'King ot 
DiRator,bur as Prince: The Empire he had bounded with the Ocean;,.and othet 
Rivers farre off: the Legions, Prouinces and Nauicz were linked and knit in peace 
and vnity:iuſtice was miniſtred in the cities: the allies intrearedwith modeſtie : the 
citic beautified with ſumpruous building:andif any rigorous' dealing hatbeen yſed 
againſt ſomefew,it was forſerling ofquiernes inthe whole: Contrarily {ome ſaid, 
that the loue of his father, the corruption oftimes,ſerued himibut for a cloake and 
colour: and that hee had ſtirred vp thie olde ſouldiers by gifts and bribery;'through 
ambition anddeſire of rule;thar being yer but yong and a priuareperſon, hehad ga- 
thered a power; corrupted the legionsof the Conſuls;that hemade a ſhewonely of 
fanouring Pompeines ſide + but had no ſooner gotten by orderof the Senators the 
faſces orknitch ofrods, and the Pretorſhips after the deathof Hirciur and Panſa, 
(both flaine by the enemy, or Panſees woundpoifoned, 8 Hireius minrdered by the 
ſouldiers,or by Ceſar che contriver of the feate)bur he ſeafed 'o6n'both rheit forces, 
exrorted the Confulſhip, mauger.the-Senators:z and the powe _— him to 
ſubdue 4ntexy, he conucrted againſt the Common-wealth;He baniſhedtheCiri- 
zens, divided their lands, and gaue away their goods, which were things by the 
doers themſclues diſcommenided:: Indeede the tetienge- and piitfuing his fathers 
death vpon Caſims and Bratus may. be tolerarcd (albeit it had beene.cormentent for 
apublicke bencfit to hauc laid afideprivate Wei hedecenicd Pompey vnder 
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. colour of peace, arid Zepidus vader afhadow of friendſhip. Afterward he tolled on 
_ . ſntony With the treatic of Tarentum and Brunduſium, Gd marriage of his ſiſter, 
"which deceitful alliance he payed with the lofle of his life. Doubrleſſe a Peace 
_enſucd this, buc a bloudic one, as may witnes the death of Zolins and Yarns, and in 
Rome ix ſelfe,, of Farro,Egnetins and tulins. Neither did they forbeare todiſcourſeof 
his domeſticall aFaires:as that he rooke Neroes wife from him, & asked the opinion 
_of che Pontife in a ſcoffe,, whether there mightbe a lawfull mariage betwixtthem, 
Ahebcing with childe by her orher husband,bur nor yer delivered. They forgatnor 
L. Atedins,and Fedivs Pollios rior and laſciuiouſnes. Finally,that Ziaie was an intol- 
lerable and burdenſome morher ro the common-wealth, and tothe houſe of the 
Caeſars 'a dangerous ſtepdame, _ There was no honour left for the gods, ſeeing hee 
, would himſelfe by the Prieſts'and Flamines be worſhipped in the temples, with all 
the ernamentsbelonging to the gods.' Neither was T iberixs choſen ſucceſſor ro 
the Statefor louc of himfelfe, or care of the Common-wealrh,bur deeply infeemn 
into his lofty and bloudy diſpolition, hee would by being fo vnequally compa 
with {6 ourragious a matc,win glory afterward to himſelfe. And although Augaſfius 
hadnormany yecres before vitered honorable ſpeeches in Tiberius behalfe before 
the Lords of the Senate, when he ſued ro make himonce againe Tribune: yer hee 
interlaced ſomethings among,touching his attire and behaujour, which inthe ex- 
cuſingofhim ſeemed to turne to his diſgrace and reproch.

A Yenftss funerals being ended according to the vſuallmanner; a temple and 
religious ceremonies were inſtituted inhonour of him : from thar rume for- 
ward all ſutes and requeſts were made to Tiberizs, who diſcourfing diuerſly 

of the greatneſle of the Empire, and in modeſt termes of his owne inſufficiency, 

thought Auguſtus wiſedome onely capable of fo weighry a charge, that himſelfe 

Doing aſſumed by Azguſtus, as an aſſociate andpartner inthe ſtare, had by good 

proofe learned, how hard a matter, and how ſubic& vnto fortuneschange, rule and 

ſoucraignty was. Andfſccing the citic was repleniſhed with fo many famous and 
wootthypeiſonages,berter it were and more caſc,that many, ioyning their ſtudies 
and cares together,fhould vndertake the charge, then caſt al vpon one mans ſhoul- 
ders. This ſpcech carried greater maieſty than truth: for T iberiss either by nature, 
or by cuſtom, yea eucnin thoſe things which he would haucknowen, ſpake alwaies 
darkly and doubrfully ; but thenof ſer purpoſe endeuouring to hide hisdrifts, wrap- 
ped himſclfe morethan cuer, ina darke cloudofvncertaintie and ambiguity. Bur 
the Loxds ofthe Senate fearing all one thing (which was leaſt ſome pexill might en- 
tue,ifhe ſhould doubt thac they perceiued his diffimulation)began to lament;com- 
plains offcr vp vowegzandlift vp their hands tothe gods; ro Augnſtus image, & to 

is owne knees; vntill he commanded the booke of remembrances to bee brought 
foorth andread. That booke contained thewealth of rhe publike treaſure ; how 
many cirizens and allies were in armes; what ſtrength there was by ſea z how many 
kingdoms,prouinces,and countries yeelded obedienceto the empire,what rribute 
was leuied ; what cuſtomes, whar neceſſary charges iſſued out whart gifts; and all 
written with Auguſtus owne hand. Withall he gaue apolirike inſtru&ion(yetwhe- 
ther for feare or enuy vncertaine)how to reſtraine the empire within _ and 
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of Cornthns Tacitus... | ES, 
limits. Whilcft theſe things were atrandeling, andthe Senators ith moſt low.and 
hamble maner intreating,tharhe would accepr rhe charge: 7:iberras lening flip a 
word by chaunce,that as he was vnable rorake charge' of the whole ; fo he would 
-yndertake the protection of any one part they thould afſigne him.” Aſante Galiue 
axkedhim,VVhat part,Czſar, wouldeſt thou hauc commirtedtothy charge?-VVho 
Þeing ſtroken into a maze with this vulooked fordemand,flood mute a while: then 
garhering his ſpirits to him, anſwered; Thar it ill befiteed his modeſty; to chooſe or 
rettife any one part of that, from all which hedetired ro be cvevled, Galins: replied 
{for by his countenance he conieured he was offended) thathe did not therefore 


demand tharqueſtion, as though kewould feuerthar, which-was inſeparable; bur - - 
by his ovwne confeſton convict him, that the Common-wealth was but one body, 


and therefore to be gonerned by ones onely wiledome. And continuing hisfpeech 
added many thinzsin commendarion of CAngnftus: and called-to remembrance 
Tibertie owne vidtories,and diners notable things done for manyyeeres in time of 
peace. Butiall this conld nor appeaſe the Princes mneterate hatred againſt himt as 
-though by marrving/77{ara daughter to Af. 4grippayonce witero Tiberius, hehad 
carricd too lofrie a courage,and-higher aſpiring minde, than' the priuate calling of 
a citizenzand ſauonring ot the heady andfiezce humor of 4finivs Folie his father. 
Atrer that. Aruntins vſing ſpeechesnot vnlike vnto Palio,offended alike; Andal- 
though he bore {r1tius no old grudge;yerbeeauſc he was wealthy,bold,learneg, 
and in reputation with all men, he had him in 1ealouſfie. When Avzuſimes drew, to- 
wards his lates end; diſconrfing who were likelicſt-riy poſſefſe the place afrer his 
dcath; who would refuſe ir alchough they ſhould bee choſen- as:meet : who being 
vameet and vnable, yet would detireit: who could diſcharge-ie and would xnder- 
rake it : ſaid rhat 24: Lepidvs was for his ſufficiency able , bur would reſuſe : Galkes 
Aſmins greedy rtolay holde on it, bu: was inſufficient : Z.. Arantivs was not vn- 
woorthy,andifoccafion were giuenwould venture for ir. All men agree that the 
ewo firſt were ſonamed, but for Aruxtins ſome put Cy. Piſs;& howſocuer it was, all 


" auing Zepidus,through Tiberizs prattife, for ſundry pretended*crimes were-jnade 
| anay. 1 Heterins likewiſe, and Mimereus Scarriuw troubled his icalous head!: the 
enc by 


faying, Howlong hs wiltthou ſuffer the commo-wealth ro want ahead ? 
Theother becauſc he hoped thar the petitions of the Senators ſhould rake: effect; 
feeinghedid not as hee might, withſtand the relation of the Confuls.by bein 

Tribune. He inuaicd ſharply, and thar incontinently againſt #ateriws y butler go 
Scaurms without any word : although he were more unplacablyoffended with bum 
then the other. And being wearied with the clamors of all in general}, and importu- 


nity of fome in particular, bylittle and little yerlded vnto- their requeſts |: notfo | 


much becauſc he would confeſſe, he tookethe ch arge oftheEmpire on hun as to 
make an endot refufſing;or being any moreentreated. Certaine tt is, thar.as Hate- 
ri went to the palace to craue pardonof Tibrr ins he nartowly. clcaped: from be- 
me laine ofthe ſouldiets': becauſe rhat caſtingihimſelfe at his knees as hee was 
walking ; either by chance, or happily hindered by #ateriz ;;| the, Emperor-fell : 
yet thar danger did nothing mittigarefhis wrath? vntill Hareriws!making cntteatie 
to Anznſts, byhtr earneſt ſire wasproteed. Exceeding giedr fAlattcrie. was: vicd 
towards hir by the Senarors,ſome being of opinion: rhar the ſhovid bee called the 
foundres of the common- wealth, ſome the-mother:and many that beſtdesthe name 
of Ceſar, the ſonne of !#liz ſhould be added: But: 7 iberire arfricred, thartitles of 
honor oughr to be moderately giuenynto women:and that hewould vie the ſame 
moderation inſuch,as ſhould be beſtowed on himlelfe. This he did ypon enuy and 


jealouſic: 
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jeUouſic: and therefore thinking hir greatnesto be his owne abaſement, would nor 
ſuffer hir ro haue aſergeanr before hir,or an alrarto be dedicated in'memory of hir 
adoprion,nor any ſuch like honour. He entreated neuerthelefſe that proconſularie 
authority might be giuen Germanic C ear, which was ſent him by Ambaſſadors, 
with commandementto comfort him forthe death of U»gaſius. The reaſon why 
thelike wasnot demanded infauour of Dr#ſws,was becauſe hee was therepreſent 
and Confull ele&. And as Augaftus had ordained before, he did nominate twelue 
C irors, for thoPcerorſhip, and bound it with an oath he would notpaſſethar 
number, alrhough the Senators exhorted that they might be increaſed. That was 
* thefirſtrtimetharthe cleQionof Magiſtrates was taken from the people, and tranſ- 
ferred to the Lords of the Senate, For although vntill that day allmatters were 
ſwaied as beſt liked the Prince: yer ſome things were left to the fauour and voices 
of the Tribes.Neither did the people but with a vaine rumour complaine,that their 
right was taken from them; andthe Senators ſeeing themſclues deliuered of many 
bribes and vnſcemly futes, were well contented to accept the authoritie : Tiberjue 
ſo moderating the marter, that he commended onely foure competitors , which 
ſhould beeleed withour ſuit or feare ofrepulſe. The Tribuncs of the people made 
requeſt that itmightbe lawfull for them ro ſet foorth plaies attheir owne cofts, and 
recordthem in the Calendar of the Cirie, and call then Auguſtales, by the name 
of Huguftus. Theplayes were granted : but the coſts and expenſes were toriſe our 
ofthe publicke Treaſury: and that t ſhould be lawfull for them to vie the rrium- 
halrobein the race,burnor be carried in aCharior.Nort long after, the annual ce- 
bak of theſe Playes,wascaſt vponthe Preror, which was iudge between the ci- 
tizenand the forrener. | 


V. A4 rebellion in Paimony, ſtirred vp by 
| .- ___ -  Percennuus. 


is was the eſtate of the citie affaires, when the legions of Pannony mutined: 
for no new occafions,butonly becauſe the change of the Prince gaue licence 
ofhurlyburly, and hope of gaine by ciuill warres. Theſe were three legions of 
thefommer camps committed to Juniws Bleſus charge,who aduertiſed of the death 
of Angaſtas; and Tiberiss entring tothe goucrnement (in regard of the vacation 
which then hapned;or ioy concciued) negleed the accuſtomed care of his dutie. 
Hereupon the ſouldiers began to grow licentious and quarrelſome , and gaue earc 
to the moſt diſlolute and diſordered : and in fing hunted after riot and eaſe ; ſer 
noughrby allmilitaric diſcipline, and refuſed traucll and labour. There was one 
Pertennins in the garriſons, who had beenſomerimes aringleader of faQtious com- 
panionson Stages;and Theaters, afterward a common ſouldier; an impudent and 
ſaucy pratergwell praQtiſed in diſturbing aſſemblies: to ſhew fauour vnto ſuch 
aorsas he fauoured. This Percenwix afterthe better fort were gone to their lod- 
gings,bylictle and little in ſecret conuenticles inthe night, orin the ſhutting of the 
euening;gathered rogether,and ſtirred vpthe vnexpeireſt ofthe ſouldiers,and ſuch 
as were moſt doubrfull what entertainment they ſhould expe afver the death of - 
Awgeftts. And when he.had gathered about him ofthe moſt licentious a ſufficient 
rabble,and readieſt inſtruments ofſedition, jnmanner of an Oration he began to 
« queſtion with themthus. VVhy they would like bond{laues bee fubieR to a ſmall 


_ cc numberof Centurions,and a ſmaller of Tribunes? when durſt they ſeeke a redreſſe, 
4 bas if they would notnow preſentthemſelues ro the Prince with intreaty or the ſword, 


whileſt 
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whileſt he's new, andnor fully ſerled in the ſtate? they had through cowardlineſſe 
hel cheir tongue many yeeres; ſome thirtic, ſame fortie in pay; overgrawen with: ,; 
age,andmany their limmes loſtin feruice. And after they were liecnied todepart,,, 
yet they were not at an end of ſeruice ; but deteined vnder enſignes, tndure as grear:,, 
royle as before vnder a newname. Andit any eſcaped ſo many hazards aliue, they ,, 
were drawne into fundry countries, where vnder a colour'ot ſome lands, cither ,, 
mooriſh bogs, or barren mountanous. crags were alorted to their ſhare. Beſides, ,, 
fcruice waspaineiullin itfelfe and vnprofitable; rheir liues and bodies valued but at ,; 
ten aſles:*a day: hauing no berter allowance to furniſh themſelues with weapons, *7 24 
apparel, and tents; and redeeme themiclues from the cruellvſage ofthe Centuri- 2» 
035;pay tees of vacations from ſeruile miniſteries-: yet theirſtripes., wonnds, hard 2 
winters, ſcorching ſommers,bloudy bacrels,and fruicles peace had noend:and hope 3? 
of redreſle there was none , valeſie certaine laweswereſerdowneforſuchasenter2? 
intoſcruice 3 as that cuery ones pay ſhould bee bettered roadenicer x day; and vg cc deners- 
none bound to ſerue aboue ſixrgcne yeeres; that from:that time forward, hey" 
ſhould not be deteined vnder enſignes, butreceine in theſame camperheyſerued, ** = 
| theirrecompence inreadie coyne, What ? did thePretorianbands,whichreceiued *' 
ewo deniers * aday,, and atthe end affixreene yeeres wereſentto their houſes, op- 19 gence 
poſe themielues to greater dangersthen they? yerhe did narſpeakethisro depraue zz * 
or dimini{b the creditof the citic-gard , but becauſe they. ſhould conſider what 223 
bard part they were offered; yet hefor his owne part being lodged among ſauage 2» 
and barbarous people , did from his cabine.ſee che cnemie cueric houre. The bater :» 
forr came murmuring abour him, and ſtirred yp others with divers encourage- 
ments:{ome reprochfully m_—_— the wales of their ſtripes; ſomerhcirgrayhairesz 
forae their ragged rorne coates; ſome theirnaked bodies, :Ar laſt they grew inro 
fitch afury andrage, that they purpoſed of three legions ſhuffled together ro make 
one:but they changed that deuife very quickly, euery onethrough emulation coue- 
ting that honour for his owne legion: and pitchedthe three ſtandarrs and-enſignes 
together: withall they threw vpmounds of turfes, andplacedon ira Tribunall, rs 
the cndtheſcatemightbe more conſpicuous. As they haftnedto finiſh tie worke, 
Bleſis came in among them, rebuking ſome, arid hindering now one,nowanother, 
and crying alowe, In my bloud rather imbrue your hands; for-it is a lefſer-offence 
toſlay the Lieutenant, then fall fromthe obedience ofthe Eniperour: Tagilleither 
with my life keepe thelegion in faithfull allegeance; or being ſlaine by you; haſten 
you repentance. Neuerthbeleſſc chey held on their worke vatill they had broughtir 
eaſt high; when atlaſt beingouercome with his importunicie; they gaueoaer - 
their enterpriſe : then -8/2ſ# did in good and eloquent manner. ſhew vntothem, 
that it was not conuenient thatſouldicrs petitions ſhould: be:cariedro the Empe- 
rour by mutinic and rebellion. Neither did: rhe oldfouldiers vader Emperons in ,, 
times paſt, nor yet they themſeluesdemaundof _Avgufre fuch valawhullandnew ,y 
ena and that in an vnſeaſonable time: thenew Prince was burdened withcares ,, 
in the beginning of his Empire. Notwithſtanding ,J.if cheir pmpoſe was to obraine. ,, 
thatin atime of peace;zwhich being conquerors in civill warres, they neuer attemp- 1 
red; yer, why doe they contratie to thediitic of allegeanceand orderofleruice,vic ,,- 
force? they thouldrather depuce! fome Embaſladour to Cafar, withpublike coms 7 - 
miſhon, todeclarce their requeſts: They all cryed Ot thar Blaſzs ſonne al, 
Eribune. might vndertakerhe Embaſſie, and ioveate that all ſuch ashadferued {x-;,, 
recne yeeres, ſhould be difinifſed and fent home:. which being granted;-thenthiey:- * 
would enjoynehimthereft ofhis charge. The yong man being deparret ham 
| mellage, 
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meſſage; they ſurceaſedtheirredellivn.Bur the ſouldiers grewproud thatthe Lieu- 
renantsfonne vndertooke toptead the. commoncauſe;as being an cuident token 
thatthey had wrung out that by force , which by modeſt demeanour they ſhould 


neuer haneobrained, -- - 


VI. Therebelion cintinecth :4 prettife of Vibulenus 
.-: , - againſt Bleſus. 


N the meane ſeaſon,certaine bands of ſoldiers ſent to Nauportum beforethere- 
bellion begancoſeethe waics clexre,the bridges ſafe, & other conueniences for 
- the warre+-vnderſtdhding of the murinie growenin the campe, ſnarched vprheic 
ngiens & ſacking villages adivining, & Nauportir ſelfe , which might haue pal- 
{cd forareafonable free town;iniuried &reviled the Centurions which went abour 
-to bridle rhetn; firſt with ſcoffes & reprochfull termes ; then with blowes & ſtripes. 

— Burtheyhadahefpeciallhart-burning againſt Aufiaicnms Rufas, the campe-maſter; 
whom theypulled onrofhis chariot, and loaded with afardle of ſtuffe,& made him 
march formoſt of all the company:now and then asking him-in a mockery, whether 
he bare ſogreat a burdetwrillingly ornot; orwherher ſo long aiourney ſeemed not 
.. tedious vnto:him?This Rafi had long beene acommon ſoldier; then a Centurion; 
then the Camp-maſteriand ſought to renew the ancient rigor of ſeruice: and being 
; himſelfehardnedto beare any labor & trauel,wasſo much the more cruell, becauſe 
- himfelfe had endured thelike:Thelſe companies ioyning with the other legions, be- 
1rorebell-a freſh; and ſtragling ſome one way, ſome another; deſtroy and 
waſte all about them: BJeſw to terrific thereſt,commanded ſome few, & eſpecially 
ſuch as had the greareſt pillage, robe apptchended, whiprand caſt imtopriſon; for 
exenthenthe Centurions , and the better fort ofthe ſouldiers were obedient tothe 
Lieutenant. Burt the priſoners drew backe , and-reſifted ſuch asledthem, catched 
holde and embraced the knees of the ſtanders by; calling euery man by his name, 

_ erby themameof the band heſerued vnder, or cohort, or legion; crying that the 

' ſhoulddrinke all ofthe ſame cup : withall, they heaped iniurie vpon iniurie again 
eLicutenan: calledto witnefſerhe heauens and the gods; and left nothing vn- 
orvniaid; which mighrſerue ro ftirre hatred, mooue compaſſion,breed feare, 
orprovokeianger. The fouldiers cluſtered all together, brake open the priſons,ſer at 
kbercie thepriſoners, and ſhuffled in among themlſclues,the fugitives and condem- 
ned of capitall crimes.' This kindled the rage of the ſouldier : avd moreringleaders 

- toynedwiththem. Among whom one Yibulenue a common ſouldier , lifred onthe 
ſhouldersofthe ſtandersby, before Bleſs Tribunall, beganto ſpeake vnto the dif- 

ce ordered and-attentiue ſouldicrsin this maner. You haue giuen light and lifeto theſe 
c innocent and' milerable- wretchesz but when will you reſtore life ro my brother ; 
« audmy btocher to mee? who being ſent vnto you from the Germane campe, to 
«c, entreat of the common' profit and good , was this laſt night murdered by his 
«« Fencers, 'which he hath alwaiesreadie armed to cuttheſouldiers throates : anſwer 
<c. Bleſzs,wheve haſt thowthrowne his bodie > forthe'enemies themſclues enuic not 
«. thatiſhouldburic him? And when I ſhall haucfilled my gricfe with kifling , and 
c, weeping oucr him,commaundme robe murdered alſo: fo as theſe our companions 
« buryhim &me "on forno other offence, bur becauſe he ar ngy common 
<.geod andptokitofthe Legions. He inflamed his words with vearcs, beating him- 
% jc wry &breſt : then thrufting them from him cnntdfettouidente was 
caticd, and throwing himſelfe ar cuery mans feete,drouethem all into ſuch —_— 
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and ſtirred fuch hatred,thar parr of the ſouldiers laid hands on Bleſus Fencers, and 


bound chem; part on the reſidue of his familie z and partran hither and thither, to 
ſecke for ibu/enws brothers body. And if ithad nor appeared incontinently , that 
there was no ſuch body found; if his {laues by torture had not denied any ſuch pre- 
rended murder cohaue becn commitredzand further,that Yzbulenusnever had any 
ſuch brother:the ({oldiers would hardly have ſparedrhe Lieutenantslife. Neuerthe- 
lefle,they thruit 0.:t the Tribune and Camp-maſter, ſpoiled & robbed ſuch as fled, 
{flew Lncillixs a Centurion, whom the ſouldiers by a nickname called Ccao alterim, 
giue me another,becaule tharwhen he had broken vpon a ſouldiers ſhoulders his 
vine wand,his manner was to call alowde,giue mee another z and when that was 
broken,another. The reſt were ſaued by hiding themſclues;only 7zlins Clemens they 
kept alive, b<caule that hauing aready and quicke wit, they thought him a mecte 
man to be employed as an Embaſſador in the fouldiers behalte. Beſides this, the 
eight and che f1'teenth legions were now ready to gotogetherby the cares,becauſe 
the eighc legion demanded Srypreus a Centurion ro dearth, whom the fifteenth de- 
fended: ii theninth legion had not interpoſed herlclic,firlt by way of iatreaty; then 


MEnacing ſuch as made light of them. 


VII Druſus is ſent to appeaſe the rebellion in Paniony :and 
the ringlexders puniſhed. 


Hen Tib-ri»5had intelligence of theſe mucinies; alrhough he were cloſe, 

V and a great diſlſemdlerot bad ridings 3 refolued ro ſend his ſonne Druſus 
vatothelc legions, with certaine of the Principalleſt Gentlemen of the 
citie,and rwo Pretorian bands without any limited commiſſion , bur to determine 
there, as occaſion beſt required: The bands were of extraordinarie choiſe men, 
and ſtronger then any other were vicd to be, anda greatpartof his gard of horfe- 
men, and the abke(t Germans ofhis owne gard. Aelins Seianms allo Captaine of the 
gard, was ſent with him,once an aſſociate and companion to S#rabo his father, and 
a man highly in credit with Tib:2i#5 ; as well tobe a guiderothe yong Prince,as to 
ſhew vnioorhers the danger or rewardof ill or well doing. VVhen Druſ##* was come 
necre vato themgthe legions mot him as it were ro doe their qutie z bur not asthe 
manner was, cheerefully with glittering enſignes,bur in baſe and abie&thabirz and 
19 countenaneec although pretending ſadneſle, yet indeed were neerer wilfull ob- 
{tinacie. After hee was entredthe trench of the camp, they ſet ailrong gard atthe 
gates,commanded fome troupesto attend at certaine places ofthe eamp , and the 
re{t came,and enuironed the Tribunall in huge multitudes: Prafis Nlood-vp , and 
with his hand commanded filenceto bee made. When the ſouldiers beheld whae 
a multitude they were,they made a dreadful] noiſe with hideons tunes 3 then anon 
turning their eies rowards C e/ar they quaked for feare: after that,they made a con- 
fuſe murmuring and buzzingzthen a crucll outcry;and on a fuddaine all was huſhe 
againe;which bied,as men were divertly affected; either a {cart in themſcluts,ot in 
others. At lait the cumulr ccaſing ,hercad his fathersJerters; which conttined what 
a ſpeciall care he hadouerthoſe inoft valarous legio s,with whome he had (uſtai- 
ned many battels; and that as foone as his mind could be at reſt, and the mourning 
for his tarherpaſt, he would deale with the Lords of tae Senate concerning theic 
demands : that in the meane ſpace hee had ſent his ſonne which ſhould graunt 
without delay, as much as for the preſent could conveniently be yeelded : and that 
taerclt thould be reſerued to the con{iderationof the Senate, whom it was con- 
nenicnte 
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uenient ſhould judge as well whatdeſerued fauour,asrigor and ſcuerity. They an- 
ſweredall in generall, that Clemens the Centurion had charge to propound their 
demands: he began with licence to depart after fixteene yeeres, with recompence 
after the end of their ſeruice: and that their wages might be a denarius a day ; thar 
the 01d ſouldiers ſhould not bee conſtrained to continue vnderenſignes. But when 
Dru{us began to pretend, that theſe were fir matters to be referred ro the Lords of 
the Senate, and his fathers conſideration ; they cut of his ſpeech with clamors, cx- 


I poſtulating: That uy he had no authority to augment their pay; nor eaſe them 


of their laborznor benefit them any wayzto what purpoſe was he come thither ? Bur 
to beat and put them todeath,euery man had authoriry.It was an old trick of T ibe- 


- ris to fruſtrate the legions deſires , with the name of Auguſtm: and Druſus dorh 
nowpurtthe ſame in praiſe. Shall they never haue any ſentthem , bur ſuch as are 


vnder the power of another ? It wasſtrange, that the Emperour ſhouldreferre only 


.c thattothe knowledge of the Senate, which concerned the ſouldiers commodine. 


It were as requiſite the Senators aduiſe ſhould be knowne , when aſouldier ſhould 


S be puniſhed,or brought to fight in bartell. Did it ſtand with reaſon, there ſhould be 
c. Maſters appointed,to diſpoſe of their rewards and recompence; and that withour 


* iudge theirpuniſhments ſhould be arbitrary ? Ar laſt they goe fromthe Trihu- 


nall, and threaten with their fiſts thoſe they met, of the gard, or Ce/ars friends and 


fawiliars, as deſirous to pickequarrels, andraiſe{cdirion. Butthey bare a ſpeciall 


grudge vnto Cn.Zentulus,becaule that he,{orhis yeares, and experience in martiall 


teates,in greaterreputation then the reſt, was thought ro animate Druſ#s againſt 


the ſouldiers,and firſt of all reietheirlicentious demaunds. Whom nor long af- 
| ter(foreſceing the danger he was in) going with Ceſar ro the ſtanding camp, they 


enuironed him,asking whether he went? towards the Emperour , or towards the 
Senate ? whether there hee would be alſo againſt the legions profit ? And withall 
comming fierely vpon him, and throwing ſtones at him, all embruedin bloud, and 
certaineofpreſent death,yet was ſuccoured by ſuch as came with Ceſar. That nighr 
which menaced great diſorder, and outragiovs behauiour,wasquieted by a meere 
chance. For the Skie being cleere and bright, yet the Moone ſeemed to be eclip- 


| ſedon aſudden; which the ſouldiers, being ignorant of the cauſe, conſirucd as a 


preſage ofpreſentill lucke: and comparing their attempts , ro the eclip{e ; were of 


—_— that their ſucceſſe ſhould be proſperous , if the goddefle ſhould become 
« - 


ecre and bright againe.Wherepon rhey began with Trumpets,Cornets , and 0- 
ther brazen inſtruments,to make a lowd noiſe,now ioyfull, nowſad , as the Moone 
appeared cither cleere or darke, But when the blacke clowdes, riſing, tooke from 
them the ſight of the Moone ſuppoſing (he had been hidden in darknes, and vtrerly 


_- loſt her light : as troubled minds fall caſily into ſuperſtition, they began to com- 


plaine and lament, that, thatprecended,their labour ſhould haue no end; and that 
the gods turned their faces from their wickedneſle. Czſer thinking it expedient to 
make hisprofit of their feare ; and gouerne that by wiſedome , which fortune had 
offered: commaunded the Pauillions to be viewed; Clemens the Centurion to bee 
called,and ſuch others,as for rheirlaudable vertucs were beſt liked of the common 
ſort : who thruſting themſelves into the watch,the wards,and gate-keepers,increa- 


c« ſed ſometimes their feare, and ſometime promiſed hope, ſaying : How long ſhall 
« we beſiege rhe Emperors ſonne ? whatſhall be the end of our reuolt ? ſhall wee 
« ſweare alleageance to Percermiw and Yibulenw ? ſhall we looke for our pay at their 
<« hands? ſhall they reward the old ſouldiers with lands? to be briefe, ſhall they rake 
« yponthein the gouernement ofthe Romane Empire, in Nerves and Druſus ſtead? 
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were itnot better that as we werethe laſt whichoftended; ſo we ſhould bethe firſt 
10 repenc? Demaunes1n commenareſlowly graunted: 2 privat fauour. is no ſoo- 
ner deſerued, then obtained. ' Theſe ed weubigitalr mindes , and bred a 
miſtruſt among themiclues: che yooog louldiers forfooke the old: and one legion 
parted from another, ' By: lietle- apdlictle theyreturned 10, theirallegeance ; went 
m the gates which before they poſſeſſed t carrigdto,theirvſuallplaces the en- 
ſignes,vhtch in che begianing of their rebellionthey hadphchovonatve. Druſus 
the nexetmorning calling an afſemblie, alchough he Wd þ 9 Ss yer.the 
worthineſſc of his birrhjupplying that want, be.condemned.their former,and com- 
mended their preſentbehauior. Aſſured them that he wasngtto beovercome with 
feare andthreatning : bur if he perceiued in them a modeſt cariage , intreatie of 
pardon with {ubmwiflion 3 he would wente vnto hisfather, that forgettingcthatwhich 
waspaſt,he would giue carerothelegions ſuites;, Ar theirintreaty Bleſwv,and Z.4- 
pronims, a Gentleman' of Rome, and one of ruſs conipany, and Juſtus Catonits 
achiefe Centurion,wereſent againeto T iherims. This d, Druſus.coundellers dil- 
agreed. inopmions : ſome holding itexpedient, that cxpeRing the Embaſſadors 
rerarne ;'the ſouldiers in the meante ſeaſon ſhould be gently intreated: ſome that 
ſharpercmedies ought to be vied : affirming that there wasno meanc inthe com- 
..mon people; and vnleſſe they were kept in awe ; they would. keepe others vnder. 
Thac they might eaſily be dealt withall while they food infeare; and therefore it 
was needfull chat they ſhould be brideled by their Generalls/authoritis : thering- 
leadersof the reuolr executed , whileſt yer the ſuperſticion.held chemin.aſtoniſh- 
ment. Hereupon Dreſw being naturally of arqugh diſpoſition, cauſed Porcenmine 
and /ibulenus to be put'to death.:Some ſay they were muxderedin theGouernors 
tent; others that their bodies were throwne owe of the rampiex-tothe.terrorof the 
reſt. After this, aſcarch was made forthe prigcipall Caprainesof the confpiracie: 
whereof ſome romingabout thecatap, wereſlaine bythe gatd: othersthe fouldi- 
ers themſelues deliuered,as a teſtimionie of their I, Er Draſus hands. But 
there didnothing more augment the ſouldiers diſtreſſed caſe,then an-vatimely.win- 
ter, continuall and cruellraines ; that they could neither pat foote our vf their 
tents; nor mecte together :nor hardlykeepe __—_ ſtandarrs,through boiſterous 
windes, and ſtormie ſhowers, toſſing them hither and thicker. They were pot yes 
rid of the feare, the-heanens ire ſtroke them into 3 imagini y that the ſtaxres gr 
not darke in vaine againſt their wickedneſlſe; and that ads fellypga them 
for their lewde and villanous demeanor. There was no comfort left; butto. abandon 
choſe valucky,and difloyall camps3-and being purged of their offence by ſome pro- 
piriatoriefacrifice, cach legiontorepaire to his ſtanding campe.. The eight legion 
departed firſt, then the fifteenth. The ninth ctied that they anght to carme for Tibe- 
rius anfwere : but being diſcomfited by the others mmm prnaaOgpmi—s 
neceſfitic, voluntarily went away: Druſu not expeRting the Embaſſadorsrexurne, 
ſccing all quiet forchepreſent, went backe toRome,' 1) 150 2 but 19501

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A Lwoſt at theſame time, andforthe ſametauſes, the legions of Germanie re- 
\ bellcd : fo muchk-the morexiolently, bybow much themore in number: with 
- great hope that Germaniexs C ſar couldnener cndurero be commaunded 
another; &rhat by following thehumorofthe legions, hewould by'maineſt 
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be maſter of all. There lay by theriuer of Rhene two armies: the one calted the 
highet, vnder the Lieutenant C.Sitiws: theotherthe lower, vader A.C cine. Bur 
theLord Generall ouet them 2l} /yvss Germeniens, then greatly buſiced in leuying of 
ſubſidics*and taxations in Gallis. Thoſewhich Sims commanded, waucring and 
irteſolateJooked into the fnccelſtof orhersrenolt ;butthe lower armic grewino 
a rage add faric © 4{E"tonſpiracie beginning by the one and twentith and fife 
legions, Which irew-Aalſdto their ide the firſtand the twelfth: all of thembeing in 
theſameloinmetrcainpes, in the confines of Vbium, idle, orin very eaſie ſeruice. 
_"Aduertiſeir cinpg'eome of Augnii death; a mulcitude of citie-borne bond- 
men,atidifter made free,newly muſtered to be ſouldiers,giuen tolicentiouſnes , & 
impatiet of labour: bepanito fill the mindesof the ruderfort;with theſe ſpeeches. 
Tharth&'timewas now come, thatthe old ſouldiermight demand aſhorter rimeof 
Tervice$chencwegremterpays and allin'generallan end of their miſeries:and oppor- 
_ 'ruhicie gitieri to revenge the cruehie of theCenturions. This was not ſpoken b 
one alone,/z3 when Percenniis incited the legions of Pannonie; nor modifient 
Tooking that men of better courage thanthey ſhould begin : pR__ ſeditious 
"mouthes and voices,wereat ance heard to ſay; that the whole Romaneſtare was in 
their hands ; that by theirvidories irwas growen great: and that ofthem the Em- 
petors tooke their ſurname, The Lieutenant, the rage of the multitude hauing ta- 
ken aw#yhis conſtaricie; durſt not refift them : when on the ſudden like frantike 
-men,with their fyordsdrawen(a very old ſubie& of quarrell and hatred in foukdiers, 
and zbeginiiing can a2 onthe Centurions 3 threw them along) laide 
them of withftripesyrtiredeoferouncy tomakeeuen number with the Cenruri- 
ons. An&hauing this tiangled androrge them;and flaine fome,, they threw them 
out of thettetich, 'otiitothe riuer ofRhene. Among others Septimine fled to the 
Tribunal>and caſthiinſelfe ar C eciwacs feere: bur was with ſich importunacie de- 
manded;'thatheconldner bur deliuer himtothebutcherie.Coi#s Cherca (famous 
afcerwatd to poſteritie for inurdering C:C/ar)thena yoong man, burofaſtour and 
brate cottage, madeway with hisſword, through ſuch, as armed, went abour to 
hinderhispaſſage. Afcet thatneither Tribune, nor campe-maſter was obcicd ; the 
watch arde,agd wharſocuer thepreſent time required,was ordered,and diſtri- 
buted ari8ng themſelues: Thoſe which deepely locked into the diſpoſition of foul- 
diers;udped ir - 52x ry, nageneded apreat andimplacable reuolt,thatthey were 
not cift@edanddivided norany attempr given by a few z but grew inſolent alto- 
getheRwetequiet aronce: with fucha moderation and conſtancie,thart thou woul- 
deft have thooghttheyhad been goucrned byonehead.In the meaneſeaſon newes 
was brouphitto Germientew(who ast haveſaid;wasleuying of fubfidics andrributes 
in Gallia)that 4976f« was departed. Germanic: had married _Avgnfus niece 4- 
gripping;apdhadbybitmany hikieea;mcd was Druſs, Tiberias brothers ſonne, && 
evveo Unenſfts but greatly perplexed , by reaſon of his wncles and grandmo- 
thers ſecrethatred towards himz fomuch themoredecpeagddeadly, becauſe vn- 
juſt. This proceeded of the good wil and remembrance which the people of Rome 
bad of Dr#/v5+ all of themcetrainlybelecuing,thatifhe had gotten'the ſoucraign- 
_ tie, he would haue ſer liberrieonfo6ote againe: and hoping the like of Germanicur, 
barehim thelike affe&ion. This yoong Prince wasof a milde diſpoſition,very cour- 
reoits,nothing ar allreſembling T#bayivs in countenance, or couert andarrogant 
ſpeech: Beſides this; womensquarrely were mingled among: Liza ( as is hemaner 
of all tepdames) exaſperating Tiberiss againſt Aerippine : a womaningecde caſily 
mooued: bur throughher: chaſtitic ; andloue roward her bisband, though other- 
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wiſe of an inuincible ſtomacke,yerturned all cothe beſt.But theneerer Germanricss 
wasto the higheſt hope,the more he labored to fertle Tiberiusintbe ſtate:compel- 
ling the Sequans adioining,andthe cities of Belgia to ſweare their allegeance vntd 
him. Then vnderſtanding of the hurly burly of the CY in all ſpeede, 

met the ſouldiers out of their campe, hanging downe the head; repenting them of 
that they had done. He was no ſooner withinthe trench,but there was heard acone 
fuſe lamenration and complaint among them: ſomie taking hjux by the handas it 
wercto kiſle it,thruſt his fingers into their mourthes; thache might fecle they were 
roothleſle : others ſhewed their crooked bodies with age: VVhor perceiuingxhem 
confuſely ſhuffled rogether, commanded toſeparate themſelues into companies; 
the cafier ro heare his anſwere: and beare their enſignes before them ; the berrer ra 
diſcerne their bands; wherein they obeied {lowly.cnough. German:icos beginning 
with the reucrence of Aug»ſ{us,fell by litle and litle into thepraiſe of the victories 
and triumphes, and eſpecially the famous exploits Tzberizs had done in Germany 
with thoſe legions. Then cxtolled the vnity of Italie ; the loyalty of Gallia 3 and 
how all otherparts of the empire were quiet. The ſouldiers gaueeare vnroall rhis 
wath filence , or with aſmali murmuring : bur as ſoene as he begento touch: their-, 
murinies;expoſtulating; VYhat was become of the modeſt behaniour of fauldiers? ,, 
where was the honor of ancient diſcipline ? whither they had eriven their Tribunes , 
and Centurions ? rhey all vnclothed themſclues,, ſhewed him their wounds,ſcars, ,, 
and marksof their ſtripes: then with.a confuſe note, how deerlythey bovghr*their - 
eaſe and vacations ; found fault wich. their ſmallpay 3 the intolerable painesthey 
were put to in working : by name condemning the.tampiers, trenches, ſecking of 
ſtower,carrying of ſtones & timber, and all oth erprouifions, eitherneceſlary-ithe 
campe; or tokeepe the fouldiers from idlenes. Bur the greateſt clamors were heard 
to proceedfiom the old fouldiers; whereofſome having ſpent thirty yeeres in ſer- 
vice, ſome more;beſought him to provide for ſuch ouer wearied poore ſoldiers, and 
not ſuffer them to end the reſt of their daies, in miſeric and paine: bur delivered of 
ſuch labor and toiles,that they mightatlengrth enioy repoſe withoutpenurie.Some 
demanded thelegacic bequeathed by Auznftus will, & wiſhed Germaszeus all good 
fortune; offering cthemſclues to hisdeuorion if he would rake vpon him the empire: 
Whereat, as though he had beene diſtained with ſome villanie; hee leapt from-the 
Tribunall: and as he wold haue departed : the ſouldiers turned their weapons :to- 
wards him in menacing wiſe: vnleſſe he would go backe againe.Bur crying that he 
would rather die,than falſifie his faith:drew his {word from his fide; bentthe- point 
of it towards his breſt readie to haue thruſt it in; if ſome which were necre him by 
catching hold of his hand, had not withheld him by maine ſtrength. That part of 
the throng which was fartheſt behinde, and which is {carſe credible , ſome other 
getting neerer & neerer,encouraged him toſtrike boldly; and one called Caluftdins 
offred him his naked ſword; ſaying that it was better f 1mm than his. Bur char 
euen tothe moſt furious, was thought a barbarous and ſauage part, and ancnilpre- 
ſident.Cſars friends had time to condu@him ro his pavilion: therethey conſulted 
what was beſt to be done;zbecauſe newes came, that the ſouldiers were in hand ro 
diſpatch embaſſadours to the higher army;todraw them to the ſame atrempr-and 
that chey had determined to ſack Colen : and having imbrued their hands'with 


that pray,run on to pill and waſte Gallia. | 
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IX. Ordey i taken againſt the diſerder, by yeelding to the ſouldiers 
' requeſts, Germanicus ſendeth away his 
wiftendehildren. 


Ermenicusfeared ſomuch themore, becauſe hee knew the enemy would nor 
faile to inuade, as ſoone as he vnderſtoodof the diſcord of the Romans, and 
that the riners{ide was'vndefended. Onthe other fide,it the allies and confe- 
derates ſhould armechemſchnes againſt the legions, ic was to begin a new ciuill 
war. And that it wasto the ſtate dangerous alike'3to vic either ſcuerity or liberalirie: 
andnolcfſc,togrant the ſouldier all thing or nothing. The warter being thus deba- 
tedon both ſides, it was thought good, thatletters ſhould be written in the princes 
name, containing}; thatſach as had ſerued twenty yeeres ſhould bee fully diſmiſſed 3 
and ſuch asſixtcene, diſcharged alſo ; with conditiononely toremame vnder en- 
fignes,andrepulſe the enemy. Thar their legacies left them by 4uguftws, ſhould be 
doubled and paied.The dlMerrectoed that thoſe were leights towin time; and 
therefore vrged a preſent execution : licence of departure was preſently yeelded 
by the Tribnunes; bur paiment deferred. Thefift, and one and twentieth legion , re- 
fuſed to goto any ſtanding campe; vnrillthey had their pay inthe ſame camps they 
ſerucdin. Which they receiued of ſuch prouifion,as Ceſar could cither make by his 
friends, or had toſcruc hisowne turne. Cacine the Lieutenant brought backe to 
Vbinm,thefirſt,& the twentieth legion,in baſe & diſorderly aray:carying berweene 
the enlignes and ſtandarts, maſſes of money , extorted from the Emperors treaſure. 
Germeniews weneto the vpper armic, and there with our delay , tooke the oath of 
allegeance,ofthe rand args ſixteemh legion; the fourteenth yer reſting 
doubrfull what were beſt. Bur rhey had alltheir diſcharge and moncy offered them 
vnasked. Atthe ſametime,certaine vexiliarie ſouldiers which continued vnder en- 
ſignes,and wereplaced for a guardto the countrey, of wo legions which before 
wereatiarre began a tumulc in the country of the Chauceans: which was quickly 
ſuppreſſed by putting to death two of his ſouldiers. Which AMexnins the Camp- 
maſter commanded rather for example, then right of his office. But the rumule 
growing hot, Mexniu: fled;and being found out, percciuing that there was no ſafe- 
tic in lurking,tried what boldnes could auaile : ſaying z That they bent nor their 
forces againſt the Camp-maſter ; bur againſt Germancws their Generall, and Tibe- 
riz; the Emperor : perceiuing that thoſe words daunted ſuch as would haue hinde- 
redhim, fnatching vp an enſigne, went to the riuer fide z and denouncing him a 
fugitiue andtraitor which refuſed to follow ; brought them to the winter ſtanding - 
gampe,aſtonied, and not daring to attempt any thing. In the meane ſeaſon the em- 
baſſadors ſentfrom the Senate ro Germenicas found him at Vbium,at the place cal- 
led the Altar. Where two legions,the firſt and the twentieth wintered, with the old 
ſouldiers latcly diſmiſſed and kept vnder enſignes. The timorous and troubled in 
conſcience, were ſurpriſed with a ſudden feare, leaſt ome were come by comman- 
dement of the Senate, to make fruſtrate all they had wrung ouc by rebellion. And 
asthe manncrofthe people is, alwaies falſly ro accuſe fome one or other whom 
they ſuſpe : fonow they laid allcheblame, on Munazins Plancus ; who had beene 
Conſull and chiefe inthe Embaſics affirming him to bee the author ofthat decree. 
And inthedead of the night, wentto Germanicws,importunately demanding an en- 
ſigne which was in his houſe : & flocking together brake downe the gates : entered 
his houſe; drewGermanicus out of his bed; and threatning tro kill him, forced him 
to 


of Cornelius T acitus:; 
rodcliuer the enſigne. Then running vp and down,they met with the embaſſadors, 
hearing of thedeſperate tumult,going ro Germaniews: the ſouldiers iniuring them, 
and readie to kill them: and aboue others Plencws , who in regard of his dignitic 
could not flee: hauing no orher refugelefr indiſtrefſe and danger, then to flic to 
the campe of che firſt legion : where1mbracing, the ſtandard and enſignes; found 
ſafery as ina religious place. And had not Ca{phurnime,the ſtandard bearer; garded 
him trom the furie of the ſoldicrs(athing which ſeldome hapneth, cuen among the 
enemies)an.embaſſador of the people of Rome,in the Romanscampe, had with bis 
blood polluted the altars ofthe gads. aſſoone as.it was day, that the L. Generall, 
the ſouldier, and the attempts might be knowen; Germenicw entered thecampe: 
and comanding Plancus to be brought to him,placed him in the Tribunallby him: 
Then tharpely rebuking their fatallrage, ſtirred vp bythe wrath of the gods and 
not the ſoldiers will: he openerh vnto them the cauſe ofthe embaſſadors catmiming; 
their priuiledges: bewailing with great cloquence lavcws vndeſerued hap; andthe 
diſcredit of the legions. And hauing rather rauiſhed thenquiered the afſemblic; 
ſent away the.cmbaſTadors with a garde of auxiliaric horſemen, During this:feare; 
eucty man blamed Germanicwus , that he went not to the vpper armic, where-hee 
ſhould hauc both obedience, and aide againſt therebels: that his fault ha&beene 
great cnough,in diſmiſſing the ſouldiers wich money in their purſes, and viingrhem 
fo curtcouſly. Andifhe made no greaterreckoning of his owne perſon ; yethehad 
noreaſon toleauc his yoong ſonne, and his wife great with child;, as aprayta furi- 
ous and mad men;breakers ofall humane lawes. Andtharhe ſhould preſerue them; 
atthelcaſt wiſc,tor their grandfather,and the common-wealth, He then weighing 


long what he were belt to reſolue : his wife refuſing to forfake him; alleaging, that 


ſhe was deſcended from Auguſiws,and proteſting that ſhe would neuer degenerate 


from her bloud,whatſoeuer danger mightbepreſented: atlaſt embracing borb har | 


and the child, with many teares conſtrained her to depart.

The legions called rogether, ſtood with 'their:{words 
drawne before the Tribunall: and the offender ſhewen by the Tribune our of athigh 
ſeate: and if the ſouldies did cry that he was guilty, hee was immediately throwne 
downe headlong, and cur in peeces: the fouldier reioycing in theſe mallacres, as 
though himſelfe therby had Iyve acquited.Germanicw did nothinder them ac all, 
ſecing, that being done without his commandement as well che fa& , as the enuic 
of ir,thould light vpon their owne necks. The olde fouldiers following that preſi- 
dent, were anon aiterſent to Rria, vnder colour of defending -the prouince {20m 
the inuaſion of the Sweuians: yt in deede, rodraw them from thoſe garriſons'.yer 
b:eathing of crue!ry,nolefſe by that'cruell meancs ofredreſle, then memory of their 
former outrages. Thisdone,he rooke a ſurucy ofthe Centurions ; who being ealled 


by the Caprtaine,told theirnames,degrees, and countrey, whatpaies they ha@re- | 


cciucd , andhow many yeeres: whar exploits they had done in ſeruice, and with 
whardonatiues rewarded. If the Tribunes andlegions approucd their valout- and 
integrity, they kepttheir roomes : if by common conſent, couetouſnes, or cruelty 
werelaicd ro their charge , they were caſfirdle. Things thus ſerledfor the preſent, 


there aroſe immediately, amarrer of no leſſer waight theri ths former, through the |, 


headic infolency of the fift,and one and.rwentithlegion, lodged in wintcrſtandings 
threeſcore miles of, arVetera. For they firſt Jed thedaunce, and withtheir owne 
hands committed the lewdeſt outrages*: Nothing terrified with their fellowes 
puniſhment, continued impenitent, and fill harboured anger in their breaſts. 
Whereupon Ceſar gathereth fortes, preparerh a Nauie with confederares'and 
allies, to ſend doyne theRhene: purpofing ifthey were obſtinare, ro try irourt ina 
maine barrel]. No tidings being all this while brought to Rome of the ſucceſle in 
, Hhyricam: and vnderſtandibgar the riſing of the Germane legions; thecitie rrem- 
bling with feare, began roblameT :berivz, rharcounterfeiting a doubtfulnes of ta- 

- king on him che Empire,mockedrheLords of the Senare,the weake 8 vnforniſhed 
common people, and ſuffered the fedirions in the meane rimetorebell,which by the 
weake authority of rtwoyong men could norbee ſuppreſſed. That heſhould rhere- 
fore haue gone himſelfe in perion, and oppoſed bis imperiall-maieſtie againſt 
them; ar whoſeſightthey would preſently have yeelded,, being by long experi- 
ence skiltull , and carrying with him power to puniſh , or reward. If Auguſtus 
ſtricken in yeares, could make often iotineies into Germanie :ſhould Tiberiws be- 
ing of a ſtrong and able bodje, fir in the'Senate; carping .the/Senatorswords? 
Hee had taken good order how to keepe the citie-in ſeruinide': and thar ic was 
now time to. apply ſome medicine to the ſouldicrs'tiiinde , to' induce them ro a 
difpolition of peace. Notwithſtanding Tiberiss ſtariding ſiiffe inhis determina- 
tion, reſolued not to forſike the head of the Empite; and hazard himſelfe and 
che whole ſtare. Many things troubled his minde ? as tharthe Germane army was 
theftroogeſt : and the Pannonianneere at hand: the arſeleaning ts the ſirengrth of 
che Gaules: rhe other, lying in the confinesof Iralie :\d6abtfullhimſelfe which firſt 


togoro ;leaftrhe orher oltpoſedſhould taker in-dildaine. 'Buthis ſonnes, 
mighe viſit both}, as a thing Manding well with inperialt maicſtic, bearing grea- 
elfftate fartheſt off. The yoong men might be ifhey referred ſome things

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to their father: and iſthey ſhould:refiſt Germanicws and Druſw: , hee ſhould be able 
to appeaſe or overthrowe them.

Neuerrheles as though hee would depart out of 
hand -he madechoile of his followers, provided his carriagesin areadines, prepared 
ſbipping; then excuſing himſelfe,now with the hardnes of the winter ; now with 
this,nownith that: bedecciucd firſt the wiſe,thtn the vulgar fort; and the prouin-

letters before toaduertiſe Cecing, thathe was comming with a power: and thatif 
they;would nor puniſh the offenders before his. comming, he would without any 
reſpeR make agenerall laughter ofthem all. Theſe letters Cecinaſecretly imparted 
totheſtandard and-enſigne bearers, and the better ſort : perſwading them to deli- 
ver alin generall from infamy, and themaſelues from death. For in time of peace 
6agh, mans cauſe! and merit-waighed 3; butin warre, theguilty and guiltleſſe pe- 


'  Liſhed alke. They then ſounding.the minds of thoſe they S__ fitteſt, and 
finding che greater numberofthe legionary ſouldiers to continue 


utifull; follow. 


ivgheLitutcenants aduice, ſet downe a time when to cutoff the lewdeſt, and 
mel ſeditious among them, Thenthe watch-word giyen, they brake into-their 
tents sMluechem 3 noncpriuie to the cauſe bur ſuch , . as were of counſellin the 
enterpriſe: neither imagining the beginning, nor the ende of this butchery. The 
firangeſt;manner. of ciuill warre that euer happened wasthis : for without order 
of bartell ; norfallying out ofdwwers ſtandings; wa out ofthe ſame beds, in which 
they had eaten by day, angflept bynight.: they banded into faQtions;lanced their 
darts; outcries were heard; woundsgiuen 3 blood ſheds, but the cauſe vnknowen: 
foreuneruled rhereſt, and ſame honeſt men were ſlain among.But it was no ſooner 
knowne againſt whom this watch was intended , but the worſt perſons ſnatched 
their weapons likewiſe : noLicutenant,nor Tribune preſent to bridle them : bur 

every man licenced toreuenge his fill , Gerwanicw anion after entring the camp, 
withwanzrepoaFallg that a butcherie,, and. not a medicine, commaundedthe 
bodies to be burng. The bloudy ſouldicts thirſted after the enemy, as aſatisfaion 
of his foric ; ſuppoſing zharthe gboſls of. their companions could by no other 
Ce/arfollowtd ctheſouldiers boatecs 2dbuilding a bridge ouerthe riuer, paſt oucr 
rweluechoufand, drawne.gut.of the;Jegions 3 ſixe and twenty cohorts of allies:

cariage,' The Germans norfarre off were.iocund : whileſt weforthe deathof _1u-

guſere,, and by.nixldilcords , keps,boly.day. The Romane army marching, with 
beddepeRitig wood Ceiiaz an the bound begun by Titerian; and Encamped 
yponit; fortifying the frongand thebackeuith pang .and the fides wid op ings 
of trees. ron heneathogabarebrrehrey hdarke foreſts, and conſulted oftwo 
waijcs, which was beſt: the Hhert and. +, i the vnbeaten and hardeſt :;and 


thereforcleaſt doubredofthe enemy. Andhauing made choiſe ofthe longeſt ane: 
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haſtencd other things the more. For the ſcouteshad brought word, tharthe Ger- 
mans would ſpend chat nighr in ſolemne feafting and banquerting.. Cecine had 
chargerto lead the way with a Cohort lightly armed , and makeplaine rhepaſſage 
of the wood; whom the legions limediacdy followed. The: ſtarre-lighr heiped 
chem, till they cameto the villages of the M#ſiv5; whom they beſet round ; bei 
yer either a bed,or at table; without feare,an@no warch ſer. Sotarrehad 
allrhings arrandon; nothing miſdoubring warteg nor being drunke, greatly:caring 
forpeace. Ceſar diuided the legions greedy of pillage to0-waſt the more- ground,

into foure pointed bartels; and deſtroyed with fire and-[word, fittic miles neither: 


agenor ſexe, mouing hin to pitie ;profaneand fecrerplaces,and rhe temple called 
Tanfana,, a place of grear fame among thoſe people, he bartered to the ground: 
the Romanesteceivingno wound; but laying the enemy halfe a ——_ 
med , and {tragling without orderor array. Thatflaughrer ftirred vp the Brudtert, 
Tubanres, in the V ſfipetes 3 who beferthe wood, that way the army ſhould rc- 
rurne Whercof the Captaine being aduertifed, he marſhalled his m<n iri- order ar 
once, both ro march and fight.Parr of the horfemen withauxiliary cohacts.led. the 
way: afrerthem followed the firſt legion : the'carriages inclofed in the: middeſt ;, 
had on rhe left fide the 21. lepior ; on the right, the fift: inthe rereward, the 
wwentith ; and afterthem thereft.of the confellerates. Bur the encmy ſtirred ove 
whileſt th: Romane camp marched through the wood : then lightly sKirmiſhing 
with the flanks and the foremenzſer amaine onthe hindmoſt : who being; bur flen- 
derly appointed, and amazed with the thicke rroups of Germans , were ready to 
ſhrinke : had not Ceſar ſtepped ro the riyentith legion crying ale wd, thatnow was 
the time ro blot outthe infamies of their former conſpiracies; and ſhew valour, and 
make haſte ro tyrnerheir former faulr into glory and honor. This ſpeech ſo infla- 
med their courages,chat breaking in ſuddenly. vpon the enemies, droue them to art 
open place,and hewed theminpeeces : and the vantgard gerting out of the wood, 
began mcontinently to forrifie and intrench. After that, they marched withour 
diſturbance: emboldened with theirlate ſucceſſe, and forgetting what was paſt, 
were brought to theirſtanding camps. Theſe newes made Tiberizs both glad and 
fory : glad,thar the {edition was ſuppreſled: fory , that Germanicw had purchaſed 
the ſouldiers fauourby largeneſle,& timely diſmiſſing them: nor a little grieued alſo 
with the glory that Germanicas got in that warre. Yerhe imparted the{&newes to 
the Senate,highly commending his exploits : rather in colour and ſhew of words , 
then belcened thathe ſpake fromthe heart. Druſas he commended alſozandtheſuc- 
ceſlc of thelllirianrebcllions,in fewer words,bur more vnfainedly, and with better 
affefion; yer confirmed all that Germaxicws had graunted; and gave the like to the 
armies inPannonie. The ſame yecre 7#/z4 died: confined firſt by <T7azaffas her ta- 
ther forher vnchaſt hfe, in the Iland Pandareria : then in Rhegium,atomne ſeated 
pon the Sicilianſea, She had-beene T iberims wife, whom ſhe contemned as anvn- 
fir match for her ; whilcſt Cains and Zucizs flouriſhed, which:was the very inward 
andſecret cauſc, why T tberjus micthdrewhimſelte roRhodes. Bur having gotten ro 
beEmperour, and that by the deathof Agripps Poſthumws, herhopes wete cut off; 
baniſhed and infamous, with great want hungerſtarued her : perſwading himſelfe 
thatherlong baniſhment, would haue ſmothered the ſpecch other death. The hte 
occaſion egged himto the like cruelty againſt Semp. Gracchas : who nobly deſcen- 
: ded,quick wirted;andeloquent roperſwade to naughrines;' ſeduced the ſame Jules 
tolewdeneſſe when ſhe was M._Ueripp:s wife.Neither wasthat the endof their 1i- 


centiouſnes; bur the wilfull adulrerer abuſed her companiegwhen Meewas T _ 
3 
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| before him/had appoinced a garriſon, led his armie without encombrance againſt 
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wife: incenfing her to diſobedience and diſlike. Diuers ſuppoſing,chat the. bitter. 
erters, which the ſent to Auguſiwher father againſt Tiberizs, wereof his inditing. 
Whereupon being baniſhed to Cercina, anIlandin the African ſea, after foure- 
tecneyeares cxile:theſouldiers fentroput him to death, found him on the ſhore 
as one expecting badrtidings. -Ofwhom herequeſted ſome ſhort time, ro write his 
Iaft willto..4/eriakiis wife;wbich being done, he offced his necke to the executio- 
ners: in theconſtancy of his death, not vaworthy the Sempronian name ; though 
in his lifehe had degenerated. Sorne gaue out, chat thoſe ſouldiers were. not lent 
from Rome; but froam'&-4ſprenus, Proconſull of Aﬀrike, by Tiberius appointment ; 


: hopingthough in vaine,thatthe infamy ofthe murder ſhould redound to Mſpre- 


#4 diſcredit.: This yeere were inſtjztuted new ceremonies, by founding a ſpcjery of 
Prieſts, called Auguſtales: as intimespaſt T:.Zarime, deſirous to continue cextaine 
religious ſolemnities of the Sabins; ordeined acompany of Prieſts called, Tirians. 
One and'twentic of the chicfeſt of the citie were drawen by lot,and Tiberixs., Dru- 
fus,Cladiue and Gerwanicus addedito the number.Theſe plaiers at their firſt begin- 
ning,werediſturbedby acontentionriſing betwixt ſtage plaiers : CAngs ſires him- 
ſelfefauouring theſport,topl eaſe Mecenas;who was exceedingly caried away with 
affeftiontowards Bathilizs,and himfelfe not diſliking them , rhought it no vnciuill 


+ matter,to ſhew himſfelfe at thoſe diſports, amongſt the common people. Eut Tibe- 


7785 wasof another humour; yet durſt not on the ſudden-reduce the people ro a 
{traighrercoucſe , which ſo many yeares before had beene, nuzledin pleaſure and

T N- Ceſar-and C. Narbobecing Conſuls, a triumph was ordeined in honour 
: p ofGermanics,the war yet continuing: for which although greatpreparation' 
* _ © wasmadeforthe ſummer following; yet he by a ſudden incurſion made on 
the Charti,did anticipate it in the beginning of the ſpring. For arumor bred a hope 
chat the enemies were banded into faftions, ſome fauoring Arminius ; and others 
Segeftes:the one moſt loyall ; and the other moſt difloyali vnto vs. Arminius dil- 
quieted Germanie: Segeſtes diſcouered often to Fares, but eſpecially in the laſt ban- 
ker, after which armes were taken, a rebellion intended: and counſelled him to caſt 
himſelfe, 1rwisins,and the chiefeſt of the conſpirators into priſon, the peoplenor 
— anyattempt,the ringleaders being taken away;and that he ſhould haue time 
thereby to ifrour the offenders from the innocent. But Yares by deſtinie,, and 4r- 
minius violence died, And although Segeſtes was by common conſent, drawen to 
thewar,yethe ſhewed himſelfe very backward by his priuate grudge againſt Arms- 
wins increafing moreand more; becauſe he had taken away by force his daughter 
berrothed to another. Thus then the ſonne in law being odious to the father ; the 
fachersin law at vtter defiance betwixt themſclues ; that which ſhould ſerue for a 
bond of friendſhip. among friends, ſerued heere for a prouocation of wrath and 
Tnalice. Whercupon Germanicus committed fower legions to Cecinaes charge, fiuc 
thouſand auxiliaries, and certaine German bands leuicd in, haſte, inhabiting the 
hither ſideofRhene. Himſelfe conduQted the like number of legions, with twiſe as 
many confederates;and hauing builded a fort on the hill Taunus, where his father 


the 
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the Chatti;leauing £. Mpronins behind him; ro mend and make fiirethe Paſſages 
by land andriuers: forby reaſon'of adroughr, andlowneſle ofthe warers (a thing 
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ſ{e]domeſcencin that country)they had marched a good way without danger; bur 


feared raine and rifing of the water at hisrerurne. But his comming Was ſo ſudden 
vpori the Charci,tharthe weaker fort by age,or ſexe, were preſently either taker! or 
{laine: theyoong men ſwam ouer the riner Adranagand drauebacke the Romans; 
which began a bridge:Buit atlaſtdriuen away themfelues with ſhotof arrowes and - 
other engins, entreating in vaine of conditionsof peace: ſome fled to Germanitul t 
the reſt abandoning their villages and houſes, diſperſed themſelues in the: woods, 
Germanicus tiauing buined Mattium the capitallcitievf the countrey, rerurnied ro- 
ward the Rhene, the enemy not daring roſet on him as he retired; as his manners; 
when hee gaue ground , rather vpon pyllicie then feare. The Cheruſci would . 
willingly hauc ſuccoured che Charti z bur Cecinacs armie flecting from place 
roplace, kept them in awe, and ouerthrew the Marſt which ventured to joyne 
barrel with him.Shortly after embaſſadors came from Segeſter,to'crauc aid againſt 
the violence of his countrimen,which had befieged him : Arminine bearing: grea- - 
terſway,becauſc he incited them ro warre.For among barbarous peoplegthe more 
audacious a inan ſheweth himſelfe the more loyall he1srepured 3 andthe firreſt in- 
rumen ini troubled times: Segeſtes joined his ſonne' Sigi/mond to theſe embaſla- 
dors: but being rotichedin niet 7 anhqpns vnwillingly Trae toir i becaiiſe thar 
when the Germans rebelled;, being prieſted atthe altar of the Vbians ; Hee brake 
his head-bande, which was the marke of hiscalling, and-fled tdtherebels: Yer 
wruſting in the Romansclemencic, fulfilled his fathers commandemenc; and' being 
courteouſly receiued,was conueied with a gard, tothe ſhoresof Gallia: Aﬀeer this 
Germanic: thought itconuenient, to conuert his power againſtthoſe which'beſie- 
ged Segeſftes,whom he delivered, with a rept number of his kindred, and followers. 
Among whom there were many noble dames, and Segeftes daughter , CArminine 
wife: affeCting rather hir husband than father: and being taken, not orice falling a 
teare,nor craving fauor,ioining hir hands onhirbreaſt,looked down vpon hit great 
belly. The ſpoiles of Yarws ouerthrow'were ar the ſame time broughrin and: di- 
ftribured, as a booticto the greateſt paitofſuch , a&Ghad yeelded themſelues with 
Segeftes.\Who with a comely maicſly, and bolde courage, and loyaltieto theRo- 
mans, began aſpeech in thismanner: This is notthe firſt day' that the people of,, 
Rome, hath had experience of my conſtancy atidloyaltie : for firice Auguſta of ,, 
famous niemory,gauemethe privileges of a citizen ofRome:Imadechviceofſuch,, 
friends or enemies, as might ſtand you in ſteed: tot for any hatred to my countrey, ,, 
(for traitors are odious euen to thoſe whoſe inſtruments they be)bur becauſel iud- ,; 
ged it profitable alike to the Ronians and Germans: and preferred/peace before, 
war: for this cauſe I accuſed _AHrminw,tauiſher of my daughter, and i ger of,, 
the league concluded with you, beforeFarw the gerittall.. ButwhenI wasbythe,, 
flacknes of the generall defetredto a farthetday ofhearing , hauing ſmall'hope of, 
ſupport in lawes:I beſoughr hini earneſtly, that he would commir me,” 4rminits,,, 
nulche reſt ofthe conſpirators, to ſtraight cuſtodie. I call to wirneſſe that night ,, 
(which ifit had pleaſed the gods I wouldit had beerie my laſt) in whichthoſethings,, 
enſued, which deſctuerather to be bewailed than maintained: Ii fine; 1 laid irons,, 


on A-miniss,and (uffered the ſame in myſelfe;by hisfaCtion,' \Biit ſeeing you haue ,, 


vouchſafed me your preſerice; I prefer old quierneſfe before riew parboilesmor ho- ,, 

ping for any rewardthereby: but only to excuſe my felfe froiti-dilloyalty ;and to, 

ſeruefor a\conuenicnt meanes of reconciliation for the Getmarination; iftheywill,,

 increaſedGeſarsfearc the more. Andtherfore leaſt the whole waight ofthe warra 

' ſhould atoncefall ypon him: he ſent Cacinne with fortie cohorts of Romanes, to 
 ſeauerthepowerofthe enemy.through the Bructeries countrey, to the riuer of A- 
_ miſia, Pedorhe-Camp-maſter had the conducting ofthe horſemen, by Friſia: him- 
 ſelfe embarquedfoure legions, and lead them through the lakes: allthe horſemen, 
fooxmen,and the wholenauic meeting together at the ſaidriuer; and receiued the 
 Chaugeans amongthem, who had promiſed them ayde. The Bructeri burning 
their owne countreySzertinins ouerthrew with a compantgof light harneſſed ſoul- 
diers;ſent againſtcthem by Germenicus: and found betweene the laughter and the 
bootie, the banner of the nineteenth legion which was loſt with Farms. From:

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thence the army marched to the vemolſt confines of rhe BruQeri, all the countrey 
waſted betwixt the river Amiſia, and Luppia: not farre from the foreſt Teutoburghz 
where the reliques of the legions which Yar«s lead , were reported tolye vnburied. 
Whereupon Ceſar had a great deſire to celebrate rhe capraines, andiovIdiers fune- 
' rals; all the armie moned to compaſſion , ſome ealling to minde their kins(olkes; 
ſome their friends : and ſome in conſideration of che hazards of warre, and rhe 
{lipperic eſtate of man ſubic& vnto fortunes change. And hauing ſent Cecina be- 
fore, to ſearch our the ſecret places of the foreſt, and caſt bridges and cauſeyes ouer

In the middle of the field lay white bones,citherſcatrered , or ona heape, as they 57 7oimed: 
had eicherreff{ted orfled: hard by, trouncheons of weapons, and horſes ribs ; and — 
beforethem mens heads, faſtened vpon the bodies of trees. In the woods were 

their barbarous altars, on which they ſacrificed the Tribunes and chiefe Centuri- 
' ons. Thoſe which eſcaped aliue,or broke priſon after the burchery, rold thatheere 
the Licutenants were ſlaine;there the ſtandards taken:where Yarms receiued his firſt 

wound, where with his owne vnlucky hand hee flew himſelfe. On whar Tribunall 
Armirius made his oration. How many gibbets he had ſet vp for eaptiues, & what 

dirches : and with what proud difdaine hee ſcoffed ar the enſignes and ftandarts. 

The Romaines then which were preſent, fixe yeares after the {laughter, oppreſſed 
with gricfe,yermore theneuer kindled with rage againſt the enemy; couered with | 
earth the bones of the three legions:as if they had been all their friends or kindred; 

howbeir it was vncertaine vhether they buried the: ſtranger or friend. Ceſar ro 

(hew a gratetull memory of the dead, and himſcltero bee partaker of their griefe, = 

with his owne hands pucthe farſt rurfe on their rombes 3 which Tiberius miſliked : 

eicher as conſtruing all Germsnicws aCtions to the worſt z or becauſe the fight of 

the dead, vaburied,would make the ſouldiers more fearfull of the enemie,and leſſe 
forwardtofight: and becauſe a Generall honored with the Auguralldignirie, and 

deuoted ro moſt ancient ceremonies,ought not to meddle in mortuaries. Bur Gey- 

manu purſuing _Yrminiws already crept into inacceſſible places, as ſoone as hee 

found conueniencie,thruſt his horſemen on him;ind recouered the field which the 

enemy occupied. U1rminiws gathered his men n—_— 3 andcommaunding them 

to draiv necrethe wood, turned ſhort on the ſudden, and gave them the watch- 

aword which hee had hidden there before, to breake our. Whetzat the horſemen 
amazed, andthe cohortsſenr for a ſupplic, borne backe with thoſe which fled ; 
augmenting their feare, were almoſt thruſt into the bogs, well knowne to the 
conquerors,and dangerous tothe Romanes ; had nor Ceſ«r come on with the le- 

gions in batrell array. Which ſtroke a terrorintothe enemy , and aſſured the coii- 

rage of the ſouldier : both the armies inthe end parcing on euen hand. Anon aftet 

the armic being brought to the river Amiſia, he conduRted theflecte and the tegi- 

ons backe againe,in the ſame maner they camerhither. Some ofthe horſmen were 
commaunded to returne to the riuer of Rhene, ſtill coaſting the Ocean ſhore, C#- 

cina who conducted another companie, —_— he wasskilfullin che wayes , yet 

was charged toreturne with all diligence by tne long bridges; which was a narrow 

cauſey betwixt wide mariſhes,throwne vp in timespaſt by L. Domitizs. Thereſt of 


the countrey was miry, and full of faſt binding clay, with ſome doubtfull brookes. 
bo Round 
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Round about were woods, aſcending litle and little, which _A>minizs had hlled, 
by ancererway, and light armie,preuenting theRomans, loden with armour and 


carriages. Cec:na doubring how he ſhould atonce, repaire thoſe bridges, already 


decayed with age, and driue backe the encmie; thought irbeſt to encamp in the 
ſameplace, that whileſt ſome were fortifying, others might skirmiſh with the 
encmic. The Barbarians vſed all force to breake the wardes, and make way tothe 
trench-makers: ſer on them, compaſled them in; ranne from place to place; lea- 
uing nothing vndone, to diſturbe them. The laborers and the fighters made one 
confule cry : nothing proſpering on the Romans ſide. The place was nothing bur 

deepe mire, not firmetotread on, and {lipperie ro march : the waight of their 
corſelets an hinderance, and they vnable to launce their iauelins in the waters. 
Contrarily the Cheruſcians being a greatlimmed people, and accuſtomed to fighr 
in bogs, were with huge ſpeares able to hurt a farre off. To be briefe, the night de- 
livered the legions from an vnluckie battell. The Germaines through proſperous 
ſucceſſe,nothing wearied, but forvearing from reſt; turned all the waters which 
roſe in the mountaines, into the vnder grounds : whereupon the plaine beceing 
drownd, and fo inuch of the worke ouerthrowne as they had caſt vp , the Romaine 
Gouldicr was put to a double labour. 


XIIII. The Romans eſcape agreat darger through th: good 
_ conduet of Caecina. 


AEcinahad thenin quality of a ſouldicr of commander fortie yeere receiued 
pay: and therefore being acquainted as well with the changeable euents of 
fortune as proſperous ſucceſſes, tell nothing art all in courage : but pondering 
in his minde what might follow, found nothing more expedient,than to incloſe the 
enemiein the wood, vntill the wounded, and the cariages were gotten before. For 
berwixt the hils and the marſhes; there ſtretched out aplaine, capable of a ſmal ar- 
mic. Thelegions were ſo placed, that the fift ſhould bee intheright fAlancke; the 
one and twentieth in the left ; the firſt toJead; and the twentieth ro defend, if they 
were purſued. Thenight was vnquiet for diuers reſpeRs; the barbarous enemie, in 
feaſting and banketting, ſongs of ioy , and hidious outcries filled the valleies and 
woods, which redoubled the ſound againe. The Romains had {mall fires, bro- 
ken voyces,lay neere the trenches,went from rent totenr,ratherdiſquieted,and nor 
able to ſleepe,than watchfull. The generall had tharnight a heauie dreame,which 
drouc him into a feare:for he thought thathe had ſcene 2vindilivs Yarws , riſing 
out of thoſe bogs, embruecd all in bloud, calling him by name & ſtretching our his 
hand towards him; which he thruſt backe refuſing to follow! Ar day breaking, the 
legions appointed for the flancks, either for feare, or contempt , abandoned their 
ſtandings; and ſeafed on the fielde adioyning beyond the marſhes. _drminins al- 
though he might ſafely haue aſſaulted them, yer forbare a rwrfe. But he no ſooner 
perceiued their bag and baggageto ſticke inthe mire,and ditches,and the ſouldiers 
troubled aboutir, disbanded and our of order, and the enſignes confuſed!y diforde- 
red; as itfalleth our in ſuch times,euery man bulieto helpe himſelfe, and deafe ro 
hearken what was commanded; burthe encharged the Germaines to breake in, cry- 
ing aloud.Bchold Yarw-,and the legions once againe vanquiſhed by the ſame deſti- 
nic. Having thus ſaid accompanied with a choiſe band ofhorſemen, breaketh the 
rankes of the Romains, and eſpecially wounderh their horſes ; which flipping , by 
reaſon of their owne bloud,and moiſture ofthe bogs; ouerthrowing their maſters , 
cithcr 
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tither-rtode vnder feete, orſcarrered allthey met: Much adoo they had aboutthe 
enlignes,which they could neither beare vp, the ſhortcame ſo thicke:norpitchon 
the ground,it wasſo mirie. Vhilelt Cecine maintainerh bartell , his korſe was kil- 
led vader himz from which being fallen, he had been raken by the enemy, ifthe fuſſ: 
legion had not oppoſed her ſelte.The greedines of the ehemie was ſome helpe vnto 
them; being more thirſty ofpillage then bloud: whereby the legions hadleiture ro- 
wards the cuening,to win the open firme land. And yer their miſeries did nor thus 
end: They had defences to make : and ſtuffe wherewithall, ro ſecke : their roolesro 
ca(t vp eartlf; or cut turfes,were almoſt all loſt: rents they had none to couer them: 
nor medicaments tro heale the wounded : and diuiding their meare partly ſtained 
wirh bloud, or beraied with dirt, they bewailed that vnfortunare darkenefle ; and 
that only day left for ſo many thouſands toliue., By meere chance a horſe brake 
looſe in the cawpe, and praunſing vp and downe, aftrighted with noiſe , ouer- 
threw all he mer in his way :-which ſtroake ſucha feare and terror in the fouldiers 
harrs,that chinking the Germans had broken vypon them,ran all zo the gares of the 
campe,and eſpecially to the Decumana,which was fartheſt rom the enemy, and 
ſafc(t ro flee away. Cecina being aſſured that it was but a vaine feare,yetnor being 
able either by his authority, entreaty, or forcible meanes to ſtay their flecing z cait 
bimſelfe a crofle the gate, and ſo mooued themrto pirtic, ſtopping the paſſage z be- 
cauſe they would nottread on their captaines body. The Tribunes and Centurions 
ſhewed chem withall,that their teare was falfe,and without caule. Then afſembling 
them inthe Principia,and commanding ſilence, admoniſhed them ofthe time and 
neceſſity they ſtood in. 'That their ſafety onely conſiſted intheir weapons; which 3 
yet they were to moderate by diſeretion ; keeping (till within-their trench , varill (& 
the enemy, with hope'to breake = them,ſhould draw neecre: and chat then they (< 
ſhould ruth out on euery ſide, and ſoger to the river of Rhene. Whereas if they c£ 
ſhould flie, they ſhould paſſe chrough more woods, finde deeper bogs, and the ene- (; 
mie more cruell than ever: bur by conquering they ſhould purchaſe glorie. andre- ;, 
nowne:putting them in mind ofthoſe things which were eſteemed deere-arhome;

and of credit in campe : not once mentioning their diſgraces and. aducrfities. 


This done, hee aſſigned tothe moſt couragious ahorſe : beginning with his: ownz 


then with the Tribunes and Cencurions,norreſpeRing calling of qualitic'torheend 
thatthey ſhould firſt inuade the enemie, and the foormen follow. The Germains, 
what with hope, what with greedineſſc of pray, what with diſagreeing opinions of 
C8ptaines; were as much diſquieted as the Romaines: Ar mirizs thoughtir beſt ro 
ſuffer them ro come our of their fort, and ſet on them inthe bogs and marſhes: bur 
Tnguiowmerwus aduile ghough more cruell,yvas moſt pleaſing tothe barbarians: which 
was,that my ſhould belicge the campe,perſwading that by tharmeaps,the aſſaule 


would be eaſter; more oo__— taken 3 and the bootic entire and vntGuched.. Af. 


ſoone then asit was day,they beat downethe trenches, filled them vp with: butdles, 
appled vpto the roppe of the trench , few ſouldiersreſiſtingthem,, and thoſe all 
ode ſtill in a, 1naze. The cohorts within had the allarum given ;tbe corners and 
trumpets ſoundedzand with a great elamout ſallicd out couragiouſlic, and hemmed 
the cnemic in, caſting intheirteethgthat heere there were neither woodsnor quags 
miers, bur the places and the gods indifferent to both: The eocmics imagining ie 
bur an eafie conqueſt, and that there were but a few to refit, ati thoſe bur _halfe 
armedhearing the ſound of the trumpers,and ſeeing rhe glitteringof the armour 3 
which ſeemed ſo much the grearer,by how much the lefle they were cone on 
a ſudden were beaten downe ard {haine, as a - in proſperity greedy,and in adier(t- 
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tie, 
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tie,vncircumſpedt. Arminius and Ty; wiomerw: fled theonenothurt , aud theother 
 - greeuqufly wounded. The common ſortwereflaine as long as the daie and anger 
lafted: the legionsrerurned at njghttorheir forte. And although there- were more 
wounded then the day before, and noſle want of vituales : yet with the victory 
rheyrhought they had recouered ſtrength, courage, health, andall other neceſ- 
aries. -/- | | ; 
**N V. .T he danger the legions were in vnder Vitellius. Tiberius

T was noiſed abroad inthe meane ſeaſon , that the legions were beſieged; and 

that the Germaine hoſt was entring Gallia, And if Agrippina had not hin- 
- dered the pulling downe of the bridge ouerRhene ; ſome through feare would 
hane ventured ſo lewde an ation. Who being a woman of a great courage;tooke 
vpowhir tor ſomedaies the office of a Capraine 3 relieued the ſouldiers,asthey had 
moſtneed;with apparell and medicine. C. Pliniws a writer ofthe Germaine watres, 
recounteth; that ſhe wentro the end of the bridge and there ſtajed, praiſing and 


< thanking the legions as they rerurned.A matterwhich entered dceepely into 7 1beri- 


© 4 minde: imagining rich hiraſclte that ir wasnotfor nought , that ſhee vſce ſuch 


 E:careandcurteſie:thatſhe ſoughtnot the fauour ofthe ſouldier againſt the ſtranger. 


© Tharrherewas nothing left forthe Emperors to doe; if awoman tooke once vpon 
© her toviſit the bands,go totheenfignes; and feeke meanes ro corrupt the ſoldier : 
** As though irhad beene but a ſmall point of ambition,tocarry her ſonpe about the 
* campeintheattircofa common ſouldier,and all him Ceſe#Caligula. That Agrip- 


_ © pine wasnow of greater creditwith the armie', than the Lieutenantsand Cap- 


< taincs; and that a woman had ſuppreſſed aſedirion, which Ceſers name andpowet 
© couldnordoe. Allchis was aggravated by Sriayws, well acquainted with Tiberius 
:: humour; and who-had long betoreſowen ſeeds of hatred: which-for the time hee 
- ſmootrhered, becauſe they ſhould burſt our the greater inthe end. Bur Germanrcrss 
us P.Pwelliii charge ot the ſecond & fowerreenth legion, which he had brought 
y ſea; to condudt by land-: to the ende theſhippes mighrinthe low water faile 
more caſily,or inthe ebbinglic a ground morelightly. Yire4ins had a quiet begit- 
ning of his journey, a drie ſhore, and ſmall flere: but by and by through a gale of 
northrenwinde, the zquinoxefalling outthe ſame time; and the ſea ſwelling ex 
rraordinarily ; his atmie was toffed hither and thicher:the face ofthe earth was co- 
uered with waters, theſea; the ſhore, the fields, were all bur one. The-vncertaine 
ſands could not bee difcerned from firme lande : nor the ſhelues from the deepe 
ſeas: their horſes and carriages were drawen vnder water , and ſwallowed in be 
gulfes: dead bodies floted and mer one another: the ſouldiers diſorderly mingled , 
now breaft, now chinhigh in water; and ſomrimes loſing feoting, either drowned 
| orſcartered. Encouragements tooke no place: & being thus rofſed with waues, the 
valiantman wasnot diſtinguiſhedfrom the coward: the wife not knowen from the 
foole;norno diffctence betwixt counſell and chance;bur all wrapped vp in like vio- 
lence. Inthe end 77e/iw hauing gotten the higher ground}, broughr the reſt ofhis 
companiethitcher , where they paſſedall that nighr'withour vrenfiles, orfire : the 
greareſt-parteichernaked,or moiled,inno lefſe miſerable a raking, thanthe beſie- 
gedby rhe'enemie'; for the endof thaſe is glorious, and the dearh of theſe withour 
honor. The day ſhewed them land, and they paſſed to the-riuer Viſurgis, where Ce- | 
ferwas arriued with the whole fleet : into which he received the legions, repors 
$71 - ted 
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ted rohaue beene drowned, and neuer belecned co'bee aline , vntill they ſaw C + 
far andthe army returned, Now Stertinins ſent before to receiue Seeeftes brother 
S-gimers , who had yeelded hirmſelfe; brought him and his ſonne to Coleynz and 
both pardoned; — Segimerw ealier then. his fonne + becauſe itwas laide to 
his charge, that hee had ſcoffedar.,Qurn&#ilzzeBurms body. Bur ro ſupply theſe loſ- 
ſes which the army had fuſtained 3 Gallia, Spaine and Iraly, firove who ſhould 
furniſh moſt ; offering armour, horſes,gold, andfuch thingeie they had moſt in'a 
readineflc. Ge! manicuss commending theirlouer and affection; 2ccrptedonly,theic 
armour and horſes, and furniſhed the reſt with his owne charges. Andro com- 
tort and mitigate the remembrance of their ouenhrow, with forme:courteous 
viage ; hee went abour:o viſite the wounded praiſing in particular euery ones va- 
lianrnes,and looking on their wounds; fed one with hope, an atiocher witty praiſe * 
woon all by good words;andcare, and made them conftane to himſelfe, andrefo- 
luce ro fight. The ſame yeere by decree of Senare, the markes of triumph were or- 
dained for 4.Cxcina, L. Apronizs,C.Silius , for their noble' exploits atchieued vnder 
Germanicus And T ibert«s refuſed the Title: of farher of his countrey,which he 
people had often caſt vypon him. Nor would norfiffer any to ſweare to the obſer- 
uation of his ordinances, although the Senate were therero conſenting : affirming 
that all motrall things. were murable and vncertaine ;-and the higherhe'ſhould 
clime, the ſlipperer his eſtate ſhouldbe. Notwithſtanding all this, they could nor 
be perſwaded thathe meant well tothe citizens, becauſe hethad put on foote a- 
gaine the law of treaſon, known to the ancients by the fame name. Bur by vertue 
_ ofthatlaw other chings were broughr into queſtion : as-if any had berrayed the 
army 3ſtirred the people ro ſedition*: badly managed'the uffaires ofthe common- 
wealth : impaired and weakened the maieſtie of the people: of Rome: Burthen 
' deedesonly were puniſhed , words wear ſcorfree. 4w2r/tur wagrhe firſt; whovndet 
colour of this law, comprehended the examination of infamous libels:mooued 
thereto by the inſolent bchauiour of Caſas Sexerws, who had defatned bonorable 
perſons, both men and women, with ſcandalous wrirings.Tiberizs ao, when Pom- 
priue Mecro the Pretor asked whether judgement ſhould'bee giver, touching 
the ſaid crime,made anſwerezthar the lawes were to be obſerued.Tiberius was the 
more exaſperated, through cerraine verſes caf} abroad by art vncerraine author, 
-, yr his cruelty ,pride, and diſagreeing with his mother: It ſhallnot be amiſſe, 
if I rehearſe, wich what pretended crimes, Falanins and' Rubriss , both'meane 
Gentlemen of Rome were charged: to make it knowne by what beginnings,whatr 
ſleighrsof 71berias,an vtrerruine of the common-wealth was intended , then ſup- 
vreſf; ed ; afterwardreviued againe,andin rhe end,ouetmaſtered all. Fladyins accu« 
ſer obieed againſthim, that amongſt orher worſhippers of _A«guſftns ( for ſuch 
fellowſhips there were almoſt in cuery houſe as, jthad beene Colleges) he had re- 
cciued one Caffins a ſtage-player , and infamous of his body-t and that 'with his 
gardens hee had ſonld ©Auguſtus image. Rabrius was accufed, to have Violated 
an oath madein _Ang+ſius name. When theſe things were brought ro'Tiberins 
notice, hee anſwered: That his father had nota place aſſigned him in heanen by 
decree of Senate,becauſe that honor ſhould be coruerted tothe ouerthrow'of the *? 
citizens. That C4/ius the ſtage player,was wont tobe admitred with others of the 2 
ſame trade, to the playes which his mother had conſecrated to' Auguſtus memory. * 
Thar there was nothing done againſt religion, ifhis image was ſould, as the coun- - 
rerfers of other gods were,in the ſale of their gardens and houſes: And-as for Rs- 
brins oath, itwas to be held inthe ſame accompr,as if he had degeined 7apier him- 
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© ſclf6; andthatthe iniuries done vnto the gods, ought robcereferred tothecare 
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_ tion he ſo:creptintorhecruell humorofthe Prince, tha

Spaniards had licence grauntedrhens,at their requeld;coerett a'Templaythonour 
of Azeuſius,in the free rowne of Tarracon; which was a preſident for. all the other 
prouincesto follow. The people making ſupplication,that they might be vnburde- 
nedofthe impoſitionof one in the hdoke all things bought and fold, which 
began after the wars were begun: Tiberins anſwered by an cdiCt thatit was the on- 
ly ſtay of ſouldies wages : and that the ſtare would bee ouercharged if the olde 
ſouldiers ſhould not be diſmiſſed after twenty yeetes ſeruice: and by this meansthe 
order wrung out to appeaſe the ſouldiers that the ſouldiers ſhould be diſmiſſed at- 
ter ſixreene yecresſeruice,was abrogated. Afﬀcerthis it was propaunded in Senate 
by Arantizs and Ateins, whether for the repreſling of the inundationsof Tiber,it 
' were conuentenrt to diuert the courſe of the riuers andlakes,which were cauſe of his 
rifing. Vpon this occaſion, the embaſſadors of other free townes and colonies 
were heard: and eſpecially the deputics from the citic of Florence ; tequeſting har 
Clanis might not be turned our of his owne chanellinto Arne , as a matter greatly 
ro their hurr. The like ſpeech the Interamnares vſed, ſhewing that the fertileſt tract 
of Italic ſhould be loſt jf(as it was intended)the riuer Nar (ould be cut into many 
branches;ando all become aſtanding poole,ifthenew chanek were not capable 
ofſo much water. The Reatins did not in this caſe hold theirpeace:no way yeelding 
that the mourh ofthe lake Velinus ſhold be damred vp, where it diſchargethir ſelf 
into Nar: for ſoit would ouerfloy all about it.

thar:Tiber would 'nor bee depritied of hisneighbour-rivers ,. and ſo run his courſe 
with leſſer glory:Intheerid eitherchrough chentreaty ofthe Colonics, or difficul- 
ticoftheworke,orfuperftition, Riſes opinipn. was approned,which was, that there 
fliould benothing changed. F opp.eus Sabinm wascontiauedin the goucrament of 
Maſid;and Achaizand Macedonia added:i&hischarge. Foric was Tiberiss may- 
ner./20-continue men-in'their office and, charge, cirher of warre, or iuriſdiQtion, 
fortietimes during theirlife; whercofthere were divers reafons giuen, Some ſaide 
hedidirxo aucidethe:tedious <are of often providing 5.and.that hee would haue 
tharts6 continnetwhick he had thought oacewelldonesſome, dig interpret it tobee 
done of enuic; becauſe manyſhould notenioy them: ſome, that as he was of a ſub- 
RE nozeſalute iudgement; asnot chagling men of cxcellent vertue : 
andontheotherhide,} hating vices. Hefearcdleſt theheſt would attempt ſome- 
rapainſthim;andthe work diſhonorrheſtate. Vyhich doubrfulneſſe broughr 
him totharpaſſcarlaſ; that gaue' rhe gouernment of prawinces to ſome, which 
hewouldnor ſuffertrodepartrhe citric. Concerning the cletion of Conſuls, which 
wasfirſt6bſerued yndet this Pringe,and afterward by others, dare aſſure nothing : 
notonlytheauchors;butthePrincehimſelfe doth ſo much differ in his orations.For 


{ometimesnot the ſarers;he deſcribed euery mans beginning, life, and what 
payhehad — 


ch hat aman might eaſily geſſe whothey were. At another time 
not touching anyofrhoſeparticulars, he perſyaded the {urers, not codiſturbe the 
eleAions, by bribing and canuaſing: promiſing that himſelfe would be a meane for 
them. And oftetnimeshefſaid, there were no'more which pretended to bee ſuters, 
burſuch onely, whoſe names hee had preſented vntothe Conſuls : and that others 
mighebring in theirnames likewiſe, if they, would truſt either to their merit or fa- 
uor.Butallwasbur faire wotds;and in deed deceiptfull and withour effe : and by 
how much rhe more they were maxked with a colour of liberty,by ſomuch the hea- 
uvierandgreeuouſer aſeruituderhey were like to bring aftes chem. . 
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THE SECOND BOOKE OF. 
THE ANNALES OF 
CORNELIVS TACITYS. 


I, Thecauſe of the Parthimn warres, Yonones drizen out 
| of his kingdome. | 


YP,Þ 24 Tenn Statilics Tarn, and L. Libs beeing Conſuls, the kings 
SYS dome oftheEaſt , and the Romane provinces rebelled: the 
© &/ 2, beginning thereof proceeding from the Parthians; who ha- 
7 uing d&maunded and receiued a King from Rome, yet con- 
FT temned him as a forrener,although he were deſcended of the 
7 Arlacides. Yonones was this King, who had becnc before giuen 
"> A inhoſtageto Augaſtws,by Phoolettn For although Phratates 
had repulſed the armie andthe Romane capraines, yet hee 
ſhewed all duties and reuerence to <Luguftus. And the betterto confirme friend- 
ſhip, ſent ſome ot his children ro-him : not ſo much for feare of vs, as Liſtruſt 
of difloialtic in his owne ſabie&s. After the death of Fhrahates,, and other ſuc- . 
ceeding Kings, through murthers ' committed among themſclues ; Embaſſa- 
dors caine to the Citic, from the 'chiefe noble men of Parchia, to demaunde 
Ponones the eldeſt fonne of Phrahares. Ceſer thinking that ro bee an honourto 
-himſelte, caduing him with great riches deliuered him-3 and the Barbarians, 
as their maneris at the change of anew Prince receiued him with greatioy: Not 
long aftet;the Parthian grew ro be aſhamed,thathe had ſo much 'degerierated as 
to demand a Prince from another countrey 3 trained vpin thefleights of their cne> 
mies. That fiow the royall ſeate ofthe Arfacides was given and'accounted among 
theRomane promnces. Where isthe glory of thoſe which murdered Craſſus, and 
chaſed away 4ntonie if Ceſ@5bondllaue after ſo many yetres ſeruirude ſhould 
commaund andrule ouer the Parthians ? Hee himſelfe kindled their difdainfull 
minds, by ſwaruing from his predeceſ{ots manner of life; as going ſeldome a hun- 
ting ; being careleſle of horſes; carried'in a chariot in the fireers ; and loathing 
their countrey fare : his Grecian followers were ſcorned, anJhimſelfelanghed ar, 
for keeping vnder his ſeale his baſeſt vtenſiles. Butthe free accefſe vnco bim; be 
courtelſh tovvards all men ; vnknown vertues to the Parthians ;' were: accounted | 
new vices: atid becauſe they were not vcd of theiranceſtors, were odious alike 
ro the good and bad. Whereupon Uricbanizs , one of the Arlacides bloud, 
brought vp with the Dahes, was raiſed againſt him : who:in the firſt encoun- 
ter ouerthrowen, recovered newe'forces , and enjoyed the kingdome. When 
Vonones was ouercome hee fled ro Armenia, then- without/a'King.yandbe- 

_ ewixtthe Patthian and rhe Romani wealth wauermg,through:Yrromes trecheric > 
who hauigg vnder colour of friendſhip tolled vnto hm their King Arzazaſdes,, loa- 
ded him with chaines,and in the end deprined him of his life. 4r14xias his:ſogne, 
bating vs for the iniuriedone to hisfather, with the power of the 47ſacides, defen- 
ded re and the kingdome againſt vs. Bur when Artaxias. was flaine-by the 
treaſon of his neereſt ftiends, Troraves was made King, of the Armenians, aud 

* broughtby Tberis Ner9into the kingdome. Y et T igranesraigne dured bur: aſhore 
time, nor his childrens: although wy Ant the manner of ſtrangers is, linked in 


marriage withthe Armenians. Fhen by commaundement of Auguſt, Artan-ſdes 
| Was 
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was appointed cheirKing, afterward driven ont: nor withour a great ſlaughter of 
otir men. Afterthat Ceſar was choſen to ſettle the affaires of Armeniazwho with the 
good liking ofthe Arthcnians,appointed Ariebarzancs deſcended from the Medes, 
ro be theipKing: a man greatly reckoned of for the comelines of his perſonage, and 
valiant courage. Ariobsrzames dying by misfortune, the Armenians would cndure 


none of hisrace:bUtr ried the regiment ofawoman called Era'#s , whom they ex- 
Iſedin a ſhorttime : and led an vncerrtaine and looſe kind of life, rather withour a 


pu 
Ford than in Liberty : and in the end receiued the fugitiue Fonones againe, But 


when 4rrebxn: degan ts vſcthreatnings and that ſmall aide was to be expetedof 
the Armenians:and yet if he ſhould be Jefended by our forces;it were to enter into 
war againſt the Patthians : Creticus Stanw gouemour of Syria ſentfor Yexones: and 
appointed him a guard: and ſuffered him to enioy all pompe and ſumptuouſneſſe, 
andnameof a King: from which mockeric how he purpoſed ro deliuet himſelfe,we 


will erdowne in hisplace. 


11. Germanicus maketh war in Germanie. 


Veitdiſpleaſed Tiberizs nothing at all , tharthe Eaſt parts wete in an vproarez 


becauic that vnder thatpretextheemight draw Germanieus from his accuſto- 
\ medlegions, andby giving him charge oucr-new provinces, expoſe him to 
trechery and hazard.But he,by how much the more affeionate the foulticrs were 


towards him, and his vnkle backward; by ſo much the more carneſt hee was to ha- 


ſten the viRory ; andlaide all the plots he could to giue the enemy battell: Dif. 
courſing with himſelfe , what fortunate or vnfortunate ſucceſſes had happened 
vnto himrhoſe three ; ro paſt,which he had ſpent in war amongſt chem:thar the 


Germansin a pitched ficld and indifferent places would eaſily be vanquiſhed : that - 


they rooke aduantage of woods,bogs.ſhort ſommers,and timely winters: that his 
ſouldiers recciued nor fo greathurt by wounds,as by long iourncies and Waight of 
their armor: that Gallia was wearied with furniſhing horſes; the long traine of ca- 
riage was ſubie& to ambuſhes;and not caſily defended. But ifhe ſhould take ſea, 
the poſſeſſion was open for him,and vaknowen to the enemie.Withall, thatſo the 
war might be ſooner begun: the legions and viQuals brought together t thehorſes 
and horſemen conucied by channels and mourhes ofriuers into the heart of Ger- 
manie.: Hauing thus rcſolued, he ſent P.Y/i2elins, and Scantias toleuir the ſubſidies 
of Gallia: Silins Antcins, &C exine had charge of allpreparation by ſea. A thouſand 
ſhips were __ toſuffice:which were made rcady with ſpecd. Somewere ſhore 
& narrow atthefore and hinder part,& broad inthe middle, as{tronger againſt the 
waues. Some were flat bottemmed,to land withour danger. Many had rudders ax 


borhends,thattherowers altering their ſttoke on. a ſuddenz might driue to land ar 


either end. Many of them bad bridges ouer,to carry both their engins , horſes, and 
prouiſion, ſwiftoffaile,and nimble with oarcs;in ſhewgallant and fearcfull ro the 
enciny, by reaſonofthe ſouldiers cheerfulnes.The place appointed to meer at, was 
the llandof the Batauians, as aplace of caſic arriuall; and fit torecciue the armie; 


and from thence to franſport themcothe place of battell. For the riucr.of Rhene 


k 

is diuidedinto two rivers,and keepeth his name and ſwiftneſſe wy Germanie 
yntill hefall into the Ocean. Bur by the coſt of Gallia it waxeth broader, and run- 
nerh nor ſo ſwiftly; and changing his name;the inhabitants. call it Vahales : which 


name;it afterward changeth againe into Moſa : fo continuing vnrill it fall into the 
ſame

of Cornelius Tacitus. 
ſ:me Ocean, wich a great bredth; Whileſt the ſhips were a putting from ſhoare: 
Ceſar commanderh the Lieutenant S/izs , with a band of men lightly appointed, 
ſnddenly to inuade che Charri. And himſelte vnderſtanding thatthe forr of Lup- 
pita vpon the riuers {1de, was befieged , condutterh rhither fixe legions. $i by 
reaſon of1.;ddenraines, did little elie then bring away,fome ſmall bootie , and the 
wite and daughterof Arps, prince of the Chatti. Neither did thoſe which had 
beſieged the forte, ſtaie to fight; bur (lipr away,when Ceſars comming wasnoiſed. 
Yer they had throwne downe the tombe, larely built in honour of Yar legions, 
and che old altar erected for Draſzs. The altar,the Prince reedified; and inmemory 
of his father, he and thelegion ran a horſe race; bur thought it nor conuenient to 
ſer vp therombe againe: bur fortified all paſſages betwixr the forr, Aliſo,andRhene 
with new mounds and bulwarks.By this time the Fleer was come : and hauing ſent 
before ali prouiſion, and affigned the legions and confederates their ſhipping ; him- 
{elte entered che ditch, called the Drutian ditch where he made a prater to Druſmus 
his father, rhar hauing vnderrakenthe ſame enterpriſe, that he had done; hewould 
w:lingly and benignly further him, with the example and memorie of his counſels 
and exploits, From thence he ſailed proſperouſly,by the lakes and Ocean, vntill he 
cameto rhe riner Amiſia, where the nauie was leſt,leauing the riucr on the left fide 
of ir. Whercin there was an ouerfight, that they b:oughr che thipping nohigher, 


che ſouldiers being afrerward conitrained roland on the right fide : whereby many, 
dajes were ſpent. in making of bridges to paſſe them oner. The horſemenand lc 


gions paſſed chefirſt arme of the ſea,the waters being yer bur ſmall; without feare: 
burrthe auxiliaric ſouldiers which followed, and Batauians, whileſt they ſpotred 
themſelues, and ſhewed theirskill in \wimming, were ſome hindered and troubled, 


and ſome drowned. 


ITI. Arminius dehorteth his brother Flauius from the 
Romans ſernice. 


S Ceſar was planting his campe , word was broughr, thatthe Angriuarians 
were reuolted behinde him. And Stertinius was incontinently dilpatched 
away with a company of light horſemen, which reuenged theirtreaſon with 
Ire and{iyord. Berwixt the Romaines and the Cheruſcians ran theriver Viſurgis, 
and onthe banck2{ide was Urminins, with the teſt of thenobiliry: whoinquiring 


whether Ceſar were come; and anſwere giuen him that he was :: intreated.tharthe 


nighthaue licence to ſpcake with his brother Flauins,who was inthe campe: faith- 
full and rraftic ro the Romaines ; and who not many yeares before , hadloſt oneof* 
his eyes, vnder Tiberins.His requeſt was graunted him : and as Flazzras camencere, 
Arminias faluted him. And cauſing his followers-to withdraw themlſclues, reque- 
ſed thatour archers which were placed in order on'the banke fide, (hould ſtand 
farther of; whobeing gone away, he asked his brother how hee camero thar ble- 
mith in his face. Heenamed both the place andthe barrel. He askedhim further, 
what rewards he had receined ? Flaxins tellerh him thathis'pay was augmented, 
ſhewerh his chaine, his crowne, and other military gifts which .47-:1m:usskorned 
as baſe rewards of ſeruitude. After that, they grew tofarther communication, the 
one extolling the greatnes of the Romans: Ceſars wealth : the grievouspunith- 
ments inflicted on the eonquered , and the cleneficit vſed touch asyeelded: har 
neither his wife nor ſonne were intreated as enemies. Arminizs alleaged the duric 


of his countrey : their ancient liberty : the gods of the inward parts of Germany :: 


that 
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thathis mothct and himfelfe beſoughrhim3; that hee would not rather chofe tobe 

2 traitor and forſakerof his countrey, than a captaine of his kindred , allies and 

nation. Growing from thence by lictle and lietlero hard words, although the riuer 

was berwixtthem , they had caped ; if Seerrinius had not run in, and held backe 

Flaniws , full of anger, calling forhis armour and borſe. A1-m:794us was heard to 

threaten on the other {ide, and denounce battell: incermingling ſome latine words : 

for once hee commanded his countrimen 3 and receiued pay in the Romaine 

campes. The next day,the Germaine army preſented it{clic mbatrel] aray beyond 

Viſurgis. Germanicas not thinkingirthe partof a commaunder, to hazardthe le-' 
gions,nor bauing firſt made bridges, and appointed gardsto detend them , paſſed 
-ouer the horſemen at thefoord. Steriinius and Aemilizs Jometime captaine of the 

principallenſignes,were the leaders: who ſeparated themſeluesfarre one from the 
other, ro divide the-enemies forces. Cariowalda,Caprtaine of the Batauians , where 
the riuerwas ſwifteſt ſalliedourt : the Cheruſci making as though they fled, to!led 
them to aplaine,enuironed with woods: and there turning againe , and ſpreading 
abroad, droue backe thoſe which made head; hotly purſued thoſe which ſhrunke : 

then being gatheredroundin ring, ouerthrew them; ſome neere , ſome farre off, 
Carioud'de having long ſuſtained the brunt of the enemy : exhorted his ſoul- 
diers cloſely together, ro breake intothe encmics troupes : himſelfc venturing a- 
moneſtthe thickeſt, was beatendowne with darts :ard his horſe killed vnder him 
and many noble men about him. The reſt either through their owne valour;or aide 
ofthe horſemen, with Stertinizs and A4emiline, eſcaped danger. When C2(-r had 
paſſed the riuer Viſurgis, hee vnderſtood by a fugitive from the enemic campe, 
what place Arminizs had choſen to gine battell : and that other nations were 
aſſembledin a wood conſecrated ro Hercules,with intention to aſlaile the camp by 
night. Therunnagate was belecued: lights were ſeene: and the eſpials perting nee- 
rer,reported they heard a great confuſe noiſe ofmen and horſes. Being therefore ar 
aiumpeto hazard all, thinking ir conuenientto ſounde the ſouldi&s minde, hee be- 
thought himſclfe what was the fitteſt expedient to trye the cruth. The Tribunes and 
Centurions brought him bftener,pleaſing;than true newes: the freed men were of 
aſcruile diſpoſition, in friends there was flatreric: if he ſhould call an aſſembly, rhar 

which a few ſhould begin,the reſt would applaude.Thart their minds would be beft_ 
knowen , when they were by themſelues; not ouerlooked : in caring and drinking 

they would vtter their feare or hope. Asſoone as it was night, going out at the Au- 

gurall gate, accompanicd with one alone , in ſecret and vnknowen places to the 

watch:caſting a ſauagebeaſtsskirfon his backe,he went from one place to another: 

Rood liſtning at the tents + and ioyethin the praiſe of himſelfe : ſome extolling the 

nobiliric of their Capraine z others his comely perſonage: many his patience, and 

courrefie : that in ſports and ſcrious matters, he was Nillone man: confeſling there-= 

fore that they thoughrir their parts,to make him ſome requirall in this battell , and 

facrifice the traitors and peace-breakers,toreuenge and glory. 


III, Arminius and the Germans onerthrow. 


Mid theſe things, one ofthe enemies campe,skilfull in the Latinetongue: ri- 

= cloſe to the trench : promiſech alowd in Arminiws name , wiuecs, and 
ouckis ihe ,& a hundred*ſeſterces a day,as long as the war c6tinued , if any would 
— Jriling ſewn fie from theRomans, & come to his (ide. Thar brauado did greatly cxaſperate the 


legions: wiſhing among themſclues : Orhat the day were come, that wee might 
once

charge. The ſame night Germanicus in A Þ aſantdreame , thou hthe YC . 
offcrng of ſacrifice, pls that PEER pur his EGG tad berne ſprink-i 
led with holy blood, and thatheereceived ans ther at the hands'of CHuguſts 

grandmother.Emboldned with oe rene AT OK ba ures forerelling lucKyfun 
ceſle, concurring with it: he calledibe ſouldiers to an aſſembly; and NED 


them what things by wiſedome he had foreſeene : and whar lie thought expedient, 
for the imminencdanger of the, barcell. Thar not onely the open ficlds were com-. 
modious fortheRomansto fight ingbut the woodsalſo andforels;.if they procee-;, 
ded by diſcretion. Neither — barbarous huge rargets, and long pikes fo. 


o 


. handſome, among trees andlowſhrubs 3 asaris and ſwords; and armourcloſety,,. 
the body. They (houldtherefore lay on thicke load ;, and ſtrike, at their faces wirh;,, 
their ſwords. 'That the Germans had neither coatof fence nor helm er: and their, 
bucklers werenotribbed with iron, or ſinewes,burwith ofters ,.or painted thinne , 
boord. Their firftrancke was in ſome ſort appointed with pikes : but the feſt had 
bur ſhore weapons burng at the, point. And although they were grim in'counre-,, 
nance,and of ſome courage for kf, 1 eng being once wounded they would flee, 
and be gone without ſhameof diſcredit,or carg of their Caprtaine:in aduerſiry faint M 
hearted. and timorous: bur in proſperity, vamindfull both of diuine and bumane,, 
lawes.If they deſired an endof their weariſome journies,an ſcazinthisbittell they ,, 
might eaſe themſelues. Albjs was now neerer then Rhene zNeither wasthere any ,, 
furcher warre to be made, if in thatplace treading the Reps fs father, ard vncle, ,, 
they would make him conqueror. The heat of the ſouldjer being inflamed with this ,, 
ſpcechof che Capraine,the figne of battelwas giyen.N either did Arminiusnorthe | 
reſt ofthe German nobility omit xo incouragetheus onthe other ſide, yin TRcſe J 
are the Romans which fled from Parus.campe : who for feare ofioyning batrell,had »» 
raiſed a rebellion. VWhereof ſome their backs loaden with andecan otherstheir »» 
{ides tired and broken with waues and tempeſts of the ſeazonce more offered them. »» 
{clues tothe enemy ful of ire, withour hope of gaqd the gods being againſt them. »» 
They took ſea,8 choſe out the bie-waies oftheOcean, leaſt they (pouldhaue bene »» 
encountred as they came, or purſued after they were repuiſed. But when they ſhall »» 
come to handiſtrokes,they ſhall find (mall refuge in-rhe wind and oares. That now »» 
they ſhoyld call comind their coucrouſnes,cruelty,& pride:wasthere any thing elſe >» 
to be done, thi to maintain their liberty;or die rather than be broughrto fervirude? 7” 
Thas encouraged, and demaunding bartell, they were brought into place called 
Idiftauiſuw, berwixe Viſurgis and the hils: not of one bre:dth, bur now wide, now - 
ſtraight, as the riueror jutting outof the hilsdid ſuffer, Behinde. them was a wood . 
of high trees: and betweene thoſe trees a plaine and cuen grouns ; whichthe Bar- 
barians:had poſſeſſed with the entrance of the wood : the Cheruſci pur, therti> * 
ſclucs on the tops of the hils, rofall furiquſly ypan theRomans in the hear of the 
fight: The order of our bartell washis. The aides of Gallia, and the Germans wete 
placed in the front.: followed with the foore. archers ; atterthem fourelc ons; 
and Cefar himfelfe with rwoPretoriancohorts : and a choiſe troupe of horſemen. 
| Aﬀerthem ſo many legionsmere, with light horſemen,&bow men on horſebacke: * - 
and chereſt of the contederates; all ofthem mou carcfull, ro keepe their order and

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aray. Germanicus pereeuing the Cheriſcians tronpes to come fiercely toward the ; 


' meanes toeſcape; theTeſt were flaineorrenery (fide. And moſt 
© toſwim ouer Viſurgis, were either with the darts throwne after them, or force of 
'*theriuer,or waight offuch aslepr after,orwith the banks which fell, killed or ouer- 
" whelmed. Some cowardly flecing away,foughttoclamber the rops of trees, and 
' there hiding themſclues in the boughes , were ſhot through by the archers in a 
 mockerie: and others bruſed by rhe ouercurning of the trees. ” The vitotie was 
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commanded the ableſt horſemen, to charge them onthe flanke, & Srerrinius with 
the other ſquadronsofhorſemen, to environ him, 8&ſet on him behind promiſing to 
be himſelfe at hand if need required. In the meaneſcaſon,cightEagles(a very lucky, 
ſigne) were ſcene to flee towards the entrance ofthe wood. Which the Emperour 
perceiving;criedthatthey{ſhould march on,&tollow the Roman birds; the peculi- 
ar gods of the legions. YYherupon the foormen brake'in,8: the horſemen ſent before 
charged them on the flanke and on the backe.And which is ſtrange to report. rwo 
companiesof the enemic tooke a contrary flight : thoſe which kept the wood, ran 
rotheplaine: and thoſe which held the plaine,Hhaſtened to the wood. The Cheruſci 
bei ioweens borh,were thruſt downe fromthe hits: amongſt whom with greac 
valour, _{rminius maintained the bartell, with his hands ; voice and wounds. All 


"his mighthe bent againſtrhe archers,to have burſt our that way , ifthe cohorts of 


Gallia, ofRztia,and the Vindelicians, had not oppoſed themſclues with their en- 


fignes. Neuertheleſſe, by ſtrength of body, and'coutage of hishorſe,hee eſcaped; 


hauing firſt died his face with bloud, left hee ſhould be knowne. Some report thar 

he was knowne to the Cherulci,whichwere ar ne auxiliaric bands of the Ro- 

mans, andler paſſe by them. Theſameeithervalouror guile , youe Inguiomerus 
oft 


hem endeuoring 


great, and vnto vs not bloudy. Fromfiue of the clocke, mntillnight, the enemies 
were {laine,which filled ten miles of ground with dead carcaſſes,and armour.Some 
chaines were found among their ſpoiles; brought to impriſon the Romans, as not 
doubting a proſperous ſucceſſe. Theouldiers ſaluted T iberixs by thename of Em- 
perour, inthe ſameplace where the barrel! was fought: and creed a'mount of 
earth, as a rokenot viorie: and put onitthe armour of the enemy : and vnder- 
neath the names of the nations which they had conquered. | | 


V. A ſecondbaitell woonbythe Romans againſt 
3he Germans. ; 


"THe wounds which the Germans received, and their ouerthrow , did not ſo 

| much fret and greeue them as this ſpeacle : in ſo much thatthoſe which 
were on the point to abandontheir dwellings, and make preparation to paſſe 

the riuer Albis ; car vp their weapons,and demaund battell. The common forr, 


+ thechicfc Gentlemen, yong and old, affaile and endangerthe Romans. Atlaſt = 


choſe aplace, enuironed with woods and ariuer , which had a narrow wateri 
Plaine within it. The woods wete enuironed likewi:e with a deepe marſh : ſaving on 
one fide, where the Angriuarians had raiſed vp a broad cauſey , by which their ter- 
ritories were ſeparate from the Cheruſci. The foormen ſtayed there : the horſe> 
men hid themſclues in the woods adioyning 3. that when the legions ſhould enter 
the wood, they mightcharge them on the backe. Ceſir was informed of all their 
plots: hee knew their deſeignments, theirplaces, their open and ſecretdevices, and 
turned the enemies fraud ro hisowne deſtruftion. The charge ofthe horſemen and 
theplainc he committed to Seiws TuberoLicutenant: part of the foormen marched 
in

inorder of battellro the wood: and part went about to win thegeauſey ; the hardeſt = 
he vndertooke himſeclfe; and thereſt he commirredrothe Licutenants. They vnta 
whom the plaine fell,did caſily enter it : but choſe which wereto afſaulr the cauſey 
were ſore gaulded,&put backe, with blows from aboue as iftheyhad ſcaled a wall. 

The Capraine perceining that the enemy had the aduantage by fighting ſoncere, 
cauſed che legions torerire alittle : and commaunded the ſhng-caiters and ſtone- 
caſters ro let freely at them , and drive them from their fence. Many darts and 
ſpeares were ſhot out of enginsz and the morethe enemies were in fight, the wore 
wounds they receiued. The caufey being raken,Ceſarhimſclfe with bis guard,cou- 
ragioufly entered the woods, and tought wich the enemy hand to hand : whohad 
behind him a marſh , andcheRomansariuer ormounraines: the place brought 
a neceſſity of fighting to both parts: their hope conſiſted in their manhood; and 
their ſafery inthe victory. The Germans werenolefle couragious: but they were 
ouercome by the aduantage of weapons, and manner of fight. For becing a great 
mulcitude,and the place narrow,they could neitherthruſt out, nor draw back thoſe 
long pikesz nor vſe any nimbleneſle of body in running ia, and ſtepping backe: but 
wereforced tofighr, and not moone afoote. Contrarily rhe Romain ſduldter, his 
ſhieldcloſe to his breſt; his {word inhis hand: gored the wide fided, and open faced 
Barbarian : andy their ſlaughter opened away through them. ..Jrmimm being , 
now courageleſſe,by reaſon of continuall danger, ot freſh bleeding wound lately 
receiued : but Ingniomerms flug vp and downe the army,wanred rather fortune than 
courage. And Germanic tobe the berterknowne, valaced his helmet , and be- 
fought them to continue the ſlaughter : capriuesthere was no neede of: onely the 
generall butchery ofthe nation, would make anend of the warre. Andinthe eue- 
ning he draweth out one legion from the army; to make ready rhe camps: the reſt 
filled themſelues vntillnight withthe bloud of the enemie. And for the borſemen, 
it is hard to gheſſe which had the better. Then Ceſar having praiſed the valour of 
the conquerors in an aſlembly,made a great heape of armour with this proud title. 
The people berwixtRhene and Albis being vanquiſhed, Tiberims Cefars army doth - 
dedicate thoſe motumentsto Mars, Jupiter, and Auguſtus. Of bimlelſehce added ?? 
no word for feare of enuie, orbecauſe the memory of the fat was ſufficient reſti- *? 
mony for him. Immediately after he commaunded S1eztinins tomake warre againſt 
the Angriuarians, valeſſe they would preſently yeeld : who humbly intrzaring and. 
eelding to all that was demaunded , recciued generall pardon, Burt the ſommer 
Cie now farſpent,ſome of the legions were ſent backe tothe ſtanding camps; and 
Germanicus etabarking many, conueyedthdin tothe Ocean, by the river Amiſia, 
Ar thefirſt they had aquier and calme fea:nonoiſe heard, but the noiſe ofthe oares 
ofa thouſand veſſels;which ſomerimes likewiſc were driue with ſailes;by & by haile 
powring downe out of blacke and thicke clouds, andſundry ſtormes and rempeſts,, 
ariſing trom all parts and vncertaineraging ſurges depriued them of all foreſight, 
and skill in goucraing their ſhipping. And the ſouldier fearefull and vnacquainred, 
with the dangerous aduentures by ſea,whileſt he troubled the mariners,or vnſcaſo-. 
nably gocth about to helpe ; hindered theoffice of the more skilfull. In the. ende 
the heauen, and all the ſea gaue piace to rhe ſourhwind: which more and more pre- 
uailing,through the mountaines of Germanie, deeperiuers, and huge clouds; and, 
growing more violent and boiſterous rhtough the colde of thenorth.ncer which.ir,. 
is: toſſed and ſcattered he ſhipping into the wildeOcean,orrackie Ilands,. or dan- 
gerous and vaknowen quickfands. Which being a little, bur with much adoe. 
clcaped,by the changing ofthe ſea,they _ whicher the wind droue them. 'T hey | 
"NE could 
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could neither caſt anghor;nor pumpe out the waterwhich camein onthem. Horſes 


*, ofſeruice andcariage;bag and baggagezyea their zmour, they threw mto the ſea; 


that the ſhips might be lighrened, which leaked ar the ſides ; the billowes ſwelling 
more and more. By how much the Ocean ismore violent,then any other ſea ; and 
Germany exceedeth other countries in roughnes and ſharpnesof aire: by ſo much 
that misfortune exceeded others, inſtrangeneſle and greatneſle : happening at the 
ſhores of the enemies land,or-inſodeepe and wide a ſea ; that it hath beene belee- 
ued to be the laſt;8& beyond which there isno land. Some of theit ſhips were drow- 
ned ; many caſt yponllandsfaroff: the ſouldiers,the countrey being vnhabited, pe- 
riſhed by tamine,vnleſle it were ſuch as relecued themi{clues with the horſes as were 
caſt aland.Germanicws gallic onely arriued atthe Chauceans countrey: who ſeeing 
himſelfe all thoſedaies and nights vpon rocks, and points; crying that hee onely 
was guilry of the caſting away offo many perſons : could hardly be kepr and ftaicd 
by his friends, from caſting himſelfeinto the ſame ſea. Ar length the ſea growing 
lower, and the wind more fauourable; the lame and vatackled ſhips, with a fewe 
oates, ortheir gatments ſpread in ſtecd offailes, or drawen atthe taile of fironger, 
returned. Which Germanicus mending in haſte, ſenttoſearch the Ilands : by which 
care many of the ſouldiers were gathered together and recouered. The Angriua- 
rians lately receiued into proteQion, delivered ſome, which they had redeemed,of 
ſuch as dwelt furrher in the land : ſome were caſt into Britanie, and ſent backe by 
the petie Kings. As eucry man returned from farre countries, hee reported ſtrange 
woonders; tempeftuous ſtormes ; birds neuer before heard of ; ſea-monfters ; 
doubtfull'ſhapes, whether of menor beaſts: which they had cither ſeene,or imagi- 


ned through feare. 


Vk Germanicus beive returned waiZerth the countrey of the 


Chatti: and reconereth an enſignt loſt” 
with Varus. 


Vethefame of thenauic loſt; as it did put the Germans ina hope of beginning 
anew warre : ſodid it giue Germanicss ſtomack to curbe them, Whereupon he 
commanded C. Silzus ro go againſt the Chatti, with thirty thouſand footmen, 
and three thouſand horſemen; = himſelfe inuaded the Marſi with ſtronger forces. 
Their Capraine called Malozendess;who not long before had yeelded himſclfe,gaue 
notice how, thatnor farre off,an enſigne of Yarxslegion was buricd, and kept bur 


| withaflender guarde. A bandofmen was ſent thither out ofhand-: with direQion, 


that ſome ſhould toll them our, and aſſaile them in the front; and others by inui- 
roning them behind,to openthe earth & take out the enfigne:fortune ſhewing her- | 
ſelfe fattourable to both the companies. This made Ceſar more forward, and ente- 
rethfurtherinto the land: waſteth,forrageth,rifleth the countrey ; the enemie not 
daring to encounterthem:or ifat any time he did refiſt;he was ſtraight driven back: 
neuer (as they vnderſtood by certaine captines)fearing more in theirliues. For they 


- gaueout,that the Romans were inuincible,and not to be daunted with any misfor- 


rune; ſeeing that having loſt their nauic,and armourzand afterthar rhe ſhores were 
covered, with he carcaſſes ofrheir men and horſes ; they inuaded them a freſh, 
wirh the ſame courage, and like fiercenes:yea as if they had increaſedtheir number. 
From thence the ſouldiers were brought back to their winterſtanding camps: glad 
that they had recompenſed rheit misfortune by ſea, with ſo proſperous a viRory. 


Ceſar vied greatlargeſſe xecompenſing enery man, tothe value ofthe loſſe hee had 
| ſuſtained,

ſuſt ained: Little doubt , butthe enemic grew faint hearted, and began t6.confule 
how he might intrear apeace : and thar ifthe next ſcemmer the wars ſhould haue 
beene continued, there would be an end of all.- But Germanicys was follicited by 
often lerters from Tiberius , to returne andreceiuethe triumph which was ordai- 22 
ned for him: that he had paſſed through many chances and accidents: tharhehad »» 
had proſperous ſuccefle in many barrels: chat he ſhould remember what gricuous 2? 
and crucll lof{cs he had ſuſtained, nor by any ouerſightof the Capraine, but by the 2» 
winds and:waucs of the ſca: thathe had beene ſent nine times into Germanie by ” 
Auguſtss offamous memory: where hehad archieued more noble exploits by coni- 2? 
ſell chen force.So he had receiued rhe ſubmiſſion of the Sigambri: lo the Sueuians, 2? 
and the King of the Marobodnans were inforced ro make peace: thatthe Cheruſci 2? 
and other rebellious: nations , {ccing the Romans had had aſuffcient revenge on ?? 
them, might be left ro war one againſt another. Burt Germanicxs intrearing for one ?? 
yeerclonger, to finith the enterpriſes he had begun; Trberims aſlaulred his mode- 22 
{tic morecarneſtly; offering him the conſulſhip once more : which he ſhould exe- 
cute in perſon. He added further,that if there were any more warsto be enterpriſed, 
he ſhouldreſerue that ſubieR, for the glory of his brother Dy#/#5 : who no other 
enemy being left, could not but by warring againſt the Germans, ger the title of ' 
Emperor, orwin the crowne of laurell. Germanicus made no longerſtay; although 
he knew well that thoſe were bur colours,ſought through enuie, to draw him from 
the glory he had already purchaſed. | 


VII. Libo accu(edof freaſon, killeth himſelfe. 


Bout the fame time Ziho Drnſe, one of the Scribonianfamilie, was accuſed 
for pratizing againſt the ſtate. The beginning, the order, and the end of that 
buſines,l will fer downe: becauſe thaſe things came then firſt to I1ght , which: 
for ſo many yeercs had conſumed and eaten the common wealth. Firmins Cato a 
Senator,and one of Ziboes inward friends , induced this vncircumſpe&t yong man, 
and eaſily led to vanities,to giue credit to the C haldeans promiſes, Magicians cere- 
monies, and interpreters of dreames: vainely and boaſtingly putting him in minde, 
that Pompey was his greargrandfather ; Strzbonia,who had beene Auguſtus wite,his 
Aunt: the Ceſars his coſen germans : and that his houſe wasfull of images and mo- 
numents of his predecefſors. Hee incited him furtherto licentious riot: to take vp 
and borrow money,making himſclfe a companion of his wanton luſts and familia- 
rities, the betrer to wrap and conuince hun with many euidences. When he had 
found witneſſes ſufficient , and ſuch alſo of his ſeruants which were priuieto the 
whole matter,he defired he might be admitted rorhe ſpeech of the Prince: and by 
meanes of Flaccws Yeſculariue,a Gentleman ot Rome, and one of 7 tberizs famili- 
ars,diſcouered the matter,and the man. Ceſar was content withthe accuſation, yet 
denicd conference with Firmius the accuſer : ſaving, that by the ſame meſſengg 
Flaccus their ſpeech might paſſe from one to another, Inthe meane ſeaſon hee ho- 
noreth Zzbo with the Pretorſhip, inuiteth him co his rable,neuer changed his coun- 
renance towards him,nothing paſſionate in words ({oskiltull hee was in concealing 
his anger) and although he could haue preuented both his words and enterpriſes; 
"yethe deſired rather roknowthe manner of his proceedings: vnrill one ulzus folli- 
cited to conuince andraiſe infernall ſpirits by inchantments, vrrered the macrer ro 
Fulcinas Trio, oneamong(t thepromorers, compredquicke and ready witred, and 


careleſle of diſcredit. This Trio,accuſed immediately the partie:went torhe Cor- 
D 3 fuls: 
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ſuls: and required that the Senators would heare the marrer. The Senators were 
aſſembled, and ginen to vnderſtand that they were todeliberate of an important 
andwaighty affaire.Libo inthe meanerime changing his attire, went with certaine 
noble women from one houſe to another, intreated his coſens, and craverh their 
ood word in his extremity : bur all of them refuſed; ſome pretending one exciſe, 
ſome another; fearing Jleaſtthey ſhould bee y_ partakers ofthe ſame crime. 
g 


The day come that the Senate fare; being through feare,or as{omereport, faining 
himſelf. ficke weak and weary,was broughttothe court gates in acharior,leaving 
onhisbrother,and holding vp his hands,craued pardon of Trberizs ; who recciued 
him,neuer once changing countenance. Then Ceſar read the libels alowd;& their 
authorszſo moderating himſclfe,cthathe was not thoughteither romittigare or ag- 
grauate any way the crimes:Beſides Trio and Catws,there ſtepped foorth two other 
accuſers, Fonteins _Agrippa, andC. Livixs, firruing which had beſt right topleade 
againſt him 3 vntill Zinz#-(becauſe they would not yeeld the one to the other, and 
Libo came without any aduocate)promiſed thathe himſelfe would ſer downe feue- 
rally euery crime by him committed. Then he produced fuch fottiſh declarations, 
that among other things, they contained , how Zibohad conſulted with the Magj- 


_ cians, whether he ſhould cuerhaue money enough,to be able to couerthe Appian 


way,from Rome to Brunduſiums with many fuch {imple and fiiuolous marters, and 
more mildly to terme rhem, pictifull. Yer the accufer enforced one thing more : 
that in one writing of Ziboes owne hand, there were added certaine dangerous and 
vnknowne charaQters, to the namesof the Cyſars and Senators, And the party ar- 
raigned denying itz it was thought good, rhat his bondmen which knew his hand, 


- ſhould be examined vpon the racke. And becauſe that by an ancient decree of Se- 


nate,it wasnotlawfull ro torture a bondman againſt the life of his Lord: T iberim 2 
ſubtile deuiſcr of new lawes, commanderh them all ro be fold ro a publicke Ator, 
that withour preiudice of thedecree,they mightbe torrured, as not beeing Liboes 
bondmen. Whercupon L:bs defired thac the matter might be deferred tothenext 
day. And being ar his houſe,intreated his neere kinſman P.,2i/riniws, romake the 
laſt interceſſion for him to the Prince: who had anſwere giuen him chat hee ſhould 
intreatthe Lords of the Senate. In the meane ſcaſon his houſe was beſer with a 


Bard of fouldicrs, who inthe entry made ſuch anoiſe,that they might caſily be both 


card and ſcene. VVhen as ZiboJoathing the very ſight of the dainties miniſtred for 
his laſt comfort, began to call for fome one tro murder him : and taking his bond- 
mensrighthands, and putting a ſwordin them; whileſt rhey trembling with feare, 
and refuſing to doe it, ran from one place to another : ouerthrewthe lighton the 
table : in that morrall and deadly darkeneſle, he thruſt himſelfe twi'c in the guts, Ar 
the grone when he fell , his freed men came running about him : bur the fouldiers 
ſecing the murder, ſtood aloofe. Notwithſtanding, the accuſation was proſecuted 
with like aſſcucration , and Tiberius ſwore, that if he had not voluntarily haſtened 
his owne death, he would haue begged his life , although he had been guilty. His 
goods werediſtributed among the accuſers, and Pretors roomes were extraordina- 


ily giuen to ſuch as were of the Senate. Then Corta Meſſalinws, gaue his opinion, 


that Liboes image ſhould nor be carried in the funeralsof his poſteritic. C. Zertalws, 
thatnone ofthe Scribonian familic ſhould take vpon himthe ſurname of Druſa-. 
By the aduiſe of Powp.Flaccus,certainedaics of generall procefſions were ordained. 
Z. P. and Gallus Aſinius,and Papire Mutilus, and L.c_Apronizs,were of opinion, that 

ifts ſhould be offercd to epitrer, Mars,and the goddefſe of Concoid ; and that the 
Fes of Septemb. when Libo killed himſclfe ſhould be keprholy day. The dignities 


and

and flatteries of theſs men,[ haue thought good toregiſter,that itmigh be knowne 
that that was alwaics an old diſcaſe in the common-wealth. 


VIII. CAnexpulſionof Mathematicians. A reforma- 
| tion of abuſes. 55 
Ecrees of Senate were ordained, for the expulſing of Aftrologers, and Ma- 37 
gicians our of Iralic : among whom L. Pituanius was throwen headlong <7: 
trom the Tarpcianrocke : and the Confſuls puniſhed P. A474i*4 withour the 

Eſquilin gate, with the ſound of trumpets, according tothe auncient cuſtome. Ar 

the next meeting of the Scnate, Z. Haterius once Conlull, and Octavims Frome, 
who had beene Pretor, ſpake much againſt rhe ſuperfluous-exceſſe/of the cities 
Where it was decreed,that they ſhould nor ſerue ar their tables veſſels of beaten 
gold, nor men weare filke aboue their degree. Frontowent further, and demarided 
| thatthere might be an orderferdowne touching rheirplace , houſhold ſtuffe, and 

' number of ſeruants : for it was yer a thing in vſe, for the Senators to lay downe that 

for adecree, which they thought expedient for the common wealth. Gallus" 4 mis 

ſpake tothe contrary, ſaying : that with the greatneſſe of the Empire, priuate mens , ' 
wealth was increaſed: which was no new marrer,but of old timesreceiued bkewiſe: |, 
that the wealth in Fbricizs time differed from that in Scipioes; and yet allrefterred , | 

to the common wealth : which being but in meane eſtate, the citizens houſes were ,, 
thereafter. Bur now that itis groweatothat magnificence; the eſtare ofparticu-, 
larmenis bertercd allo. Neither is there any thing roo much or too little, 'extherin , 
plate,number of ſeruants, or other furniture of houſhold, bur inreſpe& ofthe qua- ,| 

lity of the owner. Thereuenewes of a Senator were diſtinguiſhed from a gentle-', 

mans: not becauſe they differed in nature 3 bur as they were preferred in place, _ 
degrees, and dignities, the one before the other. Theſe thingsare procured forthe, 
recreation of theminde, or health of body. Vnlefle peraduenture rhey would that , 

the moſtnoble, ſhould rake moit cares vpon them, and hazard theirperſons in moſt 

dangers; and yet want thoſe pleaſures and comforts , which beſt ſerued to lenifie ,\ 

and make them more eafie. The acknowledging of vices vnder honeſt termes, and, 

the likeneſſe of affeCtions in the hearers minds,cauſed G#s to haue an eaſie'aflent. 

Tiberius added, tharthat wasnotime forreformarion:&if there were any diſſaluti.. - 

onin manners,there ſhould not want one to redrefle it. Among theſe things, £. Pifo: * x : 7 3. 
reprehending the ambirion vſedin places of iudgement,corruption of iuſtice,cruel- | 
ty of aduocares,thethrears of accuters;proteſted he would be gone &forſake the ci- 

ty,and lead his lite farre off in ſome retired and ſolitary place in the countrey: andin 

{oſaying went our of the Senar houſe.Tiberins was mooued atthis; and did whathe 

could to pacific him with faire words: and withall was earneſt with his neereſtkinſ- 
. men to ſtajie him, either by intrearie or auchority.Not long after the ſame Piſo gaue 

no leſſc fee teſtimonic of his griefe,by ſummoning 7rguleniato zppeare in iadge-: 

ment ;whom the fauour of 4»geffa had priuiledged aboue the courle of lawes: But 
Vgulaniadiſobeying the fommonce being conuciedintoC#(1r5houle, made mall 

reckoning of Piſs: yerhe defiſted nor, alrhough A«geſtacomplained her credit-was 

touched therein, and her calling embaſed. 7 iber:s rhinking it a parrof curreſie,ſo 

farreto yeeld vnto hismorhers requeſt , as topromiſe he would goe to the:;Pretors 

Tribunall to defend Yrewlamia: went our of the Pallace, the fouldiers beemg com- 

madedto follow afar off. The people which mer him inthe face,marked with what 


a ſetled countenance he went forward,protracting the time & the way, with diuers 
d:{courſes, 
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diſcourſes; vntill that:(?;ſoes friendslabouring invaine to diſſwade him from the 
ſuite) CAugu5ta had commanded the money which was demaundedto be broughr 
tothe Tribunall. That matrer wasſo ended , not without ſome glory to Pz/o , and 
grearer fameto Cefar.” But Yrewlanias credit and authority wasſo ouergreat in the 
citie, thatſhe diſdainedto come, and giue witneſlc in amatter which was handled 
beforethe Lords ofthe Senate. And therefore the Pretor was ſent ro examine her 
in herhouſe : when as the auncient cuſtome was, that cuenthe Veſtall virgins were - 
examined as witnefles, in the common place of pleading and iudgement. 1 would 
not recite the matters propounded thar yeere, but thatthe diuerſitic of opinions, 
berwixt Gy. Piſo,and AſiniwsGallms im that point: is worthy the knowing, For Piſs 
wasofopinion,: that:alrhough Ceſar had promiſed he would be preſent, that fo 
muctvthe-ratherhe: would proſecute his cauſe againſt Frgulania : and that inthe 
abſence of the Prince, the Senators and Gentlemen might execute their cbarge, 
as a thing well beſceming the dignity of the common wealth. ' Gallws,becauſe Piſo 
had:firit taken vpon him the colourof liberty., held that there was nothing done 
with maieſty,and anfwerableto the dignity of the people of Reme 3; but what was 
done inCeſarspreſence ::and therefore, the aſſemblies of Iralic , and meetings of 
Prouinces; were to be reſcrued vntill he would be preſent. Thele things were de- 
bared very hotly on both ſides, Tiberius giuing them the hearing, and holding his 
_ peace,andinthe end they were deferred. There aroſe another controuerſic betwixt 
Gallus and Cxſar. For Galle: was of opinion, that the aſſemblies for creation of Ma- 
 giltrares, ſhould be from fiue rofiue yeares : and that the Lieutenants of the Legi- 
ons; whohad executed that charge before they had beene Pretors,ſhould then bee 
choſen Pretors ele&: and rhat the Prince ſhould euery yecre nominate 1welue . 
Little doubt burthis aduiſe went deepe, and reached to a fecret of ſtate. Ceſar ne- 


* cc uertheleſſe, as though is authority ſhould thercby be made greater, ſayd, that ir 


«« ſtoodnor with his modeſty to chooſe ſo many , and deferre ſo many. Andifthe c- 
« leon ſhould be euery yecre,bardly couldit be choſen,but ſome would bee offen- 
c« ded,althbough ſuch as had the repulſe,might be comforted with hope to bee choſen 
cc thenexrtycare. And how would they hate me,which ſhould be deferred aboue fiue 


<« yeares}how couldit beknowne inſolong a time, what euery mans minde is , what

« his houſe, and fortune: If men grow too proud in one yeere, what would they bee if 
« theyſhould be c6tinued for five yeares? Magiſtrates ſhould ſobe multiplied fie for 
- w*&< one: and lawesſubuerted : which haue preſcribed a time for futers to exerciſe their 


« induſtrie,and toprocure and inioy dignities. With this ſpeech,in ſhew plauſible,he: 
confirmed the ſtate to himſel::he bertered the reuenews of certain of the Senators: 
and therefore it was the more to be maruelled that he accepted no betterof the re- 
queſt of M. Hor:alus, anoble yong man, fallen into manifeſt pouerty. This Herra- 

, Is wasnephew to Hertenſiz+the Orator, and by the liberality of * ten hundred 

. thouſand ſ{cſterces giuen him by Angufiws,perſwaded tomarry, and have children , 
leſt fo worthy a familyſhould be extinguiſhed.Standing therfore with foure of his 
ſonnes before the entry of the Senate houſe,in ſtead of his opinion, in a ful aſſembly 
ofthe Senat in the pallace, caſting his eyes ſometimes onthe image of Horren/iz, 
placed among the Orarors,and fometimes on thatof Avgu#w: began as followeth. 

<« Thelechildren,Lords of the Senat, whoſe number and render yeeres youſee;l have 
<« not. begotten of mine owne accord; but becauſe the Prince did ſo exhortme : and 
on belubay predeceflors had deſerued to haue iflue ro ſucceede them. As for my 
<« owne part, ſeeing I could neither attaine to wealth , nor winne the peoples fauour 
*« throughthe alteration oftimes;nor yer eloquence, which is the proper ornament

of our houſe: I contented my felfe ifmy ſmall ability, were neither areproch,romy ,, 
ſelfe, nor a burden vnto others. By the Emperors commandement I rooke 2 wife; ,, 
behold the ofspring and progeny, of ſo many Conſuls and Di&arors : which1,, 
fpeake norfor enuie to any, but to moouepitie . They (hall enioyO Caeſar whileſt ,, 
rhoudoſt flouriſh, ſuch honours as thou wilt beſtow ypon them. Inthe meanc ſpace z, 
defend from pouertie Z.Hortenfiiis nephewes ſonnes, brought vp by Augnitms. Fi. 
berims perceiving that the Senators were inclined to his ſpeeches,wasthe more rea- ,z 
dicrtogaineſay him almoſt intheſe words. Ifall ſuch as arenecdie begin ro come 

 bither, and craue for money for their children, they ſhall neuer bee ſatisfied, and 3» 
the common- wealth vnable to ſupplie theirneceſſities. Neither haue our prede- »» 
ceſſors permitted vs to digreſle, from the matrerput in deliberation; and when we »» 
ſhould intreat of fomewhatto the benefit of the common-wealth , debate how to » 
better our priuare eſtates: and increaſe our ſubſtance with the hatred of the Senat, 3» 
and Princes , whether they graunt or denie ourrequeſts, Theſe are nor petitions, »5 
bur vaſeaſonable,importunate,vnlooked for crauing:toriſe vp inthis place & with » 
the number and age of children, when the Lords are aſſembled to handle other »» 
matters,to afſailethe modeſtie of the Senate,and vſe the like violence vnto me,and »» 
as it were forciblic to breake open the publicke treaſury: which if we waſt by ambi- » 
tion, muſt be ſupplicd by valawfullmeanes. Azgz/tss of famous memory, hathgi- >» 
ven thee money Hortalus, vnasked : yer not vpon condition that it ſhould alwates 5 
: be giuen thee: for inſo doing,induftry would decay,andidlenefle increaſe : ifmen 5» 
had nor.a feare andhope in them. And if all inea ſhould carcleſlie expe reliefe »» 
. from others,rhey would bero themſelues vnprofifable,and to vs burdenſome. Theſe 3» 
* &thelike ſpeeches, alchough they were heard with the approbation of ſuch, whoſe 
cuſtome is to appleude all che*Princes aQtions, be they honeſt or diſhoneſt: yer ma- 
nie held rheir rongue,or fecretly mutcered , which T iberius perceiued; and hauing 
pauſed alittle : ſaid that he had anſwered Hortalus: Neuertheleſle if it ſo fremed 
good vntothe Lords of the Senate, hee would gine euery one of his male childten , 
* two hundred thouſand ſeſterces. Thereſt gaue him thanks : Horzalus helde his ,,,, 1562.6 
rongue, cither for fearc,or as retaining ſomeyhar of the nobilitic of his aunceſtors, ws | 
euenin extremity of fortune. Yet Tiberius had no compaſſion afterward on him, 


although the Horrenſian familic fell into ſhametull pouertie,

Heſameyeerc, an audacious part of a bond(laue had ſhakenthe wholeſtare 

with ciuill warres and diſcord; had ir not beenepreuented F good time. A 

bondman of ©Aerippes called Clemens, vnderſtanding of Auguſtus death - 
with a courage morethen ſeruile, purpoſed togoeto the land Planaſ1a, &by fraud 
or force bring away 4grippe tothe German campe. Burhis enterpriſe was hinde- 
red by the flownefle of a ſhip of burden : and, jin the meane feafon Agrippa being 
murdered, bendinghis mind to greater and crouſer atrempts 3 ſtealerh away 
his aſhes: and being come to Coram, a promontoric of Ethruria, in vnknowen pla- 
ces hideth himſelfe, vnrillhis beard and haire were growen out: being in favour 
and yceres not vnlike his Lord.This done, he whiſperethit abroad; byÞt compani- 
ons of his ſecrets, firſt(as in things forbidden commonly it is wont to bee) by priuie 


"rumors, that Agrippe was yet aliue ; then openly, in the+credulous eares of -_

T he ſecond Booke of the Annales 
weaker fort zorbuſic headed and turbulent : and therefore moſt deſirous ofnouel- 
ties. His manner was towards nightto go to ſmall rownes ; ſhewing himſelfe a- 
broad, but ſcldome : nor ſtay long in a place. And becauſe time,and the eie tric our 
eruch ; and falſhood winneth credit on a ſudden, and by vncerrainties, he citherleft 
ſome ſpeech ofhim where he had beene,or preuented it, before any was begun. In 
the mean time it was commonly reported throughoutlcaly,and belceued arRome, 
that <Aerippe by the goodnes of the gods waspreſerucd alive. Inſomuch that 
being arriued at Hoſtia : there grearmultitudes, and in the citie ſecret aſſemblies 
ſhewed'ſfignes of ioy : Tiberizs being doubtfull and perplexed, whether hee ſhoujd 
make away his bondman by ſouldiers ; or ſuffer that vaine creduloufoeſſe to vaniſh 
away with time. Thus wauecring betwixt ſhame and feare : ſomerimes thinking it 
no policie ro make light of any thing : and ſometime leſle to feare all things : inthe 
end committed the matter to Salluſtizes Criſps. He chuſerh two of his followers (or 
as ſome ſay ſouldicrs ) andperſwadeth them , as though they had fled for ſome of- 
fence to goe to him; offer him money; promiſe him loyalrie z and that they would 
ſtand rohimin all dangers. They fulfilling his commandement, eſpying a nighr' 
when hee had no guard : 'with aide ſufficient, bound him,ſtopped his mouth , and 
drew him to thepallace. And when C zſar asked him, How he was made Arp 
p4 : it is reported hee anſwered , As thou waſt made Czſar. Hee could not be 
brought by any meanes to diſcloſe his confederates. Neither durſt Trberizs puniſh 
him openly ; but in aſecret part of the pallace commanded him tobe murdered 
and his body priuily to be conueyed away.And although many of the Princes own 
houſe, Senators, and gentlemen; were reported to haue ſuſtained him with their 
oods, and aided him with their counſell; yet there wasno further enquirie made, - 
4 the end of this yeere a triumphall arch was creftedneer to Sarnryms Temple, for 
the recouery of the enſignes loſt with Far#s , vnder the condutt of Germanicus, and 
Caeſars good fortune. And a Temple built alſo of ſtrong fortune, neere Tiber in 
the gardens which Ceſar the DiQator had bequeathed to the people of Rome ; 
and a Chappell dedicated to the Iulian familie ; and an image to. Avenuſtue at 


Bouilles. 


IX. Gertmanicus triumpheth: « ſent to the Eaſt : The death of 
Archelaus &ing of Cappadocia. 


OElias, and I. Powponius beieng Conſuls, the ſeuenth Kalends of Tune, Ger- 
manicxs Ceſar triumphed for the viQories gerten againſt the Cheruſci, + 
Chatti, and Angriuari, and all othernations inhabiting to the river of Al- 
bis. In which triumph were caried the ſpoiles, and captiues, and counterfeit of 
the mountaines,Fpers, and bartels; and forthe warre was taken as ended, becauſe 


 hewas forbiddento proſecute it any further. The comelines ofhis perſon, and rri- 


umphall chariot, loaden with fiue of his children, made the ſhew more gallant. Bur 
when they thought with themſclues how vnluckie the, peoples fauour was in his 
father Draſu : that his vncle Aercalizs was taken from them in the flowre of his 
youth, &heat of the peoples loue:thKthe affeQion of the people of Rome was vn- 
fortunate, and of ſmall continuance, they were allſecretly ſtricken into a feare. And 
alchough} Tiberius gaue in Germanicws name , to cuery oneof the people * three - 
hundred eſterces aman, and made him his copartnerjn the Conſulſhip ; yet could - 
neuer be accomptecd aſincere friend, but that he went abot:tto remooue the yon 


man, vnder colour of honour, and forged pretences;or greedily raking hold of ſuc

as were offered by chance, King drchelsus had iow fiftie yeares enjoyed Cappar 
docia, greatly diſliked of 7 iber:ws , becaufe thardnring his being ar Rhodes, hee” 
had vſed no ſhew of dutic rowards him: which Arche/aws did not omit thfough 
pride, but becauſe he was ſo admoniſhed by .Yugu#w familiareſt friends. For 
whileſt C.C ſar yet flouriſhed and managed the affaires of the Eaſt ,Tiberins friend- 
ſhip was ſuſpe&ed as dangerous. The houſe ofrheTeſarswas no ſooner extingui- 
ſhed, and that himſelfe was in poſſeſſion ofthe Empite,bur he rolleth 47chrlewy by, 
his mothers letrers ro Rome : who nor diſſembling her ſonnes diſpleaſure, offered 
him all gentle intreaty, ifhe would cometo him with ſubmiſſion. Hethen igrioranr: 
of the trechery, or miſdoubring violence ifhe ſeemed to perceiue it,maketh haſt ro. 
the citie : where being curliſhly recemued, and anon after accuſedin Senate; not for 
the crimes which were pretended, but by anguiſh of mind, or feeblenesof age 3and' 
becauſe not onely baſe, but alſo things indifferent are ſtrange and vauſuall rokings; 
he eicher willingly or naturally ended his life. The kingdome was afterwardredu- 
ced into a prouince: and Ceſar declaring that with the reuenews therof, therribute 
of one inthe bundred might be eaſed; made a decree , that from thence forward 
one ſhould be leuied in two hundred. Artheſame time Antioch, king of the Co-. 
mageni, and ?hilepater, king of the Cilicians being dead,thoſe nations were diui- | 
ded among themfelues, ſome deſiring to be pouerned by the Romans, andothers 
by Kings. Andrthe prouinces of Syria and [udza, ouercharged with raxes, made 
fupplication that their tributes might be diminiſhed. Theſe things therefore,wirh. 
thoſe which I haue rchearſed of Armenia, Tiberizs ſheweth'to the Lotds of the 
Senar: and that the tumulrs of the Orient, could no way be pacifiedbur by Germa. 
nic wiledome. As forhimſclfe, he was ſtricken in age, and Dr#ſas was yot yet of 
ripe yeates. And thereupon by decreeof Senate,Germanicw'had the charge gen,

aide againſt the Cheruſci : for being rid of the Romans, and voide of forren feare, 
through, emularion of glory , a thing vſuall in that countrey, they turned their. 
armes againſt themſclues. Odsthere was none ' in 'the ſtrength ofthe nations, or 
valour 1 Capraines, but that the name of a King, which Maroboduws tooke vpon 
him,was odious to the common people: and 4rminics fauoured becaule he foughr 
forliberty. And therefore nor onely the Cheruſci, and their confederates : _ſrmi- 
nius olde ſouldiers rooke armes : but the Sweuian nations alſo of Maroboduns 
kingdome. The.Semnones and the Longobards tooke part: and ioyning with &4rmi- 
nius hadpreuailed 3 if Inguiomeris with a ſtrong company of his vaſſalles, had nor 
Hed to Mgroboduss foxno other caule, bur onely being olde and vncle to Arminie

cieat honours , or freih liberty : andcontrarily the othersto inlarge their domini- - 
ons. A fiercer encounter than this there wasneuerſeene : nor a more doubrfull 
iſſue; theright wings on bcth ſides being flaine. Andanew fight was hoped for, _ 

if Maroboduzs (.an cuident roken of a faint heart) hadnor retired to the hils:& being 
ſomewhat weakned, by the backeſliding of traitors, withdrew himſelfe to the Mar- 
comans,and ſent Ambaſladors to T iberivs to craue aide: Vnro whom it wasanſwe- 
red,that he had no reaſon tocraue theRomans aide againſt rhe Cheruſci;ſeeinghe 
aided the Romansnorthing at all, when they fought againſt the ſame enemy.Y ct as 

we haue ſaid, Druſ: was tent tomake a peace. Theſame yeerrwelue famous cities 

of Afia were deſtroyed by an earthquake inthe night:a calamity ſo much the grea+ 

ter, by how inuch the lefſe looked for, The viuall. meanes of ſauing rhemſelues in 

like caſes, by flecing to the open fields, doing them no good ar all ; becauſe they 
were ſwallowed vpby the opening of the earth.Itis reported that huge mountaines 
were laid Hat, and plainesraited vp into high hils: and fire flaſhed out among thoſe 
ruines. And the diſaftre being more grieuous among the Sardians, than elſewhere; 
greater cSpaſſion was had on them:for Ceſar promiſed them* an hundreth hundred, © 7% 
thouſand ſeſterces: and releaſed them for 5. yeeresſpace of all that they were topay 
ro the common Treaſurie. Next vnto them endomaged and relicued, were the 4 
Magnctians, neere vnto Sipylus. It was thought expedient forthe ſame ſpace, to 
diſcharge of all tributes, the Temnians, Philadelphians , Zgetians, Appolonienſes 
andſuch as are called Moſcenians , or Macedonians, of Hyrcania, and Hieroceſa- 
rea, Myrina,Cymen, Tmolum,ando ſend fome of the Senators, to view & relieue 
their preſent eſtare. Thischarge was committed to M. Metw once Pretor; leſt if 
one who had been once Conlull ouer Afia,ſhould haue been depured; there might 
ſome emulation haue riſen betwixt equals; and thereby the buſines hindered. Czſar 

did wich noleſſe gratcfull bountie,ſhew his liberality when he beſtowed the goods 

of _Memilia Muſa, arich woman, fallen to the faſque ; vpon _Hemelixes Lepidus , of 
whoſe houſe the ſeemed ro haue been. And the like when he gaue the inheritance of 
Patulcins,arich gentleman ofRome(albeir he was inſtiruted heirin part) to M.Ser- 
#ilius, whom he found to haue beene written inthe firſt not ſuſpeted teſtament: 
hauing declared before, that both their nobilitieswere to bee holpen with money; 
Neither did he at any time take any inheritance,vnleſſe he had deſerueditbyfrend- 
ſhip. He didreic& all ſuch, as being vnknowne to him and for hatred vnto others, 
declared the Princeto be their heires. And as he did relicue the honeſt pouertie of 

the innocent; ſotheprodigall and needy through their owne behaviour, hee put 
from the Senate,or give licence to depart : as to Yibidins Yarro, Marius Nepos, Ap- 

pins Appianus,Cornelins Sulla, 2. Yitelins. Arthe ſame time, the Temples of the 
gods, begun by Auguſtus, and fallen toruineby age orfire : he dedicated to Bec- 
 chas, Proſerpina,& Ceres,neer to thegreat Circus; which 2. Poſthumits had vowed: 
Andin the ſameplacethe Temple of Flora, buik by Lucius and ' Marcus , Publicins, 
Aediles: And alſo 1anus Temple,which C. Duilivs had buile neere the herbe mar- 

ket ; who firſt of all others, had a ar res fighr by ſea for theRomans: and deſer- 

ued atriumph by ſca ouer thoſe of Carthage. The Temple ofhope; which in the 
ſame war Atilius had vowed,was dedicated by Germenicas. | 
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XII. The accuſation of Apuleia. Tacfarina mkerh 
| | warre in-Africa. 


N the meane ſeaſon , thelaw againſt treaſon-grew ſtrong : and apickthanke ac= 

cuſed ApuleiaFarilis, Auguſtus iter neece; thartſhe hadreprochtully ſcoffed ar 

Angatm, Tiberinsand his mother: and thatnothing regarding that ſhe was by 
marriage allied to C/ar,ſhe had abuſed her body.But as for the adultery there was 
ſufficient order taken by the law 1ulia:yer Cſarrequeſted that the treaſon might be 
diſtinguiſhed from the other crime; and that ſhe might be puniſhed, ifſhee had 
ſpoken irreligiouſly againſt Avugstus. As for that which ſbee had ſpoken againſt 
himſelfe, he would not hauc itbrought into examination. And being asked by a 
Conſull, whathethoughr-of thoſe things ſhe was accuſed of, againſt his mother ; 
he held his peace. Butthe next timethe Senate met , heceintreared in his mothers 
name, that ſuch words asſhe had vtrered againſt her, might not be conſtrued for a 
faulr. Of treaſon alſo he acquitted her: andintreated thatthepuniſhment of adul- 


Terie,might not be ſeucrely enforced againſt her : perſwading her friends , that ac- 


cording to the example of their anceſtors, they would remoue her from herkin- 
dred aboue two hundred miles: and Maxlixe the adulterer was baniſhed Italy and 


 Aﬀeike.YVhen 7ip/anims Gallus was dead,there aroſe a ſtrife in ſubrogating a-Pretor 


in his roome:Germenicuws and Draſus both then being atRome, fauoring Haterins 
Aeripphncer kinſman to Germericzs: and ſome labouring to the contrary , defired 
that according tothe laws, among futersſuch ſhould preuaile as hadthe greateſt 
numberof children : Tiberius retoycing, thar the Senate debated the matter be- 
twixthis children and the lawes. Vithout doubt the law was ouercome : but nei- 
ther by and by. znor with a few ſuffrages; bur afterthe ſame manner, as when the 
lJawes were in greateſt force. The ſame yeerethe warre began in Aﬀricke, Tacfarr- 
a: being the capraine of the enemies. This Tacfarinas was a Numidian borne; and 
being an aideſouldier, receiued paic vndertheRomans: then aforſaker of them 
gathered rogether ccrtaine wandering companions, inured torobberies, thefts , 
andpillage: whom he marthalled into companics, anddeuided into enſignes, ac- 


cording to the manner of feruice: and at laſt was reckoned a leader not of a diſfor- 


derly mulritude, bur Caprtaine of the Muſulanians: which being a ſtrong nation 
neere vntothe deſert of Afrike, hauingno dwelling in townes, tooke armes , and 
drew their neighbours the Moores with them, vnder their captaine Msz7ppe. Their 
armie was ſo deuided, that T acferines ſhould encampe himſclfe with choſen men, 
armed after theRomain manger, and traine them vp in diſcipline and obedience. 
Mazippe with a as be lightly armed ſhouldroue vp and downe , burne, ſlay, 
and terrifie. They had alſo perſwaded the Cinithians,a nationnor to bedefpiſed,to 
the like. When as Farize Camillus Procoſul of Aﬀricke, having gathered a legion, 8 
the confederates which were vnder enſignes (a ſmall AED; reſpe& the mul- 
tirude of Moores and Numidians)and lead them againſt the enemie: and doubting 
nothing more thanleaſt they ſhould ſhift off the battell for feare, with ahope of 
victory tolled them on, and in theirhope ouerthrew them. EF ari#« placed a legion 
in the middle,the cohorts lightly appointed, and rwo companies of horſemenin the 
wings. T acfarnias refuſed not to joyne bartell: but the Numidians were vanqui- 
ſhed; and the Furian name; after ſo many yeeresrecoucred the reputation ofwar- 
riors: For euer fincethat Farizs, which recouered the citie from the Gall, &hisſon 


Carillas, the glory of beeing captaines hath remainedin other families. And this 
man 


of Cornelis Tactts, 
man whom wee haue ſpoken of, not being a man of a&tion, his exploits werethe 
more willingly ſer foorth by Tiberiws to the Lords of the Senate:who decreed, that 


he ſhould be honored with triumphall ornaments; which toCamilkss, by reaſon he 
was of a modeſt behauiour,could no way be a cauſe of enuie. 


XIII. Germanicus Peregrination. 


"He yeerefollowing, Trbe/ius was the third time made Conſull , and Germa- 
n cas theſecond. But Germanicus tooke that dignity at Nicopolis, a citie in 
'  Achaia,whether he came by the coaſt of Uilyrium; hauing firlt viſiced his bro- 
ther Dr»ſ#us, then making his abode in Dalmatia : and hauing had an vnproſperous 
voiage by the Adriaticall and Ionian ſea. By reaſon whereofhe ſpent ſome daiesin 
repairing his nauie z and in viſiting the coaſts, which by the victory of Ac71unm 
were made famous; andthe ſpoiles dedicated by Auzuſtns : with the place where 
Antonie had camped by thoſe meanes renewing the memory of his aunceſtorsz 
for as | hane ſaid before, Auguſlus was his vncle , and Antonte his grandfather: 
and therefore in that place he ſaw repreſented, things both ioyfull, and dolorous. 
From thence he went to Athens; which being an ancientcitie , and a confederate 
with che Romans: he would haue but one L:&or before him. The Grecians re- 
cciued him with moſt exquiſite honors,and repreſented the ancient exploites, and 
fayings of his predeceſſors: thatthcir flatteric might be ſo muchthe more grarefull 
and acceptable. And going from thence to Eubceayhee paſſed by Lesbos : where 
Aerippinain her laſt delivery, had Juliz. 'I hen defirous to vifiteplaces of antiquitic 
and tame,he went to the confines of Aſia, Perinthum,and Byzans,citics of Thrace: 
then he entered the ſtraites of Propontis : and the mouth of the Pontian ſea. VWith- 
allherelecued the prouinces, which were wearied with ciuill diſcords,and oppreſ- 
fions of magiſtrates. In his returne deſirousto viſite theſacrificesof the Samothra- 
cians , and (undrie other things; for change of fortune , and our beginning from 
thence woorthie of honor. The northren winds droue him backe againe. 'Then he 
coaſted Afia, and came to Colophona, toconſult with the oracle of Clarius Apolle, 
There isno woman as at Delphos ; bur a Prieſt vſually choſen out of certaine tami- 
lies,and for the moſt part from Miletum : doth heare onely the number and names 
of ſuch as come to conſult: then going downe ro a den, and drinking a draughtof 
the ſecret fountaine,giuerh anſwere(being commonly ingnorant inlearning & ver- 
ſes) in verſes touching thoſe things, which a man hath fore-thought in his minde: 
It is reporred,that by circumſtancesof darke ſpeeches,as the manner of the oracles 
is;, he prophecied that Germanicus death was nor farre off. But C.Piſo , tothe ende 
hee might more ſpecdily begin to effeuare his determination, ſharpely rebu- 
kedthecitic of Arhens, already amazed with h:s turbulent behaujour, indiretly 
- Ca.rping at Germanicus, that contrary to the dignity of the Romane name , hee had 
vſed too great curteſie: not towardsthe Athenians which had beene waſted by ſo 
m any miſeries; but towards arif-raffe of other nations : and thoſe which were Mi. 
th;-idates confederates againſt Su/a : and Antonies againſt Auguſtns of famous me- 
meorie. Other ſtale matters hee obieted alſo againſt them asthat they had nor 
proſperous ſucceſſe againſt the Macedonians and vſed violence againſt their owne 
cir izens: bearing them alſo aſpeciall grudge, becauſe that at his requeſt tkey would 
no t deliuerone Theophilus codemned of forgery, by the coiiſellofthe Areopagites. 
From thence ſailing with all celeriry by che Cyclades, and ſeeking out the ſhorteſt 


cut:;, atthe land ofRhodes, he oucrtooke Germanicss: nothing ignorant how hee 
| had 
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had backbirten him: yer neuerthelefle ſuch was his mild diſpoſition,that when Ps 
wasdriuen through tempeſt = the rocks,and that his miſcarrying might haue 


beene imputed to chance,heſent gallies to ſuccourhim,ando deliuered him from 
danger. Bur allthis did not rage 4 Piſoes heart, bur ſcarſe enduring one daics ſtay, 
forſaketh andpreuenteth Germanicw. For becing come to the legions in Syria, 
winning the baſeſt of rhe common ſouldiers with gifts:he began to diſplace the old 
Centurions,and ſevere Tribunes: and beſtow their roomeson his followers , or to 
the moſt lewdeſt : ſuffered idlenes inthe camps: licentiouſnes in thecitic 5 vagrant 
and riotous ſouldiers torange the countrey: whereby = grew to ſuch corruption 
that among the common ſort,he was called the father of the legions. Neitheir did 
Plancina containe herſelte within the bounds of womanly modeſty : but would bee 
preſent at the horſemens exerciſe, as the running of the cohorts : and vſe reproch- 
full ſpeeches againſt 4grippina,and Germanicus:lome of the better ſort of ſoulgicrs, 
ready to follow her humor,in bad ations; becauſe there was a ſecret rumouyſpred 
that thoſe things were nor done with diſlike of the Emperour. Germanicw knew all 
this: but his greateſt care was to prevent the Armenians. That nation was in times 
paſt doubtfull and vncertaine to the Romanes, not onely through theingiſpoſition 
and affeftion; but alſo through theſituation of their countrey: which ſtretching 
tnto eur prouinces, reacheth euen rothe Medes. And being ſeated berwixt great 
kingdomes, are often in wars,through hatred to the Romans,and cnuic tothe Par- 
thians. King atthattime they hadnone; Yonowes beeing expulſed. Burt the nation 
fauoured Zeno, Polemon King of Pontus ſon,becaule that trom his infancy,hee had 
imitated thecuſtomes and attire ofthe Armenians; their hunting and banquetting 
and other cxerciſesof the Barbariansgreatly eſteemed: thereby winning the fauour 
aswell ofthe nobility, as common people. Germenicws then inthe city Artaxata , 
the noble men approouing it,in the preſence of a multitude, crowned him King : 8 
the reſt doing him honor as their King,ſalured him after the name of the city by the 
name of Artaxias. The Cappadocians being reduced to the torme of a Prouince; 
receiued 9.Ycrenius forrheir Lieutenant: and to giue them a good hope of the 
Romane gouernmentr, ſome of the rributes vſually before aidto the Kings, dimi- 
niſhed: and over the Comageni,then fitit reduced vnder the regiment of aPretor, 


2. Seruaus was made gouecrnor.

Lbeit, all the affaires of the allies were ſerled in good order : yet Germanitus 

wasnothing the more at his caſe; by reaſon of P:/oes pride: who being com- 

mandedeither by himſelfe,orby hir ſonne,to conduGt part of the legions to 
Armenia, negle&ed both. Atlengrhthey both mer at Cirrum, where the tenth 
legion wintered : P;ſs with a reſolute countenance againſt feare: and Germanicms 
as | haue ſaid the milder ofthe two, leaſt he ſhould be thought to threaten. Bur his 
friends theircrafts maſter in prouoking hatred, madethe moſt of that which was 
rrue,8& — which wasfalle,laying diuers _ to his owncharge, PA- 
cinas,&his childrens. In the end,C «ſer inthepreſence of a few of hirfamiliars, vete« 
red ſome ſuch ſpeech to Piſe,as anger &diſſimularion doth ſuggeſt,&Piſo anſwer ed 
with a prouc dbmilon,8elo they departed open enemies. Atrer that time Piſowas 
ſeldome ſeen ar ©2/ars tribunal;& if he did affiſt at any time,he ſhewed himſelf fro- 
ward,and alwaies diſſented openly from him. In a banket made by theking of the 


Nabatcans, when there were preſented crownesof great waight to Ceſar and 4- 
| grippina 


of Cornelins T acitus. | 
erippina; and light.onesto Piſo and the reſt : He vas heard roſay ,that thatbanker 


was-made to the ſonneofa RomanePrince, and not to the ſonne of a King of Par- 


thia: and withall threw away his crowne,vttering many ſpeeches againſt the ſuper- 
fluity ofthe banker: which although Germanic could hardly digeſt , yet indured 
all patiently. Vhileſt theſe things were a doing, Embaſſadors came from ©_Arta* 


banus king of the Parthians , calling ro mind their friendſhip and alliance with the 


Romans,and deſiring that they mightrenew right hands: and that in honor of Gey- 
manicw,he would come to the bancke of Euphrates. Andrequeſted inthe meane 
time,chat Yorones might not remainein Syria, leaſt he ſhould by meſſengers, draw 
the noble men ofthe countrey round abour to ciuill difſentions. Touching the alli- 
ance, Germanicus anſwered magnificently: but congerning the Kings comming , 
and the honor done to himſelfe, he anſwered ciuilly,and with great modeſtie.Fono- 
mes was remooued to Pompeiopolis, aſeatowne in Ciliciaznotſo much as ar Ar#4- 
bans requeſt,as toſpite Piſe; vato whom he was moſt acceptable, for many bene- 
fits and gifts beſtowed vpon Plancine,

Hen 2. Silanu, and L. Neorbanus were Conſuls , Germanicus went to 
V V A&egyprt to ſee the antiquities ofthe countrey ; but prerended a care of 

the prouince : where hee opencd their ſtorehouſes, and brought downe 
the price of corne : anddid other things rawin the fauour ofthepeople: as to goe 
withour fouldiers; weare open ſhoes: apparell himſelfe like the Grecians : imita- 
ting P. Scip10, whom wee haue heard ro have done the like in Sicily, when the war 
was hotteſt againſt the Aﬀeicans. Trberius hauing lightly blamed him for his 
behauiour and apparell, did moſt ſharply rebukehim, that contrary to _Mſnugu#me 
order, and without the Princes licence, be hadentered Alexandria. For Auguſtus 
amongſt other ſecrets of ſtate, had reſerued Zgypt ; and forbidden all Senators , 


Noblemen,and Gentlemen,to enter into it,bur with permiſſion, leaſt Italy ſhould 


be oppreſſed with famine : whoſoeuer ſhould be maſter of that province: being the 
key ot the ſea and land: & eafily defended with a ſmall power, againſt a ſtrong hot. 
But Germenicus,not knowing that his voyage was miſliked, went vp Nilus, begin- 
ning atthe rowne Canopus, which the Lacedemonians built : becauſe Canypas the 
gouernor of their ſhip was buried there, when Meneleus going backe to Greece, 
was carried to a contrary fea, and Jand of Libya. The nextmouth of the river from 
thence,is dedicated to Herctles;rhe firſt of which name was borne there, as the in- 
habitants doereport; and of whom all which come after him, of like valour and 
yertue, tooke their ſurname. After thar, he viſited che great monuments of aun- 
cient Thebes : where yer were to bee feene Egyptian letters inolde buildings, 
which contained their ancient wealth. And one of their auncienteſt Prieſts , being 
commaunded to interpret thoſe letters in the countrey language; related, that in 
timespaſt there had dweltin that citie, feuen hundred thouſand perſons, of age fir 
to beare armes: and that with that armic King Rhamſes h2d conquered Libya, X- 
thiopia, Media, and Perſia,BaQtia, and Scyifita,andrhe countries which the Sy- 
rians, andthe Armenians,and the Cappadocians,theirnext neighbours inhabited: 


and that their dominion reached from the Bithynian to the Lycianſea. There were - 


alſo read the tributes impoſed ouer nations, the weight of ſiluer and gold,thenum- 
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ber and furniture of horſes and armour : the gifts giuen tothe Temples, the luory, 
ſweet ſauours : and what plenty of corne ; what vrenſiles euery nation was char- 
gedtofurniſh ; which werenoleſle magnificall, then are now commaunded, by 
che forcesof the Parthi: or power ofthe Romans. But Germanicws was yet ticd to 
other miracles : whercofthe chiefeſt was, the image of Memywon madeof ſtone; 
whenit was ſtroken with the ſunbeames yeelding afound like a mans voice : and 
the Pyramides as great as mountains, on the not paſſeable ſands 5 built a vie by 
Kings in times paſt ro ſhew their riches : and the ditches wrought by handie worke 
to recciue the oucrflowing of Nilus; fo narrow in ſome places, and fo deepe in 
others, that the bottome cannor be found by any ſearch. From thence he came ro 
Elephantines, and Syenes, in times paſt the boundsof the Roman E mpire, which 
now opencth to the redſca. VVhileſt Germanicss ſpent that ſommer, in viſiting ma- 
ny Prouinces, Dr«{#s gateno ſmall honour, by ſowing ſedition in Germanie : and | 
incenſing them to purſue Marobodums already weakened, even to his veterruine. 
Among the Gotones, there was a noble yoong man called Catualda, who through 
Marobedums violence having before fled his countrey ; things ſtanding now m 
doubrfulltermes ; ventured a reuenge. And with a ſtrong power,entered the fron- 
tiers ofthe Marcomans: and having corrupted the chiefe noble men to his confe- 
deracie, forceth thekingspalace,and acaſtle hard by. Where hee found the olde 
ſpoiles of the Sucuians and the baſe raſcals of our Province: and certaine mar- 
chants; whom intercouſe of Merchandize,and adchie of increaſing their wealth; 
or laſt of all a forgetfulnes of their countrey; haddrawen from their own dwelli 
to the enemies countrey.Marobodaw being forſaken of all hands: had no other re- 
fugelecfr, but the mercie of the Romans. And hauing paſſed the riuer of Danub, 
whereit coaſteth the Prouince of Norica; wrote vnto Tiberius , not as a fugitiue 
and ſuppliant, bur putting him in minde of his former fortune andeſtate:alleadging 
that when ſundry nations inuitedhimto their alliance, being ſometimes a renow- 
ned king,he preterred the amity of theRomans before the all. Ceſar anſwered him, 
F haue a ſure and honourable dwelling inlrtaly, if he liſted toremaine 
there: bur if any thing of greater aduancement ſhould happen vnto him, that hee 
ſhould depart with the fame ſafe condu@ he came thither. Afterward hee declared 
in Senate,that the Athenians had noſuch cauſe to feare Philip : nor the people of 
Rome, Perrhus,and Antioch, asthisman. An oration of his1s yet extant, where- 
in he extolleth his power; the ſtrength ofthe nations he had vnder him; and how 
necre an enemy hee wasto Italic ; and what plots he had deuiſed toroore him our. 
Marobedurs wasreceiued atRauennaz that if at any time the Suenian ſhould waxe 
inſolent; hee was in ſight as it were alwaies readie to returne. Buthe departednort 
Italie the ſpace of eighteene yeeres, and grew old with lofle of reputation, thr 
ouer greatdefire of liuing. The like hope had Catualds, and no other refuge : for 
notlong after being driuen outby the Hermunduri, vnderthe conduct of Y:biline, 
he wasrecciued and ſent to Forum Iulij, a Colony of Gallia Narbonenſis. The bar- 


' barouspeople which followed both theſe; leſt being mingled among others;ſhould 


diſturbe the quier Prouinces : were placed beyond Danubium berwixt the riuers 
Marus,and Cuſus; and a King giuen them of the Quadian natien.

XVI. Wars betwixtRheſcuporis and Cotys. Rheſc upo- 
| ris « ſent to Rome, 


Ewes being come that _Adrtaxias, was by Germanicrs made King ok Arme- 

nia : the Lords of the Senate ordained that Germanicus and Druſus ſhould 

enter into the citie ouant, or with a ſmall triumph; and that arches ſhould 
be erected aboutthe ſides of the Temple of Mars theReuenger,with the images of 
the two C eſars : 7 iberiue being more glad that he had eſtabliſhed a peace by wiſe- 
dome then if be ſhould haue ended the war by a maine bartell. Now he determi- 
ned by ſame ſubriltie to ſer vpon Rheſcupors King of Thrace. That countrey once 
hauing beene vnder Rhemeralces : afterhis death, Auguſtmsgaue part of it to his 
brother &heſcuporss,8 part to his ſonne Cotys. In that particion,the erable grounds, 
rhe cities.and places adioyning to Greece fel to Corys ſhare. That which was vnha- 
bired,wild,andIlying neere the enemie;to 8heſcuports.The diſpoſitions alſo of thoſe 
Kings were {uch,that the one was tratable and of a milde conditionzthis ſtout, co- 
uetous, and impatient of a companion : and both at the firſt liuing in cunning and 
diſſembled concord. Then Rheſcuporss began to exceed his bounds; and drawthat 
ro himſelte which was giuen Cetys,and vſe violence if hereſiſted : but not ſo hotly 
in Avguſtus time ; whom he feared being the author of both kingdomes,would re- 
uenge if he were deſpiſed. Bur vnderſtanding of a chaunge ofthe Prince, he ſent in 
troups of theeues, beat down his caſtles, and ſorghr occaſions of warre, Nothin 
did more trouble 7 iberi#s, then that thoſe things which were once ſetled , ſhould 
now be diſturbed: and therefore making choite of a Centurion diſpatcheth him a- 
way toſignifie tothe —_— at they ſhould notin any caſe enter into. armes: and 
thereupon Cotys diſmiſſed preſently the aide he had prepared. Rheſcupor is with a fai- 
ned modeſtie, requeſteth aplace of meeting, ro ende their controuerfie by confe- 
rence:neither did they long doubt af the time, place, and conditions; the one yeel- 
ding to all with afaciliry ofnature ; the other accepring all with a fraudulent mea» 
ning. Rheſcupors as he pretended to conclude this agreement ; maketha banquet; 
& whenthe night was far ſpent with great mirth, much eating &quaffing of wine: 
he loaded vncircumſpe Corys with chaines : who perceining the treaſon, beſought 
him by the ſacred ceremonies of the kingdom, the gods of the ſame family,&byrhe 
enterrainment of his cable, he would vſeno ſuch violece.Hauing thus made himſelf 
maſter of all Thrace,he wrote ro T tberius,that there were conſpiracies wrought a- 
gainſt him,and the contriver of them preuented. -\nd withall, pretending warre a- 
gainſt the Baſtarnians, and the Scythians, maketh himſclfe ſtrong with a new 
poweroffootemen and horſemen. Tiberius wrote to him coldlyagaine, rhat if 
there were no fraudin his doing, hee might truſt to his innocencie: but neitherhe 
- nor the Senate could diſcerne the right from wrang,vnlefſe they knew the 6auſc:& 
therefore thar he ſhould deliuer vp Cotys, and come to them, and purge himſelfe of 
the enuie of the crime. Thoſe lerters Latinivs Panda Propretor of Mceſia ſent with 
the ſouldiers, vato whomCozys ſhould be deluered. But &h:ſcaporss balancing be- 


rweene anger andfeare, and deſirous to be guilty rather of the fat commirted, 


then only artempred;commandetrh Corzsto be flaine: and-vntruly gaue it out, thar 
hc hadkilled himſelfc.Y er for all this, Ceſar altered not his inrendedcourſe, bur af- 
ter Pendis deceate, whom Rh ſcuporis accuſed ro haue beene his backfriend;made 
Pomponite Flageus an olde ſouldier, and with whom the king was very inward , and 
therefore a morefit inſtrument ro decciue, forthe ſame cauſe eſpecially gouernour 


of 
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of Mceſia, Flacews being gone to Thrace,by way of great promiſes, perſwaded him , 
alchough doubtfull, and calling to minde his owe wickednes: to enter into the 
Romane garriſon , where he was garded with a ſtrong companic , vnder colour of 
honor. He had Tribunes and Centurions at hand to counſell and perfwade him : 
and the further hee went ,' the greater guard: and at laſtknowing in whatterms of 
neceſlityhe ſtood, they broughthim tothe citie : where being accuſed in Senare 
by Cotys wifezhe was condemnedto be kept far from his countrey. Thrace was af- 
terward divided betwixt Rhematalceshisfonne , who was knowen to be an anemie 
to bis fathers proceedings, and CoFys children: which not being of full age, Trebel- 
lienus Rufus, who had beene Pretor in the meane ſeaſon, was made gouernor of the 
kingdome : following the example of our predeceſſors, who ſent 24. Zepidas into 
Zgyptto begardianto Prolomers children. Rheſcuporis was carriedto Alexandria 
and there going about to eſcape , or becauſe it was ſo fathered on him, was killed. 
At the ſame ime Yonones, who(as we haue ſaid) was confined in Cilicia, bauing 
corrupted his keepers , vnder colour of going a hunting; attempted all meanes tro 
eſcape tothe Armeniansz from thence to the Albanians, and Heniochians, and to 
his Coſentheking of Scythia. And forſaking the ſeacoaſts, gottintoby-waies and 
forreſts: and by the ſwiftnes of his horſe, poſted with all ſpeed totheriuer Pyramus, 


| The borderers vnderſtanding the kings —_ broken down the bridges, & 


henor abletopaſſe at any foord, was taken by the riuers fide , and bound by Yibis 
Fronto,captaine ofthe horſemen, Anon after Remmins Enocatus,vnto whoſe charge 
the King was firſt committed,as it had been in an anger, thruſt him throgh with his 
ſword, VYhercupon it wasthe caſlierbeleeued that he had fo flaine Yorones, as one 


guilty andconſenting to his eſcape, and therefore fearing hee ſhould be beyraicd 
and accuſed.

Vt Germaniiw returning from Agypt : and perceiving that all which he had 

commaunded, either in the legions or townes,left vndone, or changed cleane 

contrary ; beganto vic — and contumelious ſpeech, againſt Pie: and 
he torcquite Ceſar with no lefſe dangerous attempts. Vhereupon Piſo determi- 
ned todepart Syria: but ſtaying atime by reaſon of Germanicw ficknes;when hee 
heard of his amendment, and thatthe vowes were accompliſhed for his health : 
hee droue away by hisſergeants. the beaſt brought to the altar , and diſturbed the 
Preparation made forthe ſacrifice, and the ſolemne meeting ofthe people of An- 
tioch. Then he went to Seleucia, cxpeRing the cuent of his ſicknes which he fell 
againe into : the rage thereof ſo much the more. grieuous, through an opinion 
that Piſo had poyſoned him : for there were found pulled out of the ground, and 
wals, charmes,verſes,and enchantments:and Germanic name engrauen in ſheets 
of lead : aſhes halfe burned, and tempered with corrupt bloud, and other ſorcerics , 
by which itis thought,thart ſoules are dedicated to the infernall powers. Some alſo 
were accuſed to haue bin ſent from Piſe,ro cfpy in what ſtate he was in. Thatdroue 
Germanicus both into anger and feare, conſidering with himſelfe : if his houſe 
fhould be beficged;ifhe ſhould loſc his life in the ſight of his enemies: what ſhould 
happenaſterto his wofull wife, and his yong children? he ſaw that the poiſon ſee- 
med flow in working: but P5ſs haſtened, tharhe might alone haue the gouernment 


ofthe legions and the prouince. But Germazicze was not fo deſtitute of _ , 
that 


of Cornelius Taciths. 
that themurderer ſhouldenioy the rewards of the murder. And hereupon endireth 
alettertohim, in which he renounceth his friendſhip. Some adde, thathe com-. 
manded him to depart the prouince. Piſo made no longer delay,bur looſeth anker, 
and moderated his courſe to returne the ſooner, if Germanicue death: ſhould open 
him a way to Syria. Germanicws being a little amended, and in ſome hope: then 
growing feeble againez when his end was athand, hee ſpakertohis friends abour 
him in this manner. If Iſhould die a naturall death, yer ſhould Thaue iuſt cauſe of 5 
griefe againſt the gods:that by an vntimely death,theyſhould take me in my youth >» 
from my kinsfolks, children,and countrey, But now being brought to this paſlle by »» 


| thelewd praCiſe of Piſo and Flawcina, I leauc in your breaſts tor my laſt praiers; 35 


that you ſignifie vnto my Father and my Brother, with what cruelty torne, with »3 
what fraud circumuecnted, | haue ended my miſerable life, with a moſt naughtic »» 
death, If che hopes conceiued of me haue mooued any; ifneereneſlſe in bloud any: 22 
yea,if enuic towards me when I lined:they will weepe, that he who hath ſomrimes »» 
flouriſhed, and eſcaped ſomany battels, ſhould now end his life by the guile and »» 
treachery ofa woman:you ſhall haue occaſion to complaine to the Senate,ant de- 5» 
maund the execution of lawes. This is not the chiefeſt dury of friends , to ſhew »5 
their affe&tion towards the dead,by a ſlow and dull complaint z bufremember and »» 
exccute that which they commanded.Y ea, ſuch as knew notGermanices,will weep »» 
forhim: If you did rather love mee then my fortune, you will revenge my death. »» 


Shew the people of Rome Angyſfwneece, andthe ſame my wife, and my chil- 5» 
dren which are ſixe in number + the accuſers themſelues will haue compaſſion; 3» 


and thoſe which pretend wicked commaundements, {hall cither not bee be- »» 
leeued, ornotpardoned. His friends taking him by the right hand , ſwore they 3» 
would rather looſe their life, then omit revenge. [hen turning to his wife, in- 
treated hirby the memory of him, and by the children common between them, 
that ſheewovld lay aſide all haughrineſle, and ſubmit her courage to raging for= 
tune : leſt returning to the citie, theſtirred not with emulation of greatneſſe more 
powerable then her ſelfe againſt her. Thus much he vttered openly, & other things 
in ſecret; whereby it was conieCtured he ſtoodin feare of T 1berizs. Not long after 
he yeclded vp the ghoſt, with great lamentationotf the Prouince and countries a+ 
bout; forrennations and Kings lamented alſo : fo great was his courteſie ro his 
allies; and mildneſſe to his enemies. He was nolefle venerable to thoſe which ſaw 
him,than choſe which heard of him: and did fo well temper the greatneſle of high 
eſtate and grauity; thathe auoided both enuie & arrogancie.Hisfunerals although 
he had neither imagesnor pompe t yet by the commendation and memory of his 
vertues, were honoured of all men. Some there were which compared his fauour, 
his age,and manner of death, byreaſon ofthe vicinity of the places wherein they 
died, vnto \lexander the grear. For being both of a comely (tature,nobleparen- 
rage,not much aboue thirty yeeres of age: they died in ſtrange countreies, by the 
erechery of their owne people, But this man was courteous rowards his friends, 
moderace in pleaſures,& his children cerraine, begotten in mariage by one woman, 
Neither was he to be counted alefle warrior then the other: although he were nor 
raſh,and hindered to reduce vnder the yoke of feruitude the Germans danted with 
ſomany victories. And ifhe alone had had the ſupreme managing of affaires, and 
power,& anam: of King:fo much the ſooner he would haue caricd away theptiſe 
& renowne of warfare,by how much he did excel him in clemency,tempetaney, & 
other good vertues. His body before it ſhould be burned, was laid naked inthe mars 


ket place of Antioche, which was the place appointed for his buriall. Whetherhes 
ſhewed 
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ſhewed any tokensof beeing poiſoned ornot,it is vnknowen : for diuers did diverſly 
interpret it; either as they were inclined to pitty Germaeniess, orſuſpe&ed ro fauour = 
Piſo.This being done,the Licutenanrs & the Senators which were preſent,coſulted 
among themſelues, whom they ſhould make gouemnour of Syria 3 and thereſt not 
greatly contending:it was long debated betwixt Mar/wus & Gn,Sentius, & inthe end 
Marſus yeelded to Sentius being his elder,8& proſecuting the ſuite more eagerly.He 
ſentro Rome one Martina , a woman infamous in that Prbuince for empoiſoning, 
but deerly beloued to Plancina,at the ſuit of YFizeltzs and Yeranins,and others, which 
framed their accuſations , as againſt one already guilty of the fact. But Agrippine 
- waſted with ſorrow and feeble of body : yer impatient of delaying reuenge : tooke 
ſhipping with Germanicxs aſhes with her;and her children:allmen taking compaſſi- 
en,that a woman ſo nobly deſcended,and who nor long ſince in regard of her ſtate- 
ly mariage,was honored& reuerenced by al men:ſhould now carry in her lap,thoſe 
lamentablerelickes of her husband: incertaine of revenge; doubtfull of her perſon; 

lo oft expoſcd to fortunes mercy by her vnluckie fruirfulneſſe.

XY III. Piſo s dovbtfull whether he ſhould returne to Syria 
or not. Andyrepareth an armic | 

againſt Senrius. 


N themeane ſeaſon a meſſenger ouertaketh and aduertiſeth Piſs , at the Iland 
Cous, that Germanicus was departed.” Whichrtidings he receiued intemperate- 

ly, offered fſacrifices,viſited the temples, nothing moderating his ioy; and Plan- 
cin4 growing more infolent then firſt, changed the mourning weede ſhee ware for 
the death of her fiſter into a ioyfull attire. The Centurions flocking about him, 
cold him, that he had the good will of the legions at his deuotion; that it was 
his beſt ro rerurne tothe prouince wrongfully taken from him , and now voide of a 
gouernour. Whereupon taking aduiſe what was beſt to be done; his ſonne 24. Piſs 
was of opinion that he ſhould make all haſte tothe citie : that there wasnothing 
yer done which mighcnotbe anſwered: and that weake ſuſpitions, and vaire re- 
ports were not to be feared. The variance betweene him and Germanicns,was woor- ' 
thic perhaps oi ſome rebuke, burnot puniſhment : and by raking the prouince from 
him, bis enemics were fatisfied.Bur ifhe ſhould rerurne, Sertz«s being againſt him, 
' anew ciuill warre would begin. Neither would the Centurions and fouldiers con- 
tinue on hisfide ; with whom the freſh memory of their Capraine, and the loue 
deepecly printed in their harts rowards the Ceſars would prevaile. Domitzus Celer, 
one of his inwardeſt friends, perſwaded the contrary. That he ought to take the 
<« time when it was offered : that Pi/o and nor Sentius was made gouernour of Syria: 
<« ynto him were the faſces,and dignitic of Preror giuen,to him the legions commit- 
<« ted. If any violence ſhould be offered by the ene1ny,who ſhould more iuſtly oppoſe 
« his armies againſt them,then he who hath receiued the authority of a Lieutenant, 
&« andſpeciall commiſſion?Rumors grow {tale and vaniſh away with time: and often 
<« theinnocent are borne downe with freſh enuie : but if he had a power at hand, and 
<© his forces encreaſed,many things which could not be foreſeene, by meere chaunce 
<« mightturne tothe berter.Dowe haſten to come to Rome, with Germanicss aſhes: 
<« that Agrippines lamentarion,and the vnskilfull multitude, arthe firſt rumor, ſhould 
&« lajc handson thee,vnheard and vndefended ? Thou haſt for thee _Angnui7as conſci- 
&« ence,and Ceſars fauour,though in ſecret. Andnone bewaile more braggingly Ger- 
© manicus death inoutward ſhew, than ſuch as intheir hearts are moſt glad. Piſobe-

ing forward enough ofhimſelfro haughty artemps;was with ſmall adoe draweri to 
this opinion. And ſending| letters to 7 iberias accuſerh Germenicus of riot and 
pride: and that himſelfe was driuen our of the prouince, becauſe there might be 2 
way made open to innouation: that he had _ rakenchargeof the armic, with 
the ſame fidelity, as he had already gouernedit.Wirhall,he commanded Domitius 
with a galley rofaile into Syria,and auoidingthe coaſting ofthe ſhoare;andletring 

afſe the Ilands;rtake wide and open ſea, Thenmarſhalling and armingrunnagares, 
and raſcall baſe companions, andſatling ouet tothe continent, hee intercepted an 
enſiznc of yoong and raw fouldiers,which were going to Syria. Andwriteth alſo 
ro the Lords of Cilicia,toſend him aide: the yoong man Piſo being nothing flacke 
inthe ſeruice, although he was againſt the vndertaking of the warre. Wherefore 
paſling by the coaſt of Lycia,z8& Pamphylia,mnecting with the ſhips which had con- 
ucied Agrippina toRome,each (ide hating one another ; madethemſclues ready ro 
fight: yer both ſides fearing the one the other, they proceeded no. further-then to 
hard words. Marſ#s Vibius ſummoned Pio tocome to Rome to-anſwete: for him- 
ſclfe: whoſcoffingly anſwered him againe, that he would come and appeare;when 
the Preror which was to inquire of poyſonings, would appointa day as wellfor the 
plantif,as defendirt.In the meane time Dome being arriued at Laodicea,acityin 
Syria,& going to the ſtanding camp ofthe {txt legion , as moſt he for new enterpri- 
ſes;was preueted by rhe Lictitenant Pacunins.Stnins opencththat by letters to ”1/c; 
warning him not to go about ro tempt the army with corruprers, nortaiſe any war 
in the Prouince. And ſuch as he knew to. have Germamens:in minde,or were aduer- 
{aries ro the enemies, he aſſembled together: putting them ofrenin minde of the L 
greatnes ofthe Emperor, & how the common-wealth was aſſailed ; and thereupon 
gathereth a ſtronger power ready ro fight. Yet neither P;/o,norhis ſide, althogh his 
enterpriſes fell out otherwiſe,then he expected zdid lerſlipchat which was of moſt 
ſafety forrhe preſent; but purteth himſelfe in a very ſtrong caſtcllin Cilicia; called 
Celenderis.For by forting and medling together the runnagares, thenewand raw 
ſouldier lately taker, his owne and Plancinaes flaues,and the aides which the Lords 
of Ciliciaſent,he marſhalled them in forme of alegjoni: And then affirmed that he . 
was Ceſars Lieutenant: burdrouen out of the Prouince:commitredto him: nor by » 
the legions, for they called him thither ; bur by Sextizs, which cloaked his priuare 5» 
malice with falfe crimes:therefore that they ſhould ſtand ſtoutly to the barrel; be- >> 
caule the ſoldiers would not fight, when they ſhouldſce P;/owhom heretoforethey 2? 
called their father. If they would proceede by order of tuſtice the right wason his ?» 
fide:if by arms:he wanted notſtrengeh. Then he difplaicd his companies in order of >» 
batel,before the caſtle on a ſteep craggy hils ſide:thereſt being inuironed with fea.” 
On the corrary ſide. the old ſouldiers,with their ſupplies were marſhalled into racks. 
On this {ide was the ſtrength of ſouldters : on that of place. Is courage-and hops 
there was great oddes alſo : and on their fide no weapons, but rude andclowni 

repared for a prefent ſhift. And when they came ro handie ſtxokes; therewas no 

ogerdoubt who ſhould have the vpper hand,buc tilthe Roman cohorts could win 
the plain ground: which done,the Cilicians ſhewedtheir backs, &ſhurthemſelues 
in their fort. In the mcane ſpace Piſo went abour,bur in vaine, to aſſaile-thenavie 
which wairednor farfe off. Then returned to the caſtle againe', now rormenting 
himſelfe vpon the wals; now calling to cuery fouldier by his name, andofferingre- 
wards: aſſaied co raife a murinie,and did ſo much preuaile,thar the ſtandard bearer - 
of the lixtlegion , went with his enfigne to his fide. Then Sertins commaunded. 


rhe corners and trumpets to ſounde; gaue ari aſſault rotherampierszcauſed ladders 
| ro 
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to be put vp; andthe ableft mentofollow; andthe others out of engines to ſhoote 
dartes, ſtones, andfire brands. In the end Piſoes obſtinacie being ouercome ; en- 
rreaterh chat having yeclded vp his weapons,he might remaine in the caſtell, vncill 


Ceſar were conſulted, who ſhould be gouernour of Syria. The conditions were not 
accepted nor any thing granted him: bur one]y , that hee ſhould have ſhipping 


and ſafe condut to the citie. |

ſuppreſſed : looſe life reſtrained in women

Vewhen Germaniczs fickenes was noiſed at Rome, and as itf newes it falleth 
out, the farcher it gocth, augmented to the worſer : allmen burſt out into 
anger, griefe, and complaints : ſaying , that thereforche wasſentto forren 
countries: thar was the reaſon why Piſo had the prouince committed to him : this 
was the effe& of Hngnſtaes ſecret conference with Plancina: that the ancient men 
ſaid moſt crucly of Dr#ſ#s , that the courteous and modeſt diſpoſition of children 
doth diſlikeſuch asraigne. Neither were they made away for any otherreaſon, bur 
becaule, liberty reſtored ; they had a meaning to reduce the people of Rome to a 
certaine equality. Theſe ſpeeches of the common people,thenewes of his death did 
ſo much kindle; that before any edi& of Magiſtrates} before any decree of Senate 
wasmade,yacation being taken of theraſelues, the places of iudgement were aban- 
doned ; houſes ſhut vp; filence and mourning euery where : nothing of all this 
counterfeited or done for oftentarion. And although they did not abſtaine from 
outward tokens of mourning,yetin theirharts they mourned much more. Certaine 
Merchantsretuming by chance out of Syria, Germaniess yet living , bringing ioy- 
full tidings of his health, were preſently belecued, and ſpread abroad , and as they 
met one another {although they had ſcarſc heard the taleto the end) yet they re- 
ported itagaine, and they againe to others, ſtill making it more, and increaſing 


_ theirioy. Theyran vp and downe the city, went about to wreſt open the gates of 


the temples : thenighrfutthered their credulouſneſſe, and inthe darke cucryman 
more ready to affirme.Neither did Tiberiss gainſay theſe falſe reports, but let them 
vaniſh away withtime. Bur then the people, as though he had been a ſecond time 


' taken from them,prieued morebitrerly. Such was his funcrall pompe done in me- 


mory ofhim, as either mensloue, orpregnancy of conceic could inuent : as that 
his name ſhould be ſung in a Salarian verſe, which Mars Pricſts were wonrto fing : 
that inthe roomes of the Auguſtallpricſts, chaires of eſtate ſhould beplaced, with 
garlandsof oake: that his image grauen in Tuory, ſhould be carried before the Cir- 
cenfian plaies : and that none ſhould be created Flamen or Agur in Germanicus 
place,vnlefſe he were of the Iulianfamily. ArRome, and artthe bancke of Rhene, 
and on the hill Amanus in Syria,were ereQed arches, with an inſcription of his cx- 
its :and that hedicd for the common wealth : a ſepulchre at Antioch where 

is body was burne : a Tribunall at Epidaphna,where he ended his life. It would be 
hard ronumber the images and places in which he was honored. And when ſome 
oughtit conuenientthat he ſhould haue a ſhield of exquiſite gold and greatnes, 
dedicated him among the authorsof Eloquence : Tiberius ſaid hee ſhould have 
none butſuch as was viuall,and equall to thereſt : for neither was eloquence to be 
_—_— by fortune:and that it was a ſufficient honour forhim,ifhe were putin the 


number of ancient writers. That which before was called the band of yong men, 
the 
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the Gentlemen called Germanicms cuneum, orpointed barrell : and ordained that 

the ſquadrons of horlemen ſhould follow SEfmage theIdes of Iuly. Many of theſe 

ceremonies yet remainez ſome were preſently left off; and ſome, timeywore our. 

But whileſt this griefe was yer freſh in cuery. mans memory 3 Ziuia 'Germaniens" 

ſiſter, and Draſus wife, was at oncedeliuered of two ſonnes : which being athing 

rare, and welcome, euen to meane families, did fo reioyce the Prince, that 

hee could not containe ( for cuen caſuallchings hee attributed to his glory) but 

muſt ncedes bragge before rhe- Lords of the. Senate, that, no other of the Ro- 

mansof his grearneſſe, had euer before had two male children at a birth. Bucin 

ſuch a time even thar alſo, brought griefe vntothe people; as though that Drs- 
ſ«s increaſe of children, would the rather depreſſe Germanicus houte. The ſame 

yeere womens laſciuious life, was puniſhed by ſeuere decrees of Senate;and ordai- 

nedthat none (hould puttheir bodies to ſale,whoſe grandfather,father,or husband : 
had beene a Gentleman ofRome.For Yeſtilie deſcended of a Pretorian familie, had 

made hirlooſelicentiouslife knowen to the Aediles; according to a recciued cu- 

ſtome among the auncients; whothought it a ſufficient puniſhment for vnchaſte 

women, ifpublickly they confeſſed their lewdnes. And T ztidivs Labeo, Yiſtilias huf- 

band , was called into queſtion, becauſe he had inflited the puniſhment of the 

law,on his wife manifeſtly taken inthe offence.Bur hefor his excuſe, alleadged that 

the threeſcore daies giuen todeliberate, were not yet paſt ; and therefore thinking 

it enough to puniſh Yeſ{{a; ſhe was confined inthe Iland Seriphon. It was deba- , 
tedin Senattouching the rooting outofthe Agyprian & Iudaical ceremonies: & a 
decree madethat four thouſand libertines of competent age, infe&ed with that ſu- 
perſtirion,ſhould be conueied into thelland Sardinia , toſuppreſſe robberies com- 
mitted there : and ifthey ſhould die through the vnwholeſomneſle of the aire,the 

loffe were but vile and ſmall:and that the reſt ſhould departraly,if before a certain 

day they would norforſake thoſe prophane rites. When thoſe things were done, 

Ceſar propounded, that another Virgin ſhould bereceiued inthe roome of Oceia; 

who with very great integrity,ſeuen and fifty yeeres, had beene gouerneſſe of the | 
ceremonies of the Veſtall virgins : and gaue thanks to Foxteixs Aerippe, and \.4 
Domitins Pollio ; who offering their daughrers, ſtroue in duty to the comon wealth. 

But Pollios daughter was preferred for no other reaſon, bur becauſe her mother had 
continued wife to her firſt husband : L#gripe having diminiſhed the reputation 

of his houſe with diuorcement. Yet Ceſar in regard the other was preferred, did 

comfort her with * ten hundred thouſand ſeſterces for her dowrie. The people com-, rm 212 
plaining of a dearth of corne,hepur downe a pricefor the buier ; promiſingto pa 

of his owne in every buthel|*rwo nummos. Yer for all this hee wouldnor take yp- "Tire pexce bg 
on him, the title of Father of his countrey , before offered him : bur did ſha 

ly rebuke them, who had called his affaires divine, and him Lord. Andtherefore 

vnder a Prince which tearedlivertie,and hated flatterie; all ſpeeches ought to bee 

briefe; and yet can hardly eſcape captious conſtruction. Ifinde in auncient writers 

of that time, that Adgandreſtivs Prince ofthe Chartti, letrers were reade in Senar, 
p_ Arminins death,ifpoyſon were ſent himto commit thedeede. Andthar 

it was anſwered him,that the people of Rome ved nor torenenge on their enemies 

by treachery andpriuic meanes; butopenly and armed. VWherein Teberivs equal- 

led himſelfe ro the old Roman Capraines,which did forbidking Pyrrbus to be poy- 
ſoned,burdiſcloſedit vato him. Now Arminies, the Romans being departed, and 
Maroboduns expulſed, earneſtly coucting the kingdome,had the people as defen- 

ding their libertic againſt him: and becing aſſailed , and fighting with doubrfull

fortune, 
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fortune, was ſlaine by the fraud ofhis own neereſt familiars. Doubtles the deliverer 
of Germanie; and who prouoked,not as other Kings and Captaines had done , the 


| firſt fpring1 ofthe people of Rome; but when they flouriſhed moſt in rule and 
| owns or At 


attels,he had doubrfull fortune,ſometimes luckie ; ſometimes mn- 
luckie; but neuer was ouercome in warre.He lived full ſeuen and thirty yeres, and 
was Prince twelue. To this day he is famous amongſt barbarous nations ; bur in 
the Annales of the Greeks,which admire nothing buttheir owne doings vnknown, 
andnot greatly ſpoken of among theRomanes, Who whileſt wee extoll auncient 
things,are carcleſſc of our owne time. |

; 2\F. eſpecially ſouldiers which had ſerued vnder Germanicws ; and 
NEDSS many alſowhich ſhe knew not, from the townes round about: 
ſome thinking it to be their duety towards their Prince ; and many following them 
flocked to Brunduſium,being the neereſt and ſafeſt place of landing. And as ſoone 
as her ſhips were diſcerned afar off; nor onelythe hauen and-places, neere the 
ſea fide 3 but the walles and houſe tops, and other places, frona whence:'a man 
might fartheſt kenne ;z were filled wich a mourning and heauy multitude of people : 
asking (as not knowing what was fitteſt forthe time) one another, wherher they 
ſhould receiuec her with filence,or acclamation, whenſhe came our of herſhip;Bur 
when by little andlirtle the ſhips drewneere, they ſawno cheerefullrowinggasthe 
manner was wont to be: bur all of chem compoſed toſadneſſe. Bur being cometo 
land with-her two children; holding the funerall pot with her husbands aſhes in her 
hand, and her ciesfixed on the ground: all men beganto bewaile and lamenr alike; 
Neither couldeſt thou haue diſcerned ghe lamentation of kinsfolks from the tran; 
ger; northe women from the men: ſauing, that the freſh griefeiof ſuch as/Wene ro 
meete her,cxceededrhe lamentation of her traine,already wearied with long con- 
tinuance of ſorrow. Ceſar had ſent two compadgies of his guard to meeterbiems; 
and gaue further charge,that the magiſtrates of Calabria, the Apuleians,&& Came. 
panians, ſhould ſolemnize the laſt obſequies in memory of his ſonne. The! aſhes 
were carried on the Tribunes and Centurions ſhoulders; the efſignes vntrinimed; 
and the faſces orknitch of rods, turned downwards, went before-:, and when they 
paſſed by any colonies,the common people in mourning weede;and Gentlemenin 
their attire calied Trabea, according to the wealth of the place, burnt garments, 
fncet odors, with other accuſtomed funerall ſolemnities. Y ca ſich whoſe rownes 
werefarre off,yert met them erected alrats; offered ſacrifices tothe infernall gods; 
witneſſing their dolour wich teares and cries. Draſus went to Terracina with his 
brother Claudius & Germanicws childrengwhich had remained inthecity. The Cons 
ſuls M:Yalerius & M. Aurelius (who began thents enter into office) the Senate & a 
great partof the peoplefilled vp the way, ſcattered hither and thither, weeping, as 
cuery mans affection vvas.Flattery there was none: all menknowing that the: death 
of Germanicws,joyful tro Tiberiuzcould badly be diſſembled,howſocuer he counter- 
{cited the contrary. Tiberizs and _Augr ſta, abſtained from mourning in publike : 
udgiog ita thing vndertheir maicſtic, it they ſhould be ſeene cpenly ro lament ; 
or leſt the cies of all men obſeruing their countenance, ſhould eſpic they did bur 
counterfeit. I findenotin any author, or diurnall regiſter, that his mother Antoria 
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did any thing woorthy memory in that ſolemnity : when as beſides Avrippine A 
Tp and Clandins,the reſt ofhis bloud, are by name written of: either hindered 
by {ickneſſe, orin minde ouercome with ſorrow, 'could not endure the ſight of ſo 
heauy a griefe. I ſhould ecaſflicr haue beleeued,that Tiberins and Augnſia , which 
kept within doores,made her doe the like: that their griefe might be iudged cqual!: 
and that the grandmother and vncle, ſhould ſeeme to haue kept in, by the example 
of the mother. The day thatthe aſhes were put in _Lugu77s5 tomb,was ſometimes 
with ſilence deſolate and ſtill;and on the ſudden vnquiet with weeping:all paſſages 
of the citie were full; Campus Martius ſhined with burning torches. There the ſoul- 
dierwith his weapons:the magiſtrates without the markes of their dignity and cal- 
ling; and the people gathered intotribes and companies cried : that the common- 
wealth was fallento ground; andno _ left : and that ſo openly, and boldly, that 
thou wouldeſt haue belceued, they did not remember by whem they were gouer- 
ned. Yet nothing went ſo neere Tiberinsheart, asthe ardent affe&tion-men bare 
Agrippins: calling herthe honour of their countrey; the onely bloud of Augufus; 
the patrerne of antiquity : and turning towards the heauen, and the gods, praied 
that hir iſſue mightlong continue, and ouerliue the wicked. Some deſired that the 
funerals might be celebrated with publike pompe : comparing the magnificence 
and honors that A»guſtus had vſcd for Druſus, Germanicas father. And that hee in 
the hardeſt time of winter , wentas farre as Ticinum: and how neuer once de- 
parting from the bodie, accompanied itto the citie. That about the coffin were the 
images ofthe Claudians and lulians : that he was bewailed in the place of publike 
aſſemblies: praiſed with an oration before the people : and all honours done him , 
which either our aunceſtors or latter times could inuent. But Germanicus had not fo

' muchas the viuall folemnities done for him ; his = through diſtance of place, 


wasinſome ſort burnt,in ſtrange lands: but by ſo much the more , honours ſhould 
nowhaue becne beſtowed ypon him,becauſe fortune had denied himthe fuſt. His 
brother went to meete him bur one daies iourney: his vncle not fo farre as to the 
«| Where arethe auncient cuſtomes become? why was not his image pur be- 
Eoceolieieg and verſes ſung in memory of his vertues? why was hee not praiſed, 
andbewailed,with the vſuall repreſentation of mourning? All this was well known 
to Tiberius; and to ſuppreſle the ſpeech of the common people, he admoniſhed 
« themby edi. Thar a —_ many notable Romans had diedfor the common- 
«{ Wealth : yetnone had cuer beene bewailed with ſuch an ardent affeQion. Which 
« Wasto him and vnto others alſo honorable,ſoas there were a meane vied. For the 
« {elfeſamethingsare notſeemly for noble men,theEmperor and the common peo+ 
«{ ple: Ir was convenient that ſmall houſes, or Cities ſhould mourne and lament, in 
« freſh griefe ; and after their griefe take comfort againe: but now it was timeto con- 
« firmetheminde, as 1«/iusCeſar,hauing loſthis onely daughter ; and Auguſtas his 
c nephewes: did caſt off all ſorrow. It was ncedlefſe to alleadge auncient examples, 
« toſhew how oft the people of Rome had ſuffered conſtantly the loſſe of armies; 
« dearh of captains; and the vtter ouerthrow of noble families. That princes are mor- 
« tall, and the commen-wealth everlaſting. Therefore that they ſhould rake their ſ@- 
« lemniries againe; and becauſe the ſhew ofthe Megalenſian plaies was at hand, re- 
cc turnetotheirpleaſures. 
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IT. Pilocommerhto Rome, where he ic accuſed: © 
and killeth himſelfe. | 
He vacation ended, euery man rerurned to his bufines : and Drwſiv went to 
the armie of Illyricum: the people bento demaund a reuenge of Pio; com< 
plained that he in the meane timenow here,now there; in thepleaſant'coun- bm 
rrey of Aſia, and Aﬀeike, with aproud and ſubrill delay, did ſhift off rhe proofes % 
- brought againſt his lewdneſſe. For ic was commonly rumored , that Mariine, as I 
haue before ſaid, a woman infamous for poyſoning,was ſent toRome by C.Sentine, 
and being ſuddenly dead at Brundifium, had no rokenvpon her that ſhe had taken 
herowne bane ; and thatrhe poiſon was found hidden in a knarle of her haire. But - 
Piſo hauing ſent his ſonne before him to the citie, withleſſons how topacihe the © 
Prince,went towards Druſ#, not hoping to finde him cruell in his behalfe, for the 
death of his brother,but rather fauourable,as being ridof ſuch a concurrent. Trbe= 
ris to make a ſhew of vprighedealing,hauing entertained the yong man courte- 
ouſly, v{cd the like liberality towards him as he was accuſtomed ro dotothe neble 
mens children of ſuch as he was familiar with. Dr#f# anſwered him, that ifthe ac+ 
cuſations laid againſt him were true,the greateſt griefe ſhould be his: and for his 
ove part he could wiſh they ſhould be falſe and vaine; and tharGermariew death 
might bepreiudiciall tonone. Theſe words were openly vttered,, and not in ſecrers 
neicher was if doubtfull ar all, but that 7rberiz« had before hand taught him his lef- 
ſon; when as being plaine, EnpN,enn yong, yet ſhewed the cunning of the olde 
man. P;/ohauing paſt ouer the Valmarian ſea,and left his ſhips at Ancona,went by 
Picenum, & aftcr by the Flaminian way, ouertooke the legicn which was broughe 
from Pannonyto Rome, tolye in Garriſon in Aﬀeike : beeing common in euery 
mans mouth, how inthe campe and inthe way heedid often ſhew himſelfe torhe 
ſouldiers. From Narnia ( whetherit were to auoide ſuſpition, or becauſe fuch as 
ſdand infeare are irrefolute in rheir determinations) being conucyed by Nare , and 
anon after by Tiber, he increaſcd the euill will of the people towards him , becauſe 
hee landed neere the Czſars tombe : on aday when the ſhore was full of people : 
many followers aſterhim:and Plawcina accompanied with a traine of women, both 
pleaſant and cheerfull in countenance. Among other cauſes of enuie and heart» 
burning, Piſces houſe was one, looking on the marker place, rrimmed to feaſt 'and 
banket in, where nothing could bee hidden. Thenext day Fulcinius Trio accuſed 
Piſo before the Confſuls. Yitel14 and Yiranins, and the reſt which had followed 
Germanics,alleadgedthat that was their office, and tharTriohad no partthereinz 
and that as witneſles and openersof the cauſe, and nor as accuſers, they were tore= 
* portthatrwhich Germanicus had giuenthem in charge, Triorelinquiſhing theaccn- 
ſation,obtained licenceto accuſe his formerlife:and the Prince intreated toreceiue 
the hearing ofthe cauſe to himſelfe: which the defendant refuſed nor, as miſdoub- 
ting the Senators, and peoples good will : and contrary; being well aſſured that Ti- 
berins regarded not rumors, but would leane ro his morhers conſcience : and thar 
- the truth; or things beleeued and wreſtedro the worſt , might eaſily bee diſcerned 
"by one ludge : whereas hatred and enuiebeare the {way where there are many, 
Tizerius wasnot ignorant,how waighty a cauſe hee vndertooke , and howdiuerſly 
hee was cenſured : andtherefore calling ſome of his familiar friends about him , 
hearing the menaces of the accuſers; then the requeſt ofthe party arraigned, re- 
ferred the whole cauſe tothe Senare. In the meane ſeaſon, Druſis _— from 
Illyrium , although the Senators haddecreed, thar for recciving of Merobodury, 
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and exploits done the ſommer paſt, hee ſhould enterthe citic, ouant, or with a 
{mall criumph : yer deferring that honor for the time, he entcred privately. After 
that P:;/o had demaunded T. Arruntius, Fulcinius, A/inins Gallus, Aeſernius, Marcel- 
lus,Sext.Pompein for his aduocares; and allof the aleadging divers exculcs, A. Ze- 
piazs, L, Piſo, and Livencius Regulus vadertooke his defence: the whole citie being 
attentiue to know how Germanicss friends would ſticke vatq him ; what hope the 
partic arraigned had;wherher Tzberivs were able to maſter his affections, or would 
ſhew himſelfe. All theſe things were greedily expetted of the people: never ſhew- 
ingthemſeclues more atrentiue, nor at any time licencing themſclues a more ſecrer 
ſpecch of the Prince, orſuſpicious ſilence. The day that the Senat met, Ceſar made 
cc apremeditate oration, tempered in this ſort, ſaying ; That Po had beene his fa- 
« thers Lieutenant and friend, and giuen by hime0 Germanic as a coadiutor, by the 
« authority of the Senare, inthe adminiſtration of the affaires of the Eaſt : but whe- - 
« ther he had there exaſperated the yong Prince, through diſobedience. and conten- 
« tion ; and whether hee had ſhewed himſelfe glad of his death: or villanoufly had 
« Made him away; thatthey ſhould iudge of that with vpright conſciences. Forit 
<c being Lieutcnantyhe hath gone beyond the bounds of his office : and ſhaken off his 
« duty tohis Lordgenerall: and reioycedin his death,and my griefe : I will hate him, 
« andeſtrangehim from my houſe,and reuenge not the Princes,bur priuate grudges. 
« If any villanousdeede- be detected in bim worthie ofreuenge, euenin the death of 
cc any priuare perſon,affoord your ſelves, and Germaniees children,and vs , hisfather, 
cc Teaſonable and iuft comfort. And examine alſo whether ſeditiouſly ard muri-. 
« nouſly Pio hath ſtirred vp the armie : whether by ambition ke bath fought ro-win 
« the fauour of the fouldiers : whether hee returned into the prouince by force of 
« armes: or whether-theſe things be falſe; and made greater than hey are, by the 
e« accuſers: with whoſe ouergreat affe&ion Ihauec iuſt cauſe ro bee offended. For to 
« What purpoſe ſhould his bodie bee ſhewen naked, bee handled of the common 
« people; and bruted abroad among ſtrangers, as though hee had beene empoiſo- 
« ncd.z_iftheſe things be yer vncercaine, and areto be inquiredof ? Hament truc- 
y; and am grecued for my ſonne, and alwaies ſhall. But I hinder not the defen- 
ant, to alledge all he can, for the purgation of hisinnocencie: orif Germanicas 


cc 
c 
« had any fault woorthy of reprebenfion. And I beſeech you,not to take the crimes 
«c a5 already proucd,becauſe the cauſe is ioyned with my forrow. If either his necrnes 
« in bloud,or hisowne faithfulnes, hath yeclded him any ro defend his cauſe ; heipe 
« him,asmuch asin youlicth either by your eloquence or care, in this his extremity. 
« To the ſame labour and conſtancie, Iexhortthe accuſers. Germanicus this onely 
« priuiledge we will affoord aboue the lawes : that his death ſhall be rather inquired 
« of in the Curia,then inthe Forum:before the Senar, then other Indges. Ler all the 
« reſt be debated with like modeſty, nothing regarding Dreſns teares : or my griefe : 
« Orif any (launders be forged againſt me. After that the accuſers had two daies gi- 
* uenthemto bring in-their accuſations;8 after 6. daies were paſt,the defepdanthad 
three more toiuſtific himſelfe. Then Felcinizs began with ſtale and frivolous mar- 
rers: as that he had gonerned Spaine ambitiouſly,and couetouſly. Whereofbeing 
conuicted, he could not be intereſſed;if he could purge himſelfe of the later crimes: 
norifhe could defend himſelfe from that accuſation; yet was hee not acquitted, if 
greater matters were laid to his charge. After him Sernexs, and Feranius and Yi- 
rellivs with like affeQtion; but Fite{iws with greater cloquence obieRed that Piſs, 
for hatred to Germenicws and deſire of innovation, had fo farre corrupted the com- 
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lewdeſt forthe was called the father of thelegions, Further,that he had vſed cruel- 
ty againſt cucry good manzand eſpecially againſt Germanicm followers and friends: 
inthe end, that he had killed him with poiſon and enchantments.Then,that he and 
Plancinavied wicked ceremonies and ſacrifices:thathe had borne armes againſt the 
common-wealth : that he wouldneuer haue appeared in iudgement , had hee nor 
beene ouercome in battell. In many things hisdefence was weake : for hee could 
not denie but chathe had woone the ſouldier by ambition: or that he hadnotexpo- 
ſed the prouince as a prey, to the, lewdeſtſort : nor the iniurjous ſpeeches againſt 
the generall. Onely he ſcemed ro haue purged himfelfe of the empoyſoning:whieh 
indeed the accuſes did not ſufficiently prooue : accuſinghim to hauc empoiſoned 
Germanicas meat With his hand,which was infe@ed, as he ſate aboue him at a ban- 
quet. Foritſeemedabſurd,that he ſhould dare ſo bold an attempr, amongſt other 
mens ſ{eruants , in the ſight of fo many ſtanders by , and in Germanziens owne pre- 
ſence. And thcreupon he offered his familie,and was very earneſt that his ſeruitors 
might be examincd vpon the racke. But the Iudges were implacable fordiuersre» 
. ſpetts, Ce/ar becauſe he had made war againſt the prouince, the Senators, becauſe 
they couid neuer beleeue but thatGermanicas died by trecherie, andthat theyhad 
expoltulated the matter by letters the one to the other. Which Tiberins did no lefſe 
deniethan Pio. Wirhall, the outcric of thepeople was heard before rhe Senate 
houle, thar they would not temper theirhands, if he eſcaped by ſentence of the Se- 
nate. And they had drawne Piſoes images tothe Gemoniesz and broken themin 
peeces, if they had not beene ſaued,-and put in theirplaces againe, by the princes 
commaundement. Piſs was carried backe in a chariot, by a Tribune of the 
Pretorian band, diuerſly rumored : whether he followed him as a garde for hisſafe- 
tie,or execurioner of his death. Theljke hatred was toward Plancina,bur greater fa= 
uour, and therefore it was doubted, how farre Ceſars authority would reach in her 
behalfe. As long as there was any hope left for Piſo, ſhe promiſed to take part of 
whatſocuer fortune with him, andifit ſofellout, to be his companion in death. 


But ſhe wasno ſooner pardoned through Anguſtaes ſecret intreatie, butſhe began _ 


by lictle and lictle,tofeparate hir-ſelfe from hichusband, and bring hir defences a- 
part. The which when P:ſoperceiued, to aboade his vtter deſtruion, doubti 

whether he ſhou!d make any further triall in iudgement : his ſons perſwading him 
he hardneth himſclfe,and goeth once againetothe Senate. Where his accuſation 
being renewed, and the Senators voices againſt him; and hauing endured all things 
aduers and crue!l: he was amazed atnorhing more,than that he ſaw Tiberius with- 
out pitie, without anger,reſolute, and not ſwaied with any affe&tion.Being brought 
home from thence, as though he had premeditated ſome iuſtification for thenexr 
day.; he writeth,ſealerh, and deliuereth ſome few lines vnto a freedman. This done, 
he gauehimſelfeto the accuſtomed carc ofhis body. Then the night being farre 
ſpent,his wife going out of the chamber ; he commaundeth the dooresto be ſhur, 
and the next morning earely, he was found with his throat cut, the ſword lying on 
the ground. IrememberThauc heard of auncientmen, that Piſo was often ſeento 
haue a little booke inhis hands which hee publiſhed not : bur as his friendsfaid, ir 
contained T1beriws letters,8& Commiſſion againſt Germenicas; and that he had pur- 
poſcd todiſcloſe it to the Lords of the Senate, and accuſe the Prince; had heenot 
beene deluded by Seianws vaine promiſes , and that hee killed. not kale, but 
thatſome one was ſent co murder him. But I will nor aſſure either of thoſe things, 
although I ought not to conceale it tohauc been vrtered by thoſe, which liued vncil 
Icameto mans eſtate. | 
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I1I. Piſoes letters to Tiberius: Plancina 
& quit. 


cAEſar having changed his countenance into ſadnes: perſwading himfelfe 
_ that, thardeath of Piſces would breede him enuic : queſtioned of in Senar 
how Pifo had behaued himſelfe, the day before he died; & how he had paſſed 
thelaſtnight. And hee anſwering moſtthings wiſely 3 and ſome inconliderately ; 
cc reciteth the contentsofthe writing made by Piſo almoſt as followeth.Being oppreſ- 
« ſed by the conſpiracies of my enemies, and enuie of afalſe crime: fofar, that there 
« isnoplacelefrto my innocency and truth : Icall the immortall gods to witnes 0 
cc Ceſar, thatT haue liued with all loyaltic towards thee 3 and no lefle duery towards 
« thy mother. And Tbeſcech you, that you would be an aide and ſtay vnto my chil- 
« dren Among which Cn.Pifs is guilcleſſe of my fortune whatſocuer it be: ſeeing he 
c« hathliued all chis while in the citie. A. P;/o did alwaies difiwade mce from retur- 
« ning to Syria. And I would to God, Ihad rather yeelded to the counſell ofmy — 
« yoonglonnie, then he tohis olde Father. And thereforel beſeech you tfoſt car- 
« neſtlic, that being innocent, hee ſuffer not the puniſhment of my demerit. By 
« the ſeruice of five and fortie yeeres, by the fellowſhip of the Conſulſhip which we 
« bore together, once liked of Auguſtus the father, and a friend to thee; Irecommend 
cc vnto thee as my laſt requeſt, my vnfortunate ſonnes life. Of Planciza he added no- 
word. After this, Tiberiws excuſed the yoong man of the ciuill warres, becauſe the 
ſonne could not diſobeythe fathers commandement: withall, hee had compaſſion 
onthenoblenes ofhis houſe, and his owne heauy fortune, howſocuer he had deſer- 
ued. Of Plencins hee ſpake with ſhame and diſcredit : pretending his mothers in- 
rreatie: againſt whome eucry good man was incenſed, and ſecretly complained, 
« ſaying : Is it larvfull then for the grandmother to looke vpon the murdereſſe of her 
cc nephew, talke with her, and take her out of the hands of the Senate, that juſtice 
c« mightnot be executed?Shalnotthathaue place in Germenicus,which the law doth 
c permit all orher citizens?Czſar was bewailed by Yitefins and Yeranim : Plancina de- 
« fended by the Emperour and © Auguſ/a: thatnow ſhee might conuert her $kill and 
« poiſons which ſve had fo happily experimented, againſt _Merippire and her chil- 
cc dren,and ſatiatthe good grandmother & vncle with the bloud of a moſt miſerable 
c« houſe. Twodaies were ſpent vnder colour of examining the cauſe:Tiberims vrging 
Piſoeschildren, ro defend their mother : and when the accuſers and witneſſes, had 
ſpoken a vie againſt her, and no man anſwered for her , pitie encreaſed more than - 
enuic againſt her. CAwrelixs Cotta being firſt demaunded his opinion ( for Ceſar 
propounding the caſe , the magiſtrates ſpake firſt) gaue his cenſure that the me- 
mory of P;/o ſhould be blotted out of the Chronicles : that part of his goods ſhould 
beconfiſcated; and part beſtowed vpon Gr. Piſs his ſonne ; with condition that hee 
ſhould change his name :that 24. Pio being depoſed from his dignitie, and recei- 
* Abae.z9060 WINg * fiftic hundred thouſand ſeſterces, ſhould be exiled for ten yeares : and Plan- 
us cinees life pardoned ar the ſujre of Aug»ſts.Diuers points of that ſentence were mi- 
tigated by the Prince;as that Piſoes name ſhould not be wiped out of the Faſti: ſee- 
ing that Af. _Lntonirs,who had made warre againſt his countrey; and Iuline Anto- 
#izs namey,who had violated Auguſ{us houſe, remained: and M. Piſo he delivered 
from infamic, and graunted him his Fathers goods, neuer as I haue often ſaid, 
greedie of money: and at that time more caſfilierpleaſed , for ſhame that Plencine 


was quit. And when Yalerizs Meſſalinus propounded, that there ſhould an image 
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of gold bz ſer vpin Mers theirrevengers temple : and C cine Seuerns an altarere- 
Qed to reuenge. He hindred borh, alleaging thatthoſe things were to be dedicated 
and offered for forren vitories,and that domeſticalladuerlities oughtro be buried 
in ſorrow. Meſ/alinzs added, that thanks ſhould be ginento Tiberius and Auguſta, 
to Antonie and Agrippina,and to Druſusfor Germanicss reuenge, not once mentio- 
ning Claudins.And LeAfprenas asking Meſſalinus before the Senate, whether hee 
had willingly omitted him ? Claudius name was then firſt added. The more I me- 
ditate with my ſelfe of things done both in olde and latter times; the more the vn- 
certainties and vanities of fortune-in morrall affaires come ro my remembrance z 
for in fame,hope,cſtimation,all men were ratherdeſtined to the ſoueraigntie, then 
he, whom fortune hadkept hiddenfor the furure monarch. A fewdaies after Ceſar 
perſwaded the Lordsof the Senate to beſtow the dignity of Prieſthood vpon Yirel- 
lins Feranius,and Seruexs : and-hauving promiled his voiceto Falciniusfor the ob- 
taining of any dignity, -aduiſed him not to ouerthrow his eloquence with raſhnes. 
Andthat was the ende'of reucnging Germanicas death: many things diuerſly re- 
ported; not onely among ſuch as then liued, bur in times conſequent, So doubtfull 
are all waighry matters; whileſt ſome rake all as certaine, howſocuer they heare it; 
others reporta trueth otherwiſe then it is: poſterity addingroboth. 


LIII. IWarres renewed in Africke under Tacfarinas: 
.. who # defeated by Apronius: Lepida | 
condemned for changinz | 
—_—8 . 


Vt Druſus being gorie out of thecitie, orice more to leatne future things by 
the fiying of birds; cntererh in againe , with a ſmall triumph. Anda fewe 
daies after Yipſavie his mother dicd, onely of all Agrippes children , of a naru- 
rall death: becauſe it was certainely-belecued, that ſome died by the ſword;others 
by poyſon or famine. The ſame yeere T acfarinas, who asI haue ſaid wasthe laſt 
ſommer driuenout by Camilus, renueth the warre in Aﬀeicke: arthe firſt by ro- 
uing pilages z vnreuenged by reaſon of his ſudden comming,rhen by waſting of vil 
lages; and carrying away great booties;and laſt of all not far fromthe river Pagyda 
he befieged aRomane cohort. One Deerius was Captaineof the fort , a luſty man, 
and of good skill in matters of warre : who taking that beſieging as a diſgrace to 
himlelfe ; encourageth his ſovldiers ro fight in open field ; and marſhalled his 
armie in order of battell before the fortreſſe. The cohort being beaten back at the 
firſt brugt: he runnethin among the weapons of ſuch asfled;zrebuking the ſtandard 
berers,that a Roman ſouldier would ſhew his back, to a few vntrainedraw traitors. 
And having recciued wounds;and an cie ſtroken out; yerputhimſelfe inthe face of 
thecnemie; neucrleauing off fighting, vntill he was torſakenof his companie and 
!lincin theplace.VVhich when L. Apronius (whoſucceeded Camillas)vnderitood: 
being moreperplexed with the ſhame of his own pope cenglory of the enemy : 
hedraweth ourhylot ( arare matrct in thoſe daies though in old timespraQtiſed) 
euery tenth perſon of the difhonorable band,& beateth him with cudgelsto death. 
Which ſeucrity wrought ſo great good, that an enſigne of 01d ſouldiers, iynumber 
not aboue five hundred,defeated Tucfarrnas armic,going abourtto aſſault a forrcal- 
led Thala. In which barttell Ruffus Heluius , a common ſoufdier gotthe credit of 
— acitizens life, on whom Z. Apronius beſtowed chaines and a ſpear. Cefar 
added a ciuicall crowneto them, finding faultrather thenoffended, that ms 
| A 
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had not giuen it by hisproconſularie authority. Bur Tecfarinas perceiving the Nu- 
midiansto be danted, and refuſing to beſiegeanylonger, ſcattered his war, giuing 


ground when he waspurſued: and following a freſh when their backs were turned. 
Which manner of Gohr vied by the Barbarign,moleſted and kept the Roman plaie, 
tono purpoſe. Bur after that greedy ofpray,hee drew to theſea coaſts, andthere 
encainped: © pronins C:ſianus being ſent thither by his fathers appointment,with 
a troupe of hoxſemen and aid cohorts;adding vnto them thereadieſt of the legions; 
had a profperousfight , anddroue the Numidianto the deferts. Lepida , who be- 
ſides the honour of the Aemilianfamily, from-which ſhee was deſcended; had Z. 
Sulls and Cn. Pompeius for hir greatgrand-fathers , was accuſed at Rome, for faig- 
ning hirſelfe ro have had a child; by P. 2uirinias, arich man and without children; — 
and alſo of adulreries and empoiſonings ': and that ſhee had conſulted with the 
Chaldeans againſt the houſe of C#ſar: hir brother Manins Lepidas defending her - 
cauſe. | 2nirinize being offended , andſeparated from hir a had commiſeration 
onhir, although ſhe were both infamous and faulty,In the hearing of that cauſc,ic 
was hard togeſſe the Princes mitid;hedid forurne and wind himſelfe, and inter- 
lace tokens of anger with Clemencie : hauing firſt of allrequeſted that matters of 


| treaſon ſhould not bee debated at that time.' Then he drew 24. Sernilizs,once Con- 


ſull, and other witneſſes to broach ſuch matter; which he would ſcem to haue ſup- 
preſſed:and ſent to the Conſuls Zepidaes ſeruants,whom he hadgarded before with 
a companie of ſouldiers:& would not ſuffer themto anſwerby torture,to ſuch inter- 
rogatories as did appertaine to his houſe. Neitherthat Drafts Conſull cle ſhould 
firſt yeeld his opinion : which ſome conſtrued ro be a point of ciuiliry 3 that others 
ſhould not bee forced todoe thelike : others did wreft ittocruelty : and that he 
ſhould neuer have giuen place, but to condemnethe party called in queſtion. Zee 
pida; the day of heating , falling out when the playes were to be ſhewen; entring 
the Theatre with a eompany otnoble women : calling on hir anceſtours with a 
dolefulllamentation; and Pompey himſclfe , whoſe monuments and images were 
there in view : mouedſuch great compaſhon,that the youu guſhing outinreares, 
began to curſe 2«iriniws: wiſhinghim allcruelty arid misfortune:ypon whom be- 
ing old and without children, and of baſe parentage, (hee was beſtowed, who had 
once becne deſtined a wife for L.C/ar,and daughter inlaw ro _dngsfiw.Not long 
after her lewde behauiour was diſcouered; by torturing her ſlaues: and all ofthem 
condeſcended vnto Rubeliizzs Blandus opinion, which was that ſhe ſhould be bani- 
ſhed. Druſus yeelded vnto his opinion, although orhers were mildlier bent. Then 
Scaurns,who had had a daughter by her,obtained thather goods ſhould not be c5. 
fiſcate.Arlaſt Tiberis declared,thathe was aſſured allo by P. 2uiriniss lauesthat 
ſhe ſoughr ro poyſon himyas being an enemy alwaies to noble houſes. And ſoin a 
ſhort compaſſe of time, the Calphurnians loſt P;/o: and the Acmilians Zepids. Bur 
D.Silenus being reſtored to the Iunian family,was a comfort vnto it:whoſe fortunes 
Iwilllay downe.

S fortune was fauourable to Hugv7w in goucrnment of fate, ſo in houſe-

niſhed with death or exile. For percciuing the offence to bee common in the 


mouth both of man and woman ; and terming itby a rigorous name, ofreligion 
violated;

violated, ortreaſon; hee paſſed the bounds of his aunceſtorsclemencie , and his 
owne lawes. But I will lay downe the ends ofothers, and what hath happened 
in that age: if hauing finiſhed this which I haue begun I ſhall have longer life, 
ro vndertake further matter. Decius Silanwe , who was accuſed ro haue commitr- 
ted adulrerie with Luguſtrzs Neece, although there was no ſeuere puniſh - 
ment decreed againſt him, then that hee ſhould bee depriued of Ceſars friend- 
ſhip; yer interpreting that tobe a baniſhment , durſt neuerintreat pardon ofthe 
Senare and the Prince , vntill Tiberius came ro beEmperour; and that by his bro« 
ther Af. Sl: credit and authority , for his great nobility and eloquence highly 
eſteemed, Bur Si'ayws thanking Tiborins: hee anſwered before the Lords of the Se- 
nate, thathe was glad of his brothers returne from a long peregrination : and hat 
he might lawfully ſo do,becauſe hee wasnort expulſed by decree of Senate or law: 
yetthat the offence commirred againſt his father , was entire: and that by Silazzs 


returne,thoſe things were not made fruſtrate which CY#g»ſtus had decreed. Here- 


maincd after this inthe citic, but as a private man without office. After —_— 
debared the matter concerning the moderation of the law Papia poppea , whic 
Ang»ſtucs ſtroken in yeeres, had ordained after the Iulianlawes, for augmenti 
the puniſhmeut of ſingle life,and enriching the publicke treaſure. Neither for a 
thar, were mariages and education of children the more frequented : the ſingle 
lifchaving taken ſtrong roote : whereby the multitude of the endangered by rhe 
law, growing greater, moſt houſes were ſubuerted by the interprerations of enfor- 


mers: and as heretofore through lewdneſſe of life : ſo now by lawes the eſtate of - 


many was ouerthrowne. This giueth me occaſion to ſpeake'more ar large of the 


_— of lawes; and by what meanes we are come to ſuch aninfinite multitude + 


variety of them. In moſt auncient rimesno diſordinate deſire raigned ; cuene 
man liued without reproch and vice ; and therefore without puniſhment and re- 
ſtrait of lawes; neither was there anynecd ofreward, when as euery man deſired 
honeſt things of his owne wil: and where nothing was demanded againſt cuſtome , 
nothing was forbidden by feare. Bur afrer that equality was baniſhed, and thar 
ambition and violence creptin, inſtead of modeſtie and ſhame rule and domi- 
nion tooke footing, and continued for euer among many nations. Some preſently, 
orafrerthey were weary of Kings, defired rather lawes: which'ar the firſt were 
fimple,mens minds being yerrude. And aboue the reft, fame commended 'thoſe of 
the Crerenfians which Aixos gaue: and thoſe of the Sparreans, which Zycirgw : 
and notlong after S#/ow preſcribed more, and more exquiſite, to the people of A- 
thens. Romulus rulcd vs as pleaſed himfelfe : then Name boundrhe people with 
ceremonies , and diuine lawes : fome were foundout by Tullmwand 4rnexe; butrhe 


chiefcſt law-maker was Sernize T wlizs , which kings themſelnes were bound to c-' | 


bey. Tarquiniue being driven out ; the people made many againft the factions of 


- the Senators , todefend theirlibertie and eſtabliſh concord, ' Then ten men were 
choſen, to colle@ all the beft lawes of other countrieszout of which they co ed - 


rwelue tables: the endof law and equity. As forthe lawes which followed, al-* 
though they were ſometimes made againſt malefaQtors for theirmiſYemeanours3 
yernotwithſtanding forthe moſt part, they were brought inthrough the diſſention 
ofthe communalty andnoblemen : for gerting of vnlawfull dignities; or driving 
ourofnoble men; orother diforders. By this occaſion, the 'Graccht , and the Satar- 
##iwere diſturbers of the people : and Dr#ſws no lefſeprodigall viiderprerence of. 
the Scnatorsname,corrupted his companions with hope,or mocked them by fun-' 
dric oppoſitions againſt them. Neither did they omitinthe warre of Italie , —_— 
| e 
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theciuill warre, tomake many lawes : vnill Z.Su#athe DiQator, the former lawes 


cither aboliſhed or changed:after he had added many vato them; forbareſomtime 
for making any more, though notlong by reaſon of ade turbulence demaunds : 


and becauſe thatnotlong after, licence wasyeclded the Tribunes ro manage the 
people, as themſcluesluſted. And now not in generall, bur againſt particularmen 
'Iawes wereordained: and thereby.in a common wealth _——_— 3 lawes vpon 
Jawes were multiplied. Then C», Pompeius being athird time Couſull', and choſen 
forreformation of manners ; being more ſeuerc in puniſhing then the offence de- 
ſerued;wasthe author and ouerthrower of his owne lawes : and loſt thoſe things by 
_ armes,which he had defended by armes. . From that time forward there was conti- 
nuall diſcord twenty yeeres together: no cuſtome; no law obſerued : the moſt lew- 
deſt enterpriſes eſcaped vnpuniſhed: and many vndone for well doing. Ar length 
Auguſtus Ceſar being the Fa timeConſull, and ſetledin the ſtate aboliſhed thoſe 
things, which being Triumuir himſelf had commanded : and gaue new lawes to be 
obſcrued in time of peace and ynder aPrince. Straighterlawes were made by him; 
and ſpics appointed to warch the tranſgrefſors:and may induced through recom- 

ences granted by the law Papia poppza; that if any forbeare from the priuiledges 
of parents,ceaſt from mariage, and had no.children : that then. the people who was 
the common father of all,fhould inherit their goods. But the pickthanks went far- 
ther, andinformed againſt many,not only.in the city,but alſo through all Italy,and 
whereſocuer llc the citizens were:and overthrew many mens eſtates, and drouc a 
terrorinto all: if T;beriws in prouiding a remedy had not choſen by lor, fiue ſuch as 
had beeue Confſuls fiue as had beene Pretors, and ſo many of the reſt of the Sena- 
tors, which ſoluing many intricate quirks of this law,were ſome caſe for the preſent 
UMe., . | | | 


_ VI. Nero#s recommended by Tiberius tothe Senate:and 
Hy marrieth with Julia, Druſus 
i daughter. 

. Bout the ſame time,herecommended Nero one of Germanitzs children, now 
"1 entered into his youth , tothe Lords, of the Senate : and requeſted thathee 
©, - Mighrbediſpenſed with for the office of Views : and (which toallmen 
ſecmed ridiculous)be lawfull torhim ro demaund the Queſtorſhip, fiue yeeresfoo- 
ner then che lawes did permit: pretending that the ſame was graunted him and his 
brother at Aaguſius requeſt.But doubt nor, but at that time,ſome ſecretly laughed 
at thatdemaund, Yettheſe were the firſt beginnings of Ceſars riſing; andthe aun- 
cient cuſtome moxe in cuery mans cies: and alighter band of alliance , held tobee 
berwixtthe father in law, and his wiues children ; thenthe grandfather and his ne- 
how: The Pontificalldignitic was likewiſe beſtowed vpon him : and the firſt time 

entred the place of commonaſſemblics; he gaue the people a donatiue : verie 
ioyfull to ſee Germanicus ofspring now of full age. Their ioy was augmented by 
Neroes marrying of 1#/ia, Druſus daughter. And as theſethings were gratefullco the 
people 3 ſo went it againſt their ſtomacks, that Seienwe ſhould be deſtinedfatherin 
lawtoClaxndiu fon:as adiſparagement totheirnobility:& that at their own motion 
they exalted Sezanzs,wpho coceiucd ouer great hopesin his mind. In the end of that 
yecre died Z.Yolatiue & Sal.Crifpus,cwonoble perſonages, Folnſius was deſcended 
of an auncient ſtocke, but neuer = then a Pretors roome : himſelfe obtained 


a Conſulsroome: & was made Cenlor for the chuſing of bands of horſemen 8 = 


of (ornelius Tacitus. 73 
Fiſt gatherer of riches, whereby that houſeroſe tothargreatnes.' Crifpus waSagen- 
-tietnan borne, and ſo called and adopred by thav excellent writer of theRoman Hi- 
ſtorie C. Sel{uftras, becauſe he was his fiſters nephew. Buthe,akhough he had#tea- 
dic encranceforobtaining ofdignitics; yer following the example of Alecenu ne- 
uer once being Senator, had greater authority and power, than many which had 
triumphed and beene Conſfuls. Yer differed from his aunceſtors 'mmanner of life; 
as being near,fine, and bounnfull, veryncere riotouſnes; and wasof a great capa- 
citic,andin courage ableto performe greatmatters:'andſo muchthe morehuely; 
by how much in verer ſhew-he ſeemed droufie and heauie metled. Therefore whi- 
teſt Mecenas lined, next vnto him his creditwasbeſt : and after His dearh', truſted 
with greateſt ſecrets of ſtate; and privie rorhe murdering of Po#hvmns Agrippac; * 
and gromne into yeeres held rather' aſhadowe of the Princes friendſhip, then 
the ſubſtance. Euen ſo fell it out with Macenes : cither fo by the couftef the 
heauens decreed,thar Princes fauouris feldome euerlaſting; orbecauſe bothhaue 
their fill: choſe when they haue giuen all they can;thefe wheni there isnothing left 
4t0deſfire. Now followeth the fourth time Teberias; and rhe ſecond that Dyruſws © 
was wade Conſfull : a thing worthy of remembrance; thar the father and theſonne 
were fellow officers: for two yecres before, Germanicus had the fame dignity with 
Tiberius : but that was noioy to the vncle ; neither heeſo neere inblood vnro him. 
lathe beginning of thatyeere Tiberius went to Campania, vader colourof getting 
his healch; yet indeed by little ar: little to abſenchimſclfe; orelle thar the father * 
being away, Druſ#s might alone manage the whole Conſulſhip. Ir fell our by 
meere chance; thar a'matter of ſmall momenr growing to a waighty contention, 
brought the yoong manto great credir. Domitius Corbulo, who had becnePretor, *® 
complained before the Lords of the Senate on Z.Su/ anoble yoong man, thathee 
gauchim nor the place ar aplay of fencers. ForCorbulo,made his age; the cuſtome ' 
of the countrey; and the fauourof the anncientmen : on the other ſide, Mamercus 
Scaurus and L.Arruntias,and other of his kinred;ftucke vato Su{s; Orations were 
made on both ſides: and examples of old rimes broughe, ſharpely rebuking the ir- 
reucrence of youth: vntill Draſss qualifted the matter with afir diſcourſe; andCor- 
buls fatisfied by Mamercus.cthe moſt excellentOraror of histime,and vncle ; andfa- 
therinlaw to S»{s. The ſame Corbwlocxclaimingthat many high waies of Italy 
were broken}, and not paſſable ; by reaſon of the fraud of the vndertakers of the © 
worke,and negligence of the magiſtratesin great; acceprteth willingly the finiſting 
of that buſines. Which did no ſomuch turne to a publike benefit, as the deftrution 
of many - whoſe wealth and fame he tyranniſed by condemning them, andſetting 
their goods to ſale. | | 


VII. IWhether Captaines and Gouernonurs of Prouinccs ſhould 
haue there wines with them, - | | 


_ Otlong after , Tiberizs ſentletrersto the Senate; aduertifing them _ 

Tacfarinas incurſions, Aﬀrike was againe in armes : and-that with the aduiſe 

of the Lords it were needfull,thata Proconſullwere choſen, skilfull in mar- 

rers of warre; of an able bodie,and a ſufficientman for this warre. Which entrance 

Sextus Pompcius having gotten,of vetering his malice againſt Af. Lepidus 3 accuſed 

him to be a coward,beggerly,and a diſhonour to his aunceſtars; and therefore not 
ro beadmitred tolor, for r gouernement of Aſia. The Sgnators were on his 
ſide; who thought Lepidas rather-mecre _y a coward ; and-the ſmall I 
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lett him by hisfather; and his nobility paſt withourreproch,, rather they iudged a 


credit, then an ignominie, And therefore hee was ſent into Afta. And touching 


Aﬀeica,it wasdecreed thatCezſar ſhould chuſe one himfelfe for that charge. Whi- 
leſttheſe things were a doing, Sexerus Cx5ina was of opinion , that no' magiſtrate 
vnto whom ſhouldfall the gouernment of a Province, ſhould haue his wife follow 
him :-hauingfitſtoften repeated, the good agreement betwixt him-and his wite:: 
that he had ſixe children by hir: and thatheepropounded nothing publikely ro bee 
execmed,which be had not obſerued at home: nor ſuffering his ro goe out of lraly, 
c« alkhough hc had had cemmandetie in wars forty yeeres in many Provinces. It was 
« notin yaine, ſaide hee,ordained in times paſt, that women ſhould not be drawen 
« to confederares & forreinnations. For it was incident where women followed,that 
«« inpeace they were a hinderance by riot and ſumpruouſneſſe: in warre by feare;and 
« madetheRomane armie;, like the Barbarians going to warre. Thar ſexe was nor 
c« onely weake and vnableto take paine; bur ifir got the bridle,cruell, ambitious and 
« greedy ofrule. To marche among the ſouldiers, to haue the Centurions at com- 
« mand; we haue ſcene a woman of late:and ro onerſee the cohorts exerciſe,andthe 
«« legions horſe-races, That they ſhould conſider, that asvft as any were accuſed of 
« extortion and polling, more was obieRed againſt their wiues, then themſclues. 
« Tharthe lewdeſt erſons of the provinces, did by and by cleaue vnto them. _ 
«« would intermeddle and conclude of all affaires : by this meanes two were courted, 
cc and two judgement ſcats.VVomen being wilfull; command proudly; and brideled 
* bythe Oppian and other lawes; now having gotten the raines in their hands, rule 
houſes,places of iudgements, and armies. This was heard bur with the good liking 


+ ofafew: manyinterrupting him, and ſaying,that that was not the matterpropoun- 


& ded, nor Ccis« a fit cenſurer toſway a matter offo great importance. Yalerius Meſ- 
<« /allinus Jorne vito Meſſalls, in whom appeared the image of his fathers eloquence, 
« anſwered immgdiately asfollowerh. Many hard andirkſome cuſtomes of our pre- 
« deceſlors,hauc bcene changed into the betterand pleaſanter.Neither was the city 
«© beſieged as in times paſt: or the prouinces atdefiance with vs, and ſome few things 
<« are graunted to womens neceſhities: which areſo farre from ouercharging the con- 
<« federates; thatthey are nor burdenſome to their husbands houſes. Other things

«© were common as well to rhe husband as the wife;zand no hinderance at all thereia 


< to peace. True it is, that warres are to be vndertaken by armed men : but vnto ſuch 
«c axzeturne after theirlabours, what more hqneſter ſolace than a mans wife ? Buc 


 « ſome haue fallen into ambition and couctouſneſſe. Vhat ? of magiſtrates them- 


«ſclues, arenotmany of them ſubie& vnto ſundry affeQions ? yet it cannotbe, that 
«© none ſhould bee ſent into the Province. Bur ——_ the husbands haue beene 
< corrupted bythe naughtines of their wiues , are therefore all ſingle men vncorrupr? 
<« The Oppian lawes were once invſe,the ſtateof the commonwealth ſo requiring ; 
<« bur afterward ſomewhat of their rigor was remitted and mitigated, becauſe it was 
<« then expedient. Itwas in yaine to couer our cowardlineſſe with new names ; for ir 
« was the Cabal faulr,ifthe woman exceeded the meane. In fine, it were not well 
« done forthe weakeneſſe of one ortwo, torake from husbands their companion in 
« pioporons and aduerſe fortune: and withall,a ſexe weake and ar narure, to 
5 beleft alone,and expoſed by her owne licentiouſnes , tothe Juſt of others. Marri- 
© mony could hardly be kept vndefiled, their husbands being|preſent : what would 
© became ofthem,if they be forgorten for many yecred;as it were by diuorce- 
© ment?therefore they ſhould fo preuenrfaults commirred abroad, _ they forger

© not the diſhonours of the citic. Dr#/#s added ſomewhat of his —

and that Princes moſt often viſitthe remoreſt partsof their Empire. How ofthad 
Auzuitus offamous memory gone tothe Eaſt and Weſt,accompanicd with Liuia? 

Thar himfelfe,had gone to 1llyriumzand if it were expedient,wasready togoec into 
other countries:but yer not alwaies willingly,if he ſhould be drawne from bis moſt 
deere wite,and mother of ſo many children,common berweene them both.

V I1I. What abuſes were committed by ranning to the Princes | 
imazes. Warres in Thrace, | 


Henext day rhat the Senat met,Tiberiws hauing couertly rebuked the Lords 
of the Senate by letters, becauſe they did cal all the cares onthe Princes 
neck,nominated A. Lepidizs,and Iunius Bleſus,one of them to be choſen Pro- 

conſull of Aﬀeike. And both of them being heard, Lep:dws very earneſtly excuied 

himlelfe; pretending the teeblenesof his body ; his childrens age; and a daughter 
mariageable: reſpeQing alſo( though thereof he made no mention) that Bleſws 

was Seranws vncle,and therefore ſure ro carry it away.Bleſws anſwered as though he 

would hauerefuſed,but not with the like aſlerieration asthe other;yer had a fauou- 

rable hearing of flatterers. Then many ſecret complaints were made known : for 
eucry lewd companion, if he could catch hold on Cſars image , mightfreely, and 
withour puniſhment, iniury honeſt men wichour opprobrious ſpeeches, &rayle en- 

vie againſt them:yca, freed men andbond(laues alſo,were teared threatning with 

words and fiſts their patrons and maſters. VVhereupon C.Ce#ti#s a Senator vttered 

theſe ſpeeches: That indecede Princes were like varo gods: bur yet the gods heard. 

no ſupplications bur uſt : neirher had any refuge tothe Capitol, orother temples 

of the cirie, that they ſhould vie that as a defence againſt all miſdemeanour..Thar,, © 

the lawes were aboliſhed and vtrerly ouerthrowne : ſeeing that CAwmnia Rufille 
whom hee had condemned of fraud before the Iudge , did threaten, -and.yſe re-,_ 
prochfull ſpeeches againſt him, in the place of afſemblics and before the;Curia;,. 

hee not daring to rrie the lawe with her, becauſe ſhee: had Cz/ars image. ovier a-,, 

gainſt her. Others mutrercd the like , or bittererſpeechesthan theſe : and-be-, , 

ſought Dru{#5 that hee would ſhew exemplarie puniſhment vpon her: and being 

called and conuifted, was condemned to priſon. Likewiſe Confidins _Aequns, 

and Celius Curſor, Gentlemen of Rome, were by commaundement of che Prince, 

and order of rhe Senate puniſhed, for forging crimes of treaſon againſt the Pre+: 

tor MagiusCaclianns. Both turned to Druſus commendation, becauſe that by 

him who conuerſed in the citie withall companies, in familiar communication 

theſecretdeſeignments of his father were qualified. Neither did the yoong mans 

riot greatly diflike them ; reputing it a lefler fault, ro employ the day in buildings, 

and the night in banquerting; than giuen tono pleaſures, alone heauily-to'paſſe 

the daicin lewde practiſes and deuifes. For T:berins and the accuſers were not: 

yet wearicd, But Ancharins Priſcus accuſed Cxſiss Cordus,Proconlull of Creete, 

of powling the country: and added treaſon , which was a ſupply when all other 

accuſations failed. When Ce/ar perceined that 4nti#iusVetus, one of the chicfe 

noble men of Macedonia, was acquitted of adulteric laid rohis charge: hauing re- 
buked the Iudges,drew him in againe, topurge himlelfe of treaſon: as being ſediri- 
ous an4 a confederate with Rheſcuportsin his counſels , when as hauing flaine his 
brott er Cotys; hee intended warre againſt vs. VWhereupon he was baniſhed imoan 
IlanJ; neither commodious for Macedonia, nor Thrace.For Thrace, the kingdome 
OE being 


that the ſouldiers fell rogerherby the cares whenthey hear 
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beeing dinided betwixt Rhemetalces and Cotys children ; vato whom by reaſon of 


rheir infaticie, Trebalienus Rufws was made Twor ; through the ſtrangenes of our 
mannetrs;fell torebell a freſh : nolefſe blaming Rhemeralces then Trebellienus , be- 


cauſe they ſuffered the iniuries doneto the people to eſcape vnpuniſhed. The Coe. 


lalerz,atid rhe Odruſerz, all ſtrong nations; tooke armes vnder diuers Capraines, 
for baſenes of birthnotvnlike:and therfore could not grow to any cruel! bartel. For 


- ſome troubled che preſent ſtate;ſome paſled the hill Hzmus, to draw ſuch rothem 


asdwelt a far off: moſt of them, andthoſe of better gouernment, beſiegedthe King 
and the citic Philippopolis, built by Philip King of Macedon. Which when. P.ef- 
leius vnderſtood, who was Captaine of the next armie: he ſent a certaine company 
ofhorfemen, and a band of foormen lightly appointed,againſt thoſe which romed 
about forpillage;ortoſecke moreſuccour : himſelfe brought his ſtrength of foot- 
mentoraiſcthe ſiege; all ending proſperouſly; the forragers {laine; and a diſſention 
growing amongſtthe beſfiegers : the King fallied out againſt theſezthe legions arri- 
uedin ſexkon able time. This deſerued notche name of any army or ben which 


© afew vnfurniſhed ſtraglers were ſſaine wichour any bloud-ſhcd on ourſide. 


IX: TheGalli vnable to pay their taxations rebell: Julius Florus 
ERP? . and ulius Sacrouir being their Captaines, 

T* Heſameyere the cities of G i Was en0r2 they were greatly indebted,began 
a rebellion: the chicfeſt firebrand among the Treueri beeing alive Florw, 
_*  andwith the Acdui /ulius Sarouir :bothnobly deſcended, and whoſe aunce- 
ſtors had atchicued valiant as 3 and therefore made citizens of Rome: then arare 
thing,and a guerdon onely of vertue. They by ſecret conferences, having drawen 
to them the moſt audacious; or ſuch whoſe pouerty or feare of puniſhments for 
theirmiſdeeds, were ready to plunge themſelues into any enterpriſe : reſolued that 


 Florweſhould ſtirvp the Belgi,and Sacroxir the French neerer athand.ln their con- 


venticlesthereforc and meetings; they began to caſt out ſeditious ſpeeches of their 
continuall tributes;thegreatnes of vſury; the cruelty & gary of gouernours; & 

of Germanicas death. 
Thar that was a notable time offered, of recouering their liberty : ifnow in their 
flouriſhing eſtare they would weigh,how poore lraly wasz how weak the city ſoul- 
dierz\andno ſtrength in the armics, but what was in ſtrangers. There was almoſt 
no citie which was not infe&ted with the ſeeds of that commotion. The Andeca- 
uians,-and the Turonians were the firſt which burſt out : of which the Andeca- 
uians/were ſubdued, by the Licutenant Czcilins CAniols ; with a bande of men 
which lay in garriſon at Lugdunum. The Turonians were overthtowne by thele- 
gionary-ſouldier z which Y:ſeliws Yarro, Lieutenant of lower Germanic, ſent vnder 
the ſame Captaine<A#io/a: and certaine of the chiefe gentlemen of Gallia,which 
broughthim aide; the better thereby to cloake their reuolt,and when occaſion ſer- 
ued;rebell with more aſſurance. Sacroxir was ſeene to demaund bartell of the Ro- 
mans bare-headed,as he ſaid to ſhew his valour : but the captaines ſaid he did ito 
make himſelfe the better knowne ; thereby to be ſpared from their darts. Tiberize 
being conſulted vpon thar point, made no reckoning of rhe diſcloſing of it ; bur 
nouriſhed the warre by doubting. Flor in the meane time held on his purpoſe z 
enticed a wing of horſemen, enrowled at Treuers,and trained vp inour ſeruice and 
diſcipline; that hauing ſlaine the Roman Merchants,which there ved traffickez he 
might begin the warre: fewof the horſemenwere —_— ; but moſt continued 


in theiralleageance. Other rude indebted perſons,or followers, tooke armes; and 
| went

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of Cornelius Tacitit, 
went toward the forreſt called Arden : but che legions from both armies z which 
Vaſellius,and C.Silizs, had fent to crofle them, droue them-backe.l1ub1z Indi being 
of the ſaine citie; and an enemie to Flores ( and therefore more forward roſhew 
his valour) being ſent before with a chotle power ; ſcattered aud defeated that dil- 
ordered multitude. Flarzs eſcaped rhe conquerours hands , by vncerrtajne lurking 
holes; and ar laſt perceiving the fouldters ro teron his places of refuge , flew him- 
ſelfe with his own hands. And that was the end of the rebellion of thoſe of Treueri. 
It was a matter of great difficulty to ſupprefle the Acdui by reaſon their ciry was 
more wealthic;and rhe aide which ſhould haue ſubdued them farrhet off. Sacrouir 
had with c&rainc armed cohorts, gorrenpoileſſion of Auguſtodunum , the chiefe 
citic ofthe countrey; and taken the nobleſt mens children of all Gallia,which there 
followed their ſtudies; as a pledge to win and binde their parents and kindred ; and 
withall, fecretly diſtribured weapons which himſelfc had cauſed ro be made, to all 
the yourh. They were in number forty thouſand); the fitt part armed asrhe legions 
were:thc others with hunting ſtaues, hangers,&ſuch other weapons, as hunters vie: 
To theſe were added certaine flauith fencers,coucred according to the country fa- 


ſhion,from top to toe, in armour ofifon z vnapr and vneaſie roſtrike 3 bur ro with- . 


fand impenetrable , whom they call Crupelary. Theſe forces were augmented: 
though not by any open conſencr of cities adioyningzyer with euery mans particular 
. good wil-the Romane capraines ſtriuing and doubting who ſhould haue the condu- 
 Ringofthe warre;both deſiring ir. ButYarro being old and feeble,yeelded ro Sim, 
who was in his prime. It was currant in Rcme, that not onely the Treueri, andthe 
 Aedui,but alſo that threeſtore & fower citics of Gallia had rcuolted; and theGer- 
-- mans ioyned with them : rhat Spaine was wauering; and all (as rhe nature of a re- 
. Portis ) belecued, more then it was, Euery good man with the care ofthe com- 
. -mon-wealth was greatly grecued : many difliking the preſent ſtare, and defirous 
of alreration, reioycedeven in their owne harmes : and blamed Tiberixs thar in 
. Togrear a hurlyburly, hee would til} fvend his labour in hearing accuſers libels; 
; What ( faidthey) thall 1n{:1us Sacrovir bee condemned of ww an in Senate? at 
laſt ſome were found, which with armes would ſuppreſle theſe bloudie libels of 


-accuſers; that a miſerable peace was well changed for warre. T iberins ſo much the © 


more compoſed ro a carelefle ſecurity , changed neither. place nor countenance 3 


paſſed ouer thoſe daies after his accuſtomed woont, cither through haughri- - 


neſſe of courage; or becauſe he knew the matter to beelighter then the reporr. In 
the meane time S7/ius marching on with rwo legions, hauthg ſent a power of allies 
before, waſterh the villages ofthe Sequans, which were borderers and confede- 
rates with the Aeduans. Anon after hee marcherh fpeedilie with his armje to- 
wards Auguſtodunum : the ſtandard-bearers ſtriving who ſhould make: moft 
haſt ; and the commonſouldierfretting,and chafing likewiſe, leaſthee thouldreſt 
thenight as hee was wont:onely that they might ſeerhe enemie,and be ſcene, that 
would bee enongh for the vitory. Twelue miles off, Sacrozrr appeared in.the 
champian countrey, In the front he had placed his men couered with iron? his'co- 
horts on the wings : and thoſe which were halfe armed in the rereward. ! himſelfe 
mounted on a goodly courſer, amongſt the chiefeſt ot the citie; weir ro the foul- 
dicrs andpurt them in minde of the auncient glory of rhe Galliz an&howoft they: 
had defeated the Romans. How honorable a thing liberty wasro the conquerors: 
and howintollerableſeruitude would be,ifchcy ſhould be vanquiſhed agatne;This 
exbortationwasnot longnor pleafing: forthe legions drew neorc ih barcell. array ;: 
the cowneſmcn wanting diſcipline , and ignorant of ſeruice, did. neither ſee-yor 
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heare what was beſt for them. S:ilius on the contrary (ide, although hishope had 


. taken away all occaſions of encouraging them, yet cried ; That it was aſbamefor 
c them being conquerors ouer the Germans, to bee brought againſt the Galli, as a- 
- gainſt enemics: and that of late one cohort had vanquiſhed the rebellious Turo- 
. njans ; one wing the Treueri : a few troupes of horſemen of this ſame armie, had 
< put to flight the Sequans, By how much the richer the Aedui are in money, and 
.c abounding inplealures,the leſſer courage they had.Breake then in vpon them, and 
. binde them, and ficeto thoſe which run away. At that allof them giving an out- 


ry, the horſemen compaſſed them in: the footemen ſet on the point 3 and the 


__ Wings made {mall refiſtance. Thoſe in compler yron haines,ſtucke ſoriewhar toit 3 


their platesrefiſting,and beating backe the darrs and ſwords: bur the ſouldier ſnat- 
ching his hatchets and axes, as though hee were to breake through a wall , hewed 
their coucring and carcafles. Some with poles or forks ouerthrew this ſluggiſh 
lump : leauing them for halte dead lying on the ground , not once going about to 
riſe, Sacrouir goeth firſt to Auguſtodunum then tor teare leaſt it thould be yeel- 
ded, to the next village, with a few of his ttuſtieſtfriends; where he ſlewhimſelfe 
with his owne hands, and the reſt one another : and the village becing ſferon fire o- 
uerthem, they were all burnt together. Then atlaſt T*beri«s wrote to the Senate, 
thatthe warre was begun and ended, neither adding nor raking away frem rhe 
truth. Andthatthe Lieutenants had bchaued rhemſclues faithfully and valorouſly; 
and himſelſe dire&ted them with counſell. And withall yeelded the reaſons , why 
neither henor Drsſus went to the war; magnifying the greatnes of the Empirezand 
tharit was nor meetethar Princes, if fome one ororher:rowne rebell , ſhould for- 
ſake Rome; from whence all other gouernment was deriued. Now becauſe there 
was nocavſe of feare,he would goc ſec and ſertle the preſent eſtate of things. The 
Lords of the Senate decreed vowes and proceſſions tor his retvrne, with other con- 
uenient ceremonies: Delabel/a Correlins only whilſt he went abobt to exceed othets, 
falling into abſurd flattery, thoughr it meete that he ſhould from Campania enter 
intothe citic ouant. VVhereupon Ceſar wrotse,that he wasnot ſoneedyotrenowne 
that having vanquiſhed molt ſtour and proud nations; and receiued or refuſed in 


| his youth ſo many rriumphes; he would in his old age hunt after a vaine reward of a 
rojayeneere the Citric. 


X. Lepidus maketh an oration in defence of C.Lu torius, 
accuſed of treaſon. 


A Boutthe ſame time,hemade requeſt vnto the Senate that Sulp/tins Quirining 
{”\ death,might be ſolemniſed with publicke funerals. 2#rriniws wasnot of the 
* © auncientpatritian familic of the S»{p:tians ; bur borne at Lanuvium a free 
rowne, a valiant warrior; and forwards in all his charges: was Conſull vnder Au- 
guftas of famous memory. Then hauing woon by aſſault the forrreſſe of the Homo- 
nadenfiansin Ciliciaz the markes of triumph were awarded him ; then given as a 
guideroC.Ceſer intheregimentof Armenia, and when Tiberius was at Rhodes, 
ſhewed him all duties of loue; which 7:beriws did open in Senare, praiſing his duti- 
fulnestowards him and accuſed M.Lo/ins,to hauc perſwaded C.Ceſar to ſeditions 
and lewdneſſe.Burvnro the reſt,the memory of 2uiriniws was nothing pleaſing, by 
reaſon asT haue ſaid, ofthe danger he brought Lepida into, and miſerable niggiſh- 
nes,and powerable old age. Inthe end of the yere a carrie-rale,accuſcd C.Lutorivs 
Priſeus a Gentleman of Rome ; who had compoled notable funcrall verles vpon 
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of Cornelius T acitus. 
Germanic's death , and recejued money of Ceſar for them: obieRing that he had 
made them in honourof Druſ being ſicke : tothe end thatif he had died, they 
ſhould haue bezne publiſhed for greaterreward. Thoſe verſes Litorius upon vaine 
gloric hadreadin P.Petronius houſe, in the preſencoot Fitelia,hismother inlawe, 
and many other noble women. Asfoone as the pickthanke had ſhewed himſelfe; 
the reſt forced by feareto giue witneſle onely 7:7e/14 ſtood roit,thatſhe had heard 
nothing. But inorecredit being giuen touch as teſtified. ro his overthrow: ſen- 
renceof death was pronounced againſt him, by Haterizs Hgrippe Confull cle. 
Againſt whom 2. Lepidus began to ſpeake in thismanner. Itwe conſider, Lords ,, 
of the Senat, with what a wicked toong Lutorius Priſcus hath polluted hisminde, ,, 
and mens eares-: neither priſon, nor halter, nor any ſeruile torments,could ſufficeto ,, 
puniſh him. Bur .flewd and heinousfaGts be withour meane : yer the moderation ,, 
of a Prince ; your owne and your aunceſtors examples do mollifie the puniſhments ,, 
and remedies of them : vaine things doe differ trom wicked; and words frou villa- ,, 
nous deedes. And therefore iudgemenr may be giuen; by which neither this mans ,, 
offence goe ſcor-free 3 & we nut repent vs,citherof ourclemencie or ſeuerity.IThaue , 
often heard our Prince complaine, if any by killing himſelfe hath preuented his cle- ,, 
meacy 3 Letorias lite is yet in lafety:who being kepr aliue,will neither breed danger ,, 
to the common-wealthznor put to dearh,ſerue for example ro others. As his ſtudies ,, 
were ful of follie and withourlenſe,(o they are likewiſe vaine,and quickly atanend. ,z 
Neitheris there any cauſe to feare any great or ſcrious matter in him 5 who be- zz 
wraying his owne imperfections; doth creepe not into mens, but womens breaſts, ,z 
Yetlerhim be expulſed the citie. Which Lindge tobe all one as ifhe had been con- 3 
uicted of treaſon. Among all the Conſuls only Rebe/lius Blandas agreed with Le- yz 
piass : thereſt following {grippaes opinion : Priſcus was lead to priſongand imme- 
diately depriued of his life. The fact Tiberius with his accuſtomed ambiguitic of 
words,blamed in Senate : cxtolling the zealous affeQion of ſeucre puniſhments of 
princes iniuries, though ſmall : yer intreated them thatthey would notſoraſhlie 
puniſh words : praiſed Zepidus, andrebuked not Agripps. Vhereupon a decree 
. of Senate was made 3 thatrtheir orders ſhould not be caried ro the rreaſuric before 
ren daics were expired: and thatſo long the condemneds life ſhould be prolonged. 
Butche Senarom bad nolicenceto repent, and reucke their ſentence; and T ibertus ** 
not to be pacificd by tra of time.

XI. Tiberius letter tonching reformation of abuſes. 


Heyeere following, C. S«lpitius , and D. Haterins, were created Conſuls : all 

| beingquierfrom forrein troubles: bur ſeueritie againſt ſuperfluities ſnſpeed 
athome: which was growen to exceeding ex-eſle in all things , wherein mo- 

ney is lauiſhly ſpent, Some of thicir expences, although more vnreaſonable; yer 
were cloaked, by diſſembling their prices : but ghatrony and belli-cheere, cueric 
man commonly ſpeaking ot , putthemin feare, leaſt the prince ſhould rigorouſly 
proceed according tothe ancient prouident frugality, For C. Bibulws beginning;the 
other Adiles thewed alſo, that the law concerning exceſle 8fexpences,was novght 
ſer by; and the ſumpruouſnes of moueables which was forbidden,daily increafed,8: 
that itcould not bee redreſſed by anyreaſonablemeanes. And the Lords of the 
Senate being demanded their aduiſe, referred che whole matter to the prince. Bur 
Tiberius often pondered with himſclfe , whether ſuch exorbirant luſts could bee 
brideled ornot;zwhether the brideling of them would nor bring more hurt, then = 
nefie 
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- nefit torhe common-wealth : how vnſtemely and diſhonorable it wouldbe, town- 
dertake that which could not be effe&ted ; orifir could, with the ignominie or in- 
famic of noble men : and inthe end he ſent tertets to the Senate to this purpoſe. 
« It would be peraducnture convenient, Lords of the Senate, that inother marrers, I 
«c {ſhould be demaunded by epinion in yourpreſence : and ſpeake what I rhought-ro 
cc be behoucfultor che common wealth;bur in rhis relation ir wasbetter ro withdraw 
cc Mine cies;leaſt that you noting the countenance, & the feare of cuery one of ſuch, 
« Which ſhould be deprehended of this ſhamefull lauiſhing ; I ſhould affolee them, 
« and take them as it were inthe fault. If the Zdiles vigilant and carctulimen, had 
« before hand asked my aduiſe; I know not whether I ſhould rather haue perlwaded _ 
« them, to letpaſle ſtrong and rooted vices, than goſo fars thar it ſhould be knowne — 
« how vaable we be toredreſſe ſomekinde of abuſes. Bur they truely haue done their 
cc Cutie, and I wiſh that other magiſtrates would alſo fulfill cheirs. To meir is neither 
cc honeſt to hold my tongue ; nor cafic roſpeake: becauſe Thaue neither the office of 
« an £dile, Pczror,nor Conſull. Some greater marter is required of a Prince,and of * 
cc greater importance 5 and when as cuerie man attributeth to himſclferhe praiſe of 
cc things dhe : the faults of allmen in generall redounde to thediſlike of the 
« Prince alone. VV hat ſhall Ibegin firſt ro forbid , andreduce to the auncient- cu- 
cc ſtome? your huge and ſpacious countric houſes ? the number of your ſeruitors of 
cc diucrsnations ? the quantitic of filuer and gold ? your painted ables, and braſen 
« imagesof marucllous and exquiſire workemanſhip?ſuperfluouſnes of apparell borh 
<c 18 men and women ? andthoſe things which are proper vnto women, aspretious 
« ſtones, for which our money is transporred to forren nations, or enemies? Iam nor 
« ignorant that theſc things are blamed in bankets and meerings,and a meane wiſhed 
| c for. Bur if any would make a law,or lay downe a puniſhment tor them ; thoſe chem- 
| « {clues which complaine, will exclaime thac the citie is ouerthrowen ;that the ruine 
c« of the nobilitic is {ought for : and that there is none free trom this crime.But weſce 
«« tharold inueteratedilcaſes of the body cannot be cured,but by tharp and roughre- 
« medies ; the corruptor and the corrupted ; the weake and burning defire , is robe 
« quenched with no lighter remedies z then the difordinate appetites were , which 
« kindled the minde. Somany lawes inuented by our aunceſtors ; ſorany madeb 
« Anguſtus; thoſe by obliuion,thele (which is a greater offence ) aboliſhed by cone — . 
«c tempt , haue cauſcd all ſuperfluities ro be moce bold., andpraQtiied. For if thou 
cc wouldeſt doe that which is not yet forbidden,feare leaſt thou be forbidden it. But if 
F, « thou haſt withour puniſhment tranſgreſſed things forbidden, there is neither fur. 
| c« therſhamenor feare left, VW hy then intimes paſt wasprouident ſparing vſed ? be. 
cc cauſe cuery man did moderate himſelte : becauſe we werecitizensof one cite: and 
« our dominionsnot reaching out of Ialic , we had not the ſame prouocations : by 
« viQtories had againk itrangers, we haue learncd to conſume other mens goods; 
« by ciuillwarres our owne. How ſmall a marter is that whereof the Adiles do admo- 
cc niſh vs ? how little to bereckoned of, if weregardother things? Bur truly noman 
.cc doth pur vs in minde, that Iralie doth want the aide offorren nations z thatthelife 
| «: of the people of Rome, istoſſed with the incertaintic of ſea and rempeſt: andifthe 
| «« ſtrengthof the prouincesſhouldnar aide and ſuccourrheLords,flaues, and pofleſ- 
| «« {ions : our woods forſopth,and aur farmes, would they mainraine vs? This burden, 
cc Lords of the Senare;the Prince doth ſuſtaine : which being omitted, the common- 
cc wealth ſhould fall tothe ground. In other things, cuery manmuſt giue himſelte a 
| « lawe; let ſhame amend vs; neceſſity the poore ſaciety rherich. Or if rhere be any 
| «« ofrhe magiſtrares, which doth promiſe vsſo much induſtric,and ſcuerity , that hee 
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be vaburdenedin part of ny labor:Butifthey willaccuſe taules; —_ Pow bs 


glory thereby,raiſe priuicharred,andlcaue iron mesbeleeue me; Lords of th 

nate,l am notdeſirous of diſpleaſures:- which although Irunnt'into, ard thatvery ,,

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AMefars letters beingheard, the Aediles were diſcharged of that care *: and 

theſumptuouſnes of their tables, which fromthe endof the warre ar Altium, - 

vntillthe wars inwhich S.Galba gorthe ſouctaigntie for an hundred yeeres, 
lauiſhingly vſed,began by lictle andlittleto belefr off The cauſes of this change it 
ſhall nor be amiſle to ſetke our; Intimes paſt,rich and grear houſes of noble men 
fell ro decay chrdugh their magnificence; being then lawfull to winne the favour 
ofthe people;of confederates, and Kings, to court and bee courted. And as cuery 
man was moſt ſumpruous in his houſe, furniture, andprouifion : fo he was 2&toun- 
ted moſt honourable, and followed with a greatertraine. Bur after they be 
murder one atiother,forpriuate quarrels,proceeding of this potnpe; wr tha 


which were ofcen takeout of free townes, colonies, and Prouinices, and chofento 


be Senators; brought in with them the frugality , which they had'vſed befote ir © 
their own@ houſes. And albcir, many ofthem either by fortune, or their ownein- * 


duſtriez grew to wealth in their age: yet they kept the ſame mind andeuſtomethey 


brought with them. ButYeſa/ſan was the chiefeft author ofthis ſtri@ kinde of fe z © 


himſclfe obſeruing the auncient manner of liuing : for then a deſire of pleaſing ane | 
imirating the Prince,wrought more, theneicker puniſhment of lawes or feare. Yn» 
leſſe peraduenture,weethinke that chere is in all things a certaine change * and'as 
there is anintercoutſeand change of time; ſo alſo an alteration of cuſtomes and 
manners. Neither wete all things in auncient times better then ours; bur our ape 
hath left vnto poſterity many things worthy of praiſe and imitation. But ler fich

Tiberius did then aſſure the ſoueraigntie ro Dy#/w , when as whileſt Germenicus 
liued,he held his ivdgement indifferent between them borh,nor preferring the one 
before the other. Butin the beginning of his lerrers?, having humblic praied vnto 
the gods,that they would proſper his counſels cothe good of the common-wealth : 
he ſpake ſome fevy words, and thoſe truly ot the yobrig mans behauiour;as M4rhe 

had awife and three children z and was ofthe age'that hee himſelfe was called by 
Auguſtizs. oftamous memory, to vadertake the ſanie'charge, Neither couli - =

berius hauing gottenthe fame of moderation, by repreſſing the accuſers: fent'Jer- + 


gamto 


hed 
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ſaidetharhafily,buc afcer eight yeerestriallz hauing ſuppreſſcd feditions, and ſer- 
led thewars,andtriumphed;and beene twife Conſull:he was taken to be an afſoci- 
at of a knowen labour, The Lords of the Senate concciued the drift of his oration; 
whereby their flattery toward him was che more artificiall. Yer notwithſtanding 
there was nothing newly inuented: bur ordained only, that the images of the Prin- 
ces zthe alcars ofrhe gods; Temples and arches 3; and ſuch. vſuall honours ſhould 
beerected for him. Sauing that Af.Si/anms demaunded and opined that inpublicke 
and private monuments,the Conſuls names ſhould not be prefixed; but theirs who 
had Tribuniciall aurhotity : athing greatlydifhonouring anddebaſing the Conſu- 
lary dignity. 2. Haterixs,who hadcounfelled that the decrees made that day in Se- 
nate, ſhould be written in letters of gold, was mockedfor his labour : that an olde 
man ſhould vſe to bis infamy ſuch filthie flattery. Whileſt theſe things were a do- 
ing, the gouernment of Aﬀerica was continued, in Junius Bleſus, Seruins Malugine- 
ſis a Flamen Dial,or upiters Prieſt; ſued that he might draw lots for the gouernmer 

« of Aſia: ſaying, That it was vainely ſpred abroad;that it was not Jawfull for iapreers 
« Prieſtsco go out of Italy. And that they hadno other law then the Prieſts of Mars 
« and Quirmus. Andiftheſe had gouernedthe Prouinces, why was it valawfull for 
« theDiales? that there wasno law of the people, touching that marter, found inthe 
« bookes of ceremonies. The high Pricſt had often celebrated Jupiters ſacrifices: if 
« the Flamen had beene hindered by ſickneſſe or publike affaires. Scuenty and two 
«c yeeres, after that Cornelius Merle was murdered, no man was put to ſupplic the 
«« place; and yerthe ceremonies neuer ceaſed, And if his creation could be omitted 
« for ſo many yeeres, without any hinderance to the ſacrifices : how much caſlicr 
« might amanbe abſent, with the Proconſulary dignity for.ayeere ? In times paſt 
« they were forbidden to goout of the Prouinces,through the priuate grudges of the 
cc high Prieſt : now through the fauourofthe gods;the high Prieſt was the foueraigne 
cc aboucall men: not ſubie& vntoemulation, malice, or priuate affetion. Againſt 
' which when Zentelw the Augur, and others had diuerily ſpoken; inthe end they 
reſolued to expetthecenſure of the high Prieſt. Tiberims hauing deferred the hea- 
ring of the Flaminsright,moderated the ceremonies,which were decreed in honor 
of Dreſs Tribuniciall dignity : rebuking by name the infolency of that ſentence, 
whichwould hauc had the decree written inletters of gold, againſt the cuſtome of 
the countrey.Druſus letters were alſo read: which although they ſcemed to tend to 
©* modeſty,yet were reputed moſt proud. They complained that things were growen 
*rotharpaſſe;thatthe yoong man hauing receiued ſo great honour, yet vouchſafed 
** notto viſit the gods ofthe citic : nor ſhew himſelfe in Senate; or begin atleaſt his 
** authorititic in his owne countrey. But forſooth, hee is let by warre, or hinderedin 
© ſome ſtrange countrey : whenindeed hefolaceth himſelfe at his pleaſure, in the 
© ſhoresand lakes of Campania. This leſſon had the ruler of the world taught him; 
"* chis did-hee firſt-learne of his fathers Counſels. Alchough the olde Emperouc 
"* ſhould diſdaine, ro come and ſhew himſelfe to the citizens : and pretend his 
© yeeres, andrrauel!for an excuſe: yer whar impediment hath Druſ#s, bur only his 
 arrogancie? 


XIIL ©A reformation of Sani# uaries. 


Z V tT iberizsſtrengthening ih himſclfe the ſoueraigntie : left the Lordsof the 
D Senate a ſhadow oftheir auncient eſtate, byſending the requeſts of the pro- 
. uincestothcirexamination. The licence and impunitie of ordaining San&tu- + 
aries, 
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atics, and prtiuiledged places increaſed throughout the cities' of Greece, The 
ceniples were filled with moſt lewd bondflaves: in the ſame refuges, werereceiued 
debtors againſt their creditors; and ſuſpe&ed of capitall crimes. Neither was there 
any authority able to bridle the ſedirion of the people 3 proteRing all villanies, no 
lefſe then the ceremonics of the gods. Whezeupon it was concluded, that the 
citics ould ſend their Embaſſadors with their priuiledges, which ſome left off of 
their owne accord as fal{ly vſurped : many truſted roolde ſuperſtitionsor pleaſures 
done to the people of Rome. The pomp of thatday was great in ſhew: in which the 
Senators conſidered ofthe prerogatiues of their predeceſſors; the agreements of 
confederates; the decrecs of kings,which had been before che Romanes had gotten 
ſuch great power and authority : and chereligions of the gods themſclues , becing 
yet inthe diſpoſition of the Senare, to confirmeor alter all 3 as in timespaſt they 
could hane done. The firſt which ſhewed theroſclues in Senate, were the Epheſians; 
declaring that Diana and Fpollo,were not born inthe Iland Delos,asthe common 
people did belecne : and there was intheircountrey ariuer called Cenchrius: and 
a woodcalledOrtegia, where Zetona being great with child; and leaning againſt 
an oliue tree which is yet in the place, broughtfoorth theſe rwo gods: andthat by 
the commaundement of the gods that wood was made ſacred. And that 4pols 
himſelfe did in that place flee from Jepiters anger, after hee had {lainethe Cyclo» 
ians. After that Bacchws the conquerer in warre, pardoned the Amazones, which 
faurobling themſclues there, caught holdon the altar. And chat the ceremony of 
that temple increaſed by Hercules permiſſion, when he enioyed Lydia: which was 
not diminiſhed whenthe Perſians had dominion ouer it. After that the Macedo« 
nians;then we had maintained the ſamepriuiledges. Next vnto thoſe cameinthe 
Magneſfians, building their treaſqvs on Z.Scipio,and L.Sallees conſtirutions:the one 
driuingout <ntiochws; and the other Mithridazes.: and extolled the loyaltic and 
vertue of rhe Magneſiansz and commaunded that Dian Leucophrynes ptiuiledges 
ſhould not be violated. Then followedthe Aphrodiſienſes,& Stratonicenſes,allea-

ging an order made by Ceſar the Diatorzand an other latter decree of Auga/tws of 


famous memory,for the pleaſures donethem,in taking part with their ſide, during 
the time of theirfa&ion , praiſing them that chey had ſuſtained the aſſaults of the 


Parthians ; nothing at gow mv. conſtancie towards the people ofRome. 


Butthe Aphrodificnſes maintained the priuiledges of Yen temple : andthe Stra- 
tonicenſes Jupiter and Triuias ceremonies. The Hieroceſaricnſes fercht their 
matter from a farder beginning, inducing their Diavaperſica, and a temple dedica-+ 
ted by king Cyr# 3 and told a tale of Perperna,of 1/auricum, and many other Empe-= 
rours; which graunted that holineſle not only to the temple, but to two miles com- 
paſſe. Then followed the Cyprians,declaringthatthey had hree temples:whereof 
the moſt auncieat was builded by Aerie, and conſecrated toYenrns Paphia, the ſe- 
£ond by his ſonne CAmathus, and dedicated to Yexus _Amatheſia : the third to. 
Iupiter Salaminius, built by Teacer , whenhee fled from his father Telamor. The 
Embaſſadors of other cities were heard likewiſe ; with whoſe mulritude the Lords 


of the Senate becing wearied, ſome fauouring one fide, ſome another, and be- - 


cauſe they contended Which had merited moſt, they referred the marter to 

the Conſuls ; that looking into the right ofthe cauſe, if they contained any ſe- 

cret abuſe, they ſhould bring theWhole cauſe againe tothe Senate. The Conſuls 

beſides thoſe cities, which I haue aboue named, ſpake of another priuiledgedplace 

for malcfaQors,dedicared to Aeſculepius atPergamum:affirmingtharthereſt were 

grounded vpon obſcure beginnings,inreſpeR of their antiquity. The —

" alleagedanoracle of Apollo,by whiclithey were commatnided to dedicate a temple 
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to YFenws Stratonicis :the Tenians averſe of the ſame Apollo, commanding them to 
offeranimage and Temple ro Neprane. The Sardians brought in matters of latter 
memory; thatto bee «Lexander the conqueretrs gift : and the Mileſians did the 
like,vſing king Darius name for their franchiſe ; bur both of theſe did worſhip Diaxa 
and Apolld. The Cretenſians made requeſt that the image of 4ugaſfus. might 
haue ſome priuiledge; and decreesof Senate were made, by which with great 
honour, yer moderation was preſcribed vnto all; and commaundement giuen in 

oſe veric temples to erect alrars for a ſacred memorie: yet ſo,that vnder colour of 


ligion,they ſhould not fallinto ambition. 


XIIII. Iulia Auguſta falleth ficke: Seianus called 
into queſtion. 


Bout the ſame time, a greeuous ſicknes which lis Auguſta fell into, cauſed 
{\ the Prince ( perfe& amitiebeing yet betwixt the mother and the fonne, or 

elſe ſecret hatred) to haſten his returne toRome. Fornorlong before, when 
Tuliahad dedicated an image to Augnitus of famous memory, not farre from Atar- 
cellwstheatre,ſhe had ſet Tiberius name vnder her own: which he (asit was thoght) 
raking asan vader-valuing of the maieſty of aPrince , ſmothered vp with a grear, 
bur a ſecrer hartburning againſt her. Burthenthe Senat had decreed , that there 
ſhould beproceſſions made to the Woonnd the plaies called Magni, exhibited by 
the chicfe Prieſts,the Augurs, the fifteen together with the ſeuen,and thoſe of the 
fellowſhip of Auguſtus, called Auguſtales. Z. Apronius was of opinion, thar the 
Heraulds ſhould be ouerſcers of thoſe plaies : which Czſe ſpake againſt ,' making 
adiffcrence in the rights ofthe Prieſts, alleaging examples for it. For the Feciales 
or Heraulds neuer had ſuch high authority; and that therefore the Auguſtales 
werepurto them , becauſe itwas a peculiar Prieſthood of thathouſe,for which the 
vowes were made. My meaning is not tolaydowne any other opinions 3 bur ſuch 


- aSarecithernotablefor their honeſtie , or ſhamefull for their infaraie : which I 
' ſuppoſe, ro be the chiefeſt point belonging to Hiſtories; that vertues be not ſlight- 


lie paſſed ouer with filence; and that men haue afearc of bad ſpeaking and doing, 
leaſtthey become infamous with poſterity. Bur thoſe times were ſo corrupted with 
filcby flatrery:thatnot only the chicfeſt of the city were forced ip thar ſeruile maner 
ro keepetheirrepuration ; bur all ſuch as had beene Counſuls;the greateſt part of 
ſuch as had bin Pretors: & alſo many pederay Senarorsroſe vp & ſtrone,who ſhould 
propound things molt baſe and abie&.Ir is written,that as Tiberiwss went our of the 
'Curia,hewas woonttofaic in Grecke. O men ready to ſeruitude : as though he, 
who couldof allchings leaſt ſuffer publicke libertic z did yer abhorre ſuch baſe and 
ſeruile ſubmiſſion : falling by lirtle and lintle from vnſcemely flatteries, ro lewder 


' practifes. C.Silenus Proconſull of Afia, being accuſed for polling the Prouinces 


was alſoproſecuted by Memercus Scanrus , who had beene Conſull; by 1unius Orho 


 Pretor; by.Bratidius Niger Acdile : all of them laying ro his charge, thathe had 


violated CAuguZwrdiuinitic,and fernought by Tiberizs maicſtic. Mamercus allea- 
gedold examples, how Z.C#tts had bin accuſed by Scipio Africanus:S.Galba by Cato 
the Cenſor : and P.Ratilius by M.Scauras, A matter verie Vnlikelie , that Scipzo and 
Cato ſhould vic anyſuch reuenge : or Scavres great grandfather to this Mamercus , 
the diſhonour and reproch of his aunceſtors, by ſo diſhonorable and infamous a 


trade. Tunius Othosold occupation was tokeepe a fchoole: then inade x Senator by 
PS Seianus 
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Seianus authoritie,brovghr his obſcure beginning , into obloquie- by impudent en- 
rerpriſes. Brutidins, a man well qualified ; and ifhe had taken arightcourſe,likely 
to haue come to honourable preferment; ouer much haſt pricked forwards: and 
at the firſt went abour,to out- goe his equals;then his ſuperiours;and laſt of alto flee 
aboue his owne hopes, which hath beene the ouerthrowof good men; who con- 
: temining that which by alictle patience, ishad with ſecutitie ; haſtenro that which 
gotten before his rime, breedech theirruine and deſtruction. Gellizs Foplicola, and 
M.Paconins, increaſed the number ofinformers : the one being Sz/anos treaſurer; 
the other his lieutenant. Little doubt bur S:lanaus was blame woorthie for his cru- 
elrie, andrauenous dealing : bur many other matters came together, daungerous 
euento the innocent: for beſides that,he had fo many Senators againſt him;he was 
to anſwere alone, the eloquenteſt of all Aſia: and forthat cauſe choſen to accules 
being himſelfe vnskilful,and appalled with his own danger:cauſe fufficient,to haue 
daſhr the beſt praCtiſed out of matter. Tibertus himſclte not refraining to preſſe 
him with wards and countenance,asked him many queſtions; not giuivg liberty ro 
refell orreplie :yea oftentimes he muſt conteſle,Jeſt Tiberius ſhould ſeeme to haue 
asked in vaine. And withall,the publicke ator had bought $/lazus bondmen,to the 
end rhey ſhould bee examined by torture. And becauſe none of his kinſmen-nor 
friends might helpe him in his danger , accuſations of treaſon ( a bond andnecef- 
firie to ſtop euery mans mouth) were thruſt among. Whereupon certain daiesof 
delay being demanded); he ler fall his defence: and taking courage ſent letters viro 
Ceſar, interlaced with intreaty and odious termes. Ttberins, that the caules hee 
charged S:/anus with,might haue an example of excuſe 3 commaundeth Auguſtus 
records, touching Yoleſus Meſſalla, Proconſull of theſame Aſia, to berecited, an 
a decree of Senate made againſthim.Then demanded Z. P;ſoes opinion; who ma- 
king apreamble of the princes clemency ; was of aduiſe that he ſhould be baniſhed 
ro the Iland Gyarus. Thereſt gaue the like verdit: ſaving that C. Zentalus thought it 
meet,thatthe goods which cameby Silanus mother(for he was by another mother) 
ſhould be ſeparared from thereſt,and giuenthe ſonne : Tiberius accotding thereto. | 
But Cornelins Dolsbella,hauing rebuked Silanns for his behauiour;followed the vain * 
of his flattery further 3 and added. Thatnone who lived areprochfull and infamous C 
life, ſhould draw lorsfor the government of any prouince;& that the prince ſhould | 
be iudge thereof, The lawes did puniſh crimes committed ; but how much bertrer *. 
would it be for vs, and our confederares, if wedid provide that no offences ſhould E 
be committed? Againſt which,C eſa himſelfe ſpake; and ſaide; Thathe wasnot ig- 4 
norant what theſpeech had beene of 5:{anus; but that no judgements ought tobee | | 
giuen at the rumor of the people. Many had behaued themſelues in the prouin- | 
ces, betterthen was hoped for; and othersnorſo bad as itwas feared: for ſome by | 
managing of waighty matters, hauc bcene ſtirred vpto a better cariage and beha- ,_ 
uiourz and others haue become more{lothfull and lafie. And that a prince could ; 
not comprehend all things in his owne knowledge ; neither was it expedient thar 
he ſhould be drawne to this and thac, by others ambition. That lawes were ordaj- 
ned againſt faQts already commirred, becauſe future things are vncertaine. So it | 
wasordained by our auticeſtors, rhat when the offences had gone before,puniſh- 
ment ſhouldfollow; therefore they would not altar thoſe things, which were in- , 
uented by wiſedome,and alwaies obſcrucd. That princes had charge ſufficient,and , 
- power enoughz if their power grew great, the lawes grew weake. Thar abfolne av- , 
thority wasnot to be vſcd ; aslong as the Jawes were open. By how much theſel- 
domer 7 iberias ſhewed any popular behaviourzby ſomuch the more ioyfully irwas | 
H accepred 
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accepted. And being wiſe (if he were not caried away with anger) in moderating 
---the rigorous cen{ures of others : added that the Wand Gyarous was barbarous , and 
vnhabited : and therefore that they would ſhew ſo much fauour to the Iunian fa- 
milie; and to one who had beene of the ſame colledge with them ; that hee ſhould 
rather be ſent tothe Iland Cythera: which was alſo the requeſt of T orquata,Silanus 
ſiſter,a virgin of good life : vnto which cenſure they all condeſcended. 


XV. More accuſations proſecuted. A decree touching lupiters Prieſts. 
Tacfarinas dive by Blz\us out of Aﬀrike. 


Feer this, the Cyrenenſes were heard: and Cz/ius Cords condemned of pol- 
ling theprouinces, atthe ſuirc of Mncharins Priſcus. L.Ennins a Gentleman 
of Rome, accuſed of treaſon, becauſe hee had conuerted the image of the 
| Prince, tocommon vſes inplate; Ceſar forbad to bee receiued amongſt the crimi- 

nall perſons. _Ateivs Capiioopenly complaining, and by a kind of liberty ſaying: 
© That power of determining ſuch a matter, oughtnotto 6 taken from the Senate, 
* norſo heinous acrime paſſe vnpuniſhed. That the Emperour might be as ſlow as he 
* luſted,in puniſhing iniuries done to himſelfe;yer that he ought not to pardon ſuch 
® as weredoneto the common-wealth.7:beriws vnderſtood theſe things as they were 
indeed, rather then as they were ſpoken: and ſo perſiſted in oppoſing himſelie. Ce- 
pitowasſo much che more nored ; becauſe that knowing whar apperrained ro di- 
uine & humane lawes; diſcredited the common good : and the commendable arts 
he had learned at home. Then there grew a ſcruple : in knowing,jinwhat temple ti.c 

ift ſhould be placed,which the Gentlemen of Rome had vowed to fortune Eque- 

is, for the health of Agfa. For although there were many temples in the 
Citic,ofthat goddeſle : yer there was none which bare that ſurname. In the ende 
there was one ſo called tound at Antium : and all the ceremonies in the townes of 
Italy,and temples,and' images of gods,to be vildertheright, andEmpire of Rome: 
and thereupon the gift was __ at Antium. And fecing the marter wasdebatred 
touching the religions; Ceſar declared the anſwere : which nor long before he had 
deferred, againſt Servimus Maluginenfis : ard recited the decree of the chicfe Prieſts; 
which was : Thar as oft as the Flamen,Dial,or Iupiters Prieſt,fell into any ſickenes, 
© he mightbce abſent from the Citie;zwith licence ofthe chiecfe Prieſt : ſo as it were 
© not above two nights ; or in daics ofpublike ſacrifice; noroftner then twiſe in one 
& yeere. hich being ordained in Auguſtus time,did manitelily ſhew, thatthe ab- 
ſence for ayeere,or adminiſtrationot Prouinces, was not graunted tothe Dales. 
And the example of Z. Metelws the high pontife, was alleaged, who in the like caie 
had kept Aulss Poſthumus the Flamen in the citie. And thereupon the lot of Aſia 
was beſtowed vpon him; who of the Conſuls was next vnto Malzginenſis. At the 
ſamerime Zepiduss made requeſt varo the Lords of the Senate, that he might at his 
owne charges, rcedific, and adorne Pau/us Aemilins temple , the ornament of his 
memorie : for at that time publike munificence was in vic - neither did Auguſtres 
blame Taures, Philippus, Batbus , for beſtowing ſpoilestaken from enemies : or the 
ouerplus of their wealth to the ornament ofthe cirie, and glory of poſteriry. By 
Which examples, LZepidzs although he had no great ftore of money , did renew the 


honor of his aunceſtors. Pompeius thearre,conſumed by caſuallfire; becauſe there 
wasnoneleft of the familie,of abilitic ro perform it; Ceſar promiſed ro build athis 
* ownecharges,and leaue ic ſtil the old name. And withall he highly extolled Sezanms 


asthough through his labour and warchfulnes, the violence of that fire —_— 
| aides 
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Raicd, from hurting any more then that one thing ; and the. Senate ordained an 


image tobe <Acdin honour of Sejagws in wrt £77 rheatre. Andnor long after 
when Ceſar had honored lunivs Bleſus,proconſul of Aﬀeike, withthe ornaments of 
triumph: he ſaid that he attributed har to Seianns honour, whoſevncle he ws: Yer 
Bl eſus owne as deſerued tharhonour.: For alchough Tacfarines had becne often 
purro the woorlt: yetrenewing his aide in the middle of Aﬀeike, hee grew to that 
arrogancic,as to ſend embaſſadors to Tiberiw,and require aplacetor himſelſe,and 
his army-to inhabite :orelſethrearned anendlefſe warre. It wasreported that Ca- 
ſar neuer more grieued at any diſgrace done vnts himſelfe,or the people of Rome; 
then that atraitor, and theefe,ſhould'deallike an.cnemic. There wasneverfo much 
aunted Spertaces atterhe had defeated ſo many armies of Conſulsz and-burne 
Falic vnteuenged ; yea whenthe common-wealth was greatly' weakned by Serts- 
rius and Mithridetes great warres: that he ſhould berecciued by couenant into ſafe 
condud : and roo es much lefle thar T acferinas a theefe;-the Romane Empire 
being in moſt —— ſtate, ſhould be hired with a peace and lands to inhabi:e. 
He commircced the whole matter to Bleſs, with charge tharhe ſhould induce the 
reft,colay down their armeszwith warrant that they ſhovJd ſuſtain no hurt; yet that 
he ſhould lay hold on the Capraine by all meanes poſſible: through which pardon 
manycamein.Nor Jong after they vſed the ſame maner of fight againſt Tacfarinss, 
as he had vſed againſt others: for becauſe he, inferior tothe Romans in ſtrength , 
though berrer in theeuerie 3 made many inroades; by ſcattered companie decci- 
ued his cnemic: and laid many ttainesto intrap him. Their companies were there- 
fore ſer in order, and marched againſt him:of which the Lieutenant Cornel:us Scipio 
was the chiefe : who lay in waite in that coaſt where T acfarines did waſte and 
trouble the Lepzins,and the Garamantes, places of refuge : On another fide Bleſus 
ſonne lead his owne power; leaſt the Cirtenſian villages ſhould bee entiſed to take 
partw'th [acfarines. In the middle; placing fortreſſes and firong holds , in conue- 
nient placeszwith choice ſouldiers: the capraine himſelfe brought the enemie to 4 
narrow ſ{traight,and diſaduantage: becauſe tharwhich way ſocucrhe ſhould bend; 
ſom- of the Romane ſouldiers were in his facc;ſome in hisfide ; and often ſome in 
his backe,and ſo,many ſlaine and intrapped. Then diuideth the three armies again 
into many other companies; with Centurions of known valour ouer them. Neither 
did he asthe cuſtome was; retire his forces inthe endeof former; orput them in 
fanding campes of the old prouince:bur as it had beene inthe beginning of warre; 
his forrreſſes well manned, by lighthorſemen,and kilfull in thoſe deſerts; hee gave 
Tacf«rinas often changing his cabbins ſmall reſt: vntillhisbrother being taken, hee 
retiredin the end with more ſpeede,thenwas for the allics profit:ſuch being lefebe- 
hinde by whom the warre mightriſe againe.Bur T ib:rivs raking this to be an ende 
of this warre, gauc _ that honour, that he ſhould be ſalured Emperour by the 
legions : beeing anold cuſtome towards ſuch Capraines, as had ſhewen valour for 
the common-wealth, with ioy and acclamarionsto be ſaluted by tharnameby the 
conquering armies. There were many Emperours atone time ; bur none aboue 
another. CAugufiushad graunted that name to ſome; and Tiberius at thartime to 


Bleſas. That yeere died twonotable men,_4/inivs Selonins, nephew to 2, Aevip- 


'# ;and Polzo Aſinius, and brother ro Draſ#s:and deſtined ro bee Ceſars neeces huf- 
and; and Capito Ateins of whom we haue ſpoken before;byrhe ſtudies of the ciuill 
Jawesriſen to the higheſt dignicy inthe citie : bur his grandfather Sulenus was bur 
a Centurion, and his fatherPretor. Auguſtus haſtened the Conſulſhip vpon him, 


that by the dignity ofthat office, hee might bee preferred before Lebes Antiſeins .

_ $ilfullinthe ſameſtudie: forthatage had at once twoomaments of peace. Bur Ze 


beo was moredefirous of incorruptedliberty 3'and therefore held in greater eſtima- 
tion: and Capitoespleaſing humor berter accepted of Princes: To him, the injury 
ofnot being higher then a Pretor, was a commendation :to this, becauſe hee gare 
the Conſulſhip, grew of enuic hatred. And 7uxis, whoſe vncle was Cato, and was 
C.Caffires Wife,and M.Brutw ſiſter, died threeſcore and foure yeeres after the Phi- 
lippenſen warre. Her Teſtament was much. calked of amongthe people; becauſe 
that being very Wealthic, when ſhe had namedall thepeeres ind nobles, and 
beſtowed ſome legacie vpon them, ſhe omitted Ceſar : which hee tooke'in' good 
part; not hindering buttharherfunerals ſhould bee ſolemniſed with an oration be- 
fore the veople aſſeinibled,with all other cetemonies.Theimagesof twentic noble 
houſes,were caried before her; andthe names of the Manlians,the ola; and 
others of like nobjlitie.But Cas and Brute did ſhine abouec the reſt, becauſe their 
images were notſeenc. a hae |

I. of Scianus beginning ; his qualities, and by what means bt 
aſpired to the Empire. 


\B20Þ Anime, and Co Antiſtivs beeing Conſuls ; Tiberizs had nine 
>a? yecres managed the affaires z and aduanced his houſe ro 2 
5/2) fouriſhing eſtate : ( for the death of Germenicus he reckoned 
: amongſt hisproſperities) when as fortune began on a ſudden 
7 to worke alteration: inhim waxing cruell; or giuing authority 
YE toſuch as were. The beginning proceededfrom ©Meline Sera- 
> 2X nw Captaineof the guarde ; of whoſe power and authorinie I 
haue before ſpoken. I will now lay downe his beginning, andqualities : and by 
what ſiniſter meancs he went about to clime tothe Soueraignty. Hewas borne 
at vulſinium , ſonne of Seivs Strabo, Gentleman of Reme and in his firſt youth 
followed C. Ceſar, _Anguſtue nephew : not without a rumour, that for money he 
had ſuffered his body to be abuſed by _4picize, arich man and a prodigall. Then 
by many ilcigbts he had ſo wrought Tiberims, that beeing cloſe andſecrer towards 
others :yet to himſclfe had made him open and vncircumſpeR.Nor ſo much by his 
cunning and fraud ( forſuchdeuiſes were his owne ouerthrow) as by the anger of 
the gods againſtthe ſtate ofRome ; by whoſe ruine andriſing it fell alike. He was 
of body able to endure labour z of mind bold; in his owne aCtions ſecret; an infor- 
mer againſt others; as proud as flattering zin ſhew modeſt, but inwardly greedy of 
aſpiring : for which cauſe he vied ſometime largeſſe and lauiſhing;burt morevfmer 
induſtric and diligence; meanes dangerous alike, when they are difſemblingly vcd 
to winne a kingdome. His forces, which at the firſt were ſmall, he augmented by re- 
| ducing the cohorts into one campe, which before were ſcattered abroade inthe ci- 
| tie;thatthey might recciue their charge together, and by theirnumber &firengrth, 
and ſceing one an other, breed a confidence tothemſcluesand a feareto others, He 
pretendedthar the ſouldiersliuing ſcattered, grewriotous: andif anyſudden at-' 
tempt ſhould be enterpriſed,their ttrengrh noni be greater vnited,then ſeparated 
and chatthey would liue more ſeuerely,ifrheir garriſon were lodged farre from the 
wanton allurements of the citie. As ſoone as histrenches were finiſhed, hee began 
to creepe into the ſouldiers mindes by going vntothem , andcalling them bytheir 
names: withall,made choiſe himſelte of Centurions and the Tribunes. Neither did 
hee abſtaine from ambitiouſly courting the Senators; aduauncing his followers 
with honours,and rule of Prouinces; T ibovia being ſo facile and prone to allow of 
his dooings,that not onely in priuate ſpeeches; but in Senate alſo and before the 
people, exrolled him as an aflociate ofhislabours: and ſuffere@ his image to be ſer 
in the Theatres, and publike places of aſſemblies, and enſignes of the legions. Bur 
Ceſarshouſe being full; a yoong ſonne ;nephewes of full age ; hindered his plots : 
And becauſe it wasnot ſate making away of ſo many at once by violEcezhis treche- 
ry required rime to accompliſh his wickednes.He refoluedthen to vſe the couerreſt 
way; and begin with Dr#ſ«- 3 againſt whom through freſh quarrels hee was gre 4 
A 


incenſed. For Druſ#s being,imparient of a concurrent, and therefore cafily moue 
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a contention rifing by chance betweene them, bent hisfiſt to ſtrike Seians ; and 
he his co ſaue himiclfe; Dru/# daſht him on. the month. Heereupon leauing no- 
thing vntried, he choughtit the readieſt way to addreſle himſclte ro Liuia Druſus 
wite. She was Germarices (lifter, inher youth of a hard fauour ; but a'terward ex- 
celled in beauty. Her Seianws counterfeiting an ardent and burning loue enticed 
co adulterie: and afrerhe had obtained the firſt breach of honeſty(tor a woman ha- 
uing once loſt her chaſtitie, what will ſhe refuſe ro do?) put her in hope of mariage, 
and fellowſhip in the Empire ; andperſwadeth her to kill her husband, Thus ſhe, 
who was Auguſtus necce, and Tiberims daughter in law; and had children by Dr#- 
ſ# ;dcfiled her ſelte,her aunceſtors, and poſterity with adulteric by a meane man; 
leauing an honeſt andpreſent eſtate forthe hope of a wicked and vncertaine. Exde- 
mgs atriend and Phyſitian of Zinias,was madepriuic to theſe plots ; who vnder c0- 


: lour of his arte was often vſcd inſecret conferences. Hee putteth away Aprearahis 


wife, by whom he had three children,leſt his lemmon ſhould haue herin icalouſie. 
Burthe greatnes ofthe enterpriſe droue them into ateare 3 bred prolongings; and 
ſometimes diuers forts of counſels. In the meane ſpace inthe beginning of the 
yere, Druſus one of Germanicus children was come to mans eſtate;and thoſe things 
renewed vpon him,which the Senate had ordained for Nero his brother. Tiberius 
made an oration tending to the great commendation of his ſonne;becauſe hee ten- 
dered his brothers children with a tatherly afte&ion. For Drſ#5 (although it bee a 
hard matter forrule and concord ro dwell together) thewed himſclte indifferent 

to the yoong men; or atthe leaſt, was not an enemy to them, DEI

T-Uberivs olde,but fained determination of going to the Provinces, is put on 

| -foore againe:pretending that there were agreatnumberof old fouldiers; and 

- that the armies were to be ſupplied with a new muſter. For voluntarie men 
now wanted: orif there were any; they were not of {o vertuous and modeſt @ ca- 
riage::becauſe thatforthe moſtpart, they are needy and vagrant perſons which 
voluntatily follow the warres. Withall, hee cooke a (hort view of the legions, and 
whatProuinces theydefended:which giueth me occaſion to declare,what ſtrength 
the Romans had then in armes; what Kings their confederates;and how much leſſe 
the Empire then was. Iralic had in both ſeas two navies; the one at Miſenum , and 
the other arRauctinaz& certaine Gallies called roſtratz ro defend the coaſt adioy- 
ring to Gallia:which Angaftas had rakeninthe viory at Aftium ; &ſent to Foro- 
iwhenſe,well appointed with ſeamen. Bur the principallſtrengrh conſiſted of eight 
legionsneerevntoRhene za ſtaic as well tothe Germans, as Galli. Spaine newly 


_ Tubducd had threelegions. King 7ubs had the Mauritaniins, as a gift giuen him by 


the people of Rome: the reſt of Aﬀerike had two legions : and AZgypr the like num- 
ber. Then all from hg beginning of Suria vnto the river Euphrates which contai- 
neth a great countrey, recciueth foure legions : Hybero, ard Albanw , and other 
Kings being borderers,which by our grearnes are proteed againſt forraine Kings. 
Thrace was vnder the gouernment of Khewezalces,& Cotyschildren:and the banke 
of Danubium,twolegionsgardedin Pannenia; and two in Mz(ia. The like number 
wasin Dalmatia,which by the ſituation of the countrey lye behind them:that ifon 
the ſuddenlItaly ſhould need aide,they were at hand. Albcir the citic had herpro- 
perſouldiers; three citic cohorts, and nine Pretorian; almoſt all ——_— out of 
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Ecruria , Vmbria,old Latium,and old Romans.ſent thither ro dwell. The Galleies 
of confederats lay inthe moſt commodious places of che Prouinces; the companies 
of horſemen; and aides of cohorts 3 not much inferiour in ſtrength , though nor 
caſilie laide downe , through their vncertaine flirting hither no thirhes 3 fome-. 
times moe, ſometimes leſſe; as time and neceſſity requyed. Ithinke it alſo expedi- 
ent to deſcribe the otherparts of the common wealth , and how they had beene 
gouerned ynrill that day : becing the. yeere , in which the ſtate beganne' to 
decline, by Tiberius growing woorle and wootſe. In the beginning, publicke 
and priuate affaires ot greateſt importance, were handled before the Lords of 
the Senate : andre chiefcſt licenced to opine and debare matters, Tiberivs him- 
ſelfe rebuking chem if they fell ro flatterie. In beſtowing of officeshe had regard 
to their aunceſtors merite inſeruice abroad, or lawdable a&s at home: fuchonely 
preferred ; due authority reſcrued vnto rhe Conſuls and ro the Pretor: the mea- 
ner officers, cach one exerciſing his owne function : and the lawes, ( mater of - 
treaſon excepted) duely executcd. But for prouiſion of corne, and leuying oftri- 
bures, and other publicke commodities; certaine focietiesof gentlemen of Rome 
had charge of. Ceſar committed hisowne affaires to honeſt andrtried pexſons:: and 
to ſome vaknowne , if they were well ſpoken of : and ſuch as were once choſen, 
continueditill, and grewold inthe fame charge. The people were diſtreſſed with 
a great dearthof corne ; yet no fault thereot inthe Prince : but with as great care 
and diligence ashe could, remedicththe ſterilitie of the ground, and rough paſ- 
ſages of the ſea : and gaue order that theprouinces ſhoukd not be oppreſled with 
new taxations 3 and the old be borne, without couerouſnes and cruelty of magi- 
ſtrates. Ceſ.:r had jimall poſſcfſions inlralic; and a teaſonable number of ſeruitors ; 
ad in his houſe a few freed men; andithebad afuire againſt any priuate perſon, 
herried it by Iavwin the place of iudgement: all which he maintained, not with any 
ccurteous and mild courſe, bur ſternely and feared;vnrill by the death of Dra/as all 
wasturned vpſide downe. For whileſt he liued there was no alteration ; becauſe 
Seianus begimmng to riſe, ſoughtmeantsro winneeredir, and feared leatt Drnſes 
would reuenge,whoneuerdiſſembled his hartburning,but often complained: Thar ,, 
his ſonue being aliue, he had anorber coadiutor in che Empire:; and what wanteth ,, 
thathe is nothis companjon? Thar the firſt ſteps to ſoueraignty are hard, bur once ,, 
entered inta.there will wantno fauourers,nor followers: forts he had built as hee li- ., - 
ked beit:charge giuen him ouer foldiers;his image was placed amoneſt C. Pomperns ,, 
monuments, and that he {hould haue his nephewes common-ra:the Druſiari.jamis» ,, 
lies that hereafter Modeſty muſt be prayed vnto, that he would be contented with ,, 
his greatnes. Hedidnotwier theſe ſpeeches (eldome or to a few ; and his wife he- ,, 
ing corrupted , his ſecrets were bewraied, $:4axus therefore thinking it time to 
make haſt, chooſeth.a ſlow working poiſon : the better ro father his ficknefſe vpon 
ſome caſuall diſeaſe: which was giuen Druſus by Lygdus an Eunuch: as eight yeeres 
after it wasknowne. "mf Wis 281

DVrTiberias allthe time of Draſus ſic kneſle, ſhewedno ſigne of feare; perh aps . 
becauſehe would ſhow his conſtancic: yea being dead, but not buried;hee cn - 
tered into the Senate, and pur the Conſuls which ſate on a low ſeate , as 
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atoken of their ſorrow,in minde of their honors and calling, And having maſtered 
his owne griefe, comforted the Lords of the Senate , which powred downe teares 
with a continuall ſpeech,ſaying : That he knew well he might be blamed, for ſhew- 
© inghimſelfe in Senate, inſo freſh a griefe : when the communication of deereſt 
© friends and kinsfolks was ſcarſe ſcene, nor hardly the day,by many whichlamented 
" and mourned.Neither were they to be condemned of weakneſſe;yerhe for his part 
** had ſought for ſtronger comforts,out of the boſome of the common-wealth. And 

cc . | 
- hauing compaſhon on the Empreſle old age, and tender yecres of her nephewes, 
and of his owne decaying age,intreated that Germanicas children, the onely com- 
fort of preſent miſcries,might be brought before them. The Conſuls wentour,, and 
emboldning the yoong menin that which they ſhould ſay , brought thera before 
©, Tiberius, who taking hold of them, ſaid. Lords of the Senate, 1deliuered theſe fa- 
« therleſſe children to their vncle; and befoughthim, although hee had iſſue of his 
«c Owne, that he would bring them m_— cheriſh them, as if they were his owne 
©, bloud:and make them worthie for himſelfe and poſteritie.Dy»ſ#s being raken from 
© among vs, I curnc my praiersto you, and beſeech youin preſence ofthe gods, and 
our coungey, that you would receiue , and goucrne Anguſtmes nephewes fonnes, 
« deſcended of woorthy progenitors ; and accomplith therein my dutie and your 
ic Owne. Theſe Nero and Drs/us, ſhall be in ſteed of fathers vnto you. You areſo 
c. borne, thar all your good andeuill appertaine to thecommon wealth. VWith great 
- Weeping weretheſe words heard,and praicrs made that the yong men might pro- 
ſper: and if he had then ended hisoration, he had filled the harts of the hearers with 
compaſſion towards himſclfe,and glory. Bur being fallen into vaine diſcourſes ; as 
ſuch as had beene often laughed at , of yeelding vp the gouernment : andthatthe 
Conſuls or ſome other ſhould rake the care vpon him , hee diſcredited that whith 
was both honeſt and true. The ſame ſolemnitics which were ordained for Germa- 
Ficws, were appointed for Dr#ſws 3 and as themanner is of the laſt flatterie, ſome- 
4q things added. His funerals in pompe of images was very magnificent: hauing be- 


fore him in a long proceſſion CHeneas, the beginning ofthe Julian familic : all the 
kings ofthe Albani : and Rowniw the founder of the citic. After him followed 
the __ cf the Sabins, © Yppies Clauſus, and the images of thereſt of the Clau- 
dians. In deliuering Dr#ſ«- death, Thauc followed that which many true writers 
haue vttered: but I will net omit a very ſtrong report of thoſe times, yer currant in 
euery mans mouth, whichis , that Ziwie being already corrupredro all diſhoneſty 
of bqdy by Selexws : hee was ſaid to haue abuſed Zygaws body likewiſe: in age 
and beautic highly pleafing his maiſter, and of all his ſeruicours of beſt credit; who 
Being made priuie to the praiſe, the place and times agreed when the poiſon 
ſhould be ginen,grew to that audaciouſnes , that he turned all vpon Dr#ſws head : 
and by ſecrer aduertiſement, accuſed him to have gone abour to poiſon his father ; 
and gaue Tiberiss warning , to take heed of the firſt drinke his ſonne ſhould offer 
him at the table. Whereupon by that fraud, the banket being begun, the olde man 
| preſented Dr#/#« the cup which he had receiued; who ignorant of the pratiſe, like 
arawyoong mandrankeit vp,increaſing thereby the ſuſpition, as though for feare 
andſhame, hee had ſwallowed that death which hee had prepared for his father. 
This was the commonrumour, which wanting a ground,and certaine author,thou 
maieſt cafily refute : for who is he though burof meane wiſedome, much leſſe T i- 
berizs,cxperienced and beaten in waighty affaires,nothearing his defence, would 
have offered his ſonne his death,and that with his owne hands; 2 thing remedilesif 
he ſhouldrepentit 2 Why had hee not rather tortured the miniſter of the —_ 2

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ſought outthe aughor ,and vſed thardelay; which viſually he did cuen againſt ſiran- 
gers,towards his owne ſonne; neuer before derefted of any lewd fat? Burbecante:

ued,although fabulous; and vnerediblereporr ſpeaking alwaies, the: worſt:of Prin- 
cesdeattis. The order ofthis fa& hath beene orherwiſe diſcouercdby Ypicatie,) Seia-" 
mus wife, and by torturing of-Eudemas and Lygdw andno writerfound fo great ati 
cnemyro Tiberius, although all hattibeene ſoughrchar may be ſaid, and '1nforced 
againft him, that hath obie&ed anyſuclimatrer. The cauſe whyTlaid downeand:

7 Ve whileſt Tiberizs praiſed his ſonne before thepeople aſſembled; the. Senare 
and the people ratherfor aſhew;thenfrom the hart, puton a mourning; toun- 
renance: yetin their mindesreioyced, thatGermanicus houſe begantoflouniſh 
againe; which _—_— of fauonr, and cAgr/pwnictheir mothernor well diſſem-+ 
bling her hope,haſtened their ouerthrow-For when Seianw perceiued that Druſus 
empoiſonets eſcaped vnpuniſhed; and-apublicke mourning of the people-far his 
death; emboldned in wicked ations, becauſe hisfirſt atremprs had good ſucceſle ; 
began to caſt with himſelfe,by whatmeanes he might extinguiſh Germanicw chil- 
cn, the vndoubtedſixccefſorsro theEmpire. For allthree poiſon he could nor, by 
reaſon of theirkeepersfaithfulnes, and Agrippinas inuincible chaſtiry.Hee began 
therefore toinucigh againſt herobſtinacie,and ſtirre _Hugufte hating her of old, a» 
gainſt her; and incenſed Z/vis with the memory of herlare fa&t ; ſuggeſting that 
herpride ; bearing it ſelfevpon her fruicfulneſſc in children , bythe fauour. of the 
people gaped after the ſoueraigoty. This plot of his he proſecuted by the/helpe of 
crafty accuſcrs; amongſt whom he had choſen 1/145 Poſthumws,a man noted of in- 
famous hfe with Meti/14 Priſca , 2 ptincipallfauoutire of the grandmother, and-fic 
inſtrumenrforhis practiſes, being bighly in AuguiZas bookes: an old woman of het 
owne diſpoſition deſirous of rule, and therefore cafily eſtranged from herdaughter 
in law _IAerippire. He had likewiſe inucigled CAgrippinarneere kindred, to puffe 
vpherhaughrie ſpirits; and vſc hard ſpeechesof _Anguſts. 'Bur Tiberizs intermits 
ring no care of publicke affaires 3 and embracing bulines for ſolace; beardthe caus 
ſes of citizens, and the ſuites of confederates: and by his perſwaſion, decrees of Se- 
nate were made,thatrhe citie of Cibyratica in Aftazand Aecgirisin Achaia,damni- 
fied by ancarth-quake, might berelieued by reminting them three yeeres rribures; 
And Fibizs Serenus Proconfull of farther Spaine, being condemned for publicke 
violence, throughthe cruelty of thetime, was baniſhed intorthe Illand Amorgus. 
Carſius Sactrdos accuſed,as though he had helped the enimie Tacfarinas with corn, 
was quit: and C.Gracchw forthe ſame crime. This Gratchas becing verie'yoong, 
was carried by his father Sempronizs rothe Iland Cercina, as a companion of his 
exile : where growing to mans eſtate amongſt banithed men,und ignorant of libe- 
rall artes,bytutning and winding baſe merchandiſe in Africa and Sicilia', hegzy- 
ned his Luing: and yetHe eſcaped northe dangersof greater fortune.” And if AF- 
| | lis 
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lize Lamii,and La Aproniue, which gouerned Africa, had not defended his inno: 
cencic :through the noblenes of his vnfortunare ſtocke , hee had taſtedof his Fa- 


 therscalamities. | That yeere came Embaſſadors from cities of Greece : reque- 


ſting thatthe auncient right ofpriuiledged places, might bee confirmed at 7nnes 
Temple at Samium,: and LEſculapins Temple, ar Cois. The Samiansgrounded 
themſclucs on adecree of Amphy#ions; ro whome belonged the principall exa- 
mination of all matters : when the Grecians building cities through Afia, were 
Lordsof the Sea coaſts. The antiquity of the Coi was not vnlike : hauing withall 
the merite oftheplace:forwhen by King Mithridetes commandement, all the Ro- 
mans were {laincthroughour all the cities and Ilands of Afia : they ſaued in the 
Temple of <4Eſcslapius as many as they found, After this the Pretors hauing 
made many complaints, though in vaine, againſtthe 9s. atlaſt Ceſar 
ſpake oftheir vnrulines and immogeſt behauiour ; as hauing ſeditioully attempred 
many thingy in publicke, and many vmdecently in priuate houſes. And the Oſcian 

lay, a _ fportpleafing the peoples humour, grew to ſuch inſolencie, that the 
Lords of the Senate were faine tointerpoſle their authority, for the ſuppreſſing of 
it:and the the ſtage-plaiers were expulſed Italy.C ſar had further griefe inthe ſame 


 yecre, partly by the death of one of Druſiu children, and partly by the death of Zo- 


cillus Longue his friend , and partaker of all his fortunes , proſperous or aduerſe: 


 andamong the Senators, his onelie companion, when he withdrew himſelfc to 


Rhodes. Inregard whereof , the Senate ordained ,'thatalthough he were but of 
meaneparentage,yet thatheſhould haue the funerals of a Ceeſor,and an image in 
Anenftus forum, atthe charge ofthe common purſe. For atrhar time the Senate 
managed allthe affaires; in ſo much, that Zacil;«s Capito, Procurator of Aſia ; the 


- Prouince accufing him , was forced to purge himſelfe before them : thePrince 


afſuredly auouching that he had giuen him no authority: but ouerſlaues, and md- 
ney matters between partic andpartie.Bur if he had vſurped the authority of a Pre- 
tor,or vied the ſtr of fouldiers,he had therein contemned his commandement 
& therefore thatthey ſhould heare the allies:and ſo themarter being heard, he was 
condemned. Forwhich cauſe, andby reaſon thatthe yeere before C. Silawus was + 
puniſhed: the cities of Afia decreed that a Temple ſhould beebuilt in honour of 
Tiberias ; his mother; andthe Senare 3 which they performed after they had li- , 
cence. Andfor the ſame cauſe Nero gaue thanks to the Lords ofthe Senate, and to 
his grandfather: with the joyfull acceprance of the hearers; asrepreſenting Germa- 
nicus, yetfreſh in memory to their mindes: thinking thathim they-had both heard 
andſcene. The yoong man wasof great modeſty, and comelineſſe,woorthie of a 
Prince; the more gratcfull, through the danger he was in 5 by Seianws knowen ha- 
tred againſthim.

© not bee found , the vſe ofconfarreation, or marriage with a cake of Wheare, 
© cither not vſcd, or onely of a few.:whereofhe alleaged many reaſons, though the

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chicfeſt was, the careleſneſſe ofmen and women: and withall the difficulcies of the ,, 
ceremonies,which were willingly let flip. And when ſhould he goour of his fathers ,, 
authoricie , whicir ſhould obraine thar Prieſthood, or ſhee who was married vnto ,, 
him? theretore that was to be redreſſed bydecree of Senate,orby alaw, as <Augs- ,, 
ftushimſcite had changed ſomewhat of that rude antiquitie, wwe reducedit to the ,, 
preſent vie. Thoſe things therefore being debated which rouched the ceremonies 

it was determined that nothing ſhould bee altered inthe makings of thoſe Prieſts: 
but a law wasordained,that ſhe who was married vnto a Flamen, by reaſon of the 
ſacritices, (hould be vnder the power of hit husband' : and that in other caſes ſhee 
ſhould bee as others were: And A«ulnginen/is (onne was choſen in his Fathers 
place. And thar the prieftly dignitic ſhould berrer be regarded, and they rhe 
readier to vndertake the ceremonies; it was ordained that Cornelia the virgine, 
who was choſen in Scenzius place; ſhould bee._giuen * Z. L. S. x x. ſeſterces: nan won 
and that as ofr as Hngn/ia entered the theatre, ſhe ſhould fir among the Veſtals. pound, and foe 
Cornelius Cethegus,andF ſellins Virro being Conſuls,when the Pontites, and follo-""** 
wing their example , the other Prieſts, made certaine vowes for the health of the 

Prince, they commended Nero and Draſus to the ſame goddes: notſo much for 

loue of the yoong men, as for flattery, which in corrupttimes is darigerous alikez 

cithernort at all,or toomuch.For T ib: rius neuer a friend to Germanicus houſe, grie- 

ued impatiently thatthe yoong inen ſhould then bee equalled vnto him in his olde 

age: and icndingfor the chiefe Prieſts, asked them whether they had done that at 
Agrippimasmeearies or threats ; and althoughthey denied it, yer were ſomewhat 

rebuked; the greaceſtpart being his neercſt friends, and kin, or chiefe gentlemen 

of the citie.Neuerthcleſſe in Senate he admoniſhed them in an oration, thatnone 

ſhould hereafterpufte vp the fickle minds of the pu_ mer toprige, by vntimelie 
andouer-haſtic dignitics. Scizanxs vrged cagerly,thatthe citie wasno lefſe deuided 

into factions,rhen intime of ciuill warres; ſome terming themſclues tobe of 4gr;7+ 
prnas fide ; and more would if they were notpreuented : andno way to redreſle a 
waxing diuifion, but by cutring off fome one or two of the forwardeſt. Heere 

he beginneth with C,S:/1#5,and T itus Sabinus Germantcns friendſhip beeing dange- 

rous to both : to S:/tus, becauſe that hauing had charge of a great armie ſeuen 

yeeres together , and vanquiſhed Sacrowtr in Germanie, and obtained the orna- 

mentsof triumph , the higherhis fall , the greater the feare in others would bee. 

Many were of opinion that Tiberizs was the more vehemently incenſed, byrcafon 

of his owne ]2uiſhing roong , oucrmuch vaunting thathis ſouldiers had alwaics 
continueddurifuil, when as others had growne to mutinies: and that Ceſers ſtate. 

had becne ſhaken, if thoſe legions hed deſirous of innouation : which Ceſar 

conſtrued as an embaſing tots greatnes, and diſabling him of ability torequite x 

for good turnes are no longer well taken, then they may. bee recompenſed: when 
; they grow greater, then hope of requirallzin ſteed ofthankſulnes they breed hatred 
' andillwill. So/ia Gala, was Siltus wife;badlyrhought of by the Prince, becauſe ſhe 
loued Agrippina, It was therefore thought conucnientto begin with theſe two; and: 
not meddle with Sabinzxs fot a time. The Conſull Ferro being thruſt in, to accuſe 

them, vnder colourof a quarrell betwixt bis farher and S/livs , became an ipſttu- 

mentto gratifie Seianww with his owne diſcredit. The defendants intreating ſome 
. delay,vntill the accuſers Conſulſhip were expired, Ceſar denitdir, affirming it to 


be avſuallmarter for magiſtrates to callpriuateperſonsinzo queſtion: andthat the: 


authoritie of the Conſull was not to be infringed, through whoſe watchfulnes the 


common-wealth was kept without danger. That was a common tricke with 7 ibe-'

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 rizs,alwaies tocloake new coyned miſchiefe withold words. Therefore with great 
proteſtation,as though he had proceeded with S7liwe by order of law; or the matter 


belonged roYarroas Conſull; or therin conſiſted the ſafety of the common-wealth: 

the Senate was called, the partic accuſed not once opening his mouth; orif he be- 
ganto purge himſclfe;ſtucknot-to viter by whoſe malice he was oppreſſed. He was 

accuſed to had intelligencewith rhe beginners of the warre : thar hee baddilcre- 

dired his vi&orie by his couetouſneſſe; and other things againſt Soſa his Wife, 

nothing along time ſpoken of Szcrevir. And doubtleſſethe accuſation of polling 
the prouince, could not have ſerued their turne, had rheynot proſecuted all vnder 
treaſon: but Si/lizspreuented his imminentcondemnation, by his owne voluntarie 

death. Neuertheleſſe that contented nor, . but were greedic his goods ſhould 

be confiſcate, not to pay the ſtipendaries3 for none of them demaunded ought: 

but becauſe 4#2u#s liberality was at an end, hee tooke a particular account of 
all char was due to a publicke treaſure : which was the firſt time that Tiberius 
ſhewed himſelfe greedy of other mens money. Sofia was driven into baniſhment 
by Afmins Gallus Confull: who alſo aduiſed that part ofthe goodsſhould be con- 
fiſcate, and partlefr vnto his children. But Zepid*s contrarily,that the fourth pare 
ofthe goods ſhould be giuen to the informers, according to the law;and the reſidue 
to his children. Ifinde that this Lepidus was in thoſe daies a graue and wiſe man : 
who altered into the better many things;which others by cruell flatterie had ordai- 
ned: which he did with ſuch moderation,that he kept in with Ceſar in no leſſe fa- 
uour then authority. Which cauſeth metro doubt , whether ir happen as in other 
things by fatal deſtinieandnatiuitie,that Princes are fauourably enclined to ſome, 
and to others hardly bent;or whether any thing conſiſt in our counſels, to ſingle 
out a courſe free. from ambition and danger,berween ſelfe-will ſtubbornneſle, and 
filthy flattery. Burt Meſalinus Cotte being no lefſe nobly deſcended, differing from 
Zepidus,was of opinion,that by decree of Senate it ſhould be ordained,that gouer- 
nours of prouinces, though faulrleſſe themſclues; yer ſhould be puniſhed for their 


wiues crimes,no lefle then for their owne, 


VI. Calphurnius Piſo accuſed and condemned. The left warre with 
Tacfarinas, and his death, 


A Frerthis,they debated Celphurnixs Piſos caſe, a noble man and ofa fierce cou- 
rage. He, as I haue faide, ſeeing whatcreditpickthanks were in,openly prote- 
ſted in Senate that he would depart thecitie : and little regarding the autho- 

ritie of Augu//a, wasſo bolde as to ſummon Yrexlanis, out of the princes houſe : 
which Tiberiasfor the preſentſeemed not to rake in euill part. Bur bearing it in 
minde although the heate of diſpleaſure was cooled, yet he forgat itnot. Granius 
alſoaccuſed Po of ſecrerſpeeches, vſcd againſt the maicſtic ofthe Emperour: ad» 
ding that he had poiſon in his houſe; and thathe enteredthe Senate houſe with a 
weapon. This of the weapon was paſt ouer as nor credible: but for other things ag- 
grauated againſt him,he was arraigned, burnotconuifted; becauſe he waspreuen- 
ted by death. Afterward Cafizs Senerns cauſe was handled;a baniſhed man of baſe 
parentage and lewdelifez bur agreatOrator, Who had raiſed ſo many enemies 
_ him,that by the judgement ofthe Senate ſworne,he was confined to Creer: 
wherefollowing the like praQiſes,drew on his head 014 andnewhatred: and at laſt 
being depriued of all his _ , andbaniſhed; ſpent thereſt of his life inthe Iland 


Seriphium. About the ſame time , Plantine Silnanns Pretor ; the caule why , not 
' - knowen 
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knowen; threwe his wife Apronia downe headlong from a high place. And'btirg: 
be--ughr before Cefr by Z, 4pronius his fatherinlaw,as a man troublediinminde, - 


anſwered as though the had killed hir-ſelfe, when he was afleepe, and wholyigno-: 
rant of the marter, 7 zberias goeth foorthwith ro his houſe, and fearcherh che cham-! 
ber z where he perceiued by the print of her feer, rokensofhir ſtriving againſthimy; 
and the thruſting of her foreward : which he reported ro the Senate : andludges: 
appointed to examine the fact. /7gulanta Siluanm grandmother, ſent hir nephew 
a poniard to diſpatch himlel'e: which ſome thought ro haue beene done by the 
princes counſlell; by reaſon of the league of friendthip berwixt Auguſta and Yrgaula-' 
nia. S'lunans having tried in vaine to kill himſclfe with the poniard, inthe end cau- 
ſed his veinesto be cur.Not long after, Ymantin: his firſt wife accuſed, by-charmes 
and witchcrafts ro haue put her husband our of his wits, found innocent, is quit by 
theprince. That yearethe people of Rome was delivered of along warre-againſt 


Tacfarinas the Numidian. Forthe captaines which till then had bene ſent againſt”. 


him, having obtained the marks of triumph: ſought no further how to extinguiſh 


the enemie. For there were now three images in the citie crowned with baies? and. 


Tarfirmas ſill continued ſpoiling and forraging Aﬀerica ; and augmented his for- 
ces by the aide of the Moores: which vnder Prolomy, 1ubaes ſonne, a carelefle yourh 
changed their ſcruile ſtare, and gouernment of freed men, intowar. Theking ofthe 
Garamantes was arec*ijuer and partaker of his boories, and pillages : nor that hee 
marched with an armie , but onely by ſending light horfemen , which a farre off 
were thought to be more then indeed they were. And in the province it ſelfe;fome 
for need;and ſom of a turbulent humor joyned with him:becauſe Ceſar conſidering 
how well 3/z/z had beſtirred himſelfe , called home theninthlegion ; as though 
there had beene no enemies left at allin Aﬀeica. And Delabels Proconſull for that 
yere,durſt not ſtay them; fearing more the commandement of the prince, then the 
ncertaintic and danger of the warre. Vpon this, T «c/arinas gave it out, that the 
Romans had their hands full ; were diſtrated with other nations : and therefore 
purpoſed by little and lictle, to retire our of Aﬀricke. And thenthat thereſt mighr 
cafaly bee ouercome , if all which preferred liberty before ſervitude , would 
10yne and couragionſlie bend their forces againſt them : and gathering more 
ſtrength, encampeth before Thubuſcur , and lajerh fiege to it. Bur Dol.bela draw-_ 
ing all the forces he could make into one: partly the name of the Romans ſtriking 
a terror into their hearts; partly becauſe the Numidian is not able to endure the 
force of the foormen : at the ft encounter, lenicdrhe ſiege; fortified che moſt 
conuenient places ; and withall, beheadedthe chicfeſt of the Muſulani , which 
began to reuolt. Inthe ende taught by experience of fo many bartels , that this 
fleeting enemy was nor to bce purſued with a maine campez Do/abel ſent for 
King Ptolomy with his countrey men;and Jeuided his forcesinto foure companies; 
vnder the charge of feueral Lieutenants and Tribunes.The out-riders and forragers 
were conducted by certaine choſen Moores : himfelfe at hand to giue direction ro 
all. Not long after ty4ings came rhar T acfarinus had encamped and ereCted ca- 
bins at an old ruinous fort, which himſelfe had once burnt, cailed Auzeaz cruſting 
tothe place being inuironed with mighty great woods. Then the light horſemen 
and wings; not knowing whither, were lead away with all ſpeed. And atthe daw- 
ning of the day,with the found of trumpers,and adreadtul] noiſe fer on the enemies, 
halfe fleeping,halfe waking;their horſes vnreadie, or diſperſed abroade ar paſture. 
11e Romans tootmen were cloſe ranked ; the rroupesof horſemen in good order ; 


all things in arcadineſfic for battel. The enemie on the other {ide in all things vnpro- - 


| 2; vided; 
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uided, had neither weapon,order, nor counſcll among them : but were haled, ra- 
ken; and(lainelike beaſts. And euery ſouldier irked with rhe remembrance of his 
labours; and how oftdefirous to cope with the enemy he had beene deluded ; fild 
himſclfe with reuenge and blood. Aduertifement was brought from one companie 
to another, to purſuc Tacfarinas wellknowne to them all; and that there would be 
no endof that warre,if the Captainewere nor {laine. But he with a choſen guard a- 


| bouthim; ſecing his ſonne already taken, and theRomans on euery fide of him, 


ruſhing in among their weapons,with the loſe of his life , eſcaped captiuiry. And 
that wasthe end of that warre. Delabel/a deſiring the honour of triumph, Tiberius 
denicd it him: and gaucit Sezanzs, leſt his vacle Blew commendation ſhould be 
obſcured.Bur B/eſ#s was neuer the more eſteemed; and the denying ofthe honour 
to Dolabella, augmented his honour: becauſe that with a lefſer armic he had taken 
manynotable priſoners; {lainethe Capraine, and carried away thefame of ending 
the warre. The Ambaſſadors of the Garamantes,a people ſeldome ſeene inthe c1- 
tic, came after the death of T acfarinas, all aſtonied , as being of the conſpiracy to 
fatisfie thepcopleof Rome. After this, Tiberius vnderſtanding of Prolomes dili- 
gence in his warres, renuing the old cuſtome,ſent one of the Senators-to him with 


an Tuorie ſtaffe, and embrodered or wrought | RR mms were woont to be the 


auncient gilts of the Lords of the Senate; and to giue himthe greater honor called 
him King,companion,and friend of the people of Rome. 


VII. Arcbelion of bond-ſlanes ſuppreſſed : Serenus accn- 
ſed by his owneſonne. 


"JT  Heſame ſommer beginnings of warre attemptedinItaly by bond-men; were 
| ſuppreſſed by meere chaunce. The beginner of this tumule was T. Curtſpur, 
ſometimes a ſouldier of a Pretorian band; who at the firſt mn ſecrec conuenri- 
cles,in Brundufium and rownes adioyning;then by writings publikly ſpred abroad, 
tolled to libertic, the rude and fierce heed Hawes diſperſed in the woods : when by 
the fauour of the gods, there arriued three Galleies for the vie of paſſengers in that 
ſca.And Curtins Lapirs rent gatherer in thoſe countries; vnto whom by lotfell che 
Prouince Cales,according to the auncient cuſtome, having in a readines a power 
of ſea fouldiers ; dilcomfited the conſpirators, who then did but begin their enter- 
priſe. Ceſar ſent out of hand Sza7i a Tribune, with a ftrong Power ; who brought 
the Capraine himſelfe,and the ringleaders of this bold attempt tothe citie; greatly 
afeard of the mulcitude of bond-men , which increaſed to a hugenumber; the free 
borne decreaſing daily more and more. The ſame men being C onfuls, there hap- 
encd a bloody example of calamitic and cruelty , the ſonne accuſing the Father: 
th called 2.Ytbius Serenw:; both brought before the Lords of the Senate: the fa- 
theft our of baniſhment deformed,poore and vnhandfome, bound in chaines; and 
his ſonne pleading againſt him : who finelie and featelic attired with a cheerefull 
countenance 3 affirmed rhar ſecret praftiſes had beenzs wrought againſt the 
Prince; and certaine firebrands of war ſent into Gallia toraiſe a rebellion; himſclfe 
being both accuſer and witnes. He charged Cecilizs Cornurus once Pretor, tohaue 
furniſhed chem with inoney: who through the wearilomnes of trouble account- 
ting the danger his bane,haſtened his owne death. But contrarily the defendant, 
ftourly,turning towards his ſonne ; ſhaking hisirons , called the gods to reuenge; 
praying at they would ſend him to cxile againe;to lead hislife farre from ſuch cu- 
oms; and infli& condigne puniſhment vpon his ſonne. And affirmed me 
that 
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- that Cornutws was innocent , and-frighred with a falſe accuſation 3 which ſhould 

caily bee percciued if ſome others were appeached allo: for himſelfe: could nor 
practiſe the death ofthe Prince , and an innouation with one onely companion: 

Then the accuſernamed Gr. Lentulw,and Seize Tubers: Caſar himſelte being aſha- 

med to heare the chicfe of the city, and his deereſt friends, Lenzulws very aged,and 
Tubereof a weake body,accuſcd of raiſing a rebellion zand diſturbing the common- 

wealth : and therefore both were incontinently acquitted: [The fathers bondmeri 
werepurtto therack,which made againſt the accuſer: who through the wickednes 

of hista&t,growing halfe franrick,and rertified with theſpeech of the people,which 
threatned either tocaſt him headlong fromthe Robur®, or drawhim in peeces; of , {in 


puniſh him as a parricide,departcd the.citic: bur brought backfrom Rauenna, was CY 
forced to end his accufation;T iberim nothing at all dillembling the old grudge hee teacong. to. 
bare Serenus the baniſhed. For after Z:bos condemnarion, by letrershee vpbraided 
Ceſar, that his ſeruice onely was vnrecompenſed ; with ſome other things, mbre 
peremptorily,then ſafely, ro ptoud cares, and ready rotake offence. Eight yeetes 
after, Ceſar caſtrhis in his dith,many waies carping his ations inrhe meane ſpace? 
alrhough contrary to his expeQarion , through the conſtancy of his bondmen, the 
rack could extortnothing againſt him. When all had giuen ſentence that! Serenus 
ſhould be puniſhed,according tothe auncient cuſtome z Tiberius ro bleare rheir 
cies, anddiflemblehis udge, would not allow of the ſentence. Gali Aſinines was 
of opinion,thart he ould be cofined in Gyarumor Donuſa;zwhich he miſliked alſo, 
ſaying that both thoſe Ilands wanted water: and that towhome life was graunted; 
things neceſlary for life ought ro be graunted:whereupon Serenm was carried back 
to Amorgum: And becaule Cornutus had ſlaine hirnſelfe, it was propounded in 
Scnarte whether the informets ſhould looſe their rewards; if any arraigned onely of 
treaſon and not condemned, flew himſel7,VVhich they had allfollowed,if Ceſar had 
not ſharply and openly , contrary to his accuſtomed manner, complained in de- 
fence of the informers,ſaying: that by that meanes the lawes would be brought to 
nothing, and the common-wealth run torvine; and that it were moretolerable to 
aboliſh the lawes themſelues, then take away the keepers of them. By this meanes 
the promooters, arace of men found out for a common overthrow aid deſtruQi- 
on.andneuer duely puniſhed, were allured with rewards. Theſe continuall cauſes 
of forrow,were ſauced with ſome ſmall contentment: for C. Cominius a gentleman 
of Rome, conuiced of ſcandalous verſes againſt Tiberius , was pardoned art the in- 
rreaty of his brother a Senator. A ſtrange caſe, that kriowirig what was beſt (fot 
ſortiſh or ſenſeles he was not)and what fame followed clemency;yet tie deſired ra- 
ther cauſe of heauines and ſorrow. Neither is it a matter of deepe inſight ro know 
the peoples affeion,when they extoll Princes ations from the heatt; and when 
from the teeth outward.And T tberius himſelfe at othertitnes, cunningly premedi- 
tating his words, and with ſtaggering and ſtammering deliuering his minde : yet 
when hee meaneth gapd indeed vnto any, findeth his roong ready and looſe. Bur 
when P.Swilivs fomtimes rent gatherer to Germanicwus, was couidt tor taking of mo- 
ney for gluing iudgement,8 thertorc expullſed Italy: his opinion wasthat he ſhould 
be baniſhed into ſomelland,andthat with ſuch vehemency,thathee bound it with 
an oath to be profitable forthe common-wealth. Which forthe preſent time was 
taken for. a rigorous ſentence ; bur after S#il;us rerurne , turned ro hiscommenda- 
tion ; whom ſubſequent times ſaw mightie, but aſlaueto money z a longtime as 
he luſted, but neuer as he ought vſing Prince Claudius friendſhip. The ſame puniſh- 
ment was ordained againſt Cares Firmius aSenator, asfallely accufing his ſiſter 6f 
I 2 tr eaſon. 
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treaſon. Carus asThaue already (aid , had inueighled Libo; then betraied him and 
Lrought him to deſtruction. Vhich ſeruice 7:beriz« not forgetting, though pre- 
trending other cauſcs,intreated that he might not be baniſhed; bur that hee ſhould 
be depoſed from the Senateghe hindered nor. I am not ignorant that many of thoſe 
things which Lhaue rehearſed, and which I ſhall rcheatſe hereafter, will ſceme of 
{mall momenr,and not worthy the writing. But I wiſh not that any ſhould com- 
pare our Annales with the wricings of the auncient hiſtoriographers of the people 
of Rome : for they reported with a free diſcourſe, of mighty great warres , winning 
of trownes, of Kings taken and{laine: orifthey came to domeſticall affaires, they 


+>" xecorded the diſcords berwixt the Conſuls and the Tribunes ;lawes conceriing 
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- diſtributionof lands amongthe commow people z and iarres betweene the com- 
mynalty and nobiliry. Bur the ſcope okour diſcourſe is ſtreight, and our labour 


ioglorious : the times I write of becing peaceable andquiet, or no great warres: 
the {tate of the citic.dolefull z and the Prince careleſlc in dilating the Empire. 
Yet it ſhall notbeeloſt labour to looke into thoſe things, which ar the firſt ſeeme 
light; oft yeelding inſtruftionofgreat matters. For all nations and Cities are go- 
uerncd by the people; orPeers;or alone. A forme of common-wealth conſtituted 
of one of theſe, may better be praiſed, then found:or if it chance to be found,it can- 
notlong-continue. Therefore as in timespaſt the people bearing ſwaie , or the 
Lords of the Senate ; the humour of the communalty was to bee knowne: and 


the mcanes how with greateſt diſcretion they were to bee dealt withall : and 


they iudged moſt wiſe and experiencedz who haddeepelieſt entered into the dif 
poſition of the Senators and nobility : ſothe ſtate being now changed and there- 
giment conſiſting in one alone; it ſhall be conuenient to note thoſe things , which 
vato that forme of gouernmenct doth beſt appertaine. For there are but few, which 
by wiledome, diſtinguiſh honeſt things from diſhoneſt ; and profitable from hurt- 
full; but moſt men are taught by others events. And my writings bring more pro- 
fit then delight; for ſituation of countries; varietie of battels; the death offamous 
Captaines doe feede and. recreate the readers mindes. But we heape vp bloody 
commaundements z continuall accuſations ; deccitfull friendſhips ; the overthrow 
of innocentperſons 3 and cauſes bringing the like end ; matters tedious for want 
of variety. The old writers had alſo this aduantage, that they had no detraftors of 
their writing,or fewe: not being materiall to any, whether he had praiſed Aﬀerican 
orRomane armies. But many arc yet aliuc, whole predeceſſors ſuffered puniſh» 
meat or infamic vnder T iberiws gouernment. And although their familie be extin- 
gviſhed; yerthou ſhalrfind many, which for conformitic of manners, thinke that 
others miſdeeds are obieed againſt themſc]ues. Glory and vertue haue enemies 
likewiſe, accordingro the diſpoſition of everie mans minde ; framing reaſons con- 
trary to that which his own inclination is neereſt vato. Bur willreturne co my firſt 


purpoſe. 


VIII. An oration of Cremutius in d:fence of his _Annales: 
Tiberius would not (uffer the Spaniards to build aT em- 
| pleimn bis honour. 


Orneliu Coſſws, Aſmins CAgrippa being Conſuls; Cremutins Cordus was ac- 
cuſed of anew crime never before woes, of, that in certaine Annales by him 
publiſhed , he had praiſed M.Bratms, and ſaidethat C, Caſſius was the laſt of 

the Romans, His accuſers were Satrine Secundis, and Pinarins Natta , Seianm cli- 
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ents, which was his overthrow. Ceſar with aſterne lodke hearing his purgationz 
which Cremutize being aſſured to loſe his life, began in this manner. I am accuſed ,, 
for words (Lords of the Senate) becauſe indeedesI am innocent. Bur they were ,, 
neither againſtthe Prince , nor his father , whom thelawe of treaſon doth com- ,, 
rehendi I am ſaide to haue commended Braetus and Cans. whoſe ats manie ,, 
aue written, and allin honorable termes. T. Lizims an excellent writer, as well for ,, 
eloquence as truethz did ſo much extoll Gm. Pompeins, that Augaſtus called him a ,z 
— Pompecianz yet that no breach of friendſhip ar all. Scipio <Aafricanue, didneuercall ;, 
thisſclfe ſame Caſie,this Brutws theeues and parricides,as now adaics they are ter- zz 
med,bur'often worthy & famous men. 4//nius Pollives writings do deliuer an hono- ,z 
rable memory of them : MeſſelzCorninssextolleth Cafiins as his Caprtaine: and 3 
both flouriſhed in wealth and honour, When A: Creero had in a booke extolled 33 
Catoto the heauenszwhat did Ceſar the Dictator, bur anſwer him in anoration as if ,5 
he had becne before the iudges? Antonics epiſtles, B7uzus orations, haue,] confeſle, ,, 
many vnitrue and bitter ſpeeches againſt Augu/Zus. Men read Bribaculus and Catulles 55 
__. verſes, which arc ſtuffed with reproches againſt the Ceſars. Buryet Julivrand Au: 33 
g«ſtrs of famous memory winked thereat : wherher with greater moderation or z 
wiſedome, Iknow not: for things of that quality negleted vaniſh of themſelues; » 
but repined and grieued ar, argue a guilty conſcience. The Grecians, whoſe not »» 
onely liberty , bur vnreſtrained licence eſcaped vnpuniſhed, Ipeake nor of z or if 
pick himſclfc gricued,he reucnged words with other words. It hath bin alwaics 5 
.— a. matter of free liberty, and leaſt ſubie& vnto derraQtion, to ſpeake ofthoſe whom: ,, 
death had exempted from hatred and fauor. Dol incenſe the people by orations to z» 
ciuill warre, with Cs/ius and Bru'ws _ in armes, and matters of the Philippian » 
fields? Donot they (who ended their life aboue ſeuentic yeares agone) as they are » 
knowen by their images which the Conquererhimſelfe hath not pulled downe , fo zz 
reraine ſomeremembrance of them by writings ? Poſteritie doth render vnto cuery 5 
man the commendation he hathdeſerued.Neither will there wantſome if Ibe con- 3» 
'* demned,which will make mention,not onely of Ca#zs and Brutus, butof mec allo. »5 
Having thus ſaid,he went out of the Senate, & ended his life by abſtinence. Order 
 wasgiuen by the Senators; thatrhe Zdiles ſhould burne his bookes , which not- 
| withſtanding were ſtill exrant; ſoine ſecretly z fomepublickely : which maketh me 
the willinglier tolaugh at the witleſſe vncircumſpeCtion of ſuch as thinke with the 
power and authority they haue in their own time, they can alſo extinguiſh the me- 
mory of future times.But it falleth out contrary,that when good wits are puniſhed, 
heir credit growerh greater : neither have forren Kings "Eh =ranevied the 
like cruelty purchaſed any other thing , then diſcreditro themſclues , and ro ſuch 
wits, glorie. This yeere accuſations were ſo hotly purſued, that euenon the feſtiuall 
daics ofthe Latines , Calohurnius Saluianns went to accuſe Mirins before Druſus, 
Prouoſt of the citic as he was centering intothe Tribunall ro begin his charge : for 
which cauſe S1/niarus being publikely blamed by Tiberius, was ſent imo baniſh- | 
ment. Great negligence was openlie laid rothe Cyzicenians charge, in nor folem, 
niling A»g:ftus ſacrifices ; and that they had vſed violence againlt thecitizeos of 
Rome. For which cauſe they loſt the freedome which they had gotten inthe ware 
when they were beſieged by 2hriaates, chaſing away the King, nolefle bytheir 
owne manhood, then Zucul/us aide, But Fenteins Capito who had beeneProcon- 
full of Aſia,was quit of the accuſation fal(ly forged againſt him-by Yibins'Serenus. 
And yer Serenus eſtaped vnpuniſhed,being odious generally roall , and therforein |

© tomen; and takeit for honour enoughto be Prince. And they ſhall attribure e- 
© nonghto my memory,which wil belecue that Ihauc nor degenerated from my an- 
** ceſtors; that Thaue beene carcfull in your affaires;conſtant in dangers ;norfearefull 
©. ofdiſpleaſure for theprofir of the common-wealth. Theſe things ſhall be for mee, 
© temples in your minds ; theſe beautifull and laſting images : for thoſe which are... . 
* built of ſtone, if in iudgement of poſteritie they become odious: are contemned for 
© ſepulchers:Therefore Ipray your allics,citizens,gods and goddeſſes;theſe,thatthey 
© would giue me vntiltthe nd of my life , a quict minde wich the vnderſtanding of 
© divine and humane lawes; thoſe,that whenſocuer Iſhall depart out of this life,they 
© would haue me inremembrance with an honorable memory of my deeds, and re- 
© nowne of my name.And _—_ laces afterward diſliked ſuch adoration,which 
. ſome interprered toproceedof modeſty ; many of diſtruſt ; and fome for baſenes of 
mind and want of courage; becauſe of mortallmen the beſt aſpire higheſt : ſo Her- 
cules and Bacchus among the Grecians ; 2uirinius among vs, were added rothe 
number of the gods. 4#guffus had done betterin hoping to be one. Princes have all 

other things at will: one thing they ſhould inſatiably ſecke for , which isto leaue a 

happy memory after them: for by contemning of fame,they contemne the vercues 

hich engender it. |

: Druſus widow. And perſwadeth Tiberius ro with- 

; | ſ' $8) draw himeife from the Citie. 
Ve Seienws fottiſbly mad with over great fortune , and enflamed with a bur- 
ning defire of Ze: importunately demaunding a performance of a promiſed 
- marriage; inditeth and ſenderh ettersto Ceſar: becauſe the cuſtome was , 
thatalrhough the Prince were preſent, yer to-preſent theirpeticions by writing : 
<« the contents were as followeth. "That the good will of his harher Auguſtus was 
| < fſach towards him, and T#berizs alſo, by diuers {ignes did ſhew him fuch fauour, 
< thathe would not ſooner offer his hopes and vowes vnto the! gods, then vnto the 
< earesof Princes. Thatheneuerthirſted afrer bigh and eminent dignities; þut choſe 
<« racherto watch and trauell like a common ſouldier for thefafetic of the Emperour: 
ay notwith- 
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notwithſtanding that hee had obtained that which ſeemed to beeofall other the ,, 
greateſt honour : hat is,that he ſhould be thought worrhie of Ceſar: alliancesftom ,, 
whence ſprang the beginning of his hope. And becauſe hee had heard that when,, 
Anguftss in the beſtowing his daughter,had thought cuen of gentlemen ofRome ,, 
fo he beſought him, if a husband were thought vpon for Lisza,that hee would haue ,, 
' him as afriend in minde,who would be content with theglory only to be alliedto ,, 
him,neuerpurpoſing thereby ro giue vpthe charge impoled vypon him, nor relin> ,, 
quiih his vſuall care: bur would hold himſelte farisfied,it his houſe might be aſſured ,, 
againſt Lerippinas wicked malice, and that inregardot his.children : and as fot ,, 
himſelfe he deſired ro liucno longer then he could employ himſelfe in the ſeruice ,, 
ot his Prince. iberiachaning praiſed Sezanws grearloue and zeale, &chictly runne ,, 
ouerthe benefits he had recciued ot him, demanding ime as ithad beentully to ,, 
deliberatc on the tmatcer, added; That other men conſulted of chat onely which was ,, 
—->forthcir profit: buc the conditions of Princes was of a different qualitie, whoſe ,, 
 ſpeciaſdrift was todire& their ations ro fame : and therefore would not fall into ,, 
that which was caſie for him to have written. That Zizia could derermine with ,, 
herſelic whether ſhe would marry againe ornor, orremainein the ſame familie: ,, 
that ſhe had a morher and grandmother as necrer counſellers : he therefore would ,, 
dale moreſimply,and ſpeake firſt of CHgrippinees enmitics, which would befarre ,, 
more zncenied,if Ziuiaes marriage ſhould diuide Ceſarshoulc as it were intoparts, ,, 
and breede emulation berweenethe women 3-and conſequently the oucrthrowot ,, 
his nepbewes. VV hat if any variance ariſc in that marriage? Thou arrdeceiued Se- ,, 
#9 it thou thinkeſt to continue in the ſtare thou art in, if thou marrie LZixis, ,z 
whobath becne wife vnto C.C #/zr,and afterward to Druſts ;and imaginetharſhe ,, 
bearcth che minde topaſſe che reſt ofher life with a Gentleman of Rome. Andif I ,, 
ſhould agree vntoit, doſt thouthinke thar they would iuffer it, who haue ſcene bir ,z 
brother, her tarher, our aunceſtors in greateſt dignities? Thou wilt continne inthe ,, 
calling thou arrnowin ; but thoſe magiſtrates and noble men which maugrethy ,» 
teerh mount to authority, anddetermine of all marrexs, doreportir, and thatnot ,, - 
_ in hugger mugger, that along time firice thouhaſtclimed higher then the degree ,, 
of a gentleman, and gone beyond ny fathers friendſhip ; andfor thehatredthbey >, 
beare vntothee, blame me. But Auguſtus rhought oncero marry his daughter to ,, 
a gentleman of Rome. Truely ic was to be marueclled, that being diſtraQted with fo ,, 
many cares,and foreſccing that he who ſhould match inthar place,ſhould by that ,, 
alliance riſe to great aduancement, hee would in familiar conference thinke ypon ,z 
Proculeius and1o.ne others,which lined a ngrable quier life, nor medling at al with ,z 
matters of eſtate.But if we be moued becauſe Auguſtus did doubt, only whether he ,, 
ſhould beſtow her vpon a gentleman , how much more oughtwe ro conſider that ,» + 
he gancherto 2. Agripp1;and then aftervntome. Theſe things 1 would not hide »» 
from thee for the friendſhip which is betwixt vs : bur I willnor bee againſt thine nox ,z 
Liniaes deſeignments : and will forbeare atrhisrime to ſpeake whatlhadcaſtin , 
minde,andhow neetely I purpoſed to linke thee vnto me.l willonly fay,that there ,, 
——isnothing ſo excellent, butthy vertues and good will rowards'mee doth deſerue ,, 
it 3 and when opportunity ſhall ſerue, L will vtter it cicher in Senate, or before the ,, 
people. Seianus hearing this anſwere was nothing pleaſed, netfo much in regard of ,, 
the marriage, as becauſe hee feared Tiberius ſecret ſuſpitions z the rumour of the 
people; and enuie which grew faſt ypon him. Yer fearing ifhe ſhould caſt off thoſe 
great zroupes which daily came to courthim,he ſhould weaken his authorities and 


dy entertaining them, miniſter marter of crime: the marke hee ſhor at —_— my 
W 
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fade Tiberius to leade his lifein ſome pleaſant place far from Rome; wherein hee 
forefaw many things, asthart there could beeno acceſſe tothe Prince but by him - 
that all lerters becing conucied by ſouldiers which were athis deuorion, ſhould 
paſſe through his hands : that C eſe declining nowto age, and growenſlothfull 


 andeffeminart through the quietnes of the place, would disburden himſelfe of cares 


of ſtate, and commitrhem to another: and that the enuie borne to himſelfe ſhould 
bediminiſhed , acceſſe tothe Prince being leſſer : and by that meanes all vaine 
ſhadowes remooucd,he ſhould grow mighty in true power and authority. There- 
fore by little & by lirtle he findeth fault with the bufines of the citie , the concourſe 
of people, the flocking together ofmultitudes z extolleth highly a quier and folita- 
ric life; a life without anguiſh of mind, and free from enujc : moſt fit to thinke on 
important and waighty affaires. And falling out by chance that Yotienus Monta- 
ns cauſe was to bee heard, a manof aready wittez Seiznm perceiving Tiberixe 
not refolued to leaue the citic, perſwaded him to be a very inconuenient matter | - 


to be preſent atthe aſſemblies ofthe Senate; leaſt hee ſhould hearerailing andre- __ 
prochfull ſpeeches, butyer true, viteredof himſelfe in his owne hearing. For Yoti- __ 


- ens 1s IT? ME of contumelious words __ Ceſar ,whileſt Jemyline a witnes 


and afouldierlabourcd carncſtly to proouec his aſſertion ,' rehearſed from point to 


. point, though the hearers buzzcd and made anoiſe abouthim, all Fotienw words : 


. 1n which 7 #beri« heard — ſpirefull and reprochfull ſpeeches backbitingly vt- 


. teredin ſecret againſt himſelfe: which ſo moued him, that he cried he would either 


preſently, or when the cauſe was heard , purge himlelfez and was hardly pacified 
cither wich intreaty of his neereſt friends, or flatterie of allz and ſo Yotienm was pi- 


- niſhedasfor treaſon.C ſar perſiſting ſtifly & viing hard and rough dealing, though 


thatwasone of the crimes obieed againſt him,condemned to exile _4quilia, for 
adulterie with Yerizs Ligur: alchough Zentulws Getulicus Conſull cleft, had already 
condemned her by the Iulian law: and put ©Apidius Meruls from his Senators 
roome, becauſe he had not ſworne to obſerue Auguſtine ates. 


X. CAcontrouerſie betwixt the Lacedemonians , and Meſſenians 
touching the rights of the Temple of Diana: Piſo, 
Pretor of Spaine, ſlaine by a villagou. 


"A Feerthat were heard the Embaſies of the Laczdemonians and Meſſenians 
"1 concerning the rightof the Temple of Dians Limenetidis ; which the Lace- 
 dzmonians auowed by the records of their Annales, and proficies to haue 
beene dedicated by their predeceſſors in their countrey : buttaken from them by 


Philip of Macedon, with whom they warred ; and afterward reſtored vnto them by 


theſentence of C.Ce/, and M._Untonim. The Meſſenians on the contrary ſide 


Alleaged an old diuiſion of Peloponeſus berweene Hercules ſucceſſors; and that that 


. territorieDencheliate wherein the Temple was , fell ro their King ; whereof there 


*& 


remained auncient monuments engrauen in ſtones and braſſe. And if it were ne- 
ceſſary to produce the teſtimonie of Poets and Chronicles, they had more then 
they ofgood credit: neither had Philip ſo done by force, but according to e<quitie. 
King A#tigenxs, and the Captaine Awmrmins gaue the like iudgement, So the Mi-

of Cornelis Tacitus, 
many things of her beginning pleaſing vnto Tiberius eares, which mooued him to 
vndertake willinglythe charge,as berg of her blood.” After that the Maſſliliens rc- 


ueſts were heard,and the example of #. Kntilize allowed,who,bauing by law been 


expulſed Rome, the Smyrnzansreceiued and made a citizen in their citie. By 


which right alfo;the Maſliliens recetued Pulcartms Moſchus a baniſhed man, who 


left allthis goods to their commen-wealth,asto his countrey. Two nobic men Gy. 
Lentulus and L:Pomiti:s diced the ſame yeere. It was ro Lentulus a great honour, 
oucr andbe{idesthar he was a Confull, & triumphed over the Getuli, that he endu- 
red his pouertypatiently ; then that hauing gorten great riches without injuryng 
of any,he vied them remperately. Dem credit grew by his father, who was lord 

of the tea in the ciuill wars; vntill he thruſt him ſelte into-.4zt nes faction, and after 
char into Ceſars. His grandfather was {laine in the-Pharſalian battell, raking part 
with the nobilitic: andhimſelte choſen tomarry Antonia,0d#anins yongelt daugh- 
ter. After thathe paſſed oner the riuer Albis with hishoſt, andenrered farther into 
Germanie, than any other before himz for which cauſe he obtained the honour of 
triumphe: Z._tomm of grear, but vnfortunar nobility died likgwiſe;for his father 
Julins Antonius being put ro death for committing adulterie with /wli1: Anuzuſtus 
ſenthim bceingvery yoong, and hisfiſters nephew, to Marſilles , wheate he cloked 

the name ot banithment with the precence of ſtudie. Notwithſtanding he had 

greathonor done him at his funerals, and his bones buried in the rombe of the Oc- 
rauians by decree of the Senate, The ſame men being Conluls,*a'bloody fact was 
commirted in hither Spaine by a peſant of Temerſtine,who aſlayling vpon the way 
L.Piſe Preror of the Province,atvnawares and vnprouided,as being carcles byrea- 
ſon of peace,killed him with one ſtroke; then fled inpott cothe woods;and forlaking 
his horfe, ſtealing by dangerous bie-waics 3 beguiled his followers; chough nor 
long : tor his horſe being taken and brought tothe: next villages, ic gyas knowen 

whoſe he was. And being found andput tothe racke to bewray his complices, cri- 


ed alowd in his countrey language, thatthar was a vaine qu: ſt1onro aske himzand = 


that his companions wight boldly come;and behold im on the corture; fornocor- 
ment or griefe ſhould be able ro draw the truech trom him. And beeing the next 
day brought againe to the torture, by violent force bscaking trom his keepers, ſo 
daſht his head againſt a ſtone , that immediately hee yeelded vp the ghoſt. Some 
were of opinion that Piſo was ſlaine by the treachery of the Termeſtines,by reaſon 
he exattcd more of thoſe barbarous people then they were able to beares 


XI. Poppzus Sabinus 4efeateth the T hracians:and 
their obſtinacie, 


awarded ”opptus Sabinus for defeating certaine Thracians,which wildly iiued 

in high mountaines;& therfore more ſauage & hetce. Ihe cauſe of their rebel- 
lion, beſides the:r natural diipoſicions, was,becaule they would nor chat any muſter 
ſhould be made of their ſtrongeſt and able(t men for ſervice : neuer accuſtomed to 
obey their Kings farther then themſelues lifted z or it they did ſend any aide, they 
appointed the conduftor of themzand would make no warre bur agajolt the borde- 
rers. There was allo a rumor then {pred, that they ſhould be dilpe:{ed and brought 
into other nations and mingled wich them. But before they began to beare armes, 
they ſent Ambaſſadors to Sabinrs declaring their amitie and obediencerothe peo- 


plc ot Rome; and that they would fo continue'1t they were not oppreſſed with 
new 


| Entulis Geiulicus and C.Caluiſis being Conſuls, trinmphall ornaments were 
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new taxations : but it ike vanquiſhed men they ſhould liue in ſeruitude, they had 
both weapons and youth , and a reſolute courage either to dye or line in libertie. 
And therewithall,(hewcd their fortreſſes builtonrocks, whither they had conuci- 
ed theirparents and wiues,and threatned an intricate, hard and bloody warre, Bur 
Sabinws giving milde anſweres , vntill he had gathered his forces together ;_ and 
when Pomponims Labco was come with alegion out of Mceſia, king &heameralces 
with the aide of his countrimen, which continued ſtill in their allegeance; withthe 
forceshe had athand, he marched toward the enemie poſſeſſed of the fireights of 
the woods;ſfome of the forwardeſt ſhewing themſelues in open place 3 which the 
Romane capraine hauing ſtole vpon,were eaſily put to flight, with ſmall bloudſhed 
of the barbarians, by reaſon of their refuges athand. Then fortifying in the ſame 
place, ſeaſeth on the mountaine, which was natrow and eucnridged vnto the next 
fort: garded with great, butvnorderly and confule firength; and immediately ſen- 
deth before of his choiſe archers againſt the fierceſtof them before the trench, as 
the mannerof the countrey is, ſinging ditries and verſes. They wounded many with 
ſhot a farre off, and drawing neere, by a ſudden irruption of the enemic had beene 
driuen to the worlt; if the Sugambticn cohort which lay nor far off, in dangers ven- 
turous, &no leſſe fierce and dreadfull in noiſe of ſongs & clattering of arms, had nor 
recciued them ata pinch. Afterthis, Sabinus encamped necrerthe encmy,leaving 
the Thracians, which (as I haue already ſaid) came to our ſide at the firſt fort, with 
warrant to waſt, burne, carry away booties, ſo as they took no longer time then the 
day,andreturne at night toſet a ſure watch and a vigilant ouer the camp.Which at 
the firſt was obſerucd, but afterward through riot, wantonnes, and defire of riches, 
neglefting their wards, hunting after belli cheere, and ouertaken with wine , fell 
heauily all ro fleepe. The enemic vnderſtanding their retchles negligence, diuided 
his men into two ſquadrons the one to ſer on the forragers; and the other ro aſflaile 
the Romane campznot with hope of any ſurpriſe, bur by their clamors, and claſhing 
of weapons, euery man intentiue to his owne danger ,. they ſhould not heare the 
noile of the other skirmiſh: chooſing the night withall romake the fear the greater. 
Bur thoſe which aſſaicd the trench of the legion were eafily repulſed: the aid ofthe 
Thracians intheother fort terrified with a ſudden aſſault ; part of them lying a> 
fleepe within the trenches; and part ſeeking proviſion and ſtouer abroad , were fo 
much the more cruelly {laine , becauſe they were reckoned to bee as fugitiues and 
traitors, Which bare armes tobring themſclues and their countrey into ſeruitude. 
The next day Sabinus ſheweth himſelfe in a place without aduantage to either ſide 
to ſee whether the barbarians, glad ofthe nights ſucceſſe,durſt venter a battel].Bur 
ſecing they wentnot out of their fortreſſes or hils adioyning, hee began tolay ſiege 
to them with a ſtrong company,caſting atrench,8& a parapet foure miles compaſſe 
about them : after that by little and little, to barre them of water and forrage, 
ſtreighrened his encloſure, the firſt enuironing the laſt 3 andraiſed vp a bulwarke ſo 
neerthe enemic, that from thence they might throw ſtones, darts, and fires into 
the enemies camp. But nothing annoyed the enemie more thenthirſt, a huge mul- 
ritude ofraw fighting ſouldicrs, having bur one founraine left them for their vie: 
withall, their cattell ( as the cuſtomeis among barbarous people) ſhut vp with 
them,dicd for want of ſtouer: dead carcaſſes of men lay along,as well with wounds 
a5 thirſt; all corrupted with putrefa@ion: ſtench, arid infetion, And tomaketheir 
troubled eſtate more miſerable, they fell at diſcord among themſelues ; of all cala- 
mities, the full meaſure: ſomeready to ym ſome todic,ſome to ſtrike and kill one 


another : ſome perſwading couragiouſly toſallic out , and not periſh without re- 
| venge;

uenge ; and theſenotof the baſeſt alloy, though deuidedin opinions. But among 
the captaines;Din4, a man ſtroken in yeereszand who by long experience had tried 
as well the ſtrepgth asclemencie ofthe Romans 3 counſelled them rolaie downe 
their armes,as the onlyremedie intheir diſtreſſe : and was the firſt which yeelded 
himſelfe, with his wife and children, co the conquerers; the reſt which were weake, 
either chrough age, or ſexe, and deſired rather life then renowne, did thElike, Bur 
the youth berweene Tarſa and Tereſis, both reſolued to die with liberty , were 
doubtfully diſtrated; bur 7 arſa crying that death was to behaſtened, and hope & 
fearc ro be cur off at once;and giving example vnro others, thruſt himſelfe through 
the breaſt,many following the ſame death. «refis with his companie expected the 
night : our captainenot being ignorant thereof , and thereupon reenforced the 
watch. The night being ſtormie and rempeſtuous,the enemic now making a fierce 
outcric,and on the ſudden viing a maruellousfilence; droue the beſiegers into vn- 
certainties ; when as Sabinus went about from one place to another , exhortin 

them notto lay chance open ro ſuch as by theirdoubrtull clamors, and fained ſ- 
lence, laide traines rointrap them 3 but that euery man ſhould keepe his ſtanding, 
and take heed he threw no dart invaine. In the meane ſpace the barbarians cluſte- 
ring together by troups,now threw haneſtones againſtche rampire , iauclins bume 
—_ cnd,and troncheons of oake, now filled vp theditches with ſhrubs, hurdles, 
and dead carcaſſes. Some of them hauing before made bridges, and ladders, plan- 
ted them before the bulwarks,catched hold of them,laboured copull down the de- 
ſence,grapled,fought hand ro hand with \uch as reſiſted : contrarily the Romaine 
ſouldier beare them downe with ſpeares, thruſt them backe with the pikes of their 
bucklers,lanced darts,and rowled heapcs of ſtones from the wall vpon them. The 
hope of victory already gorten,and thatif they ſhould now faint and be overcome, 
ſhame and reproch pur lite and courage into our ; inthem deſperate hope of litez 
many hauing their mothers and wiues bewailing and lamenting about them. The 
night animated ſome to boldnes ; droue ſome intofeare: blowes flew on all hands ; 
wounds giuen and taken vnlooked for; no man knowing his fellow from the enemy 
and the ſound of the voices as if it were an eccho rebounding behindethemin 


the turning and winding of the mountaine, broughrſuch a contuſion, that the Ro- 
maines abandoned their ſtandings and holds, as though they had beene battered . 


and broken downe : howbcit, a ſmall number of the enemies eſcaped aliue; the re- 
ſidue (the moſt couragious either ſlaine or wounded) at the opening of the daie, 
were chaſcd rotheir fortreſſes, and at length forced to yeeld; willing to accept the 
firſt conditions the winter would offer : tothe reſt, a cruell and timely winter by 
reaſon of the hill Hzmus was a ſafcgard, that they could neither be ſubdued by 


force,nor ſiege. 


XII. The ſhare words which Agrippina v/ed to Tiberius for accu- 
ſing Claudia Pulchra her ob : what good will was 
borne the Smyrnaans aboxe the other townes

Ve atRome, the Princes houſe beeing greatly troubled, to begin the courſe of 
Agrippinas future ruine ; Claudia Pulchra her coſen german' was called into 

' queſtion by Domirius Ajer : who hauing becne lately Pretor, of ſmall reputa- 
tion, and eger by what meanes ſocner to winne credit; laid toher chargethatſhe 


lead an vahoneſt life with Farnixs, and praCtiſed to poyſon, and vicd inchant- 
ments

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ments againſt the Prince. erippina being of afcll and haughtic diſpoſition , and 
then more then cuer kindled through the danger of her neere- coſen,, haſtencrh ro 
Tiberins, whom by chance hee found ſacrificing to his father: and taking holde of 
that occaſion, told him : it was two mens office to offer ſacrifice in memory of 


*© Anguſtis,and perſecute his poſterity : that the diuine ſpirit was not transiuſed in- 


rodumb ſtaruaes anditnages: but the true image deſcended of celeſtiall bloud felr 
the ſmart of his poſterity : and therefore ſhe would rake vpon her the perſon of whe 


* partie accuſed: that it was in vaine to take exceptions againſt'Palchra, whoſe onely 


* ruine was, that vnconſiderately ſhehad loued and reuerenced©Ygrippina: torger- 
cc 


ting what had fallen to Soſza, for theſame cauſe; Thoſe words prouoked T iberiw, 
although ſeldome vſing to open thefecrers of his breaſt : and rebuking her in a 
Greeke verſe, ſaid,that thetefore ſhe was diſpleaſed, becauſe ſhe could not raigne. 
Pulchra and Furni4 are condemned: and After, the excellency of his witkrown 
and Ceſar attributing vato him praiſe of eloquence,held among the chicfe orators. 
After this praQtiſed in accuſing and defending of parties; he was betterknowen for 
eloquence, then honeſticof life : ſaving that when his eloquencein his later age 
decaicd,and his ſpirits failed; yer wasncuer quiet when his toong walked not. Bur 
egrippinafrowardly perſiſting in anger, and incumbred with ficknes, when C «ſar 
went taviſither,powring downein a long (ilencemany teares, atlaſt burſt into en- 
vie and intreatie ; that he would redreſflc her ſolitaric life; and being yer but ayong 


' woman,pfouide her a husbang: Marriage being the only comfort of minds honeſt- 


ly giuenzthat there were ſome in the city which would vouchſafe to receiueGerma- 
nicw wife and his children. But C far not ignorantof what importancethis requeſt 
wasto the common-wealth ; yet leſt hee ſhould openly ſecme ro ditpleaſe or teare 
her, gaucher, though moſt carneſtly demaunding,noanſwere at all. That1lfinde 
not in the writers of Annales, but in the Commentaries of Agrippina her daugh- 
ter, whobeing Nerees mother , had deliuered to poſterity her life and calamitics 
which fell co her friends. But Sezanws in this duwpe, ſent her a meſſage vnlooked 
for, and vnder colour of friendſhip, which was, that there was poiſon prepared for 
her; and that ſhe ſhould auoidero eate or drinke with her father in law. Butſhee 
not knowing how to diflemble, ſitting by him at rable could not be woonto looke 
cheerefully, orſpeake a word, or touch any meate: vnrill at laſt 7iber/us marked it 
either by chance,or becauſe he had had ſom inckling of it. And to trie that more 
certainely, praiſing certaine apples as they were ſerued in , gaue of them with his 
owne hand to his daughter in law which augmented Mgrppinaes ſuſpition, and 
not once taſting of them,deliueredthem to the waiters. Yet openly Tiberius ſpake 


| Not one word) but turning to his mother,ſaid,rhat ir wasnomaruell, if he hadpro- 


ceeded ſeuerely againſt her,ſeeing ſhe had an opinion, he went about to poiſon her. 
Thereupon arumor was _—_ thather deſtrution was ſought for; and that the 
Emperour durſt nar openly attempr itz and therefore ſought {ſecret meanes to com- 
paſle ir. But Ceſar to ſtop that rumorſhewed himlſelfe ofren in Senate , and gaue 
the Ambaſſadorsof Afia audience manie daies together , when they doubted in 
what city they ſhould ere a Temple in honor of him. A cleauen cities of different 
power ſtrove with hke ambition for-that honour, alleaging that there was not 
any great difference betwixt them; in antiquity oftime  loue and affeion tothe 
people ofRome; in the warres againſt Perſss and 4ri/tonici,and other Kings, The 
Hypzpeni & Tralliani 4%. HF with the Laodiceni,& Magnetiens wereſent away 
as not ſufficiently grounded. No nor the llienſes producing that Troy was the 


mother ofRome, had any foundation of their reaſon ſauing onely antiquirie. Bur 
; ſome 
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ſome doubt was made of the Halicarnaſſi; becauſe that for the ſpace of athouſand 
and rwo hundred yeeres,their cities had neuer beene ſhaken with any earthquake; 
and that the foundation of their Temple was built vppon liuely ſtrong ſtone. The 
Pergamini were anſwered that they had receiued honourcnough, inthartheyhad 
Auguſtus Temple amongſt them;ſceing that thereon they grounded their reaſon. 
It ſeemeth thac che Ephetians and Mileſ1ans had their cities uccupied , the one in 
the ceremonies of _Upols, and the other of Diexs : Inſo much that all the conten- 
tionreſted berwixt the Sardinians & Smyrnzans. The Sardiniansrecited adecree 
of che Etrurians, as being ot their blood : for 7 yrrhenus and Lydm King Atyes ſons, 
divided the land berwixr them, by reaſonot the increaſe of the people. And Lydus 
remained in his countrie, and 7 yzrhenas went to {ecke new countrics to inhabite; 
which were called by che names ot their C aptaines:they in Aſia,and theſe in Iraly.1 
and in progreſle of time the Lydians growing'to farther wealth, ſent people itto 
Greece,which were afterward called Peloponeſians. Theytold vs alſo of letters ſent 
them by our Capraines, of treatiſe made with vs inthe warre of Macedon; of the 
number of riuers;the temperature of their countrey;and what a rich territorie they 
had round about them. But the Smyrnzansferching their antiquity a farre off; ci- 
ther that Tantelus from whence they came , was deſcended from ip1iter; or from 
Theſes, iſſued alſo from the ſtocke of the gods orelle that ſome one of the Ama- 
zons had founded them: alleaged further the ſervice they had doneto the people of 
Romez in which they moſt of allrelied, and that they had giuen them ſuccour b 

ſea; not only againſt torreine wars 3 but alſo the wars of Italy. And that they firſt of 
all had dedicated a Temple in honour of Rome, M.+ #rt1u5 being Conſull. The peo- 
ple of Rome indeede then flouriſhing; but yer norlifred vp to the height of their 
greatnes : the citie of Carthage yet ſtanding,and many ſtrong Kings ling in Aſia. 


They brought in Z.Su4a tor a witneſſe, whoſe armie being fallen inco great danger 
through the roughnes of the winter ,& want of apparell : when newes was brought | 


thereof ro the Smyrnzans as they were aflembled vpon occaſion ; all which were 

reſent ſent tre apparell from their owne backes vnto our legiors. Thereupon the 
Fonds of the Senats opinion being demanded,they preterred the ymyrnzans, And 
Vibins Mar(us counſelled farther, rhatouer and aboue his charge, A, Leprdus, vnto 
whom the gouernment of that Prouincefell, ſhould haue a depury appointed to 
take carcot that Temple. And becauſe Zepidws through modeſty refuſed to accept 
it, Yalerius N:ſo who had beene Pretor,was by lot choten and car. 


XIII. #hy Tiberius 4b/ented himſelfe from the 
Citie. 


| after protracted his determination, atlaft gogch intro Campania, vn- 

der colour of dedicating a Temple to 7upiter at Capua, and another to 

Auguſtas arNola: but indeedereſfolued to leade his lite farre fromthe citie. The 
occaſion ofhis departure, although following ſome authors, I haue actribyted vnto 
Seianu wiles,yet becaulc that after S&anss death hee continued (ixe yeeres inthe 
like retired life, I am often induced ro doubt, whether the cauſe be more truly ro be 
referred to himlelfe,as going abour to cloake by the place, his cruelty andlooſe be- 
hauiour. Some were of opinion, that being through age,flender, tall, and crooked, 
bald headed, and his face ſpe with plaiſters and ointments, was therefore aſha- 
med toſhewhimſclte inpublicke. And atRhodes he was wont to ſhun company, 
K live 


V Hileſt theſe things thus paſſed, C/ar having deepely thought vpon, an& 
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liue ſecretly, and hide his laſcivious diſſolute life. Some gaue out thathis mothers 
inſupportable inſolencie droue him away, whom as a companion in ſtate hee could 
not indure;nor yet be rid ofher, becauſe the ſoucraignty it ſelte was her gift. For 
Auguſtus was determined to leaue the Empire to Germanicas his ſiſters nephew, 
who had a good report of all men: but beihg overcome by his wiues importunat in- 
treatic,he adopted Tiberius;and Tiberius ,Germanicns; which Auguſta did vpbraid 
vnto him,and demanded the Empire againe which ſhe had beſtowed ypon him.He 
departed with a ſmall traine with him :'one Senator who had beene Conſull, which 
wasSCocceius Nernagkilfullin the lawes; one' gentleman of Rome beſides Seianws; 
and ofnoble men onely Curtizs Atticus. The reſt were men induced with liberal ſci 
ences,moſt ofthe Grecians; with whoſe conference he purpoſed to paſſe the time. 
Some Aftrologets gaue out that Tiberixs departed Rome vnder ſuch a conſtellati- 
en,that he ſhould returne no more; which was cauſe of manies ouerthrow , which 
conicured and diuulged that hee had nor long toliue: forthey could nor foreſee 
ſo incredible a matter, as that he ſhould want his countrey — eleuen yecres 
together, VWhercin did appeare not long after how neere cofins their arte and 
falſhood are; and how truth is diſguiſed and hiddenwnder obſcuritic. For it was 
not ſpoken at a venture that he ſhould not return againe;, although they were igno- 
rant of other things which ſhould happen vntohim: or whether hee ſhould quickly 
dic, ornor, which was not fignificd by thoſe words of theirs; becauſe hee ended his 
latter yeeresin ſome village notfarre off, or on the Sea-ſhore, or neere vnto the 
wals of the citic. Atthat time a doubrfull and dangerousperili, which by mecre 
chance Cefar fell into, augmented the vaine rumour already ſowne , and gaue him 
occaſion to put more truſt in Seianw friendſhip and conſtancie, rhen euer hee had 
done before.For as they were eating in a country houſe called Spelunca, between 
the ſea Amuclanum, and the hils of Fundani, in a natural! grot or caue, certaine 
ſtones falling ſuddenly from the mouth of it , flewſome of bis ſeruirors; which 1o 


: — thereſt, that they fled all away. But Seianw with his knees, hisface and 
han 


leaning and hanging ouer Ceſar,ſert himſclfe againſt the other ones which 
were falling, and in that plight wasfound by the ſouldiers which came to ſuccour 
them. This made him greaterthen he was: and although he ſhould haue giuen 
moſt pernicious counſell, yet ſhould haue had fauorable audience, as onenothing 
caring for ought which might happento himſelte. He trooke vpon him the office of 
a iudge againſt Germanices iſlue,fubborning ſome to play the parrs of acruſers, and 
inucigh eſpecially againſt Nero next in ſucceſſion; although a modeft yong man, 
yet oftentirnes forgerfull of that which was requiſite for the preſent rime, pricked 
forward by his freed men and followers, which thought ir long till he were Empe- 
rout, to ſhew bimſclfe bould and ſtout of courage : perſwading him that the 
people of Rome deſired, the armic coucted,and that Seranus durit donothing tothe 
contrary ; though now he inſulted alike ouerthe patience of the olde man, and 
ſloth and cowardlineſſe of the yoong. Nero hearing theſe or the like ſpeeches , 
yerdreampr of no bad praRtiſe : although ſome wiltull and vnconſiderare ſpec- 
ches ſlipt now and then from him : which whenthe ſpies fer ouer him had augmen- 
redand carried roCſar , and Nero not ſuffered to purge himſelfe ; droue many in- 
toſundry doubts. Some ſhunned to mecte him ; ſome having ſaluted him, tup- 
ned preſently from him ; many brake off abruptly their talke. Sejayws fauourers 
on the other fide laughed in their fleeues ro ſee it. T tberias , whether the 
yoong man ſpake vnto him, or held his roong, caſt a malicious eye, or ſmiled 


diſlemblingly vpon him: and whether he ſpake or helde his toong, it was alwaies a 


crimes 
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crimein him. Neither was he ſecure from treaſon in thenight; his wife bewraying 
his watchings; his dreames;his ſighes to Ziis her mother, and ſhe to Seianw : who 
drew Druſus Nerees brother, to his fide with a hope of the Empire , ifhe couldre- 
mooue his elder brother which was already downe and out of credit. Dr#ſws was of 
a cruell and fell diſpoſition; and beſides the deſire of rule, and hatred which vſually 
raignerh berwixt brothers:he was incenſcd with enuy to fee Agrippinatheir mother 
readicr bent to doc Ners good,then himſelfe. And yet Serene did not fo much ten- 
der Draſus , butthatheproieed in his minde ſome meanes of his ruine : knowing 
well that he was very fierce and headfſtrong; and therefore cafily intrapped. Inthe 
end of this yeere twofamous mendied , <Aſ/niws Ugrippe, ratherof a renowned 
then auncient ſtocke, himſclfenor degenerating from them; and .2. Haterimxs def 
cended from Senators,whileſt he liueg greatly eſteemed for eloquence: burmonu- 
ments ofhis wit there arc none ; becauſe lte was eſteemed rather for vehemencie 
andquicke dcliuerie, then diligence and aremeditation. And as others induſtries 
and labours are had incſtimation after iS: daics3 ſo Haterias fluent vaine was ex- 
tinguiſhed with him, | | 


XIIII. The falling of an Amphitheatre, and the hurt which 
enſued: Tiberius reedifieth certaine houſes burns 
in the hill C alius. 


Hen Af. Licinim,and Z.Calpharnius were Conſuls,a ſuddenand vnlooked 
for miſchance as ſoone ended as begun, might haue beene compared to 
the calamiry of mighty wars. For an Amphitheatre begun at Fidena,one 
Aftilixs a freed man to ſer foorth a play of fencers; as one having neither abundance * 
ofwealth,nor ambitious in winning fauour of the people baby iggardly ſparing 
ro make a baſe gaine inthe workmens hire; did neither lay a ſound fonndation,nor 
faſten the rimber frame erected vpon the ſame. Thither flocked many,very deſirous 
of ſuch ſhewes,both men and women of all ages; partly by reaſon it was fo neere 
vnto them; and partly becauſe that,during Tiberius Empire,they were barred from 
ſuch paſtimes;zwhereby the miſchiefe was the greater.For the pile being great, and 
filled full with a throng of people,then falling aſunder , whetherit fell inwards, or 
fpred ourwards,it carried downe headlong,and ouerwhelmed a huge multitude of 
cople, intentiue on the ſhew within,or gazing round about. Thoſe which at the 
Leghma were cruſht to death by that hap, eſcaped languiſhing rorment. They 
moſt of all were to bepitricd, which being bruſed and broken gurlined , andinthe 
day knew their wines and children by fight, and in the night by lamentablc howling 
and crying.ſhoſe which were abſent moued with thisreport,one lamented his bro. 
ther; 428. 5 his neere kinſman,anocher his parents : yea they were afraide if their 
friends and coſens were out of the way,although for other occaſion; doubting ſtill 
they had beene there;and becauſe ir was not certainely knowne whom that violent 
ruine had beaten downe,the vncertainty ipread the feare the farther. As ſoone as 
_ they began toremoue the frame, they flocked aboutthe dead bodies, ſome kiſling, 
ſome a chem; and fell often ardebare, inmiſtaking one for another , by 
reaſonthey were disfigured , throughſome reſemblance of countenance,and hke- 
neſle of yeeres. Fifcie thouſand perſons were ſlaine or maimed by that miſchance: 
and adecree laide downe by the Senate,that from thence forward no man ſhould 
exhibite the play of Fencers, who waslefſe worth then * foure bundred thouſand *.4te.3:30 
ſeſterces: northat any Amphitheatre ſhould bee built bur in a firme and ſound **** 
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place: and Atilizs was baniſhed. Afr that freſh calamitie, the houſes of the 
chiefe Gentlemen were open; medicines and Phyſitianz appointed for the bruſzd 
and mangled: and the Cirizens,although heauy andſad , yer then were like rheir 
aunceſtors,which after great battels,did relieve and comfort the wounded with all 
care and liberality. That misfortune was ſcarſe paſt, but the rage and violence of a 
fire conſumed the Citie more then cuer,and burnt the hill Czlius. That was repor- 
tedtobee anvnlucky yeere, and that the Princes abſence was begun in adiſmall 
houre ; as the manner of the people is, to draw caſuall miſhapsto blame, if Ceſar 
hadnot preuented them, by beſtowing of money to euery man according to his 
lofſe. For which liberaliry,thanks in Senate were giuen him by the noble men: and 
the people gauehim a goodreport, becauſe that withour ambirion or imreaty of 
friends,he had ofhis own morion helped andgalled ſtrangers vnto him. And ducrs 
were of opinion,that the mount Celius ſhould after that be called mount Awguſtus: 

re round about; onely the imageof T#- 


2 becauſe that when all was waſted "_ 
berius which was in 1#niws a Senators Ffbuſe, remained vntouched. The ſame 


: happened in times paſt to Claudis 2uindi; and therefore her image twice eſca- 
ing violent rage of fires, our aunceſtors did conſecrate in the Temple to the 

', motherofthe gods: an argument, thatthe Claudians are accounted ſacred, and 
. receiued among the number of the gods - and therefore the ceremony ought to 
.. be augmented intheplace, where the gods haue ſhewenſo great fauour rowards 
ſo mighty a Prince. Itſhallnotbe amiſſe roſhew , how that hill was in olde time 
called Querquetulan;becauſe it was fertill and abundant with oakes: then Celis of 
Czle Vibenna, who being Capraine of the Errurian nation, and ſuccoured theRo- 
mans,obtained that ſcat of Terquinizs Priſcus, or of ſome other King ; for in that 
point writers doe varry. As forthe reſt, it is without controuerſie , that thoſe great 
companies of ſouldiers did inhabite alſo the plaines, and places adioyning to the 
place of aſſemblies:and thereupon that was called the Thuſcian ſtreet,ofthename 
of the ſtrangers which camethitherto inhabite. Bur as the beneuolence of noble 
men,and largeſle of the Prince,was a great comfort intheir aduerſity; ſo the credir 
and authority of informers more and more increaſing, wrought the ouerthrow of 

3 many.Domitiue Afer accuſed Yaro 2uinitilizs, a wealthie man and neerekinne to 
| Ceſar, hauing before condemned Claudia Palchrahis morher : no man marucling 
; J thatbcing long a needy companion,& having waſtfully conſumed his late recom- 
; ce, ſhould arme himſfelfe to farther miſchiefe. Burt that Þ. Dolabelia was his fel- 
| noe pickthank,iflued ofnoble kinred,and allied ro Yarws, was a miracle ouerthrow- 
ing by that a&ion himſelfe,and diftained his nobility and blood. Yetthe Lords of 

the Senat would not agree therto, bur thoughtit conuenient toexpe&the Empe- 

rours comming : which for the time was the onely ſhift againſt imminent miſ- 

chicfes. Bur Ceſar hauing dedicated his remples in Campania, albeithe had given 

warning by edi&,thar no man ſhould diſturb his quietnes; & hindred the concourſe 

of rownſmen by placing of ſouldiers in the way : yer being a wearie of rownes & co- 

lonies,and all « 5.0mm ſituated in the continent, withdrew himſelfe tothe Iland C a- 

preas,three miles diſtant by ſea from the fartheſt part of the promontorie of Surren- 
rum.l cafily belecue that thar Iland did fit his humor, hauing neitherhaven nor c6- 
modiries,& thoſe conucied in very little veſſels: no man landing burthe watch was 
preſently acquainted with it. The — ofthe aire js in winter milde,by rea- 


ſon rhar a hill oppoſite vnto it, beaterh backe the force of the winds. In the ſommer 
ſeaſon irisopen tothe Weſternwinde, and hath very pleaſantly the ſea on every 
ſide, and a goodly proſpe towards the hill Veſuuius , vntill by fire the face of the

the placg, and ſeared himlelfe intwelye counney houſes of pleaſuretand bow.much, | - 


more in former times he was earneſtly bent vpon the publicke good, ſo much; the 
moxe,now ſecxetly heabandoned himlcliero looſe lite, % naughty idlencs. Hewas 
neuer more luſpigious and cregulous themmow; a gualicig which, Seem whileſt he 
was.abjding .u1yhe cizie whetted on; -and.which did now more then cuer diſquicr 
him: andno longer viing ſecxer treacherie tointrap Agrippine and. N.r0,, pur our 
thenſpuldicrs-as'ir were to record in Chronicles whatmeſlages they recciued:who 
refoed 5othem; what they did cither ſecretly. oropenly. Farthexghere were ochers 
ſubbgrned to counſell them to flic tothe armic af Germanicy, orwhen.the place of 
aſſemblics was beſt repleniſhed with people;carch hold of Auguſtus image,and cry 
for ſaccour ofthe people and Senate. And albeit, they igaue noeare to rhoſe dew- 
ſes; yer they-wers laid co their charge,as thoughthey had intended them.

Pains Silenue,and Silizs Nerus becing Conſuls, the yeerc had a fqule beginningz 


by reaſon Tine Sabinus, anhonourable/gentleman o: Rome was drawn to priſon, . 
onely becauſe he was a friehd ro Germanicus ;neuer omitting to ſhew allrokens .. 
of dutic to his wife and his children; and of all Germenicus followers the onely man . 


which viſited chem at her hoyſe,and accompanicd them abroad:and therforecom- 
mended by the good, anddiſliked by the bad, Againſt him Zatiniss Latiaris, Porcine 


Cata,. Pelitius Rufi,and M.Oy/jus, who had beene ſometimes Confuls, bent their 


malice,through a greedinesof the Conſulſhip ; which they could nor obtaine bur 
by Seian meanes; ang Seienss liking could notbe purchaſed, but by ſome notable 
peeceof villanies They had ſo complotted berweene them,that Latiars,wvho was 
fomwhar allied to Sab-nws,ſhould lay the ſnarc; and thereſt be preſent as wicneſles; 
and then begin the accuſation. Hereupon Latiaris,zt the firlt began ro caſt out 
ſpeeches atrandan; thento cxtoll his conſtancie, thatheedid.ndt as others did, 
tawaec inproſperitie,and (hrinke from a houſe in aduerſitic ; with other honourable 
Jpecch of Germanicw; and bewailing and pitying Agrippinaes eſtate. And ſecinf 
Sabinus (as mens minds are ſoft and tender in calamitic) to powre doyne teares 
and complaints; Zatiaris began more boldly ro rouch Seiaxw cruclty,pride,and the 
hope he gaped aiter: not forbearing varcuerent ſpeeches againſt 7 #berins. Theſe 
ſpeeches as though they had beene ſauced with tomewhat which durſt nar be a- 
uouched, made thew of ſtreighr friendſhip between them:ſo far that Sabin often 
rimes ſoyght out Latiaris; frequented his houſe; vttered his griefes vato him, as to 
amoſttruſty andfaithfull friend. Thoſe whoml ſpake of before , conſulted of fome 
meanes how theſe ſpeeches might bee heard of many z for theplace of theirtwo 
mecting muſt be priuate : andifthey ſhould ſtand behind the doore, they werg, a- 
fraide of being ſcene, or of a noiſc ; orlcaſt ſome ſuſpition ſhould grow by ſome 


chance. Betweene theroofe and the ſecling, the three Senators(theplaceno leſle. 


vnſcemely thenthe treaſondereſtable) hid themſclues, and laid their cares cloſe ro 
holes and chinkes to liſten what wasſaide. In the meanc ſpace Latiars hauing 
found Sabinws inthe market place,as tfhe had ſome new marterto tel him,draweth 
him home, and into his chamber;beginnerh torip vp things paſt and preſent,which 

| K 3 yeclded 
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yeclded ſtoreofmarter, and inforcethnew occaſionsof feare.Sabinusdoth as much, 
and more ar large: rhenarure of griefes being ſuch, tharwhenwe once' enter into 
che hardly can wefind an cnd. This dons, they began immediately their aceufarion, 
and ſentlettersvnto ©efer , declaringthe order of their 'owne lewde pradtle , and 
ſhamefulla&. The citic wasneuer in greaterperplexitie and fear,then'at that time: 
euery man eftranging himſelfe euen from hisnecreſt kindred 8 acquaintahice: they 
auoyded allmeerings, confererices , — well knowen friends,as ſtrangers: 
yea they haue aneye to mute and ſeneeleffe things, and ſearched the roofes & wals 
oftheir houſes. | Bur Trberias requeſting by writing that the ſolemnities of the 
newyccre mightbe celebrared in the Kalendsof Ianuarie ; turned his talke to Seb7: 
nu, _ that hehad@eorruprted ſomie of his freed men, ro attempr ſome - 
whar againſt his perſon; and thereforeboldly demaundeth areuenge, which with- 
ourdelay was graunted; and being condemrie2,he was drawne and haled with his 

<« parment, turned oner his head, and almoſt throtled,cried alowd.' Isthisthe begin- 

<« ning of the new yere?be theſe the ſacrifices which are ſlainin Seiamss honorwhich 
<« way ſocuct he didcaſt his ties;or vnto whotnſocuer he directed his ſpeech, they all 
cc fed: che place of aſſemblies &the ſtreets were empty;ſorne came backe & ſhewed 
<« chemſclucs againe,afcard for thar they were ſeene to be afcard. For what day was 
< paſt free from executions, if betwixt the ſacrifices andthe vowes, at whattime the 
<« cuſtome was to abſ}aine from prophane ſpeeches,fetrers and cordes are ſpoken of? 
<« And it was ſaide that Tiberias could not through ignorahce incur this hatred ; bur 
<* contrary,that he ſought ro haue it knowne, that withour'inyler , new magiſtrates 
© might aswell opey the _ Temples and altars. After that hee ſentletrers of 
thankſgiuing,thar they had mr an enetny to theſtate; adding withall, that he 
ſtoodein feare ofhis life, and was ielous of his enemies praftiſes, rhough naming 

. none: yetno man doubred burhe aitned at Ners and Agri _ If Ihadnot purpo- 
ſed rodeclarethe occurrentsof the yeeres as they fell our, I could — 1n'this 
place haue ſerdowne before his rime,what ends Latinius,and Opſirs , an he other 
contriuersof that lewd pra@tiſe had come vnto ; nor onely after that C. Ceſar was 
comero the Empire, bur whileſt 7iberins was yet alive: who,as hee would nor ſuf. 
fer the miniſtcrs gf his wickednes to bee puniſhed by others 5 ſo oftentimes hauin 
hadof theirſernice his fill, and freſh offered to continue the trade; he ſought Ki 
meanesto extinguiſh the old , as perſons odious vnto him. Bur whar punifhmenr 
theſe andorhers of the like conditions endured, ſhall be declared in his place and 
time. Then A//niws Gallus whole children Aerippine was aunt vato,thoughr it con- 
uenient that 7iberiws ſhould vter vnte the Senators of whom he ſtood infeare, 
and ſuffered them to be remooued. Bur as itwas thought Teberiws of all his vertnes 
was fond ofnone ſo much as of his diffimulartion ; and therefore diſliked much thar 
he ſhould bevrgedto diſcloſe tharwhich he went about to conceale. Bur Seienw 
tempered the martet; not for any loue he bare Gee ; bur becauſe he would bhaue 
the Princes lingring dclaies cometo light z knowing well that he was flow in his 
deliberations : bur ifhe had onceſer them abroach,that his bad ſpeeches were ioy- 
ned with crueldeeds. The ſame time »/is died, whom _MHvguftue hauing convited 
ofadultery,bad exiled into the Nland Trimerus, not farre from the Apulian ſhores: 
where ſhe indured twenty yeeres cxile, ſuſtained by Aug#f; whoſe manner was by 
ſecter praQtiſesto ſubuert her ſonnes in law whenthey were io proſperitic , and 
openly ſhew them pitie when they were in miſery. 
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He fameyrere the Friffaris beyond Rhene forſooke their obedience; Fathet

bignesAs rhathadbeene a hrauy birdenifor other nations ſo rh&GetSHhsodal 
tcaftofall others:cadure ir:whoſe woods alrhough full ofhugeſanizgedeafts; yet'at 
theirhouſcs haue burſmall hgards; fifttheretore they delivereti theſe /bxery het

cheir poſſeſſions and laſtly the bodies-of their wives and ehildeevints'bond 
F.om hence grew their griefe& and. cothplaines : and ſeeing thaen6'tyanitelitle 
them,they ſoughs'a redrefſe dy warre laid hands on ſuch fouldjets as reeeiired th& 
rcibure-and banged them vp.Olewnius eſcaped the furizofthe cnerty by flying * 
Caſtlecalled-Fleuus,ſtrengthened with no ſmall powet of citizetis8 corifedetates; 
which held the coaſts of the Ocean inſubiection, VVhich when £3Aproniis Proprt 
ror of lowe Germany vnderſtood he ſent tor the chiefeſt enſignes of the legions of 
higher Germany, aides as wel of the hor{lmen as foormen ,& broughr wa the ar- 
mies ouer Rhene,into the Friſian land:the rebels forſaking the fiege of the Caſtle to 
defend their own. Then Apronizes maketh cauſcies & bankes, & ſtrong bridges ouer 
the next arme of the ſea,forthe huge army to paſſe ouer, And in the meantime ha- 
uing found ſome foords ,commideth the wing of the Caninefates, & ſuch footmen 
as ſcrued vnder vs,to hem inthe enemy behind. Who raunged into battle aray ro 
fight, droue backe the confederates,&ligionary horſmen ſent as an aide. Atterthat 
were ſent three cohorts lightly armed;then rwo more: & alittle after a ſtrong com- 
pany of horſmen,Strengrth ſufficienf,itthey had charged couragiouſly cogerhinBin 
comming ſame after ſome,& dropping in by companiesthey neirher gaue courage 
to the fearfull, bur carried away themſeſues with like fear,ran al away for company. 
The reſidue 6fthe aides hee committed vnto Cethegws Labeo, Lieutenant of the fife 
legion : who percciuing things to goe doubrfull on his fide, ſent rodemand more 
aide of the legions. Thefift legion couragiouſly iſſuing firſt our wich a hor skir- 
miſh,putthe enemy ow recciued intothem the wounded & wearied cohorts. 
The Romanc Capraine fought neither roreuenge, nor burie the dead bodies; al- 
_ though there had beeneſlainen = Tribunes, Prefe&s, and diuers Centurions of 
marke & fame.It was afrerknowne by the fugitiues,thatthe fighrheld on vntill the 
next day, andthat there werenine hundred Romans ſlaine in a wood called Badu- 
henna : and that anotherpowerof yoo. which had raken the village-of Cruptorix, 
(which ſometime had receiued payofthe Romains) fearing treaſon , flew one 
another. This got the Friſians great renowne among the the Germains : Tibe- 
ris diſſembling his loſſes , lealt hee ſhould commir the charge ro ſome other: 
and the Scnare, being poſſeſſed wich domeſticall feare , regarded nor much 
whether the remote part of the Empire went diſhonorably to wracke or nor: 
but ftroken ( as I haue ſaide) into a feare, ſought a eres by Hlatterie. And 
albeit they had propounded many matters to deliberate on , yer they decreed, 
chat all laide aſide, there ſhould be two Altzrs erected, one vntv Clemencie, 
and another vnto Friendſhip : and that Cſars and Sejar# imagesſhould be ſer 
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uour as hgheppogieies him.Neuerthdeflethey wentneithertoRome, nor any 
place thereabout , burrhoughtit ſufficienc if Shes och out ofthe Iland, and bee 


 ſeene in Campanianext adioyning vnto it. Thither reſorted the Lords of the Se- | 


nam:Gentlemen,and many of the common people, heauie for Seienw 3 vars

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CORNELIVS TACITVS. 


I. The death of Iulia. Tiberius craeltie increaſeth: his practiſes 
to make awiy Nero, and Agrippina. 


6) Hen Rabelius and Fuſius, both of them ſurnamed Geminss, 
S were Conſuls, 1#lia_Avgnſte died;being very aged,andof the 
53) noblefamilic ofthe Claudiarns; and beſides, into the houſe of 
2 the Livians and Iuliens adopted. Shee was firft married vnto 
9 Tiberius Nero, and had children by him : who being driuen 
$25 our ofhis countrey inthe warre ofPeruſium,and apeace after 
CT 2 VS. y confirmed berwixrt Sext. Pompeius and the Triumuiri,returned 
ro the Citric againe. Afterthat Auguſtus rauiſhed with her beauty (whether a- 
ainſt her will ornot i is vncertaine) rooke her from herhusband, ſhewing him- 
ſelfe ſo luſtfull of her, thatnor giuing her time to be deliuered of his firſt husbands 
childe,brought her grear as ſhe was to his owne houſe. After thatſhe had no iflue, 
bur being vnited ro Auguſtus bloud, by the marriage of Germaxicus and _Aegrippins, 
they had nephewes children common to them both. Her behauiour was, according 
co the carriage of auncienr times z yet more courteous then women of former ages - 
could well allow; an vntolcrable morher, a rra&table wife,wirh the ſubrletic of her 
husband, and diffimulation of her ſonne, well medled and'compoſed. Herfunerals 
were notſumptuous,her teſtament longvoide.She waspraiſcd in afunerall oration 
before the Roſtra,by C.C ſar het nephewes ſonne,whonor long afterſucceededin 
ſoucraignty. Bur 7 ber: omitring no part of his pleaſures, excuſed by letrers his 
abſence rom his mothers obſcquices, as though he had been hindered by important - 
affaires; and vnder colour of modeſtic,cut offmany honorable ceremonies, which 
the Lords of the Senate had decreed ſhould be done in memory of her; and eſpeci- 
ally thatno diuine ceremony ſhould be ordained for her,becauſe (ſaid beY)ſuchwas 
her will. And inpart of the ſame lerters he found fault with ſuch as went abour to 
win womens fauor & good will:therein couertly carping the Conſull Fu//us, a man 
-—chighly in A»g«ſtrs grace,& his craits-maſter in winning of womens fauour,a ieſting 
mate,% oft accuſtomed birrerly ro skoffe at Tzberius;a rhing which great potetates 
kept long in memory. But now T iberi#s began to grow worſe & worſe,and his rule 
tyrannous: for whileſt his mother liued, there was ſome refuge lefr,becauſe he had / 
a long time accuſtomed ro ſhewhimſelte durifull varoher ; and Sezanwe durit nor 
croſſc her:burt then hauing as ir were the bridle in cheir own hands, they brake looſe 
atonce,and letters were {ent againſt Agrippina and Nero; which the common peo- 
ple iudged to haue beene ſent before, bur keprbacke by 4#gsſtz : fornorlong af- 
ter herdeath they wereread in Senate, concaining bitter and ſharpwords; yerne- 
ucr obicCted that ke had borne armes,or ſtirred any rebellion againſt him,buronly 
vnnaturall lones ro yong men, and incontinent life. Bur againſt his daughter in 
law hedurſt not obie&ſo much, but onely her arrogant andprowdſpeeches, and 
obſtinate minde.The Senators were ſtroken into a fcare and ſilence, vntil ſome few 
whoſe hopes dependednort on honeſt meanecs , burmade publike calamiries occa- 


fon of priuate benefirs; demaunded that themarter mighr bereferred tovoices: 
"Cotta 
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e Cotta Meſſalmus ſhewing himſclfe moſt forward with a ctuell ſentence. But the 
other chiefe Gentlemen,and eſpeciallyrhe magiſtrates were afraide ; for although 
T iberiss had angetly inucighed againſt them , yet heeleftorher things in doubr. 
There was in the Senate one Junius Rnſticas,choſen by Ceſar toſer downe the as 
ofthe Senators ( and therefore was thought ro know beſt his intent and purpoſe) 
who either by fatall deſtinic (for before hee had giuenno token ofhis conſtancic) 
orſubtle deviſe, forgetting imminentperils, whileſt he fearcth vncerraintics, thru- 
ſterh himſclfe among the Conſuls yer wauering and doubting whar to doe; and 
aduiſeth them not to put thematterto deliberation, ſaying: that greateſt matters 
' might be rurned in a moment : andthatſome ſpace of time ought to be giuen the 
old man torepent himſelfe:and the people withall catying Agrippinees and Neroes 
images with them,enuiron the Senate houſe,and wiſhing all proſperovs fortune to 
Ceſar, cric, thatthole letters were falſe; and that the ouerthrow of the Princes 
houſe was intended againſt the Princes will : and ſo there was nothing concluded 
that day inpreiudice of theparties. Certaine counterfeit iudgements were ſpread 
abroad againſt Sejayss vnder the Conſuls names.Some men ſecretly,and therefore 
 themoreſaucily practiſing their wits as their fancie lead them, which yeclded Seia- 
nw farther matter of calumniation, and kindled his anger : ſaying, that the Princes 
diſpleaſure was nothing = mon : thatthe commons were at iarre with the Se- 
nate: thatnew orations and new decrees of Senate were heard & read now adaies. 
What remaineth but to take armes in hand? and chooſe thoſe of their Capraines 
and Emperours, whoſe images they had followed for their enfignes 2 Whereupon 
_ Ceſar reiterating his iniurious ſpeeches againſt his nephew and daughterin lawe, 
andrebuking the people by edit;complained to the Senare,that the imperiall ma- 
ieſty had beene openly delnded and skorned through the fraude of one of the Se- 
nators:and therefore required that the hearing of the cauſe might bereſerued who- 
ly varo himſelfe. They conſulted no farther on the matrer,but condemned the par- 
ties, but not todcath,becauſe they were forbidden: and proteſted they were ready 
ro executereuenge, ifthe Prince had not hindered them®, |

cc Hether it be a more lamentable caſe to bee accuſed for breachof friend- 
T ſhip, orto accuſe his friend, I cannot well iudge : * nomans cruelty or 
ec clemencic will [trie *: but free and bearing my ſelfe on my owne con- 


« ſcience, Iwillpreuent danger. Ibeſeech you,that you would not haue mee in re- 
« membrancerather in mourning and ſadthen ioyfull manner and cheerefull, recko- 
«« ning me inthenumber of thoſe which haue eſcaped publicke calamiries by an ho- 
« norable end. Then talking now with one,now another, as by chancethey were neer 
 vnto him, he ſpent a great part of the day cicher in entertaining, or taking Jeaue of 
them.And hauing many about him,which noted how reſolute & aſſured he was in 
countenance,noman —_— any ſuch matter,with a ſword which he had hidde 


vnder his garments, ſlewhimſclfe : and after hee was dead, Ceſar vicdno ſuch re»

of (Cornelius T acituz. | 
prochfull and iniurious ſpeeches; nor obieed any ſuch heinous matter againſt 
him;as he did againſt Bleſws, After this, P.Y/1tellins, and. Pomporics Secundus cauſe 
. was heard. Yite/tius they accuſed , thathe had offered the coffers of the publicke 
treaſuric whereof he had charge, and the, money which was in them for fouldiers 
pay, to ſtirrers vp ofnew broiles. The otherCex/zareswho had beene once Precor, 
accuſed for hauing had great friendthip and amitte with Yelirs Gallus , who after 
that Seienw was puniſhed,fled ro Pomponits gardens, as a place of fafe refuge: 
both of them in their diſtrefle hauing no other comfore left but the conſtancie of 
their brothers ; who became-baile tor their lite; Shortly after , Yire//rus through 
many delaies betwixt hope & feare wearied our, vndÞ colour of vling it in his ſtu- 
die, asking for a penknife, lightly prickr a veine 3 and ended his life with griele and 
anguiſh ot mind. But Pomponzue being a Gentleman of a gallant carriage and ex- 
cellent wir, bearing aduerle fortune patiently, ouerliued 7 zberiz. Then was there 
order taken though the peoples anger were mitigated , and many others pacified 
with the former puniſhmenr, that thereſt of Sezanw children ſhould bee puniſhed. 
Whereupon they were carriedto priſon, the ſon having ſome feeling of the danger 
which bung ouer his head ; but the daughter was ſo ſimple, that ſhee often asked, 
whither they would lead her, and for what? that ſhee would doe no more fo ; and 
that it was ſufficient to chaltice her with the rodde like a childe. The writers of 
that time affirme, that becauſe it was neuer heard of before,thar a virgin ſhould 
be put Oat according to the cuſtome of the Triumuiri : that ſhe was deflowred 
by the cxecurioner immediatly betore the haltar was put abou: herneck : and both 
ſtrangled. The bodics of thele yong and render children were caſt into the Gemo- 
nics, aplace where condemned pertons were throwne downe headlong. About 
the ſame time, Afia and Achaia werepur into a vety great tright, though it con- 
tinuednotlong, with a rumor that Drnſz:5,Germanicws fonne, had beene ſeenc firſt 
in the Ilands Cyclades,ar.dafterward inthe continent. But it was a yong man of 
like age, whom ſome of Cefars freed men by a ſubtile practiſe followed, bea- 
ring menin hand, they knew it to be him: Such as knew bim not , were drawne by 
the fame ofhis name , and the Greckes eſpecially , prone to all new and ſtrange 
wonders.It was reported he had eſcaped our of prifon and fledro his fathers armie, 
ſome both faining and beleeuving withall that hee would inuade Agypt or Syria, 
Youth flocked already to him very cheerefully ; many fignes of louc publikely 
ſhewen him, feeding themlſclues with the preſent vaine hope of what mighthap- 
pen. When as Poppers Sabinws had tidings thereof, who was then occupied in 
the affairesof Macedonia , had charge allo over Achaia :hee therefore, were the 
report true or falſe , ro prevent all things, haſtening ouer the Toronzan and 
Thermean cut, and paſſing by Eubcea, an Hand of the Aegean ſea, and Pirzum a 
coaſt of Arrique,the Corinthian ſhore, and the ſtreights of iſthmum ; by another 
ſea came to Nicopolis, a colonic of the Romaines : and there after a caretull 
examination vnderſtandeth who he ſhould be. He ſaid he was 24. Silenws ſonne, 
and that many of his followers hauing fotſaken him, hee embarked himſelfe, as 
though hee meant totrauell into Ital:e. Theſe thingshe ſigniticd to T iberius b 
writing:neither haue we found anything more of the beginning or end ofthis mar= 
ter. Towards the end of the yecre a quarrell of certaine Conſuls burſt forth, which 
hadbeene along time a breeding.For 7r1 little regarding what enemies hee pro- 
_ cured,and well praRiſcd at the barre,vnderhand carped Rezn/us, as being carclefle 
in oppreſling Sejanus miniſters. Regulus,unleſle greatly prouoked,, of a remperate 
and 
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and cold humor, did not only anſwere andquaile his fellow Conſull, but broughe 
him in within the compaſſe of conſpiracie,and to be examined for ir. And akhough 
manie of the Lords of the Senate intreated them that they would ſurceaſe their 
quarrell , which would grow to their owne ouerthrow ; yet they continued their 
grudge and menaces one againſt the other,vncill they went both out of office. 


The &nd of the fiſt Booke. 
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I. of Tiberius Leſcixiors life.) Purſuing of Liuia and Seianus:. 
Corta accuſed. 

"DTD NN, Domitins and Camillus Scribonianus entered the Conſul- 

> ſhip, when Ce/ar hauing paſſedthe treighe berwixe Capreas 
>y and Surrentum , coaſted Campania , doubrfull whether hee 

— ſhould cater into the Citic or not : perhaps becauic he. had 
& otherwiſe reſolued in his minde, though making ſhey. hee 
@ would come: ofcentimes approaching neer the cite, aud tothe 
Ze->S8 gardens along Tiber, and returning backe againe to the rocks, 
and deſerts of the tea,to coner the ſhame of his laſciuious lfe: which fo valtayedly 
he wallowed.in,that,asthe- manner of the Kings was, hee defiled and abuſed novle 
mens ſonnes vnder age; and not only the weltauored and comlicſt , butthe modeſt 
and well nurtured, and whoſe model behauiour ſkewed the ſtocke from whence 
they grew,{erued him for prouocation of filth. Then brſt of all were thoſe vnknowen 
words 0: Sellarics and Spintries found out ofthe filthines of the place , and furdry 
forts of ſufferance of abuſe. Some ot his flanes had charge to fecke them out, and 
bring them to him; alluring ſuch by gifts as ſhewed rhemſclues willing and readicz 
and threatning ſuch asrefuſed : and if either theirneere friends or parents went a- 
bout ro derainethem, and vſcd violence,and carried them away perforce; and ex- 
erciſed their wils on them as if they had beene caprines. Bur arRome in the begin- 
ning of the yeere ſcuere iudgements were giuen againft L:wie,and againſt her ima- 
ges, and other me:noriesconſecrated in her honour; as ifher lewdnes had then firſt 
come to ligl;t,and hadnot beene already puniſhed. The Scjr10es gave rheiropinion, 
that Sejanws goods (hould be taken from the publicke treaſurie, and pur in the Prin- 
cespriuatecofers. The Silanians and Caſhans were of the ſame opinion, and vrged 
it with the ſame rermes,or not greatly changed : when on the ſudden and vnlooked 
. for, 7 ogonics Galus among thoſe noble men, thruſting himlelte forward , being 
bur of bale and low calling,had the hearing giuen him, as a marrer to laugh ar: for 
hee defired the Prince to chooſe rwenty by lot out of a certaine numberot yena- 
rors, to gard and defend his perſon with weapon, as oft as hee went tothe Senate: 
He belecuedperaduenture that 7 iberizs had meant good earneſt when hee requi- 
red thar one of the Conſuls might condu& and aide him from Caprea to the Citie. 
T tberizzs neuerthelefle accuſtomed ſometimes to interlace ſerious matrers with 
Skoffes, thanked the Lords for their good will : yet demaunded whom hee might _ 
omit ? or whom he might chouſe? wherher alwaiesthe ſame, orſomerimes others 1 
in their ſtecde ? {uch as had borne office, or young men: private perſons or magi- | 
ſtrazes? whata goodly fight it would betoſce them rake afword in hand ar the en- | 
trie of the counſel houſe ? neither would he make ſuch accompt of his lite, if hee - 
were to maintaine ir by armes.This he anſwered to Togoniwe, tempering his words, | 
and perſwaded nofarther the diſallowing of that opinion. Bur hee rebuked iunixs * 
Gallo very bitcerly, who propounded thar the ſouldiers of the guard after their - 


ſcruice was ended, might haue aroomc inthe forticth ranke of ſeates: and asked 
L him 
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* him'as ithad beene intheir preſence, what he had todoe with ſouldiers ? for whom 
© it wasnot lawfull*cither torecciue commandementor gift, but ofthe Emperour : 
*© or whether he liad found out that which Angitws of famous memory could nor 
< prouide for ? It was rather a matter of diſcord and ſedition , Tought for by one of 
& Sejanus followers , to ſtirre vprude mindes vnder title of honourto corrupt the cul- 
© rome of ſeruice. This was the reward which Ga/#o recciued for his artificiall flat- 
rery ; and anoivafter was driucn qut of the Counce!l-houſe , and then out of Italy. 
And becauſe it was obieted that he could eafily indure exile , having made choiſe 
of the famous andnoblelle of Lesbos, he was recalled tothe City , and kept inthe 
Magiſtrateshouſes. In the fameletters, tothe greatcontentment ofthe Lords of 
the Senate, Ceſar touched SetFims Pagonianies,who had beene ſometimes Pretor, ro 
the quicke : audacious, malignant, andprying into all mens ſecrets ; beloued of Se- 
ian, and by him emploicd tolay ſnares ro intrap C. Ceſar : which being once laid 
open, all the hatred a long time hatched againſt him burſt foorth ; andſcntence of ' 
deathdecreed againſt him, ifhe hadnot promiſedto bewray the complices. Bur 
when Arrexs had accuſed Latinizs Latiarighated both alike , it was a moſt gratcfull 
ſpe@acle vnto all. Zatiars, as hauerchearſed before, was the principall agent of 
circumuenting T#:##s Sebinw ; and then thefirſt thatreceiued puniſhment for ir. 
Among theſe accuſations Heterius Agrippe ſetteth vpon the Conſuls of the Jaſt 
yeere, asking them why they arenowoſtill, and ceaſe from the accuſations begun 
the one againſt the other? it was feare, and guiltof conſcience which madethem 
friends ; but the Lords of the Senate would not fo put vp that which they had 
heard. Regwlws ſaid, hee would ſtayfor atime of revenge, and that he would pro- 
ſecure the matter beforc the Prince. Trio anſwered, that emulation and enuic be- 
rwixt collegues were better forgotten,and injurious words,if any had paſſed. Agrip- 
pa vrging on ſtill, Seanquinius Meximns one of the Conſuls, deſired the Senators 
that they would not increaſethe Emperours cares by huntingi after matrer of diſ- 
like, and thathe himſelfe was able to redrefle theſethings ; and ſo Regulw life was 
faued, and Trives ruine deferred, Heterius was ſo much the more odious, becauſe 
that withered & vnluſtie with ſleepe,or laſciuious watchings, .and through his dull 
droufic diſpoſition, nothing fearing the Prince, though cruell, euen in his brothell 
houſes, and looſeſt laſciuiouſnes,dreamprt of coding how to ſubuertthe nobili- 
tic. Aftcr that, Corte Meſſalinw,the author of every cruellſentence, and hated of 
old, as ſoone as occaſion was offered, was accuſed to haue vrtered certaine things . 
againſt Ceſar ; and among others, thathe was in his ſecret parts both man and wo- 
man,and after a banker on the birthday of 4ugu/ia among he Prieſts, he tearmed 
that a Nouendinall ſupper, or belonging to a mortuary: & that repining at M. Lepi- 
dus,and Z. Aruntiws power and authoritie, hauing aſuite depending againſt them 
for a money matter, he ſhould ſay,thatthem the Senate would defend, but mee my 
little T1berms will ſupport. The chiefe ofthe city conuifted him withour any delay, 
and purſuing him eagerly,he appealed rorhe Emperour. And not long after letters 
were brought from Tiberizs, in which in manner of a defence, calling to mind the 
beginning of friendſhip berweene him and Corte, and his many good turnes and 
ſeruices, requeſted that words might not be hardly wreſted,8& thar the ſimplicity of 
rableralke mightnot be impured to him as a crime. The beginning of theſelerrers 
«© of Ceſars was worth the noting, which was this: Whar I (ball write vnto you Lords 
. ©©:5f the Senate, or hdw I ſhall write, and what I ſhallnot write at all, atthis rimethe 
© gods & the goddefes confound me worſe thenl feel and know my ſelfe dayly to pe- 
< ciſh,ifTknow.S0 far his villanous demeanor turned to his own ſcourge and puniſh- 
ment,

ment. Andrtherefore that moſt deepe wiſe mandid not fay without cauſe, that if 
Tyrants mindes were laid open, a manſhould ſee thein torne and rent infunder : for 
as the body is rent with ſtripes ; ſo the minde is tormented with cruelty, wanton af- 
fetions, and euill counſels. For neither his grearforrune, norfolitaryplacescould 
defend Tiberius , but that himlelte conftefled che torments and punithment which 
lay hiddenin his breaſt. Then the Senators having receiued authority toderermine 
of Gecilianws according to theirwils , who had virtered many things againſt Corra : 
their iudgement was that he ſhouldreceive the ſarne puniſhment, that 47 «ſeizes and 
Sanquinics had, who were Z.Arrunmre accuſers. Thenthe which nothing cuer 
hapned more honorablcto Cetza - who being indeedof noble birth, bur through 
riorneedy,, and infamous for his vices, in honorable puniſhment is made equallto 
CATT#ntins, a man of tincere and honelt life;

Vintus Scruems after this , and Minntins Thermm were brought in. Serneus 
() had beene Pretor and Germanicws companion: Minvitys a Gentleman, and 
who in Sc1.nwu friendſhip had carried himſelfe modeſtly; and therefore both 
the more piticd. But T#2erius contrariwiſe blaming them as principall agents, 
commanded C.Ceſix4 an old Senator , to report vnto the Senators what he had 
written vato him : vihereupon C#ſtizes vndertoouke the accuſation : amiſerable ca- 
lamity ofthoſfe times that the chiete& of the Senarors, ſome openly, ſome ſecretly, 
plaicd the part of baſe promooters : and further, noman able roknowthe ſtranger 
from thc kinſman 3 nor friends from ſuch as he neuer ſaw before ; northings lately 
commirred from ſuch as rhrough continuance of time were almolt forgotten. They 
were accuſed of all they had ſpoken whereſocuer , citherin tlie place of aſſemblies, - 
or at their table ; cucry man making haite to prevent and be beiore anotherin car- 
ryingoftalesz ſome of them to ſaue themſlelues; other ſome infected as it were with 
a diſcaſe gotten by conuerling with others. But Minntirs and Serueu5 WETE.CON- 
demned, and their goods giuenthe accuſers. Juitus 4fricanns borne at Santon a 
towne in Gallia,and Seins 2uadratus were drawen into the like miſhap ; bur'the oc- 
cafion why, IThauenot found. I am not ignorant that the dangers and puniſhment 
of many have beene omitted by writers being ouer-wearied with multitude; or fea- 
ring leaſt thoſe things ſhould be tedious to the Readers, whichſzemed ſuperfluous ' 
and lamentable to themſclues in rehear{ing, There haue coine many things roour 
earcs woorthy the knowledge : alrhough other hane not once touched them. Fot 
atrhe ſelfe-ſametime that the reſt colourably ſeemed to ſhake off rhe amiry they 
had with Sejanns, M.Terentius a Gentleman of Rome, alckough arraigned-for his 
labour, durſt auouch it, beginning his ſpeech for his defence before the Lordsof the 
Senate in this manner. It would beperaduenturs lefle behoouetull formy eſtate ro ,, 
acknowledge,thcn deny the crime I am-charged with-;but hap whathap may,I will z 
confeſle that Lhaue becne Seianus friend, andthatldefiredſorabe ; and har after ,; 
I had obrainedhis friendſhip] was glad of it, I had ſeene himioyntOfficerwith my >, 
father in the gouerament ofthe Pretorian Cohort, andnot long after innianaging , 
of City aftaires and matters of warre. His kinſmen and allizs were aduaricedroho- 5 
nor : as euery.man was inward with Seianus , ſo was hegraced by Ceſar. Andcon: ,, 


- trariwiſe, ſuch as were not in his fauoux, liued in feare and diftrefſed with pouerty: 3» 


Neither docIallcage any manfor an example of this : all of vs who were norpriny »z 
to, his laſt attempts, with the dangerof my onely:eſtate I will defend; Not Sera- >; 
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<« #5 the Vulſinienſis; but a part of the Claudian and Iulian family, which by alliance 


© hehad entered into;thy ſonne in law C ſar, thy companion in the Conſulſhip , an4 
* © him who tooke vpon him thy charge of adminiſtring the common-wealth, we did 


© reverence and honour. Iris nor our parts to judge of him whom thou doſt exalt a« 
* boucthereſt,norfor what conſiderations, Tothee the higheft judgement of things 
* the gods haue giuen 3 and vnto vs the glory of obedience is left. Wee looke vnto 
© thoſe things which wee ſee before our cies zwhom thou doſt inrich 3 whom thou 
* doſt aduanceto bonours; who haue greateſt power of hurting or helping ; which 
© Seianms to hauc had no man will denie. The Princes hidden thoughts, orif he goe 
© about any ſecret drift,it is not lawfull roſound,and dangerous: neither ſhalt thou in 


E theendreach vnto them. Thinke nor onely(Lords of the Senate) of Seianw laſt day 


*© bur of fixteene yeeres; in which we did likewiſe fawne vpon and court Sazrizs and 
© Pomponius; and to be knowen to his freed men and partners, wasreckoned as a high 
©* fauour.VWhat then?Shall this defence be generall, and nor diſtinguiſhed, bur a con- 
* fuſion made of timespaſt, and his later aQtions ? No : butletir, by iuſt bounds and 
© termes bediuided. Let thetreaſons againſt the common-wealth ; the intentions of 
* murdering the Emperor be puniſhed: but as for the friendſhip,durics, pleaſures and 
< 900d turnes; the ſame end (hall diſcharge and quite thee (O Cſa)and vs. The con- 
” oa of his oration,one being found rodeliuer that,which they all thought in their 
minds : preuailed ſo much,that his accuſers by ripping vp their old faults, were puni- 
ſhed,cither with exile,or death,

Frer that Tiberius ſent letters againſt Sext. YeZzilizs ſometime Pretor , and 
welbeloued of Drsſ#« his brother, and choſen to be one of his gard. The cauſe 
of diſpleaſure againſt Yeſtr/izr 5 was either becauſe he had compoſed certaine 
writings agajnſt Ceſrs vncleane life, orfalſly farhered vpon him, gaue credit ro the 
reporters: & thereupon being baniſhed che Princes court &famiharity, hauing firſt 
gone about with his owne old feeble handro ſlay himſclte bound vp his veines: and 
in the meane ſpace hauing entreatedthe Princes fauovr, andreceiued a rigorous 
anſwere, did at laſt open them. Then ar ohce were accuſed of treaſon, ' Annius Pol- 
lio, Appins Silenus,Scaurnus Meamercns,Sbinus Caluiſtus, and Yienianus alſo brought 
in with his father for companie, all oftherh well deſcended and ſome in authoritie. 
The Lords of the Senate quaked for feare ;for how many was there which was nor 
either allied, or a friend af one of thoſenoblemen? Bur Celſus Tribune of the citic 
cohort,and then an informer deliuered Appins and Calriſius from danger. Ceſar de- 
ferred Pol:oes Yicinianus and Scanruscaule,that himfſelfe might haue the hearing of 
ir with the Senators : hauing giuen out already rokens of heauy diſpleaſure againſt 
Scaurus, Notſo much as women but werepartakers of danger : and if not attain- 
ted for attempringto aſpire to the Empirezyet broughtin queſtion for their teares: 
 &PFitisanold woraan Fuſizs Geminus mother was put to death, becauſe ſhe bewai- 
ledrhedeath of her ſonne. Theſe things were done in Senate. And where the Prince 
was, thelike was practiſed : Yeſcularius Atticus, and Iulius Marinns two of his moſt 
familiarfriends, which accompanied him toRhodes, and at Capreas never depar- 
red from him,wereputto r6n pm was the meſſcngerto ard fro when the 
rreacherie was wrought againſt Z1bs. Marinus was of Sezanus counſell when he pur 


Curtis Atticus to death zmoſtmen being glad to ſee themraken in the ſnare they 
laid 


of Cornelius Tacitus; 
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Jaid for others. About the ſame rime L, P:;ſohigh Prieſtdied anaturall death, which : 


was a rare matterinthoſetimes in amanoffo great nobility : :<ncuer ofhimlelfe 


propounded any matter which ſmelled offlattery or baſe mindes; and'ifhe were for- 


ccd thereto, he vied great modcration indoingit. Hisfather,as] hane already ſaid, 
had beene Cenſor; he liued to the age of fouretcore; hauing in Thrace deferned the 
tziumphall omaments. Bur his greateſt creditroſe inthar, that being newly created 
Prouot of the City, he did gouerne exceeding moderately all the time of his con- 
tinuallrule : irkeſome through vawonrednefle of obedience. For in times paſt when 
the Kings or Conſuls went our of the Citie , leſt fhe ſhould be left wichour gouern- 
ment, thcrewas onechoſen for a time ablero giue euery man right , andpronide 
for all ſudden accidents. And ir ts {aid that Dentres Roznlus , bad the ſame charge 
giaen him by Romulz ; after that Numa AMurcins by T alles Hoſtilizes gand Spurius Lu» 
cretis by Tarquinizs Superbaz.Then that the Conſuls had the charge of committing 
this office; and a thadow of it continueth vntotbis day ; asofr asthe Latine feaſtes 
arc ſolemniled , oneis appointed ouer the reſtro exerciſe rhe roome of xConſull; 
Bur Azzuſtzs inthe time of ciuill warres, made Cilnius Mecenas a Gentleman, Pro- 
uoR ouer Rome and al Italy. Then being Lord and maſter of the Empire by reaſon of 
the greatneſle of the ana and {low aide which the Lawes afforded 3he choſe our 
one, of ſuch as had beene Confſuls, to bridle the bond-men and fueh Citizens as 
through audaciouſneſſc would grow treubleſome ; vnleſſe they ſtood inawe. The 
firſt thatreceiued that authoriry , burkeptir but a while , was Meſſals Corvinus, as 
vnable to diſchatge ir. Then 7 aurze Statilize , akthoughhe were very aged, went 
through it with great commendation. Afcer that P5ſo was well liked tor che ſpace of 
ewenty yeeres; and by order of the Senat honoured with publike funerals. It was af- 


terward propounded before the Lords of the Senar by 2»in7#sl:anus Tribune of the- 


people, concerning the Sibyls booke , which Caninize Ga//us one of the filtecne, re- 
queſted mighr be receiued among other books ofthe ſame propheteſſe;anddeman- 
ded it mightbe fo eſtabliſhed by decree of Senate : which being ginen by comman 
conſent, Czar ſent letters fomewhatreprehending the Tribune, as ignorant ofthe 
old cuſtome by reaſon of his youth z, and vpbraided Ga: that being old andpraQti- 
{ed in the ſcience and ceremonies ;' neuertheleffe had demandedthe —_— ofthe 
Senators not fully affemblcd ; the authorbcing vncertaine and before the Colledge 
irad yeelded theirmdgement ; neither as rhe cuſtome was, the verlcs hauing beeue 
read and waighed by the Maſters. Withall he aduertiſed them ; becauſethat many 
vaine things were publiſhed vnder thenameof famousmen, that Juganſiww had vn- 
der penalty ſer downe a day, within which ſuch bookes ſhould be broughttothe ci- 
ty-Pretors and that it was nor lawfull fot any ro havethem.intheir private poſlefſi- 
on. The like decrec was eſtabliſhed by gurpredeceſſors alſo; and after that the Ca- 
pitoll was burnt in che ciuill war; their verſes were fougbrinSamum, Mm HiumyEry- 
trum 5through' Aﬀeicke alſo, Sicily, and the Colonies of lraly, whether they were 
one ormany : the buſineſſe being commirted rocthePrieſts ro:diſtinguiſhche true 
Prophecies fromthe faiſeasnecrc asmightbe by theiudgemental man.And then 
alforhe booke was referred tothe examinacion of the fafteene,VWhernithe ſamemen 
were Confuls, through a dearth of come and otherprouiſions, they'grew almoſt x9 
2commotion : and many things for many daiestogether were inthe Theatre more 
licenciouſly demanded with greater eagernefle,;thenthemannerhad becnerades 
mand things of the Emperours: eelawr—wae 1s he blamedthe Magiſtrats 

and Senators that they hadnot by publike authority brideled the infole 
peopte': and added withall, how ar greater quantityof Corne-he had cauſe@rode

of the 
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broughtthen C2v2uZs5, and out of what Prouinces, VVhereupon a decree of Se- 
natewascnaQed , to reſtrainethe people , according to the ancient ſcuerity , the 
Confuls being no lefle forward ropubliſh ir : his ownefilence in the cauſe was nor 
conſtrued to be apoint of ciuility as he looked it ſhould be , but was imputedte his 
pride. In the endof thatycere , Geminins Celſus, Pompeins , Gentlemen of Rome, 
were putto death for conſpiracies 3 among which , Gemin:#sthrough prodigality 
and looſeneſle of life, and a friend to Sejavss, was a man of nothing. And 1u!ias Cel- 
_. ſus a Tribune, looſing the chaine he was bound with at large; then winding it about 
and forcing himſelte a contrary way , brake his ownenecke. But &»ubrius Fabatus 
deſpairing of theRoman affaires, and fleeting tothe Parthians, and brought backe 
fate from che ſtraights of Sicily by a Centurion, had keepers appointed him, nor a- 
ble roalleadge any probable caufes of his long voiages ; yer he c{caped vopuniſhed 
rather through forgerfulneſſe then clemency.

7 Er. Galba, and Z. Su/la being Conſuls', Tiberiss hauing along time bethoughr 
' himſclfe whar husbands he thould prouide his Neeces , whoſe age now came 
on, made choiſe of Z. Caſſius, and M.#1micins. Vinicius kindred came our ofa 
ſmall rowne, himſelfe borne at Callcs : buthis father and grand-father were Con- 
ſuls: the reſt ofhis kindred were Gentlemen : he was of a milde diſpoſition, and ve- 
ry cloquent. L.'Caſ/iws was deſcended of one of the common people atRome, bur 
ancient and noble , and broughr-vp vnder the ſeuere diſcipline of his father ; and 
oftner commended tor his courrefie then induſtry. To him he giveth Druſe/a;to Yinte 
eins Inl1s, both Germagicus children : and writeth tothe Senate touching that mat- 
ter, withalight commendation of the yoong-men.. Then having yeclded ſome 
cauſes of his abſence , burvery exrrauagant, cameto matters of greater moment, 
and the diſpleaſure and diſlikes he had incurred forthe Common-wealth : and re- 
queſted chat Azcro the Prouofti , and ſome fewof the Tribunes. and Centurions, 
might asoft as he came tothe Senate, enterintothe Curia with him. And albeir 
the Senate made a decree very generall, without preſcribing aty vumber , or qua- 
liry ofperſons, he was fo farre from comming} to any priuate Counſell, thathene- 
uer-came ſo much as ro the City 3 coaſting:abourit , andfor the moſt part inby- 
waies, and ſtill auoiding his Country as much as he could. Inthemeane ſeaſon, a 
reatrabble of informersroſe vp againſt ſuch Vſurers astooke more-for confidera- 
tion'of their mony., then they might by the law. made by Ceſar the Di&ator con- 
cerning the mannerof lending, a ing poſſeſſion withinlealy ; long neglcQed 
heretofore, becauſe the oublicke good islefſe ſer by, then private commodiry. 
Viury in very deedehath beene- anold diſeaſe in the City : and often-a cauſe affe- 
ditions and diſcords '; and for that cauſe hath beene reſtrained in ancient andlefle 
_ times. Forfirſtit way ordained byrhe law of the twelue cables , thatno 
man fhould take aboue one in the hundred;when as before thattimeit was as plea- 
fed the- monicdmen. Afterthar, by a Tribunitian law-it was brought vnto halfe 
oneinthe hundred ;-and inthe end Yſurywas wholy forbidden : and many lawes 
made bythe peppts ro cur off all fraud-; whichoften repreſſed , revined againe by 
frangefleights anddeuiſes. BatthenGracehas being Pretor, vato whom the exa- 
mining of that queſtion fell ;: conſtrained by rhe multicude of ſuch as were in- 
"dangered thereby ;propounded the marter before the. Lords of the Senate : who

daunted thereat ( for there was not one of thetn free from thar faule) craued reſpite 

of the Prince: he graunted them a yeere and fixe moneths: within which time, e- 

very man according tothe preſcripr of law ſhould ſertle his eſtare ,-and make yp 

his domeſticall accompts. Hereupon euery mancalling in his debts ;,on a ſudden 

enſucd a great want and ſcarcitic of money; and by reaſon ſo-many were condemy 

ned, and their goods ſold,all the money ready coyned went either ro; the Princes; 

er publicke treaturie: Beſides this, the Senate ordained that rwo parts'of the Yiury 

money ſhould be beſtowed vpon lands in Iralie':, bur the creditors dilliked thatj 

and vrgedthe paiment ofthe whole, as amatter impairing the credit of the parties 

conuented, togoc from their word. So atthe firſt rhere was: great running hither 

and thich m—_ entreaties: then they flocked about the Pretors tribunal] : and thoſe 

things which were found for aremedy,, as ſelling:2nd buyngof ſuch mens goods, 

turned to a contrary effe, becauſerhe Vſurersbad hoorded vp all their money.to 

buie land.

Mygnus madereckoningasoba fpeciallifriend of Fhraphas 
wes, Aytilenews their great grandfathery and thatxbe Grecian flarterie after his 
death had giuen him diuinehonour; Afterclicfs $ex1;Murine the richoſbrmariof 
all Spaine, was accrfſcd rohaue commicred inceſt with his daughter, and wagoat 
headlong fromthe Tarpcianrocke. Andlittledoubebur his execeding/wealth was 
his onerthrow: for although his gold mines were confilcared; yer Ttberimrelerucd 
themfor himſelfe; & by mnch blood heddinggrowing more bloody commanded 
all thoſe to be executed whichwerein of confederacie with £e- 
1anw.The butcherie was great in all ſexes,andall ages;noblemen,;common people, 
ſcattered heere andthere,or gatheted into heapes. Heither was itlawfilll forneere 


kinfmen' 
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kinſtven andfricnds to be preſent, to bewaile their caſe; nor yet to come oft to ſee 
them:bur there were watches and ſpics on euery fide, intentiue to prie what lamen- 
ration every man made; which followed the purrified bodies, vntiil they were thro- 
wen into the riuer of Tiber. And if any of them were found floting on the water, 
ordriuen tothe bankes, no man durſt burne them nor rouch them : all familiar fo- 
ciety and intercourſe of humanity was loſt through feare and violence; and tow 
much cruelty increaſed;ſo farre pitie was banithed: About the ſame time C.C «/ar 
bearing his grandfarher company from Capreas, tooke ro wife C/audis daughter of 
M.Silanus, cloaking his cruell and bloody diſpofirionwith a counterteit modefly; 
not once vttering ſo much as a word of the condemning of his mother; the baniſf 
ing of his brothers : but whatſoever minde Tiberizs had put on , of the like habir 
hee ſhewed himſelfe 3 and not much differing from him in words. Whereupon a 
witty ſaying of the orator 2afirwws was commonly applicd to him : Thar there 
was neuer better fcruant then he,nor woorter maſter.” I will nor omic 7 beriws pro- 
pheſic of Sergizs Galbe then Confull:who having fent for him , and ſounded him of 
{erpurpoſe with diuers ſpeeches; ar laſt in Grecke vttered vnto him this ſentence: 
And thou Gelb: at ſometime ſhaltraſte of the Empire. Signifying that his rule 
ſhould be long a comming, and durebur a ſhort time; as learning thar kill of the 


| Chaldzans Art, for _— of which he had idle time at Rhodes, and 7 r-ſulins 


for his maſter; whoſe cunning he tried by this meanes. As oft as hee would confule 
with them rouching any matrer, .he went vpto the higheſt part of the houſe with 
onely one freed'man in-his company , valearned, bur of a ftrong and able bodie; 
whom he cauſed to leade him the way over hard and difficult paſſages and broken 
rockes (for his houſe did hang ouer the rockes) whoſe cunning and arte T iberize 
did purpoſe to tric : thatinreturning backe, if any iclouſic of vanity or trechcrie 
had centered into his minde, heſhould throwhim headlong into the ſca. which was 
vnder him, leaſt he ſhould bewray his ſecrets. Traſ#lus beeing then brought inro 
thoſe rocks,8& meouing Tiberiws which moued him manyqueſtions,and forerelling 
him very «&ilfully future things, -andthat hee-ſhould be: Emperour; Trberims asked 
him farther, whether he had tound outthe houre of his owne nativity 3 and whar 
ſhouldtappen to himſelfe thatyecre;andthar fame day. Vho hauing confidered 
<e _ ofthe ſtarres, and meaſfined their diſtances; began firſt rodoubr y; and 
then wwfcare : andthe more he viewed them; ſomoreand more:he was ſurpriſed 
withadmiration and fearc; andatlaſtcried our, that he was rcadytotallinto moſt 


| doubtfulland imminene danger. Then Tiberix« embracing him, tcioyced thathe 


had forſeenc his owne dangers, andpromifed he ſhould eſcape them 3 and raking 
thoſe things which heliad ſaid for oracles, held him afterward among the munber 
of hisdeereſtfricrids.  YVher I heare of theſe and the like things, I can giue no 
certaine'iudgement; whether the affaires of:mortallwen are gouerned by tareayd 
immutable neceſſity; or hauetheircourſt.andchange by chance and fortune; /For 
thouſhalr finde, that as welkthoſe which were accounted wilc in ancienttimes , as 
fuch.as were imitators of their fe;doe varic and diſagree therein: ſome doe reſo- 
lutely belecue that the gods have nocarevimans beginning or ending ; no, nocof 
manatall. Where of ir proccedethithar: the vertuous are tofſed and aftliftcd with 
fo many miſcrics; and the vitjous and badriumph with ſo — ities. Con- 
trarily others arc ofopinion,thatfate anddeftinic may wel with the courſe of 
end ofthe-planers or ſtarres, bur proceede from a 


our ations; yetnothing at all 
connexion of naturall cauſes as from their beginning. And theſe grauntwithall , 
thaw haue free choiſe &eleQion what courte of lite to follow ;wlich being once 


choſen 
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of Cornelius Tacitur, 
choſen,we are guided after, by a certaine order of cauſes vntoour end. Neither do 
they eſteeme thoſe things to bee goodor bad which the vulgar ſorrdoe ſo callz for 
marry which ſceme to be oppreſſed with milerie, are happy it they endure their ad- 
uerſitic with conſtancie: and many which flowin wealth, in moſt miſerable eftate, 
if they vie their proſperity vnaduiſedly. And = of ſome it may be ſaid.thattheirde- 
ſtinies are knowen attheir birth: and if they fall out otherwiſe then hath beene fore- 
rolde,itproccedeth of the ignorance of the deceirfull reporter; and fo the art. is diſ- 
credited; whoſe cleere andeuident proofes , former andpreſenttimes haue'tried: 
for by the ſonne of the ſame T raſulius,Neroes — foretold, as in conuenient 
time it ſhall be declared, becauſe I will RR igrefſe from my purpoſe. 


VI. Tiberius crzelty againſt Druſus: the death of Agrippina 
and oth:r5: lulia, daughter unto Druſus, s marri- 
ed vntoRubcllius Blandus. - 


Heſame men being Conſuls, Afinivs Gellus died; and no man doubting , but 
for want of taking ſuſtenance z bur whether willingly or of neceſſity, that is 
vncertaine. And Ceſar being asked,whether he would ſuffer him to be buried, 
wasnot aſhamed to permit it;and turther to accuſe chance and fortune, that had 
taken away the criminall perſon before he had beene openly conuinced ; asthough 
that in ehree yeeres ſpace there wanted time of proceeding toiudgement againſt an 
old Conſull, and father of fo many Conſuls. After that, Dr«/ws was made away, ha- 
uing ſuſtained himſelfe the ſpace ofnine daies with a miſerable foode, by caring the 
flockes of his bed. Some haue written, that Macros had order ſent him, that if Seranue 
ſhould attempt to take armes, the yoong man ſhould beferchr our ofpriſon (for he 
was kept inthe Pallace) and made Capraine ouerthe people: but becauſe it was in- 
continently rumored that Ce/ar would be reconciled to his davughrer inlaw, and ne- 
phew, he ſhewed that he deſired rather cruelty, then be ſory for that he had done : 
you and having inueighed againſt him after he was dead, obiefted, he was looſe of 
ife, hurrfull and dangerousto his, and cuilly affe&ed roward the Common-wealth: 
and withall commanded all that ro bereciced, which he had cauſed day by day to 
be put in writing, both of his words and deedes: a thing fo cruel|that nothing more, 
that he ſhould ſo many yeeres haue appointed ſpies to obſerue his countenance, his 
lamentation, yea priuate murmurings-: and ſcarce credible , that the grandtather 
could indure to heare it, readir, and publiſh ir, were it not that the letters of 
Adius the Centurion, and Didymwas his Freed-men did declare thenames of ſuch 
bond-ſlaucs, which had either ſtroken Dr»/#s, orpur him in a fright, as he went our 
of his chamber. Yeathe Centurion added his owne words, full of cruelty'againſt 
Druſi, as a matter worthy praiſe; and Druſus anſwer againe/as he fainted anddrew 
towards his end : in which, taining as though he had bene diſtraGted of his wits, wi- 
ſhed Tiberiw allill lucke and misfortune : andthen ſeeing himlelfe paſt all hope of 
life, curſed him moſt deadly , praying the gods, thatashe hadflaine his daughter 
in law, his brothers ſon, and his nephews, and filled all his houſe with bloudgfor 
would reuenge and puniſh him for an example rohisname , his ſtocke, p! 
ſours, and poſterity. The Lordsof the Senate weretroubled with theſe ſpeeches, 
making fhew of deteſting them , but they were ſtricken into a feare and admirati- 


on ; thathe, who had beeneſo cunning and crafty heretofore in cloaking his lewd- 


neſſe, ſhould now becomeſo confident, that ( as though the walles were throwne 


dowae) he durſt ſhew that his nephew beatenby his Centurion and _—_/"- his 
| | Uaues, 
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 Nouember, which was the day they both died, ſome gift ſhould be offered _=_ Ins- 
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ſlanesſhould askefor meate invaine to ſaue his life. This griefe was ſcarce gone; but 
thenextnewes were of _/Ugrippine', whom Irhinke fince Serene death vntill now 
lincd with hope zand ſeeing that cruelty was no whit remitted,willingly ended her 
life ; vnlefle thatfamiſhed for want of ſuſtenance , it was falſely giuen out ſhe died 


thatdearh-of her elfe.For Tiberius laid grieuous crimes to her charge, accuſing her 


_ of vncleannes of life; and that A/i7ius Gaftrs was the adulterer; and that ſeeing him 


dead, fheloathed any longer toliue.But in very deed Agrippinanot contented with 
reaſon,and greedy of rule,taking vpon her cares fit rather formen then women, had 
ſhaken off ail vices incident to her owne ſexe. She died the ſelfe-ſame day that two 

ceres before Seianwu diced ; which Cefar thought worthy of recordzand vanted that 


the hadncither been ſtrangled, northiGwneheadlong from the Gemonies For this - 


he had thanks giuen him by the Senate; andorder taken that the fifreene Kalends of 


piter. Notlong aftgr Cocceius Nerua , who was continually at the Princes elbow; a 
man very expert indiuine and humane lawes , being in perfed diſpoſition of bodie, 
reſolued with him ſelfe ro die:which when Tiberizs vnderſtood, hewent to vifithim, 
fate by him, and inquired the cauſes of his intention, and intreated him; confeſling 
at laſt that it would be a burdento his conſcience, and adiſcredit, if the chiefeſt of 
his friends ſhould without cauſc of death ſhew himſelfe weary of life. But Nerua di- 
liking his ſpeech, would takeno more ſuſtenance. Thoſe which beſt knew his me a- 
ning gaucout, that deepecly ſeeing into what calamitiesthe common wealth was 
like to fall into, moued with anger and feare,whileſt his credit was vntouched, and 
his perſon vnattempted, wold end his life with that honeſt death. Agrippinaes ruine 
driue with it (which is ſcarſe credible) Plancznaes deſtruftion. She had bin once wife 
vnto Gn. Piſe, and reioyced openly at Germanicus death ; and when Piſo was ſlaine, 
ſhe wasſaucdnolefſe by Auguſtacs prayers,then ill will ſhe bare dgr9pine. Asfoon 
as hatred and fauor failed,right tookeplace;8& being accuſed ofknown crimes with 
her owne hand recciued rather late then vndeſeruedpuniſkment. Among other 
griefesin adolefull and fad citic,this was onezthat 1=/e,daughter vnto Dreſws,once 
Neroes wite,married againe into Xwbellitis Bland familie , whoſe grandfather T #- 
burtes a gentleman of Rome moſt men knew. In the ende of this yeere,the death of 
AMelins Lemia was celebrated with funerals proper to a Cenſor, who atlaſt becing 
diſcharged ofthe gouernment of Syria which he had in ſhew onely , was made go- 
uernor ofthe city. He was deſcended of anoble ſtocke , and was a ſtrong liuely olde 
manzand the gouernment of the prouince denied him, augmented his worth. Then 

Flaccus Pomponius Propretor of Syria being dead, Ceſers letters were recited, in 

which he complained, that if there were any notable man, and fit torule an army, 

he refuſedthe charge : and therfore he was forced through that neceſiitice to intreat 

fuch-ashad bin Conſuls,to take vpon them the rule ofthe prouinces;forgetting that 

CArruntius had bene hindered ten yeeres from going into Spaine. The fame yeere 

died Af. Lepidue , of whoſe moderation and wiſedomeT haue ſpoken ſufficiently in 

other bookes;and his nobility-needeth no farther proofe: for the Lemilian familie 


- hath-brought foorth many good citizens; and although ſome ofthem haue beene 


of corrupt manners, yet liuedin good and honorable cſtat...

VIL - MA Phenix ſeene in AEzypt: how Gewlicus eſcaped 


Tiberius crueltie; . 


Hen Pasllus Fabins and L. Vitellius were Conſuls , after many ages were 
paſt, the birde Phcerix came into yp" , and miniſtred matter 40 the 


moſt learned of the countrey,and alſo Greekes, of diſputing many _— 


. concerning that miracle. Of which it ſcemerh good vnto meeto lay downe ſuc 


thingsas they agree of, and many which reſt doubrfull; yernotwithſtanding wor- 
thie che knowledge. Thar that bird is-conſecrared to the ſunne; and tharir diffe- 
reth in the beake, and varieth of feathers frym other birds;all do.accord which haue 
deſcribed her ſhape and formc; but of the number of her yeeres there are diuers re- 


res. The common opinion isthat ſhee liuerh five hundredyeeres ; ſome affirme 
that ſheeliveth a thouſand foure hundred three ſcore and one yeere. Andthe firſt 


of theſe kindes of birds flew to the citie called Heliopolis, with a great multitude of 


other birds with her, wondering at her new ſhape in Seſoſtris time , after that 


in CAmaeſis and Prolemewsraigne, which of the Macedonians was the third King of 
Zgypt. Bur antiquity is datke and obſcure. Berwixt Prolemeazs raigne and Tiberi- 
« therc were ſcarſe two hundred andfiftie yeeres.Whereupon ſome thought that 
this was no true Phoenix,nor come from the land of Arabia;and that ithad nothing 
ot that which anriquitie hath attributed and confirmed to bein that kind. For when 
they haue ended the number of their yeeres, and thartheir end approcherh, they 
build theirneſtin their countrey,andin it caſt ſeed of generation; ofwhich a yon 
onedothriſe ; whoſe firſt care 1s being growen toripeneſſe to buriethe olde. A 
thatnor ar ali aduentures, bur having taken vp a cerraine waighrof the ſtone Mur- 
rha,and tried the carrying of it a long iourney:when ſhe perceiueth herſZlfe able to 


N\, indureand carrieſuch a burthen, and tro accompliſh the voyage, ſhelifreth yp her 


fathers body, and carrieth itcothe altar ofthe fonne, and there doth burne and 
ſacrifice ir. Theſe things are vncertaine, and fabulouſly augmented. But that rhar 
birde is ſcene ſometimes in Agyprt is not doubted. Bur murders continuing at 
Rome, Pomponixs Labeo,who.n as I haue ſaid, was gouemnor of Meſa, by cutting his 
veines,let out with his blood his life,and Pex#4 his wife followed his example. The 
fearethey had of dying by the hand of thehangman, did cauſe them thus foreadily 
to kill chemſclues : becauſe ſuch as were contemned, loſt their goods and wanred 
buriall: but their bodies which flew themſelues were buried; and their reftaments 
ſtood good ; which wasthe gaine and reward of making haſte». Bur Cſar ſent ler- 
ters vnto che Scnare, declaring ir ro be acuſtome among the auncients,that when 
they intended robreake off friendſhip with any, they forbad chem their houſe, and 
char chen the friendſhip ended , which he had done to Zabes: who blamed for c- 


\ villgouernement intheprouince, andother matters, covered his fault by accuſing 


others; vaincly putting his wife in feare , who was out ofdanger though nor wirh- 
out faulr. After this Mamercis Scaurue was accuſed againe,of anoblc houfe, and a 
great orator; yet of reprochfull life. His friendſhip had with Seians did nothing 
hurt him but the hatred which Macro bare him was his ouerchrow 3 who practiſed 
the ſame artes that Seienw had done, butmore couertly. The accuſation was an 
argument of a Tragedie written by Scauru5,containing verſes which might bewre- 
ſted againſt Tiber:ws, But Seruilius and Cornelixs his accuſers obieed againſt 
him,thar he had abuſed his body with Li#ia,and offered magicall ſacrifices.Scaurus 


as a thing wootthy of the auncient _JYemilienfamilic, preuenterh his condemna- 
ton 
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tion by killing himſelſe at the incouragement of his wife Sexztia ; who was both an 
encourager and partaker of his death. Notwithſtanding if occaſion were giuen he 
puniihed the acculers likewiſe : as Serwilzws.and Cornelis famous by the death of 
Scaurws, becauſe they had taken mony of Yaris Ligur , todeliſt from the accuſati- 
on, were perpetually baniſhed into certaine Ilands. And 4budims Ruſo once Adile, 
whileft he went about to __ _ _— Getulicws , vnder whom he 
hadchargeof a Legion, becauſe he ha d to marry his daughter to Seranmu 
Cs I without accuſation, anddriuen 4 of the iry. Getulicus 
atthat time had charge ouer the Legions of higher Germany, and had gotten cx- 
ccedingloue for hisclemency and {mall ſeucrity; and of thenext Army well belo- 
'ued by meanes of Z. Apronizs his father in law. Whereuponthe conſtantreport was 
c« that he was ſo bould as to write vnto Ceſar : Thartthe affinity betwixt him and Seie- 
<« 2a Was begun, not;ef his owne-motion and deſire, but thorow T zberizs counſel! ; 
<« and thatas well he as Tiberi#s might be deceiued ; and that rheſelfe ſame errovur 
c« could notbe to him alone dangerlefle, and to others vtter ruine ; forhis partthat his 
<« loyalty was truſty andſure, and {@ would continue ; it ſnares had not beene laid to 
c« intrap hims that he would accept of a ſuccefſor in his chargeno otherwiſe than of a 
« meſſengerofdeath-z and therefore that.they ſhould ſtrike as it were an agreement, 
« by which cbe Prince ſhould be maſter of thereſt, and that he would keepe and hold 
« the Prouince. Although theſe things ſceme very ſtrange ; yer were they beleeued, 
 becauſchealoneof all Seiavws liefmen eſcaped without danger, and continued in 
great favour and grace. The reaſon why, was, becauſe Tzberiw thought with him- 
felte being nowaged and hated of all men, that his eſtate would rather continue by 
fame, then force. E 


VIII. The Parthians complained on Artabanus ; in whoſe roome Tiberius 
placeth Phrahares: Pharaſmanes gaineth a battellagain# 
t1 | Orodes King of _Urmenis. 
\FHenC. Ceitime,and M.Servilius were Conſuls, certain Noble-men of Par- 
thia cametoRome, withourthepriuity of Artabanw their King. Hefor 
fearc of Germanicws was fairhfull to theRomans, and iuſt rowards his ſub- 
ieds z bur after Germenicus death became proud toward vs, and cruell cowards 
his ſubicQs ; confident by reaſon of proſperous ſucceſſe in warres had againſt his 
bordererss and delpiſing 7 iberizs as weake,olde, and vnfit for warres, and greedy 
alſo of Armenia,inco which after the death of King MHr#4x1a he put his eldeſt ſonne 
CAvrſ«ces as gouernor, inturing them wich contumelious ſpeeches. Then ſent to re- 
demaund thetreaſuric and riches left in Syria and Cilicia by Yonores ; and withall, 
vaine-gloriouſly bragged and threatned ron he would inuade and conquer the an+ 
cient bounds and limits of the Perſians and Macedonians, and recouer all that had 
beene poſſefled by Syravs and. Alexander. Bur the principall author and perſwa- 
der of ſending ſecret meſſengers ro Rome was Sinnares ,-a man both noble and 
wealthiez and next vnto him Abdws an Eunuch: a matter ofno diſgrace among the 
Barbarians, nor barre to credit and authoritic. Theſe two drawing the principall 
noble raenof the countrey to them, becauſe they could haue none of the blood of 
the Arſacides to be their King, moſt of them being ſlaine by <A4rtabenws , or vnder 
yeeres; demaunded Phrehates King Phrah:tes ſonne which was atRome : for, ſaid 
they, there neededno more butthe name & conſent of Ceſar, and one ofthe bloud 
of Arſacistoſhewhimſelfe vponthe bankes of Ewphrares, Thar did Cefar defire = 
: | prouide 
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prouided for him accordingly with preparations ahd neceffiariesto ſeat him inhis 
fachers kingdom,holding (till his ſecret drift by entertayning forraine countries, by 
fleights and policic in warre, to keepe all quier arhome, In the meane ſpace Aria- 
binus vnderſtanding what was wrought againſt him, at the firſt wasflow,and linge- 
red for feare; then boyled with deſire otrenenge, For-barbarous people count 
remporizing and delay, as baſe and ſeruile ; and to goe through preſently rheir de- 
ſcigoments,a royall point. Yer profit tookeplace , andthercupon ſending for .1b- 
dis vnder colourof amity to a banker , gaue him a lingring poiſon; and entertained 
Sinnaces With fained friendſhip and gifts, & bufied him in other imployments. Bur 
Phrahates arrived in Syria,and laying afide the Romans manner of luirg, in which 
he had beene ſo many yeeres nouriſhed, giuing himſel!eco the Parthian vſape ard 
vnable ro brooke it, fell ſicke, and died. Yer Tiberiwsheld-on his determination, 
and choſe T:ridates one of the farge ſtocke, and an enemie to Artabanm; and inci- 
ted Mithridates Hiberins to recouer Armenia, and reconciled him to his brother 
Pharaſmares,which then poſleſled that Empirezand maketh L£.Yirelims generalouer' 
all this preparation of the Orient. Iam nor ignorant what a ſinifter report ran of 
him inthe cicie, & with whatintfamous marters he was touched : yet ingouerning 
of the Provinces he demeaned himſelfe according to the vertue of auncient times, 
But returning fro thence,through the feare of Ceſ.r,8& familiarity of Claudims being” 
changed into a baſe & abie@lſeruilitie, became a patterne vnto poſterity of ſhame-- 
full farterie; and'ſo his firſt vertues gaue place to his latter vices ; an4 the verrnous 
acts ofhis youth, his infamous old age defaced. Of theſe pettic Kings Mithriaa- 
zes firſt induced Phiraſmanes to further his endeuours by policie and force: and cor- 
rupters were found which for great ſums ofgold entiſed Ar/aces miniſtersrokil himz 
and thorow Hiberius great power they entered Armenia, and tooke the City Artax- 


ata. When 4: tabanws vndetſtood of theſe dealings, he furniſheth his ſonne Orodes © 


with things neceſſary to reuenge,and giuerh him the ſtrength of the Parthians; and 
difpatcheth others to leuy hired ſouldiers to giue him aide. Onthe other fide, Pha- 
raſmanes drew the Albanians and Sarmartes to his party , whoſe Princes ( called 
Sceptruchi) hauing recciued gifts on borh ſides according to the manner of their 
Country , gaue aide to both ſides. Burthe Hiberi _— maſters of cthepaſlages,” 
thruſt ſuddenly the Sarmartian forces on the Armenians by the Caſpian way. But 
thoſe which came from the Parthians were eaſily driven backe, becauſerhe enemy 
had ſhut vp all the other paſſages, one excepred;which was betwixtrheſea and the 
hils of the Albani, which couldnorſerue their purpoſe, by reaſon it was ſommer: for 
the Eaſterne windes fill vp the ſhallow foordes and the ſhore : the Sourh winter 
- winde keepes backe the flood, and leaues the ſhallow ſhore bare andnaked. Inthe 
meane ſpace Pharsſmenes having reenforced his ſtrength, challengeth 0rodesto 
fight,being deſtitute of allies and vnfurniſhed of men: & ifhe refuſed or ſhifted off, 
he braued himvnder his noſe ; and hard By his Campe, waſted his ſtouer; and often 
compaſſed him about as ifhe had beſieged him : till the Parthiansnor accuſtomed 
to endure ſuch brauadoes, came about their King , and demanded barte!]. Their 
Nrengrn conſiſted in their horſe-men , and Ppareſmanes in foore-menand horſemen 
both. For the Hiberi and Albani inhabiring mountanous places, werebetrer accu- 
ſtomed to hardneſle and tranell: They ſay they came ourof Theſlaliaarſuch time as' 
Iiſon, afterhe had carried away Medea and begorten children by her,returned rothe 


empty coutt of AEets, andvnhabired Colchos : and report many woonders of his ' 


name, and the Oracle of Phryx«s. Neither dare 2ny man ſacrifice aRam, becauſe 
it is thought that Phryxw was carried on one, beit, this Ram were abeaſtor a ſhip' 
Mr hi [; 
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which bare thoſe armes. The barttell pitched in order on both ſides : the Parthian 
put his ſouldiers in minde of the Empire of the Eaſt 3 and the renowned nobilitie of 
the Arſacides:and contrariwiſe debaſed Hiberizs as ignoble,and flying to mercena- 
ric ſouldiers. Pharaſmanes on the other {1de,deciared thathe was neuer yer ſubic& 
to the Parthian rule; and what che greaterrheir enterpriſe, the greater their glorie 1f 


| they werethe conquerers: or if they turnedtheir backs, the greater diſhonour , in- 


famic anddanger: withall he ſhewed them his owne hoſt dreadful, and the Medians 
painted with gold: on his owne ide, men; onthe other, bootie. Among the Sar-. 
maresthe Captaine onely was nothceard ; but cuerie manincouraged each other 
not to abide the ſhor, burtpreuenr the enemy ruſhing in coursgiouſly ro andie 


| ſtroakes. Diuers manners of fight were then ſcene in that bartell : when as the 


Parthian accuſtomed with like skill ro flie and follow,feucred his ſquadrons to make 

way for the arrowes tolight. The Sarmartes laying aſide their bowes which ſice- 

ded them bur a ſhort timc,ran in to the enemy with their ſwords and launces;ſome- 

times were in the front, ſometimes in their backes, as if they had beenc horſemen: 

ſomrimes cloſe ranked with their bodies and weapons thruſt backe, and bare down 

the enemic, and were borne downe againe. The Albini alſo and Hjberi behaued 

thEiclues in like maner; now catching hgld of the enemy;now thruſting him downg 
the batcell growing doubrfullon their fide; the horſemen and footemen preſſing in 

and giuing them many wounds. VVhilſt this fight thus continued, Pharsſmanes 

and Orodes, ech incouraging his ſtouteſt, or comforting thoſe which began to ſtag- 

ger and wauer, being in fightthe one ofthe other : mw, therefore knowing the one 
the other, with a great clamour, armour and horſes ranne one againſt another ; bur. 
more hercely Pharaſmanes :forhe wounded his enemy through the head peece : yer 
being carried away with his horſe , was not able to redouble his ſtroke ; the ſtour- 

eſt of his followers preſently defending the wounded. Neuerthelefſe, a rumovr fall- 
ly - that he was {laine, appalled the Parthians, and cauſcdthem toyeeldthe 
victory. 


IX. Sinnaces rebeleth again? Artabanus Kine of Parthia 
| Tiridates « put in his plage. 

Mmediately after , Ar#abanw gathering together his whole ſtrength out of all 
au of his Country , purſueth a reuenge on the Hiberi ſaying that they had the 
etter of the bartell , through skilfulneſle of place ; andtherefore would neuer 
defiſt ;if Yire{ius by aſſembling the Legions , had not giuen outthat he meant toin- 
uade Meſopotamia , thereby Aiking him into afearc of the Roman forces. Then 
Artabanie leauing Armenia, left all good fortune behinde him, YFirelizu entifing his 
ſubie&s to abandon their King , asonein peacecruell, andin warres vnfortunate. 
Sinnaces whom asIhaue ſaid, was vtter enemy to Artebanws, had ſecret conference 
with Abdageſes his father and others : and 4 continuall ouerthrowes and loſles 
which they ſuffered , drew eaſily vnto him ſuch as were moſt ready to reuolt : they 
alſo repairingto him by little andlictle, which were ſubie& vnto Artabenw rather 
for feare then good will: very glad they had found Capraines to follow , tooke cou- 
rage vnto them, By this time Artabenw hadnorefage left , ſauc onely a few ſtren- 
gers for the guard ofhis perſon, baniſhed from their owne dwellings : a people nor. 


 vnderſtanding what is good , nor hauing acareofthar which isnaught ;-but hired 


for £2975 , arc inſtrumentsof what miſchicfe ſoeuer. Accompanied with theſe, he 


eth his flight tg the frgatiers of his Countrey, ioynjng vpon Scyrhia 3 hoping 
| or 
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forſuccour , becauſe hewas allied tothe Hircaniansand Carmanians $ hauing a 

hope likewiſe, tharthe Parthians alwaies indifferently bentro the abſent; and vn- 

conſtant and fickletothe preſent , wouldin/ the meane ſpacecharigetheirminde,: 
and reccite him againe. ButYizelias ſeeing: Artiabenaifled ,; andthe maindseftbe, 
countrey people-enclined to'a new King; incouraging Trridetesronake that which: 
wasofferedz congudtcd the legions and allies:rothe banksof Buphrates. And :as} 
rhey wefeiſacrificing and: offering according vnto/the cuſtome of thedRotwanes;/ 
Snogctaurilia,a Boare,Ramme and Bull; che others made ready aHotſeo pacike! 
the-gad of tharriuer: the inhabitants of Eupbrates brought word,that withamr any: 
grcatraine, ofhis owne accord the riuer was exceedingly riſen; andwithallrhazrbe; 


white froth made circles as it were in forme of a diademe, which was a preſage of a ' 


proſperous paſſage: burſome didiinterpretthery more ſubcally;\garhering/thereby 
that the beginnings. of rheirartemprs'ſhould bee luckie butbaueſmall continu- 
ance, becauſe thatthere was more credit to be-giuer. to thoſe things which were 
portended by the earth and heauen ; and thatthe quality and nature of rivers was 


vnconſtant,andrunning awiyzand would no ſoonerſhew a ane rv. 
rake it away againe: bur hauing made abridge with veſſels, andpaſſed enter Ni - 


mie, the firſt which came ro the campe was Qrnoſpedes, with. many:th 
horſemen. This 0rn!þdes once a baniſhed man, brought no ſmall aydeta:Figermwe: 
when he made warre in Dalmarta, and for that ſeruice was made citizen of Raine.; 
After this, entering anewinto the kings fauour,he made him ruler of all that; cotine 
rey which lieth berweene two famousriuers, Euphrates, and /Tigrisz and thereof 
rooke thename of Meſopotamia. Not long after Simwaces augmented his, farces;} 
. , and Abdageſesthe ſtay ofthar fide ioyned vnto them the wealth and-preparatiorof 


the king Fells thinking it enough only to haue ſhewenthe Romans power, atluer-r 


tiſed Tiridates and. the chiefenobles of Parthia, bur eſpecially Tiridetes ; that hee: 
would alwaies hauc in minde as things wofth remembrance, hrahetes his grandfa-' 
ther, Ceſar his bringer vp ; rhe nobles to bedntifulltotheir Kingzſhew areuertnce/ 
vnto'vs 3 and eucry man to haue a care of his credit, and fidelitic : and from, 
thence turned backe wichthe legions into Syria. lhaue ioyned togetherthingsdone: 
in twoſommers,to recreate the minde of the reader, wearied with domeſticall.ad- 
uerfities. But Tiberirs although three yeeres were paſt and gone fiace the death:of 
Seienees, could notbe tapcaled neither bytime, nor prayers, no nor by putiſhi 
his fill ( things wont tomollifie orher men ) but would puniſh vncertaine and4tale: 
yhings gone and paſt, as manifeſt offences, and newly committed. VVhereupon Ful- 
cinivs Tris fearing this dealing, and notable to indure the accuſers which were 
now bruing matter againſt him ; in his laſt will and Teſtament compoſed many 
cruell things. againſt Macro, and certaineof the chiefe of Caeſars freedmen : obie- 
——_—_— himſelfe , thathe had afickle and vnconſtant head through age, and 
that by his continual abſence he differed litrle from a baniſhed man. Vhich things 
beiog concealed by T riss heires, Tiberius commanded publickly to bee recited; 
ſhewing tterebypaticnce in another mans libertie , and ſmall-regard of kis owne 
infamie : or elſe becauſe he was ignorant of Seianws villanies vntill that time; and 
content that all things howſocuer they were ſpoken,ſhould comero light, and haue 
the truech knowen ( which flattery often hindereth) ratherrto his owne ſhame and 
reproch, then not at all. The ſame timeGran/as Martianns a Senator, being accu- 
ſedoftreaſon by C.Gracchss,ſlew him'clfe.T ativs Gratianss likewiſe who had beene 
Pretor, and.condemnedto die by che ſame law.Not vnlike deaths vnto'the former 
had Trebellienus Rufus , and Sext.' Paconianus: for Trebellienns killed bimſelte with 
M 2 his 
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his owne hands; and P«conienurwas ftrangiced in priſon, becauſe he had there com» 
poſedcertaine verſes againſtthe Prince. -7 zberius did not receiue theſe newes,, di- 
uided from Italy by ſea,or by meſſengers afar off, as hewas wont to doe 3butneere 
vnto the City where he might the ſame day or the next morning, anſwer the Sena» 
tors letters, as itwere looking vponthe bloud of the Citizens, flowing in their hou- 
ſes; andthe band ofthe executioners: In the endof this yeere, Popper Sabinws gaue 
vp his ghoſb; a man of meaneparentage, yetthrough the fauourof Princes had

were greatly difmaicd to ſee F1bulenus Agrippan gentleman of Rome immediatly at- 


tertheaccuſershad ended their oration in the Curia/ , to draw. poiſon out of his 


boforme, arid drinke it: and being fallen downe and yeeldiog vp his ghoſt, yet ro be 
iwall haſte carried by the ſergeams to priſon,8& already halfe dead,incontinently to 
beſtrangled.Nonor Tigrenes,who had been ſometimes King of Armenia,bur' then 
arraigned,could with his royall title eſcape the ſame puniſhment that was inflited 
| are citizens.C.Galbsſomerime Conſull,and two of the Blefi died of a volun» 
tarie death.Ga/ba;becauſe by Ceſars hard & rigorous letters he was forbidden to caſt 
lors for:the gouernment of the Province : the Bl2/i, becauſe that the pricſthoods 
which were deſtined vnto their houſe whileſt it was in proſperitie 3 and now beeing 
decayeddeferred, and beſtowed vpon others when they were vacant; which they 
conſtened as a prognoſticate of death , and therefore did execute it themſclues. 
Aemiliz Lepida, whom as Lhaue before told you, was married vnto young Dru/a-, 
charging him with divers crimes, although ſhe were moſt lewde and wicked,yet 
cſcapedicorfree and vnpuniſhed whileſt Lepides her father lived z bur afterwards 
ſhee was conuinced of manifeſt adulteric with one of her bondmen : and therefore 
laying afide all Cefence, ended herlife with her owne hands. At the ſame time the 
Clires, being apeople of Cappadocia, and ſubic to CHrebelavs, becauſe they 
were according vmo our cuſtome conſtrained to bring in the value of their ycerly 
reuenues, and pay tributes, fled tothe hill Taurus z andthere by the. ſtrong fite of 
the place defended themſclues againſt the weake forces of their King; vntill AT re- 
belitss Lieutenant ſent thither by Y17e/Hius Lord preſident of Syria , with foure thou- 
ſand tegionaries, and certaine choiſe ayd-ſouldiers, had compaſſed and enuironed 
with engins and 'works two hils which the Barbarians poſſeſſed, the leſſer called 

Cadra, the other Davaraz killing thoſe which durſt iflue out with the ſword, and 

forcing the reſt ro yeeld for want > water. But Tir/dates' ayded by the Parthians, 

recoueted Nicephorium, and Anthemuſtias,and other townes , which lying in Ma- 

cedonia,yet arecalled by Greeke names: and Halum,and Artemita,townes of Par- 

thia 3 ſtriving 'whohad beſt cauſe torejoyce. Ar1abanss being odious vnto them 

for his crueltie, as brought vp among the Scythians : ef) 5m that Tiridetes 


would be courteous and gentle,astrained vp and faſhionedafter the Romaine be. 
©» | hauiour, 
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hauiour and education. The Seleucians vſed great flattery? rheit City's very tro 

enuironed with wals, andgor avs, er with parbarousfuſlions 5 ——_ file 
as their founder Seleucus gaue them. Their maneristo chooſe three hundred either 
tor wealchor wiſdome and of them make as it were a Senate. Thepcoplekepr their 
part in gouernment, and as long as they agree among themlſclues,the Parthian they 
fearenag, bur falling to iarres and contentions , whileſt cach fide callerhfor aide a- 
painſt his aduerſary : he who is called by one of the parties , maſtereth both. Thar 
hapned of late vnder _Uriebenws, who torhis owne commodity ;- made the people 
ſubie&rothe chicfe Gentlemen : where the people beare the (way, that gouern- 
ment approcheth neereſt vntoliberty : burthe rule of afew.isncareſt vatothe will 
andpleature ofa King. When T #ridates was come among them, they honored him 
with all thoſe inucations which Kings had beene honoured with intimes paſt; and 
with ſuch as later ages haue more abundantly inuented. Wirhall, they powred our 
many reproclifull ſpeeches againit _UHriabanw ; confefling that he was indeed de- 
ſcended ofthe Ur/acides on the mothers ſide , bur in other points nothing ſurable. 
Tiridates commirted the gouernment of the Selcucians.to the diſcretion ofthepeog 
ple; then conſulting what day he ſhould be crowned, receiued Phrabefes and Hre- 
roes letters, which had two rhe ſtrongeſt gouernments of that kingdome, intreating 
him that he would defer it for ſome ſmall rime, which to ſatisfic thoie great men he 
yeelded vnto. Inthe meanetime he went to Creſiphon the royall ſeat of rhe king- 
dome, and percciuing that theyprolonged fromoneday to another , Ssrena with 
the good liking of many , 1n 2 grear aſſembly crowned Tiridates, according to the 
caſtome of the Country. And if he had ourof hand entered farther within the coun- 
try, and other Nations, thoſe lingerershad beene pur our of all doubt, and all yeel- 
ded obedience vnto one. Bur ſtaying too long at the Caſtell whither 4rtabenw had 
conucighed his mony and his Concubines, he gaue him timeto leape backe from 
their agreements. For if Phrchates and Hieros and ſome others camenot at the day 
_ appointedto rizc co:onation, ſome for feare, and ſomefor malice and hate.to.db- 
dageſes, who then poſſeſſed the new King , and was the onely fauoririn Court, rur- 
ned to Ariabanws, whomthey found in Hyrcania meanely and ill-fauoredly attired, 
killing with his bow foods for his ſuſtenance. Art the farlt be was greatly afraid, as 
though ſome traine had beene laide to intrap him, bur, when they had giuen him 
theircredir and faith , thattheir comming was ts reſtore him ro hiskingdome, his 
ſpiries werercuiued , and inquireth what ſuddenchange had hapned. :Then Ziers 
26k faulr with 7:ridatesſaid, that he was bur achilg, andthatthe. _Jdrſacides go. 
uernednor the kingdome, burthe vaine name andtitle was ta an vnwarlike perion, 
ſoftly and tenderly brought vp among rangers, and that .4bdageſes w& he which, 
ruled and commanded all. 4rrabenm knowingof old whatit wastoxule, perceiued. 
wellthatthoſe which found falſhood in friendibip, difſembled nor ; and therefore 
rhakingnolonger delay then he could aſſemble the $cythians forces and aide, ſer- 
teth forward with all ſpeed ropreuent the wiles of his pegnies. and keepe his friends 
from ſlipping backe ; yea, he didnor ſo muchas wipe off the filth and yncleanneſſe 
of his body , becauſc he. would mone rhe common people.ro compaſſion. There 
vWas.00 ſubtlety, nopraicr , nor ought clſc forgotten , whereby he might draw the 
doubtrfulro him;or confirme and aſſure the willing and ready. He camethen with a 
firong power vnto theplaces adioyning ro. Seleucia, when as T iridatesftroken into 
afeare with the fame and perſon of 4riarbanws, was diſtraQed in minde whetherhe 


ſhould encounterhim, or draweour the war bylin ering. Foch aageived fare we 
, and ſtraglcd, and wearjed. 


quicke worke , perſivadedrhar the, cnemy wasdilperſe 
with their long iourney, and ſcar{ereſolued roobey 4rtabanis being lo lately Trai- 
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tors and-enemiies vato him, though now his ſupport and aid. But 4bdageſes thought | 
ic beſt to recumeinto Meſopotamia, that bauing the riuer as adefence berween him 
and che enemy; callinginthe meane ſpacethe ArmenianSand El mzi & therefidue 
which were behind them 3 &cheirforces augmented with allies and friends and ſuch 
as the Roman captain would ſend them,thento trie the chance of war. That aduice 
preuailed becaule of 4bdageſes authority and T iridates rawnes in mattersof danger: 
yettharretiring differed not much fromflecing:the Arabiansfirſt leading the dance 
chereſt grawing totheir houſes or to 4riabanw Campe 3 vntill Tir:dates returning 


backe into Syria with a ſmall company,acquited them all ofthe infamy of treaſon.

XI. Tiberius repeireth, with his owne charges, part of Rome which 
4: burnt : how Macro wonne C. Cafſars favour. 


He ſame yeere Rome was greatly damnified with fire; that _ ofthe Cirque 

which ioyned vnto the hill Auentine and all the buildings alſo ypon Auentine 
being waſted and conſumed to aſhes; which lofſe Ceſar conuentedto hisg] 
by giving the owners ont of his purſe as much as the loſſe of their houſes & buildings 
ame vnto, which munificence amounted to*a hundred millions of ſeſterces; which 
was ſo much the more acceptable to the people, becauſe that in his owne buildings 
he was alwaics moderate. Neither had he euer made aboue two publickE buildings 
the one a Temple ro 1ugnſftas ; the other the ſtage of Fompeics Theatre : which be- 
ing finiſhed, yet he left vndedicarted; cither asdeſpifing ambition or by reaſon of his 
age.And romake an cſtimar of euery mans loſſe 7:berizs foure ſons inlaw were cho- 
ſen, Gn. Domiiius, Caſſius Longinu, M. Vinicizs & Rubeliits Blandus and P. Petronins 
joyncd with them by the Conſuls appointment : every maninuenting new honouts 
forthePrince, as his wit and capacity would give him Jeaue : which whether he ac- 
cepted or refuſed was vncettain by reaſon of his death which followed ſhortly afier, 
Fornot long after the laft Confuls in T iberiws raigne, G. Acerronius& C. Pontius be- 
gan theircharge, when Mecrces power and credit was ow ouer great, which he 
increaſed more &morewithT.Ceſar,although before he was nevernegligent ther- 
in. And after C/a#diaes death(who as I haue already ſaid was maried vnta that C xſar) 
he egged and perſwaded hi8$wne wife Ennis, to allure and draw the young-man to 
her lone,&intangle himynderpromiſe of mariage, as one which would do wharſo- 
euer to lay hold on the ſouerzipnty. For although he were ofa turbulent and hor ſpj- 
rit;notwithſtanding he had as it were ſucked out of his gran<fathers boſome the arce 
of cunning difſemibling. Tiberixs knew this very well andtherefore was notreſolued 
which of his nephewes tte ſhould firſt make ſucceſſor to the ſtare. Of which the one 
was Dr#ſasfonne, neareſt ynto him in blood, and whom he tendered beſt ; but was 
vnder age :and Germanieas ſon the other; tithe flower of his youth, and of the peo- 
ple well beloued; and therefore the worſe liked of his grandfather. And bethinking 
himſelfe of Clendins, ſeeing he was of ſtaicd and ſerled yeeres, and defirous of leat- 
ningzyet altered hisdeliberarion becauſe he was weake and ſlender witted. Ard yet 
if he ſhould ſecke for a ſuccefſor out of his houſe, he feared leaſt the memory of A«- 
eritus,andthename of Ceſars ſhould be had in reproch and contempt. For he was 
norfocareful ro win the favour of the time preſent as ambitious of fame with poſte= 
rity. Burin the end irrefoture what to conclude and growing weak and feeble of bo- 
dy, that which was out of the compaſſe of his power he cominitred tofare: baving 
notwithſtanding caſt our ſpeeches , whereby he might beperceiued chat hehid a 
care of things to come;for not going about the buſh, burin plaine rermes he vpbrai- 
ded Macrothathe rurned his backe ro the Weſt, andlooked alwaies toward the fun- 
riſing.” Andhapning bychancethat ſomeſpeech washadof £.Sa4s, whom C:CE 


ſar 


. bf (Cornelius Tacitu. _ »459 
ſer was wont toſcoffe and laugh ar:Tiberiws forerold himthar he ſhould have a bis 
vices but notlo much as one ot his vertues. And withal,imbracing the yongeſt of his 
nephewes with weeping teares3the other looking on with an enujouseye fayd vines 
bim; thou ſhale kill him , and another ſhall kill thee. Y er his ficknes growing more 
and more vpon him, he omitted not any parrt of his wanton & vncleane luſts, coun: 
rerteiring and putting 0n a faceof couragecuenin his weakneſle and infirmitie: and 
was wont to mocke at the Phyfitiansslall, that after zo. yeeres ſpace they wanted 
other meas counſell ro know what isgood or hurrfull for their owne bodies. Iwthe 
meanetime,atRome there were certaine ſeedes of murders ſowen,to take effe&af> 

Tiberius death..Lelius Balbaus had accuſed Acatiafometimes the wife of P.Fitel- 
1,of treaſon, .who being condemned when arecompence was to bee ordained 
for the accuſer; Juvius Otho Tribune of the people withſtoodirz whereupon they - 
twwo-growing to iarre, Otho was ſentinto baniftment. Then 4lbsciflz infamous 
for looſe loue with many,& once wife to Satriws Sreundas, the dereor of the con- 
ſpiracic, was accvſed of certaine impicties & inchantmencs againſt the Prince:and 
with her as confederates,her adulterers Gm. Domitins, Fibius Marſus, L. Arruniiues 
Of Domir: ue nobility I haue ſpoken before. Afer ſws alſo was of an ancient ſtocke; and 
endued with many good vertues. But the memoriall ſent vnto the Senate dothte- 
Kific that Marrs had charge of the examination of the witneſſes, and torrure ofthie 
bondmen: and the Emperors letters gaue no token of ſuſpicion againſt them either 
becauſe he was weake & feeble; or becauſe he knewnorhing of it: and many crimes 
were forged by Mecroknowen enemy ro Arrantius. Domit:us therefore premedita- 
ting his defence 3 and Marſusasthough he had purpoſed to pine away by familſhing 
himſelfe, prolonged theiglives-:arrentins whileſt his friends perſwaded him not to - 
beto haſtic,bur linger onzanſwereth them;That the ſame things donot beſeern all 2? 
men alike: and that for his ownpart,he had lived long enough;& had no other thing 2? 
torepent him of, but that hehad among fo OP mockeries and perilsptolon+ ? 
ged his heauy 8 carcfull old agerhauing been long hatedof Scienws; now of Aderps 2? 
andalyaics of ſome one ofthemightieſt : northrough any faulr of his; bur beeavſe 2 
he could not endure wickednes:Truc it is,he might linger out duting the ſhott tine 2? 
the Prince hath ts liue : burhow ſhould he eſcape the yong Princethat isroehme? 2? 
If Tiberius after ſuch long experience in-affaires,, by the force ofrule and dothiion ?? 
hathchanged andaltercd:isat to be hoped that C.Ceſar,who is yet ſcarce 6ubeFHi$ 23 
childhood, ynexpert and voacquainted with allthingszor brought 'vp and trameahn 2? 
the lewdeſt,ſhywid follow a better courſe, hauing XMecro for his guide: who: I, 
choſen to oppreſle $aianss becauſe hee was worlethan he, atflited the comfricns ?? 
wealch with greitencalamitie.I foreſee({aid he) a heauierſeruitudezand therefore] 9 
will flic as welfcom that which .is already paſt 3/ as that which is athand. Speaking 
cheſe things as it had been in manner of a prophefic;he curhis veines. It ſhal appear 
bythoſethings which inſued;, thar 4rr#ntizs died in good time. Zlbucrlla havin 
wounded her ſelfe with a blow gjue without effe&,wascaricd to'priſon/Themini> 
ſersof her whoredom Gra/idivs Sacerdos,who had bin Pretor, was baniſhedifito4n 
Iland,and Pontius Fregelenus condemned to be pur from the Senate : the _— 
niſhments were decreed againſtLelins Balbns,by theſe themſclues which were glad 
ofit;becauſe Ba/bus was thought to vſe his eloquence cruelly, as one alwaits athand 
andready againſt the innocent. JCfi(2 1 SIOLITI Bad of exe 
le 6 Tang ' XII.

Bout the ſametime, Sexe. ys deſcended of a Conſularie familie choſe4 
ſudden andill fauoreddearh, by caſting himſelfe headlong from a high place. 
The 
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 Thecauſewasattribured to his mother,who hauing bin long beforeput away from 
her husband,by flattering ſpeeches& laſcinious wantonnes, induced the yong man 
vatothat villasyzthar to auoid the diſcredirwith her hee could find-no remedy bur 
deatb.She being accuiedin Senar,albeirſheproſtrated her ſelfe at her Lords fcer & 
long ſhewed her common griefe , & womens weaknes,in ſnich defires,and other la- 
mentable and pirrifull monings, witneſſing her dolour and griefe; yerwas baniſhed 
the city 10. yeeres, vntill her yoongeſt ſon was paſtthe vnconſtant ſlipperines of his 
outh.Now Tiberius body & ſtrength begante farſake him; but not yer his diflimu- 
6 rom He had the ſame courage & vigour of mind ; his countenance and voice was 
. ſtrong; & defiring ſometimes to be pleaſant,cloked his manifeſt decay of ſtrength. 
Andoften changing, ar laſt ſerled himſelfe in apromontory of Miſenum, in a houſe 
which ſomtime Lace{us had bin Lord ofywhere it was knowen that his death was at 
hand by this means. There was a Phyfition very skilful in his Art called Chericles; yet 
., neuer accuſtomed to gouern the prince in his ſicknes,bur to afſifthim with his coun- 
ſell, This Phy firi6 departing fro Trberins,as it had bin about ſome buſines of hisown 
vnder color of duty WS by che had, felc the pulſeofhis veins: bur yer he could 
not vie the matter fo cunningly,but the Emperor percemued him.VWhether Tiberius 
were offended with him ornot,it was vncertainz& if he were ſo much the more ſup- 
reſſing his anger, cauſed meatto be made ready, & otherwiſe than his cuſtom had 
bin,fitteth down, as it had bin in honor of his friends fatwell.Charicles neuerrhelefſe 
aſſured Macro that his ſpirits decayed,and that he couldnot liue aboue two daics. 
Vherupon greatdebating of matters paſſed ampng thoſe which were preſent ; and 
meſlengerspoſted away to thelicucenars & armies. The 17.of the Kalends of April, 
his breach being ſtopped,he was ought to hauc'ended this mortal life. ThEC. Ce 
far wich a-great multitude flocking abour him, & congratulating his good fortune, 
went forth totake'vpon him the Empire: when news came on the ſudden that 7ibe- 
. r54 was come to his ſpeech & ſight again,8&rhat meat was calledforto puthim out 
-- ofhis{wouning:vypon this they were all ſttoken intoaa great feare; 8: diſperſed them- 
- ſelues ſome one way, ſome anorher;euery man counterferting a ſad cheere &igno- 
-- range of all this: And C.C far ſtroken dumb in the topothis hope;expeRed his laſt 
: doame.Adcero refolite and ſtout,commandedthe old manto be ſmobthered, by ca-

cc #ian{amilic,and aftcrthat intorhe Julian. Hee had doubrfull forturies from his- firſt 
- Infancie,for being a bapiſhed manghe followed his father,whowas'iproſcribed ; and 
-- being broght into Fug»ſtws houſe as his ſan; in law,was greatly maligned al thetime 
thax Marcellus & Agrigpe,and afterward Caizs & LuciaiCeſarliued? Yea his brother 
Druſt was better beloued then he,of the citizens;bur after he had married 1#/54,his 
- {lippery.eftate wastied to two great inconueniences which was cicherto indurethe 
Inconunencie of his wife,or gofro her. Afterthar,rerurning from Rhodes, he lived 
twelue yeers inthe Princes hauſe which had no children; thenpoſſeſſed the Empire 
almoſt 23,yeeres, Hechangedhis manners diverſly according tothe times. Whileſt 
he was apriuate man,he was of good life and credit, and had commendartions vh- 
der _Ingzfius. Hee wascloſe and crafty in counterfeiting vermueswhileſt Geyws- 
zicws and Druſusliucd: and whileſt his mother liued hee kept a meane ; ſometimes 
good and ſometimes bad.For cruelty he was infamous; bur laſcinious luſts, asJong 
ashe loued orfeared Seienw,ſecret. In the end he burſt into all wickedneſle, diſho- 
neſty;andreproch; afterthatbaving caſt away ſhame and feare, he gouerned him- 
ſelfewholy according vnto his awne difpoſition andnature.

T 7 Or hebelecued, that Yalerius ſſpeaticins whohad beene twiſe Conſull, hadin 
times paſt committed adultery with' Poppea > withall, greedily gaped after 
' © thoſe Gardens which he bought of Zuculivs, and beawrified and trimmed moſt 
fately. Suilizswas ſuborned to accuſe them borh': Soſibizs, Germanicus bringet 
vP, was ioyned with him ; who vnder colourof friendſhip, counſelleth Clawdis ro 
beware of fuch as were ſtrong and rich, as mendangerous vntothe State : and that 
<Aſfiticus the principall author of murdering C far, feared nor to auouchic in afull 
aſſembly of the people of Rome, and challenge the glory of the fat vntohimleltfe. 
He was famous inthe City for ir, and a rumour ipred thorowout the Prouince, that 
he prepared a voyage toward Germenicus Army, becauſe that being borne at Vien- 
na, and ſtrengthened with ſtrong and great kindred , hethought it aneafie marter 
to ſtirre vp his Country-men. But Claudius making no farther inquiry, ſent Criſraws 
the Capraine of the Guard with aband of ready fouldiers, as chough it had beene 
toſuppreſſe awarre : who finding him at Baias, laid irons vpon him, and drewhim 
to the City, where he wasnot licenſed to be heard vfthe Senate, bur in the Empe- 
rours chamber, inthe preſence of Meſſallina. There Ssiliue accuſed him, that he had 
corrupted the ſouldiers, and wonne them by money andlooſclifeto all wickednefle. 
Then charged him with adultery with Poppea, and vnnaturall diſhoneſty of body. 
Arthat , although hee were commanded to filence, hee burft forth , and + 
O Swiliue aske thy children, and they will confefle mero beaman. Andentering 
into his defence , Claudius being wonderfully moued, drew teares likewiſe from 
Meſſall:naes cies ; who going out of the chamberro wipe thein, giueth Yizelius war- 
| ingnot to ſuffer the party arraigned to eſcape. She maketh haſte roouerthrow 
Poppea, ſending ſome thorow the terror of priſon', roperſwade hertokill herſelfe: 
_— being ſo ignorant thereof, that a few daiesafterhe asked her husband Scipio 
as he ſate attable with him , why he had ſate downe without his wife ? whomade 
him anſwer, that ſhe was dead. But whilcſt Claudius conſulted of -_Aſiaticus de- 
liuerance, Yite/izs with teares declaring how long time their friendſhip hadconti- 
nued, and how they twodid reuerence and honour {ntonia the Princes Mother : 
then running ouer briefely his ſeruices towards the Common-wealth , and that fo 
lately done in Britannia, and what elſe might ſeeme ro mooue compaſſion, leftir in 
the end co his owne choiſe what death he would chooſe; Claudius yeelding him the * 
like clemency with like words. After this ſome perſwading him, that to die with fa- 
mine and abſtinence was an eaſfie death ; he anſwered, that he reie&ed ſuch fauour : 
and therefore hauing done thoſe exerciſes he was vſually wont to doe ,- waſhed his 
body, and fedd nity, ſaying,that it had been a more commendable deathto haue 
died by Tiberiasllicneſſe on cunning or C. Ceſars violence , then now by the trea- 
chery of a woman, andYite/jus vncleane mouth : cuthus veines, andhauing firlt 
ſeene thefire wherein his body wasto be burned commanded itto beremooued 
| . to 
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to anotherplace, leaſt the thicke tuffed-trees ſhould be marred with the ſmoke : ſo 
ſwallreckoning did hemake of death. $95 265 


II. Certaine Bowers accuſed for a dreame. A treatiſe 
of adupcates. 


Frerthis, the Lords of the Senate were called together, and Suilius goeth on, 

and accuſeth cercinenoble 4hd renowned Gentle-men of Rome ſurnamed 

Petra. The cauſe of their fdeath was , becauſe they had lent their houſe vnto 
Mnefcr and Popper, when they had any cauſe of conference. Burt there was a 
dreame alſo: obic&ed:againſt-.ane of chem; which was , that he dreamed he had 
ſeeneClaudixrs crowned with.a crowne of eares of corne, and the cares turned back- 
wards; interpreting thatviſion to ſignific a dearth of corne. Somereport it tro haue 
beene a garland of vine-branches with white leaues ; which he ſaw in his dreame; 
andinterpreted itroforetell, that the death of the Prince ſhould followarthe end 
of Autumne. Whatſpeuerthe dreame was, it is notto be doubred, but that he and 
hisbrocher were both put rodeath. Criſpinss had giuenhim bydecreeof Senate 


* Loew 1178;, *fifteene hundred thouſand ſeſterces 3 and ornaments of the Pretor. Yite/iins ad- 
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ded *-tenne hundered thoufand ſcſterces tobe giuen to Seſibizs , becauſe he had 
beene Britannicis Schoole-maſter , and Cleudius Counſeller. Scipiobeing deman- 
ded hisopinion , ſaid : Seeing Idoe thinke of Popars faultes , that which all you do 
thinke 3 perſwade your ſe]ues that I doe ſay that which all you doe ſay ; which was 
an excellent moderation and meane , ſhewing the loue be bare hir as his wite, and 
neceſſity of giuing ſentence, being a Senator, Sniliws never ceaſed-from accuſati- 
ons, but proſecuted them with all cruelty : and many followed his audacity : for the 
Prince drawing .ynto himſelfe. all the duties of Lawes and Magiſtrate , opened the 
way torobbery . Neither was there any marchandiſe morepublikely bought and 
ſould, then theperfidiouſneſie of aduocates : infomuch, that Samize a worthy Gen- 
tlemanof Rome, Nauing given Swilizs * fower hundred thouſand ſeſterces, toplead 
his cauſe ; and afterpercciuing hispreuarication and colluſion ; ran vpon his ſword 


 inSilius owne houſe. Then C. Sili#s Conſull ele& (of whoſe authority andfallI 


willſpeake in conuenient time) beginning to ſpeake, thereſt of the Senators roſe 


Vp, anddemandcd carneſily that thelaw Cincia might beſer on foote : by which _ 


itis prouided of old, that for pleading of cauſes, no man ſhould take either mony or 
gift. Then they whom char iniury ſeemed to touch, making a noiſe ; Si/iu was ea- 
gcrand carneſt againſt Swilizs, contradited him , alleaging the example of Ora- 
«© tors ip times paſt. V\ hich eſteemed fame with poſterity , robe the faireſt reward 
<« of eloquence : otherwiſe , that the Princeſſe of good Artes ſhould be diſtained 
{© with the ſeruitude of baſc lucre ; and chat no faith could be ſincere and inuiolate, © 
© where exceſle of gaine is regarded. And if cauſes ſhould be defended without re- 
© ward, there would be fewerofrhem; whereas now, enmities, accuſations, hatred, 
< and iniurics arc foſtered 3 and thar as the multitude of diſeaſes brought the Phyfiti- 
< ans gaine 3 ſothepeſtilent infeion ofthe Bar, ſeruerh now to inrich the Lawyers. 
© Letthem callrominde C. Aſinias, and Meſ{ells, and of later memory Aruntius, and 
& Eſernine which were lifted vp tothe higheſt degree of dignity , by their vpright 
* life, and vncorrupted eloquence, The Conſull ele wtering theſe ſpeeches ; the 
others approouing the ſame; they went abourtto giue iudgement, thar ſuch ſhould . 
be condemned vnto the like puniſhment as they were 3 who had by bribery and ex- 
rortion polled and oppreſſed the Commons. When as Suilixe and Coſſuftaru and 
0 / others, 
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others , which pzrceiuzd that there ſhauld be no generall decree ſet downe ; but a 
puniſhment for thoſe which had beene openly convifted-z came abour Ceſar, and 
beſought him pardon of that which waspaſt. Andafter alirtle-{ilence, nodding 
with his head vnto them , they began as followeth. -VVho was he lo puft vpwith 3 
piide, that would preſume or hope tor eternity of fame ? that it was expedient men 55 

— ſhould prouide forneceſſary maintenance; leſt through the want of aduocares, the »» 

© poore be oppreſicd by therich and mighty. Neither dzd eloquence come by chance »5 
and gratis vnto any without paine and labour : the care of a mans owne family was 
neglected, it he were occupied in another mans bulineſle : many maintained their's3 
life by warre ; ſame byxillingrthe earth ; no manlaboured to atraine to any know- 52 
ledge vnleſſe he had ſeene ſome commodity in it. It was anealic matter for Aſinixs »» 
and Meſſallz, which were inriched with great rewards bctweene _An79nius and {u- 5» 
gnitus warres, toſhew a gallant and braue minde : and fot Ef. rnims and Hr nntins >» 
heires of rich houſes , to doe the like; Examples were as ready for them to > 
ſhew for what great rewards P. Claudiws, and C.Curiowere Woont to plead, Asfor :5 
themſclues, they were but meane Senators, which expected no gaine of the com- 55 
mon-wealth,bur ſuch as grew of peace. The meaneſt of the people endeuored what »» 
he couldrto better his eſtate; the reward of ſtudies being taken away, ſtudies doe al- 35 
ſo decay, as hauing neither glory nor honour. The Prince thinking that this was not 
ſpoken withour ground of reaſon , moderated the ſum which they {hould cake vnto 
*ren thoufand ſeſterces, and that they which paſſed this ſumme,ſhould be condem: « ;,,,,.;x; - 
nedof extorſion. | Pewnd 2.

111. Mithradates recovereth his kingdome. IVarres berwrene 
Gotarzes ad Bardanecs for the kingdowe 
of Parihia. 


Bont the fame time, Mithradates, who as TI haue ſhewed, gouerned Armenia, 

. and was brought to Ceſar, returned into his kingdome at Claudius periwali- 

- on ; truſting rothe power of Pharaſmanes,King of the Hiberi, and Mithrads- 
zcsbrother';z who rold him that the Parthians were at variance.among themſelues, 
doubrfull what would become of the Kingdome,and marrers of ſmaller importance: 
vtterly neglected: For whileſt Gorarzespratiſed great cruclties (going abouttokill 
his brother Art«banw: 3 his wife and his ſonne ; whereby the reſt were afraide)ahey. 
called in Bardaxes, who being a man of a&ion and able rogothorow great enter- 
priſes, in two daics inuadedthree thouſand * Stadia, and chaſed out Geterzes, all a» *cighr Srevie _ 
mazed and diſmaicd, notone dreaming of his comming : and without any lingring a 7 
ſeaſed on the next gouernments, the Seleucians only refuſing tro abey him. YVhere 
upon inflamed with greater anger then thepreſentoccaſjon miniſtredeauſe,becaſe 
they hadreuolted from hisfather 3 he belieged their Citie which was ftrong, and 
well fortified with a wall ,-inuironed with a riuer and'furniſhed with vifuals and 
munition. In the meane time Goterzes ſtrengthened with the Dabarian and Hyrca+ 
nian power, renueth the wat. And Berdenes enſorcedto.abandonSeleucia, xemgotr 
ued his campeto the championcointry ofthe Brateriz;Then the forces obthe Ori 
ent being deuided and vncertaine which way to leane,; Aſithredates had gpottunity: 
offered him by chance toſcaſe Armenia ; and with the force of the Roman 
ſorildicr,raſe and beat downe the ſtrong fortreſſes : the Hiberiay campe ax once,wa- 
ſting and ſpoiling the Champion. -Neither did the Armenians make head at alla, 
gainſt thei; Dcmoneftes their Gouernourbring ſlaine, who onlyidurſt hauewaged, 
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battell againſt chemi. Cotys King of leſſer Armenia did ſomewhar hinder them : ſome 
of the Nobles ioyning with him. Bur afterward being rebuked by Czſars lerters, all 
turned vnto Mityradates ſide ,.morecrucll then was expedient in a kingdome newly 
gotten. Burthe Parthian Emperours making preparation to fight , tuddenly con- 


; clude apeace,hauing diſcouered the treachery of their ſubies, which Gotarzes be- 


wraied vatohis brother. Arthe firſt meeting they had aiectous conceit the one of 
the other; then raking one another by the right hand before the Alrars ofrhe Gods, 
they promifed and coucnanted torevenge thetreaſon of their encmics ; and agree 
and helpe one another. Bardaxes ſeemed moſt meete to poſieſie the kingdome. 
And Gotarses becauſe there fhould remaine no ſparkle of emulation vent to H17ce- 
nit. And Bardane:returning againe : Seleucia yeeldeth the ſeucinh yeere afterher 
reno!r ; notwithour diſcredit to the Parthians, whom one bare City had to long de- 
luded. Then he inuaderh the ftrongeſt Provinces, and began to reconer Armenia; 
if Yibrs Mirſus Lieutenant of Syria , had not hindered lym by rbreatning to warre 
againſt him. In the meane time Go/arzes repenting that he had yeelded che king- 
dome and the nobility vnro whom obedience in peace ſeemeth hardeſt calling him 
backe againe, aſſembleth his forces together, whom Bardanes mer at the riuerErins 
des; where skirmiſhing long on both parts tor the paſſages $ardares had the vpper 
hand, and with proſperous battels ſubdued all the middle countries, vnto the riucr 
Gindes, which diuideth the Dahas from the Arij. There his fortunate ſucceſles had 
ancnd : forthe Parchians although they were conquerers ; yetliked notro make 
warre ſofar off. Wherefore building Monuments in token of his wealth and power : 
and that none of the 4rſacides had euer before leuicd any tribute of thoſe Nations, 
he rerurned with great glory: 'and therefore ſomuch the more fierce and into- 
lerablero hisſubices 3 who having long before laide aſnare ro intrap him, killed 
him at vaawaresas he was a hunting, inthe Prime of his youth : few of the old 
Kings tobe matched in renowne with hum ; if he had as well ſought the loue of his 
ſubie&s, as to be feared of his enemics. By the dearh of Bardares, the Parthian af- 
faires were in a hurly burly ; whileſt they waucred , whom they ſhould receiue for 
their King. Many inclined to Geerzes, ſonne ro Meherdztes,ſonne to Phrahates, who 
was giuen vs in hoſtage. Inthe end Gorarzeypreuailed ; who inioying the Kings 
ſeare through cruelty and difſolure life,” forced the Parthias to ſend ſecretly ro 
mtreat the Roman Prince to releaſe M:herdaes, and inueſt him in his fathers king- 


dome.

| all, called.#«l&-,thev being at Rome. He was ſonne vnto Flavime, dr minine 
brother; his mather was the daughterof Catarmerw Prince ofthe Catti ; and was of 
a comely perſonage ; praftiſed in armes andriding, as well according tothe maner 
of ourcountrey, as his owne. Ceſar therefore having furniſhed them with money, 
and appointed him a guarde ; encourageth him ſtoutly to-take bim the 
honour of his houſe and aunceſtors_; putting himfirſt in minde that he was borne. 
atRome; wherc he remained not as an hoſtage, bur citizen: andthatnow he was co 
oc to aſtrange Empire, Attbe firftthe Germans were glad of his comming; and 
 ſomuchthe rather becauſc be wasnotnuſled infattions and diſcords; andtherfore 
would beare like affection vato all. He was reutzenced and henoured:of all men; 
ſometimes vſing curtefic and moderatien-miſlikediof none; and oftentimes quaf- 
fing anddrunkennes with other wanton bebauiaue, which welplcaſed theſe barba- 
rous people. Now-be had gotten reputation with his neighbaurs, and begantobe 
famous: awong ſtrangers.;z when asſuch as bare' greateſt ſway. it time of faions, 
ſalpeRing his power andexcatnes;poc from him zo che borderers of the kingdome; 
«« openly declaring thatthe ancicnt liberty of(GGermany: was taken from them, and 
« that theRowanfirength maſtered al.VV as the Lonmney ſobarren;tharthey could 
« findenione þorne amongrthem rofill the place of the prince; but that Flevixe the 
« ſpies breode muſt be lifred vp-aboue them all? It was invaineto make _rminius 
« the pretence;whoſe ſopne being brought vpinthe:enemies land, might well be fea- 
« xcd if hs5ame. tobe Kingzas depraucd and-infected with cducation,feruilirie;artire, 
« and all otherflirange vſages...: An if {tales bare the minde his-father had done , No 
mancuer hath born more ra ingly againſt his country,:and houſhold gods 
than bisparents,By ſuch and thelike Þe extheygatheredgrear forces togerher; 
© andtheredid no fewer follow ta/we: ; Allofthemilaffiriningthathee hadnortheuſt

gaine reenforcing his atmy withthe aidoobtheLombards ,;ndw with lucky , now 
with valuckie ſucceſſe,,odleſied andannoyeditheCheruſeic + aig tus 
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VI. TheChaneeans are drinenbacke out of Germany ;y Cor- 
bulo'« K:man Copraine : his ſeuere dſcipline. 


Bout the fame trme, the Chaucilininp in peace athome, and incouraged by 
the death of Sanquinimus.; whileſtCorbulies comming was expetted', made 
ſome incurſions ypon lower Germany vnder Ganneſews : who being a Canine- 
fian by birth z an aile-ſouldier, and long receiuing pay vnder the Romans; and after- 
ward becomea fugitive with light veſſels robbing and pi acing 3 Eſpecially waſteth 
the coaſt of Gallia, becauſe he knew them wealthy and cowards. BurCorbuls enite- 
ring into theProuince, firſt with great cate, then credit, eſpecially gotten by that 
ſeruice, thruſt into the riuer of Rhene certaine Galleies, and orher ſhipping as they 
were fit, into other armes and ditches of the ſea. And hauing with them funcke the 
ſmall veſſels ofthe enemy, and driuenout Gannaſews : afterhe had ſetledrhepreſent 
eltatc ofthings, he reduced the Legions Which knew nor what worke and labour 
meant, bur defirous ro hunt after pillage and forties, to the ancient diſcipline offer- 
uice : commanding that none ſhould depart from the Camp, nor enter batrell with- 
out commanudemenrt : that the watchand ward ; all charges both by day and night 
ſhould be'executed in armes. And ir is reported that one fouldict was pur to death, 
becaule he digged at a Trench without hisfword by his fide : and an other, becauſe 
be had nothing elic bur his dagger: which being ouer-hard andrigorous and vncer- 
raine , whether falſely ſpread abroad ; yer hadtheirbeginning of the Capraines ſe- 
. uerity. Whefeby thoumaieſt know thathe was inexorableingreatfaulcs, ceing it 
was thought he vicd fuchrigour in ſmall. Butthat terrour wrought diftcrent effects 
inthe ſouldiers and enemies : we thereby increaſed our valour.zthe Barbarians aba- 
tcd their courage. The Friſian Nation which rebelled after the overthrow of Z. 4- 
pronizs, and cuer after ihewed thenifelues enemies vnto vs, ornothing fairhfull, ha- 
uing giuen hoſtages; inhabited rhe Country alotred and appointed them by Corbz- 
lo, He gauethem allo a Senate, Magiſtrates and Lawes. And becauſe they ſhould 
not falltrom rhcir obedience, left chem a ſtrong Garfiſon; ahdſentfomero draw the 
chiefeſt of the Chaucitoyceld ; and withall, by # wile to ſurpriſe Gan#aſcms.” Nei- 
ther were thoſe wiles imploiedin vaine,, or thoughrcowardly andill-befeeming vs, 
againſt a fugitiue andfaich-breaker.” Butthe Chauci werethach troubled withhis 
death , and Corbulo ſowed ſome ſeedesof rebellioh amongrhem : which zs fome 
conltcued tothe beſt ; ſo others reported badly of it-: for why ſhoi:ld he protickean' 
enemy ? If the ſucceſſe were bad, thehutr would redoutd tothe commoijzwealth : 
if fortune went onhisfide ; he was'a tanto befearedin time ofpeace ; and being 
valiant andeouragions, and vnder a cowardly Pritiee;norts beſuffered. Whereup- 
on Clandius wasſo farfrom forcing Gettnany anew; thatheebrnmandedrhieGarri- 
ſons to be bronghr backe on the hirherfide-cheRhene:' And whilteſtT>r bald Wen 2-- 
bout ro encampeintheenemics land), frheſe letters were deſtuicred him: Hevider-" 
ſtanding of fo fudden'a eountermandy although many thirigsatonce troubled his 
braiacs; fearc of the Erbperour-;/ the corirempr ihe Barbattatis Would have Hitt) in;

Or long after Curtis Rufus had the ſame honor given him, who inthe coun- 
\\ try of Mattiacum had found afiluer mine , of ſmall profit and ſhort continu- 
.. "ance: buttothe Legions beſide thelofle, it was greatlabourto digge the ri- 
uers, and mine vnderthe carch, and draine waters, whichin plaine grounds was la- 
borious. The ſouldicrs wearied with theſe toiles, and becauſe they had indured the 
likein many Prouinces ; ſent letters ſecretly ro the Emperour inthe name of the 
whole Army, and beſought him that from thence forward , he would beſtow the 
markes of triumph before hand, on ſuch., ashe purpoſed ro make Commanders of 

the Armie. As for C#r#1us Rufus birth , whom fome haucreported to be a Fencers 
ſonne, I will neither vter any thing falſcly, and am aſhamed rotell the truth. Afﬀrer 
he wascometo mans eſtate, he was afollower of the Quzſtorof Africa ; and in a 
Towne called Adrumetum , ashe walked ſecretly about midday in a Gallery where 


 werenopcople,thcre appeared vnto him the likeneſſe of a woman, greater thenthe 


ſtature of any other, and a voice was heard, ſaying : Thos art he, Rufus, which ſhait 
come Proconſull into this Prouince. Puffed vp with hope of this preſage of good for- 
rune, bereturneth tothe City , and by the bounty of hisfriends, and his owne wir 
and induſtry, obtaineth the Quaſtarſhip ; and anon after the Prztorſhip , among 
many men of note which ſued fortheſame , onely by the ſuffrage and fauour of the 
Prince; Tiberius hiding the bafenefle ofhis birth , with theſe words ; Curtius Rufus 
ſeemeth to me to be borne of himſelfe, After this, liuing vntill he was very aged, an odi- 
ous flatterer to his ſuperiours, arrogant to hisinferiours, crabbed among his equals; 
be became Conſull ,. obtained the honour of triumph , and inthe end the gouern- 
ment of Afﬀrike ; and there dying, fulfilled his farall deſtiny. In the mcane ſpace, for 
no cauſerhen openly knowen, nor afterwad diſcouered, Gy. Noxizs a worthy Gen- 
tleman ofRome, was found with his {word by his ſide inthe aſſembly of thoſe which 
came to ſalute the Prince : for being broken on the torture; he confeſſednothing ei- 
therof bimſelfe or others 3 nor knowen whether he purpoſed obſtinately to con- 
ceale the matter, orwherherhe were innocent. The ſamemen being Conſuls, P. 
ed in Senate, that the ſhew of Fencersmight be cuery yecreſet 
foorth at the. charges of thoſe. which obtained the Quzſtorſhip. Which was a * 
char Serene times, given as arewatd of vertue ; and was then lawfull for 


all Citizens whicternſted to their merits and vertues, toſue forall kince of Offices, 


without any regard hadof their age ; being athing lawfull for yoong-mento be 


conluls or Di&ators.Bue the Quzſtors were inſtituted when the kings bare the ſway 
25thelawof Curie; declare,renewedby L.Brazw : and the power of choofing them 
continued in the Conſuls, varillthe. ewould alſo haue aſharetherein ; who 
firſt createdPYaleriue Porue, and Acnviline Mamercis, threeſcote and three yeeres af- 
texthe T argquines were driven out, tothe cod they ſhould follow the warres. Then 
affpices patniplying more and more; twowereadded forthe buſinefle of the City. 
Notlong after, the number was douþled,when Iraly and theProuinces were ſubie& 
co Pajanks andtallage. Afterchas, by Syllees Jaw wenry were created ro furniſh 
the Senate, vntowhom he had giuen authority of iudgement. And although the * 
GentlemenofRomebadrecouered their pawer of indgement,notwithſtanding the 
Quzſtorſhipwas granted accordingtothe worth of the ſurers, or cnrtcſicofthe gi-. 
yer, andthargrars, vatill that by De/ebellags aduile itwas as it were parep : ale. *

FVitellins and Z. Vipſanias beeing Conſuls, when the matter was debared * 
concerning the furniſhing of the number of Senators, and thatthe chicfe 
gentlemen of Gallia called Comate, who long before were in le with 

the Romans,and inioyed thepriuilegesof acitizen, s Poor alſo the right ofbearing 
offices in the citic : great rumors were ſpread, and the matter wasdebared before 
the Prince by mendiuerſly affeted: ſome afhrming Thar Italic was norfallen ro fo 
low an ebbe, that it could nor furniſh their citic of a Senate; that the home-borne ** 
with their kinſemen did in rimes paſt ſupply that want, and nocauſe why they ** 
ſhould beſory to imitate the cuſtome of the ancient: common-wealth.: Yea, there ** 
might examples be alleaged, by whichir might appeare that the vertuous inclina- * 
tion of the Romans ar this day, wasnorinferiour tothie vertue andglory of their *? 
anceſtors. Is it a ſmall matter thatthe Venctians'andIuſubrians have thruſtinto *? 
the Curia, vnleſſe a companie of ſtrangers be alſoputin, asir were tokeepe vs in? 
| capriuitie ? whar other dignity is there left for the refidue ofthe nobles? orifany of ** 
the Latian Senators fall ro decay ? that thoſe richmen would fill and poſſeſle all, *? 
whoſe grandfathers and great pr being capraines of the enemy nations, * 
baue flaine with the sword,and violence our armies, and beſieged 1ulius of famous ** 
memory at Alefia. Theſe things are freſh in memory, Whar if wee ſhould call C 
thoſe ro memory which beſieged the Capitoll, and broke downe thic alrar-of 
Rome with their owne hands? That it was ſufficient to enioythe name of a citizen : *? 
and that the ornaments and markes ofthe Lords of the Senare ; the dignity of Ma- E 
giſtrates oughtnot to be made common. Bur withtheſe andthe like ſpeeches the | 
Prince was nothing moucd, but immediatly ſpake againſt it,and calling the Senate | 
together, began as followerh. My anceſtors ( among which the moſt anciene was 
Clauſss,taking his beginning of the Sabians, & was atonce madecitizenofRome,. :

Then 
had we afure and firme peace at home, and flouriſhed againft forraine nations, , 
when the Tranſpadanirecciued the freedome of rhe city; when vnder colourotlea-: 
ding our legions throughout the world , and adding vmto them theſtrongeſt forces ,\ 
of the prouinces, weeaſed the weake and wearied Empire. Doth itrepenr vs, that || 
the Balbianscame our of Spaine,& the worthieſt men of Gallia Natbonenfisto vs? , 
Theirpoſtcrity remaine wich vs, neitherdothey giueplacevnto vsin lonerowards, | 
this our countrice.

. and citizcns. Strangers haveruled ouer vs: offices haue been giuentoche.fonnesof, 
ſuch as hauc bin freed from bondage ,and not az fomehaue bin deeciued) as a/ftew,, *

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« preſident, butirhath bin praQiiſed by our firſt people. But we haue fought with the 
<« Senonians. Ipray you, haue the Volci and Aqui neuer prepared an army againſt 
« ys? we have beene taken of the Galli + and we haue giuen hoſtages likewiſe to the 
& Tuſci, and paſſed vnder the yoke of the Samnites. If thou wilt recken vp all the 
& warres, none hath becne ſooner ended then that againſt the Galli : fince thattime 
© wehauc had a continuall and faithfull peace. Now that in conformity of manners, 
< artes, and alliances, they are mingled with our people, let them rather bring to vs 
_ —_ andwealth, then inioy it by themſelucs. All things (Lords of the Senate) 
<« which are tnow tobe moſt auncient, haue beenencw. TheParricians had 
<« firſt all offices in their hands 3 after them the people; after the people, the Larines; 
<« aftertheLatines,all che nations of Italic. This will grow olde likewiſe, although ir 
<« ſcetnenewe; and that which today we maintaine by example , ſhall be reckoned 
amongſt —_ A decree of the Senate giuen according vnto the Princes 
oration, the Eduans firſt of all recciued rhe rights and priuiledgesof Senatorsin the 
citic. This was graunted them in conſideration of their auncient alliance : and be- 
cauſe. they oncly among the Galli, called themſclues brothers of the people of 
Rome. The ſamerime Cz/er made the auncienteſt of rhe Senators patriciens , or 
ſuch whoſe fathers were famous ;few of thoſe families remaining,which Romulas 
calledof the greater; and £,Brutss,of the leflerfamilic : thoſe alſo being decayed & 
extinguiſhed, which Ceſar the DiQatorſubſtiruted by the law Cafha: and Prince 
_Avgn/tns by thelaw Senia. Alltheſe things were gratefnll vntothe people ; and 
done with the good liking of.Ce/er. It troubled him very much how hee might re- 
mooueſuch from the Senate, as were notoriouſly infamous; and ar laſt berhoughte 
bimfelfe of anew and gentle courſe; yer grounded on the rigour of auncient time: 
which was to admoniſh every manto examine his owne conſcience : and crane li- 
cence to giue vp hisroome,if he thought himſelfe rouched;which ſhould eafily bee 
granted; and promiſed them ro propound together,as well thoſe as were remoued, 
as thoſe as reſigned their roomes; that the judgement of the Cenſors, and themo- 
deration of thoſewhich willngly renounced interlaced together, might couer the 
' diſcredit. For this cauſe the TW opounded, that Claudras mightbee 
calledrhe fatherof the Senate: becauſe that the ricle of father ofthe countrey, be- 
ing common,new merites towards the common-wealth, ſhould not bee honoured 
wih old titles. Burhe himſclfe brideled the Confull as ouer-much flattering 3 and 
appointed a viewto be taken of the city which is called Luſtrum,and thenumberof 
the citizens tobe inrolled,wbich came to threeſcore eight hundred,8foure &forry 
thouſand. Then began he to baue berter intelligence how marters went at home : 
and not long after he was conſtrained to know,and puniſh the difſolute and licenti- 
ous life of his wife, immediately after xo burne in an vnlawfull deſire of inceſtuous 
matrimonie. .

Whereupon Nercifſs, hauing 
raken thoſe with him which had the likefeare, afſuredCeſar, he had nootherhope 
of ſatery lefr., then to transfer the whole commandery of the ſouldiers that one day

Inthe meane ſpace, thatſheſhoulddepart, and trend hir 
ſacrifices. Claudius vied a wonderfull{ilence whileft all thoſe ſpeeches paſt; 
was as one that knew little; all obcied theFreed-men : he commanded then 
rers houſe to be opened, and the Emperour to be brought thither. And ther&firſf'6 
allin the entry he ſhewed the Emperour the image Sibiwsfarher,; defaced by tre 
of Senate. Then told him that whatſocuer the Neroes or had,rich and Prince 
ly, hadbeene giuen'to Siliws for a reward of his reprochfull adultery : theri ſting 
Claudius inflamed and burſting into threats, leadeshimto the ſouldiers Campts:ve- 
ry ready to heare anOration : vnto whom as Narciffe had before aduiſedHhit; HE 
vied fome few words. Fof although hehad iuſt cauſeof griefe;; yet ſhame > 
him. Immediatcly all the bands cried rogether conitinually, demanding thehimes 
and puniſhment of the ofenders. And Si/zzs brovght tothe bar, neither went b&ne 
toiuſtifichimſelfe, por craue reſpite ; but in treatedrhat his death might be BF-* 
ned. The ſame conſtancymade other famous Geritlemen of Roine deſire the Halt 
ning of their death. He commanded Titius Proculw guard vato Silixs and. 
and Ye&ius Valens offering to deteR other crimes,/and confeſſing the ſame a6? 
Pompeius Vrbicus, and Saufellns Trogns, all of couriſell tothe fa&; tobe bronghrt ro 
execution. Decius Calphurnianss likewiſe Capraine ofthe watch", Sulpicius Rufvs . 
Ouerſeer of the Plaics , Juncas Firgilianys aSenatour, receiued the like pur 
ment. Onely MereZer delaied his puniſhment, renting his cloathes and crying, 
that

Therefore the Kings children were giuen 
for hoſtages;thar if they grew weary of their domeſticall gouernment, they might 
haue recourſeto the Prince and Lords of the Senate, vnder whoſe manner of lium 
the King being brought vp, ſhould be preſumed to be the bertrtet. When they ha 
vttered theſe and the like ſpeeches,Cz/ar began his oration with the grearnesof the 
Roman Empire, and dutifulnes ofthe Parthians, and maketh himſclfe equallto 4#- 
guftus; declaring that a King had beene demaunded ofhim alſo , not mentioning 
Tiberixs at all, notwithſtanding he had ſent ayd likewiſe. He gaue certaine precepts 
to Meherdates, who was there preſent, aduertiſing him that he ſhould nor thinke 
himſelfe a Lord and maſter to commaund ouer his fubieRs as ſlaues; bur a guide; 
and they-citizens : andthat he ſhould vie clemency and iuſtice, vertues ſo much 
the more grarcfull vnts theſe barbarians, by how much the leſſe knowne among 
chem. Then turning himſelfe to the Embaſiadors,be highly commended' the youth 
which had beene brought yp inthe citic, aFons, whoſe modeſty had beene well 
tried: thatthe diſpoſttipns of Kings were to Be borhe withal, becauſe often changes 
are norppofitable.., That the Romane eſtarg, was growne vnto that hight with fal- 
nesof glory that it deſired peace and quietnes euen to forren nations. After he had 
thusſaid,he commatinded C.Ca/ius gouernor of Syria, tocondu@tthe yoong man 
totheriuer of Euphrates; Cefims'atthattime'did excellthereſtinthe knowledge 
ofthe lawes. For military kill is vnknowneintimeef reſt and quictnes: and peace 
eſteemed alike of the coward and conragious. Nevertheles, as much as thoſequiet 
times gaue him leaue,he renewed the auncient diſciplige ; kepetthe Legions in pra-

nobleqnen of Parthia, andthe King of the Arabians called Abberw was come, hee 
ſhewed vnto Mehberdazes, that thefrſt byuntof the barbarians was fierce and bores 
but by delay and lingring became eold,;or turhed into treaſon ; and therefore bee 
ſhquld couragiouſly.go through his enterpriſe. ' But bis aduiſe was contemned 
through abberafrontirabodeivedbies vnexperienced yorg. mari in the:

NT Euertheleſle in paſſing by, Meherdatesrooke the cirie of Ninos, the moſt an- 
cient ſeatof Aſlyria,and a famous Caſtle; becaule that in thelaſt bartelt be-: 
tewixt Derics and Alexander there; the Perſian power wasbrought toytret- 
ruine. Inthe meane timeGorerzes at a hill called Sambulos, offered voresro the 
godsof the place, among Which Hzrcules was chiefly honoured :whoar a cerraine 
time admoniſheth his Prieſts in adreame,thatneere vnto the Temple, they ſhould 
haue hotſcs ready prepared for hunting : the horſes loaden with quiuers full of -at-" 
rowes prawnling vp and downe the woods, returne at night,breathing and panting 
with theirquiuers empty. The god again declarethtochem in a dream whar woods 
they haue cowrſed vp and downe in;whither they goe and find wilde beaſts killed in 
many places.But Gotarzes not having ſufficiently ſtrengthened his armie; vieth the 
riuer Corma for a detence. And alttough he were ſummoned by divers meſſengers 
and hard ſpeeches to barrel: yethe ſought delayes;changed place;andfſent ſome to 
cotrupt the enemy,and draw them to forſake their obedience. Among which Eza- 
tes Adiabenu, and anon after Abbarws King of the Arabians, with their army began 
to ſhrink thorugh a certain lightnes incident to that nation: and becaule it is tried 
by experience that the Barbarians had rather come toRome to demand a King, 
then when they haue him,keepe him.

From thence they marchedto the Soraci : andha- 
ving paſſed the river Panda,they beſieged the ciry Vipe,fituatedon a high place, 8& 
fortified with wals and ditches, fauing thatthe wals not being made of ſtone, bur of 
hurdles ioyned rogecher,and carth in the middle, were roo weake againſt the beſie- 
gers: who having creed towers higher thenthe wals, with fire and darts diforde- 
redthey beſieged : and had not the night broken off the batrell, the rowne had 
beene aſſaulred and taken the ſame day. The next day they ſent Ambaſſadors to 
intrear for the free men;bur ofſlaues they offered tenthouſand, which the Conque- 
rours refuſed.

. hardplaces;riuers and townes,were forced alike. Zorfines then long waigh- 
ing with himſelfe , whether he ſhould ſuccour Atithridates deſperate calc; otpro- 
nide for his fathers kingdome : arlength the loue ofhis country ſwaying him , ha- 
uing giuen pledges,hce proſtrated himſelfe beforethe image of Ceſar, to the great 
glory ofthe Roman army ; which withour any loſſe of bloodſhed on his fide came 
(asitis moſt manifeſt) vierious , within three daies iourney of the riuer Tanais. 
Bur inrecurning fortune wasnor alike ; becauſe ſome ofthe ſhippes carried on the 
Taurian ſhores, were by the Barbarians ſurpriſed, &rhe prefe& of the cohorts, and 
moſtofthe Centurions ſlaine. In the meane time Afrhradatesfinding no fafety in 
armes,debateth with himſelfe whofe mercy he ſhould trie: He feared his brother 
Cotys,becauſc he berraied him once, and was nowhis enemy. There wasnone of 
the Romans of ſuch authority, that their promiſes ſhould greatly beeregarded :in 
fine, he addreſſed himſelfe tro Exnones his cnemy for private grudge 3bur great,and 
of better credit through the friendſhip newly contrafted with vs. Therelons com- 
poſing his countenance,and attiring himſelfe ſurablero hispreſent Ws | er ro 

caſting himſclfe at his knees,ſaith: Beholdheere Mithradates, 


Vie asthou wilt the ſonne of great Achemenes, which is the 


v « onely thingwhich the enetnies haue nortaken from me. But Exnones moued with 


thenobility ofthe man & the change of his fortune; ar his prayer which argued no 
baſe ming; lifteth vp the ſuppliant, and commendeth him that hee had chofen the 


Adorſian nation, and his right hand forobrayning of pardon. And witball ſendeth 
« Ambaſſadors andletersto Ceſar with theſe conrenes, That the firft frieydſhip,be-

So when Zor/awus was conquered nothing was takenfrom him : for Atithra- ,, 
dates although he had deſcrued woorfez no power, no kingdame was .intreated fors ,, 
buronely thathe might not beleadintriumph, andloe his life. Neuertheleſſe ,, 
_ Claudims,although he weremalde and gentle towards forreine nobility; yer doub- 
red, whether it were beſt for him to receiue thecaptiue vnder condition'of life , or 
' demaundhim by force of armes. For on onefide the griefe of iniuriesrecceived, and 
deſire ofreuenge pricked him; andonthe orher, reaſons tothe contrary: That hee , | 
ſhould rake a warre in hand ina hardcountrey, and a hauenleſle: ſea: with allthar-, 
the Kings were fierce and the people ſcattered, andthe ſoilefruidlefle,and needy of ,\ 
vituals ; then-char lingring would bring tediouſnes, and haſtedanger: thepraiſe ,| 
ſhould beſmallro the conquerers; the infamie great if they tooke the repulle: ther. ,_ 
fore:itwere beſt rorakethe offgr,and keepe the exiled:who being poure,how much , 
the longerhe liued;ſomuch the more puniſhment he ſhould indure. Mooued with, 
theſe reaſons he wrote to Exnones. Inverietruth, that Atithradates deſerued exam- , 
plarie puniſhment; neither wanted he powerto execute it: neuerthelefle it hath , 
Femen beſt vnroour predeceſſors, to vic as great benignity rowards humble ſup- ,\ 
—>pliants;ashard andrigorous dealing rowardsthe enemie : for triumphes were got- , 
ren ofwhole nations and kingdomes, Then Aithredates was deliuered and carri> ,, 
ed toRome by /4zizs CeloProcuraror of Pantus; and thought ro haue ſpoken more . 
boldly ro C ſar, then his eſtaterequired:: His ſpeech was carried tothe people in 
theſe rermes. I am not ſent backe vatothee, bur am come ; and ifrhou belecue me ,, 
nor, letmecgocandrric., There appeered: aca, 26 offearein hiscauntenance, ,, 
when as garded with keepersneere vnto the court,he was (hewen vhto the people.

T he twelfth Bobke of the Annales 
Lordsof the Senat, it was graunted to the Senators of that prouince, that without 
licence of the Prince they might go viſittheir houſes, & diſpoſe oftheir goods with 
the like priuiledge.,, asrhey which were ofthe prouince of Sicilia, The Iturzi and 
lewes,aftcrthcir Kings Sober and Agrippe were dead , were ioyned to the pro-

Whereupon Z. Poampont- 
ws Lieutenant, gaue aduertiſement to aide the Vangiones, and Nemerians, adgin 
vato them.a company of horſemen, to ger before thoſe Forragersz or itthey Gpped 
away, compaſle and ſurprize them. on a ſudden., The diligence of the ſoukters fo 
lowed che Capraines cqunlell , and diuiding themfſelues inro two companies; thoſe 
which tooke the lefrhand came vponthem, and{lewthem, asStheynewlytcturned 
from pillage, riorouſly abuling their hoory, and heauy aſlceepe. Their ioy was incre- 
{cd, becauſe they haddelivered from feruitudeſome of their fellowes;, whichforty 
yceres before had beene taken when Yar was defeated.

wiues and childrens bodies-yndefiled. Vhileſt he vtreredtheſe ot the like ſpeeches, 
the people made anofſe about him;and cuery manſwore according to theteligion 
of his countrey,that he would yeeld; neither for woundsnor. armes. That courage 
and cheerefulnes greatly aſtonied theRoman Captaine: and copſidaging the river: * 
beforehis face; the forte they had caſt yp.; the high hils which hangeCaitrechem; 
all chings deadly ro thern,and commodiousfor the enemie; droue 4 io a doubt- 
ofthe ſucceſle. Neuertheleſle the ſouldier demarided barrtll,crying thatthere was: 
nothing which valour could not ouercome. The Prefe&s and Tribunes viing the 
like ſpeeches, greatly incenſed the ardour and courage of the reſt. Then 0Oftorize 
hauing viewed what places were of hard paſſage, and which ofcaſicyleadeth his ar- + 4 
my boyling with choler, with ſmal difficulty oner the riuer.Bur whe we were come bh 
cothe rampire, as long as we fought with throwing of dartes; we receiued moſt | 
wounds, and many of our men were ſlaine:but afterwe had made our targer fence* jj. jmmng. 
thicke, and broken downe thoſe rude compacted heapes of ſtones ; and that the 
fronts of both the armies came cloſe to handie ſtrokes, without ods: the Barbarians 

fled tothe hill rops.Burthither alſo as wel the light hameſſed ſoldiers, as the corflets 

brakein : after whom the one galding them with datrs and Iauelins ; and the o- 

thers marching thicke and cloſe together , brake the ranks, and diſordered the Bri- 

rainesz hauing neither head-peece, nor coat of fence. If they thought rorefiſt our 
aid-ſouldiers, they wete beaten downe with ſwords and Iauelins by the legionaries3 

if they turned to make head againſt them , they were ſlaine with the pikes;and two 

handed ſwords of the auxiliaries. That vitory was famous ; Carad#acrs wife and 

daughter were taken, and his brothers yeelded themſelues.He himſelf (as generally 

all ſfuccor failes in aduerfity)crauing defence & proreQion of Certi/mendaa, Queen 

of the Brigantes was by her takev gens anddeliuered rothe conquerors nine 
yeeresafter the warre was _ in Britannia, VWherevponhis fame being carri- 

ed ouer thellands, and ſpread abroad throughout the Prouinces adioyning , was 

alſo renowned in Icaly : andtheydefired to {ee who hee was, that ſo many yeeres 

had contemned ourforces. Neither was his name meanely cfteemed of at Rome. 

And whileſt Ceſar extolled his owne woorth , he made the conquered more glori- 

ous. The people was aſſembled, as ro ſee a notable ſpeRacle. The Emperours guard 

was all in armes, & good order,in the field before their campe then CaraZFacws val- 

fals and retinue going before, the capariſſons, his-chaines and all other _ 

gotren in warre againſt ſtrangers, were brought atrerz then his brorhers; his wife 

and daughter; andlaſt of all, he himſelfe was ſhewen to the people. The prayers 

of thereſt were baſe for feare:tbut CaradFacws neither hanging down the head; nor 


in words crauing mercy,when he ſtood before Cx/arstribunall , ſpake as A

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© If my moderation .in proſperity had beene as great as my nobility and Fortune, Ihad 
© comerather as afriend into this City, then a captiue : neither wouldeſt thouhaue

pardoned him, his wife, and his brothers, And being all vabound, they did their re- 
uerence likewiſe vnto Aegri#pina, who ſata loft in another high chaire; and gaue her 
thelike praiſes andthankes, as they had giuen the Prince, Surely a new andſtrange 
thing, and of our anceſtors neuer vied ; that a woman ſhould fit and commandthe 
Roman enſignes 3 but ſhee carried hirſclfe asafellow and aflociateof theEmpire 
gotten by hir anceſtors, After chis the Lords of the Senate being called together, 
they __ long and glorious diſcourſes touching CaradFacw captivity : affirmingir 
to be no leſſc honorable then when P. Scipio, ſhewed Siphaces vnto the people, and 
L. Panllus Perſes; orif any other had exhibited to the view of the people Kings van- 
quiſhed aud ouercome. Then publike honours of triumph were ordained for O/orize 
his fortunes vntill then proſperous; but not long after doubtfull : cither becauſe thar 
Caraacus being remooued, as though thereby all had been vanquiſhed and ſubdu- 
ed, ſeruice was careleſly intertained ; or elſe becauſe that the enemics hauing com- 
paſſion of ſo mighty a king, were moreferuently enflamed toreuenge. For they in- 
uironed the Camp-maſter, andthe Legionary Cohorts, which were left behind to 
buildfortreſles in the Silures _—_ : and if they hadnot beene ſpeedily reſcued by 
the Villages and Fortes adioyning, they had beene put tothe ſword cuery man. Ne- 
uertheleſſe the Campe-maſter, and eight Centurions, and the forwardeſt common 
ſouldiers, were flaine : and anon after they putro flightour Forragers, and the 
tcroupes of Horſe-men which were ſentto reſcue them. Then OForiws ſendeth a- 
broad certainelighr harneſſed Companies 3 which yetcouldnor ſtay their flight, if 
the Legions had not vndertaken the batrell.By their ſtrength they fought with ſmall 
oddes on cither hand, till at length we had the betterof it ; and the enemy be- 
rooke him to his heeles with ſmall loſle , becauſe the day beganto faile. After thac 
time they had diuersskirmiſhes,, thoughforthe moſt part in Woods and Mariſhes, 
according as.occafion was giuen, in manner of roades, either by chance, orof 
valour ; ſometimes by their Caprtaines commandement 3 and ſometime withour 
warrant. : but principally by che obſtinacy of the Siluri , exaſperated with aſpeech 
which theRoman Emperour ſhauld haue vſed : which was, that as the Sugambri 
weredeltroicd, and. tranſported into Gallia ; ſothe name of the Siluri ſhould ve. 
cerly be extinguiſhed. Andinthis heate they cntercepted two aide-bandes, vncir- 
cnmſpealy Weng ana (a through theauariceof the Capraines ; andby di- 
c 


ſtributing the ſpoiles and priſoners, drew the reſidue of. the Nations to revolt;

Xba- 
damiitus vnder colour of reconciliation recturued vato his fathcr, aud declared vnto 
him z to what a forwardnefle he had brought marters by policy 3 and that the reſt 
was to be accompliſhed by arrmes. Inthe meane time Pharaſmanes lecketh occali- 


ons of warre : [and faineth that when he made warre againſtthe King of the Alba-

ofwarre. Mithradates relolued not on theſudden , ſuſpeing the Capraines coun-? 
ſels ; becauſe he had lewdly behaucd himſclie with the Kings Concubines, was a ? 


man eaſily corrupted with mony to all lewdnefſe. Cafperius inthe meane ſpace go- 
eth ro Pharaſmanes, and is very inftant thatthe Hiberi ſhould depart from the fiege 
of Gorneas., Bur the King giuing him openly vncertaine anſwers, and for the moſt 
part gentle and milde ; by ſecretmeſſengers aduertiſeth Rhadamiitus by all poſſiblg 
meanes tohaftenthe aſſault. The priceof the treaſon is augmented, and Polio le- 
cretly corrupring the ſouldiers, perſwadeth them earneſtly rodemand a peace, and 
threaten that they would abandon the Fortreſſe. Through which neceſliry Mithre-

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wards him, neither by ſword, nor poiſon. And withal draweth him into a wood hard 
by, ſaying : that there he had cauled aſacrificeto be prouided to conclude and con- 
firmerhepeace inthe preſ-nce of the gods. The cuſtome of thoſe Kings is that when 
they make'any attonement, to ioyne their right hands; and binde their thumbes ro- 
gerher and draw them hard with a knot; then whenthe blood isrunto the ourward 
parts, with aſmall pricke letit out, and then licke he one the others : that attone- 
ment is counted ſecret, as it were hallowed with their mutuall bloud. But he which 
ſhould have tied their thumbes together , faining as if he had fallen , carcheth hold 
of Mithradates knees, and ouerthroweth him : immediately many rai in and bound 
him in chaines andfetrers , and ſodrew him away , which the Barbarians repure a 


 greatignominy and gdiſhonour. The common people whom he had rigorouſly ty- 


ranniſed, reuiled him , andoffered to firike him. Bur contrariwile there were fone 
which had compaſſion of ſo great a change of Foriune : and his wite following 
with hir lirtle chil2ren filled all with lamencation ; who were all t! ruſt into ſundry 
couered VWagons, vntill Pharaſmanes pleaſure was knowen. Butthe Kingdome 
was deercrvnto him , then his brother and daughter ; and therefore his minde was . 
ready bent to all wickedneſſe : onely he rooke order that they (hould not be murde- 
redin his fight. And K&hadamiitus & it were mindefullof his och , viedneither ſword 
nor paiſon againſt his ſiſter and Vncle ; but laying them on the ground coucreth and 
ſifelech chem with a heauy burden of clothes. And Mithradates children were ſlaine 
likewiſe, becauſe they wept and bewailed the —_— of their parents. Bur ,2ua- 
aratus vnderſtanding that Mitmradat.s was betraied, and that the murderers inioyed 
the Kingdome; calleth a councell,declareth the matrer, and conſulreth whether he 
ſhouldreuenge ornort. Few had care of the publicke credit ; uoft were.of opinion 
thatthey ſhould imbrace the ſureſt way. Thar they ſhould be gladof allwicked- 


tion and hatred among them: as oft the Roman Princes had beſtowed the ſame Ar- 
menia vnder colour of liberality, now to one, now to another, as an occaſion to pur 
thoſe Barbarians together by the eares. That Rhadammitus might inioy his ill gotten 
kingdome, ſo as withall he be odious and infamous : ſecing that it was better ſo for 


aduiſe. Andyet leſt they ſhould ſeeme to approoue that wicked fa, andleſt Cx- 


far ſhould command the contrary , meſſengers were ſent to Ph:raſmenes, adviſing 


himtodepart Armenia, and withdraw his ſonne away likewiſe. Atthattime 1ulins 
Pelignus a daſtardly coward, andno lefle deſpicable a ieſting ſtocke for miſhap and 


_ deformity of body, was Procurator of Cappadocia ; but of inward familarity with 


Ceſar ; Which being a priuate man in timespaſt, in his company he ſpent his idle 
time with delight and contentation. This Felignwhauing gathered rogether the 
forces of the Prouinces, as if he would recouer Armenia, but waſting and ſpoiling 
the allies more then the enemies ; his owne reuolting from him, and the Bacbatiais 
making incurſions ; being without ſuccour came to Kh1demiitms , who with gifts 
ſo wonne him, tharof his owne motion he exhorted him to crowne himſelfe King, 
and aſſiſted him as the Author and —_— of the ation. Which diſhoneſt fact 
being brured abroad, leaſtthe credit ofthe reſt ſhould bemeaſured according to 


this fat of Pelignus ; Heinidius Priſcus , Lieutenant was ſent with a Legion tore- 
drefſe thoſe turres as thepreſent occafionrequired. Who hauing wich all conue- 
nient ſpeed paſſedouerthe hill Taurus, and ſerling the affairesrhere rather with mo- 
deration, then force ; was commanded toreturne to Syria; leſt he ſhould be a be- 
ginning ofwar againſt the Parthians. For Yologeſes thinking there had {ell our =

occaſion of inuading Armenia , which poſſeſſed of his Ariceſtors, aforraine King 
now occupied by a lewd practiſe , afſemblerh hispower : ant} becauſe none ofhis 
houſe ſhould liue without rule and ſoueraignty', goerhaboutro inueft/hisbrorher 
Tiridates in the kingdome.By the comming of rhe Parthians,the Hiberiwere driuen 
out withour ſtroke ſtriking : and the Cities ofthe Armenians, Artaxata, and Tigra- 
nocerta, ſubmitted themſelues to the yoake. But the ſharpe aud hard winter, or elſe 
ſcarſiry of victuals and other proviſion, andthe fickneſſe proceeding ot both z con- 
ſtrained Yolozeſes to torſake his pretended enterpriſe : and Khademijtns invadeth Ar- 
menia afreſh, hauing none co reſiſt him z more cruell then before, as 4gainſtrebels, 
ready at all times rorebelif occaſion were offered. In ſo much thatthey, though ac- 
cuſtomed ro bondage : yet brake allpatience, and beficge the Kings houſes Rhada- 
miitus hauing no other refuge, then the ſwiftacſle of his horſes, ſaued both himſelfe 
and his wife. Bur his wife being great with childe, endured the firſt flighrſofo, for 
feare of the enemy andloue ofhirhusband : afterward by continualf baſt and ouer- 
much 1ogging and (haking,ſhe began topray hir husband that with an honeſt dearth 
ſhe might bedeliuered from the reproch ot captiuity. He ar rhe firſt embraced hir, 
comforted hir,encouraged hir; then admiring hir ſtoutneſle, thenſicke with griefe, 
leaſt leauing hir behind him; any ſhould enioy hirz ar laſt ouercome with loue ; and 
bcing no babe in wicked arrempts, drawerh his Cymetter z and hauing giuen hira 
wound, drew hir to the bankes of Araxis and committed hirto the riuer,leaſt hir bo- 
dy ſhould be carried away ; andpoſterh himſelfe ro Hyberia his fathers kingdome.. 
In the mane time the Shepheards eſpied Zenobra ( for ſo was Rhadamiitus wife cal- 
led) drawing breathand aliue, vpon the quiet ſhore of the riuer: and iudging hir by 
the comelineſle of hir perſon offome noble race, bound yp hir wound, and applicd 
ſuch medicaments asthe Country affoordeth. Then vndetſtanding hirname and 
chance carried hirintothe Ciry Artaxata : fromwhenceat the charge ofthe com- 
mon purſe ſhe was conducted to Tiridates, who entertained hir with ſuch curceſic as 


beſecmed a Kings wite.

Claudirs affirmed that Pale 
wascontented with the Pretoriandipnity onely , and would continue in his former 
pouerty. 'VV hercupon a decree of Senate was publikely engrauen inBraſſe in com- 
mendationof rhis freed-man , who being poſleſſer of three hundred millions of ſe- 
ſterces, wascontent toliuc accordingto the prouident manner of ſparing of our an- 
ceſtors. Bur his brother ſurnamed- Felix of late made Goucrnour ot Iudza, vſednor 
the ſame moderation ; but bare himſelfe-vpon his authority as aſufficient warrant 
for all lewdnefle whatſocuer. The lewes made ſhew of a rebellion through a ſe- 
dition *'- . after they vnderſtood of the death offCaiws : they were ſtill afeard leſt 
ſome other Prince ſhould command them thelike things. In the meaneſeaſon, Fe. 
#x going about toredreſle all by vnſeaſonable puniſhments, exaſperated them the 
more. And Yertidiuw Cumanue veto whom part of the Prouince was committed, 
and was hisſecret enemy ,egged him forward. For the Country was ſodiuided, that 
the Galileans were gouerned by Cumaenm, and the Samaritans by Felix, enemies of 
old; and now more then cuerſhewing themſclueshrough the contempr of the Go-» 
uernours. And therefore made inraades one againſt the other ; ſet in Companies 
torob and ſpoile ; laid ambuſhes : and ſometimes they met in batrell, and carried | 
the booties and ſpoiles to their Gonernours. Who at the firſt were pad of itz but 
inthe cndperceiving the miſchiefe to growgreater, theyſent in ſouldiers ro quiet 
them, which were allflaine. And the whole Province had: beene in an vprore ; if 
Luadratwthe Gouernour of Syria had notfound meanes of redrefſe : who ſtaied 
not long vnrill he hadrenenged the death of the Roman ſouldiers , which the Iewes 
had ſlaine. Cumanu and Felix drew the matter atlength, becauſe Claudi#4 hauing 
vnderſtood the occaſions of the rebellion, had giuen authority ro the Gouernor to 
determine, andpuniſhthe Procurators Camanw and Felix, it their demerit hadſo 
required, But 2uadretws cauſed F.lix to fitamong the Iudges, and received himin- 
tothe Tribunalto him, tothe end the hear of the accuſers ſhould therby be cooled: 
and condemned Caman for all the miſdemeanour which both of them had com- 
mitted 3 andby that micanes he ſet the Prouince at quietnefſe. Notlog afterthe 
Peaſantso6f the Cilician Nation ſurnamed Clites , which at diuers othertimeshad 
rebelled, having Troſoboy for their Captaine , encamped onarough and high hill. 
And fromthencerunning downe tothe ſea ſhores and Cities, venturedon the huſ- 
bandmen and Citizens; and oftenſet on Marchants and Sea-men. And then haning 
beſieged the city ofthe Anemurienſes; the horſe-men ſent out of Syria to aide them 
were put-toflight with Curtins Sexerm their Prefect ,'by reaſon the difficulties and 
vncleannefle of the placeround aboutfit for foot-men,was moſt incommodiousfor 
horſe-mentofight. Then &ntiochus King of that quarter , viing faire words to the 
Country people, and craft andſubtilry rowardsthe Captaine, when hehad eng 
P* 


peaſedrherefidue by clemency, Theſametime between the lake Fucinus 4ndthe 
riuer Lyris, thebetter to behold rhe fight and-magnificenee'of rheſpeAacle, a 
Mountaine wascutthorow,andinthe very lake a Sea-fight was fepreſenred.CAngu- 
i##s in timespaſtbadgone the like, by n _ ſtandingpooleon this fide Tibris; 
butwithlight boates and fewer innuniber. Cleavdres armed Gallies with three and 
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foure oarcs on aſcate, and ninerecne thauſand men, andenuironedche Lake wich 
frames of timber worke, becauſe rheyſhould nar run out at randome, yerlefiſpace 
enough forthe rowers and Pilots ro ſherckill;and ſuch encounters as had beene a 


cuſtomed in aſca-tight. On the buildings abour the Lake ſtood cerraine A; 7 


diers __—_ with covered ſhips;the ſhore andfmalhbill LopS45 it had beena The-

rich andprincely coat-atmour,. and «Agrippinenc farre off fate aloft, in a garment 
wrought with gold. They foughs although they were. malefaQors and condemned 


perſons, with great courage and valorg and after many wounds were parted and hin- 


dered from killing one another. Bur, after.that the ſhew was endgdandihiewaterler 
out ; the inſufficiency of the worke which was nat thruſt downe, nordigged deepe 
enough tothe bottome was dilcouered. VWhereuponnot long after the duches were 
digged deeper and rodraw the people againe rogether,aſhewof Fencers was mads 
on bridges builc ouer theLake to en aland fight. And at themouth ofthe 
Lake a banket prepared, droue them all into a grear feare through the violent. guſh- 
ing out of che water, which carried; with.ir all charwas by, andthings farther off 
breaking downe, with the craſh and noiſe, ſtrogke themall into. amaze. Where 

on « Aerippina taking adyantage of the Princes feare , rebuked Narciſſus whohad 
charge of the worke, of couetouſnefſe and theft. And he forhis part held not his 
rongue, bur caſt in hirtcerh hirintolerable pride, and ouer haughty hopes. .

maried Ceſars daughter , O&Fauia. And to win creditand repuratipn by 

honorable ſtudies and glarie of eloquence, vadertakingrhgllienſes cauſe, 
declared that the Romans were deſcended from Troy, and that Ancas was the 
roote of the Iulian family , and mgay,other. matters, not farce: vnlike old fables; 
which being deliuered with a good. grace and fitwords, obrainedthar, the llienſes 
ſhould be relcaſed from all publike duties and charges. He fyeace alſo for the Bo- 
nonian Colony which was waſted wich fire , and obtained, 
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millions of ſeſterces, The inhabirantsof Rhodes are reſtored totheir liberry , often pene. 


taken from them, or confirmed ,.aczarding as they had merized by ſeruice abroad, 
ordemerited by ſedition at home. ,The Apameans ruined by,an,carth-quake were 
diſcharged of tribute for fiue yecres- 'Claudizs was, incenſed.to, much cruelty by 
Herippinaes pratiſes 3 who gaping. after Statilius Taurus Gardens , elteemedyery 
rich,neuer ceaſed yntillſhe had ouerthrawne him;, Tarquitize Priſcus being his ac» 
cuſer. This Priſcus had beene TaurusLieutenant, whenhe was Proconſull.in Af- 
fricke : and when they returned, obieted that inſome things he had vſedextarfion 
and bribery; and withall, that he conſulced with Magicians, Buthe nor able to en- 
dure ſuch an indignity by a falſe accuſer, {lew himſeliebefore.rhe Senarors hadgi- 
uenſentence : yet poembtanding all the ſuite Agrippinacould make, this Targui- 
tis was expulſed the Curia : ſo odious he was tothereſt of the Lords ofthe Senar. 
The ſame yeere the Prince was often heard to ſay, thatthe cauſes)adiudged by his 
Procuratour , ſhould. be of the ſame validity , as.if himſelte had: given ne 
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And tet thoſe words might ſeeme to bave'eſcaped himby chaunce; adecree of = 
Senate was ina&ed thereon, filler and ampler then before any had'brene eon- 
ceived.” And AngiFw of famous memory had graunted, thar all cauſes might be 
heard before the gentlemetrwhich (ery Egype ; and commaunded'thar the 
ſentences ſet downeby them ſhould be kepr;asif they had bin given by #magiſtrate 
of Rome. *Aﬀer thar,in other Provinces/and inthe citic, many things'were graun- 
red, which in timespaſt belonged to the heating onely of the Pretor: Clandins 
yeeldedthem all the right and uriſdition, for which there had bene ſuch wars and 
ſedirion': as when the order of gentlemen by rhe Sempronian lawes, were eſtabli- 
ſhedinthepoſſeffion of Iudicature; or when the Seruilianlawes on the other fide, 
hafFiuenthe Senate power iudiciallyro derermihe cauſes: and for which Af2riue 
and Syſa in times paſt more then all the reſt, mide warres the one againſt the other. 
But ireHoſe daiesfaQtions raigned among the citizens ; and the conquerors bare 
publike fway,hauing'all power intheir hands.” C. Oppixe and Cornelizs Balbus were 
the firſt; which with authority from'Ceſer could handle conditions as well'of peace, 
as of warre. Ir were toſmall purpoſe to ſpeake of the Martians and Vedians after 
theſe, which were gentlemen of marke, and ofnoble families: ſeeing that Claudine 
hath'made freed men: vnto whom hee had commicted the charge of his houſholde 
affaires equallto himſelfe,and to the lawes. After that,C ſer propounded, whether 
thoſe of Cous ſhould be releaſed of tributes, alleaging many things concerning 
theit antiquitie : as/that the Argiui and Ceus, Latomaes father , were the olde 
inhabirants of the Ie; and that after by Aeſcalapiue arriving there, the Arte 
ofPhyſicke was brought in ; a man highly cfteemed of poſteritie; naming them 
by theirnames, and in what age cuery one of them flouriſhed. Further, hee affir- 
med that Xenophox whoſe skill himſclfe vſed-in Phyficke , deſcended from the 
ſame familie ; and that in regard of his deſire, the Ile of Cous deuored to the 
ſcruice of ſo great a god , ſhould bediſcharged of all tributes. Neither was it 
to bedoubred, but there might be alleaged many merits of theirs, towards the peo- 
ple ofRomezand oy viQtories obtained by their alliance. But Claudime according 
ro his accuftomedfacilitic and fimplicitic , went not about to ſhadow that with 
exrernall helps,which he had beſtowed infauour of one alone. The Byzantines ha- 
.uing obtained audience, deliuered how greeuous their impoſitions and tributes 
| were, anddefired they might be leaded; and ripped all reaſons they could, 
euen from thefirſt alliance which they made with vs, when we warred againſt the 
king of Macedonia; who for baſenes of minde, and want of courage, was called the 
falſe Pbilip. How after that,they had ſent their power againft Antrochw, Pyſes, Ari- 
fonicus : ang how they ſuccoured A»#onie, inthe wars againſt the pyrats: calling 
to minde likewiſe that which they offered Sy/ie,or Lacul/ns,or Pompey: then thelate 
good turnes &ſeruices done to the C eſars,when they came into thoſe parts; where 
cre is a moſt conucnient paſſage both by land and by ſea, for the caprtaines and 
armies; with al cariagesof neceflary prouiſios.For the Greeks fired ByZance in the 
vemoſt part of Europe,in a very narrow ſtreight,which diuideth Europe from Aſia : 
forhauing c6ſulted with Pythime Apollo,in what territory they ſhould build their ci- 
ie; theoracle anſwered them that they ſhould ſecke out aſeat which was oppoſite 
to theland ofBlind-men. By that darkeſpeech, the Chalcedonians were pointed 
at; becauſethathaving firſt arriued in that place, not iudging aright of the com- 
modiouſnes of it, made choiſe of the woorlt : for Byzance isſcatedin a fertile ſoile, 
and aplentifull ſea; becauſe great abundance of fiſh going outofPoneus, and frigh- 
ted with the rockes and ſtones vnder the warer , forſaking the creckes of the other 
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ſhore, bent to theſe haucns:''Whereby; feſt all the Cirybecamerich and © 
wealthy -but'then oppreſſed with charges and impoſitions; and therefore imreared 
they migliteither haue an'end or a meane of fo lieauya burden. The Prince wasrea= * , 7? 
dy to do them good, alleaging tharthey were ro be helped, as peoplewearitd with 
late wars agaſnethe Thracians, and Boſphorans and thereupon they were exemp- 
_ tedintriburesfor fineyecres ſpace. | Toh af.

V worlſe was portended, and fore-knowne by many prodigious ſignes. - For 
> theenſignes and ſouldiers Temes were burnt with fire from heauen. A 
fwarme of Bees lighted onfthe top of the Capitol: monſters and children borne with 
two ſhapes : and a Sew brought foorth a Pigge with talons ofa Hauke. Irwas ac- 
counted 2 prodigious matter, that the number of Magiftrates was ſoſinall ; a Quz- 
ſtor, Zdill, Tribune, Prztor, and Conſull dying but a few monthes before. Bur 
' Agrippina of all others was moſt afeard , byreaſon of a word which Claudius caſt 
foorth being drunke ; which was, that it wasfatall vnto him, firſt to beare the lewd- 
nefſe of his wiues; then topuniſh them. Thereupon ſhe beſtirrech hir-ſelfe and thar 
with allipeed : burfirſt ng made away Domitia for light cauſe , and womens 
quarrels. For Domiti Lepida, being daughter to the yoonger _Untonia, and Nrece 
to_AuenFms and couſen germane toc Merippine and fiſterro Gn. Adgriopinaes firſk 
husband ; r@ught hir-ſ{elfe to be of as greatnobility as _UYgrippina, ind as well de+ 
fcended : neither was there any greatdifference berweene them in beauty, age and 
wealth. And being both vnchaſte, infamous, peremprory andproud ; rheyaolefſe 
hated one the otherfor their vices, then for the graces and gifts of fortune. The 
ground of this bitter and deadly hate was which ſhould haue more credit, and grea- 
rer intereſt in Nero, the Aunt or the Mother, For Zepida had wone the yoong mans 
heart by gifts, and faire words: _Agrippine contratiwiſe cruell and threatning, could 
giuehir Gin the Empire; but not indure that he ſhould rule. The crimes imputed 
to hir were, thatſhe went aboutto deſtroy the Princes wife by incantations, anddi- 
ueliſh inuocations: and that by not brideling and puniſhing hirſwarmes of (laues in 
Calabria, ſhe haddiſturbed thequietneſſe of Italy : for theſe cauſes ſhe was com- 
manded todic. Nerciſ/us mightily repenting and grudging atir , who began more 
and more toſuſpeCt Agrippine; and was ſaid ro haue a vnto his necreſt friends, 
that he was ſure todie, whether Britaxzicus or Nerocame to be Emperour.. Yethe ,, 
hadreceiued ſomuch good atCzſars hands, thathe eſteemed moreof the Princes ,, 
ſafety then his ownelife : Meeps and S:ilizs had beene conuitted ; thelike occa- ,, 
ſions of accuſations will be offered againe, if Ners ſhould raigne. If Britannicw ,, 
ſhould ſucceed, he had deſerued no fauour of him ; and the whole houſe would be ,, 
ſhaken , and vrterly ouerthrowne with the diueliſh deuiſesof his Step-mother; ,, 
and with more wicked praQtiſes, thenif he had concealed the impudicity and vn- ,, 
cleanelife of his other wife : although the houſe be as ſhamctully defiled by allaz ,, 
| adultery as then it was ; becauſe no manſhould doubt what ſmall accompt ſhee ,, 
made ofhir credit, reputation , (hame, body and all wharſocuer, ſo asſhee might ,, 
rule and command. Afﬀeer he had vtteredtheſe otthe like ſpeeches heembraced ,, 
Britannicws , wiſhed hee were cometo ripe yeeres, lifteth vp his hands ſometimes 


tothe gods, ſomerimesto him z praying that he might grow inyeeres, driue =

Claudizs in this 
greatheape of cares was ſtrokenwith ſickneſſe,-and to recover his firength with the 
temperateneſſe of the City ; andwholeſomeneſle of the waters , wentroSinucſla, 
Then Agrippinslong;beforereſglued in hir villayous deſeiguments , anddeſirous to 
haſten the occaſian.offered;, wantingno miniſters , began to thinkewith hirſelfe 
| What kind of poiſon ſhe were beſt to vie : for by a ſpeedy and quicke,working poi- 
ſon , ſhe feared leſt hir wickedneſſe ſhould be diſcouered ; yer ifſhe ſhould chooſe 
alingeringſlow working one ; leſt Claudias drawing bylittle and little. ro his end, 
and vnderſtanding the treachexy,Ahould tyrne his minde.and ſhew loue and affe&i- 
on to his owne ſonne : in the end ſhe reſolued to thinke on ſome fingularthing which 
ſhould trouble his braines,; and trot worke his death oucr-haſtily. A Schoole-mif- 
tris of ſuch praCtiſcs was choſea'of purpoſe, called Locus. of late condemned of . 
empoiſoning, and long reſerued-amongother ioftruments of State. The'poiſon 
wasprepared by this womans kill ,'and the miniſter to give it was Holotas , an Eu- 
” nuch, one accuſtomed to carryin and taſte his meare : all came afterwardſocleerg- 
ly colight , that the Writers of thoſe times hauc affirmed, thatthepoiſon was in- 
tuſed into. a Muſhrome which Clexdius tooke pleaſure to cat of : which then he 
perceiuecd nor, cither by reaſon'of his blockiſhnefle , or ouer much quaſfing of- 
wine ;»and hauing a ſolublenefle of body withall , it was thought the receipt would 
not worke his effect, VWhereupon Agr19pin4 greatly aſtanied , and fearing hir vr- 
| rerdeſtruion, nothing regarding what enuy ſhe might preſently incurre, confer- 
"'Þ reth with Xexophonthe Phylitian ; whoſe conſcience before-hand ſhee had wroughe 
* toſcric hirturne. | He asthough he would helpe the Prince ,- endeuouring to vo- 
; mit , wasthought to haue putdowne his throare a feather dipped jyya ſtrong and 
; ſpeedy poiſon 3; knowing well that foule attempts are begun with danger, and ac- 
compliſhed with reward. Inthe-meane time the Senate was aſſembled, and the 
Conſuls and Prieſts made vowesfor: the healch of the Prince : and being already 
dead, he wascouercd and cheriſhed with cloathes , whileſt things neceflary to aſ- 
ſure:the Empire vpon Nero were apreparing. And firſt of all Agrippine, as one 
+ _ ouercomewith gricfc , and ſceking comfort, held Brizannicw berweene hir armes, 
calling him the very _ his fathers face, and by diuerspolicies entertained 
him, for fearc hee ſhould goe out of the chamber : and with like praRiſes held 
Antonia and Ofauia his ſiſters; and at euery dore and paſſages placed aſtrong 
Guard :and. often-gauec out that the Prince waxed better and berter, tothe end 
;\ theſouldierſhouldliucin good hope , andſheenterpriſe hir attempt at ſuch atime 
\ as the Magicians ſhould thinke lucky and proſperous. Then about the middeſt of 
>, . the day, thethird beforethe Ides of October, the Pallace gates being ſuddenly 
laidopen, Ners accompanied with Burrhws , gocth forth tothe Cohort, who kept 
ward according to cuſtome z where at the.commandement of the Caprtaine of 
the Guard he was receiued with ſhourtes,, and acclamationsof joy, andputinto a 
Chariot. It isreported that fome were in adoubr, and looking about them , and 
wking where Britennicw was ? then ſeeing no beginnerof any attempt to the con- 
rrary , they followed that which, was offered : and ſo Nero, being brought tothe 
reſt of the Guarde, and having made afpeech firfor the time, and promilſed'a 
donative-according to the exanzple of hisfathers largeſſe , was ſaluted Emperour. 
Adectee: of Senare- confirmed the ſentence of the ſouldiers ; neither was there 
any doubr made of; it in the Prognces. After that honour due tothe gods was 
ordained for Claudiws , and the Funcrals as ſolemnely celebrated as when Au- 
gnitus. of famous memorie was buried , Legrippine imitating the magnifi-

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I. Silanus &p#8 0 death, and Narciſſus. Nerocs good 
beginning. 


He firſt whoſe death was contriued in this new gouernment 
was Junius Silanw Proconfull of Aſia, and that without thepriui- 
ty of Nero, by _Agrippinaes treachery and malice ; not becauſe 
he had by any ſedicious demeanorprocured his owne ruine : for 
he was ſoheauy and dull ſpirited, and the other Emperours did ſo 
ga ſmally regardhim, thatC.Czſar was wontto call him a golden 
ſheepe. Bur _Lerippire hauing wrought the ruine of his brother 
L. Sillanus , feared reuenge ; being a common ſpeech among the people that this 
mandeſerucd to be preferred ro the Empire before Nero, yeticarſc out of hischild- 
hood, and hauing gotten it by wicked meanes : for he was aman of aſctled age, 
ſincere and iuſt in his dealing, noble of birth, and (which at that rime was greatly 
eſteemed) deſcended of the C/ars, being inthe fourth degreeto Augs#we, This 
was the cauſe ofhisdeath, rhe miniſters being P.Ceter, a Gentleman of Rome, and 
Aeliue a freed-man, borh hauing charge of the Princes peculiar reuenewes in Aſia. 
By them the poifon was giuenthe Proconſullin his meate, and thatſo openly, thatir 
could not be denied. With no lefſe ſpeed Claudine freed-man , Narciſſus ( of whoſe 
iarring with Agrippins I haue already ſpoken) was broughtto his end, by hard im- 
priſonment, and cxtreame neceſlity, againſi the Princes will ; whoſe vicious hu- 
mours yet vnknowen, he did exceedingly well fit in couctoſneſſe and prodigality ; 
and had gone forward in murders , if Afr «nins Burrhus, and Annens Seneca had not 
ſtaied them. Theſe two were the yoong Emperours guides and gouernours ; and in 
cquall authority, well agrecing, bare equall ſtroke in diuers faculties. 5wr7hes in mi- 
licary diſcipline and grauity of manners ; Sexece in precepts of eloquence, and cour- 
rcous carriages helping one the other in their charge,the caſter to bridle the youths 
ſlippery age with honeſd and lawfull pleaſures, ifhe contemned vertue. Their care 
was both alike inkeeping vnder Agrippinaes fierce humor , who boyling with all de- 
fires of wicked rule and dominion , had Pa4as forhir counſeller ; by whoſe aduiſe 
Claudius through his inceſtuous mariage, and pernicious adoption , wrought his 
owneruine. But Neroes diſpoſition wasnot to be ruled by a flauc; and Pale: with an 
odious arrogancy exceeding the moderation of a freed-man , bred his owne diſlike. 
Neuertheleſle, all honours were openly heaped vpon 7 res , and the Tribune 
according to the order of ſetuice asking the warch-word, had this giuen him by Ne- 
r8, Of the very good mother. The Scnat decreed ſhe ſhould haue two ſergeants, and 
Claudins a Colledgeof Prieſts called Cl/audiens : and withall,that he ſhould have the 
funerals of a Cenſor and be after deified and put among the gods. The day of his fu- 


nerals, Nero made the oration in his praiſe and as long as he ſpakeof the antiquity of 
his ſtocke, ofthe Conſulſhips and triumphs of his anceſtors, he and the reſt were at- 
tentiue: andlikewiſe whileſt he ſpake of the louehe bareto liberal ſciences and that 
during the time of his goucrnmcartthe common- wealth was nor moleſted by forren 
power, all men gaue good care: but after he deſcended to his prouidence and wiſc- 


dome, 


of Cornelins Tacitus. 
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 Jome, nomancould forbeare laughing ; alrhoughthe oration compoſed by Sentce - 


ſhewed the exquiſite skill of that mans pleaſant vaine, ficted and applicd to the cares 
ofthattime. The old men ( which were atleaſure rocompare things paſt with the 
preſent) noted thar Vero was the firſt Emperour that needed another mans elo- 
quence. For C ſa" the Di&aror, was equall with the famous Orators : and _Augu- 
#u had aready, fluent and eloquent ſpeech, ſuch as well becommed a Prince. T i- 
berius had great $kill in waighing his words, vttered much in few words, but was ob- 
ſcure of ſet purpoſe. Yea, C.C#ſars troubled minde hindered not his eloquence: nei- 
ther wanted Claudirs elegancy when he had premedirated. Nero mthe beginning 
of his childiſh yeeres bent his lively ſpirit to other marrers, as to ingraue, topaint, to 
ſing, to mannage horſes, and ſomerimes in compoſing a verſc he ſhewed ſome ſmat- 
tering of le:rning. When the funcrals were ended,.he entered the Curia, andha- 

ving firſt ſpoken of the authority of the Lords of the Senate, loue and concord of the 

ſouldiers, he reckoned vpcertaine deſeignments and preſidents he intendedes fol- 

low in the gouerning of the Empire, adding : thatnot hauing beene nuzled vpin 

ciuill warres, nordomeſticall diicords, he woutd bring with him neither hatred, nor 

grudge , nor deſire of reuenge. Then he laid downe a platforme of hisfurure regi- 

ment, eſpecially auoiding thoſe things, the hare whereof did yer freſhly boile in 

mens hearts ; thathe would not be the judge of all marters, leſtthe acculers and 
defendants being as it were ſhut vpin one houſe, the power of a few might haue full 

ſway to worke their will : there ſhould nothing beſer at ſale in his court, or expoſed 

ro ambitior;; his houſe ſhould be deuided from the Common-wealth ; the Senate 
ſhould retaine his old preheminence 3 Italy and publike Prouinces ſhould make 

thcir appearance before the Conſuls tribunall, and they giue audiencelike Lords of 
the Senate, andhe himſelfe would looke rothe Army committed to his charge. 

Neitherdid he faile in his promiſe. For many.things were ordained by the arbitre- 
mentof the Senate : As that no manſhould be bought forreward or giftto plead a 
cauſe, That the Quzſtor cle&ed ſhould not be conſtrained toſer foorth the ſhew of 
Fencers, which was a matter the Senators obtained contrary to_Mgr/ppinaes will, 
vnder colour that Clazdius a&s were thereby infringed. And thereupon ſhe cauſed 
the Senateto becalled tothe Pallace, tothe end that ſhe might ſtand in alecrer 
place, ſeparated from the Lord. by ſome vaile, which might not hinder the hearing 
of them, and yet not beſcene. Yea, when theBmbaſladors of Armeniacame to 
plead the cauſe of their Nation before Nero, ſhee was ready to pearchvp tothe 
Chaire of audience, andby his {ide to giue anſwer with him, if (thereſt{urpriſed 
with a great feare) Senecehadnor aduiſedhim to meete his mother, asſheecame; 
and fo vnder colour of doing his duty, preuented the diſcredit. 


IT. Neroes preparatiues to defend _Urmenia. 


N the end ofthe yeere, it was a common rumor that the Parthians had burſt our 
againe, andwaſted Armenia, driuen out Rhadamiitws , who hauing beene firſt 
King, and aftera _— had then giuen vp this warre. Vhereuponinthe City 
um of talke, they beganto enquire, how the Prince which was yet ſcarſe pat 
uenteene yeeres of age , could either vndertake or acquit bimſelfe of ſogreat a 
burden : what helpe could be expetted at his hands , who was led by awoman : 
whether bartels and warres alſo, and beſieging of townes , andother duties of er- 


uice, could be accompliſhed by his maſters ? Contrariwiſe others ſaid ithad fallen - 


out better , then if C/a1dizs aweake and cowardly old man, ſhould haue. beene 


called ? 
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© called tothe labours of warre, ready to obey the commandements ofhis flaues. Yet. _ 
< Berrhus and Senecs had beene proued by experience of many matters : and what 
<© wanted to the Emperours full firengch, ſecing that Cn. Pompeirs ar cightecne yeeres 
< ofage, andCeſar Offaviznws atninereene , fuſtained civill warres ? Moſt things in 
< high fortune are archicucd rather by good lucke, conduR, and counſell, then wea- 
© ponsand hands. That he ſhould giue ancuident proofe , whether ke vicd honeftt 
© friends ornot, if he would rather make choiſe of a notable and valiant Gaptaine, en- 
© uy laid afide, then arich, graced and fauoted by ambitious ſure, VWhuleſt the peo- 
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ple thus diſcourſed, Nero commanded a muſter ro. be made of the youth in the Pro- 
nincesbordering vpon the Parthizns, to ſupply the Legions of the Eaſt ; and the Le- 
gions themicluesto be planted neere vnto Armenia: and withall, wrote to the two 
old Kings Merippe, and Zvcchws , to prepare their torces, and enter the bounds of 
Parthia, and make bridges ouer the Riuer Euphrates : and gaue charge of I:fler Ar- 
menixto:Ariebxluw, and the Sophenian Nation to Sobemus, honoring them both 
withroyal marks and ornaments. And in very good time it fell out that Yar dares {on 
beganto rebel] and beard Yologeſes, which cauſed the Parthians rodepart Armenia, 
as though they would defer the war. But all things were made more then they were 
ro the Senare, amplified by thoſe who gaue aduiſe char proceſſions ſhould be made | 
in honour of the Prince : and that thar day he ſhould weare a triumphall garmear, 
and entcrinro the Ciry ouant : and chat his image of the ſame greatneſle that Ars 
the reuengers was, thould beplacedin the ſame Temple 3 being beſides their ordi-- 
nary flattery, ioytulland glad, that he had made Domitim Corbalo Gouernourof 
Armenia : perſwading themſelues, that the way was now made open to vertue. 
The forces of the Eaſt were ſo deuided,, that part of the aid fouldiers with two Le- 
gions ſhouldre.naineinthe Province of Syria, with the Licutenant 2xuadra'n: Yini- 
dis ; and that the like number of Cirizens-and Allaics ſhould be vnder Corbutoes 
charge, with other Cohores and Coronets othorſe-men,which wintered in Cappa- 
docia. The Kings which were confcderate-with the Romans, were warnedto bein 
arcadineſle as occaſion of warre ſhould require. - Fut their affe&tions were bent 
more vpon Corbuls, 'who'to purchaſe fame ( whichin new enterprilcs is of great 
importance) making away with all ſpecd at Agas aCuie of Cilicia, met 9rg- 
dratus ; who was coine fo farre, leaſtif Corbulo ſhould have entered into Syria 
roreceiue the'forces ; all mens ets would haue beene caſt vpon him, being of a - 
comely and rall ſtature , magnificall in words ; and beſides his experience and 
wiſedome ,'in ſhew of vaine hope and-promiles , woone the people to what hee 
luſted. In fine , bothof them by meſſepgers admoniſhed: King Yelogeſes ro deſire 
rather peace then warre, andgiuing hoſtages, continuethelike reucrence to the 
people of Rome as his predeceſſors had done, And Yelogeſes to make preparati- 
ons of warre with more aduamage, andiuch as might match the Romans, or to 
remooue thoſe he ſuſpeed as concurrents vnder thename of hoſtages ; deliuereth 


the nobleſtof the Arſacides family , whom H-forinue the Centurion ſeit before by 


Finidine for other occaſions received. Corbwuls vnderſtanding this; commandeth 
Arrius Farws, Captaineof a company of Foore-men,togoe andreceiue them: from 
whence grew aquarrell'betweene the Capraine and Centurion ( which becauſe 
they would nolonger be aiecſtirig ſtocke tothe ſtrangers ) they referred tothe ar- 
birremene of the pledges themſclues, and Lieutenants which condutted them : 
who orefertedTorkats before theother, partly through the freſh renowne which 


wasyerin wa mansmouth z and partly through a certaine inclination which the 
. enemicsthemſclues barehim. Heereupon grew aiarre betweene the Captaines,

Finidim complaining, that,that was raken from /hie which was compaſſed!by- his 
aduiſc.: Corbuid proteſting enithe conmary part, chiattheking was neuer draywen to

bulo,for their proſperous ſucceſſes, ſhquid/baue heics added tothe bundle. of rods, 
which was cared before greatcapraihes ofwarre. have ioyned theſe toge- 
ther,alrhoughtthey were done vnderother Conſuls. The ſame' yeere Geſar deman- 
ded ofthe-Senate that thece might. bean image dedicaredto his father, and-rhe 
Conſularic omamentsgiten LA/conias:Lebey, what had beene his tutor 3-and- for- 
badthat anyimage of maſſive goldos filver,ſhaule be offered in bonoref himſelfe. 
And althouglkthe L Liofthe Scnat had decreed, that the yeer ſhould begmon-thar 
day of December that Nero was borne *yethexetained the 'olde ceremonie of be- 
ginving the'yeere the Kalends of Iarjuarie. Neither were CorinasCelera Senator, 
accuſed by a flaue;or tuliv Depfſm gentiemen;calledintoqueſtion,albough itwas 
laid to theircharge,they fauoured Brivanmiecws. 2290 &

from aConſutarie houſe , and Clavarw Soxecio, fonne obone of Ceſars freed men, 


being partakers of his counſels: his motherbeing ar-the firſk a ſtranger to the. mate 
ter, and invaine arlaſtſtriuing to the contrary. Sofarſhe had poſſeſſed hins by dis 
folute behauiour and rior & ſecret connerſation, that hisgreateſt friends and ſeues 
reſt ſcemednot toknow it; conſidering that thiswomanſarified bis luſts , withous 
the offence of any. For 0Zazia his wife;a womi.of noble birth, & of _—_— good 
life,citherbyſfome ſecret deſtinie,or becauſe thingswnlawfullare mo qreetly de- 
{ired,he vrterly diſliked. And ſom fearcdalſo thatithewere brideled of that loueghe 
would luſt after the defilingof noblewomen. But Fgrippive fretaed & furned that 2 
freed woman ſhould bend her,& a bond woman become her daughter inlavgwith 
otherſuch like womaniſh complaints; nothauingpatience to ſee whether _ 
would citherrepent or be filled: and the more opprobriaufly ſhee ypbraided-him , 
the more ſhe inflamed him till-at lat ouerconte with the rage ofloue, hee ſhaked 
off all dutie-andreuerence rowards his mother, & commirtedhimſcliewholyro Se-

'Arrohauingb 
chance-ſcche the wardrob where-the apparell laie , whicks Princes wines and _ 
rentswere wont toſhine in;made choiſc of agarment andiewels,andſent them-his 
mother rhbſt bouncifully:ſeeinghetent of his ownrhe chiefeſt,and which by others 
weremeoſtof all deſired.” Burt 4erippina 'exclaimeth thar rheſc ornaments were not 
fo much given her to adorne and rim herſelfe; asrocxclude her from the reſt ; and 
that herſ6nne would diuiderhoſe things with her , which-came wholly from: her; 
Neitherwamed there fome to catryrheſe ſpeeches, and make them woorlſe then 
they were. ew we oy all ſuch growing odious vnto Xers, ypon whom this wo- 
mans pride chiefly relied, diſplaceth Paſas from the charge which Claudine had gi- 
uen him ; in which hecarried himſfelfe as if he had beene chiefe Lord and maſter of 
all. It is reported that when Pallas-departed'with a great retinue —_— him, 
RNerovery aptly ſaid that Pel/as went to reſigne his office. True it is, that Pallas had 
couenanred with:che Prince nor tobe called inqueſtion for any att paſtzand that he 
had madeeuenwith all accounts ofthe common-wealth. Agrippine after this,qoze 
mad and witfull therreuer, gaue out threatning andthundering ſpeeches : yea not 
cc forbeating the Princesecates,bur crying, that Brirennicus was now growen to 'nins 
« eſtate: a'triie and woorthy planttoreceive his fathers Empire, which a grafted fon 
« by adoptionnow poſſeſſed bythe iniury and rrumpery of his mother. There (Hould 
« benoler inher, bit thar all bs villanous praQtiſes of that inforrunate houſe ſhould 
« belaid open: and firſt of allher owne marriage , and her. impoiſoning of Clandias, 
« That onely thing was prouidedby rhe gods ro her good , that herſonne in lawwas 
c« alive.Shewould goc with him'to the campe,where onone fide Germanic daugh- 
« ter ſhould be heard: onthe other fide thar baſe companion Burrhus and Sexrce the 
«« baniſhed; the one his handcuroff; and theother with his pre eloquence 
<« quarrelling and debating oftherule and government of the whole world. In vete- 
 ringofthis ſhe bent her fiſt rowardshim-3heaped one iniury vpon another ; called 
Claudiur, and the internall ghoſtsof the Silaniens; and ſomany fraitleſle wicked ar- 
temprs,which ſhe had beene author of. Nersrroubled with theſe ſpeeches,andthe 
day now athand, on which Britzeavicws had accompliſhed the ful age offourteene 
yeeres;began toponder with himfelfe,ſometimes the violence of his mother; fom- 
timesthetowardlines of BYitamnicws knowen of late by good proofe ; & which hath 
woon him great tauour and good will. . Ona'feſtiuallday dedicated to Seturn,a- 
mongſt other paſtimesofhis equals,drawing lots who ſhould be King ; the lot fell 
to Nero: who commaunding diuers things vnto others, which could not turne to 
their ſhame 3commanded Britannicws toriſe yp and ſtand: inthe middle and begin 
aſong,hoping the childe ſhould be laughed to skorne, as one ignorant how to car- 
ric himſelfe in ſober companiezmuch lefſe in drunken.Bur he very conſtantly began 
a verſe, which ſignified thar Aers had thruſt him from his fathers ſeate, and gouern- 
ment of Empire:which moouedthenal to open compaſſion;becauſe the night and 
laſciuiousWanronnes had takenaway all difmulation.  - NLSIp

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, Bicws ſiſter OcFawia: fot he ſaw thatſhe was bereaucd ofher greateſt ſtay, Rpercei- 


ved welltharit was a beginning af parricide. OF exia alſo alrhough'of yong yeeres, 
yet bad learned tobidehergnefe, herlouc and all affections; andſoaberilittle 
Wence, themirth of the banquet began againe. Britannicus bodiewas butnr the 
ſamenighr lic dicd , allfinerall preparation hauing beene prouided before hand; 
which was but ſmal:neuerthelefſe hewas buried in Campus Martius, inſuchſRtorms 


andihowres,that thepcople belecuedthar portended the wrath of __— againſt. 


ſo heinous afa@* which yet many excuſed in Nero , calling ro minde the auncient 
diſcord of brothersin termes of ſoucraignry,and how Kings admit no companions; 
Many writersof that time dodeliver,thar Nero many daics before had abuſed Byi- 
ftannices bodie; and therefose that now his death could nor ſceme cithet vintimely 
or cruell , akhoughir.happencd inthe ſacred liberric ofhistable, hisfiſternor ha- 
uvingſo much aseimeto imbracehim ; haſtned before his enemies face againſt the 
laſtof Clavdizsbloud, and his bodiedefiled before he was poiſoned: Cafarexcuſed 
the haſtines ofthe obſcquics byanedi&,faying.rharthe cuſtome of auncictt times 
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to celebrate in ſecret manner, andnor openly dolefull and bitter funerals, with. 
© our cither ſolemaitieForpraiſes. AS for bimſelfe hauing loſtthe ayde and comfort 


« of his brother, the reſt of his hope anchored wholy in the common-wealth : 
& and that the Lords ofthe Senar & people ſhould ſo much the more fauor and main- 
*« rainerhax Prince;which'was onely lefr of thefamilic borne torule and abſolute go- 
© minions'Thenheeenrichedwitk gifes the chicfeſt of his friends. Neither watited 
there fore which blamed men prerending grauiry , thatthey. deuided houſes and 
poſſeſſionsy 3s rhooghthey had beene booties: Some thought-the Prince forced 
renner 1k ip isfa&t,and hoping for pardon ifhe-could bind. vato him 
themightieſtan in power: Burhis mothers wrath could by no munifi- 
cence be apeafed, burfhe embraced 0Zesis,and had often ſecrer conference with 
hit friends: andbchidesHer narurall couerouſnes, ſcraping money together of all 
hands as were for ſome purpoſe on a pinch,ſhee entertained the Cengurions and 
Tribungswith all courtefic : ſhee honoured thenames and 'vertues of the nobilitic 
which then were intowne,as choughſhe had fought for a head ro make a faion. 
RNeroperceiving that, commaundeththe guard offouldiers which heeretofore was 
appoinret ro gard rhe Emperors wife,and nowher,as his mother, toberaken from 
her; and certaine Germans whichſhee had, beſides the former y, ia edro gard 
her, todepart and be gone. Andleft ſhee ſhould be frequented with mulcitudes of 
ſalurers, he diuidech his houſe, and ſendeth his motherto that which was. 4#t0w#ae5; 
and as oft as himfelte came thicher,garded with a companie of Centurious, afcer a 
ſhort lalutation,departed againe. | 6

TFT” Here isno mortall thing more mutable and flitting,then the fame of great- 
neſle , not ſuſtained by bis owne force and firength. poten yas + 
. © » now vitetly forfaken;no man went to comfort her3-no.man to viſite her , ſa- 
uing a few women : and vncertaine of them, whether for loue or hatred. Among 
which Jzni« Silanewas one,who asI haue already declared,ar Aeſſalinaes inftigati- 
ons was ſeparated from herhusband C.Siliws; a woman of great parentage, of allu- 
ring and wanton beauty,and along time welbcloued of 4grippine. Y cr afterwards 
there was aprivic grudge berweene them two, becauſe Ygrippins had dehorted 
Sext. Africans anobleyoong gentleman from marrying of S:lan« : ſaying, ſhee 
was vnchaſt and growne into yecreg,not becauſe ſhe meanttoreſerue him for her- 
ſelfe; burfearing leaſt he ſhould enioy Silenees goods if ſhe died withour iſſue. S7/a- 
ze hauing a hope ofreuenge offered, ſollicited 1t#riws and Calziſxe , followers of 
her owne, to accuſe 4egrippine: yet not for any old and ſtale matter,as thatſhee be- 
wailed the death of Britannicws, or publiſhed the iniuries done to 0Zeais; but thar 
ſhe inrendedto ſtir vp Rebellizs Plentws(by the mother fide,asneer to _udnguſiin as 
Nero was)tonew enterpriſes againſt the ſtate,and by marrying , ofhim andempire 
gotten by her means. alti® and invade the common-wealth afreſh.Theſethings 7- 
turizs and Calniſfize diſcoucred to 4timetws a freed man of Domitie, aunt vnto Nere. 
Who glad of the occaſion offered (for betweene Dommitie and Igrippina there was 
deadly batred)vrged the ſtage player Pars afreed man likewiſe of Domitia to goe 
with al ſpecd to Ners,& informe moſt —_— againſt her. Thenightwas wel ſpear, 
and Nerowelltippeled , when Paris entereth as one accuſtomed atothertimes to 
entertainethe Prince withſports and ieſtes : but then his countenance _— ro 
adnes, 
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ſadnefſe, anddeclaring the whole order of _Mtimerusrale, did fo tenrifie and daunt-. 
the Prince, thathederermined tokill not onely his mother , andPlavtue; bur diſc = 
charge Barrhw of his office as aduanced by Agrippinees fauaur; and ready thetefore 
rarequite hir with as good a turne, Fabiue Ruiticusr h,thatletters were wie 
rento C eine Tuſchus to come and take chargeof the Gaurd;bur that Barrhwe credir 
was ſaucd, and kept in his office by Senecars meancs. Plinyand Clunixeſeeme there 
was no doubt made of Burrhus loyaltic : and in very deede Fabixs inclineth much to 
the commendation of Seneca , as one of his preferment. Butour meaning is tofol- 
low the conſent of Authours ; and if any affirme contrary, we will deliuer itynder 
theirnames. Nero trembling for feare , and exceeding deſirous of the death ofhis 

© mother, could not indure the delay , vnxill Burrhus hadpromiled ropertorme it, if 
ſhe were conuicted of the crime. But cucry man might alleage whar he. could for 
bis defence ; much more a mother. Neither werethere any accuſers preſent andno- ??, 
thing to groundon bur one mans reportour of an enemicshouſe, He was ta conſi- ** 
der that it was night, and thar ſpentin banquerting 3 and therefore all wovldſeeme *? ' 
to ſmel of raſhneſſe and folly,The Princes feareſomwhatlightned by rkeſe ſpeeches?

"He ſame yeere, through the often and importunate ſute of the people , blam- 
ing the couctouſnefle of the Farmersof the common rents, Nero doubred 
bn erher it were beſt to command that there ſhould no more tubſidies and tri- 
butesbeleuicd ; and giueſo faire agift to the world. But this ſudden pang hauing 
firſt commended the bounteouſneſle of his minde, the LL. ot the Senateſtaicd, at- 
firming ir ro be the diſſolution of the Empire, if the reucnewes by which it was ſuf. 
rained ſhould be diminiſhed : for if cuſtome were taken away, it would follow thar 
the aboliſhing of tribures would be demanded. Many ſocicties of tributes and ralla- 
es were'eſtabliſhed by the Conſuls and Tribunes of the people, euen when the 
ommunalty hadgreateſt liberty. Things afterward were ſoproportioned, that the

Agrip- 
pinanot ſpeaking a word, thereforenot knowen,' receiued onely one waund inthe 
ſhoulder, ; then ſwimming rowardsthe banke,, was {uccouted by ſmall Barkes, and 
carried by the Lake Lucrinusto hir gwne houſes. Therecaſting in hic minde how 
ſhec had beene ſent forby craft and A. letrers, edertained with eſpeciall honour: 
how the vellcll neither roſſed by windes, nor carried vpon rockes the vpperpart fell 
asit had beene a Land-frame : ang! Aceroniaesdeath,, andbeholding hit owne 
wound, thought the onely remedy againſtche creachery ,£o make as thoughſhee 
pereciued| icnor. And thereupon ſent Agerinus.a Freed-may to tell hirlonne; how 

y the goodneſſe of the Gods and his good fortume , ſhe had eſcaped 'agttatdan» 
ger ; andpraicd him ,, that alchough. he were affrighted with his mothers datiger; 

ct thac he would forbcare atime tr@m vi i itinghir, becauſe that for the preſent ſhe 
ha neede ofreſt. Andin the megane while, making ſhewof. ſecurity ;; healeth his 
wound,s: cheariſheth hic body Andeommandey Aceronjeesteftament tobe ſought 
for, and hirgoods to beſcaled vp pmihich was the x enely thing wherein ſheſhewed 
no difimulation. Bux whileſt Neroexpeted meſlengers tocenifichim thaghis plot 
had taken effe& ridings came that, ſhee had eſcaped lightly wounded,.bur paſſed 
through great danger, the Ayrhox of itnoronce doubred. Ayreftroken dead with: 
feare, and crying thee would revenge,qut ot band \ycicher by arming hix laden 
zhe ſouldiers, or runroghg; Lords ofrhe Serar ox people, there

* ding,leaſt ifrhey ſhould'{ir,they would continue inthe Theater whole daies in idle- 
* nes. Neicher (hould the ancientfaſhion of plaics bee obſerued,when,* as oft as the 
©©-Pretors ſhould ſet them forth ; no neceflity was laid vpon any of the cirizens to fight

Vring theſe things , there appeared a blaſing ftarre, whichinthe opinion of 
1) the common people, berokeneth the change of a Prince. Therfoce as though 
| eo had already beene driven our, rhey were buſic to know who ſho 
ſucceedhim-: Rubefius Plants being famous in every mans mourh , by the mo- 
thers fide deſcended from the Iulian familie. He was anobſeruer of rhe old manner 
of licing vpright,graue andſcuere,liuing with allhoneſtie, as one retired in hisown 
houſe': andthe more ſecret he was for feare of being accounted of; ſo much the 
more his repurarion increaſed, - An interpretation of a lightning begun by the like 
vanity,augmented the rumor. For Nerves meare being ſtriken with lightning , and 
the rablethrown down art the lakes of Simbrujnum, in aplace called Sublaqueum, 
inthe confines of Tiburtum, from whence Pk: had his beginning by bis Eacher? 
fide;al men beleeued that he was deſtined by the prouidence ofthe gods rothe Em- 
pire : and thereupon many fawned and courted him : which by a greedy and for 
themoſt part deccitfull ambition, admire new things, doubrfull and vncertaine. 
Nero meucd with theſe rumors writeth to Plastw,aduifing himrto look ro humſclic, 
and his aſſemblies, and rid his hands of thoſe which lewdly defamed him : and thar 
In Aſia he had poſſeſſions by deſcentfrom his Anceſtors , in which he mighepaſſe 
his youth ſafcly and without troubles. Whereupon he wentthither with _A4n11##18 
his wife, and a few ofhis familiars. Arthe ſane time too greedy adeſire of pleaſing 
his will in alt he liked, bred Nero both infamy and danger: for iwimming in the foun- 
faine of the Martian water which was brought ro the City ;irwas Fa ane thar be 
had defiled the holy drinkes, and'ceremony of the place withhis whole body ; and 
.-£ ingdangerouſly ſicke thereupor , it Was conſtantly belecued that i proceeded as 
A piiniſhipencfrom the wrath of the gods, | "_

they ſer an; him bur fiedro cheir Mountainesfor theit defente ; when they fawhe 
rurnedrowards them:ButCorbuloſcnt an ArmpofHiberians bo waſte them, reuen- 
ging bythia meancewithrhe blood of ſtrangers the 2udacioulneſſe of the enemy. 
Hiritelke dad bis Amniy,albcir hereceined nohurtbychebartell; yerbegan tofaine' 
for wantofvicuals and oucr greatthauel, hauing homearebfbdrive awayhunper, 
bat withthe fleſhobbeaſts. a chis nihdhe wanevf warerferyent heat, long jour- 
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then a common ſouldier, Thenwee. came. into tilled grounds , but where harueſt 


wasin: and oftwocaſtles into which the Armenians had fled, the ene was taken 


by force; andthe orhet which had reſiſted the firſt aſſault was forced with fiege. 
From thence paſſing into the countrey of the Taurantians he eſcaped an vnlooked 


for danger: for not farre from his paiulion,there was found a Barbarian of no ſmall 


reputation with a weapon; which by torture diſcouered the orderofa.treaſon(him- 
ſelfe the inventor of it) and all his complices : and they were conuifted and puni- 
ſhed which vnder colour of friend{hip went abour treaſon.Not long after embaſſa- 
dors ſent from Tigranocerta,bring tidings thatthe gartes are open, and the inhabi- 
rants willing to obey theRomans. Withall, they preſented him a crown of gold as a 
gift rohonour a ſtranger : which henorably he accepred, androoke awayno priui- 
lege from the towne, becauſe rhey ſhould more faithfully reraine their obedience. 


Neuertheleſſe the Kings fortreſſe , which the fierce youth had ſhut themſclues in, 


wasnor gotten but by fight: for they came foorth and skirmiſhr before the wals, 
burdriuen into theic rampires,andno longer abletoreſiſt,at the laſt yeeld tothe for- 
ces of the aſfailers. All which the Roman atchicved ſo much the caſlier,becauſerhe 
Parthians were hindered with war againſt the Hyrcanians:who had {cnt $0 the Ro- 
mane Prince to craue their alliance,declaring that for a pledge of their friendſhip, 
they had ſtopped Yologeſes. Corbuls fearing left thoſe Embaſſadours in ferurni 
backe auin paſt Ewphrates ſhould be ſurpriſed by the awbuſh ofthe enemy, wil 
x cHE uard conduftedthemto the red ſea : whereby having eſcaped the confines 
"be Parthians , they returned ſafe to their.countrey, Beſides this Corbalodroue 
away T #ridazes farte off : and from all hope of warres entering the confines of Ar- 
tmenia by the Medes ; by ſending before the Lieutenant Fer#lavm with the confe- 
derats,himfclfe following with vacombred legions: and having waſted with fire and 
ſword thoſe heknew to be our cnemies,and ekere tothe King, put himſclfe in poſ- 
ſcſfion of Armenia: when as not long aftercame Figranerchod by Neroto take 
the kingdom,one of the nobiliryoftheCappadocians,and King Archelewnephew: 
but Us FLU longtime anhoftage inthe city, was bumble, and lowly cycn 
vato ſeruile parjence: neither accepted by conſent, fomeſtillfauowing the Arſgci- 
des : but the moſt part hating the ptideof the Paxthians,definedrathet the: King gi- 
wen by the Romans.He had alſo a garriſon ſent bim by the Romans,a thouſand legi 
onary ſouldicrs,three bands of allies, and rwo wings of horſemen. And tothe end 
mighethe eaſlicrdefend the newki ,partof Armenia,as it isadioyned to Nis 
*, Ariſtobulus, and part Antiochus had charge of. Corbuis came' into \Sytia, 
which byche death ofthe Lieutenant Yinidins was without a goucrnourand com-

One of hisnecreſt kinſmen, Yalerius Fabianus, and Conſull ele&, forged 
a falſe teſtament inhjs name, having called rhexeunto Fieiws Refine, and Terentine 
Zentinws gentlemen of Rome : and they afſociared vito them Ldntonive Primus, 
and © 4{intus Marc:llss, Antonie was rcadic and bold ; Marcellus nobly deſcended, 


and nephew to _{/inins Polio; of a good carriage and behaviour; ſauing that hee — 


chought pauerty the woorlt of all: things. Fabiepws then ſealed the teſtament with 
thoſe which I havenamed, and others of leflercalling: whereof he. yas connicted 
before the Lords of the Senate,with _Antonu,and Ryfinus,and Tereniines and con- 
demacd by the law Cornelia againſt forgery.Bug Aargelws the memorie of his aun- 
ceſtors, and Ceſars entreaty, acquited rather from puniſhment, then infamie. The 
ame day ouerthrew F ompeianes Aclianns,a yong man, who had been Queſtor and 
priuic to Fabianm practiſe, and wes baniſhed Italy and Spaine his natiue countrey, 
Val.

And ashethus wauered, he was further ex- 
aſperated bythe newes of freſh injury : for Tigreves gone our of Armenia, had wa- 
ſted andfpoiled the Adiabenians, a Nation bordering, farther atiqlongerthan any 
rodes of enemies heretofore. Which gricued not alittlethe chiefe Noble menof 
that Nation, that they were growen to that contempt that they ſhouldbe forraged 
and robbed not of a Roman Capraine, bur by the raſhneſſe of an hoſtage, ſomany 
yeecres held and eſteemed no better than a bond-flaue. Menobezus Goucrnour of 
the Adiabenians augmented their griefe , asking them what _ , or from 
whence? Armenia was alrcady gone, and the Country adioyning would goe ſhort- 
ly after: and vnleſſe the Parthians would defend them, thoſe which yeelded tothe 
omans ſhould finde an eaſier ſeruitude, then thoſe which were taken. Tiridetes 
chaſed out of the kingdome by ſilence complayning not alittle, wasno ſmall griefe, 
telling them char great Endpiers were nqtmaintained by cowardlineſſe ; but they 
muſt rriethe valour both of men and armes. For among greatPrinces, heſcemed 
to haue moſt reaſon andright, who had moſtſtrength. Anditwas thepraiſe ofpri- 
uate houſes tokeepe their owne ; but the glory of a King to warre for other nations. 
Fologeſes being mooued with theſe ſpeeches, callerh a Counſell , andplaced Tiri- 
dates hard by him and thus began. This man, borne of the ſame fatherthatIam\,ha- ' 
<« yving yeelded vnto methename ofthe King in regard Iam his elder, Ididpur inpoſ- 
<« ſeffion of Armenia, which is reckoned thethird part of my kingdome. For rhe Medes 
& Pacorus had before poſſeſſed; making account that in ſo doing Thad taken away the 
< inueterate hatred which raigneth berweene brothers and fully ſerled theſtate of our 
<« family. The Romans hinder rhis , and now breake the peace alſo to their owne 
< ruine, which they neuer yer diſturbed but to therr ownedeſtruCtion. I will not deny 
< bur Thadrather hold things gotten by my anceſtors, by equity chen blood , by rea- | 
<« fon then armes. Jf Thauc offended by lingering , Iwill amend with valour. Your 
<« ſtrength and glory is intire with fame of modeſty ; which neither ought to be con- 
© temned of the higheſt, andis eſteemed of the gods. Having thus ſaid, he putthe Dis 


© ademe on Tiridees head; and gaue Aoneſes a noble Gentleman a gallant company 


of Horſe-men, which vſually followed the King , and withallthe aide of the Adi- 
abenians ; 
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abenians; and commaunded Tigrenes tobe chaſed 6utof, Armenia; VWhileſt bee 
pacifying the ſedirion of the Hyrcaniansgdrawerth his whole forcestogetherand vr- 
moſt power of warre, threatning the Roman Prouinces. 'Vhereof Corbuls bei 
aduertiſcd by certaine meſſengers, ſenderhtwo legions with Yeriul/anss Sexeris , 
VetF 6s Bolanws to aide Tigrawes with afecrer pew they ſhouldproceed ratheror- 
derly and aduifedly, then haftily : for hee had rather enterraine then make warre, 
And wrote to Caſe that it was needfull cohaue a Capraine of purpoſe to defende 
Armenia; and that Syria by Yolegeſes approch was in greatdanger. And in'the 
meanerime he lodgeth the reſt of the legions by the banke Euphrates: leuierh and 
armeth in haſte a powerof the country people,and intercepteth the enemiespaſſa- 
ges with a garriſon. And bicauſe the-countrey is ſcarce of water, he fortified hard by 
the fountaines,& couered certain ſmall brookes with mounds of ſand. Vhileſt Cor- 
bule vicd this preparation for the defence of Syria, Moneſes becatife hewold preuete 
the ramour of his comming,marched with all ſpeed: bur yer found not 7 igranss vn- 
advertiſed or vnprouided ; who had puthimſelfe into Tigranocerta; a verie/{trong 
rowne;well manhed and walled. Beſides this,the riuerNicephoriusof areafonabie 
bredth,cnuironerh part of the wals;and a huge ditch caſt in length,where the riuer

was diſtruſted as nor ſufficient. There were fouldiers withinto manit; —_—_ 
orrof neceffaries: for conucying whereof , ſonie having beene'ros forward in'ven- 
turing;and on the ſudden ſurpriſed by the enemy, enflamed thereſt rarher with ag- 
ger,then feare. Bur the Parthian wanting courage toperforme the affaulc athiand; 
ſpent a few arrowes a loofe loſt his labour and put the beſieged mono feareat 
all. The Adiabeni, as they began toraiſc ladders and other engines, were cafily 
thruſt backe,and by aſalliemade by our men;hewd inpeeces,YetCorbulo,notwirh- 
ſtanding things proſpered onhis ſide,rhinking it his beſt ro vſe fortune moderately, 
ſentfome co Yologeſerfindirig himlelfe greeued; that violetice ſhould be offeedgy 
Province: and thata King confegerate and a friend ſhould eres very wy 
horts; therefore that hiee ſhould giue vp the fiege, or elſe he wouldencarp ia the 
enemics countrey. Caſþeriss 4 Centurion choſen forthar Embaſiej wenrxothe 
King at a rownecalled Nifthis, ſcuen and thirty miles diſtant from'T I 
and deliuered his meſſage very, Rourly. Yologeſes had long reſolued with: himfelfe 
to antoide warres with the Romans : neither went things eurrantly with him forthe 
png ;the ſiege rooke no'effet3 Tigrenes was ftrongin then'andptoniſiongithe 
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cliegers put toflight; certaine Legions were ſent to Armenia 3 utidothersmwreas 


dineffe for Syria to aſſaile him in hisown= Country. /Thathehad bra weake comm 
pany of Horle-meti ; want of tower ; for a'mulrinide of Lociſichad vatenvpalt 
grafſe and leaues. Therefore concealing hisfeare,andimiking ſhowofmore milde- 
neſſe, anſwereth chathe would ſend Ambalſadorsto rhe EmperourofRome, tb de- 
mand Armenia'znd eſtabliſh zpeace.'

FN Tecinius, and M. Licinius being Conſuls , Nero more and more defired to 
; *Frequentthe ſtage without anyreſpe&: for as yet he hadnorſong bur inhis 
Houſe, add gatdehs in plaies of yourh, which nowhedeſpiſed 45nor frequen- 
ted, andtopmeaneforfuch a voice. Yerhcedurſt not begin.arRome, bitchoſ 
Naples as a Grecke citie, thinking that that might ſerye for a commenceipentto go 
to Achaia, where hauing obtained the famous, andin times paſtrepured ſacred 
crowns,and by that meanes grown in credit,he choughr he ſhould ſtir Apex deſire 
in the citizens of Rome to heare him. Theevmimon rabble flocked togertrer,or ſuch 
as the fame of thoſe plaies had drawn from the next colonies and towns, and ſuch as 
followed him cither to doe him honor, or ſundry other occaſions; yea companies of 
fouldiers filled the TheaterofN aples. There hapned as moſt men thought, a dole- 
full chance;but yer-ashe conſtrued forerokening good luck, and ſent by the fauo- 
rable prouidence of the gods.For the people were no ſooner gone, andthe Thearer 
emprtic;bur it fell downe without hurt done to any. Therfore with ſongs compoſed 
for the purpoſe, thanking the gods, and celebrating the fortune of the late chance, 
goingro the Adriatikeſca,hee ſtayedinthe meaiie time arBeneuentu where, by 
atinins was exhibited a notable play of Fencers.\«inius was one ofthe [ſhamee- 
| Teftmonſters of his court; brought vp in acoblers ſhop, miſhapen of bodie; and a 
ſcurrile iefter : and herefore firſt employed inthatpraRife 3then by pickthanking 
and inferming againſt the better ſort , grew roſuch authority , thar incredic ol 
wealth, andpower of doing hurt, he was worſe then the worſt. Nero then comming 
tothe play he had ſer forth, no nar ar their paſtime did they abſtaine from doing of 
miſchicfe, For the ſelfe fame day T #rquatms Silanus was conſtrained ye bes 
cauſe tharbefidesthenobleneſſe of the /u/ian familic, hee ſayd, that hew3is in the 
fourth degree lineally deſcended from Augu/is of famoustiemory. The aecufers 
were commiaunded to lay to his charge, that he was prodigall in gifts, and that a 
his hope layin the alteration dfthe ſtare. And thathee hadnoble'men about him 
whichhe called his ſecreraries,maifters ofrequeſts;8 Auditors, which Were names 
ofimperialf dignitie, anddefcignments of great attempts. Then the chiefeſt of his 
freed menwere bound atidcarried away. And when Torquatzs condemnation was 
athand, hee cytthe veihes ofhis armes, and Xergas hismanner was , made an ora- 
tionafter : that alchough hee had beeneculpable, and morthily diſtrufted his pur- 
ation, yet he ſhould haue had his life granted him,ifhe would hauc Pp Redthe 
ludgesclemencie.Notlohg after forfaking Achaiafor the pteſerir(the Tquſes were 
.yncertaine)he came zgaine roRome;hammering grearlywirh himſelfe of going ts 
the proiiincesoftheEaft, and eſpecially Egypt: Then by an'cdi& witneffing his 
abſenceſhsgldnorbelotg, and that All ſhould go 'wellwichrhe common-wealth, 
he went tothe Capitoll to wotſhip the gods. And ac he entetedthe temple of Feſt, 
taken —_ — ouer all his bodie, cirherthe goddeſfle of the place 
fyingliim;orche cempgmbrance ofhisvillanics alwaies rem ey”, 'n aetty 
« feare, Orman" :thatall cates were nothing tohim, 
cc thregardofthetoneofhiscountrey; that he had ſeenethe fad countenances of the 
«c Citizens, heard theirſecret nts, why he ſhould go about ſogreat a tourney,

comforted with the fightof the Prince againſt all crofſes and aduerfiries/ Therefore ,, 
as in priuate friendſhips ; the neereſtpledges and kindered are moſt deereſt'; ſorhe , 
-pcoplc of Rome had great power ouet him, and that he muſt6bey them, ſeeing they 2 
kept him from going. Theſe andthelike ſpeeches werepleaſingtothe people, defi- 33 


rous of paſtimes and which was theit chiefcſt carcfeating want of cone ifhe ſhould 
be abſcar. The Lords of the Senate and the Nobilicy knew not whether hee were 
morecruell far off, orneere : then as the nature of allgrearfeareis, they belecued 
that which hapned to be worſt. He ro win an opinion that he was no where fomerry 


asin the Ciry , made bankers in publicke places, and vſcd the whole City as ithad _ 


beene his owne houſe. Thoſe bankets were moſt ſpoken of forriorand fame, which 


T igefinus prepared, which 1 will lay downe as apaterneof all, leaft the ſame waſt- - 


filnefſe ſhould be often repeated. In _Agrippaes lake therefore hee built a boar; 
whereon the banket was drawne with other boates. The boates were befer with 
gold and luory. The rowers were ſtale Catamites, placed according rotheir age 
and kill of vnnaturall vncleannefſe; He had prepared Fowle, and wilde beaſts our 
of diuers Countries, and out of the Ocean. On the brinke of the Poole wete brothell 
houſes, filled with Noble women : and ouer againſt them were common ftrumpers 
naked, vſinghithy geſtures and behauiour. And when the night was coltie”alllths 
wood and houſes about rang with ſinging, and ſhined with lightes. Nero himſelfe 
defiled with vnlawfull, and vnnaturallluſts, left no wickednefſevndone, becauſche 
would be moſt corrupt. And afew daies after, hee was wedded as ithad beene fo- 
lemnecly to one of that pollured crew, called Py/hagores. The Emperour was covered 
with a yellow vaile. There wentbefore him thoſe which gaue him in mariage, the 
wedding bed was prepared , and wedding Torches : all was ſcene, whicheucnthe 
night doth hide in a married woman. 


IN. Diuersparts of Reme burnt by chance, or by the 
malice of Neto. | 


Here followed a great misfortune , but whether by chance, ordeuiſe of the 

Prince, vncertaine: for Authors haue affirmed both : but of all, the greateſt 

and moſt gricuous that ener chanced to this City, by violence of fire. Ic began 
in that part of the Cirque that ioynerh to the hils Palatine and Czlian: then taking 
in the ware-houſes wherein was marchandiſe; which nouriſhed the fire , increaſing 
more and more by the blowing of the winde, burnt all the length of che Cirque. 
Neither were the houſes compaſſed with avy defences , or Temples walled, or 
any thing elſe to ſtay the fury of it. Burſpreading with violence, conſumed firſtthe 
plaine, thenriſing to the hils, againe waſting the low places, by ſwiftneſſe of hurg 
preuented the remedies, the City being ſubie@ to it by reaſon of the narrowneſle of 
the ſtrecres, turning and winding lanes on euery hand, and vnorderly as it wasin old 


Rome. There withall the lamentationsof fearcfull women, of aged men, and vn- + 
«iltull youth, helping chemſ-lues, and ſuccouring and leading the weake and impo- 


rent, ortarrying tor them , ſome haſtning, ſome abiding, encombred, and hinde- 
redallthercſt : and oftenwhileſt they looked behindethem , the firehad hol on 
them, either onthe ſide, or before them : orifthey had eſcaped to the nextplaces, 
there was all on alight fire l.kewiſe : yea, thoſe places which werethoughtfarfrom 
danger, were foundto be in the ſame caſe. Inthe end, doubtfull wharto eſchue, or 
whitherto flee, they filled the ſtreetes, andllay inthe fieldes: : ſome all their 

loſt, and wanting daily foode , other for loue of ſome which they could nor aug, 
caſt themſelves away, although they Rad caſic meancsto cſcape.Neither was there 


any 
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any.man which durfttoquench ir,through theoften threatning of many which hin- 
dered thew : yea ſome openly threw burning fire-brands into it , and cried aloud, 
that they had a warrantfox it, cicher þecauſe they mightrob and ſtcale more licen- 

_ tiouſly, qrbecauſethey were ſo commanded., Xereo being then at Antium, came 
not tothe City-vntill the fire was come neere his owne houſe, on that ſide that it 
joined with;fhe pallacc and Mecenas Orchards, Yetit could not behindered from 
burning his houſe andpallace, and all elſe round about. But to giueſome comfort - 
tothe chaſed and fugitiuc people,he opened Campus Martius,and the monuments 
of Agrippe,and his ownegardens: and erected buildings in haſte to recciue thenee- 
dic {ft Vrenſiles were brought from Hoſtia and other neeretownes, and 
thepriceof come brought down vnto * three nummos. All which although done in 

* Fine penc++b9. F2nour of the people, yet wasnot accepted ; becauſe arumor was ſpread,that atthe 
verie. time thatthecitie was on fire, he went to the ſtage in his houſe , and ſang the 
deſtruQion of Troy, comparing preſent calamities with old diſaſters. Atlaſt,on the 
fixt day, the fire ended at the borrom of the Eſquilin hill, by beating downe a huge 
number of buildings,that the ficld and as it were the open heauen, might withſtand 
and encounter the continuall rage. And beforethe feare waspaſt, itbegan afreſh, 
bur not ſo terrible in open placesofthe citie, and therefore the hurt of people the 
lefſe : but the Temples of the gods, and galleries devoted to pleaſure, were almoſt 

_ allruined. The obloquie of thatfire was the greater,becauſc itburft out to T rgeli- 
ww houſes of pleaſure, ſometimes belonging rothe Aemylians. Andirſcemed that 
Nero ſought the glory of building a new citic, and calling it by his name. ForRome 
was diuided ifto tourteene wardes : whereof fower were vntouched; three conſu- 
med to the. ground: of the ather ſeauen, ſome markes of buildings remained , bur 
rent and halfe burnt. It were no eaſie matter to reckon the number of houſes, and 
buildings ſtanding by themſclues,called Iles,and Temples which were conſumed: 
but the anciecnteſt in regard of religion, asthe Temple which Sersius Tullizs buile 
in honor of the Moone;and the grear altar and Temple which Arcas Exavder conſe- 
crated to Hercules;the Temple of 1upiter Stator,vowed by Romulus; Namaes pallace; 
and the Templeof Yeſtawith the peculiar gods of the people of Rome, were conſu- 
med and burnt to aſhes. Now wealth gotten inſo many viRories, excellent workes 
of the Greckes inuentions,then old and perfe& monuments of rare wits, which in ſo 
beaurifull a citic,and flouriſhing more and more, with many other notable antiqui- 
ties, auncientmen haue obſcrued and ſpoken of, which could not beerecouered. 
Somethere were which noted,that this fire began the fourteenth Kalends of Iulie, 
A on which the Senones burnt the citie after they had taken it. Some were ſo diligent 
* therein,that they counted iuft ſomany yeeres, and moneths, and daics betweene 


both thefires.

Er Nero vſed the deſtruionofhis country to his benefit; and built a houſe, 
1} inwhichprecious ſtones and gold were notſo much woondered at (as athing 
long vſed, and by ſuperfluous riot common) asfor theficlds and pooles, in 
manner of wilderneſſes; on one ſide woods, on the other ſpacious fields, and pro- 


ſpecs. The maſters and contriuerzof the worke, were Senerws and Celeris,men © _ 
| an 
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and andacity to entetpriſe that by Arte which nature had denied, andfooliſhly caſt 
away the Princes wealth, For they had vndertaken ro make anauigable dirchfrom 
the lake Aucrn,vnto the mouthof Tyber along the rough &hard ſhore, orthrough 
the oppolite mouantaines. Neitheris there any other moiſture rofeede the warers, 
bur the marſhes of. Pomprina 2 other places being vneuen craggic grounds, or 
dcic; and if they could be wrought through,itwould be an intollerable labour,and 
no cauſe _ Nero notwithſtanding,defirous to bring incredible things to paſle, 
laboured todigge the hils adioyning to Auerne : where remaine the markes of his 
vaine hope to this days Butthe houſes which were ruinated were not built without 
order,hcere and there as when the Galli had fired them : but the fireeres drawne 
by meaſure and proÞbrtion, with ſpatious and large waies; the buildingsreſtrained 
ro a certaine height, and the courts made wide, and galleries added to defend the 
front of the houſes called lles : which galleries Nero promiſed to builde at his owne 
charges,and deliuer them to theirmaiſters,the courrs and floores madecleane. And 
gaue rewards according to euety mans degree and wealth : and prefixed a time, 
within which the houſings finiſhed,or lles,their maiſters ſhould receiue them. The 
mariſhes of Hoſtia were appointed to receiue the rubbiſh : and that the veſſels 
which brought come vp the riuer Tibris,ſhould be loaden downe withrubbiſh:and 
that ſome part of the buildings ehemſclues, withouttimberſhould bee built with - 
ſtone of Gabi and Albanumgwhich cannot be damnified with fire.Now,that water 
intercepted by priuate megto theirowne vic from the citie , might more aboun« 
dantly flowe in maine publicke m_ there were watchmen appointed to ouer- 
ſeeit: andthat euery manſhould haue ſomeprouiſions toquench fires : and that 
eucry houſe ſhould be inuironed with his owne wals,and not common to hisneigh- 
bour. Which being ordained for thepublicke commoditie, brought ornament to 
the new citie. Yet ſome were of opinion that the olde faſhion of building was more 
wholeſome, becauſe the narrownes of the waies,and hight of the houſes, could not 
ſo cafily be pearced with the heat of the ſurne. But now the ſtreetes being open and 
wide,and vndefended {rom ſhadow,they are ſcorched with greaterhear. Andtheſe 
things were prouided by mans counſel]. Anon after , purging ſacrifices were 
ſought for of the gods, and the Sibyls bookes peruſed z by aduertiſement of which, 

rajers were offered to Yulcane and Ceres,and Proſerpinazand /nnomade fauourable 
6 the matrons,firſt in the Capitoll,then atthe nexr ſea:From which h2uing drawn 
watcr,.the Temple and the image ofthe goddeſle was ſprinkled, and the married z 
wiues prepared banqueting beds, and watcht-inthe Temple in honourot the ſame 4 
goddeſſe. Bur the infamie was not wiped-away, neither by mans helpe , nor lar- 5. 
pore ofthe Prince, orpacifying ofthe gods; bur that it was thoughrthe fire came 

y commandement. Therefore to extinguiſh the rumour, Nero falſly acculed and 
puniſhed moſt grieuouſly certaine people, hated for theis wickednes *, which the «T1. ,uthor 
common ſort called Chriſtians, The author of that name was Chriſt , whoin Ti —_ no 
berics raigne was put to death vnder Pontius Pit, Procurator of Iudza. And their ++ ney, OV | 
dangerous ſuperſtition ſuppreſſed forthe time burſt foorth againe : not 'onely tho- ian religion 
rough Mdza where irfirit began, bur inthe citic alſo; whether all wicked and #fcw. 
ſhamefull things runne from all parts,and are ſolemniſed and eſteemed. Firſt they 
were apprehended which confeſſed that religion;then by their dereion,an infinite * 
multitude were conuiCted,not fo much forſctting the rowne onfire,asfor the hate 
of all men againſt them. Such as were condemned, were korned and miocked,and 

couered jn wilde beaſts skins,and torne in peeces withdogs, or faſtened on croſſes; 

or burnt in fire: and when the day failed , they were burntinthe nightrogiue light,

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Nero had made the proſpe& ofhis gardens fit for that ſpe&acle, and cauſed ſhewes 
to be ſer foorth inthe Cirque,& himſelfeeither apparelled like a wagoner, ſhuffled 
among thepeople, or ranne the race with thei. VVhereuponpittic was taken on 
thoſe perſons,though guilty and deſeruingexemplarie puniſhment; ſecing they ſuf- 
fered not for any publicke good, bur to ſatisfic one mars cruelty onely.

XI. Nero raketh money on all hands, and robbeth the Temples. 
Prodigious ſights, and their meaning. 


N the meane time Italy was waſted by contributions and Borrowing of moneyz 
the Prouinces ruined;and'the confederares of the people of Rome empoueriſhed 
and the cities which were called free.Y cathe gods themſelues were not priuile- 
ged from being made a pray : but the temples in the city were robbed, and the gold 
carried away,which the people of Romein al ages;citherintriumphesor vowes , in 
proſperity or feare, had dedicatedrothe gods. Yea in Achaia and Aſia, not onely 
ifts,burt che images of the'gods were taken away, Acratwus, and Secundus Carinates 
cing ſent thither of purpoſe. The one a freed man ready to all villanies : the other 
exerciſed in the Greekiſh learning,in words onely, but his minde nor ſeaſoned with 
any good artes. It was reported that Seneca, becauſe he would ſhake from himlelfe 
the infamie of ſacriledge,defired licence to depart to ſome countrey houſe a tar off: 
whichnot being granred, he tainedhimſfelfe fick of the gout and kepr his chamber. 
Some haue giuenourthar poiſon was prepared him at Neroes commandement,by a 
freedman of his own,called Cleonicur,and auvidedby Senece, as forewarned by the 
freed man,or by his owne tear,ſuſtained his life with a ſimple diet, Crabbes, and if 
he were a thirſt with running water. Aboutthe ſamerimethe Fencers at Preneſte 
offcring to make an eſcape , were hindered by a guarde ot ſouldiers which watched 
them;rhe people both fearful and deſirons of novelties, & now muttering and whiſ- 
pering of Spariecws, and calling tominde the hurts which + 8 in times paſt. 
Not long afternewes came of a great misfortune by ſea ; not by warre ( for a more 
firme peace was ſeldome ſeenc) but Ners had commaunded the navy to returne by 
a certaine day to Campania, not excepting the hazards of the ſea.The Pilots there- 


| fore although the ſca were rough put from Formium ; and the Southweſt winde 


blowing ſtrongly, whileſt they ſtroue ro winne the Promontory of Miſenum , they 
daſhc againſt the Cumanian ſhores, and loſt almoſt all the gallies, and many other 
ſmaller veſſels. In the end of the yeere prodigious woonders were noiſed as meſſen- 
ers of imminent misfortunes. Great and otren flaſhes of lightnings, and ablazin 
; no alwaics purged by Nero with the blood ofnoble men. Monſters of men *Y 
beaſts borne with two heads and caſt into the ſtreetes, or found in the ſacrifices 
when the cuſtome is to ſlaie them when they be great with yoong.And inthe ter- 
ritory of Placentiancere the way a calte was brought foorth with a head in the leg. 
The Soothſajers interpretation of it was,that the Empire was to haue another head 
burneicher ſtrong nor hidden,becaule ſtifeled in the panch, and brought fSorth by 


the way ſide.

Sulpitizs A fpres,; a Centurion,the conftancig ofthcir end doth ſhew, And” Zzcanms 
Anngusy aud Plantites Letrranws, Conſull ele, came withdeadly hatred againſt 
him. Pecuhar cauſes enflamed Lucan, becauſe Nerolupprefiedthe fameof his ver- 
ſes, arid badforbidden him to publiſh them ,.,vainely comparing his own.vntg 
them. .

thereſt ofthe Centurions degenerate in bearing theirpuniſhments. But Fenins Ru: 
fas had not the like courage, but ſet downe his griefes and lamentations in his teſta- 
ment. 2cro cxpeRedtharYeFimw the Conſull ſhould alfobe drawen intothe aQi- 
on, iudgeing him viokent,, and an enemy to him : butthe conſpirators would not 
communicate theirdeſcignments with him yz ſome by reaſon of old;grudges-; bur

tronius Priſcs, 1ulins Altin«s, as it were an Army to make vp anumber, were bani- 
ſhed tothe les of the Egan ſea. ButCadicia Sceninus wife, and Ceſenins Meximns 
were baniſhed Iraly , knowirg by the puniſhment onely that they were calledin 
queſtion. Anneus Lucanus mother, Atilia, though nor acquitted , yerwas lergoe 
without puniſhment. Theſerhings done tro, and calling the ſouldiers together 
to an Oration , he beſtowed by pole vpon cuery ſouldier vnder bands two thouſand 
Nummi * ; and Corne without price, which they had before, according totherare 
it wasſould. Then as though he would declare ſome exploit done in warre, afſem- 
bled the Lords of the Senate , and beſtowed the ornament of triumph vpon Petre- 
mins Turpiianus Conſull ; Cocceins Nerna, Pretorelect 3'Tigelinns Captaine of the 
Guarde : and fo extolling TigeHlinus and Nerua, beſides their trtumphall Images 
inthe Forum , heeplaced their Images alfoin thePallace. Hee gaue Nymphidins 
alſothe Ornaments of a Conſull , oft whom I will ſpeake a little , becauſe.now is 
the firſt occaſion offered: : for he alſo was part of the Roman milſeries. He there- 
fore ſonne of a Freed-woman , which had abandoned and made common hiv 
comely body to Princes. bond and Freed-men , affirmed hee was begotren by . _ 
C. Ceſar , becauſe by ſome chance hee was tall of perſonage , and of a ſtearne + 
grimme countenance : or elſe C. Ceſar being Fas of light-women , had 
abuſed his mother alſo. But Nero, the Senatours aſſembled , and an Oration - 
made among them , publiſhed an Edi& to the people ; and added the infor- 
mations and confeſſions of the condemned 3 becauſe hee was often diffamed 
in the peoples mouth , as though hee had executed innocent perſons for enuy 
or feare. Neuertheleſſe , thoſe which had a care of knowing the trpth , did 
neither then doubt , but the conſpiracy was begun , gromne to ripeneſſe, and 
ſcron foote againe 3 as thoſe which returned to the City after Neroes death con- 
| feſled. Bur in the Senare, all of them according to each mans priefe abieting 
. themſelues to flattery : A/ienus Clemens bitterly inueighed againſt Iunins Gallio, a- 
mazed with the death of his brother Seneca, andintreating forhis owne life, cal- 
ling him enemy andparricide : vntillthe whole Senate ſhewedtheir diſlike there- 
in; leſt hee ſhould ſeeme to abuſe publike calamities , and make rhem occa- 
ſion of his private grudge 3; or draw the Prince to new crueltie , forgot- 


ten , and tempered with clemencic. Then order way taken , that giftes and

degree, hetiad deſeried tobe worſhipped ofmen : which after was knowen to be a 
rokerarid foretelling of his end. Forthe honour of the gods was never giuen the 
Prince vntill he were dead;and gone our this mortall life. +

EBV J And come toRome, hauing bought accefſe torhePrince, de- 
SL & clareth that there was a Caue inhiis ground of a huge depth, 
— EVgISH7 wherin was contained great quantity of gold vncoyned and vn- 
wroughtin a maſſe, as inoldtimeirwas wont to be hidden. For there lay awallof 
very heauy bricks on the one fide; and on the other , pillars ſtanding vpright : all 
which had laine hidden many ycetes to increaſe the wealth ofthe preſent time. And 
as conieure doth ſhewe Didothe Feniſlian, flecing from Tyr=,after ſhe had built 
Carthage, hid that treaſure there; leaſt the newe people with ouer-great wealth 
ſhould become wanton and riorous : or the King of the Numidians their olde ene- 
mie, for greedines of theit gold ſomerime be incenſed ro make warte againſt them. 
Whereupon Xero,not well affured of the creditof the Author , or certaintic ofthe 
buſines, nor any ſent to view and leatne whether a truth were reported : of himſeife 
encreaſeth the rumour, andſenderhſome to bring away all,as it were apray already 
gotten. Gallcies and choiſe veſſels were appointed to helpe to haſten. rhe marter : 
the people hauingno other ſpeech in their mourh, butthar treaſure, through rhe 
credulouſnes of the diſcoucrie, though notreporting of it all alike. And it Fel our 
by chaunce that the Quipquennale paſtime, which euery fift yecre being repreſen- 
ted, was then the ſecond time celebrated:which minifired the orators their chiefeſt 
ſubie& to commend the Prince;ſaying: That the earth did not now bring forth only 
che vſuall fruits , nor gold mingled with other mertals; bur a new plentie: and that 
the gods theraſelues beſtowed wealth in all aboundance: and many other things 
with great eloquenee, and no leſſe ſeruile and baſe flattery they fained; being aflu- 
red ofea ſie beliefe in the hearer. Riotouſneſle in the meane time grewgreaterby 
vaine hope;and the old wealth was conſumed, as though the other had been offe- 
red, prodigally to waſte many yeeres. Yea from thence largefſes were beftowed : 
and the expeRation of that wealth, was a cauſe in part of thepublicke pottery. For 
Baſſus having digged his ground, and large fields round about; auouchiag boldly 
this or that to be the promiſed caue : nor onely ſouldiers followed him ; but the 
countrey people were taken to dig and labour; atlengthleauing his fortiſhnes,and 
maruelling that his dreamesneuer prooued falſe before, and tharhe was never de- 
cciued vntill then,ridde himſelfe of fhame and feare by killing himſelte.Some haue 
reported thar he was impriſoned, and ſet arliberry againe incohygnently , his goods 
firſt raken'to the Princestreaſure: Inthe meane'time the Senate, the Quinqueri- 
nale paſtime drawing neere, to ſhadovy his ſhame , offercththe victory of finging 
an 
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and withall the crowne of eloquence to colour the reproach of his ſinging onthe 
Stage. Bur Aero, ſayingtharhe necdednot the GY and fauourot the Senate 
inthatreſpe&; asablc of himſclic tomake his party good with his concurrents, and 
lirtle doubting but that bythe yprightreſſe of the ludges he ſhould obraine hisde- 
ſcrued praiſe; ſang firſt ofallaverleonthe Stage: then the people inſtantly crauing 
that he would publiſh all his ſtudies (for thoſe were their words) heentereth the 
Theater; andobſeructh all che orders of the Harpers : asthat being weary , yethe 
ſhould nor fit downe ; that he ſhould not wipe off his ſweate, but with the garmene 
he wore ; thatno excrements ſhould be ſccne at his mouth or noſe. Andlaſt of all 
kneeling , and ſhewing a reuerenceto.the aſſembly with his hand , expeRed the 
Iudges fentence with a counterfeit feare. And the City-people accuſtomed alſoro 
approouethe geſtures of the Plaiers,. anſwered him with acertaine meaſure and ar- 
Rn 43 all applauſe. Thou wouldeſt haue thought they hadreioyced,and perbaps they 
did, forthe iniury of the publicke diſcredit. But thoſe which from rownesfar 6f, re- 
taining as yctrhe ancient ſeucrity and cuſtome of Italy ; and from remote Prouin- 
ces vnacquainted with diſſolute behauiqur, came either.as Ambaſſadors, or forpri- 
uatc buſineſle , could neither indure that ſight, nor applaud any way ſodiſhonora- 
ble a tabour: bur aweary with their vnskilfull clapping of hands, and troubling the 
Skilfull, were often beaten by the ſouldiers, placedin thicke aray, leaſt inymomenc 
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- oftimeſhould be loſt by an vntuned and diſproportionable crie, or ſlothfullfilence. 


It iscertaine that many horſemen which laboured to paſſethrough the crowdand 
thicke multitudes were troden vnder feete 3 and others whileſtthey continued day 
and night intheirplaces, were ſtriken with deadly ſigknefle. And yet if they ſhould 
hauebcene abſent rheir feare was greater ; mapy openly , and more priuily obſer- 

ing thenames and countenances, cheerefulnefle and heauineſle of the lJookers on. 
ry Bl puniſhments were inflited ypon the peorer ſort foorth-with ; the ha- 
tred againſt Noblemen diſſembled for the time, (hewed itſelfe within a ſhort ſpace 
after. And it is reported that Yeſpaſian was;xzebuked by Pheabus a Freed-man, as 
though he had been ſomwhar drouſie with ſleepe , and washardlydetended by the 
intreaty of the berter ſort : and afterward eſcaped. imminent ruine by a greater

\ Frer thepaſtime was ended, Poppeadicd by a ſudden anger of hir husbands

The deathof Poppesasinſhew 
naſe; ſoto the remembrers of hir looſe life and cruelty ioyfull ; Neromade 
moreodious by giuing new marter of hatred , by hindering C. Caſiivs from being 
preſent at. bir exequies ; which was thefirſt rokenot hisruine, notlong defomed, 
And Si/anus bare him company, forno crime committed, but becauſe Coins for, 
his ancientriches, and grauity of manners, S;lanzs for noblegeſſe of birth and mo. 


deſtyonth, were woorthy praiſe aboue the reſt. 1 Hauing therefore ſent an Oration 


to the Senate, declared that they were both robe remooued from the Common-

wealth; AndlaydtoCaſims charge, that among the images ofhis aunceſtors, hee

Ceſirs might have beene intended by thoſe words. Andleaſthe ſhould vie the me- 
.moric onely of a hatefull name to'ground aquarrell on;he joyned Z.S:laumws ayoong 
-man ofa noble ſtocke,raſh and heady,vnder a pretence and colourof mouing newe 
-broijes. Further, he rebuked Srlawas for rhe'fame marrers, as before he had done his 
yncle Torquatws , as though he'did alteadie diſpoſe of the cares of che'Empire, and 
giuchis freed mencharge ofthe accoiints; requeſts and ſecrerariſhips : rhings both 
vaine and falſe. For Silazws was warie and feartull,and by tlic death of his vnclecir- 
cumfpett in his ations. Afterthis hee indticed forrie mnder the name 'of accuſers, 
which falſly charged Zepida;Cofins wife, SHanm aunt; of inceſt with het broth 
ſonne;$& with cerrain execrableritesofactifices:There were drawnin aspriuy ther- 
to,Yulcttins Tullinws and Marcellus Cor neliter; Senators; and Calphurnins Fabatue, 2 
gentleman'ofRome : who appealing tothe Prince, and diſappointing thepreſent 
condemnation;anoh after Nersbeing buſied about ſomie great miſchicfcs wete for- 
gotren as men of ſinall reckoning. Then baniſhmenr was decreed againſt Caſs: 
and Silayus by order of Senate;'and thatCeſir himſclfe ſhould diſpote of Zep/da. 
Caſsinswas ex:led tothe Thand: Sardinia, * expeCting theit further or from the 
Lords ofthe Senate.' Silanus conneighed to Hoſtia;as thoughhe ſhouldbe carried 
to Nazus; was afterſhut vp ina rowne of Apvlia, calledBationm. And there, wiſe-

Withallnewes came, that the matter ſhould be heard before the Lords of the Se- 


nate, and a cruell ſentence interided.: Thereupon ſome aduiſed him to pronounce 
Ceſar his heirefor the meth part of his goods , and ſo helpe hisnephewes with the 


reſt ; which he refuſed, leaſt hee ſhould diſhonour with this laſt ſeruile aRehis life 
paſt almoſt inlibertie:and gaue all his money among his bondmen,and if any thi 

could be carried away,thatcueric onemightſcruc himſelfe; three beds onelyreſer- 
ued for his funerall obſequies. Then inthe ſamechamber,with the ſame knife they 
cut their yeines,and with ſpeed cach one couered with a ſimple garment, for mode- 
tic ake,they were put into bathes. The father logking on the daughter, the grand- 
mother on her neece,ſhe on both, praying a-uic for aſpeedy end to leaue the others 
aliue,thougbro follow incontinearly after. And forrunc herein kept the order , the 
eldeſt dying firſt,then the nextin age. And being accuſed after their buriall,andor- 
dayned they (ſhonld bee puniſhed according tothe auncient manner :. Nero was 
againſt ir, ſuffering them to make choice oftheir manner of death, for ſuch kinde of 
ſcoffes were vſed after the murders committed. F.Galus a gentleman ofRome,be- 
cauſc he wasinward with Fezics,& not an enemy to Yerw,was baniſhed :the freed 
man and accuſerrewarded for his paines, and aplace giuen him in the Theater a- 
mong the beadles of the Tribunes. And the month of May which followed April, 
and called Nero, was changed into the name of Clandine, and Iuly into Germanicad: 
and Corn lizs Ofitus, whoſe cenſure that was,ſaid that therefote-the month of Iume 
Was pal ouer, becauſe two of the T orquatus already executed, for their miſdemea- 
nors had made thename of Iune.valuckie.. A yeere continued with ſo many lewde 
actions,the gods haue marked and made notorious by tempeſts and diſeaſes. Cam- 
pania was dcſtroyed with boyſtcrous ſtormes of winds, which flid euery where bear

laueknowledge of thectimes, and licence tocleere them, Theſe writings Nerore=.. 
ceiuedvery gtcedily,in hopethatT hraſea being terrified and deieted, would haue 
 writrenſomewhar ſounding to the magnificencie and excellency of the Prince,and 
diſcredire ofhis owne repuration : which falling out otherwiſe, fearing the counte- 
Rance; and courage, and libertie of the innocerit, commaynded the Lords of the 
Senarto be aſſembled. Then Threſea conſulted with his friends; whether he ſhould 
aduencure his purgation,orlet it pafſe. Thoſe which thought it beſt he ſhould enter 
c.ntothe Senat houſe, ſaid, they were aſfuredof his conftancie, avd that he would 
« ſaynothiug but what ſhould augment his glory. Cowardly atid timorous men did 
« ſhutthemſclucs in ſecret places atthetime of their death.; The people ſhould ſee 
« amanoffcring himſclfe to death; the Senate ſhould heare words more thanhu- 
cf mane ,/as itwere of ſome diuine power , that Ners himſclte might alſp be moued 
c«c with the miracle: but ifhiscrueltie ſhould continue , certes the memory of an ho- 
« norable death ſhould bediftinguiſbed with poſterity fromthe cowardlines: of ſuch

— things, then endure hisfilence now, condemning allthings. Doth peace through- | 
outthe world diſpleaſe him, or victories without lofle of the armies ? That they 4 
would nor ſuffer him haue the deſire of his ouerthwart ambition, who grieuedat 
the common proſperity,thought theplace of aſſemblies, thoThearecr,& Temples, , 
ſolitarie places,and threatned his owne baniſhmenr.

N the meane ſeaſon 0Forius Sabinws, Soranus accuſer , commeth in, — | 
neth with his friendſhip had with Rebelizs Plautw'": andthat being Proconfuli of 
Aſia,he caricd himſelfe racher as fitting his own nobilitie, then che comon good, 
by entertaining and nouriſhing ſedition among the citizens. Theſe were ſtale mar- 
ters, hutas if they were freſh he iojned the daughter tothe fathers danger, allea- 
ging thatſhe had beſtowed money ypon Magicians. Soitwas indeed, through the 
louc and affection Serurlia( lo wasiſhe calle ) bare herfathes, and vndiſcretionof 
age; yetſhe conſulted ofnothing but of the ſafery of their houle; or whether Xe- 
roeswrath would be pacificd z orthe Senators hearing ofthe cauſe, would beto the 
preiudice of her father.

that the Germans are home-bred and the naturall people of their countrey,and nor 
mixed with others,coming from other places; becauſe ſuch as in times paſt ſoughr 
new habirations , came by ſea and not by land : and that huge and ſpatious Ocean, 
and asI may TC ietrone from the other, is ſeldome trauelled by our men.For 
beſides the danger of the rough and voknowenſeaz who (vnleſle it were his natiue 
foile ) would leaue Aſia, or Aﬀeicke, or Italy, andplant himſelfe in Germanic 7Be- 
ing a countrey of it ſelfe rude, and the aire vnpleaſant andrough , to looke en ilfa- 
uoured Hot manured nor husbanded. They giue it out as a high point in old ver- 
ſes (Which is the onely way they maintaine the memory of things, as their Annales) 
that rhe T «io, ſonne of the earth,and his ſonne Mannws,were their firſt foun- 
ders and beginners. To Mennw they afligne three ſonnes; whoſe names the Inge- 
uones tooke,a nation neerethe Ocean: the Iſtzuoners , and Herminones lying be- 
rweene themborh. But ſome through a licence which anriquitie doth 9 
that the King had moe fonnes, from which moe nations tooke rtheirnames ; as the 
Marſi, Gambriui, Sneui,Vandali, al true and ancientnames. As for the name Ger- 
manie, it is anew name lately coyned: for thoſe which firſt paſt the riuer ofRhene 
and droue out the Gallois, were now called Tungri, now Germany: ſothename of 
one people,not of the whole nation,growing great by little andlictle : as they were 
all at the firſt called for feare, as beſt liked the Conqueror;ſo atlaſt, Germans, being 
anameoftheirown inuention. And they record that Herewles,came amongſt them 
of all that ever asthe valianteſt perſon. They goefinging to the warres. And haue 
certain verſes, by ſinging of which,calling it Barditus, they incourage their people, 
and by the ſame ſong foretell the fortune of the future barrell: for they both ſtrike 
a feare into others,and are themſclues ſtriken with feare, according to the meaſure 
and tune ofthe battel] : ſeeming rather an harmonic of valour than voices; anddo 
affe@ principally a certaine roughnes of the voice, and a broken confuſe murmur,

And which: is the chiefeſt encouragement of all, they 
makenortheir pointed bartel at haphazard;of allperſons asthey come;bucoftheir 
family and. friends , andkinsfolke, with their-children not farre off; from whence 
they may heare the howling of their wiues , and crying of their children: which are 
to ali, ſacxcd-wirneſſes of their valour, and beſt commenders. They goe when they 
archurttotheir mothers and wiues; which are norafcard ronumber or ſucke their 
wounds; and-carrie the ſouldicrs meate, and incourage them to ſtand to it. It is 
reportedtharſomebarrels, cucn readie as itweteto be loſt, anddiſcontfited,haue 
becne by the womens cearneſtprayers, expoſing their bodies rothe danger, and by

F all the gods., they adore eſpecially Mercarie; vnto whom they thinke- ic 
lawfullcertainedaies , to offer meninfacrifice: but Hercules and Mars they

crifice to J#.Whatreaſonthey have to vic that ſtrange ſacrifice Iknow not:vnleſſe 
it bethatche image of that goddefle,being faſhioned in form of tharkindof boar, 
doth declarethar their religion hath beene breughrrhem from a ſtrange countrey. 
They thinke it amarterillbeſeemingthe greatnes of the gods,to incloſethem with- 
ip wals, orpaintrhem in mans ſhape.'

liar vato that countrey to tric the preſages and wamings of horſes; which are bred 
and maintaincC in thoſe woods and forreſts, white, vnbacked;orvnlaboured: which 
harneſſed and purtto a ſacred charior, the Prieſt, King,or Prince of thecitydofol- 
low; obſeruing theirnoiſe and neying. Ofall preſ: _ this is of greateſt credit-wirh 
the Pricſts, noblemen, and common people: thinking themſclues miniſters of the 
gods ; andthe horſes priuic to their ſecrets. They haue anotherobſeruation'among 
them, by which they ſcarch our the euent of greatand weightie bartels; which is 
this. They getſome one,how they can , of that nation with whom the warre ſhall 
be ; and rake another choiſe man of their owne, and arme them; each according to 
his faſhion;and fo try their valour: and by thar prejudice, coniefture on highs de 
the victorie (hall fall. In ſmall matrers, the Princes themſclues determine of them: 
bur if they be of importance,they al in generall conſult: buryerſo,that thoſe things 

whoſe derermination belong to the people, are concluded before the Prince. And 

vnlefle ſome caſuall or ſudden accident fall out, they make their aflembliescertain 
daics,cither inthe firft quarter or full moone ; thinking that to.be the lackieſt time 
ro begintheir works. The number ofdaies they reckon not, aswe do,burofnightss 
and in them maketheir appointments,& ſommoncesto appeere,, thinking that the 
day is gouerned by the night. Theirlibertie is cauſe, that they meernet together, 
nor as they are commaunded, but ſpend twoor three daies in expeQing one ano- 
ther. They ſit armed as they come, and the Prieſt, who hath authoritie ro puniſh, 
commandeth ſilence. Then the King or Prince, oreuery man according tohis age, 
nobilitic,and renowne of warre,or as he is eloquent, beginneth ro ſpeake. Viing ra- 
ther perſwaſion then authoritic of commaunding. If their opinion miſlike them, 
they reie& it with amurmuring noiſe * ifitliked, they ſhake their ianclins: bur the 
moſt hotiorable maner of liking is to approoue it by their weapons. Ic is lawfull in 
their counſell to accuſe, and arraignein criminall cauſes. Puniſhments arediſtin- 
guiſhed bythe offence : traitors and fugitiues they = onrrees, the cowardly and 
vnwarlike, & ſuch as were vnnaturally lewd oftheir bodies, they diddrowne.in mud 
and marriſhes, and couer them with hurdles. The drift ofthar diuerſitie of puniſh- 
ments was3todeclare that it was expedient to ſhew offences as they were, in pu- 
niſhing bur hide heinons crimes. Butin leſſer treſpaſſes, according to the quality of 
the puniſhments,the partics conuicted,are fined in ſome number of horſes, or other 
cattell ; whereof part goeth to the King , or citic zpart ro thepariic damnified,or to 
his kindred. In the ſame councelsthey chooſe rulers,to adminiſter juſtice intownes 
and villages : which hauc an hundred choſenout of the people, to accompanie 
them, which are as their. counſell,and authoritie. They conſu[tneither of publike 
nor private affaires but armed: butyet itisnor the maner for any to take weapons, 
vnlefle he hauc beene judged before by the citie able ro vſe them : and theninthe 
councell,cither oneof the governors, or his father, or ſame one of his-kindred, 
doth honor the yoong man with aſhield and a Framea. Thisis with them a gowne; 
this is the firſt honor giuen to yoong men : befort reputed apartof theirparticular 
houſe, bat from thence forwfrd,of the common wealth. High nobilitte, or merirof 
predeceffors, maketh.their Children alchoughthey be but yoong , waorthic of dig- 
nitie., which aſſociate themſclues ro the ſtronger, and long tried; and takeir forno 
diſgrace,to be ſcenc among their followers: amohg whichxhere be likewiſe degrees 
according co his diſcretionof whole traine they þe. And there is a great emulation 
| ; athong 
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among the followers who ſhould be in greateſt fauor with his Prince: and 2mongft 
the Princes, who ſhould haue the greateſt number following him,8& moſt couragi- 
ous. This is their honor, this is their ſtrength,to begarded alwais with a company of 
choiſe youth:which is a credite and reputatiorn,,in peacezand in war,a defence.And 


' itis notonely anhonour and glory in ones owne nation to haue a gallant number, 


and a valiantin histraine, but is alſo a matter of _—_ with cities adioyning : 
as menſought vnto by Ambaſſadors : and preſented with gifts : and do oftentimes 
by their onely fame end warres, Whenthey come to ioyne bartell,jr is a diſhonone 
tothe Prince, to be ouercome in valor : and to his followers, not to go as tar inpro- 


awelſle as their Prince. Now toreturne aliue fromthart barrel! , in which his Prince 


is ſlaine, is aperpervall infamic andreproch : being the principalleſt part of their 
oath,todefend and maintaine him, and aſcribetheir owne exploits ro his glory and 
honour. Princes fight for victory ; the followers for the Prince. Ifthe citic where- 
in they are borne,growlazie with a long peace,and idlenes; moſt of the yoong no- 
blemen, goc of their owne will to thoſe nations , wherein there is warres: becauſe 
that nation difliketh reſt and quietneſſe: as winning greater renowne in doubrfull | 
and hazardeous attempts; a not abletd entertaine ſo great number of followers, 

but by violence and warre: ſometimes by the liberalitic of their Prince getting thar 
horſe ofſeruice,andbloodic and conquering ſword. Their bankets,are large, but 
rudediet,inſteede of pay: but matrer to miniſter liberality commetrh by warre and 


| rapine. To manurethe ground, or expett the ſeaſon, thou canſt nor ſo cafily per- 


ſwade them; as toprouoke the cnemic,anddeſerue wounds: to get that with the 
ſwearofthcir browes , which thou maiſt win by the loſſe of thy blood, they hold as 
an idle &flothfullpart. When they are not buſicd in wars, they giuenot themſclues 
much to hunting: but ſpend more oftheir time inidlenes,as a people much giuento 
ſleep and feed. When the valianteft and warlikeft are idle,they commir the care of 
houſhold affaires &rtillage,to women &old men, & to the weakeſt of their family; 
and dothemſclues eauie and)azic: a ftrange diuerſitic of diſpoſition, that 
the ſame men thould ſo much loue ſloth, and hate quiernefſe. The cuſtome is in 
Cities to beſtow by pole vpon thePrinces, either of their cattell or graine, which is 
receiued as an honor, yer ſupplicth their wants. But aboue all,they are exceeding 
glad if any thing be preſented them by neighbour nations , which doe ſend ſome- 
times in particular,ſometimes in common; as choiſe horſes, great weapons, furni- 
ture for horſe, and chaines ; andnow we haueraughrtchem alſo ro receiue money, 
It is wellknowne that the Germans dwell inno cities, nor will not ſuffer their hou- 
ſestoioyne together, but aſunder,the one from the other,as they liked beſt of their 
fountaines, ficlds or wood. They build not theirvillages as we do, one houſe cloſe 
to another : but euery man leaueth a ſpace about his houſe , cither as a remedic a- 
gainſt misfortunes of fire, or by vnckilfulneſſe in building. Parget and mortar they 
vie not,nortiles: and vieto all buildings vnſquared and vawrought timber, withour 
any beautieor delight, but to daube ſome places very diligently with ſuch a cleare 
and ſhining earth, that itreſembleth a pifure,or draught ofcolours. It is a faſhion 
amongſt them to dig deepe caues vnder ground, and couerthem over with dung, 
a$aſuccour inthe winter, and garner for their graine ; tempering the rigour of the 
cold by ſuch places: as if at any timethe enemie come vponthem, he forragerh 
all openplaces, burhidden vnder ground, are either not found, or clſc aefine] E- 
cauſe they are driuen toſecke them. They all weare akind of cafſocke called ſagum, 
d,or for want of one,faſtned with athorne, and hauing no othergarment, bur 
naked, lic all day intheharth , or by thefire. The richer fort arediſtinguiſhed _

-PraGtiſe bred the arte ofdoingir,and 
Artthe grace; yet neither for gainenorrecompence : albeit the reward of bolde 
andraſh toies is the delight of the beholder. And (which thou would maruell at) 
freſh and faſting, they play ar dice, as a matter of ſerious and eameſt buſines, with 
ſuch araſhdeſire of winning &lofing; that when all elſe isloſt,they lay their liberry 
and body vpon the laſt throw : and he whois ouercome , entereth a voluntary fer- 
uitude: and although he be yoonger and ſtronger ; yer ſuffereth himſclfe ro bee 
bound and fold. Such is their obſtinacie in a bad matrer ; whichthey call faith:bur 
flaues of this condition they make away by merchandiſe, rorid themſelnes of the 
ſhame of ſuch a vitorie. Theig qther {laues they employ nor in certaine-affairesof 
houſe,as we do ours ; but euery one gouerneth his owne houſe and houſhold: : The 
Lord inioyneth him to pay a certaine of corne,or catte!l, or apparell, as he doth his 
tenant,which the bond(laue perforgnerth & no more: other duties of houſe belong ro 
the wife and children. lt is a rare matter to bear their ſlaues, orouer-laboror empri- 
ſon them: yet they are woont to kill them; nor by diſcipline and ſeuerity;, -burcarri- 
ed away with ſudden anger,as againſt an enemy, ſauing that itis vnpuniſhed. The 
freed men arenot much abouethe ſlaue; they ſe|dome beatsany ſway inthe houſe 
or city, ſaving in thoſe countries which haue a King. For there they are in greater 
authority, then either free borne or noble mepzin other countries freed-men being 
of vnequall condition, make liberty better knowen. Toprattiſe viury, and enrich 
themſelues with it, they know not whatit-meanerch: which is. berterkeptthen if ir 
wereforbidden. All the groundthe inhabirants about do poſleſſe, according to 
their number: which they diuide among themſclues'; according w their calling; 
which is eaſily done by reaſon the fields are ſo-ſpacious. Their earable land they 
change by yeeres : andler one lie 3 not Iabouring t6oncrcome the fertilnes and 
Jargeneſle of it by induſtry; by planting of orchards; in-cloſing their medowesz and 
watering their gardens : onely they vie much tillage. Hereupon they diuide noc 
the yeere into ſo many ſeaſons, as we do: the winter,ſpring time, and ſommer, they 
vnderſtand, and haue names for : bur as for the autumne, as well the name, as the 
commodities it bringeth, are vnknowen. Ambition they vſe none intheir funerals: 
onely thar one thing is obſerued ; that the- bodies of noblemen are burned witha 
_ ' certaine kinde of wood. The pile of the funerall fire, they doneither fill vp with ap- 
parell nor ſweerodors: eucry mans armes, and ſomes horſe was burarlikewiſe. The 
toombe is raiſed vp with turues of earth 7 great works and laborious monuments 
they deſpiſe as heauy for the dead, lamentation” and teates rhey quickly forbeare; 
burgriete and forrow ſlowly.ltis ſeemely enough for women'to mourne z and for 
men to remember rhe dead. 1 his is it whict wetiauctcarned in generall,ofthebe- 
ginning and cuftomes of the Germans. Now I will lay downe' the ordinancesand 
cuſtomesofcuery people in particular; and how they Lifer, and whatnartions baue 


gonc outof Germanie, to the Gallois.

Torw of famous memory, the chiefeſt of all authors doth deliver, that the ſtate 
of the Gallois hath in times paſt beene of greater force and power, then now it 
15 : and thereforenot vnlike , but the Gallois went into Germany. For what

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powerofkingdomes? Therefore the Heluetians held that which lieth betweene the 
Hercynian foreſt, and the two rivers Rhene and Mcene : and the Bojj that which is 
beyond ,bothnationsof Gallia. Thename of the Boiemi doth yet continue, and 
doth ſignifie the old memorie of the place, although the inhabitants be changed, 
But whether the Arauiſci fromthe Oli, a people of Germanie, came into Panno- 
piaz or the Ofi from\the Auariſci into Germanie, is yet vncertaine : conſidering 
- 4heyvſetheſamelanguage, lawes, andcuſtomes : for being equall in timespaſt in 

pouertie an&liberticz the commodities and diſcommodities of both the banks were 
common tothem alike. The Treveri and the Neruij ambitiouſly ſeem to haue their 
beginning from the Germans : as though by this glory of blood, they ſhould bee 
vnlike, and differ in cowardlirieſſe from the Gallozs, Withour al doubt the banke of 
Rheneis inhabited with the people of Germany, the Vangiones, Treboci,Nemets. 
The Vbjj,albcit rhey hauc deſerued to be a Roman colonie: and deſire to be called 
rather Aprippinians bythe name of their foungrefſe,though not aſhamed of their 

beginning , haue heretofore paſt ouerz and for good proofe of their fidelitic , haue 
becneplanted vpon the banke ofRhene, to keepe off others, andnotfor any ſafety 
of their owne. Of all theſe nations, the chiefeſt in valour are the Barauians, 
- which inoy {mall part of the banke of Rhene, but inhabite an Ilande of the 
river of Rhene; inumes paſt a people of the Catti, and went by reaſon of ciuill ſe- 
dition into thoſe countries ro bee. a-part of the Roman Empire. The honour and 
marks of ancient alliance doe yet continue,for they are neither contemned by pay- 
ing tributes , nor oppreſled þy.the. Farmer of pyblike revenues. They are exerpred 
from charges and contributions. , asreſerued forvie of warre, -as itwere armes and 
weapons. The MMattiaci dothelike allegeance: for the greatneſſevf the people of 
Romchath beene inlarged: furtherthen the old bounds of the Empiredid cxtend, 
and beyond theRhene- Therefore. in regard of their habiration and bounds, they 
inhabitethe banke, buf-in beart and tvigde dwell with vs : in other things like the 

Barauians; ſaning.thatþyrcaſanofthcirſoile and aire, they are more forward and 

ſtout. Lwill not account them amongthe people of Germanic, albeit they are ptan- 
ted beyondRhene;and theDanube,of Gen thetenth is raiſed. The lewdeſt 
.of al the Gatlois,and whom need hath drivento venture, haue poſſefſed that coun- 
_treyasdoubtfully holden.Norlong after, having.inlarged their bounds,and placed 
fortreſlcs farther ;theyarewithinthe compaſſcofthe Empire, and are apartofthe- 
province, Beyond theſe;the Cartians beginfrom the Hercynian forreſt, but haue 
:not1o wide & mtarifh/ a countrey za5the other cities.in whigh Germany doth open 
:andſpxead it ſelfe 2, forthe bil axepue by anarher , andeqminuc 2'certaine ſpace, 
_ -andahesn by little and-licle waxe thinner 2 and the Hercynian forreſt doth contain 

the Cartic, and is the bpuudref; heir rexuonie. 1hgy art apeople hardned tola- 
/bour ,wellſer, Gierne-countendheed,andotgreatercourage, As Germans go,they 
-areſenfible wiſe view, and confideratt ::they/preferre choiſe men, harken to their 
leaders, know their ranks, know where adyanitages are; bridle their heate,diſpole 
of the day totheir benefit, intrench in the night, hold fortune among things doubr- 
full, and eſtceme of valour as of cert@utie; ant which'is hoſtrarce,and vaderſtood 
onely by diſcipline, they repoſe mere aſſurance in theirlcader, theninthe armiec. 
-All:their —ontiich in foorcmen, whom: beſides their armes they loade 


with yron tooles ang prouiſion. Thou maiftſee others goe te skirmiſh; but the 
Canimarchtowarre. They ſeldome skirmiſh, or fight ar:aduenture, Their borſe- 
met.are of this propertie; that they either quickly win the yitery, oryeeld. Sud- 
dennes is neerommta feare 3 lingring draweth necrerconſtancic. And ay) 1969 
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ſeldome vſcd-among other people of Germanic, through their boldnes ,.and hardi- 
nes it :Sgrown to a common conſcut among the Carteans: that is,when chey come 
roripe yeeres, they ſuffer their haire and beard to grow atlengrth; and nenerput off 
tar vowed ornament of the face, and as it were a bond of verrue, vntill chey haue 
killed an enemic.Vpon bloud and fpaile,they vncouer their forchead, andfay , they 
haue paicd backe the price of their birth 4 and rhinke chemſelues worthie of their 
countrey and parents : the cowardly and ynwarlike remaine in their ilfauourcdnes; 
Beiides this,cucry man as he is molt valiant,weareth an yronring (an jgnominious 
thing t9that people) as it were a bond, vnri{lthey rid chemlelues of it, by killing an 
enemy. This quality pleafeth many ot tae Cattcans, And then they grow graye, 
reſpected of their owne people and enemies: thele begin euery bartell : theſe make 
alw.jes the fill ranke;ſtrange ro behold: tor intime otpeace, they arealtogecher 
as fierce in. countenance.

flllikewiſe : of all the German nation the nobleſt; and deſirous to maintaine their 
grcatnes by iuſtice: withour couerouſneſle or vnbrideled luſt quier and retired;ſtir 
vpno wars, neuer waſte, ſpoile,norrobbe. And which is a ſpeciail marke of their 
valour and ſtrength, they got not their ſuperiority ouer others by any wrongs of- 
fered. Yet they are all ready for warre, and it occaſion require ro make an ar. 
mie, wanting neither horſenor men : and although they lie quiet, yet their re- 
puration is ncuerthe leſſer. On the ſide of the Chauci and Cari, the Cheruſci 
have nouriſhed long , beeing neuer manGR , an idle and lazie peace: which 
was more fweetthenfafe vnto them, becauſe there is no ſure peace berweene ſtir. 
ring and ſtrong people. For whenthe matter is come to hand-ſtrokes, modeſtie 

F good dealing be termes which belong to ſuperiors. So the Cheruſci in times 
paſt good and juſt,arenow called cowards and fooles: and the fortune of the Cat- 
ti being fauorable,it cauſe that they are counted wiſe. The Foſi, a people bordering 
vponthe Cheruſci, are touched with their ruine , companions in their aduerſttie, 
though inproſperity they were inferiour vntothem. Neecre vntothe lame coaſt of 
the Ocean,the Cimbrians inbabite 3 now a ſmall people, bur highly renowned : ha- 
uing yet remaining certaine marks of their old glorie; to wit, on both the bankes, 
trenches andlodges: by the circuit of which, thou maiſt yet meaſure the greatnes 
and ſtrength'ofthatnation, and beleeue the numberof fo great an.armie, It was 
fixe hundred and forty yecres afterthe foundation of our citic, before the Cimbri- 
ans armes were heard of,when Ceciline Metelims and Papirine Carbo were Conſuls. 
From thattime,vnto the ſecond time that the Emperour Trazav was Conſul, by iufk 
account,arc two hundred.and ten yeares: and ſo many yeres we were a conquering 
Germanie.In the middle time,therc were many lofſcs on both parts. Notthe Sam- 


nites,net the Carthagineans,nor the Spaniards,nor the Gallois;nonor the Parthian 


haucſooften troubled vs: the liberty of the Germans being more cameſt, than the 
kingdom of the Arſacides.For what can the Eaſt obie@ againſt vs,ſauing the death 
of Creſſws, when he had defeared Pacorms before troden downe by Yentidime 2 Bur 
the Germans, hauing either ſlaineortaken Carbs and Cefiws, and Scaurms Anreline, 
and Cervilias Cepio,and M.Manlimhaue defeated alſo five Confulary armies, and 
Vere with three legions inCeſarstime : neither haue C. Merizs in Italic , or 1nliws in 
Gallia,Draſu.,and Ners, & Germanicws , moleſted them in their houſes wirhour 
blowes. After that C.Ce/ar: great threatnings were turned to a ieft. Then there was 

jetnefſe,vncill our ciuill wars gaue themooccafton,when they had taken the ſtan- 
ding campsof the legions,to hauc a deſire to enter Gallia: from whence beeing a* 


— Sainedriuenout,in late times , they haue beene rathercriumphed over than van-

VI, The Sucxians and other people. 


| Ow we will ſpeake of the Suetfi, which arcnotone nation as the Carti and 


NV TenReri : peg the greater part of Germanie, and ſeuered by pe- 
culiarnames and countries: hwugt y one generall name they be calied 


Suevi: whoſe markeistocurle their haire and tic it on knots. By that the Sueui- 
an is diſtinguiſhed from the orher Germans 3 and the free borne Suenian from the 
bond man. Tliat in other countries is vied alſo but ſcldome times, either for affi- 


nitie 
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nitie with the Sucuians; or as itoften —_—_ by imitation,and whileſt they be 
yoong: bur the Sueufans cuen vnrill they d, 
an end,and often tic it on the crown only:princes weare it after a finer faſhion. Thar 
is the harmeleſſe care they haue of their beauty. For they vſeitnot either ro winne 
louc,or be beloued:dur turne it vp to a certain height, toſceme tothe enemy more 
terrible, when they go thus trimmed ro the warre. The Semnonesſay,they are the 
moſt auncient of the Sueuians , and the moſt noble, Thecredite of their antiquity 
they confirme with this ceremonie. Ar certaine times, all of one blood meer by 
their deputies in a wood, reputed holy bythe auguration of their forefathers, and 
auncient reverence; Where publickly killing a man , they celebrate the barbarous 
beginnings of their ceremonie. Yet thereis anotherreaſon why the wood ishadin 
reaerence. No man cntreth intoit, but bound with ſomewhat as an inferiour per- 
fon, and acknowledgiog the power of the god. It he fall by chance; it is not lawfull 
for him to riſe, or get vp3 bur js rowledout: alltheir ſuperſtition tending tothis 
that from thence the narion had his beginning : that there dwelleth the God, ruler 
of all others; and vnto whom all other things areſubie& aad obedicnt, The for- 
tune of the Semnones giueth this auttioritie : their country is inhabited by an hun- 
dred villages : and by their great bodie , they take themſelues to bethe head of the 
Sucuians. Contrary, the Longobards arerenowned, by reaſon their number is ſo 
ſmall: chat being hemmed in with many,very puiſſantnations;yert maintain them- 
ſclucs , not by doing any dutie ro any but by warres and dangers. After them the 
Reudigni, and Auiones, and Angli, andV arini, and Eudoſes, and Suardones,and 
Nuithones, are deiended by riuers or woods: hauing no notable thingparticular 
in any; ſauing thatgenerally they adore Herthum,thatis, the mother carth, whom 
they belecue tobe preſent at mens affaires. There is a wood called Caftum in an 
Iland of the Ocean, and a chariot dedicated init, couered with apparell,which one 
Prieſt onely may lawfully touch. He knoweth that the 'goddeſſe is in ſome ſecret 

art of the ouſs ; and followerh her with great reuerence as ſhe is lead by Kowes : 
and make thoſe holy daies &places of ioy which ſhe vouchſaferh to honor with hir 
pe Warre they make none, nor put on any armour, nor ſhew any weapon : 

ut peace and quietneſſe is onely knowne and loued : vntill the ſame Prieſt, bring 
backe the goddefle to hir Temple , filled with the conuerfation of morrall men, 
Thenthe charior and the apparcll, if you will belecue it,the diuinitic irſelfe is wa- 
ſhed in ſome ſecrerlake : bond men miniſter vnro hir , which theſamelake doth in- 
continemly fallow vp. Whereof ariſcth aſecret terror, and an holy ignorance, 
whar that thould be, which they onely fee which are aperiſhing. And this part of 
Sucuia,reacheth far within the cuotrey of Germapy:the neerer(thatI maydefcribe 
that part which lieth by Danub , as I haue done thar which lieth alengtheRhene) 
is the citie of the Hermunduri, faithfull tothe Romans : and rherefore of all the 
Germans trafficke, not oncly vpon the banke ofRhene, bur euen withinthe hart of 
the countrey, andinthe moſt famous colonie ofthe ProuinceRhztia, Theſe goe 
all over without a guard: and wheras weſhew othernations;ſomrimes our armes, 
ſomerimes our campe; tatheſe we lay open ourhoules, and villages, aspeoplenor 
defiring them. In the countrey of rhe Hermunduri , the riner Albis hath his be- 


ginning , in times paſt a famous river and well knowen'z burnow onely heard of... 


Neere vnto the Hermundurians dwell the Nariſci,the Marcomani,and Quadi.The 
greareſt renowne and ſtrength tharthe Marcomans haue, isiinthat they got their 


dwellings by valour and driving out in times paſt the Boiens. Neither doe the Na-: * 


riſci,and the Quadi-degenerate. And that is as it were thefrontierof — 
| r 


cold and gray,haue their hairc ſtanding ' 
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that ſide whichthe Danube borders. The Marcomani and the Quadi,hadeuen vn- 
tilltimes ofour memorie, Kingsof their owne nation, of the noble ſtocke of the 
Marobodui, and Tudri ; but now they ſuffer ſtrangers; which bauetheir ſtrength 
and power,by the authority of the Romans:and feldome vie our armes , buc are of- 
ten helpt with our money. Neither are the Marſigni, Gothini, Ofi, Burij , which 
are behind the Marcomani and Quadi,of lefſeryalour: among which the Marſigni, 
and Burij, reſemble the Sucuians in ſpecch and attire. The Gallican toong doth 
conuincethe Gothinos,and the Pannonicall the Olos,not to be Germans; and that 
they endure topay tribute; part of the gbure the Sarmates, part the Quadi charge 
them with,asſtrangers.The Gothini,the more for their ſhame , digge formines of 
yron: and all theſe people inhabir ſmall ſtore ot plaine ground, but wood-lands, and 
hill crops. Sucuia is deuided by a continual ridge ofhils, beyond which dwell many 
nations: amongſt which, the name of the Lygians is fartheſt ſpred into- many ci 
ties. It will ſuffice to reckonthe ſtrongeſt, as tl:e, Arios, Helueconas, Maninos, Ely- 
fios, Naharualos. Among rhe Naharualians there is a wood long agone conſecra- 
red toreligion, ouer which a Prieſt apparelled in womans attire 1s ſuperintendent; 
burtthe Romans interpret chem tobe the goddes CaFor and Pollux. Thename of 
the god is Alcis, Images there are none,norſigne of ſtrange ſuperſtition : yer they 
arc reuerenced as brothers,and two yong men. Butthe Arij beſides their ſtrength, 
wherein they go beyond the otherpeoplelI have made mention of,fcll & criie}l, do 
ſer forth theirnaturall ticrcenes with art,and time:for they vſz blacke targets, & die 
their bodies with the {anje calour;and chooſe the darkeſt nights ro fight in, ſtriking 
atcrror with the ſhadow of ſo deadly-an army,into the enemies; fone of them able 
to indure ſoſtrange and asit were helliſh ſight, the eyes being firſt ouercome. in all 
bartels. Beyond rhe Lygians the Gothones live vnder Kings-in a more ſeuere go» 
uvernmefht then the other people vt Germanie,andnot in full liberty. Then from the 
' Occanfollow theRugij , and Lemouij , all of them bearing, for their matke round 
bucklers, -and ſhort ſwards, and hying vnder the ſubiction obKings. After.thoſe 
are the cities of the Suiphians fhrfhated/in the Ocean;beſidesamen and armor,ſtiong 
in ſhippings which in, making differ from other veſſels, in tharhorh ends are forc- 
parts, ready toland at each end, withour ſaile, or oares in arayke in cheſides, bur 
the marriners are at l;dertie ready rochange hither and thither, as occaſionferueth, 
as in ſoitigotherriuets.;* hoſe pepple eſteeme of riches : and therefore ons hath a= 
mongſtthem abſolure rule and gouerament, and not at the will 'af.the ſubie.They 
arc not all licenced te weare weapons as in'other parts of Germany, buttheixwea- 
pons ac6{bbit vp yadetiakeeper,and that afſlaue , becauſe the enemy can nixake na 
 ſuddeniincurſion againſt thews,by xeaſan of che Qcean. If rheſquldiers be idle and 
arreſt, they cally growinſolent: andindeede it is nor for the Kings proficte com+ 
mit the charge otarmor to noblemen;or irce'borne,orfreed men; Beyond the Sui- 
onas, thcretsanotherſeafo low-and almoft immoucable, that many thinke it ro 
bee the; bounds which compaſic' in the whole. world , becauſe that the, Sunne 
continueth ſo cleare Ind bright fromHis ſetting till che riſing, that itdarkgneihthe 
ſtarres.: And ſome dhe furtherperiyvaded, that rhe ſoundot bim is heard as heriferh 
out ofthe ſeh; and many ſhapes obgods ſcene, andthe beames of his head. So farre 
the fameistrue, andthat zherk was the end of nature and the world. Now on. the 
right ſhore pftheiSweuian ſearhei Acttyans inhabir; whole mane of lite is likethe 
Sweulans, but their language morethkerhe BritainsJahguage; They adorechemo- 
ther of the goddes: fot azkircbion of heir ſuperſtition theyearry the pictures of 
wilde Boares,' That fertieth them for allweapons-and all defence , and affurerh all 

v7 thoſe 
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thoſe which worſhip that goddeſle , euen amongſt the enemies. They haue ſmall 
vſc of yron , but great of clubs. They fowe corne andplant fruits, more painfully, 
than ordinarily the {lothfull German is accuſtomed todoe. They ſearch out what 
the ſea will yceld : and onely amongſt all, gather on the flars,and onthe very ſhore 
Roſin*, which they call Gleſum. Yer they haue not ſought our(fo barbarous they » g; qwubes; 
arc) what is the narure of it, or by what meanes it is ingendred. Yea a long time it | 
lay as nougit woorth, like other purging of the ſea, vnrill our wantonnes gaue it a 
name. They haueno vſe of itthemſelves : but gather ic foule and filchie : and fo 
bring it, and maruell at the price we giue for it. But itis the iuice of trecs; forthere 
ſhine in them ſome birdes or toule, which wrapped in the humour, and afterwards 
waxe hard, areſo thusinit. And as in theſecretplaces of the Eaſt, there are ferrill 
Woods and Forreſts, which ſweate Frankincenſe and balmes : fo may I belecue 
that in the Ilands ofthe Weſt , there are others , which being neecre tothe ſunne 
beames, yeeld an humor, which melted runneth vnto the nexr ſea,and by force of 
rempeſt is carried to the oppoſite ſhore. If by fire chou wilt make proote what the 
nature of Amber is,it will buraelike vnro woogpitched and roſcned : and nouriſh- 
cth a fatand ſtrong ſauoring fire: then waxerh pliant and clammie likeRoſin or 
Pitch. Hard by the Suionians,be the Sirones : alike in all chings,ſauing one , which 
is,thar a woman istheir ruler : ſo far they degenerarte,not onely from libertie,but al- 
ſo from bondage: and there is the end of Sueuia. I am in doubt, whether Iſhould 
reckon the Peucinians, Venedians,& Fennians, among the Germans,or Sarmares ? 
alchough the Peucinians,which ſome call Baſtarnas, reſemble the Germans in lan- 
guage,bchauiour, houſing, and dwelling : bur all are generally,flouenly and l:zie : 
and the noblemen allied by marriage with the Sarmares, are ſomewhat transform 
edincocheir vſage: and the Vinedians haue learacd many of their fathions alto. For 
they ſcowre and rob all the hils and woods which lie betweene the Peucinians and 
Fennians.,Yetrheſe may rather be accounted Germans; becauſe they build hou- 
fes,carrie targets, and are good footmen. None of which the Sermares do vie, bur 
alwaiesrid=1n charior,or on horſeback. The Fennians are very barbarous and beg- 
gerly: hauing neicher armes, horſes , nor houſes ; no food bur herbes; no apparel 
bur leather pelts; no bedding bur rhe ground : hauing all their hope in their ar- 
rowes , which for want of iron, they head with bones. . Man and Woman liveth 
by the ſame hunting : for the Women follow, and aske for part of the pray. 
Yongue..childret haue no other ſuccour againlt wilde beaſts, and hard weather, 
bur ſome couerture made of boughes : that is the lodging of yongue and old. 
Thar they thinke to be more glorious and magnificall, than roile in manuring 

the carth; and trouble themſelues in buildings; and turmoile berwixr hope 
and feare, abouttheir owne and other mens goods. Thus fecure 
againſt men and gocs, they haue woone this hard point, 
that they need make no vowes at all. 'Thereſt is. 
fabulous, as rhat the Helluſ1j,and Oxionze,haue 
the viſage and countenance of men, but 
the bodies and members of beaſts: 
which [ leaue as athing

Behold poiſoned his father 
 andbrother, abuſed ani ſlaine his owne mother, murdered his wife, his maiter and what 
elſe ſocuer valiant or wertu2;u m Senate, in citie, in prounce, without any difference of 
ex, or of age. 1 need not to ſpeake of the ſorrowfull ſighes and bitter teares of ſo many 
yoong gentlemen bereft of their fathers, ſo many wines robbed of their husbands, ſo ma- 
ny great men deprived of their countrey, which crie vengeance wpon ſuch a Prince. A 
Prince ? nay, an incen4iarie, a finger, a fidler, a flage-plater, a cart-ariner, acrier, no Prixce, 
nay no man, that hath a man to his husband, and a man to his wife, but a moniter of man- 
kinae ; againit whom what Vindex in France hath already intended 1 am ſure you doe_s 
know, and I, for my part, am moſt ſorrie to heare. The whole courſe of my former rH 
bath beene otherwiſe remooued from ambition in conrt, from aiming too high : and this 
little that remaines of my daies I could heartily wiſh were ſpent in more eaſe. But ſith, 1 
know not by what my misfortune, ſome haue impoſed pon me a part, which 1 nener meant 
to ſuſt une, and leaſt of all at this age, Fwill not refuſe, if you alſo approone it, to ſacrifice this 
old carcaſe of mine for the wealth of my countrey, not as Emperour, or Auguſtus, which [a- 
cred names Tagore a farre off ynot daring to approch thems, but as - - - The ſpeech was not fi- 
niſhed, when the {ouldiers, and people with one common wvoice interruptins, ſaluted him 
Emperour. Galba commending their zeale to the good of the Empire, and accepting the 
: ſubtance refuſed the name , tearming himſelfe Lieutenant of the Senate and praple of 
Rome. Next care was to muſter more men, to make good the rewolt : the countrey was pre#t 
and ſouldiers came in of all hands : new Legions and- Aids were enrolled, and to helpe at 
anced, aſhip of Alexanaria laden with armour, without maſter, without mariner, with- 
out paſſenger, arriued at the port : which accident, befides that the wrecke came in in good 
ſeaſon, increaſt to the _ reputation. as thourh agamjt Nero the gods had furniſhed 
weapons from heauen.

A fit man they needed not 
ſecke farreaff« Verguains: Rufus the Lieutenant, though of a Gentlemans houſe, and no 
higher, i {(rength of bodie:;* matters of action;:and all other things excelled Galba : in 
birth what if Galba werebetter. * Catuln the toppe of his kinne fled. diſhonourably away in 
the Cimbrian warre, where Maius,"baſclier borne then Verginins, worthily ſiucke to it, 
and ſanctt te ftate_2. Heerenpon-they goe and. breake downe tumultuouſly the images of 
Nero, ſalute Verginins:Prince, inſtribing bis namein the banners. Vergmins ſeeing the_2 
matter grow-to 4 tumult , and being. <nable to Yefiſt their violence , ſhewed to yeeld in 
[ome deerce againſt Nero, but not-for himſelfe, much leſſe any other named abroad. For 
hi'pant bee ſaid hee had no need of the place, which all men beſide ſo greatly defired : nor 
was not to ſuffer, but ſuch as by oraer of Senate ſhauld be appointed : that they were the men 
to whom that election belonged, whoſe right hee would ſurely maintaine againſt. whom ſo- 
ener. The ſouldiers being im part thus appeaſed, bee:commanas the inſcription to be defa- 
ced, and with his whole armie entreth:France, pretending to warre againſt Vindex. The_> 
citie of Bezanſon, which firit refuſed to rcceme: him, hee ſiraightway beſeegeth. Vindex 
to ſuccour the towne and leniethe ſiege, or bid him battle, if it might bee no better, with 
twentie thouſand men commeth againi# him. Lying encamped not farre aſunder, there» 
paſſed letters betweene them : whereupon they ſecretly met and conferred together, none 
elſe being preſent on either ſid: >. Their concluſion was friendly, doubtleſſe totoine againiF 
Nero : ſome thought to [et aowne Galba alſo ;, and it was not wnlikely. Thus departing 
a5 friends, each to his campe, Vindex. ſecure as ina quarrell already compoſed, and nothing 
attenging leſſe then theſhocke, meaning to enter the towne, and repoſe his armie with all 
his men made towar ds the gates. The ſouldiers of Germanie lying at the walles, and per- 
.ceining the armie approach, marching, as it ſeemed, direitly wpon them, not oe to their 
Generals purpoſe, or not willing to loſe ſo faire an occafion, ranne ont without bidding, 
and falling Vpon them at nawares and in diſarraie, not able on a (udden to remedze the 
errour, as mennewly trained, and wnexpert in warre, flew them all in a maner, and ſþoi- 


- led the carriage. Vindex ſeeing the angry of this wnlooked for battle, _ 


loit in a maner the. flower fl France, and ſuſpetting fraud of Verginius fide, as thoug 
he meant to entrap hin, and ſend himto Nero, ranne him(elfe vpon his owne ſword : many 
comming after beſtowed their blowes pon the dead carcaſe, ſeeking a colour for praiſe > 
or reward if Nero preuatled. After this ſlaughter the ſouldiers preſſed Verginius againe . 
to accept 'of the Empire,. and embaſ/ages came almg from enery quarter requiring the 
ſawe; with aſſured promiſe of all poſiible aſtiſtance, if not, regdie to returne to Neroes obe- 
drence-s. but Verginius hewailing the heanie miſhap of his unfortunate friend, reiecteth 
the ſpeech, and marcheth forward in France >. This end had Julius Vindex, a man in the 
courſe of this attion more vertuous then fortunate , who hauing no armie prouided, no le- 
1on, #9 ſouldier incharge, whiles others more able lookt on, firſt entred the lifts , chal- 
yes a Prince wpholden with thirty Legions, rooted in the Empire by foure deſcents of

cuſtomed paſtimes and pleaſures, but rather ſeemed to reioice, and embrace the occaſion, 4s 
falling out fitly to conuert to his cofers by the law of armes the ſpoile of ſo large andſaweat 
thie a countrey ** at ſupper alſo receiaing more letters of freſher aduice, and tertainer 
ger, hee wiſhed them only-ill chance,” which this by rebelling had troubled bis drinking, and 
fo far eight daies hee neither wrote letter, nor gaue out order for any diſpatch. At length 
* through Vindex edicts, fo thicke and ſo _ being awaked, hee warned the Senate by 

letter to anenge his cauſe, und the common wealths, excuſing his abſence by reaſon of fick- 
nefſe. InVindex editts, (apporting the reſt patiently, one thing abone all troubled him moſt, 
- that his kill was impeached in playing: wherein he thought ſurely there was not bg peere 
eftſoones demanding of them about hims, whether, without flatterie, they knew any mn that 
profeſſion more skilfull than him : bythis then ſo manifeſt an ontruth, in an Art that he had 
ſo painfully laboared, ſo perfettly learned, bee willed them to etteeme of the reſt.” The Se- 
nate, receming the letters, flattering and fearing, adiudged Vindex a trattor, the ſelfe-ſame 
- « men whichſoone after beſtowed the like upon Nero. But orged by newes upon newes,' at 
laſt ina fright hee repaired to Rome: where not calling Senate 'nox people. tagether, but 
ſome principall mento the Palace at an runſeaſonablehoure of the night, as to conſult of or» 
gent affasres, hee ſhewed them certaine tonceits, and new ſtrange. genices of muſicke by wa- 
ter inſtruments, diſcourfing of the maner and difficultie of each, and that hee had found out 
a way to. make them. ſound both ſweeter tnd louder, and ſhortly meant to produce them in 
ſtage, if Vindex would giue him leiſure to doe it. But hearing that Galba and Spaine hadre» 
_ belled, beetare his clothes, beat his bead, and wouldinno wiſe receine any comfart, till ſuch 
- time as the Senate by derree had declared Galba enemie to the flate_>. Then reſanving con- 
rage,” and ſomewhat reained with ſome rumours out of Germanic; hee returned to\bis riot 
and careleſſe licentious life, and putting Galbaes ſeruants in priſon, ſeize# hisgaods and ſet 
them to ſale.

As Nero was thus buſily occupied inmaking prouiſion for the warre, againſt Galba and 
Vind:x, letters were brought in at dinner of Verginius defetion, and the reſt of the armies. 
Whereupon in 4 4 ys rage, hee tare the letters, onerturned the table, daſht two cups 
onthe ground, which hee dearely eſteemed, and caſting away all care of himſeife, notwith- 
ſtandmg the perill preſſed no neerer, hee called for pain, C—_— ma golden box, 
that his death at the leaſt might be according to his eſtate, and ſo walked foorth mto the Ser- 
wilian gardens. From thence he ſent of his truſtie ſeruants to Oftia to make ready the ſbips, 
purpofung to hane fled with his friends imto<Aigypt, and there to baue taken himſelfe to his 
mmficke to get him a lining © ſottiſhly ſuppoſing in Agypt an imaginarie ſuretie to himſelfe 


by bus mnſithe, when hee could not lzue ſafely Emperonr at Rome >. To that purpoſe [oun- 


ding the mindes of the Tribunes and Centurions of the Guard, and finding them ſome to 
draw backe, ſome flatly refuſe to goe with him, 'one among others directly to tell him, that 
ſure his beft-way were to make an end of himſelfe, hee was diſtracFed into diners opinions, 
caiting about what courſe hee ſhould follow - flee to the Parthian, whom of late be had plea- 
ſured ? to Galba, who peraduenture might pitie bis. eftate > ? or were it elſe better in Li 
mentable ſort and mournfull weed togoe out abroad, and in the place of common aſſemblic—, 
moit hunky for that which was paſt demand pardon: : or if bee could not obtaine it, 
that at leaſt they would grant him the gouernment of-«Aigypt.

Galuia Criſpinilla Ne- 
roes ſchoole-miftreſſe in matter 4 pleaſure and luit, when Nero was dead, miſdoubting 
miſchances, ſailed into Africke, by her aduice Macey beſet the ſea-coaits, and forbade 
any corne ſhould bee tranſported, meaning to famifh the citie of Rome . Fonteins Capi- 
to, Lieutenant of low Germanie, ſome" thought had'a meaning alſo for himſelfe >. Cer- 
raine it is that ſitting in twagepent ;- the partie apgrieued appealing to Caeſar, hee_- 
skipped ont of the ſeat where hee ſate,into 4 charre of eſtate ſet wp on high, and then 
hk him tell on his tale before Ceſar.” But Fabins Valens, Lieutenant there of a Le- 
gion, greatly befriending 'Galbaes part ; ſware to him firit hee with his compante , and 
the ret of the armie followed the example. Verginius , the onely concurrent of Galba 
in ſpeech of the people, hauing ouerthrowen Vindex , and maſtered France —-\, notwith- 
ſtanding bis ſouldiers after the death of Nero was knowen, preſſed him againe m ſuch 
wehement ſort, that one of the Tyribunes drawing bis ſword , willed Tm to accept 


. of it or the Empire_-, perſiited ton#tantly im his firſt reſolution : and recci#ins anon 


ednice of the Senates decree, himſelfe moit willingly, his ſouldiers- hardly, and 
with much adoe were perſwaded fith lower Germante had ſworne to ſweare al- 
legeance to Galba. The reit of the Prouinces without any difficultie accepted hin 
all. Y 

Now Galba diſpoſing as Prince the affaires of: the Empire_, fineth the Cities 
of $paine, which were not ſo forward to further the cauſe, and ſome hee diſmantel- 
leth : certaine Procuratours and officers hee putteth to death , their wines and their 
children, a crueltie prattiſed no not by Nero, much leſſe expetted in Galbaes begin- 
rings. Hee diredteth out warrant to Trebonins Garrucianus Procuratour of Africa to 
put Macer to death, diſmiſſe the Legion lately muſtexed , and quiet the countrey : and 
appoints in Verginins place Hordeonins Flaccus LitWenant in Germanic. Then with 
coat-armour on backe a fickly old man , himſelfe and his men in warlike order 
march ouer the monntaines. The Cities of France that tooke part againit Vindex 
hee puniſheth with loſſe of reuenew and countrey : the reit were relieued, their tri- 


. butes a quarter abated, themſelues made Citizens of Rome by meanes of their mon:y, 
.' and Vinius ; who carrying anill minde, and ſerving in great place a weake maſter, made_> 


* * open ſale of his Princes, free graces and fauours. At Narbon the Embaſſadours ſent 


from the Senate met him m 4 dut:full manner , whom Galba received conrtcouſly with

beſeexpitlg his place, to accept of Neroes prouiſion,and to become rajall in expenſe and ſerwice, 
Vergauus haumng delivered the armie to boys ſtucceſfour met Galba on the way, receiued of bim 
20t 4s wdifpleaſure, and yet with ſmall honour. $8 dangerous 4 point it 35 yea to bane but 
_ At;Gellbanws, yeturne Nymphidins hearing that Laco was Captaine already , that i- 
nius had all the anthoriticand cxeait, that his meſſenger was ſuſpected and watched of. all, 
wot ſuffered to talke with che Prince tn private; nat eee to approch-to his perſon, as won- 
derfully maoued in minde... Wher eupon aſſembling the chiefe of the Guard, Lee ſhewed them, 
that Galba was for his owne part a gaad harmeleſſe old man, but m{e-led by two-perſons - 
much of Tigellinus making, Vinius and Laco : and therefore it were not ami(/e 10 ſend one or 
two in ihe name of the whole to make him remonitrance, that remoouing away theſe two 
ons about him heſhould be more welcome, and better accepted. This ſpeech ſeeming ſtrange 
-F and abſafd, to preſcribe to a Prince of thoſe yeeres,, as it weretoan-infant, his counſell and 
" ſeraants, hee taketh a comtraty courſe, and writeth to Galba in terrifying manner, That 
the matters at Rome were doubtfull and dangerous, that Macer in Africke had ſtaied the_> 
ſhips, the Legions of Germanie ſtirred anew, the like was reported from. lewrie and Syria. 
But perceining that Gaiba pane to his tales {mall eare and leſſe credit, and haning the ſouldi- 
ers all well affected, hee determined toprenent and gine the attempt, notwithſtanding that 
Clodjus Celſs a ſober wiſe man and one of his friends plainly proteited, that in his opinion - 
ſearce any three perſons in Rome would accept him for- Eagperour : but the reit skoffed it 
- out, namely one Mithridates of Pontus, Perhaps, quath hee, Galba ſeemes ſome body now 
 tothe.Romans, whileſt hee is abſent : but when they ſhall ſee that bald head, and riaeled . 
face, hee will ſeeme the ery reproch and diſgrace of the daies in which hee was Prince. 
Andſo they concluded at midnight following to bring Nymphidins into the campe and pro- 
claime him Emperour. But when the enening Was come, Amonins Honoratus principall 
Tribune aſſembling the ſouldiers wonder his charge; demanded what euill ſpirit had bereaued 
them of onder itanding , moouing them ſo ſuddenly and without cauſe to change their 
allegeance. If Nero deſerued it, what mother, what wife, had Galba then killed ? or for 
what miſdemeanour would they forſake Seruius Galby to preferre a Curtizans (onnes. - 
with whoſe bloud they ſhould ere it were long, if they would bee directed by bim, both 
reuenge Neroes death, whom hee firſt betraied, and ſhew themſelues loyall to Galba, a- 
gainit whom hee intendeth : willing them laſtly to reckon in reaſon what ſucceſſe might 
ten thouſand attend again#t the conſent of the Empire armed for Galba. His ſ ouldiers thus 
being perſwadea, perſwaded the reſt all m1 a manner toremaine in Galbaes obedience. Where- 
upon 4 ſhout being made in the campe , - Nymphidius ſuppoſing the ſouldiers had called 
him, or ha;ting to confirme the wauering, and preuent the tumult, went thither himſelfe_ 
with torches and linckes , haning-learned without booke an oration compoſed by Cingo- 
nins Varre, to pronounce there them. But finding the gates of the campe made fait, 
and ſouldiers in armes on the w e feared the matter, and drawing neere demanded 
what they meant, and by whoſe warrant they had put themſelues ſo im armes. And when 
tt was anſwered by all agreeably, that they knew not, nor would not accept other Prince» 
beſide Galba; Nymphidins finding the perill, ioined with them, and wiſhed alſo long life > 
and proſperitie 10 Galba. Auguitus commanding his followers to doe all the like >. And 
/o by the ſeuldiers, which guarded the gates, being admittcd with a few of his trame_, 
hee was at his entrie welcommed in with a dart burled at kim, which one Septinius

ainft him, he fled, and being purſued was ſlaine at the length in a ſauldjers cabin. The day 
Aenity his body was mms in ap open place ratled jr. 8 wo _ "6 
Galba being yetin his wy and hearing of Nymphidizes death, commanded the ret of his 
fauonrers and complices to be executed : among which Mithridates of Pontus paied for bis - 
mirth, and Cimgonius Yarro who penned the dration. As Galba drew neere tothe City at the 
rolled into 4 Legion, Galba had commanded to returne to their former , . Butthey bet, 
many in numbr7,.and loth to.gec backe to the Gallics againe, beſet the high way on both ſides, 
demanding their Eagle and enjignes tumultuanſly, and ſo-without orger, that the Prance> 
could neither be he..rd nx ſcene of the people making his entrie : neither could he appeaſe them 
by putting them oner to another time of greater leiſure and better audience, but taking defer- 
ring 45 4 kinde of denying, [editiouſly they murmured and followed with outcries. And ſome 
of them alſo drew out their ſwords, as though they would obtaine it by force, which by faire 
meanes they could not. Whereupon Galba commanaing the horſemen to ride in among #t them, | 
ſlew of then being wnarmed ſeuen thouſand, and of the reſidue allotted eery tenth man to 
ſufer, putting the rejt cloſe wp inpriſon, which nenertheleſſe he after enlarged to his diſad- 
HaNntace. 
Aaw Gallas , bring with general applauſe and great good liking of the Empire pla- 
ced in ſtate, behaued himſelfe Vnder expectation. And though in moſt points hee y 
ed himſelfe a vertuous Prince_, yet were not hs well _ ſo well accepted, as 
thoſe diſallowed which were otherwiſe. All perſons Ininitly exiled by Nero, as well 
of the Nobilitie as meaner ſort, with their children hee mercifully reitored againe to 
their corntrey and honour , though not to their wealth. Contrarily Petronius Turpilia- 
us, an ancient man and once Conſul, without forme of proceſſe or order of law, hee com- 
' mandedto die, being charzedwith no other crime, but onely that hee had_beene faithfull 
' to Nero, and would not betray him as the reſt did. Then was repreſented a plauſible and 
gratefall fectacle, Elins, Polycletus, Locuita, Patrobtus, Petinus and others in fetters 
.* drawen thorow the Citie and publikely executed, as miniiters of Nero in miſchiefes, 
whereas Tizellins the Maſter , not without notable incongruitie , was by Galba prote- 
Hed. And notrithitandmg the people in Theatres and Fr aſJemblies ceaſt nos 
importunately to demand his death, as an accompliſhment of due and exemplarie taitice 
pleaſing to God and to man, yet gold with Vinius and Vinius with Galba waighed* ſo 
much, that not onelj he receined ondeſerned protection, but alſo for his ſake the people» 
were rebuked by publike edict. Whereupon Tigellinus ſolemmizing the feaſt of his deljue- 
rance, Vinius roſe from ſupper with Galba and went thither with Criſpina his daughter to 
banquet, upon whom Tigellinus beitowed 4 courteſie of * a thouſand thouſand ſeſterces * 74,5 7,abons 
in ready meney, and beſide all the iewels and Carcanets of hs principall minion which *ight thouſand 
ſare there at table, by eitimaticn * ſix hundred thouſand ſeſterces. Beſide Tigcllinus one» oaythr-, 
Halotis of all Nerovs inſtruments the mo#t pernicious, was likewiſe by Galba protetted, theuſand pound 
and preferred alſo to an honourable office. Now for neereneſſe Galba was noted extremely, 
a wice though incident to age, yet doublleſſe in a Prince much miſliked, and in a new 
Prince dangerous. To 4 certaine Muſician which had wonderfully pleaſed , hee gaue_ 
with his owne handes out of his owne purſe * twentie ſeiterces : and to his Ste- * Three fil. 
ward at the making wp of his bookes a reward from his table. But that which was "nz Exzliſhe 
moit materiall ”, all, and prepared the way to his fall, was bis hardneſſe towards , 
the ſoultiers : to whom large donatiue being promiſed in Galbaes name , and requiri 
if not ſo much, yet ſo much at leaſt as they were wont to receiue, hee wholly refuſed 
_ the ſuit. adding withall, That ſouldiers hee tooke wp in the muſter, bought not in the mar- 
ket. 4 ſaying no doubt fit for a great Prince in a more vert uous age, but nat ſo mn thoſe 
4 }3 ſeaſons 
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caſons for him, who ſuffered himſelfe to be ſold enery houre, and abuſed to all purpoſes to. 
7x nc by three pe es, _ Lato bis favorites, and Icelus bus LE T o pris 
wate men it is ſufficient if themſelues doe no wrong : a Prince muſt prouide that none doe it © 
about him ;, or elſe bee may looke when the firſt occafion ic offered againſt him to bee charged 
with all the whole reckoning together. To him that ſuffereth the iniurie, it matters not much 
who made the motion when Me federh the hand that i heauie upon him. Thus Galba though 
innocent of much harme which peſed onaer his name, yet becauſe he permitted them to com- . 
mit it, whom he ought to hane brideled, or. was ignorant of that which hee ought to haue 
knowen, loſt reputation, and opened the way to his owne deſtruttion.

Garucianus the Procurator diſpatched, by commandement from Galba : Capito 
in Germanie attempting the like, Cornelius Aquinus and Fabius Valens 7 Lieute- 
nants of Legions, flew without warrant.

OME fewdaies after the beginning of Tanuary, letters came our of Belgic: 
from Pompeius Propjnquus Procurator there, that the Legions of ms, 
many withourreſpe& ot oth and duty demanded another Emperour; and that

tothe Senate, and people of Rome. Theſe newes haſtened the purpoſe of Galba, 
who had already a good while before deuiſed with himſelfe , and with ſome neere 
abour him , concerning the adoption.

uing them money to aflay the minds ofmoe of their fellowes: and ſo two com- 
mon ſouldics rooke vpon them to transferre the Empire of the people of Rome, 
and accordingly performed it indeed. Few were by them madepriuy to the prin- 
cipallpurpoſe, and they by diuerſedeuices incired the houering mindes of the reſts 

- drawing into the aſſociation the chiefe of the ſouldicrs preferred by Nymphidius, 
as being ſuſpe& toxthe preſent eſtate; the meanerſorr, andthereſt , by meanes of 
the anger and diſpleaſure conceived vpon deſpaire of their donatiue ſooften differ- 
red:ſome alſo there were, whomthe memory of Nero, and deſire of former licence 
did mooue: in generall, all were afraide they ſhould finde achange in the ſeruice.

ers{> ſhouted forioy, andthe bird paſſed on without feare ſo afſuredly, thatit was 
reputed an vndoubred token of great and proſperous ſucceſſe. 'The ſtare of Triets; 

ArDiuodurum a royme of the Me- 
diomatrici, although they were with all kindof curreſie recciued; a ſudden feare 
came vpon them, and the alarme was giuentofacke the poore innocent City; not 
for thepray or delire of ſpoile, but vpon a fury,andrage,and cauſes notknowen,ard 
therefore the remedieshardertofinde : till atlength , being pacified by Valens en- 
treating, they held their hands from razing the City: notwithſtanding abour foure 
thouſand men were laine.

Bovr theſamertime a falſe alarme wasgiuen to Achaizand Afia, as it Nero 
A were approching : for the report going diuerſly concerning his death , many 
. eaue out vntruly that he was aliue, and many belecued ic. The aduentures 
and attemprs of the reſt of thoſe countertairs we ſhall hereafcer declare, inthepro- 
ceſle of this worke. Now at that time a bond-man of Pontus, or as others haue writ- 
cen, a*libertine of Italy , skilfull in inſtrument and voice, andchereupon, beſide 
ſome reſemblancein countenance, being more fir to deceiue, adioyning vnto him 
certaine fugitiue and beggerly vagabond perſons induced by great promiſes, taketh 
the Sea : and being by violence of weather driuen into the lle of Cyttmus, he aſſo- 
ciated ro him certaine ſouldierswhich paſſed hat way out of the Eaſt , comman- 
ding thereſt to be ſlaine which refuſed z and ſpoiling the Marchants armed thoſe 
ofthe ſlaues which ſeemed moſt puiſſant of body. Moreouer he aſſayed by ſundry 
deuiſes topratile the Centurion Siſenna , who carried inthe name ofthe Syrian 
Army to the ſouldiers ofthe Guard , Right-Hands intoken of concord : vnrill ſuch 
time as Siſenna forfeare , andſuſpeRing violence, leftchelland and fled ſecretly 
away. Thereuponthe terrour was diſperſed abroad, and the matter growing fa- 
mous, many lent their cares willingly therero, vypon deſire of change, and diſlike of 
the preſent. Thus reputation daily growing tothe cauſe,it was by a matter of meere 
chance wholy ouerthrowne. Galba had gramed the gouernment of the Provinces 
of Galatia and Pamphyliato Calpurnius A ſprenas : ro waft him were allotted two 
Gallicsout of the Nauy at Miſenum, with thewhich he arriued ar thelle of Cyth- 
nus.

V. The ations of Othoes Fleet. 


O vv fortune ſeemed to ſmile vpon Ocho and fauour his proceedings ; for the 

greater part of Italy, by reaſon of his Nauy ar ſea, waspoſlefled in hisname, 

cuen tothe entry of the *ſea-Alpes. Tothe raking in whereof and inuading * At meine 
the Province of Narbon, Suedius Clemens, Antonius Nouellus, and Amylius Pa- | 
cenſis were appointed Captaines by Otho : but Pacenfis was ouerweake to gouerne 
the licentious ſouldiers 3 Antonius Nouellus had no reputation ; Suedius Clemens 
in gromm—myy roo popular and plauſible, borh corrupting therigour of diſcipline, 
and yer greatly deſirous to fight. Itſcemed they centred nor into lraly, their owne 
natiue Country and foile : as if ic had beeneforraine coaſts, and Cities of enemies, 
they burned, waſted and ſpoiled , with ſo much the more outrage and harme, be- 
cauſe no ſuch inuafion was tearcd,, and therefore nothing prouided againſt ir : the 
fields lay full of commodiries z the houſes wide open ; the Maſters meeting them 
with their Viues andcheir Children, thorow the tecurity ofpeace, were ouerraken 
with the miſery of war. Marius Maturus the Procuratour was Preſident of the ſeq- 
Alpes art thatrime , who multering the Country, which yecldedſtore of ſeruice- 
able men, purpoſed rowith-hold the Othonians from entring into his gouernment : 
bur at the farſt puſh theſe Mountaine-people were laine, and Cifperſed, as being aſ- 
ſembled ar aduentures, without knowledge of Campe or of Caprtaine, and there- 
fore repoſing no honour in the victory , nor ſhame inthe flight. The Souldiers of 
Otho being exaſperated with that bartell, wreaked their anger vpon the free towne 
of Albium Intemelium 3 for in thelate conflict they had gortenno booty : the Pe- 
zants were beggerly , their Armour not worth the taking vp ; and beſide, being 
{wifc of foot, andskilfull in the Country, they couldnot be taken : burthe ſacke of 
the poore innocent towne paied thereckoning , and contented the couetous ſoul- 
dicr. The odiouſneſſe of which fa& was greatly encreaſed by a notable example,

*my,beſide a Cohort of Ligurians being the Aide anciently belonging to thar place, 


and five hundreth Pannonians , which were not as yet marſhalled in Companies. 
Neither was itlong cre they met together, * the battell on both ſides ſtanding thus. 
Partot the Mariners with Pezants among were placed aboue inthe hils, which were 
not far off from the Sea : the euen ground, berweene the hils and the Sea, was filled 
by the Guard-ſouldiers : faſt by them in the ſea ir ſelfe ſtood the Fleer prepared to 
fight, turning againſt the enimy aterrible and threarning front. The Vitellianiſts, 
whoſe ſtrength conſiſted in horſe rather then foor, placed their Horſe-men againſt 
the Guar4-ſouldier, and behinde the horſe the Cohorts in thicke and cloferanckes, 
marſhalling the Pannonians in the hils adioyning. The troupe, of the Treueri 
charged vnaduiſedly , which charge the old ſouldier recciued with courage : and 
withall the Pezants in flancke galled them with ſtones, men fit inough for rhatkind 
of ſeruice, and fuch as being mingled with ſouldiers, thoughotherwiſe daſtards, yet 
now in the victory dared as farre as the beſt. Asthe Vitellianiſts were rhus diſtre(- 
ſed, a greater diſcomfort was added by the Fleet, which inthe meaneſeaſonfetch- 
ing about affailed their backes asthey fought : ſo being incloſed on every fide they 
had all becne doubrleſle deſtroied , had not the darkeneſle of the night fauoured 
their flight, with-holding the winners from following the chaſe. The Vitellianiſts, 
albeitthey had loſt a bartell, would not ſo be contented : but ſending for'new ſup- 
ply gaue afreſh aſſault _ the enemy , which by reaſon of the former ſucceſſe 


| wasgrowenſecure and lefſe vigilant, flew the watch, entred the trenches, and gaue 


the alarme to the ſhips; rill ſuch time as the feare, which arfirſt is moſt terrible; ſer- 
ling by lirtle and lictle,the Othonians drew themſcluesin fafery to a hill there adioy- 
ning, andthen charged couragiouſly vpon them. Much bloud was there ſhed, and 
the Capraines of the Tungrian Cohorts, hauing long maintained the skirmiſh, 
were forced at length to yeeld vp their liues : even to Othoes men the victory coſt 
bloud, of whom diuers vnaduiſedly following were intercepted by the horſe-men 
turning vpon them. And ſo,as if a mutuall ſuſpenſion of armeshad beene concluded 
vpon, with couenant on the one fide thatthe Fleet, on the other that the horſe. 
men ſhould nor attempt any ſudden inuafion, the Vitellianiſts retired to Antipolis a 
free-rowne of Gallia Narbonenfis, the Othonians to Albingaunum a Colony of Li- 
guria interior.

HE reputation ofOthoes ViRorious Fleet eaſily held Corſica, Sardinia, and 
thereſt of the Ilands thereabour inOthoes obedience. Bur Corſica almoſt 

. Wwasruined by the raſhneſſe of Decimus Pacarius the Procurator ; who entred 
into an action, whichin ſogreat apreparation for war , could nothing auaile to cf- 
tcting the principallpurpole , and yer ſerued well inough to worke his deſtruion. 


| For 
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For vpon hatred againſt Ocho, he determined with the ſtrength #fthe THand, to aide - 
Vitellius ; anaide vaine and ronopurpoſe cuen if it had ſucceeded. Whercupon 
calling theprincipall men of the Iland, hedeclareth hismeaning, and commandeth 
Claudius Phirrhicus maſter of the Gallies there, and QuinEiusCertus a Gentle-. 
man ofRome, to beſlaine,who oppoſed rhemſelues againſt his proceedings : bythe 
death of whom the reſt that were preſent being terrified ſware, allegeance to Virel- 
lius, and conſequently the inferiour fort partly vpon ignorance , and partly ro beare 
them company which did it for.feare. Bur when as Pacarius begantotake muſter, 
rotirethoſe rude people intraining and other milirary duties, they waxing weary of 
that vowonred labour fell torecount rheir owne weaknefle : that it was butan Iland, 
which they inhabired : that Germany and the Legionary power was farre off: and 
that euen they were waſted and ſpoiled by the Fleete , whom both Cohorts and 
Wings did prote&t. Whereupon their mindes ſuddenly fell away , andſo they con- 
ſpired againſt him, not by way of open rebcllion , bur by priuy atrempt againſt his 
perſon. For which purpoſe chuſing our afit oppertuniry,as he wasin the Bath naked 
and without helpe, the mulcitude that followed him being departed away,they flew ;,;a. ie: gu 
him and lis company, caried the heads of them, as of Traitours,to Otho : by whom {inte

His kind of attire the free Cities and Colonies conſtrued as a 
figne of pride, becauſe he gaue audience to men which came gowned, himſclfe be- 
ing in his ſhort ſouldiers coate of changeable colour, and wearing withall breeches 
after the French barbarous faſhion: and as though they had beene intereſſed there- 
by, they were grecued alſoto ſeehis wife Salonina riding vpon a goodly Palfray 
with arich furniture ofpurple, albeitno man were a——_— therein: ſuch is the na- 
tureofman , and ſodeeply is the quality rooted in vs, ſtraitly to looke intothelate 
proſperity of others with an enuious eye, andtorequire a moderation of fortune, no 


where ſomuch, as in thoſe we haue ſeene in an equall degree with our ſclucs. 


Cxcina having paſſedthePo , and aſſaied by parlees , and promiſes to weaken the 


 Ipyaltic of Othoes men, beingquitwith the like on theirpart , ſceing thatthe plau- 
| ſiblenamesof peace and concord had often beene ſpent betweene them in vaine, 


conuerred his counſailes and cares to the befieging of Placentia in moſt terrible 
manner 3 knowing right well, that asthe beginning ofthe warre ſhould ſucceede, 
ſo forthe reſt reputation would follow.

nus had founded the retrair, not ſuffering his men to follow the vi it was com- 
monly ralked on both'fides, that Czcina might haue been ow th his whole 
Army. Paullinus pretended thathe was afeatd, leaſt, beſide ſomuch traucll and ſo 
greata iourney, the Vitellian ſouldier ſhould have iſſued forth oftheir Campe freſh 
- againſt his men being tired, no ſupply remaining behind, ifit fortunied them rohaue 
beene defeated. Some few approued that reaſon of the General, but moſt mencon-

H 15 overthrow did not ſy much daunt the Vitellianiſts,as it reduced them ta 
; 4 {amore modeſt behauiour, not only in Czcinacs campe, whocaſt the faulc 
on the ſouldiermore ready ro mutine thenfight; but the Army of Fabius Va- 


Tens allo (fornow he was come to Ticinum) laying aſide contempt of the enemy, & 


deſirous to recouertheir glory, began to ſhewto their General a more renerent and 
orderly obedience. For before a great and hoate murinec had happened our, which 
I will now tet downe from the beginning, albeit nor in his proper time, becauſcic 
was not conucnient to.interrupt the courle of Cxcinacs ations. The Cohorts of 
Batauians, which in the warre of Nero were departed from the fourteenth Legion, 
and intheirreturne. toward Bricannie, hearing of Virellius atrempt in the country of 
Lingones,, had ioyned themſclues, * as before we haue ſhewed, to Fabius Valens, 
beganto wax proudandinfolent, vanting and braving as they.cameto the tentes of 
any of the Legions, that they werethe men which had ouerruledthe fourteenth 
Legion, bereaued Nero of lraly : that in cheirhands alone lay all the fortune and 
whole ſucceſfle of this warre. Thatſeemed contumelious tothe ſouldier, and high» 
ly diſpleaſed the Generall, rhe opungbong by cheir wranglings and brawlings 
corrupted. AtthelaftYalens, by their infolent behauiour ſuſpeRing perfidiouſneſle 
alſo, receiuing aduice, that the wing of the Treueri and Tungrians were beaten by. 
Othoes Fleete , andchattheProuince of Narbon was mfome danger of inuaſion,

outof the field ? ifthe Prouince were a matrer of more conſequence then the Citie 
ofRome and ſafety of the Srare, why did they not 8ll follow thither ? butifthe ac- | 
compliſhment of the: viory ,-the ſtrength and ſtay ofthe cauſe conſiſteg in lraly, 
whatreaſon thgn.to.breake off , asit were, the ſoundel} and ſtrongeſt limmes from 
the body >'ViÞntheſe and the like preſum:ptuoys ſpeeches, when as Valens by ſen- 


ding his Sergeants among them , went aboutto corre@ their ſeditious behauiour, 
they offered violence to himſelfe;threw ſtones,and forcing him to flee, followed af- 
ter; and crying, that the ſpoile of France, the gold of Vienpa, andtheprice of their 
labours was by him embezeled, and hid, they ſpoiled his cariage, theypearcedand 
ſearched hispauillions, and the very ground it ſelfe with their lances and dartes: for 
Valcoshiaiſelfe in aBond-mans apparel lay vnknowen inthe Tent of an Vnder-cap-

raine ofhorſe-men. Then Alphenus Varusthe Camp-maſter, perceiuing the heatof 
the murince paſt , andrheſouldiers by little andiirtle to:grow colder, adioynerh a 
pollicy thereunto : ' forbidding the Centurions ro tneddle with ſearching andperu- 
{ing rthe watch, and omitting co found the Trumper, by which the ſouldier is called 
tohis charge. Whereupon they ſtood all amazed, looking one on angther, aſtoni- 
ſhed anddiſmaicd toſce rhemſelues thus without head, or direQion :and ſowith ſi 
lence andpatience, andlaſtly with teares and intreaty beſought pardon of their of= 
fence. Burt when as Valens came foorth aboue all expeQarion aliue, weeping and 
badly attired , then was there ioy and compaſſion, and a generall fauouring ofthe 
man : and changing their former affeions into gladnefle, as the common fort is in 
both without meaſure, they carried him in themiddeſt ofrhe Standerds and cn- 
ſcignes, with praiſes and gratulations, rothe Tribunal. Yalens vſing a profitable and 
diſcreet moderation, required nor any one to be executed forthis tranſgreſſion; on- 
ly in words reprooucd ſome few, leſt if he diſſembled the whole, he ſhould be ſuſpe- 
ed the more : knowing right well thar in ciuill warres the ſouldiers haue a vantage 
ouer the Generall, and are more bould to commir diſorders, then the Generall may 
be.ro corre&them. As they were entrenching at Ticinum , word was brought of 
Czcinacs ouerthrow , and the ſedirion was almoſt renewed againe, asthoughby 
fraud and delaiesof Valens they had beene kept backe , and come ſhorr ofthe bar- 
tell. Whereuponrefuſing to reſt anylonger, withour ſtaying for their Generall 
they march forward, running before rheir enſeignes, andhaſtning the enſeigne-bea- 
rers : andſo in all ſpeed ioyne with Czcina. Valens was alſodifliked and generally 
blamedinthe Army ot Czcina : whopretended themſcluesto be agreeued, rhat 
they wereleft , being ſofar interiourin number as a pray to the whole powerofthe 
enemies ; highly extolling with all the ſtrength ofthe other Army, partly toexcuſe 
themſelues, and partly te flatter their fellowes, leſt as conquered and cowardly per- 
fons they ſhould be deſpiſed of them :- and albeit Valens had more forces; almoſt 
doublenumberof Legions and Aides to the other, yer were the good wils of the ſol- 
dicrs more inclining to Czcina , befidecurteſie, wheteinhe excelled rhe other, by 
reaſon alſoofhis flouriſhing age, and talneſſe of ftature, andvpon a cerraine yaine 
fauour of men. FE ercupon there grew emulation berweenethe two Generals Cx- 
cina contemned theother , as a lewde perſonof life and criminally noted': 'Yalens 
ſcoffed at him as being proud and vaine glorious? burreſervirgtheirharredinſecrer 
they ioyned openly both inthe common cauſe, by many lerrers; without reſpe of 


pardon, obieCting to Otho his infamous lifez whereas the Generals of Othoes fide, 


notwithſtanding the argument ycelded that way moſt plentiful marrer, abſtained 
from allreuiling ſpecches againſt Vitellius: and in truth before their ends which on 
Othoes ſide was maſt commendable, of Virellius moſt ignorminious , the drowſie 
pleaſures of Virellius were feared lefſe,”thenthe hor burning luſtes of Ocho:und bee 
ſide, the death of Galba had made Othomore terrible; and more odious : contrarily 
poman charged Vitellius with beginning the war. 'Virellius in'exceſſe and belly- 
cheere was an enemyto himſelfe : Othoinriot , craelty, audactiouſneſſe, repured

. matter in councell, wherher way were more expedient, to prolongthewar,or 
elſe to putit by and by.cothe fortune of a field. Then Suctonius Paullinus, eſteemed 
the moſt expert man of that age in military affaires , ſuppoling it agreeable to his 
fame and renowne, to diſcourſe of the whole maner of proceeding in this war, ſtood 
vp, anddeclared his opinion to be 3: that making of haſte wasprofitable for the ene- 
my, and delaying for them , that all che hoſt of Vitellius was come, certaine ſmall 
forces remaining behind , which could not conueniently be remoucd from the 
banke ofcheRhene,, for fearc of inuaſion of thoſe fierce nations ; eſpecially France 
ſtanding alſo in ſome'tearmes of rebellion : the ſosldier in Brizanny had his hands 
full ofthe enemy there, and was alſo ſtopped by theſea : that Spaine hadno great 
ſore of ſouldiers : rhe Prouince of Narbon wasfrighted, byreaſon of the late inua- 
ſion by ſea, and the ouerthrow: which they received ; andthat portion of Italy be- 
yondchePo, nowinthe poſleflion of rhe enemy , was waſted: with the paſſage of 
their Army , and having no helpeby ſea, andby land fhur inwith the Alpes, could 
not berclieued from abroad : ſo that they could no where haue cornefortheir men, 
and an hoſt withour prouiſion could not be entertained. Now the Germans, which 
ef all the enemies were moſt tertible;hauing foggy and wateriſh bodies, would nor, 
if thewarre wereprolonged to the fommer , be able ro endure the change of the

andigreater adyantage.. Marjus Celſus approved this opinion of Panllinus, and 
certaine. which; wereſent.to Anniys Gallus, (who was hurt with a fall off his horſe a 
few4daics beforc)-ta demandhis,aduiſe, brought ward that he alſo was of the ſame 
wdgerents BurtOrho was willing tobring itto.a barrell : hisbracher Tirianus and 
Proculus Capraine of the Guarde , haſtening vpon ignorance and lacke of skill, 
proteſted that Fortune and allthe gods, with the god-head of Ocho, fatoured the 
Counſailes; andwould withouequeſtionpoſperthe enterpriſe : deſcending to this 
groſſckinde of flartery, left arythorild darerocrofle theiropinion. Afer they had 
conchided rofight, ancwdoubr aroſe, whether it were better, thit'the Empe- 
raur.ſhould with- draw himfelfe, orclſc be preſent in the field in perſon : the ſelfe- 
ſame men taking alſo heerein a wrong courſe , without any more oppoſition of 

Paullinus 
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Paulinus and Celſus, leſt they ſhould ſeeme to hazard their Prince too venturouſly, 
perſwaded him to retire to Brixellum 3 and fo being exempr from the doubrfull =- 
euents of the field, roreſerue himſclfe for the maine chance of the ſtate. Thatdaie 

was the beginning of ruine of Orhoes fide. For with him a valiant company of Pre- 

eorian cohorts, of *© Spearemen and horſe departed away : andthe reſt which re- «$jiauzors. 
mained behind were quite out of heart, as having no confidence in their Generals: 

and Otho, whom onely the ſouldiers truſted, becauſe hetruſted none elſe : bur the 

ſouldiers had nor perfitly ſerled the Generals intheir charges, burtleft their aurho- 


ricies atlarge and vncertaine.

Kill, quietly attending while the enemy ſhould by his owne raſhneſſe miſcary, mea- 
ning in liew of wiſdome to vſc the _—_— of other mens folly, And ſo beginning 

a bridge, leſt their ſouldiers ſhould bemade worle with too much idlenefſe andeaſe, 
as if they hagfient to haue paſſed the Po,and forced a band of © Fencers encamped 
onthe other ſide, they commanded boats ro beplaced crofſert e River, withtheir 
heads vp the ſtreame, in equall and conuenient <iſtances, and ioyned them ſtrongly 
together with planckes , caſting anckers alſo ro make the bridge ſteady andfirme : 
but the Cablc-ropes were not tied ſhort, bur ene" length, that when the riues 
ſhouldriſe, the whole frame likewiſe mightriſe without hurting. Vpon the end of 
the bridge a tower was planted, reaching tothe vttermoſt boare, thar out of it they 
might with their engines and ſhotdifplace, and drive away the enemies: the Otho- 
nians alſo vpon the bancke had builded a Tower,and did hurle ſtones and fire. Inthe - 
middle of the riuer there was an 1land, intopoſſcfſion whereofthe Fencers ſought to 
putthemſclues by boate, butthe Germans by ſwimming preuented them z and 
when Macer ſaw a competent number of them arriued there, embarking of his beſt 
Fencers, he putteth ouerto aſſailethem : butneicher were the Fencersof the like 
courage in fightto the ſouldiers , neither could they, rottering our of their boates, 

aime fo certaine a blow, asthe other ſteadily ſtanding did trom the land: and when 

as through ſundry ſtepNings aſide vpon feare the rowers and fouldiers which ſtood 

at defence,were confuſedly mingled together and put indiſorder,the German ſoul 

diers leaping couragioully into the ſhallow, and hanging at the tailes of the boats, 

either clambered vp to the hatches, or by maineſtrength ouerturned the boatsinto 

the water. All which things paſling after this fort inthe view * of both the Armies, mn 
as they were marter of great ioy to the Vitellianiſts, ſoro the contrary ſide they ptpeoter 
gaue occaſion to hate anddeteſt him , who was author and cauſe ofthe loſſe. And  crwmene, 
the skirmiſh was ended indeed by flight and the breaking away of the boates which awee:. 
remained *: but Macer was required tothe ſlaughter : and when'they had wounded 

him with a dart a farre off, they ranne in with theirſwords drawne to diſpatch him, 

had notthe Tribunes and Centurionscome intoprote@ him. A lictle afterward 
Veſtricius Spurinna by Othoes commandement, leaving a ſmalligarriſon at Placen- 

ria, With his cohorts come to ſuccourthem : and anon Otho ſent Flaujus Sabinus

XV. That it.is nothing probable, that in ſo corrupt an age, the ſouldiers 
would of their owne accord haue ſurceaſed from cine warre, 
and by common conſent, and aduiſe of the Senat, 
depoſing theſe two bad, haue chiſes 
4 third good Prince. 


N ſome writers I finde it recorded, that the armies, either hauing in horrour 

the war, or loathing both Princes, whoſe ſhames and diſhonours were daily di- 

uulged more notoriouſly abroad , conſulred among themſelues co ſurceaſe the 

contention, and thar either they by common conſent ſhould chuſe a new Prince, or 

« Phew an FEET it Over to the Senats appointment : and thar therefore the Generals of Othoes 
burcthirroCe- fide, * namely Paullinus, had counfailed ro delay and protraRt, hoping it would fall 
{ao © ypon him, as being the moſt ancient Conſulare,a famouscommander,and one that 
in the warres of Britanny had wongreat glory and name. Formy part, although I 

could be induced to grant that ſome few peradyenture ſecretly wiſhed quietneſle in 

ſtcedoft diſcord, and for two moſt lewd and wicked,one good and innocent Prince ; 

ſol cannot be brought ro beleeue, that Paullinus being ſo wiſe a man would cuer 

hope in a moſt corrupt age forſuch moderation in the common fort , that when as 

fordeſire ofwar they had troubled the peace of the State', now for loue of peace 

they would abandon the war : or that armies intongue and conditions ſo different, 

could condeſcend too great an agreement: or that the Lieutenants and Generals, 

which forthe moſt part wereperſons drowned inriot , beggerly and guilty of moſt 

hainous crimes, would euer haue ſuffered any Prince but-one polluted with the like 

vices; and of their owne creation, and therefore wholy obnoxious ro them. Thar 
ancientdefire of dominion and rule ingraffed now long ago inmens hearts,grew vp = 

and ſhor out with greatneſſe ofthe Empire. Fort whileſt our dominions were ftrair, 

an equality was eaſily maintained : bur after we had ſubdvedthe world , deſtroied 

all Cities, or Kings which ſtood inourlight, or mi ghr worke our annoyance ;zwhen 

as we had leyſure toſecke after wealth voide ofperi]l, there aroſe firſt hot contenti« 

ons betweene the Nobility and Commons : ſometimes faQions Tribunes carried 

it away : ſometimes the Conſuls held a hard hand and preuailed : andin the City 

andplace of afſembly, ſome lirtleskirmiſhes, and commencements asit were of ct« 

vill warres, were attempred. Anone after Cajus Marius one of the meaneſt ofthe 

| Communalry, and Lucius Sulla the cruelleſt of all the Nobility , by force of armes 

- ... ouerthrowing the free eſtate, induced an abſoſurgouernment. Afrer whom Cneius 

ho wy op Pompeius ſucceeded, fomewhar * ſecreter, burnothing better : and after that 
Clary Grammer” tIME Neuer was other queſtion debated by armes , but who ſhouldbe ſoucraigne 
pri, ximgin. Prince ofthe State. The Legions inPharſalia and Philippi, conſiſting of Citizens, 
" werenot ſo moderately mirided : much lefle may we thinke the armiesof Otho and 
. Vitellius would, of their owne accord, haue Jaide downe their weapons. The gods , 
were no leſſe incenſed againſt vs: men were noleſſe mad and furiouſly minded: the * 
fame vices raigning amongſt vs haue induced the like diſfenſions and difcords. That 
the wars were decided, and ended asit were ech at one ſtroke, we are to attribure ir 
to the cowardlinefſe and faint-hartednefle of the Princes, and notto the peaceable- 
neſſe of the armies. Burt the recoſiting of the diſpoſitions and maners,of preſent and 
ancicnttimes,hath caried me out of the way. Now Irerurnto the oxder of the ſtory.

[en * Otho was gone to Brixellum, Tirianus his brother caried the coun. 
V \/ tenance and title of Generall; Proculus Captaine of the Guard the power 
and authority : Paullinus and Celſus, when asno man emploied their wiſ- 
dome andskill, were Capraines onely fornameſake, and tobe entituled ro other 
mens faults : the Tribunes and Centurions, ſcting the better conremned, and the 
worſt ſort in credit , were doubtiull of the cuent : the ſouldiernorwithſtanding was 
full of courage and heart, yet ſich as had rather conſtrue then execute his Generals 
commandeinents. It was reſolued, that the Campe ſhould remooue forward, and 
ſirdowne in aplace fower miles off from Bebriacum,ſo without reaſon and skill,thar 
although ir was ſpring time of the yeere , andſo manyRiuersaboutthem, yerwere 
they dittreſſed for water. There it was diſputed whether the battel} wereto be gi- 
ven ornot. For Otho by letters required to haftenthemarter : the ſouldiers deti- 
red their Princes preſence in Held : many were of opinion to ſendforthe Companies 
which lay on che otherſide ofthe Po. Neithercan irſo catily be diſcerned whathad 
becne beſt :o hauedone,, as thatit was the worſt which they.did-: vndertaking to 
goto the confluence of the riners of Po and Olius, tull ſixtcene miles from tharplace 
(acompetent journey for an Army to march, and much roogrearfor therawhich 
went to a battell) dire&ly againit the aduiſeof Paullinus and Cellus ;, whotheldic 
vnſatc to hazard the ſouldier, tired with the journey, and heauy laden witlycariage; 
againſt an encmy, that would norfaile, being lightly appointed, andhauing come 
ſcarce fower miles tocharge vpon them either as they marched indifarry, orelle ar 
the ſitting downe as they diſperſed themſcluesto forrifie the Campe. Bur Titianus 
and Proculus , when they were ouercome by reaſon fled to authority , 'by vertue of + ... -.

FN themeane ſeaſon Vicellius ignorant of hisowne vidory , made preparation as

. wereleft inthe ſtanding Campes, butnew men leuicd in haſt out of France to vp- 
hold thenames of the Legions remaining behind : andthe charge of the militare 
affairesthere was committed to Hordeonius Flaccus. When Vitellius had march- 
edſome few daicsiourny , he vnderſtood of the good ſuccefle at Bebriacum ; then 
that Otho was dead and the war finiſhed : whercupon calling an aſſembly he highly

Maricus (a ſhame to be ſpoken)a baſe fellow among the Boians,countertairing new 
revelations, dared to thruſt himſelfe forward and tric his aduenture, andto prouoke 
the Roman forces againſthim : whopretending to be the ſertterof France atfrec- 
dome, and a god, (forſohe intitled himſelfe) had drawen already rogether cighr 
thouſand men, and began to waſt the frontiers ofthe AZduans : but thatgraue and 
wiſe City, aſſembling the choice of their youth with ſome of Vitellius Cohorres, 
diſcomfired that fanaticall multitude. Inthat encounte Maricus was taken, and 
being caſt tothe wilde beaſtes becauſe be was not deuoured, the ſortiſh people be- 
leeued thathe could nor be hurt; vntill ſuch time, asin the preſence of Vitellius af- 
terward he wasflaine : neither was there any further cruelty ſhewed to any ofthat 
conſpiracy , either in body .or goods. ' The Teſtaments alſo ofthem which diedin 
the Feld for Otho, remained in their full ſtrength and validity 3 orifrhey died vnres 
ſtare, the ordinary courſe ofthe Law, prouided in that behalfe, wasobſerued.

T isſcarſtely credible how greatly Vitelliusgrew m\pride and flothfulneſfe, when 
as the ſouldiers ſent for that purpoſe brought word'our of Syria and Iewry , that 
the Eaſt had fworne allegeance varohim. For Veſpaſian, albeit onely vpon a fly- 
ing report without any certaine Author, wasin cuery mans mouth, and commonly 
ſpoken of, and oftentimes as he was named Virellius would ſtartle. Then he and his 
Army, as being without any concurrentin cruelty, jn luſt, in oppreſſion, brake our 
into barbarous and forraine bchauiour. BurVeſpaſian inthe meaneſcaſon layin 
his plor for the war, entred into conſideration of the forces both neare arid farre off. _ 
His owne ſouldiers, were ſoready in his behalfe, that whenhe began them the oath 
and wiſhed all proſperity to Vitellius , the ſouldiers anſwered with filence, without 
either good with or good word. Mutianus was not alicne from Veſpaſian , and to- 
ward Titus very well affeted. Alexander the gonernour of Egypt had entred into 
the confederacy. The third Legion , becaulſc it was transferred our of Syria into 
Meceſia , Veſpaſianreckened as his owne : and thereſt ofthelllyrian Legions it was 
hoped wonld follow. Forthe infolent behauiour of rhe fouldiers which came from 
Vitellius , with thcir proud geſtures and lookes, andrude ſpeeches, deſpiſing all 0.

For Veſpaſian himlſelfe, albeit at 
the beginning of his Empire hewasnort ſoobſtinately bent to artaine vnreaſonable 
marters, yet vpon his continuall proſperity, and caught by ill maſters, hce tooke 
foorth a badeflon, and vſcd itboldy. With his owne purſe alſo Mutianus furthe- 
red the warre,conferring privately that, which he would in more ample meaſurere- 
pay himſclic out ofthe common. Thereſt following his example in contributing of 
money, few or none hadthe grace to receiue it againe with the like vantage.

Fra briacum,without any ſtay ioined themſclues to Veſpahian,ar the incitement princi- 
as, * pally of AntoniusPrimus, a manattainte4 inlaw, andin Neroes time > conuited 
of forgery,but among other miſeries of warre and a troubled ſtate he recouered his 

_ place in the Senate,and by Galba was made Lieutenant of the ſeuenth Legion. He 

was ſuppoſed to haue written diuersletvers ro Otho, offering his ſervice for a cap- 

taine to the ſide ; of whom being not regarded, he was not that warre in any em- 

ployment : but when as Vitellius ſtate began to decay, following Veſpaſian he ad- 

Hed, great waight tothe caule , beeing avaliant man ofhis hands, of a ready vtte- 

rance,a cunning craftſmaſter tromake other odious, indiſſenſions and mutinies po- 
werable, a violent ſpoyler,a waſtfull ſpender, in time of peace and quiet gouerne-_ 
mentinſupportable,in warre not to be contemned. The Mcefian and Pannonian 

armies, being thusioyned together, drew anon the. Dalmatian ſouldier, albeit the 
Lieutenants generall ſturred nothing at all. Titus Flauianus was generall of Pan- 

nonia, and Pompeius Sullantis of Dalmatia,two wealthy old men : but there was 

in the countrey Cornelius Fuſcus the Procurator, a manin the principall ſtrength 

of his age,and of noble birth; who in his firſt yeares vpon deſire fr hadrenoun- 
ced his place in Senate, and afterward being Capraine of his colony in fauourof 

Galba,by that meanes attained a Procuratorſhip. This man, entring into the cauſe 
of Veſpaſian, became a principall firebrandof the warre ; ſeeming to delite not ſo . 

| much inthe rewards of perils, as in the perils themſclues, and in ſtecdof certain- ' 
ties wherewith he was anciently endued, chuſing new and doubrfull vacertainties.

_ .. Full, ſtayingvponeueryplace ofpleaſure in towne and countrey, with his 
troubleſome traine marched rowardthe citty.. * Threeſcore thouſand armed men 
were inthe company licentiouſly giuen , of lackeyes and —— a greater 
number with infinite vitrailers and followersof the campe, the moſt diſſolute of all 
others : beſide the traines of fo many Lieutenants and ſo many friends , our of all 
compaſic of obedience, yea although the goucrnours had beene men of great ati« 
Keriry andſtrinefſe. Morcouer the Senarours and gentlemen charged thetraine, 
who came out of the citty to meete him, ſome for fcare, ſome for flattery, therelſt 
and fo all one after another for company, leſt they ſhould ſeeme to ſtay behinide 
when other did goe. Thither reſorted alſo of the baler ſort certaine well knowen 
to Vicellius by reaſon of vnhoneſt ſcruices, which in time paſt they had done him, 
as buffons, ſtageplaycrs and charet drivers; with which kinde of reprochfull ac- 
quaintance he wasdeliced wonderfully. Neither were the colonics onely or free 
' townes impoueriſhed by purucying of vittales for ſo huge a company; bur the 
husbandmen themſclues, and fields,the corne being now ripe,were ſpoiled and wa-

ſed as an enemy countrey. Many and cruell murders were commirted by the foal- 


diers among themſclues , by reaſon of the iarring which continued berweene the 
Legions and. ydes,cucr {incetheſturre ar Ticinum: againſt the Pezants , or arly 
third party they agreed but roQ well: bur the greateſt ifaughrer was ſeuen miles 
fromthe citie. At thatplace Vircliusdiſtributed rohisſouldiers, according rothe 
faſhion of * Fencers dier,toeucry of themmeare already dreffed: and the 'cominon 
poeyre phat came out of the citie toſee ir, had diſperſed rhemſelues throughonerhe 
ec m_ .As theſouldiersgaue no heed to ſuch marrers, cerraine peaſants, af- 
retikind of homely icſting,cur away ſecretly their belrs, and ſpoiled ther tlrereol;

nocent bloud. Notwithſtanding in Rome the terrour was great, by reaſon of the 

* fouldiers running and gadding thither before. The place of common aſſembly they 

repaired ſpecially to,coucting to behould the Place where Galba was ſlaine: when 

asthey themſclucs were a ſpeaclenoleſic horrible , with hides of wilde beaſts a- 

bour their backs, and huge ay iauelins in theirhands, falling to quarrelling , and 

from quarrelling to blowes and their weapon, when as through their owne lacke 
of skill they did not auoide the preſſe ofthe people, or chanced to fall by meanes of 
rheſlippery ſtones, or iuſtling of others. The Tribunes alſo andother captaines in

knowledge were witneſles of his lewd aQions,and allraly beſide,thorow which he 
marched for dowſineſlc and riot notoriouſly infamous: notwithſt miky the com- 
mon people which is voide of cares,and lcarnedinonelefſon onely , without diffe-- |- 
rence of truth and falſhood to flatterthema in authority; with ſhowtes and wordes- 
gauetheir applauſe ;and when he denied the name of Auguſtus they conſtrained - 
him to take itby force, as vainely as beforohe had vaincly refuſedir. By vertue Fen

the day beingof ancicnttime * accounted vnlyckie, by reaſon: of the-ouerthrowes 


ſons about him; Notwithſtanding in the * ecleftionof Contulshee carriedhimielfe 
in a kind of equality, ſcriouſly affettinginthe Theane a ſpeQacour, inthe Race as 
apartaker, the fauourof the meanet ſort; things acceptable indeed andpopuhare;if 
they had ſprung from a vertuous roorez-but the: memory of'his:former life made 
them eſteemed baſe and diſhonorable. He came often into: the Senate, eneniwhen 
fmallmatrers were handled ; and as once by farrune Heluidins' Priſcus Prattorelet 
had opined againſt a marter which Vitellius affeQed,he was in choller ar the firſt, 
butprocceded no further,bur only topray aid atthe-Tribunesof the people againſt 
the contemprofhis authority. Vhereupon Heluidius friends;'whotearedatteeper 
impreſſion of anger in his mind , going aboutto mittigate andmake vprhe?marrer; 
* he anſweredthatir was nonew thing to'ſce rrhoSenaroursin the'couumotIwealth 
diſagree in iudgement: that he alſo was woont ſomerimes to diſſent from Thraſea.

my victory. This and more to the like purpoſe Antonius vttered with btiming cies 
and fierce ſhrill voice, thathe might be heard further{forſomeof the Centurions, 
and of the ſouldiers alfo had intruded themſclues into the councell (and theſpeech 
moued greatly cuen the warieſt amongſt them anddoubrfulleſt ro enter into' dan- 
ger. Burthe commonſouldicr and the ret magnified him;as the onely man of cou- 
| rage, andthe oncly capraine; deſpiſing the colde epduggth proceedings of the 
other. This good opinion he firſt wan through a ſpeech he madein the afſembl 
when Veſpaſtais letters were firſt openly read, in the which hedidnot ( as the moſt 
of thereſt ) deliuer his mind in doubtful] and ambiguous termes with a meaning 
{ tointerpretthem afterward ashe ſhouldſce beſt forklepurpoſe bit ſeemed dire&- 
ly & reſolutely ro enter intothe cauſe, and therefore wasa greatdeale betrerliked of 
the ſouldiers, as one that made his fortune common with theirs both in the danger 
and honour of rhe attempt. Next after him CorneliusFuſcus the Procurator was 
of chief authority amongſt them.For he likewiſe was wont to inuey bitterly againſt 
Vitellius, and thereby hadleft to himſelfeno hope of pardon if the enterpriſe Filed. 
 Tirus*© Apius Flauianus, both by nature and by reaſon of his age being flow in cams. 
proceeding,gaue occaſion to the ſouldiers of ſuſpition,as ifhe had reſpeQed hisafh- *=«. 
{ nity with Vicellius : and becauſe he had withdrawn himſelfe out ofthe canip when 
the Legions began firſt ro reuolt,and afterward came againe of his owne accord, it 
was thoughthe did it to ſeeke ſome opportunity of treaſon. For indeede Flauianus 
had oncerelinquiſhed his prouince of Pannonia, and retired himſelfe our of danger 
into Italie ; and afterwardby defire of noueltie was brought totake vpon him his 
goucrnment againe,and become amedler in ciuill warres, through the perſywaſion 
principally of Cornelius Fuſcus; net that there was any; great neede of Flauianus 
abilities: but that the name 8& countenance of a Lieutenant generall might give re- 
purarion to the ſide,that was then butnriſing.Thenlerters were written to Aponie 
us Saturnius Lieutenant generall ofMcefta,to make haſt, and back theirpaſſagein- 
totaly with his army.* Andleſt the prouinces,by thisremouing away of the Legi- 
ons, might lic open to the ſpoile of the barbarous nations confining, the principall 
men of the Sarmatz Iazyges, and heads of the countrey were aſſumed into the ſer- 
uice,who made offer alſo of the common ſort, and greattroops of horſemen, which 
is their ſole ſtrength, bur the offer was nor accepted, leſt amigſt our difſenſions they 
ſhould attemp: any thing preiudiciallto the ſtare ofthe Empire , or els vpon better 
wages, withoutreſpec of honor or faith, paſſero the enemie. Sido and ltalicus 
anciently deuoted ro theRomanename;,kings ofthe Sueuians, anation both more 
fairhfull and more obedient, were drawne to the p_ arriſons alſo were laied on 
the {ide againſtRhcetia which held for Vitellius,being gouerned by Porcius Septi-

II. Antonius Primus marcheth forward, and hazing taken A quileia, 
Opitergium, Altinum, Padoua,Eſte, ſetleth his 
maine campe at Verona. 


OW * Antonius taking with him certaine Vexillarics out of the cohorts, 
andpartofthe horſemen, marched on toward Italic, accompanied with 
Arrius Varus a valiant warrior, rather then a vertuous man : which glory hee :- 
gained by his ſcruice and goodfucceſſe in Armenia vnder Corbulo + whom not- 
withſtanding he was ſuppoſed ſecretly ro have diſcredited with Nero. VWhereupon 
by ſuch. ſiniſter meanes growing in tauour hee attained a principall Centurions 
place : which though ill gotten was at the preſent to his great contentation, bur af- 
terward turned to his ruine. Antonius and Varus in paſſing tooke Aguileia, and the 
countrey thereabouts, and proceeding forward were at Opitergium and Aitinum 
ioyfully recciued. Ar Altinum a garriſon was left againft the fleete of Rauenna, 
ofthe reuolt whereof they had not as yet receiued any intelligence : and marching 
forward they adioyned Padoua and Eſteto the fide. Where aduertiſement was 

iven that three Vircllian cohorts and the Scribonian wing lay at Forum Aheni, 

auing there made a bridge ouer the river. It was concluded to take the occaſion, 
androſetvpon them as they lay negligently and carcleſly ; for that circumftance 
alſo was certified : and fo accordingly they came vpon them atthe dawning of the 
day,andſurprizedrhem being for the moſt part vnarmed. They were willed before- 
hand,thar afterſome ſlaughter atthe beginning they ſhould ſeek to induce the reſt 
with feare to changetheir allegeance; and ſome there were which yeelded them- 
ſeJues atthe firſt: but the greater part fled ouer theriuer, and breaking the bridge 
cut off the paſſage from the enemy purſuing. This vitory being diuulged , and the 
firſt attemprs of the Flauianiſts having ſucceeded fo pro nn 4 two Legions,the 
ſeuenth ſurnamed Galbiana , and the thirteenth called Gemina * with Vedius A- 


' quilaLievtenant thereof,came to Padoua cheerefully , and full of courage. There 


ſome few daies were ſpent in repofing the army , and Minucius Iuſtus camp-maſter 
ofthe ſeucnth Legion was ſaued from the fury of the ſouldier,and ſent to Veſpaſian, 
becauſe his ren was ſtraiter and more ſevere, then the nature of a ciuill 
warre would ſupport. Ar whatrime alſo Antonius ſuppoſing it a plauſible a&ion, 
and forthe credit of the fide,if Galbaes goucrnment ſhould ſecme to beliked, gaue 
commandement thorowuur all the free rownes, that the imagesof Galba ; which 
yponchange of times and difſention in ſtate, had beene broken downe,ſhould bee 
reſtored a new: athing very long and greatly deſired , and therefore interpreted 
gloriouſly in the higheſt degree. Then was it propoſed and diſputed , what place 
were beſt to bechoſen, for ſeate as it were of the warre. Verona ſeemed fitteſt ,the 
countrey about it being champion, and commodious for horſemen , wherein _ 
| filte

fiſted their principallſtrength : and beſide to diſpoſleſſe Vitellius of a Towne offuch 
wealth and importance, would both be commodious and bring reputation toiche 
cauſe. In the paſſage thitherward they tooke Vicenza thing of it{elfe nor greatly 
materiall , as being a towne of ſmall forces ; howbeit becaute Czcina was borne 
there it ſeemed a matter of conſequence 3 wheh menbegan torecount, how thar 
the Generall of the contrary part had loſt his owne country and home: but the ger- 
ting of Verona was worth the paines taking. For both the ſide was relicued with 
their wealth, andthe example was a good precedentto others : andthe Army lying 
chere opportunely in the way,betweene Germany and Virellius powers, did ſhut vp 
theRhcerian and lulian Alpes , and cut off all hope of paſſage for the Germans that 
way. All which proceeding was either vnknowen to Veſpaſian, or expreſſely for- 
bidden byhim : his commandement was to march no further then Aquileia, and 
there to expe Mutianus; adding alſo a reaſon thereof, tharſeeing Apgypr, the gar- 
ners of the City, the reuenewes and tributes of the richeſt Prouinces were inhis 
hands,Vitellius Armyggight through lacke ofpay and vittel be conftrained toyeeld. 
To the ſame purpoſe allo Mutianus aduiſed them often by letters, alleadging whar 
aglory ic would be to obtaine a vitory without bloud,, and whereof no mourning 
enſued, with ſuch otherpretenſes ; whereas he didit indeed vpon ambition, and 
coueting to reſerue the whole renowne of the war for himſelfe : butby reaſon of 
the great diſtances counſels came after the fates. Antonius having thus ſeated 
himlelfe in Veronaiſſucd foorth on the ſudden, and gaue the Alarmetothe enemy, 
where trying their man-hood together in alight skirmiſh they departed on cuen 
hand. Anon Czcina encamped himſelfe betweene Hoſtilia, avillageof theterri- 
tory of Verona andthe mariſhes of the riuer Tartarus, in a ſafe and defenſible place; 
his backe being garded with theriuer, and the flanckes, with mariſhes : whoifhe 
had ment truth, hauing all his maſters power vnder his hand, mightwith great faci- 
lity either haue ſurprizcd two imple Legions ( the Army of Mcelia as yet beingnor 
ioyned) or at leaſt beaten them backe, and forced them to flee, and with ſhame 
forſake Italy. But Czcina omitted traiterouſly;all aduantages, which art the firſt 


' were offered , ſpending the timein trifling delaies , and rebuking them by epiſtles, 
' whom with like facility he might hauerepulſed with armes : vntill by —_

paſſing betweene,the bargaine was driuen, andthe couenantsfor his treaſon agreed 
ypon. Inthe meanetime Aponius Saturninus came with the ſeuenth Legion ſurna- 
med Claudiana : the Legion was gouerned by Vipſanius Meſſalla a Tribune, a man 
nobly deſcended , and of noble qualities himſelfe, the only vertuous man and with- 


* outnote, that entredinto that ation. To this army , nothing comparable to his 


owne (for as yet there were bur three Legions) Czcinaſentletters, blaming their 
raſhneſle, that being once ouercome they durſt put themſelues againe into armes : 
and withall he extolled the valour of the Garman army ; of Vitelſius making ſmall 
mention and in common tearmes only , without any reprochfull word againſt Veſ- 
paſian atall :in ſumme ——_— that might either corrupt the enemy or ter- 
riie him. The Captainesof the Flauian army , omitting to ſpeake of theirformer 
misfortune, returned anſwer concerning Veſpaſian in hauty and glorious tearmes, 
ſhewing themſclues very confidentintheir cauſe and ſecure of the event ; reuiling 
Virellius as enemies, and bragging of the Mceſian army , as being hitherto never

Hun Antonius had vnderſtanding heteof, hedetermined whileſt the e 
.Y/ nemijes were atdiſſention, and their forces nor ioyned togerher;to-vie his 


aduantage and aſſaile them, before cither the Generals could:ground 


their authority, or the ſouldiers frame themſelues to a riew obedience, or the Legi- 
onsrecouer courage by vniting together. He geſſed that Fabius Yalens wasalrea- 
dy come outofRome, and would make you haſte, aſſoone as he heart of Czci- 
naes treaſon : and Fabius was knowento be a man faichfull ro Vitellius, and nor vn- 
$killfull in ſervice: beſides a great power of Germans was feared by the way of Rh» 
tia, and Vitcllius had ſent for Aydes our of Britanny, France and Spaine : enough ro 
hauemaintained a mighty and puiſſantwar, had nor Antonius vpon doubtthereof 
haftened the bartell and before-hand obtained the viRory. 'So with his whole 
hoſte he remooued from Verona , and the ſecond nightſate downe at Bebriacum. 
The nextday imploying his Legions in fortifying the Campe, heſent ourhis Auxi- 
liary Cohorts into the Territory of Cremona,to the end thatthe ſouldiers,vnder co- 


lourof prouiding necefſaries , might be enuredand fleſhed* incioill poile. Hero p77

This haſt was againſt Antonius will, 
whoſuppoſed the euent would be ſuch asit was : butſceing it could riot be vndorie 
he encouraged his men to fight valiantly : and dividinghis trouyesinewo parts, left

_ following ſofar. Thus being by chance ouercome,they found in aduerfity the lacke 


of 3 Leader, whichintheir iolity they cared not for. As the Legions ſtood wauering 
in termes of breaking , the Flauian horſe-men charged vpon them : Vipſanius Met- 
ſallathe Tribune was attheir heeles with the Mceſian Aides, who in militarere- 
nowne, albeit lately enrolled, werenothinginferiour to theLegionary ſouldiers. So 
horſe-men and foote-men mingled together did cafily breake the Vitellian Legions, 
andthe Towneof Cremona lying ſo neare gaue them teffe minde to reſiſt , and 
more hope to eſcape : neitherdid Antoniuspreſle any furcher , confideriog the tra- 
uelland wounds, which both his horſe-men and horſes had taken, in ſo dangerous a 
Skirmiſh, albeit the end went on his fide.

hower ofthe night daſhed theinſclues vpon the Flauian Army , who ſtood now in 
array ſtrongly preparcd to receive them. Theorder and ſtanding of the Vitellian Ar- 
my Ldare notfor certaineauouch, being doubleſle diſordered thorow angerand 
*ilexcro cums. Harkeneſſe., Some affirmetharthe fourth Legion called Macedonicaſtood * inthe 
right wing : the fift and fifteenth Legions , with certaine Companies out of three 
Brittiſh Legions, rhe ninth, ſecond, and twenticth filled vp the middle battell ; the 
Icft wing conſiſting of the tenth Legion , the rwo and twentieth and the firſt : the 
ſouldiers of Rapax and Icalica diſperſed themſclucs thorow our all : the horſemen 
and Aides choife their owne ſtanding. The fight continued all night very doubtfull 
and cruell, with great mortality ſomerinae on the on ſide, and ſometime onthe 6- 
rher': courage or ſtrength availed little imthe darke , where the eie could nordif- 
cerne a frinde from an enemy. On both ſides was the fame kind of armour and wea= 
-pons : by many mutuall queſtions ech knew others watch-word : the banners alſo 
were mingled together, as it hapned a bandto take any from the enemy and _ 
them to and fro. The ſeuenth Legion lately leuied by Galba waspreſſed moſt h 
ly: ſixe of herprincipall Centuriens were {laine, and ſome enſignes taken away, the 
» BSranderditſclfe was hardly defended by Attilius Verus the chicte Centurionz who 
with greatfſlaughterof the enemy, and his owne death in the end, notwithſtandi 
faucd his charge. The Flauianiſtsthus going to the worſe, Antonius reinforced 
ſtrengthened the batrel by ſending for the Przrorianſouldicrs, whg afſoone as they 
vndettoeke the fight repulſed the enemy at the firſt , and anon were repulſed them« 
ſclues. Forthe Virellianiſts had brought their engines of war, which before were 
diſperſed and diſcharged againſt buſhes and trees , withour any hurtrothe enemy,

aloofe with arrowes and tones on both ſides bur with diſaduantage 
ww NP part, yponwhom the enemy diſcharged from aboue : then approch= 
10g necre hediſtributed: rothe Legions —_ trenches and gates, appointing to each 
their ſcuerall Uarter , tothe end thelabour being thus diuided rhe difference be- 
tweene the yaliant and the coward mightbe percciued , andmuruall emulation of 
honour ſhould excitethemo vertue.

Vponſo grearſlaughter the Flauianiſts were almoſt 
ataſtay, had notthe Cape aines percciuing the ſouldiers ro be tired, andall other 
encouragementspreuaile bur a little, ſhewed vatothemthe towne of Cremona, as 
thepricc of their viory. Whether this was Hormus deuile, as Mefſalla reporteth, 
or Caius Plinius be rather to be belecued, who caſterh the fault vpon Antonius, I 
cannot caſily determine ; this only that whether Antoniusor Hormus were Author 
of this moſt bad part, it was nor vnſucable coneither of their former infamous lives, 
FAT behaujours. But hereuponno danger of limme or life could ſtay the Flauian

the Towneſ-men many andfure to Vitellius ; beſide a greatnumber of ſtrangers aſ- 
ſembled our of allplaces of Italy thicher, by occaſion of a Faire vſually holden there 
at that time. But that asit was a helpe to the defendants inreſpe&of the multitude, 
ſo was it aprouocation tothe aſſailants in reſpe of the ſpoile. Antonius comman- 
ded to take fire and burne certaine moſt goodly buildings , ſtanding without the 
walles, ifperaduenture the Townſ-men vpon the loſle of their ſubſtance would be 
inducedtoyeeld. The houſes that were neere tothe walles, and exceeded them in 
height he repleniſhed with the valianteſt ſouldiers he hadz who with blockesoftim- 
ber, and tiles, and fire-brands,, beat away the defendants from thewalles : by this 
time alſo, the Legions had caſt themſclues into a Target-fence, 2nd others ſhot 
ſtones, and arrowes againſt them onthe walles. Thenthe Virellianiſts hearts began 
by little and lictle to faile them, and euery man as he was firſt in degree was likewiſe 
the firſt ro yeeld vnto fortune, leaſt if Cremona alſo ſhould be taken there would be 
no hope of pardon remaining,the whole wrath of the winners being like to turne not 
vpon the poore and beggerly ſouldier, bur vponthe Tribunes and Centurions , by 
whoſe death ſome gaine might be gotten : contrarily the common-ſouldier nor 
ſearching into {: ook , and inlefſc danger by reaſon of his baſeneſſe , perſiſted ſtill 
for Virellius; and wandring in the ſtreeres, or hiding themſelues in houſes would nor 
ſue forpeace, cuenthen wen as they had left off ro make war. So theprincipallmen 
of degree inthe army razed Vitellius names, anddefaced his images, and looſing 
Czcina, who then was in bands,defired him ro become interceſſour in their behalf. 
As he madedainty to doe it, and bare himſelfe proudly againſt them,they befoughr 
him inftantly cuen with teares (a miſery of all miſcries, ſomany valiantmento im- 
plore the aide 4 of a di{dainefull_traitour) and then hufig our ouer the walles their 
* ſacred veles = ivfules, in ſigne of ſubmiſſion, Whercupon Antonius comman- «4,1ovcue 
ding his men to ſurceaſe all hoſtility , they brought our their enſeignes and ſtan- ##/«- 
. derds : the Vitellian Legions followed ; a heauy company, vnarmed, and caſting 
their eics to the ground. The Flauianiſts cloſed ho them,and firſt outraged them 
in ſpeeches, and icemcd to threaten violencevntothem : but whenthey ſaw them 
not mooued thereat , but patiently to endure all indignities, according tothe cir-. 
cumfſtance of their preſent fortune', they beganto call toremembrance, that cuen 
thoſe were the ſclfe-ſame men, that had alittle before at Bebriacum vſed rheir vi- 
Qory moderately. But when Czcina came forth as a Conſull in his robes, with his 
ſergeants before him making way thorow the uu ,the conquering ſouldiers loſt al 
maner ot patience, obieCting vnto him his pride, and his cruelty, yea and histreafon /// 
too : ſohatefull are vices euen where they are profitable. But Antonius interpoſed 
himſelfe and ſent him ſafely garded away to Veſpaſtan.In the meane ſeaſon the peo- 
ple of the rowne, among ſo many armed men, were greatly annoyed, and they ſca- 
ped nearely of a generall maſſacre, had not the Capraines intreated, andſomewhatr 
appeaſcd the ſouldiers wrath. Antonius calling a full aſſembly made a ſolemne ora- 
tion, ſpeaking in glorious termes to the ſouldiers of his owne (ide, and incurteousto 
thoſe of the other, concerning Cremona ambiguouſly. The Army was doubtleffe 
earneſtly bentto the deſtruQion and ſack of the city beſide a natural deſire of fpoile, 
vpon an old concciued diſpleaſure againſt them : for in the warof Ortho alfo they 
were thought to haue beſted & helped Virellius ſide; and z#terwardsthe thirteenth 
Legion beinglefetherg to build an Amphitheatre (as commonly theſe Towneſ men 
are naturally malapert) they had ieſted and ſcoffed atthem. Manyorher circum- 
Poder + their caſe alſo theharder,asthat Czcina had in that Towne exhibited 


his ſhewolſ © Fencersin honour of Yitellius vitory : thatit was choſen now _ -"_ 
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condtimefor theſcat-towne of the warre : that they had helped the Virellian army 
with vittels : that ſome women were found {laine, which for extreme loue tothe 
fide had come out tothe bartell : and not leaſt becauſe the faire time had filled the 
towne, being otherwiſe wealthy , with ſhew of more wealth. And thus ſtood the 
ſouldiersfor their part affe&ed. As concerning the Commanders, the behauiours 
ofthereſt werenor much marked : Antonius by reaſonof his forrune and his fame 
was principally eicd : who aſſoone as he centred the Towne went preſently tothe 
Bath to waſh of che bloud, and finding it ſomewhat too cool, letfall a word which 
was quickely taken vp, that erclong it would bemade hoater. This vaſc jeſt turned 
the whole blame vpon him, as if he had giuentherby a watch-word toſet Cremona 
on fire, which ro ſay the truth was burning already. Forty thouſ: and armed men were 
brokenin, and of ſeruants and followers of the Campe both a greater number, and 
agreatdeale more diſordered in all kind of licentious and cruell demeanour : nei 
ther age, nur honourable calling could warrant any from violence, but without re- 
ſpe of citherchey abuſed yrs Anrvpm 4 villanous maner, and flew them indiffe- 
rently. Aged men and old women , nought worth to be ſold, they haledin aiolity 
for paſtime and ſport : if any maide of competent yegres, or beautifull yongue man 
fell amongſt them, in ſtriving who ſhould carry them away, they pulled them aſun- 
derand tarethem inpieces ; and thereupon growing in choler turned tokill one 
another. Vhenas any had gotten and caried away for himſelfe mony , orrhe gold 
and jewels out of the Temples, being met by a ſtronger, he left behinde him both 
his life and his booty : ſome contemning that which they found ready and open, 
compelled the Owners with torture and ſtripes, to confeſle and yeeld vp their hid- 
denriches, and treaſures buried vnder the ground. The ſouldiers walked with fire- 
brands in their hands , which afſoone as they had emptied the goods, they hurled 
in aſport and wantonneſle into the voide houſes, and empty Temples. And as in an

ſtrangers, theirluſts and deſires were diverſe, and ſome-thing held lawfull by one, 

me-thing by another, and nothing vnlawfull to all. Fower whole daies Cremona 
miniſtred marterco ſacke and to burne : and all things beſide both holy andpro- 
phane being conſumed into aſhes, the Temple of * Mephitis without the walles re- 
mained vatouched, either becauſe it ſtood out of the way, or by reaſon of ſome di- 
uine vertue of the goddeſſe. 5 This end had the City of Cremona , two kundreth

Sempronius and Publius Cornelius were Conſuls , when Hanniball was about to 
come intoltaly, fora Bul-warke againſt the Frenchmen beyond thePo, and if any 
other power ſhould breake in by the Alpes. So by reaſon of the number of inhabi- 
rants, commodity of Riuers, fertility of the ſoile annexed, and affinities contracted 
with other people, it grew vp and flouriſhed, in forraine warres vntouched, vnfortu- 
nate in ciuill. Antonius aſhamed of this foule a& , which daily grew more and 
more odious, made proclamation, thatno man ſhould keepe any Citizen of Cre- 
mona as his lawfull priſoner : and all Italy with one generall conſent refuſing to buy 
any of them for {laues marred the ſouldiers market : whothereupon began to mur- 
ther theirpriſoners. Which being once knowen, their friends and kinsfolkes ſecretly 
came and ranſomed them. Inſhort time after the reſt of the people returned to 
Cremona. The publicke places and Temples were reedificd tothe charges of the 
Towneſ-men, and vpon Veſpafiansſpeciall encouragement. For the preſent, the 
rote being infeted with thenoyſomeneſle of the deadcarcaſes, affered not the 
lauian Army to dwell long vpon the ruines of the razed Ciry. Sothey a

three miles off, and there reduced the Virellianiſts,being disbanded , and trembling 
for feare,cuery ſouldier vnder his colours, and anon afterward ſent them away into 
Illyricum, leſt during the cime of the troubles they ſhould fortune to worke innoua- 
tion. Into Britanny and Spaine meſſengers were ſent with the newes of the ſuc- 
ceſle: and for a proofe of their victory, into Francethey ſent Julius Calenus a Tri- 
bune,and into Germanie Alpinus Montanus captaine of a cohort, becauſe Alpinus 
was of Tries, and Calenus an Zeduan, and both had followed Vitellius fide: and 
withall they kept and fortified the paſſages of the Alpes with garriſons, fearing the 
deſgent of the German that way in fauour of Yirellius.

VII. FabiusYalens ſetteth forward. Vitellius blockiſh behaui- 
our, The death of Innius Bleſus. 


V x Vitellius, having within few daies after Czcinacs departure ſet foorth Fa- 
bius Valens alſo to the warre,as ifnothing clſe were now to be done, layd afide 

all care of affaires,and betooke himſelfe ro his riotouslife. He made no proui- 
ſion of armour,coafirmed not the ſouldiers with comfortable ſpeeches, ormilitarie 
L exerciſes; 
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exerciſes; he conuerfed not inpublike in the faceofthepeople (like thoſe ſluggiſh 
creatures, which if you ſupply with foode lye careleſly ſtrerched along) lurking in 
arbours andplaces of pleature,he had caſt off all memory alike,of paſt,prefent, and 
tocome. Thus wallowing in ſloth, and languiſhing in the groues of Aricia,the hea- 
uic newes came vnto him of the treaſon of Lucilius Baſſus, and of thereuolt of the 
nauic atRauenna: ſoone after the ſorrowfull ridings mixed with ſome ioy concer- 


ning Czcina came, both that he had reuolted,and that he wasput in bands by the 


armie. His blockiſh and dull diſpoſition apprehended more the ioy then the care, 
inſomuch that with great triumph he made his returne vnto the cirie, and therein a 
folemnafſembly commended,and highly extolled the durifull affeion of the ſoul- 
diers. Then he commanded Publius Sabinus capraine of the Garde,becauſe he was 
inwardwith Czcina, to be committed, ſubſtituting Alphenus Varus in his roome : 


immediately going to the Senate hee made there a ſtately and magnificall oration 


vnto them, and wasrequited of them againe with all kinde of exquiſite flatteries. 


Then proceeded a heauie ſentence againſt Czcina , * pronounced firſt by Lucius 
Vitellius,and fo by the reſt of the Senate in order:who was inthe Princes bchalfe vt- 


tering their owne griefe aggrauatedhis fat with tearmes of affeed indignation, 


That a Conſull ſhould berray the common wealth, a Generall hisſoueraine Lo1d, 


indeed their own and a'man fo greatly aduanced in riches and honour his ſole aduancer and maker 


oriefe , rharſo 
lewd a perſon 
Gould be fo high 
ly prefcrred, and 
yer ſecnd ro 
e>m-aine in Pee 


vellis behalfe, 


without any touch ar all or iniurious ſpeech againſt any of the Flauian captaines 
but onely blaming the errour, and overſight of the armies: and for Veſpaſianspro- 
cecdings, with great caution touching that ſtring, and alwaies ſparing his name, 
Then Roſcius Regulus preſented perition, and by humble ſuite obtained , a ridicu- 
lousthing both to giue and ro take, the Conſulſhip for one onely day which remai-« 
ned behind of Czcinaestime,and fo the laſt day of Oftoberhe centred and reſigned 
his office. It was obſerued by men skilfull that way , that neuer before was there 
any ſuch ſubſtirution ſeene, bur either vpon errour inthe creation, or an expreſſe

of many inthe ciuill warre required much ſpeed inrewarding. About the ſame time 
thedeath of lunius Blceſus was openly knowen and much talkt of abroad : the cir- 
cumſtances whereof, as we hauerecciued them are theſe. Virellius lying ſicke of a 


> 


gricuons diſeaſe inthe Seruilian gardens, chaunced ro eſpie in aturret not farre off- 


made anſwere, thatin Czcina Tuſcus houſe there was a ſolemne feaſt, and much 
company met, whereof Iunius Blceſus was the principall gueſt ; awplifying the 
ſumptuouſnes of the entertainment, and the mirth, and the wanton ſolacing them- 
ſelues, andſuch other matters farre aboue truth: yea and ſome ſtucke not directly 
ro accuſe Tuſcus himſelfe and others;but aggravated moſt againſt Bloeſus,thart had 
{o good leyſure and luſt in thePrincesf{itknes,to banquet and paſſe the time ſo mer- 
rily away. When they found Vitellius humour once ſharpned, and irwascleere to 
them,tharſce deepely into Princes diſlikes,that Bloeſus might be ouerthrowen, the 
promooting and proſecuting againſthim was committed to Lucius Vitellius : who 

vpon a ſiniſter emulation malicing Bloeſus ( becauſe hee was ſo famous a man, and 

himſelfe by deſert ſo infamous) entred into the Emperous chamber, and taking his 

little ſonne in his armes fell cowne athis feere. When his brother demanded the 

cauſe of thishis confuſion,I come not (quoth he)for any feare or careof mine own, 

bur my humble ſuire is, and theſe teares areſhed in your owne behalfe, andyour 

childrens. In vaine do we ſtand in feare of Veſpaſtan, whom fo many Legions as we

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VI. The proceedings of Fabius Palens and his taking; 


N the meane ſeaſon Fabius Valens marching forward , more ſlowly then was 
conuenient in going to warre, with a greatandeffcininate traine. of concubines 
. andeunuches, was aduertiſed in poſt of the treaſon of Lucilius Bafſus , with-the 
loſe. of the navuic at Rauenna zand if he had folluwed with expedition his purpoſed 
iourncy,he might either hauepreuvented Czcinaecsfalling away , or overtaken the 
Legions beforethe battaile was giuen: Anq ſome perſwading him totakeafewof 
his rruſticit friends, and fo anviding Rguenna by ſecret bywaics togo in allipced to 
Hoſtilia,or Cremona: otherswere of opinion to ſend for the Przroriancohoers;out 
of the Citic,and ſo by ſtrong/hand to make paſſage. Bur Valens viing delay,torthe 
/, great hurt of the cauſe,ſpentthe times of ation inconſultation::and then rejecting * 
both the aduiſes, and taking 2 * middle courſe, whichin caſes of danger anddoubr 
of all is the woorſt, heneither was venturous enough with the one,notprouident 
inough with the other,bur onely wrotte letters to Yicellius for ſome ſupply. Whers 
upon rhree cohorts were ſent with the Britriſh wing,a-number neither fit to paſle * ofrrawicr 
ſecret withall, norſufficient to breake thorow by torce. Bur Valens cuen then, png . 
amidſt ſo great danger,abſtayned nor from his olde vitemperareliving;but was dif- pn wang 
famed,and notedto take by force his lewd pleaſures, and pollute his hoſts houſes, vreburi6.id' 
whereſocuer he came, with adulteries,and other vnlayfull luſts: he had both might 
and money,greatmeansto induce;andthe laſt Juſts fortune beginning tofall, now + 
at the farewell ſhewed themſclues moft outragjous..VVhen the horſemen and foot- 
men were come,then appeared the weakeneſlſc and faulr ofthat counſaile. Fornei- 
ther could hee with ſo ſmall a company, though he had beene moſt truſtic , paſſe 
thorow the encmies, neither yet were they faſt and rruſtic indecde: burfor a while 
L 2 ſhame; 
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ſhame,and the reuerence of their Generall being preſent,reſtrained chem, bonds of 
nolong continuance with men ® greedie of dangers, and careleſſe of credit : vpon 


feare whereof Valens ſending the cohort#before ro Arminium, and vypo—_ the 
wing to garde them behind, with a few in his company, whom aduerſitie had not 


altered, turned a(ide into Ymbria,and from thence into Erruria. Where vnderſtan- 

_ ding the cucnt of the batraile at Cremona;heentred into a notable determination, 
& if it had ſucceeded, ofgreat conſequence;to betake himſelfe to the ſea, &ſetting 

on land in ſomepart of the province of Narbon, to raiſe Fraunce and the nations of 


Germanic, andſoſturre vp a new warre. Afﬀoone as Valens was gone, Cornelius 
Fuſcus came with an army vpon them at Arminum, and beſtowinghis ſhippes not 
farre from the rowne forced the ſouldiers for feare toyeelde,and made himicife ma- 
ſer ofthe plaine of. Y mbria, andthe countrey of Picenum all along the ſea fide:and 
ſo all Icaly on the one fide of the Appennine mountaines was vnder the fubie&ion of 
Veſpaſian, and on the other fide vnder Vitellius. Valens having embarked himſelfe 
mthe bay of Piſa was driven by the violence of the ſea,or contrary windes,imo the 
portof Hercules Moncecus. Not farrefrom thence Marcus Maturus Procuratour 


_ oftheſea Alpes remained,a man very faithfull and conſtantin Virellius cauſe , not- 


withſtanding all thereabout had declared themſclues for the contrary fide; who in» 
tertaining Valens with all kind of courteſie,and warning him, nor raſbly to enter in- 
tothe province of Narbon, with this admonition ſtrooke a terrourinto his minde, 
and with all the reſt ofthe company beganto faint for feare, and ſtagger in their al- 


> netke bn Ga. IEEANCE» For Valcrius Paulinus a * Procuraror, a valiant ſouldicr, and a friend of 
ba Xwiwes. Yeſpaſians before his aduancement, had ſworne the cities round abour vnto him, 
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and gathering all thoſe, which being © diſmiſſed by Virellius of their owne accord 
reſumed armeskept the colonie of Forum Iulij, being the key oftheſea,with a gar- 
riſon: his dealing therein carrying the more credit, becauſe hee was borne in t 


amid by Y- rowne,and was highly cſtcemed among the Prezrorian ſouldiers , whoſe Tribune 
a>smenwon # ſometimes he had becne; and the towneſmen alſo vpon fauour to theircountrey-

man,and hope of greatnes hereafcer, endeuouredto further the fide. This firong 
preparation being reported in the ampleſt ſortto the Yitellianiſts,who already were 
waucring in minde,Fabius Valens retiredin all peed to theſhippes , accompanied 
onely with foure *Spearemen,three of his friends, and as many Centurions : Ma- 
turus andthereſt were at theirliberty co ſtay hehinde,ifit liked them, and ſwearets

' A S$00xs as Valens was taken, all the prouincesturned themſclues to Veſpa- 
fans fide, the matter beginning inSpaine atthe firſt Legion ſurnamed Ad- 
iurrix;z which vpon thememory of 'Ortho was enemy to V itellius, anddrewe 
with it the tenth and ſixt Legion alſo. Neither did the prouinces of Frauncemake 
any ſtay. AndforBricanny,the great fauour and repuration'in watlike affaires,thar - 
Veſpaiian had gorten being/Lieurenant rhercof thieſecond Legion vnder Chudi- 
us, did cafily win that Legionvnto him, albeit norwichourſomeſturre of thereſt, 
whereof many Centurions andſouldicrs, who had beene aduanced by 'Virellius, 
were vnwilling ro change the Prince, whom they hadprooned already. By meanes 
of which diſſention and continuall rumours of ctuillwarres, the Brizamns tooketharc 
and rebelled, through theprocurement *.of Venuſus3zwhobefidea naturall fierce- | 
neſſe of courage, andhatredof the Roman name , was'incenfed particularly{by'a «2:*:. rn 
priuate vnkindneſle berweene him and the Queene/Carthiſmandua. :Carthilman- 
dua was Queene of the Brigantines,of high-and noblelinage, who vpon the deline- 
ricof King Caratacus,whomſhe tooke by *fraud,andſcntrofumniſh andfcrourthe , ,;-;,...

w marciage with Vellocatus his hamiſh-bearer, and crowned him King:whictrfa&t | 
was the ouerthrow immediarely of her houſe. 'The good will of the countreywensr 
generally vpon the lawfull husband: butthe Queenexvnrtemperare affeQions were + 
peremptory and violentin maintaining her minion. VVhereupon Vennſius by' the 
helpe ot his other friends, and the reuolrof the Brigantes , made :warrevporw Car- 
thiſmandua, and bropght her into great extremities: then prayingaid atourtzands,

clare. The Daciansalfo ſtirred,a nationnenuer louingvs, and as then. our annybe- 
ing withdrawn out of Mceſia, not fearing vsneither. When'thefirſt-alrerations 
& rroubles began,they beld themſelue$quier,and looked bur on : burwheniagthey 
perceiued Italy to be all in armes, and berweene the fides euery where open hoſtih- 
rie,forcing the ſtanding campes of the cohorts and wings, 'rhey pur-themfſelwes'in 
poſſefſion of both the bankes of Danubjus, 'and werenow at the point-to hatte'ra- 
zed the campes of the Legions, had not Murtianus, hauingknowledge before of the 
victoric_at Cremona, oppoſed the fixt Legion againſt fhem, leſt rwoforreimpow- 
ers ſhould haue broken in at one time , the Germans and Dacians , from two di- 
uerſe coaſts, As often heeretofore, ſo now ſpecially fortune was fmiourable ro the 
Romans, bringing Mutianus with the power ofthe Eaſt to arriue there at that, in- 
ſtantzand that inthe meane time the matter was ſodiſpatched at Cremona, Mutia- 
nusdeparting away left Fonteins Agrippa, who had beene one yeere Proconſull of 
Aſia, Licutenant Generall in Mcefia; aſſigning him ſufficient forces out of the

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Vicellian Legions, whom it was thought a point both of policie and peace to di- 
ſperſe abroad in the prouinces,and keepe occupiedin forraine warre, Neither were 
othernations atquier. In Pontus a barbarous bondman, which ſomerime had been 
Admirall ofthe kings navic,raifed vp a ſodaine warre inthe countrey: his name was 
- Anicerus afreedmanofthe lare King Polemo, ſomtime of great credit and power, 
« knNeroes -and now fince the kingdome was® reduced into aprouince diſpleaſed and greeued 
iN & with the change. Whereupon having aſſociated vato him in Vitellius name the 
- nations that dwell vpon Pontus, alluring the poore and needieſt fort with hope of 
| bootie and ſpoile,he became in ſhort time Commander of competent forces; with 
which he ſodainly inuaded and brake into Trapezus,a very ancient citic built by the 
Grecians, in the vttermoſt borders of Pontus: where a cohort was flaine , which in 
time paſt was intheſeruice there of theking, but being afterward made citizensof 
Rome, had raken enſignes and armour afterour maner , retaining the ſlothfulneſſe 
anddiſfolure life ofthe Greekes notwithſtanding. Hee burned allo thenauic there, 
doing hispleaſure on that ſea,which as then was vngarded,by reaſon that Mutianus 
had giuen order for the beſt of the galleyes, and all the ſouldiers ro meerehim ar 
Byzantium : vpon occaſion whereof * the barbarous people alſo of the country 
ranged abroad, and robbed withour fear of checke or controlement ; building them 
« *Azgnenars boates on the ſodaine, which they call * Camerz, of narrow ſides and broad bor- 
9 nt toms,wrought and ioyned rogether without any braſle or iron, & when the ſea go- 
$len Nome erh big ,asthe waues riſe they raiſe alſo the ſides of rhe veſlell with boordes , vntill

| Wb : Velpaſianto aſſigne vnto thoſe parts ſome Vexillary ſoldiers out of the Legions, and 
- Virdius Geminus for captaine, a man of good proofe in ieruice : who ſetting vpon 
the enemies being in diſarray,and diſperſedin ſeeking of ſpoile, draue them to their 
boates,and then cauſing ſome galleyes ro be builtin haſte, purſued and ouertooke 
Anicertus in the mouth of the river Cohibus, being there vnderthe protection of the 
. king of the Sedochezi, whom he had won by money and gifts to vndertake his de- 
fence. And indeede ar firſt theking threatned toproret his ſuppliant with force of 
_- armes: but when asheſaw himſellc put to the choiſe, toaccepr either rewarde for 
 yeelding him, or warre in defending him, as an vnconſtant and diſloyall barbarian, 
compoſition he ſurrendred Anicetus todie,and deliuered the fugitiues, and ſo 
end was made of that ſeruille warre. Veſpaſian being ioyfull vpon the obtaining of 
this viRoric, all things ſucceeding vnto him abouc hisowne wiſh, was certified ſoon 
after being in Agypt of the bartaile at Cremona, which cauſed him to make the 
morehafte ro Alexandria, that ſecing Vitellius armie was defeated and broken, he 
' mightprefſe alſo with hunger the citic of Rome, ſtanding alrogerher vpon ftorraine 
prouiſion, Forſolikewiſe hee made preparation to inuade Africke, fituate on the 
ſame coaſt, both by ſea and land, meaning to cut off the two ſtorchouſes of corne 
from the enemies and ſoprocure famine, whereof conſequently diſſention would

H1tzsr intheſe general] alterations, thorowout the whole world , the 
V ſtate thus altered andpaſſed, Antonius Primus. leauing Cremona, left 
alſo his former care of well carying himſclfe, ſuppofing.the watre'to be at 
an end,and nodifficulty in that which remained: or elſe peraduentureproſpericy, in 
- -amanof chat diſpoſition, diſcoucred the ſecret and inward faults of his minde, as 
couctouſneſle and pride,and other vices that were ſuppreſled before. Italic he har- 
ried as a conquered coumrey: the Legions with all kinde of courtefie he ſoughero 
aſſurero himſelfe : in ſumme by all ſpeeches and deeds hee:made the way to his 
owne greatneſle. And to giue the ſouldierthe more his owne will, atd teaue him 
the bridle ar large, ot his mccre motion he graunted vnto the Legions thechoiſe of 
Centurions in their roomes that were ſlaine: by which kinde ofcleion the butficſt 
and troubleſomeſt fellowes were choſen; and generally the foulgdier was not gO- 
uerned by the direion ofhis captaine, bur the capraine drawne by the violence of 
the ſouldier. After theſe points tending tofaCion and corrupting of diſcipline, hee 
conuerted himſelfe to the pray,nothing dreading Murtianus at hand , which was a 
more hainous offence,then ro have contemned Veſpaſian himſelfe. Nenertheleſſe 
the army marched on,without cariages,becauſe the winter was neer, and the fields 
ouerflowen with the Po. The enfignes and ſtanderds of the conquering Legions, 
andthe agedor impotent ſouldicrs, with many ſound alſo, were left ar Verona. 
It ſeemed ſufficient, now the warre was info good a forwardneſle, to rake onely the 
cohorts and wings and certaine choſenmen out of the Legions. vnto this conma- 
nic the eleventh Legion alſo adioynedthemſelues, who at the firſt had made ſome 
delay,bur ſeeing the good ſucceſlc of their fellowes were ſorry it was their ill hap to 
be abſent: with it there came alſo ſixe thouſand Dalmatians newly leuyed. Pop- 
pzus Siluanus was Lieutenant generall : but the whole direRion of inartersreſted 
in Annius Baſſus Licutenant of the Legion,who with great induſtry andquierneſſe 
diſpoſed of all tharwasto be done, and vnder colour of obedience gouerned Sil- 
vanus peaceably,being a man ofno aQion inmilitarie ſeruice, and rrifling out the 
.rimes of doing in talking. To this power were adioyned the beſt of the mariners ar 
Rauenna requiring Legionary ſeruice, and in their roomes the Dalmatians were 
ſent to ſerne ar ſea. At FanumFortunz the army and the leaders were at a ſtop, 
being in doubt concerning their principall purpoſe, becauſe they had heard the 
Prztorian cohorts were already ſet foorth out of Rome,and preſumed that the paf- 
ſagesof the Apennine hilles were fortified and garded againſt them. Bur thatwhich 
cauſed moſt teare was want of prouifion, in a conntrey waſted and conſumed by 
warre, andthe ſeditious cries of the ſouldiers demaunding*Clauarium (which is [©#*==, 


a donate te 


the name of a donatiue) of them who had neither prouided money nor corne: and buytvem cel- 


the roo much haſt of the ſouldiers hindered greatly, whileſt rhat which in dueorder ns 
might haue bcene taken and ſerued ſome while , was in a moment ſpoiiedin ſnat- C—_— 
ching. Ir is reported by moſt credible writers, that among the winnersthere was 7 2rihem 
ſuch a contempt of common honeſty, and ſuch vnnaturall dealings againſt all 
lawes humane and diuine, that a common ſouldier among the horſemen wasnor a- 
// ſhamedopenly to profeſſe,thathe had ſlaine his owne brother in he laſt barrell, 
and to require recompence for the ſame at the captaines hands: who neither wil- 
ling to reward the fat inregard of common humanicie, not daring to puniſh - io

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reſpe& ofthe nature vf the preſent warre, differred the marter,pretending that he 

had deſerued much more,thenthey were preſently ableto give : how itwas ended 

I finde not recorded ; notwithſtanding in former ciuill warres I finde the like ro 

hauc happencd.For in the barraile fought againſt Cinna at Ianiculum,one of Pom- 

tycs fouldicrs flew his owne brother , and when he ſaw what hee had done, flewe 
himſclfealſo, as Sifenna reporteth :ſo much our anceſtors haue exceeded vs, = 
oncly in-glory. of their verrues, bur in-griete for their faults; Theſe and the like - 
drawne gue of anciciit hiſtory itſhallnot be amiſſe toremember, where the place 
om Andmaterrequiresto fer downeeither * cxample of that which is goed, or com- 

a oliamet, forts forthat which is bad. Now Antonius and the Flauian capraines| being at Fa- 
num,thoughr it expedient ro ſend ſome horeſemen before,and ſearch all che coaſt 
of Vmbria, to findeſome caſte and gentle paſſage ouer the Apennine: and withall 
they deteratined to ſend for the ſtanderds and enſignes, and all the fouldiersthar 
remained --at Verona, and to repleniſh the Po and the fea with ſtore of proviſion.

proceeding of Primus and Varus: Thoſe letters Murianus fent to Veſpaſian, andſo 
procured that Antonius deuiſes and dooings were nor accepted according to his 
expeRation. VWhich _ Antonius tookevery impatiently and imputed the faulc 
thereof vnto Murianus, by whoſe calumniations he conceiued his dangers had 
growen : neither did he forbeare to vie hard ſpeeches againſt him,asa man of an in- \ 
temperate tongue, and not accuſtomed to acknowledge any ſuperiour. Hee wrote \ 

alſo letters vnto Veipafian in a more hawty and arrogant ftile, then beſcemed a 

ſubie&ro his Prince,with ſecrer glances andnips at Mutianus : That it was Anto- 

nius and no bodie elſe,who firſt put in armes the Legions of Pannonia, and brought 
them into the field: that by his procurement and working the captaines of Mceſia 
were firſt ſtirred vpto the warce : by his reſolurenefle the Alpes were paſſed, Iralie 

ſſefled, and the aidof the Rhcecians and German nations cut off: then,thar 

Vitellius Legions being at diſcord and diſperſed the vantage was ſpyed , and they 

ouerthrown firſt by a turious charge ofhorſemen , afterward by a power of foote- 

men for a whole day and a night rogether; that was indeede the braueſt point of 
the ſeruice,and his onely doing : as for the miſhap of Cremona, it was amiſchznce 

of warre; and that the deciding of other civill difſentions in other ages had coft 

the common wealth much deerer, euen the ſubuerſion ofmany great townes.thar 

he ſernedhis Prince not with ſending ofmeſſages and writing of letters , but with -—

might be admitted to doe alſo the like. This counterfet forwardnes made the ofh- 
ccs, that were done for fearc,be thoughtro proceede of good will. And indeed ma- 
nypittiednot ſo much the man, astheplace he ſuſtained : & Vitellius himſelte cea- 
ſed nor. by his countenance, ſpeech and reares ro provoke compaſſion-and pirty, 
—-promiſing largely, and (as the nature is of men in grear feare) without meaſure, 
Moreouer he tooke then vpon hira ( which he hadreſuſed before ) the ſtile of* Cz- 
far, ypon ſome ſuperſtitious conceit of thename, and becauſe in a time offeare,the 
counſels of wiſe men, and pratlings of the people are heard and reſpected alike. 
Bur as all actions entred into vpon heat withour conſideration are ſtrongeſt inthe

| A S the poſleſling of Meuania by the Virellianiſts had wrought great terrour iri 


Iralie, ſecing another warre asit were ſprung vp afreſh by that meanes, foof 


the contrary {ide the departure of Vitellius in fo fearetull manner procured 
great credit, and good to the Flauian cauſe. Forpreſently thereupon the Samnites, 
and Peligni,and Matſireuoltced ; and vpon emulation that Campania had preue 1- 
tedthem, torecompence their ſlackneſlſe, asmennewly come to a new maſter, 
ſhewed extreme diligence in furchering the ſeruice. Bur in paſſingthe Apennine 
the armie by the fowlenefle of the winter weather wasgreatly diſtreſſed, and mar= 
ching with all liberty and quiernes could hardly wreſtle out of che fnow , fo that it 


was cleareto beſecne,whatdanger they muſt needs haue ſuſtained, if fortune, ro

| Thethird Booke of the hiſtorie 
which the Flauian Capraines were more often beholding , then to their good gui- 
ding and kill, had not turned Vitellius backe home againe. In the mountaines Peri- 
lius Cerealis met them {who in clowniſh apparel! through knowledge of thecoun- 
trey had eſcaped Virellius hands. Cerecalis was of neere affinity with Veſpaſian,and 
of tome name for matters of warre,and therefore was afſumed among the Leaders. 
Many write that Flauius Sabinus and Domitian might alſo haue eaſily eſcaped, 
and certaine ir is, that diuers meſſengers ſent by Antonius by ſundry cunning 
fleights came to theirſpeech,pointing the place, and offering them means for their 
ſafety: but Sabinus alleadged that his crazy body was not to vndertake a matter of 
thar paines, andſuch an audacious attempt. Domitian would gladly haue ventu- 
red, buthe feared the keepers whom Virellius had ſer about him, although they of- 
feredto accompany him in his cſcape,leſt peraduenture it had beene a ſnare to in+ 
trap him: and indeed Vitellius himſclfc , in regard of his owne kinsfolkes, intended 
no crueltic againſt Domitian. VWhen the Flauian captaines were come to Carlula, 
they ſtayed there a few daies to repole their army,till their Lgionary power ſhould 
ouertake them: andthe place of the campe init ſelfe was delitefull, with alarge 
goodly proſpe&;and very ſafe tor the prouifion of vittailes, hauing ſo many of the 
wealthicſt Cities, as it were ſtore-houſes behindethem. And befides they were 
in ſome hopethat the Vitellianifts,which were nor diſtane aboue tenne miles would 
fall ro ſome parle, and ſo from a parle to areuolt: which thing the ſouldiers could 
not abide to heare of, bur deſired an endrather by conqueſt, then by peace : cuen 
their owne Legions they were vnwilling to ſtay for, loath tohaue more fellowes in 
the ſpoile, when they needed none in the danger. But Antonius calling them pub- 
likely together, ſhewed vnto them, that Virellius had yet ſome forces remayning, 
waucring perhaps and vnconſtant if they. might haue rime to conſult, but offierce 
ſtomacke ifthey were driuen todeſpaire : that the beginnings of ciuill warres were 


- tobepermitted tv fortunes deciding, but the accompliſhment of the viRtorie was 


to be gouerned by reaſon and wiſedome : that the nauie of Miſenum,and the moſt 
flouriſhing countrey of Campania were already reuolted, and thereremayned no- 
thing of all the world vnto Virellius,ſaue onely ſo much as lay betweene Tarracina 
and Narnia: and ſurely they had wonne honour ſufficient in the bartaile at Cre- 
mona, and blame roo much by deſtroying the towne. therefore they ſhould nor 
now deſire torake Rome, batratherto no it: theirreward would be greater , and 
their glory moſt great,it they wrought the ſafety of the Senate and people of Rome 
without bloudſhed. Wirth theſe and other like ſpeeches their mindes were molli- 
fied, and ſoone afterthe Legions came. The Yitellian cohorts terrified with the 
fame of thearmie fo much increaſed, beganto wauer, no man animating them 
to the warre,but many toreuolt, who deſired to make a preſent of their bands and 
corners vnto the conquereur, to purchaſe fauour heereafrer; and gaueallo aduer- 
tiſement, that faſt thereby art Interamna was a garriſon of foure hundreth horſe. 
Wherupon immediately Varus was diſpatched with a band of men lightly appoin- 
ted, and {lew ſome few that made reſiſtance : but the moſt part laide downe their 
weapons, and yeelded themfelues to his mercy: ſome fled to the carpe at Narnia, 
and filled all there full of feare and terror, extolling abouetruth the forces and va- 
lour of the enemies,to diminiſh their owne diſhonour in loſing their fort. Neither 
was there any puniſhment for offences es Vitellianifts z on the other ſide 
the rewards were apparent of thoſe that reuoled : ſo that from thence foorth the 
contention was, who ſhonld be moſt traitour, anddaily ſome of the Tribunes and 


Centurions fledto the enemie: forthe common ſouldier was obſtinarely bent for 
Vicellius,

of Cornelius Tacitur.' © _ 
Vitellius , vntill Priſcus and Alphenus Generalles forſaking the Campe vpon feare, 


_ andreturningto Virellius, diſcharged the reſt from all blame oftreaſon.. About the

ſame time Fabius Valens was put rodeath in the priſon at Vrbine, His head was 0- 
penlyſhewed to the Vitellian Cohortsto put themour of all hope : for before rhey 
belecucd thathe was eſcaped into Germany and putting in armes both old and new 
ſouldiers there :: but when they ſawhe was dead, they began todeſpaire. The Fla- 
uian Army alſo rooke a wonderfull conceit as if his death were vndoubtedly the end 
ofthe warre.' Yalens was borne at Anagnia,of a Gentlemans houſe, looſe in condi- 


- tions, andnot without grace inſecking by wanton. ieaſtes thename of apleafant 
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conceit. Inthe gamesofuucnalia in Neroes time he * plaicd aparr, firſt as it were * Mine ati- 
by compulſion, then voluntarily, with more dexterity thencredir. Being created ""* 


Lieutenant of a Legion he both ſought to prefer Verginiusrorthe Empire, andthen 


rodiſcredit him. Fonteius Capito his Lieutenant Generall, either becauſe he was 


entred into treaſon, or becauſe he could not induce him to treaſon; he murdred and 
made away. A traitour he was no doubt to Galba, and true to Vitellius, a vertue in 
him ſo much the more eminent, becauſe ſo many others werefalſe. Now the Virtel 
lian ſouldiers ſeeing all their hope cur off, going ro yeeld themſelues to the contrary 
parc, cuen inthat alſo had a care of their honour , andeamedowne into the plaine 
vnder Narnia vndettheir enſcignes and banners diſplaied : the Flauian Army ſtood 
armed with their weaponsbent, asin batrell, inthicke ranckes along the way fide. 
Sothe Virellianiſts were receiued inthe middle, and being fo incloſed about, Anto- 
nius entertained them with comforrable and gracious words, andappointed ſome of 
them ro abide ar Narnia,and ſome at Interamna,leauing ſome of his owne Legions 
withall, without moleſtation tothemiif they were quiet, andyetof forceſufficient 
to repreſſe them if they rebelled.

Vxinc theirabode at Carſula , Antonius and Varus ſent continiiallyraeſſa« 
ges vnto Vitellius, offering him, if he would ſurceaſe Armes, and yeeld hits 
ſelfe and his children to.Veſpaſians mercy, life, mony, and what ſecretÞlite 
he would chuſe of Campania toretire himſelteints : rothe ſame effe&t Mutiznus 
wrotealſo vnto him : and Vitellius oftentimes gaue carethereunto, cntring*mts 
ſpeech about the number of his ſcruants,and the choiſe of the place. So great aſenl- 
leſnefſe had poſleſied his minde, that if other men had not remembred, that hetrad 


beene once Prince, and therefore wasnot to looke forſecurityin private eſtareghee + 


himſelfe would have quickly forgotten it. -But the principallmen at Rome ſeeretly 
incited Flauius Sabinus being Prouoſt ofthe City , roput himſelfe inforhecaulſe; 
and yndertake part of the vi&ory and of the honour : making remonſtrance viito 


him, thatthe City Cohorts was his owne peculiar'fquldier ,'the Cohorts ofthe - 


Wartch-men would queſtionlefſe take his part, and theirowneretinue 0 


ſhould be ar his diſpoſition , beſidethe fortune of th&'fide, and the cafie coutſe of 


proceeding they finde, thatbe in traine of winning ::thathe ſhould'not yeeldthe 
honour of the Aion of Antonius and Varus : that Vitellius had but few Cohortsin' 


number, and thoſc diſcouraged and trembling arthe euil newes that came out of all 
| quarrers : 
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« yuafrers:the cormangecyle was fickle and changeable; andif Sabinus would pre- 
ſent himſclfe for a head, they would vic the ſame flattering tearmesfor Veſpaſian, 
whichnowthey didto the other : as for Vitellius he was a mannor able to gouerne 
himſelfe in proſperity , much lefle ſufficient ro weild and winde out of his declinin 
eſtate : that the honor of finiſhing the war would be his who firſt ſhould take poſſet- 
ſhon of the Citiez and fo were it fit in all congruity , both for Sabinus toreſerue the 
Empire to his brother, andfor Veſpaſianto cſteeme of all other mens ſeruice ſecun- 
darily ro Sabinus. Theſe warlike Pharm made but aſlender impreſſion in his feeble 
old minde and ſome did ſecretly {u{pe and charge him that thorow enuy and emu- 
lation he ſought ratherto hindet his brothers good fortune. For Flaujus Sabinus was 
the elder brother, and exceeded Veſpaſian bothin riches and authority, whiles they 
were both priuate men and was thought rohaue ſaued his credit and kepthim from 
breaking by lending him mony, bur taking in morgage his houſe and lands for repai- 
menttherof : wherupon albcit in outward ſhew they continued frindes, yer ſome ſe- 
cret ielouſies were feared between them. Burt the berter interpretation was,thar be- 
ing amilde man he abhorred from (laughter and bloud,and therefore treated diners 
times with Vicellius of a peaccable compoſing of matters vpon conditions. And after 
diverſe = 6 at his houſe, ar the laſt a capitulation was concluded vpon ( as the 
fame went) in the Temple of Apollo,only rwoperſons,CluuiusRufus and Silius Ita-

of Veſpa{ian,andto the diſgrace of Vitellius. The reſt made ſundry ſhifts to eſcape, 
ſome in bondmens apparcll, others were hidden by their clients, and conueyed 
away amongſt the ſtuffe :ſome there were alſo that had learned the Yitellianiſts 
watch-wordz whereby one ofthem knew another, and fo asking and anſwering ac- 
cordingly: vicd boldneſle in liew of aftole to Jurke in. Domirian arrheir frſt brea- 
king in was hid inthe ſexrens houſe, and there by rhe policy of his freedmanpur in 
alinneri garment, as the miniſters ofthe temple did weare; 8& fo eſcaped vnknown, 
hd lay ſecret at the houſe of Cornelius Primus, one of his fathers followers, neere 
tothe Velabrum.. Afterward when his father came co the ſtare he pulled downthe 
ſexrens lodging,and builded there alictle chappell in honour of 1upiter bis Preſerner: 
and alſo erected an altar and cauſed this hiſtory to be cur in-marble : and when heg

came tothe Empire himſclfc he built a great temple ro Juprter hu Keeper; and con- | 


ſecrated himſelfe inthe lap ofthe god. Sabinus and Atticus being loaden with 
irons, and brought to Vicellius,were neither receined with ill fpeech, nor ill couhre- 
nance;wherat they which challenged to kilfjen ,& reward forrheir ſcruice,fretred 
and chaffcd ; andſothenext beginning the cry, the raſcall fort ofthe people de- 
manded Sabinus death, mingling threats and flatteries rogether. And as Vitcllius 
preſented himſelic vpon the ſtaires of the palace to intreate for hislife, they forced 
himinthe end ro deſiſt : thenthey ſtabbed angd.manrgled him, and cutting off his 


. bead trailed the body into Gemoniz. This wastheende of Sabinus, a man ſurely 


not to be contemned. He had ſcrued inpublicke place thirric fiue yecres, and was 

reatly renowned both for matters of peace and of warre : for integritie and vpright 
T. alingno man could touch him : ſomewhat he was too full of wordes ; the onely 
thing blamed in him during the ſcauen yeares that he ruled in Mceſ1a, &the wwelue 
yeares that he was prouoſt of the Cittie : inthislaſt a& of his life ſome iudged him 
cowardly, 6thers moderate rather andſparing of his citizens bloud ; but of this all 
men agree that before Veſpaſian was Prince, the repuration ofthe houſe reſted in 


:Sabinus. It was thought that Mutianus was glad of his death : and many were of 


opinion, that irfell outnor ill in reſpe&;of quiernes, all ſtrife and emulation being 
therby taken vp berweene two, whereof the one was the Emperoursbrother , and 
the other caried himſelfe as his fellow, Bur Vitellius when the people required alſo 
Artricus the Conſuls death plainly withſtood them himſelfe, being fomewhar ap- 
peaſed, and in ſome ſort torequite him, for that being examined,who had firſt fired 
the Capitoll,he tooke vpon him the matter himſelfe, and by that confeſſion, whe- 
ther it was true indeed, or fained onely toſerue the preſent purpoſe, ſeemed to take 
ypon him the blame of the fact, andcleere Vitellius and his adherents.

XIII. Luci Vitellins taketh Tarr-cin. 


N the meaneſeaſon Lacius Virellius pitching his campe ar Feronia, prefled fore 
vpon TFarracinato take it,hauing (hut into the cowne the®* fencers and mariners, 
whodurſt not comcout of the wals, nor hazard themſclues in the fielde. Their 
captaines(as we haue remembred before)were Iulianus ouer che tencers,and Apol-, 
linaris ouer the mariners,inen borh in a difſolurenes, & inſuthciency more like fen- 
cers then capraincs : obferuing no order in watching and warding, nor repayring. 
the weake parts of che wals, burpaſſing borh nights and daies in wantonnefle and 
melodie, vpon thoſe pleaſaut ſca-thoares, and diſperſing the ſouldiers abroad ro 
rake prouition for their riot, neuer talking of warre, but 1n banquer, Apinius Tiro 
was departed ſome fewedaies before, and with his extortions and (harpe dealing 
in the free townes, purchaſed more ill will then ſtrength rothe fide. In the meane 
time aſeruant of Virginius Capiro fled out of the rowne to Lucius Viteltius, pro- 
miſing him,if he woldallow him ſufficientmen, todeliuer lecretly the caſtle being 
vamanned, and accordivg!y inthedead ofthe night he brought'certaine light ar- 
med cohorts, intorheplaceſtanding vponthe top of a hill,ouer the enemies head. 
From thence the foldicrsran down racherto a butchery then a batrell,killing ſome 
vnarmed, others beginning to arme, ſomenewly awaked our of fleepe diſtracted 
and confounded with feare, darkneſle, and ſoundof trumpets and noyic of enemies. 
A few of the ©* fencers madereſiſtance, and were flaine, albeit rhey ſold their lives « c1.no}es 
deare : thereſtran headlong to the ſhips, where through to like feare all chings | 
were inthe like confuſfon; or ſo much the more becauſe the rowneſmen were gor- 
- ten in amongſt them, whom the Vitellianiſts alſo did kill without any difference. 
Six ſhips vponthe notice ofthe ſurpriſe eſcaped, and with them Apollinaris the 
Admirall ofthe nauiec : the reſt were eitherraken vpon the (hore, or elſe ſuncke__ 
inthe ſca,being ouercharged with the company that leapr into them. Iulianus was

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brought to Lucius Vitellius and ſcourged, then ſlaine in his preſence. Diuershaue 


accuſed Triaria Lucius Virelluus wife, thar girding hirſelfe wich a fworde like a foul- 
dicr, ſhe ſhould haue demeaned hirſelfe cruelly, andinſolently amidſt thepirtiſull 
cries, & lamentable deſtruction ofthe poore towne. Lucius himlſclfe ſent a lawrell 
in roken of viRtory to his brother, requiring withat his furcherpleaſure, whether he 
ſhould rerurnepreſently ro Rome, oc, ſtay and ſubdue the reſt of Compania :the in 
cerpoſing of which little time fell our greatly for the good both of Veſpaſiansſide, 
andof re ſtare. Forif the ſouldicrs preſently after their victory had direRlly yepay-. 4 
red toRome,whiles they were in courage and hartyby reaſon of their lare good ſuc- 
ceſſe, beſide a naturallobſtinatenesinthem, the matter would nothaue beene en- 
dedfo quickly without much ado, and the cuident deſtruftion of the Citric. For 
Lucius Virellius albzit he were infamous otherwiſe, yer was he induſtrious, and 
— powcrablenot as good men by vertues, but by vices asthe worſt ſort, 4

Hit xstheſe things were adoing of Vitellius fide Veſpaſians armie re- 
\ mooved from Narnia to Otriculum, and ar good leyſure celebrated the 

2 Saturnalia there, The cauſe ofthis harmefull delay, was to ſtay for 
Murianus:ſome impure itro Antonius, as done with a traiterous intent, vpon letters 
receiued from Vireliius,whercin he offred vnto him the Conſulſhip,and his daugh- 
ter in mariage with a great dower, ifhe couldrenolt, in reward of treaſon : others 
athrme, rhar all chis was falſcly furmNed, and maliciouſly fpred to pleaſe Mutianus 
withall. -Some are of opinion, that it was the purpoſe of all the Commanders ra- 
ther topurthe Cittic in fearc, thento ſecke to rake ir by force, ſeeing rhe moſt and 
principallcohorts had already relinguiſhed Vitellius;andnow al the ſtrength being 
cut off, it was likely he would reſigne the Empire withour further coaRion : bur all 
thar courſe was croſſed, firſt by Sabinus haſte, and then through his cowardlinefle ; 
who raſhly raking armes was not afterward able ro keep a fortreſle of thar ſtrength, 
and which euengreat armies could nat haue taken, againſt three onely cohorts.Bue 
the fault cannot well be impured to one, which was common to all. For both Mu- 
tianus was ſome occaſion ot ſtay, by meanes of his doubtfull letters, and Antonius 
by his prepoſterous iobeying, or in ſecking to auoide cenuic, deſerved great blame, 
and che other Commanders preſuning rhe warre to be finiſhed, made the endeof 
ir morenotorious. Neither did Petilius Cerealis(who was ſent before with a thou-' 
ſand horſe, to coaſt through the countrey of the Sabins, andfo to enter the citry by 
Via Salaria) make thar haſte as the matrer required, till inthe ende thenewes ofthe 
ſiegeofthe Capitoll madchim ſtirre all aronce. Antonius came forward by the 
Flaminian way to Saxa rubralateinthe night, and too late roſuccor. For there 


. hevnderſtoodthar Sabinus was laine, the Capitoll burned, the city in grearfearc, 


and all chings went ill : it was alſo declared, thatthe people and bondmen were ar- 
ming for Vitellius. And beſides Petilius Cerealis had receiued a blow in a skirmiſh” 
of horſemen, by running headlong and charging raſbly vponthe enemie, preſu- 
ming them conquered perſons: bur the Vitellianiſts, with horſemen and fooremen; 
interlaced together,valiantly recceiued the charge This *kirmiſh was not farte from 
rhe citry.among the buildings, and gardens, and crofle lanes, wherewith the Vitel- 
lianiſts were well acquainted,the Fj. a not; which was an occafion to diſmay them 
rhe more : and befides all their horſemen werenot of one minde aud affe&ion,ſome 
being of thoſe chat hauing lately yeelded ar Namnia kept aloofe,meaning afterward 
rocloſe with the winner. Tullius Flauianus capraine of a wing was taken priſoner, 
the reſt ranne away diſhonorably : bur the Vitellianiſts purſued no further then to 


. Fidenz. By this ſuccefle the affeion ofthepeople was greatly augmented,8& im- 


mediately therowneſmen tooke armes:fewhad many military targers,but the moſt 
tooke vp whatſocuer weapons cameto theirhands,& forthwith required the ſigne 
ofthe bartell. Virellius thanked them hartily, and willed them to iſſue out with all 
ſpcedin defence of the city. Then he called a S cnate wherinEmbaſſadors were ap- 
inted tothe armic,which as in thename 8 vnder the colour of a common weale, 
ſhould perſlwadethem to peace and agreement. The hap af the Embaſſadors was 
not all alil$#Forthey which mer with Perilius Cercalis incurred extreme daunger, 
the ſouldiersrefuſing vererly all conditions of peace,and ArulenusRuſticusthe Pre- 
tor was wounded, which beſide the enormity of the fat,in the perſon of an Embaſ-

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ſadour and a Pretor, was allo more hainous,in regard of the woorthices ofghe man. 
" Histraine was diſperſed, and one ot his ſergeantesnext before him flaine for preſu- 
ming among armed men to make way thorow thepreaſefor his maſter:andvnleſſe 
they had beene defendedby a band: that the capraine affigned togardethern, the 
-- Tight andpriuiledge of Embaſſadors; reputed ſacredeuen amongſt fitangenations, 
had through ciuill furic beene violated by murder, even atthg very gates and wals 
o: the cittic, ' Bur they which came to Antoniusfound more courteons entertain»: 
ment, notbecaule thoſe ſoldiers were civiller,biucbecauſe rhe General wasofgrea« 
ter authorizy.lnto the company of theſe Embaſiadors Muſonius Rufus inferred him- 
ſelfe, agentleman of Romeaddited tothe ftudyof philoſophicafcer the way of the 
Sroicks, who thruſting himſelfe among the companies of theſouldiers began to dif 
courle ofthe good of peace, and danger of warte, and roſchoole men'in armes : at 
which.many ſcoffed; more grew weaty of ir,and fame forbarenes; ropuſhand ſpurn 
him away,tillin che-ende byche aduice of che difcxeeter ſort, and thethreatsof che 
- other he wasperſwadedodeliit tram his vaſcaſonable wiſedome, The Y eſtall Vir- 
gins alſo,were ſent with letrers from Vitellius to Antonins, requeſting him todiffer 
the battaile for oneday : bymeancs of that little delay with.more caſe would. all 
points be ayreced vpon.. The virgins were ſent hame with honour, and aulwere was 
madero; Vuellius that.by rhe murther of Sabinus,and the bugaing of the Capitol al 
parle of peace was cutoff; and all extremitic ro be looked for; notyichſtanging An- 
ronius calling his armie together aſſaied to pacifie chem thus farre, that they would 
be content to encampethemſclues forchat preſent ar the Milyiary bridge; and nor. 
to.enter the towne beforethe next day: izhereaſonofthe motion was, leſt the: foul-, 
dicr hauing his bloud heatedin skirmiſh, ſhould afterwarde ſpare neitherpeople, 
nor Scnateznonotthe churches and remples of the gods. Burthey mifliked and- 
ſuſpetedalldclay as a hinderance to the viorie-: and withall certaine,batners 
 glictering vpon the fide of the hils, albeit followed by nope but.towne-people; and 
men of ſeruice, made aſhew of at-armic.

a diſflureand riotous peace, &rthe milcry of a moſt-cruell capriuity :ſo that aman 
plainly would indge one & che ſame towne, bothe extremely furious and raging, & 
extremely drowned inpleaſure®. Therchad afore times paſſedgreat conflicts be- 
rween armed powers inthe citie,twiſe when Sylla, & once when Cinna ouercame, 
& the cruelry chen wasno lefſe:bur this was an vnnacurall brutiſh ſecuricy,that men 
for one moinent of time wold not intermit their accuſtomed pleaſuces, bur as if this 
had giuen chem further occafion of joy amidft their feſtiual daies,clapped hands & 
reioiced,withour care offides,atthepublick calamities. But che greateſt difficulty 
of al wasin taking the Przrorian campe,vnto the which the valianreſt amongſt the 
Vitellianfoldiets had beraken thetnlelues, as to their laſt refuge;%rherfore the Fla- 
uianifts were the more earneftroaffaulcir,eſpecially the old Prztoriancohorts,cm- 
ploying all mcans deviſed forthe raking ofmoſt fortifiedrowns,as the targer fence, 
engins of battery,mounts, 8&fizebrands,crying aloude that that one worke was the 
accoinpliſhmenr & perfection of all the trauels and darigers, which they info many 
batrailes had paſſed; tharthe city belonged co the Senare and people, and therem= 
ples ro'tlie gods, and beth werereſtored rotheirowners : butthe fouldiers honour 
was in the campe,that was his countrey, and his dwelling place,which vnleſſe they 
could ttraightwaies recouer,rhey muſt and would lye all nightin their armour. On 
the other {ide the Virellian ſoldicrs,although-inferiour both innumber and forrune, 
diſtutbed the courſe ef rhe viRorie, hindred the peace, polluting the houſes and al 
rars with bloud, and embracing the laſt comforrto conquered perſons. Many lay 
gaſping and died vpon the towers and battlements ofthe walles. When the gates 
werebroken vp, they that remained aliue preſented themſelues tothe conquerors, 
and died all with their face toward the enemy, and wounded vpon their foreparts : 
. ſauchcarerhey had ſeeing they muſt die,todie in moſt honourable maner. Vitellius 
_ *;elate. Sue. When asthecitie was taken, conneyed himfelfe in a carying * chaire, by the backe- 
el5:6:6% pare ofthe Palace, into his wines houſe in the mount Auentine intending if he 
could hauelyen ſecret that day , to haue fledby night to Tarracina to his brother - 
and the cohorts there. Anon changing his minde, and asitfalles out ro men in a 
maze ſearing all things, and moſt dilliking thepreſent, hererurned imtothe Palace 
' apaine now valt anddeſolare,cuen his baſcft ſeruants being either fled away,or eife 
purpoſely ſhunning bis preſence. This greatſolitarineſle, and filence in thoſepla- 
ces aſtoniſhed him : whereupon he aſſayed roopen that which was (hut, and was 
0 amazed finding all voide. After much pittifull wandring abour, being wearicd he

One word he was heard vtternotproceedingfromnian abietminde, in 2n- 
 fwerts the Tribune who inſalced ouerhim-: Thathe had yer ſometime beene his 
Prince : andſo after many wounds recciued he felldowne dead : andthe common 
people as much without reaſon railed vpon him when he was dead asthey flatrered 
bim being aliue. He was fonne to Lucius Yicelius : abour ſeauen * and Carcs 
old when he died : the Conſulfhip and ſacerdorall dignities, with a name andplace 
-- among the chicfeſt of Nobility, he attained vaito, not thorow any ſufficiency ef his 
owne, bur by his fathers great fame andrenowne :: the Empire was conferred vpon 
him by thoſe which knew him not 3 and yer neuer man found io conſtant good will

I. Thebehaiiour of the Flavian ſouldiers in the Citie, after 
the death of Pitellis, 


Izz»Lirvs thusbeing ſlaine, the warre was rather endedthen 
peace begun. For the conquerours with implacable hatred, 
porſued the contrary ſide thorowout the City in armes : the 
\ ſtreetes were ſtrawed with dead carcaſcs, the Temples and 
' common places embrued with bloud ; euery one lying flaine, 
where it was his chance tobe oucrtaken, without diſtin&ion of 

( AE FN place: and anonllicentiouſneſſe growing, they began to ſearch 
houſes, and fetch forth ſuch as were hid : ifthey ſaw any man looke like aſouldier, 


perſonable of ſtature and of yeeres not diſagreeing were he ſouldieror Citizen ne 


murdredhim : ſatiating themſclues at the firſt, whileſt their malice was freſh, wir 

nothing ſaue bloud. But anon the heate of their choler aſſwaging, they conuerted 
their cruelty into couetouſneſſe : ſuffering no Cloſet to eſcape vnrifled, no hidden 
place any whereto beſecret, pretending the Virellianiſts lay hidden therein : that 
was the colour to breake vp mens houſes, orifrefiſtance were made, an occaſion to 


ſpoiles of Cremona. Thereſt, either for modeſty or becauſe they were not ofname, 


cencwnlicenriam AS 11 War they paſſed varenowned, fo at this time they went vnrewarded, 
w[arpante. . 


II. Zucius Vitellius yeeldeth him(elfe, and his ſouldiers 
to the Flanianiits.

themſclues wou!d nor greatly miſlike ofthis warre, the loſſes whetcof, if any wete, 
they might impure to Veſpaſian, and if they went through'and'conquered, they 
ſhould not be called ro their account. Hauing ended his fpeechrwith'great appro» 
bation of the audience, he bound them with barbarons ceremonies and-adiutari- 
ons vied by them in like cafes, in a firme affociation rogither.” Straightwaies mef- 
ſengers were diſparchedrothe Caninefates, tro mduce them alſo into the Teague. 
The Caninefares inhabire apart of the Hand,of the ſamelanguage andrace, in'va- 
lour equallco the Barauians, bur inferiour innumber.

ontiacum. Among the Caninefares there was one Brinioza Wilde and footehard NONE. 
Laine howbeie of a high and noble ſtocke,whoſefarher, having fundryrimeinua- 
ded our borders, and done many aQes of hoſtility, boldly conremned rhofe mocke- 
expeditions of Caius theEmperour: wherefore being deſcended of fo rebellious a 
kindred,in that refpeR hey liked him beſt of allothers. Andthereupon fettirig hind, - 
after theircountrey manner, on a tatget; and bearing himrotmide about'dn heir 
ſhoulders,;hey clefted him Generall: andhe forthwith afforiaring vito him the's Teciude may.

After a little skirmiſhing, a cohorrofthe Tuogrians fled ro Ciuilis:whereup- 
onourſouldiers, Iſomforel with the. ſodaine treaſon, were on all ſides beaten 
downe,both by their falſe fellowes,and enimies: the like perfidiouſneſſe was allo on 
rhe water. A great part ofthe rowers (being Batauians borne) taining vnskill-in 
handhug theiroare, hindred both the mariners, ang ſouldiers in ding their durie : 
anon withour difſimularion they wrought dire&ly againſt them, and forced the 
ſhips tothe cnimies ſide, killing che Maſters and Centurions, that woulde not con- 
deſcend to their treaſon. And-fothe whole flecte , of fower and twentie barkes, 
either fled tothe A was taken by force. This viory both preſently wanne 
great reputation, and afterward ſtoodein great ſteade : for they gor both armour 
and ſhips, which before they wanted; and throughout France and Germanie, they 
were highly renowned as the authors of libertic. The Germans by and by ſent Em- 
baſſadours offcring them aide : and Ciuilis, by policie and gifts,cndeuoured ro win 
the harts of the French, ſending the captaines, whom he had taken, gently home, 
and giuingthe cohortsfree choice, cither to abide with him, or attheirplcaſare ro 
returne to their cuntrey: if they would carrie, he offred them honorable reward for 
their ſeruice zifotherwile, at their departure he beſtowed vpon them the ſpoiles 
oftheRomans, ihallakociſhing them inſecrer of their calamities ſuſtained ſo 
many yeecres, and of their miſerable thraldome falſely inticled apeace ; ſhewing 


them how the Barauians, though not charged with tribures,as they, had notwith- 


Randing taken armes againſt them,which tyrannized ouer them both, that the Ro- 
mans, at the firſt encounter, werepur to the flight by chem, and diſcomfited:what 
werethento be hoped, if all France ſhoulde joyne to ſhake off the yoke ? Iralie was 
difarned, and could ofir ſelfe, neither conquerenorkeepe; bur with the prouinces 
bloud were the prouinces won. that they ſhould not be diſcouraged with the re- 
membranceof Vindex misfortune: for the Batauian horſe were themen,which de- 
feared him. and his armie ; And among the Aidesof Verginius there were beſide

N the meane ſeaſon the meſſenger ſent by Ciuilisto Magontiacum, to ſollicite 
:e8&cdhortsof theBarauiaris'arid Caninefares, came tbither, atd found themin 
readigeſſe, by Vitellivs commanndement,'to march roward Ronye."Vpon that 
meſſagercceinedfoorthwiththey waxed prowd,and intolerable; erying out(or cls 
refuſing tomarch) for their doratiue; for double wages, foran augmentation of 
the number of their horſemenIhings indeed wiotniſeg by Vicellius bur demanded 
by them, nor in hope to obraine, bnt ro picke an occaſion of mutinee : and Flaccus, 
cclding todiuers of their demaunds, gained nought els,bnt that they more inſtant-

Whereupon ſuſpicion aroſe, thatthe Lieu- 
renants of ſerpurpo!c itirred vp and foſtered theie warres ; yea allthe miſchicfes, 
which either had chanced already or werefeared heerafrer, wereampured, not ro 
the cowardlinefle of the ſouldier, or ſtrength ofrhe enemie,but onelyrothe fraude 
and falſchoode of the Leaders. VVhen rhe Baranians drewneare tothe campe at 
Bonna, they ſent before certaine meſſengers, rodeclare to Herennius Gallus the 
intention of the cohortes : that their meaning was not to make warte with the Ro- 
mans, in whoſe bchalfe they had ſo oft borne armes; bur forafmuch as,they were 
wearied with a long and frurleile ſeruice, their defire was, quietly roliue at home 
intheircountrey. And therefore ifno man made oppoſition, their paflage ſhould 
be harmeleſſe : but if any hoſtilitic were offred,they would make their way withthe 
ſword. VVhileſt rhc Lieutenant ſtoode deuided in minde what to doe, his ſouldiers 
viged himtoputirtothe fortune ofa field. There were in his campethree thou- - 
ſand®* Legionary ſouldiers, and certaine tumultuary cohorts of Belgians, and with- gut,nq es ws 
gr ſine, or of pezants,and followers ofthe campe, braue men before the danger nerd 4 
approche, inthe danger burcowards. Out they ifſue ar allthe gates of the campe 100g, aſthe 
ro encloſe the Batauians,whom they knew to be farre inferiour in number. The Ba- 
rauians mindfull oftheir olde order in ſeruice, ſet themſclues in array in pointed 
barrels ſtanding on every ſide cloſe rogether, and having their front, their flancks,

Moreonerthe greatcompaſſe of thetrench made the attemprof thebiſic- 
gers more feafable and increaſed rheirhope, For whereas it was madetocontaine 
ro Legions;arthat preſent it had fcarſe five rhouſand armed men to defendir, be- 
ſide the tollawers of the campe, which-vpon the'breaking vp of the peace gathered 
thirbcr aud chete remained doing them ſome ſeruice.m the war. A partof the eamp 
yas: fitnace vpon the pendant of an cafie hill ,' and part ſtood vpon the plaine 
gromndetThartandingeampe Auguſtus ſerledthere, ſuppoſing it ſufficient ro 
watch ouer,and as it were,to beſiege the countreyes of Germany,neuer imaging 
thac che-world could gafar otherwiſe, 'asthat they ſhould preſume to begity and 
ifaite our Legions : whetevpon thelefle coſt was beſtowed, either tohelpethe ſite 
olzheplace, or the ſtrength of the bulwarks: men and armour alone were thought a 
fofhcientdefcnce. Nowtothe ende,'thar being feuered inplace, the proweſſe of 
ec nation might more diflinaly appeare, and be ſeene, the Batauians, &the Ger-

Ivit1s and Claſficus puffed vp with proſperous ſucceſſe made a que- 
ſtion, whether they ſhould permit the cittie of Coleyn to bee ſacked by 
cheir ſouldiers. Their naturall inclination to crueltie and couctoufnes drew 
them that way, butthepolicie of warre was againſt ir, and cfpeciallic the opinion 
— of clemencie ncedfull in thoſe which are to found a new Empire:the remembrance 
alſo of apriuate benefite made Civilis more tratable toward them, becauſe in the 
very beginning ofthe troubles taking his ſonne in their towne they committed him 
ro Concarabla cuſtodie, Notwithſtanding the nations beyond the Rhene envied * 
the riches, & growing of the citty, and iudged there cauld beno end ofwar,vnleſſe 
that towne were cither made a common habitation for all Germans indifferently, 
or elſe razedto the ground, & ſo the Vþij alſo diſperſed. Wherefore the Ten&teri,a 
people onelyſerued ftom them by the riuer, ſent anembaſlage, wich inſtruftion to 
declare their charge inthe commoncouncell lof Coleyn;which oneofthe moſt im- 
pcrious among the embaſſadours vttered in this petemptotie maner.

A Bovrr theſametime acertaine fable, belecued at the firſt, and running with- 
out controlement at the beginning, ended within fewdaies. A certaine man 
counterfaited himſclfe robe Scaiþoniatius Camerinus , and thathe had lyen 

in Neroes time for feare ſecret in Hiſtria, becauſe there the vaſlals and poſſeſſions of 
the old Craſh and the affeion toward the name did remaine. So certain leaud per- 
ſons being aſſumed to furniſh the play, the credulous common people, and ſome of 
the ſoulgiers, vpon ignorance of the truth, or elſe deſirous of troubles, began to aſlo- 
ciatthemſclues vnto him a pace:buttheir Captain was intrapped anon and brought 


before Vitcllius, and being cxamined what maner of manhe was, when bs they

found no truth in his anſwers, and thathe was owned by his maſter by name and 
quality Gera a fugitive bond-man, he was executed after the maner offlaues.

T isſcarſcely credible howgreatly Vitellius grew in pride and (lothfulneſſe, when 
as the ſouldiers ſent for that purpoſe brought word our of Syria and lewry , that 
the Eaſt had ſworne allegeance vnto him. For Veſpaſian, albeit onely vpon a fly- 
ing report withour any certaine Author, wasin cuery mans mouth, and commonly 
ſpoken of, and oftentimes as he was named Virellius would ſtartle. Then he and his 
Army, as being without any concurrent in cruelty, in luſt, in oppreſſion, brake our 
into barbarous and forraine behauiour. But Veſpaſian inthe meane ſeaſon layin 
his plot forthe war, entred into conſideration of the forces both neare andfarre of 
His owne ſouldiers, were ſo ready in his behalfe, that when he began them the oath 
and wiſhed all proſperity to Vitellius , the ſouldiers anſwered with filence, without 
either good wiſh or good word. Mutianus was not aliene from Veſpatian , and to- 
ward Titus very well affeted. Alexander the gonernour of Agypr had entred into 
the confederacy. The third Legion , becauſe it was transferred our of Syria into 
Mceſia , Veſpaſianreckened as his owne : and thereſt ofthe lllyrian Legions it was 
hoped wonld follow. For the inſolent behaviour of the ſouldiers which came from 
Vicellius , with their proud geſtures andlookes, andrude on , deſpiling all 0- 
thers as baſe and inferiours, had wonderfully offended all the Armies befide.

zing'inone, by letters invited the Pannonian armie tothe cauſe, orif theyrefuſed, 
prepared toforce them. Inthat tumulr Aponius Saturninus Lieutenant generall of 
Mceſia endeuoured to commit a moſt wicked a, ſending a Centurion to murder 
Tertius lulianus Licutenanrt of the ſeuenth Legion, vpon private grudges,preten- 
ding the publike cauſe ofthe ſides. Iulianusvnderſtanding ofthe danger, and ra- 
king guides $ilfull inthe countrey, fled by the deſerts of Mceſia, beyond the mount 
Hemus,;and afterward was notpieſent in the:.ciuill warre of the one ſide or other :

of forgery,burt among other miſeries of warre and a troubled ſtate he recoueredhis 
lace in the Senate,and by Galba was made Lieutenant of the ſeuenth, Legion. He 
was ſuppoſed to baue written diuersletters ro Otho, offering his ſcruice for a cap- 
taine tothe ſide's of whom being notregarded, he wasnot that warre in any em- 
| p94 : but when as Vitellius ſtate began to decay gtomeg Veſpaſianhe ad- 
dedgreat waight tothe caule , becing a valiant man of his hands, of arcady vtte- 
rance,a cunning craftimaſter romake other odious, indiſſcnſtons and mutinies po- 
werable, a violent ſpoyler,a waſtfull ſpender, in time of peace and quiet governe- 
ment inſupportable,in warre not to be conremned. The Mceſian and Pannonian 
armies, being thusioyned together, drew anon the DaJmatianſouldier, albcir the 
Lieutenants generall ſturred nothing ar all. Titus Flauijanus was generall of Pan- 
nonia, and Pompcius Sullanns of Dalmatia,two wealthy old men : bur there was 
inthe countrey Cornelius Fuſcus the Procurator, a maninthe piocipall ſtrengrh 
of his age,and of noble birth; who in his firſt yeares vpon deſire of eaſe, had renoun- 
ced his place in Senate, and afterward being Caprtaine of his colony in fauour of 
Galba,by that meanes artaineda Procuratorſhip. This man, entring into the cauſe 
_ of Veſpaſian, became a principaltfirebrand of the warre, ſeeming todelite nor fo 
muchinthe rewards of perils, as in the perils themſelves, and in ſteedof certain- 
ties wherewith he was anciently endued, chufing new and doubrfull vacerrainties.

'TH1Lzsr theſe things were a working in the prouinces, by Veſpaſianand 
V ' his adherents, Vitcllius growing euery day more contemptible and ſloth- 
5 full, ſtaying vpon cuery place of pleaſure in towne and countrey, with his 
troubleſome rraine marched towardthe citty.. * Threeſcore thouſand armed men 
were inthe company licentiouſly giuen, of lackeyes and horſckeepers a greater 
number with infinite vitrailers and followersof the campe, the moſt diffoluce of all 
. others : beſide the traines of ſo many Licutenants and ſo many friends , our of ail 
compaſle of obedience, yea alchough the-gouernours had beene men of grear an- 
ſeriry andſtrineſle, Morcouerthe Senatours and gentlemen charged the craine, 
who came out ofthe citty to meete him, ſome for feare, ſometorflattery, the reſt 
and fo all one after anqher for company, leſt - ſhould ſeeme to ſtay behinde 
when other did goe. Thicher reſorted alſo of the baſer ſort certaine well knonen 
to Virellius by reaſon of vnhoneſt ſeruices,, which in time paſt they had done him, 
as buffons , ſtageplayers and charer driuersz with which kinde of reprochfull ac. 
quaintrance he wasdelired wonderfully. Neither were the colonies ancly or free 
rownes impouecriſhed by purueying of vitrales for fo huge a company; bur the 
husbandmen themſelues, and fields,the corne beingnow ripe,were ſpoiled and wa- 
ſted as an enemy countrey. Many and crtiell murders were commited by the fonl- 
dicrs among themſclues , by reaſon of the jarring which continged berweene the 
Legions and *ydes,cuer fincethe ſturre at; Ticinum: againſt the Pezants, or any * 
third party they agreed but too well: burthe greateſt {laughter was ſeuen miles 
, from the citie.- Arthar place Vieclliusdiftribured rohisfouldiers, according to the 
faſhion of * Fencers diet,tocuery ofthemmeate already dreſſed: and the common 
people,that came outof the citicroſee ir, had diſperſed themſeluesthroughoutrhe 
whole campe.As theſouldicrs gaue no heed to ſuch marters, certaine peafams, af- 
rerakind of homely icſting,cur away ſecretly theirbelts; andi{poiledrhem tered; . 
acking in iybing manner,whether they were girded or no. The ſoldiers ftomack; not - 
vied to beare words of diſgrace,could not diigeſt that ſcorne: burwith theirfwords. 
as reuenged 


T he ſecond Booke of the bIftorie 
reuenged them{ehresvpotthe people which was without weapon : among others 
the father of ongofth_ſouldices pay {laine as hee promit,  -) his Gone : 
which accident percciued andnoiſed abroad they refrained from ſhedding of in- 
nocent bloud. Notwithſtanding inRometheterrour was great, by reaſon of the 
ſouldiersrunning and gadding thither before. The place of common aſſembly. rhey 
repaired ſpecially ro,coucting to behould the Place where Galba was ſlaine: when

The Tribunes alſo andothercaptainesin 
terrible ſor, with multitudes of armed men, went ſquaring andierting the ſtreets.

H E day following,as though he had ſpoken before the Senate and people of 
a ſtrange citie,he made aglorious ſpeech of himſelfe, extolling his owne indu- | 
ſtriouſneſſe and temperancy , when as they which heard him of their owne 
knowledge were witnefles of his lewd aQions,and allraly befide,thorow which he 
marched for dowfineſle and riot notoriouſly infamous: notwithſtanding the com- 
mon people which is voide of cares, and learned in one lefſon onely , withour diffe- 
rence of truth and fal(hood to flatter them in authority ; with ſhowtes and wordes 
gauetheirapplauſe ;and when he denied the name of Hnguline they conſtrained 
\ himtorakeitby force, as vainely as before he had vainely refuſedir, By pa

ent were his friends agdſeruants, as that he ſeemed ro haue none bur drunken per- 
4x: about him. Notwithſtanding in the * eleQion of Conſuls hee carried himlelfe. 
in a kind of equality, ſeriouſly affeRing in the Thearre a ſpeRarour, in the Race as 
a partaker, the fauourofthe meanelt ſort; things acceptable indeed and populare,if 
they had ſprung from a vertuous roote; but the memory of his former life made 
them eſteemed baſe and diſhonorable. He came often into the Senare, cuen when 
ſmall matters were handlcd ; and as once by fortune Heluidius Priſcus Pretor ele& 
had opined againſt a matter which Vicellius affeQed, he was in choller at the firſt, 
but VWs no further,bur only to pray aid atrhe Tribunes of the people againſt 
the contempt ofhis authority. Vhereupon Heluidiusfriends , who feared a deeper 
impreſſion of anger in his mind , going about ro mittigare and make vp the matter, 
he anſwered thatit was no new thing to ſee two Senatoursin the co.umon wealth 
diſagree in judgement: that he alſo was woont ſometimes to diſſent from Thraſca. 
Many dcrided the impudency of the compariſon: others liked irwell, that hee had 
picked out not one of the powerable fauoritesin courr,bur Thraſca rather for a pat- 
cerne of true glory, ? P.Sabinus and lulius Priſcus were conſtituted capraines alibe 
Guard; Priſcus by Valens preferment,and Sabinus by Czcinaes. For Czcina and 
Valens diſpoſed of all the affaires of the Empire,leauing berween themlittle autho- 
ritic ornone at all to Vitellius, and yer iarring and diſagreeing together, aunciently 
enemies one to the other: but the warre and the campe couecred therancour ſo fo 
for aſeaſon, which now brake out & was greatly increaſed by the peruerſe behaui- 
ouroffriends,and liuingtogether ina city ſo ſruitfull to breed and nouriſh diſlikes; 
whileſt they contend together, and are compared by others in multitude of ſuicers 
andfollowers, and greatnes of traine ; Vitellius diuerſly fauouring ſometime the 
one,ſometime the other: as powerablenes is neuer ſure where it is roo exceſlive. As 
for Vitcllius, knowing him to be ſodainely murable vpon euery offence or flactery; 
they contemned and feared him withall: neuerthelefſe whileſt the time was they 
' ſerued themſelues,and gat houſes,gardens , andtherichesot the Empire into their 
hands; when as the lamentable and indigent multitude of Noblemen,whom Galba 
with their children reſtoredto their countrey,was not any way relicued by the priti» 
ces liberality. Onely hee granted them their former right + ouer their freed men: 
a point acceptable to the chiefemen of the city , and nor diſallowed euecn of the 
meane ſort; butthoſe ſeruile natures marred altogetherthe benefic thereof, hiding 
their money in ſecret corners, or in great menscoffers; and ſome of them paſſed to 
theſcruice of the Prince, and became of more might then their maſters. Now as 
touching the ſouldiers , when asthe Prztorian campe was repleniſhed, theremain- 
der which was very great , lodged inporches and temples ſcattered vp and downe 
the whole towne forgat toknow their enſignes,tokeepe watch and warde, to har- 
den them-ſelues withlabour and trauell: but drowned in the plealures of thecitie, 
and filthineſſe not ro be named,weakned their bodies with idlenes, and their minde 
with inconrinentliuing:and laſtly without any care at all of their own health many 
quarteredin the peſtilent places of the Vatican,wherupon the death ofmany com- 
mon perſons enſued : and the Germans and Frenchmen lying by the Tiber, and be- 
ing otherwiſe ſubig& to diſeaſes, vtterly ouerthrew the ſtate of their body,with too 
much ſyimming inthe riuer,and impatience : heat, Moreouer the city-ſouldiery

was through vndiſcreetnesor ambitioncorrupred. Sixteence Prztorian cohorts and 
tour vrban were enrolled,containing athouſand mena peece.In preferring tothoſe 
roomes Valens preſumed to beare greater ſtroake, as being the worthier man, and 
hauing redeemed Czcina himſelfe our of pe. ill: and intruth by hiscomming the 
fide was rcuiued , and with ſohappic a batrellhe cancelled the hard opinion of his 
{low comming forward: and all the ſouldiers of low Germany followed Valens and 
depended wholly-vpon him : vypon which cauſes it is ſuppoſed that Czcinaos faith 
began firſt ro be fleeting. Notwithſtanding Virtellius yeelded nor ſo much ro the 
captaines, bur that hee yeelded much moreto the ſouldiers pleaſures: eucricone 
choſe lis owne place of ſeruice: were he neuer ſo vnwoorthie, ifhce liked it better 
he wasdepured tothe = ſcruice:again thoſe which were fit were ſuffered, if they 
lifted ro remaine in their former eſtare among the Legionarie or Auxiliary ſoldiers: 
which diuerſe were willing to doe becing molefted with fickneſſes , and not able to 
endure the heat ofthe country.Notwithſtanding the Legions & Aides were drawn 
of theirprincipallſirength , and the beauty of the Prztorian cawpe blemiſhed,by 
this contuſion rather then choiſe of rwenty. thouſand out of the whole army. As 
Vitcllius was making a ſolemne ſpeech, the ſouldiersrequired Afiaticus, and Flaui- 
us,andRufinus, captaines of France to be executed, becauſe they hadraken armes 
in Vindex bchalfe, ncither did Vitellius reſtraine ſuch ſpeeches, befidesthathe was 
a manofweake reſiſtance by nature, knowing alſo that the day of his donatiue was 
at hand,and the money wanting. Vherefore he granted liberally all other requeſts 
to the ſouldier: and to ſupply that defe& the freedmen ofthe former Princes were 
commaunded to contribute, according cothenumber oftheir bondmen : whereas 
Vitellius withour other care, ſane enely to waſt and conſume,builded vp ſtables for 
charet-driuers, filled che Race with ſpeRacles of fencers and wilde beaſts, and as in 
greareſt abundance caſt mony moſt idlely away.Furthermore Czcina and Valens 
with great preparation, and ſuch as before that time was neuer ſcene, celebrated 
« Gladiarores. the birth day of Vitellius , with ſhewes ©* of fencers in cuery ſtreet throughout 
the wholecitty.Onething much greeued the good, asit chcred the bad, that Vitel=

XXV III. Thepreparation of Vitellius againſt Veſpaſtan. 


HE reuolc of the third Legion was firſt of all other certified ro Vitellius by 

letters,written by Aponius Saturninus, beforechat he alſo aſſociated himſelte 

to Veſpalians ſide.But neither did Aponius write all, asa man affrighted with 
the ſodainnes thereof, and beſide the friends of Virellius flattcringly ſought to cxre- 
nuate andlefſen the marter:that it was but amutinee of one Legion alone;a matter 
ofnomoment,ſecing all other armies remainedin obedience. After the fame ſtile 
Viccllius alſo ſpake to the ſouldicrs,inueying againſt the lately cafled Prerorians,by 
whome he affirmed falſe rumors were pred, andthat there wasno danger of ciuill 
warre,ſupprefling the name of Veſpaſian, and ſetting vnder hand ſouldier, abroad 
in the rowne toreſtraine the ſpeeches of the common people : which thing was a 
prineipall meanes to nouriſh the fame, Ncuerthelefſe hee ſent for Aides our of 
Germanie and Brittannic, andthe Spaines, coldly anddiſſembling the neceſſity: 
the Licutcnants and prouinccs on their parts vſcdthe like coldnefſe againe. Hor- 


deonius FlaccusLicutenant of Germanie ſuſpeRing already the reuolt of Batauia,

haſte was made: atthattimerthere wasno Lieutenant generall there, but onely the 

Licutcnancs of three Legions ofequallauthority; who as in Virellius proſperity they 

would haue contended who ſhould haue beene formoſt', ſonow in his declining 
eſtare they equally drew backe. In Africke the Legion and cohorts levied by Clo- 
dius Macer, and ſtraightwaiesdiſmiſſed ag by Vitellius commande- 
ment to reſume their ſeruice againe : ithall the whole youth of the province 
voluntarily gauec in their names to be ſouldiers:for* Vitellius had gouerned as a Pro- 
conſull there with good integrity and liking, Veſpaſian with as much infamie and 
hatred ofthe country;zand accordingly our allies preſumed, they would cary them- 
ſcluesinthe Empire: but the triall was otherwiſe. And at the beginning Valerius 
Feſtus the Licutcnanc Furthered faithfully che endeuours of thoſe of the province: 
bur anon hefaultred, inletrers and edits openly pretending Vitellius, and with ſe- 
cret meſſages intertaining Veſpaſian; meaning to defend the one ſide, or the other 
according as they ſhould happen to proſper. Some Centurions and fouldiers were 
rakeninRhoetia and Fraumce with letters and edits of Veſpaſian about them , and 
being ſent ro Virellius were ſlaine: but more eſcaped pafſing vndiſcouered by the ſe- 
cretnes of friends, or by their owne ſhifting. So the preparations of Vitellius were 
knowne abroad: Veſpaſians purpoſes were for the moſtpart vnknowne, partly tho- 
rough the negligence of Vitellius, and partly becauſe the Pannonian Alpes were 
keptwith garriſon, which ſtaied all meſſengers : and arſea the* Erchians blewe, a

Forif theſouldicrs preſently after cheir victory had direAlly xepay- 
red toRome,whiles they were in Fourage and hart,by.reaſon of their lare good fuc- 
ceſſe, beſide anaturallobſtinatenesinihem, the matter wouldnot hauebeecne cn- 
*Icdfo quickly. wichqur much ado, and the cuident deſtruQtion of the Cirtie. For. 
Lucius Virellius albziz, bg were infamous otherwiſe, yer was he induſtrious, and, 
powerablegor as good men by vertues, but by yices asthe worlt ſort. .

VVhereupon the horſemen wereſenr before to Aricia, the Legions 
going not beyond Bovillz: but Virellias incontinently , without further delay, 
yeelded himſclfe and his cohorts to the diſcretion of che conquerour : his fouldiers 
likewiſe threw away their vnfortunate weapons vpon indignation, rarherrthen fear; 
Thenrhey were mar{halledin length and led thorow the citie, as it were, in tri- 
umph garded wich armed men.Not one ofthem ſhewed any figne of iubmiſſenefſe 
in countenance,but allſad and ſterne,not moued with che ſhowtings,and ravntrs of 
rhe mulritudc inſulting ouer them : onely fome few, through impatience breaking 
out; were beaten dawne by their gard, the reſt commirred ropriſpn.

Rhene, were a part and member ofthe Catri ; and being throwen our by ciuill ſedi- 
tion, they ſcatedthemſelues in the vetermoſt limits of France,which then lay voide 
of inhabitants, and tooke in with the iland that is ſituate inthe flattes, and hach 

 theOceanbefore, behinde and on either fide theriuer ofRhene. And albeir they 
were cenfederate with the Romans much mightier then themſelues. yer were they 
not,as it happeneth in ſuch ouermarches, ſpoiled of cheir riches and wealth,but on- 
ly bounde to'miniſtermen and armour tothe behoofe of the Empire, and ſo for a 
longtime they were emploiedin the German wars. Afterward they became more 
famous by teaſon of certaine cohorts of them ſent ouer into Britannic by the Ro- 
mans, vader the leading ofcertaine noblemen of their owne nation, according to 
their ancient order : and beſide, there remained behinde in the cuntrey a company 
of choſen horſemen praftiſed eſpecially in ſwimming, ſo that they would in whole 
troupes paſſe ouertheRhenc ark e,and gouerning their horſe in their handes.

At the commandement of Vitellius,the able 
men of the Batauians were ſummonedto beprefſed ro the warre: which being of it 
ſelfe a burdenſome thing, was made much more inſupportable, by the auarice and 
lewd diſpoſition of the officers, who billed chiefly ſuch as were old or imporene 
_ _ perſons, and then for moneyreleaſed thetn:againe ſuch as were vnder age,andfaire 
(as many of their youths are of a comly tal ſtature)them they caried away toabuſe 
 theirbodies. Artheſedealings the cuntrey bei highly offended,certaine faQious 
heads werefuborned,to adethemto refuſe tobe preſſed.

thattbeyhad ſtrength of their owne, both of fooremen and horſe; the Germans 
were allied vnto theny in bloud, the French likewiſe affe&ted:that even theRomans 
themſclues would not greatly miſlike ofthis warre, the loſſes whereof, if any were, - 
they might impute ro Veſpaſian, and if they went through and conquered, they 
ſhouldnot be called ro their account. Hauing ended his ſpeech with great appto- 
bation ofthe audience, he bound them with barbarous ceremonies and adiurati- 
ons vied by them in like caſes, in a firme aflociarion rogither. Straightwaies meſ- 
ſengers were diſpatched tothe Caninefates, to induce them alſo into the league:

renanis of fer purpo!e tticred vp and foſtered theie warres ; yea all the miſchicfes, 
which cicher had chanced already or werefearcd heeratter, were imputed, not to 
the cowardlineſic of the fouldier, or firength ofthe enemie,bur onely ro the fraude 
and fal'choode of the Leaders. : When rhe Batauians drewneare tothe campe at 
Bonna, they ſenr before certaine meſſengers, rodeclare ro Herennius Gallus the 
intention of the cohortes : that their meaning was not ro make warre with the Ro- 
mans, in whoſe bchalfe they had fo oft borne armesz bur foraſmuch as,they were 
wearied with a long and fruiclefle ſervice, their deſire was, quietly toliue at home 
intheircountrey. And therefore ifno man made oppoſition, theirpaſſage ſhould 
be harmeleſſe : bur if any hoſtilitie were offred,they would rake their way with the 
ſword.

There wereinhis campethree thou- | 
ſand® Legionary ſouldiers, and certaine tumultuary cohorts of Belgians, and with- dure + a 
all a number of pezants,and followers ofthe campe, braue men before the danger hero aleyion- 
approche, inthe danger but cowards, Our they ifſue ar all the gates of the campe j75ow. «<s 
ro encloſe the Batauians,whom they knew to be farre inferiour in number. The Ba- 
tauians mindfull oftheirolde order in ſeruice, ſet themſelues in array in pointed 
batrels ſtanding on euery ſide cloſe rogether, and having their front, their fAlancks, 
and their backe ſurely garded, &fo with greatfacilitic brake rhorow our thin com- 
anics, TheBelgians firſt gaue grounde, and then our Legionaries were beaten 
acke, andran for feare toward the trenches, and gates of the campe, Therethe 
moſt flaughter was commitred : the foſſes we filled vp with dead bs and ma- 
ny died inthe throng, by tumbling one ouer another, andrunning vpon theirown 
weapons, aswell as ſſainc by the enemy. After this vitorie the Boranians went for- 
ward, leauing Coleynof the right haud, 8& attempred no at ofhoſtilitie in thereſt 
of their journey, but excuſing the batraile ar Bonna as a thing done by conſtraint,

I'v11 1s, vpon the comming of thoſe olde cohetts, had now vnder his con- 
duiCt a full and complete armie : neuerthelefle wauecring in minde,and ſtan- 
ding irreſolute, con{1dering the puiſſance ofthe Roman Empire, he cauſed all 
his men to ſweare to Veſpaſian, and ſem forthwith Embaſſadours co the two Legi- 
ons, which bcing defeated by him in the former batraile were fled to Verera,requi- 


ring them alſo to take the like orhe. Their anſwere was,they would not be —_ 
| neuther 
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esmuzir Es their trenches and ® wals, and razed the buildings, which in ſolong a peace were c- 


perow a ne due 
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neither by Trajtour,uor enemy; tliat Vitellius wastheir Prince,to whom alone they 
owed their faith, and ſhould ftand forhim in armes,. ro their laſt breath : wherefore 
lernora fugitive, and faithlefſe Batauiancary himſclfe as vwpier of the Roman at- 
faires, butrather looke for condigne puniſhment tor his deſert. C inilis being great+ 
ly incenſed with chis anſwer, bringerh the whole Nation of the Barauians norhe 
field. The Bruferi and TeuSeri afſociats crhemſciues, and meſſengers were fent 
into Gerwanic, who railcd the whole Country, ſome ro win honour, and ſome to 
gaine ſpoilc. Againſt theſe great threatnings and bandings of lo many enemies, 
Mammius Lvpercus, and * Mumihus Rufus, Lictenants of the Legions, fortified 


refted, not farre from the Campe, in manner of a towne, leaſt rhey ſhould be a har- 
bour forthe enemy, But through overſight they omitted ro conney the vittaile,and 
other prouifion thercin into the Campe, ſufteringic to be taken ar diſcretion: and fo 
in few daicsthat was riorouſly conſumed,. which by gogd order would hauecrclie- 
ued theirneedes along time, Ciuilisled che middle bartell himſelfe, wherein was 
theflower and ſtrength of Batauia : and on-both fides of the Rhene, tothe endthe 
fightof his army might ſtrike in the greaterterrour, hecauſed the regiments ofthe 
Germans to march,the horſemen galloppingabout the fields; and withall the ſhips 
were brought vpthe ſtreame. $0 0n the one handthe enfignes of the old cohorts, 
n the other che piures and images of the wild beaſts raken out of their woods and 


conſecrated groues, according as every Nation vieth tobearc inthefield , amazed- 


our men, and terrified them doubly, with-the ſhew both of an externall , and civill 
warre. Morcouetthe great compaſle of therrenchmage the attemprof the beſic- 
gcrs more feaſable and increaſedtheir hope,,For whereas it was made to containe 
twoLegions,at that preſent it hadſcarſe-fjue thouſand armed men todefendiir, be- 
ſide the followers of the campe, which vpon the breaking vp of the peace gathered 
cthither aud there remained doingthem Caice inthe war. A partof the camp 
was ſituate vpon the pendanx of an| eaſe; hill, and part ſtood vpon the plaine 
grounde. Thar itanding campe Auguſtus ſerled there, ſuppoling it ſufficient to 
watch ouer,and as i: were,to beſiege the countreyes of Germany ,neuer imagini 
char the world could gotar otherwiſe, asthat they ſhould preſume to begin _ 
afſaile our Legions; whereupon thelefſe coft was beſtowed,cithertohelpe the fre 
of the place, or the ſtrengrh.of the bulwarks: men and armgur alone were thought a 
ſufficient defence. -Now-otheende, that being ſeuered inplace, the-proweſſe of 
ech nation might more diſtin&ly appeare, ahd'be ſeene;rhe Barauians, 8&the Gers 
mans which dwelt þcyond be Rhene;tooke:tanding ech. by themiclues & began 
to dart atour men a farre off: \Butwhen aszhi&y ſaw moſt of their we2pons ſtitkin 
in vaine in the turrets,and pinnacles of the wals, and many of themſerues SOSY 
with ſtones throwert from aboue on their ſieads, leauing that kind of oppugnation, 
they ſuddenly with'greatforces #domcay affaicdtofilethe trenches, the moſt 
part by ſetting vp ladders; others'climing over the heads ef their fellowes vpon a 
target fence. And as ſome were nowclamering vp,they were beaten downe head- 
long with fwords and puſh of pike, and ſowith clubs, and darts oucrwhelmed, be- 
ing meti otherwiſe oat in the beginning;and coo too-cargragioys when fortune fa- 
uourcth, but thenfor deſire of ptey they tolerated all haxginefle: allt.z yea and that 
which with chem.3s vnuluaH,;they endefdaured to progue with.tngios, whereof 


they had: of themſcluesncithet experiencenorskill, onely ſome fugitiies and cap+ 
tjues raughtthem to frame timber *.in'' manerof a bridge, and'to drive it forward

wals, asit were from a mount; and others within ſecretly vndetmine the fotindari- 
ons. Burt the defendants, with great ftones ſhot out of * engines, battered downe 
their rude and ill framed worke. - And when as proviſion'wasmadeof * hurdles, 
and planckes ro couer them in giuing the aſſaulr, our men ſhot burning ſpeares,and 
fired the workes ; aſlayling with fire enen their aſſaylers; who deſpayring atlength 
roeffeRuare any thing by torce, deliberated ro lay alingring ſiege thereunto, kno- 
wing thatthey had but few daies vitraile within, and inany vnprofitable mouthes 
tocon{ume ic, and hoping withall, that of want of foade treaſon would enſue: rhat 
thefaith of bondmen alwaies fickle would now be flecting, beſide rhe caſualries, 
which vſually happen in warte.

N * the mieanetime Flaccus, hauing vnderſtood of the ſiege of Vetera, andſerit 

into Franceroleuy aides, ſele&ed out of his Legions a company of choſen men, 

and committed themtothe leading of Dillius Vocula, Lieutenant of the eigh- 
teenth Legion,willing him ro haſten, and make all poſſible ſpeede along the banck 
of the river; timſelfe followed ſlowly, and drooping for feare,being mortally hated 
ofhis ſouldiers. For they openly charged him, that he had ſuffred wilfully ro ſcape 
from Magontiacum the cohortes of the Batauians, or rather papny ſent them 
away : thar Ciuilis rebellious attemprs were by his conniuence foſtered, and by his 
meanethe Germans called tothe party: that neicher Antonius Primus,nor Mutia- 
nus, had fo ſtrengthened Veſpaſians ſide, as Flaccus by thiskinde of difſembling; 
dealing: for open enemies and armes might openly and with armes he repelled, 
but fraude and deceite were marters hardly cfpicd,and therefore could not be auoi- 
ded.that Ciuilis ſtoode in the fielde embarrelted againſt them, but Hordeonius our 
ofhis bed chamber gaue order, and directed as was molt for the enemics behoofe : 
and why then ſhould ſo many armed companies of valiant ſouldiers bee governed 
by a ficke and filly old man ? nay why ſhould they not rathet diſpatch fuch a trai-' 
tour, and free their fortune and vertue from theill chance of ſo vnluckie a leader? 
As they were in theſe ſpeeches one with another, letters came from Vern 
which incenſed them more,the which Flaccus, becauſe he could not conceal, cau- 


{cd openly to be read before the aſlemblie, andſent the bringers thereof _ to 
Virelhus- 
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Vitellius. By this meanes the ſouldiers mindes were ſomewhat appeaſed:: and fo 
they camnero Bonnathe ſtanding campe of the firſt Legione the ſouldiers whereof 
were mare diſpleaſed, with Flaccus thanthe other ; laying the faulc of their late 
oucrthrowe wholly ypon him: auerring that they at his commaundementmarched 
forth againſt the Batauians,aſluring ihemſclues,vpon his promiſe, thathis Legions 
from Magontiacum ſhould affailethem behinde; and ſono ſupply comming from 
thence they loſi their lives through:his treaſon: that theſe marrers had neuer beene 
notifiedtrorhe reſt ofthe armic, nertothe Prince,or elſe by the helpe and affiftance 
of ſo many.countreyesxhis ſogdainrebellion might haue beene quenched inthe be- 
ginning. Whereupon Hordeonius cauſed the copics of all the letters, which hee 
had ſentinto France, Britanny and Spaine, requeſting theirhelpe,to be read tothe 
armie, and began a very ill example, that all letters ſent from abroade ſhould be 
deliuercd to the ftanderd-bearers of rhe Legions , who redthem to the ſouldiers, 
before they came tothe Generals hand. Then he commaunded one of the moſt 


aca to Coleyn, where many Aidesreſorted vnto him of the Frenchnation which at the

AtNouecſium they aſſumed the ſixteenth Legion; and He- 

reanius Gallus Lieutenant ofthe firſt Legion was ioined with Vocula iapart of the 

charge : yet durſt rhey nor go to finde the enemie, but encamped themſelues at a 

place called Gelduba: There they trained, and pradiſed their ſouldicrs in ordering 


of bartels, in forrifying, entrenching, and other milirare exerciſes. Andto the end. 


that they might by booties and ſpoiles take courage and hart, Vocula. led foorth 
part of his army into the countrey of the Gugerni adioyning, who had allied them- 
{clues with Ciuilis :part remained behinde with Herennius. Gallus. And as by

Ourſouldiers, being thus put ro the worſe, according ro 
theircuſtome there, blamed not their owne cowatrdlineſſe, but the rtreafonot rhe 
Lieutenant,whom they drew out of his tent, tare his clothes, & bet hisbodie,com- 
manding him to tel vpon what price,and with what compliceshehad thus berraied 

the armie. But © Rordeonius was charged withthe whole cnuie of the fa&t ; him * who, «ic 
they termed the contriver of the miſchiefe,Gallus only the inſtrument, til ar length + naar dark 
Gallus, being terrified with rheir threatnings of his deſtruRion , ro ſauc his owne ** 

life , was content to charge Hordeonius alſo with treaſon, Then was hee pur in 

bands, and afterward, at thereturne of Vocula looſed,who the next day following 

put todeath the autors of the ſturre.

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yond theRhene, whn were deſirous of bartaile, ro go and breake-ypthe trenches, 
and being beaten backe, cftſoones to giue afreſh aſſault, nor caring to leeſe. many 
of thoſe, whercothe hadſo many. to pare. Neither did the night bring an end to 
their rrauaile; bur heaping vpwooderound abour and(etting it on fire, they fell ts 
feaſting together, and as they were heated with wine, ranraſhly and deſperately to 
_ the aſſault : which attempt of theirs was altogether without effect. For their darts, 
as being throwen intothe darke, fell voide without any doing of hurt. The Romans 
with greatdexteriticlenclled at the Barbarians ſtanding in the light, and eſpecially 
at ſuch as were boldeſt to preſſe forwarde, or gliſtered moſt in their finnicure: 
which thing Ciuilispercciuing commanded thefire tobe purour, and to fight pell 
mell in rhe darke,. Then there aroſe confuſed clamours, andnoiſes, vatiablechan- 
ces, and vncertaine aduentures : no foreſight in ſtriking or warding ; on what ſide 
focuer the cry arole,thither they would turne their bodies,and direc their arrowes: 
valaurprofited nothing,chance ruled all;and the moſt valiant men oftentimes were 
flaine by the moſt cowards. The Germans ranne with vnaduiſed rage:butthe Ro- 
man ſouldiers acquainted with dangers, hurled their clubs headed with iron, and 
heauy ſtones,nor at aventure:where they heard anylabouring to breakin,or ſetting 
vp ladders within their reach, they thruſ them backe with the pikes of their buck- 
| lers, and followed them with darts, and many which had got on the wals they ſtab- 
| bed with daggers. The night being thus ſpent, thenext day diſcouercd a newkind 
* vOrdoubte, of aſſault, The Batauians had builded & broughtforward a tower®of two heights, . 
whichasit approchedneeretothe Prztorian gate (forthat part ofthe campe was 
- of eaſieſt acceſſe)our ſouldiers brake it in peeces with mighty plankes runne againſt 
it, and logges caſt vpon it, with great dammage and ſlaughterof them that ſtoode 
thereupon. Ar which accidentthe enemies being diſmaied, our fouldiers ſodainly 
iſſued out, and cur off many of their men, with all the Legionarie ſouldiers , being 
expert and skilfull that way,deuiſed,many warlicke engins; but that which was the 
"Sufufun&+ -moſt dreadfull, was a *mooucable and wagging engin, in manerof a crane,which 
»eneu:=n. being ſodainly let downe ſnatched vp one or more ofthe enemies, and hoiſed them 
aloftin the ſight ofchexeſt, and ſo the beame turning abourler.chem fallinto our . 
campe.Ciuilislaying aſide all hope of winning by force derermincd ro change that 
courſe, and by tra of time toefferhe ſame purpoſe, ſecring in the meane ſeaſon 
by meſſages and promiſes to corrupt the faith ofthe Legions. ©.
